7 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth; both man, and 
beast, and the creeping thing, and 
the fowls of the air ; for it repenteth 
me that I have made them. 

8 But Noah found grace in the eyes 
of the Lord. 

9 H These are the generations of 
Nodi : Noah was a just man and per- 
fect in his generations, and Noah 
walked with God. 

10 AndNoahbegat three sons, Shem, 
Ham, and Ja-pheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt before 
God, and the earth was filled with 
violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, it was corrupt ; for all flesh 
had corrupted his way upon the earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The 
end of all flesh is come before me; 
for the earth is filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, 1 will 
destroy them with me earth. 

14 H Make thee an ark of go-pher 
wood: rooms shalt thou make in the 
ark, and shalt pitch it within and 
without with pitch. 

15 And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of: The length of 
the ark shall be three hundred cubits, 
the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish 
it above ; and the door of the ark shalt 
thou set in the side thereof; with 
lower, second, and third stories shalt 
thou make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring 
a flood of waters upon the earth, to 
destroy all fiesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven ; and every 
thing that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish my 
covenant; and thou shalt come into 
the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons* wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou 
bring into the ark, to keep them 
alive with thee *, they shall be male 
and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep- 
ing thing of the earth after his kind, 
two of every sort shall come unto thee, 
to keep them ahve. 
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21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt 
gather it to thee ; and it shall be for 
food for thee, and for them. 

22 Thus did Noah; according to all 
that God commanded him, so did he. 

7 CHAPTER 7 

AND the Lord said unto Noah, 
-Tl Come thou and all thy house 
into the ark; for thee have I seen 
righteous before me in this genera- 
tion. 

2 Of every clean beast thou shalt 
take to thee by sevens, the male and 
his female: and of beasts that are 
not clean by two, the male and his 
female. 

3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 
the male and the female ; to keep seed 
alive upon the face of all the earth. 

4 For yet seven days, and I will 
cause it to rain upon the earth forty 
days and forty nights ; and every liv- 
ing substance that I have made will I 
destroy from off the face of the earth. 

5 And Noah did according imto aU 
that the Lord commanded him. 

6 And Noah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was upon 
the earth. 

7 1 And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him, into the ark, because of the 
waters of the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded 
Noah. , . 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood 
were upon the earth. 

11 t In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the 
same day were all the fountains of 
the great deep broken up, and the 
windows of heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered Noah 
and Shem, and Ham, and Ja-pheth, 
ti&e sons of Noah, and Noah’s wife, 
and the three wives of his sons with 
them, into the ark; 

14 They, and every beast after his 
kind, and all the cattle after their 
kind, and every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after his 
kind, and every fowl after his kind, 
every bird of every sort. 


Noah enters the Ark. The flood of waters 

15 And they went in unto Noah into 
the ark, two and two of all flesh 
wherein is the breath of life. ’ 

16 And they that went in, went in 
male and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him: and the Lord 
shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days upon 
the earth ; and the waters increased, 
and bare up the ark, and it was lift 
UP above the earth. 

18 And the waters prevailed, and 
were increased greatly upon the 
earth; and the ark went upon the 
face of the waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed ex- 
ceedingly upon the earth ; and all the 
high bills, that were under the whole 
heaven, were covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the 
waters prevail; and the mountains 
were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the earth, both of fowl, and of 
cattle, and of beast, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth, and every man : 

22 All in whose nostrils was the 
breath of life, of all that was in the 
dry land, died, 

23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face 
of the ground, both man, and cattle, 
and the creeping things, and the fowl 
of the heaven ; and they were destroy- 
ed from the earth: and Noah only 
remained alive, and they that were 
with him in the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon 
the earth an hundred and fifty 
days. 


8 CHAPTER 8 

AND God remembered Noah, and 
XT. every living thing, and all the 
cattle that was with him in the ark: 
and God made a wind to pass over 
the earth, and the waters asswaged; 

2 The foimtains also of the deep 
and the windows of heaven were 
stopped, and the rain from heaven 
was restrained; 

3 And the waters returned from off 
the earth continually; and after the 
end of the hundred and fifty days the 
waters were abated. 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ar-a- 
rat. 

5 And the waters decreased con- 
tinually until the tenth month : in the 
tenth month, on the first day of the 
month, were the tops of the moun- 
tains seen. 
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Noah goes forth of the ark 

6 If And it came to pass at the end 
of forty days, that Noah opened the 
window of the ark which he had 
made : 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
went forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from off the earth. 

8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, 
to see if the waters were abated from 
off ffie face of the ground ; 

9 But the dove foimd no rest for the 
sole of her foot, and she returned unto 
h\vn into the ark, for the waters were 
on the face of the whole earth : then he 
put forth his hand, and took her, and 
pulled her in unto him into the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet other seven 
days; and again he sent forth the 
dove out of the ark; 

11 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening; and, lo, in her mouth 
was an olive leaf pluckt off: so Noah 
knew that the waters were abated 
from off the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven 
days ; and sent forth the dove ; which 
returned not again unto him anymore. 

13 H And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the first 
months the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the 
earth: and Noah removed the cover- 
ing of the ark, and looked, and, be- 
hold, the face of the ground was dry. 

14 And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried. 

15 H And God spake unto Noah, 
saying, 

16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and 
thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ 
wives with thee. 

17 Bring forth with thee every living 
thing that is with thee, of aU flesh, 
both of fowl, and of cattle, and of 
every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth; that they may breed 
abundantly in the earth, and be fruit- 
frd, and multiply upon the earth. 

18 And Noah went forth, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him: 

19 Every beast, every creeping thing, 
and every fowl, and whatsoever 
creepeth upon the earth, after their 
kinds, went forth out of the ark. 

20 H And Noah builded an altar unto 
the Lord; and took of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt offerings on the altar. 

21 And the Lord smelled a sweet 
savour; and the Lord said in his 
heart, I will not again curse the 
ground any more for man’s sake; 
for the imagination of man’s heart 
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is evil from his youth; neither will I 
ag^ smite any more every thing 
living, as I have done. 

,22 While the earth remaineth, seed- 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, 
and summer and winter, and day 
and night shall not cease. 

9 CHAPTER 9 

AND God blessed Noah and his 
JOl sons, and said unto them, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth. 

2 And the fear of you and the dread 
of you shall be upon every beast of 
the earth, and upon every fowl of 
the air, upon all that moveth upon 
the earth, and upon all the fishes of 
the sea; into your hand are they 
delivered. 

3 Every moving thing that liveth 
shall be meat for you; even as the 
green herb have I given you all things. 

4 But flesh with the life thereof, 
which is the blood thereof, shall ye 
not eat. 

5 And surely your blood of your lives 
will I require ; at the hand of every 
beast will I require it, and at the hand 
of man; at the hand of every man’s 
brother will I require the life of man. 

6 Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed : for in 
the image of God made he man. 

7 And you, be ye fruitful, and multi- 
ply; bring forth abundantly in the 
earth, and multiply therein. 

8 H And God spake unto Noah, and 
to his sons with him, saying, 

9 And I, behold, I establish my 
covenant with you, and with your seed 
after you; 

10 And with every living creature 
that is with you, of the fowl, of the 
cattle, and of every beast of the earth 
with you; from all that go out of the 
ark, to every beast of the earth. 

11 And I wU establish my covenant 
with you ; neither shall aH flesh be cut 
off any more by the waters of a flood ; 
neither shall there any more be a 
flood to destroy the earih. 

12 And God said. This is the token 
of the covenant which I make between 
me and you and every living creature 
that is with you, for perpetual genera- 
tions: 

13 1 do set my bow in the cloud, and 
it shall be for a token of a covenant 
between me and the earth. 

14 And it shall come to pass, when 
1 bring a cloud over the earth, that the 
bow shall be seen in the doud: 

15 And I win remember mycovenant, 
which is between me and you and 
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every living creature of all flesh; 
and the waters shall no more be- 
come a flood to destroy all flesh. 

16 And the bow shall be in the cloud ; 
and I will look upon it, that I may 
remember the everlasting covenant 
between God and every living crea- 
ture of all flesh that is upon the 
earth. 

17 And God said unto Noah, This is 
the token of the covenant, which I 
have established between me and all 
flesh that is upon the earth. 

18 If And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, 
and Ja-pheth : and Ham is the father 
of Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of Noah : 
and of them was the whole earth 
overspread. 

20 And Noah began to be an hus- 
bandman, and he planted a vineyard : 

21 And he drank of the wine, and 
was drunken; and he was uncovered 
within his tent. 

22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his two brethren without. 

23 And Shem and Ja-pheth took a 
garment, and laid it upon both their 
shoulders, and went backward, and 
covered the nakedness of their father ; 
and their faces were backward, and 
they saw not their father’s nakedness. 

24 And Noah awoke from his wine, 
and knew what his younger son had 
done unto him. 

25 And he said. Cursed be Canaan; 
a servant of servants shall he be 
unto his brethren. 

26 And he said. Blessed be the 
Lord (jod of Shem ; and Canaan shah 
be his servant. 

27 God shall enlarge Ja-pheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; 
and Canaan shall be his servant. 

28 If And Noah lived after the flood 
three hundred and fifty years. 

29 And all the days of Noah were 
nine hundred and fifty years: and he 
died. 

iO CHAPTER 10 

N OW these are the generations of 
the sons of Noah, Shem, Ham, 
and Ja-pheth; and unto them were 
sons bom after the flood. 

2 The sons of Ja^pheth; Go-mer, 
and Ma-gog, and Ma^d^, and Ja- 
van, and Tflibal, and Me-shech, and 
Ti-ras. 

3 And the sons of G5-mer; Ash-ke^ 
naz, and Ri-phath, and T6-gar^mah. 
4 And the sons of Ja-van; E-li'shah, 
and Tarshish, Kittim, and Do^a-nim.

5 By these were the isles of the 
Gentiles divided in their lands ; every 
one after his tongue, after their 
i families, in their nations. 

6 ^ And the sons of Ham ; Cdsh, and 
Miz^ra-im, and Phut, and Canaan. 

7 And the sons of Ciish; Se-ba, and 
Hav-i-lah, and Sab-tah, and Ra-a- 
mah, and Sab-te-cha; and the sons 
of Ra-a-m^; She-ba, and De-dan. 

8 And Cdsh begat Nimrod : he began 
to be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hunter before the 
Lord : wherefore it is said, Even as 
Nimrod the mighty hunter before the 
Lord. 

10 And the beginning of his kingdom 
was Babel, and £r-ecb, and Ac-cad, 
and Cal-neh, in the land of Shi-nar. 

11 Out of that land went forth Assh- 
ur, and biulded Nin-e-veh, and the 
city Re-ho-both, and Ca-lah, 

12 And Re-sen between Nin-e-veh 
and Ca-lah: the same is a great city. 

13 And Miz-ra-im begat Lu-dim, and 
An-a-mim, and Le-ha-bim, and Naph- 
tu-him, 

14 And Path-ru-sim, and Cas-lu-him 
(out of whom came Philistim,) and 
Caph-to-rim. 

15 If And Canaan begat Si-ddn his 
firstborn, and Heth, 

16 And the Jeb-u-site, and the Amor- 
ite, and the Gir%a-site, 

17 And the Hi-vite, and the Ar-kite, 
and the Si-nite, 

18 And the Ar-vd-dite, and the Zem- 
a-rite, and the Ha-math-ite; and 
afterward were the families of the 
Canaanites spread abroad. 

19 And the border of the Canaanites 
was flrom Si-don as thou comest to 
Ge^rar, unto Ga-za; as thou goest, 
unto Sodom, and Go-mdr-rah, and 
Ad-mah, and Zd-bo^, even unto 
Laisha. 

20 These are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their countries, and in their nations. 

21 If Unto Shem also, the father of all 
the children of £-bdr, the brother of 
Ja-pheth the elder, even to him were 
children bom. 

22 The children of Shem; E^am, 
and Assh-ur, and Ar-phax-ad, and 
Lud, and Ar^am. 

23 And tiie children of Ar^am; Uz, 
and Hul, and Ge-ther, and Mash. 

24 And Ar-phaxrad begat Sa-lah; 
and Sa-lah begat E-ber. 

25 And unto E-ber were bom two 
sons; the name of one was Pe4eg; 
for in his days was the earth 
divided; and his brother’s name was 
Jok^tan.

26 And Jok^an begat Al-mo-dad, 
and She-leph, and Ha-zar-ma-veth, 
and Je-rahi, 

27 And Ha-dor-am, and tJ-zal, and 
Dik^lab, 

28 And o-b^s and A-bim-a-el, and 
She^ba, 

29 And o-phir, and Hav-i-lab, and 
Jo-bab: all these were the sons of 
Jok^tan. 

30 And their dwelhng was from Me- 
sha, as thon goest unto Se-phar a 
mount of the east. 

31 These are the sons of Shem, after 

their families, after their tongues, in 
their lands, after their nations- s 

32 These are the families of the sons i 

of Noah, after their generations, in | 
ihek nations: and by these were the | 
nations divided in the earth after the t 
flood. I 

11 CHAPTER 11 I 

AND the whole earth was of one | 
language, and of one speech. 

2 And it came to pass, as they jour- 
neyed from the east, that they found 
a plain in the land of Shi'nar; and 
they dwelt there. 

3 And they said one to another. Go 
to, let us make brick, and bum them 
throughly. And they had brick for 
stone, and sHme had they for morter. 

4 And they said, Go to, let us build 
us a city and a tower, whose top may 
reach unto heaven; and let us make 
us a name, lest we be scattered abroad 
upon the face of the whole earth. 

5 And the Lord came down to see 
the city and the tower, which the 
children of men builded. 

6 And the Lord said. Behold, the 
people is one, and they have all 
one language; and this they begin 
to do : and now nothing win be re- 
strained from them, which they have 
imagined to do.

8 So the Lord scattered them abroad 
from thence upon the face of all the 
earth: and they left off to build the 
city. 

9 Therefore is the name of it called 
Babel ; because the Lord did there 
confound the language of all the 
earth : and ffom thence did the Lord 
scatter them abroad upon the face of 
all the earth. 

10 U These are the generations of 
Shem : Shem was an hundred years 
old, and begat Ar-phax^ad two years 
after the flood: 
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.11 And Shem lived after he begat 
Ar-pnax-ad five hundred years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

12 And Ar-phasrad lived five and 
thirty years, and begat Sa-lah : 

13 And Ar-phax^ad lived after he 
begat Sa-lah four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

14 And Sa-lah lived thirty years, and 
begat E-ber : 

15 And Sa-lah lived after he begat 
E-ber four hundred and three years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

16 And S%er lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Pe-leg : 

17 And E-ber lived after he begat 
Pe-leg four himdred and thirty years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

18 And Pe-leg lived thirty years, and 
begat Re-u : 

19 And Pe^leg lived after he begat 
Re^u two hundred and nine years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

20 And Re^u lived two and thirty 
years, and begat Se-riig : 

21 And Re^u lived after he begat 
rug two hundred and seven years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

22 And S^riig lived thirty years, and 
begat Nahor: 

23 And Se-rug lived after he begat 
Nahor two hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty 
years, and begat Te^rah : 

25 And Nahor lived after he begat 
Te-rah an hundred and nineteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

26 And Te-rah lived seventy yearS; 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and Harlan. 

27 H Now these are the generations 
of Te^rah : Te^rah begat Abram, Nahor, 
and Har-Hn ; and Har^fin begat Lot. 

28 And Harlan died before bis father 
Te-rah in the land of his nativity, in 
UroftheQb^id^s. 

29 And Abram and Nahor took them 
wives : the name of Abram’s wife was 
Sar^a-i; and the name of Nahor’s 
wife, Mil-cah, the daughter of Har-Sn, 
the father of Mil-cSh, and the father 
of Is-cah. 

30 But Sar^a-i was barren; she had 
no child. 

31 And T^rah took Abram his son, 
and Lot the son of Harlan his son’s 
son, and Sar^a-i his daughter in law, 
his son Abram’s wife ; and they went 
forthwith them from TJrof the Qb^- 
dees, to go into the land of Canaan; 
and they came unto HSr^, and 
dwelt there. 

32 And the days of T^rah were two 
hundred and five years: and Te^rah 
died in 
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12 CHAPTER 12 

N OW the Lord had said unto 
Abram, Get thee out of thy 
Qountry, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father’s house, unto a land 
that I will shew thee : 

2 And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and 
make thy name great; and thou shalt 
be a blessing : 

3 And I will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth 
thee: and in thee shall aU famihes 
of the earth be blessed. 

4 So Abram departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him; and Lot went 
with him: and Abram was seventy 
and five years old when he departed 
out of H^-an. 

5 And Abram took Sar-a-i his wife, 
and Lot his brother’s son, and 
all their substance that they had 
gathered, and the souls that they 
had gotten in Har-an ; and they went 
forth to go into the land of Canaan; 
and into the land of Canaan they 
came. 

6 And Abram passed through the 
land unto the place of Si-chem, 
unto the plain of Mo-reh. And the 
Canaanite was then in the land. 

7 And the Lord appeared unto 
Abram, and said, XJnto tny seed 
will I give this land: and there 
builded he an altar unto the Lord, 
who appeared unto him. 

8 And he removed from thence unto 
a mountain on the east of Beth-el, 
and pitched his tent, having Beth-ei 
on the west, and Ha-i on the east: 
and there he builded an altar unto 
the Lord, and called upon the name 
of the Lord. 

9 And Abram journeyed, going on 
still toward the south. 

10 H And there was a famine in the 
land: and Abram went down into 
E&^ypt to soioum there ; for the famine 
was grievous in the land. 

11 Ani it came to pass, when he was 
come near to enter into Egypt, that 
he said unto S^a-i his wife. Behold 
now, I know that thou art a fair 
woman to look upon: 

12 Therefore it snail come to pass, 
when the Egyptians shall see thee, 
that they shall say. This is his wife: 
and they will kill me, but they will 
save thee alive. 

13 Say, I pray thee, thou art my 
sister: that it may be well with me 
for thy sake ; and my soul shall live 
because of thee. 

14 If And it came to pass, that, when 
Abram was come into Egypt, the 


Egyptians beheld the woman that she 
was very fair. 

15 The princes also of Pharaoh saw 
her, and commended her before Pha- 
raoh : and the woman was taken into 
Pharaoh’s house. 

16 And he entreated Abram well for 
her sake : and he had sheep, and oxen, 
and he asses, and menservants, and 
maidservants, and she asses, and 
camels. 

17 And the Lord plagued Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues be- 
cause of Sm:-a-i Abram’s wife. 

18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and 
said, What is this that thou hast done 
unto me? why didst thou not tell me 
that she was thy wife? 

19 Why saidst thou. She is my sister? 
so I might have taken her to me to 
wife : now therefore behold thy wife, 
take her, and go thy way. 

20 And Pharaoh commanded his men 
concerning him: and they sent him 
away, and his wife, and all that he had. 

13 CHAPTER 13 

AND Abram went up out of Egypt, 
Jl\ he, and his wife, and all that he 
had, and Lot with him, into the south, 

2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, 
in silver, and in gold. 

3 And he went on his journeys from 
the south even to Beth-el, unto the 
place where his tent had been at the 
beginning, between Beth-el and Ha-i ; 

4 Unto the place of the altar, which 
he had made there at the first: and 
there Abram called on the name of 
the Lord. 

5 If And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had flocks, and herds, and 
tents. 

6 And the land was not able to bear 
them, that they might dwell together : 
for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. 

7 And there was a strife between 
the herdmen of Abram’s cattle and 
the herdmen of Lot’s cattle : and the 
Canaanite and the Pe-riz-zite dwelled 
then in the land. 

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let 
there be no strife, I pray thee, be- 
tween me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen; for we 
be brethren, 

9 Is not the whole land before thee? 
separate thyself, I pray thee, from 
me : if thou wilt take the left hand, 
then I will go to the right; or if thou 
depart to the right hand, then I will 
go to the left. 

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld aU the plain of Jordan, that

it was well watered every where, be- 1 
fore the Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Go-mor-rah, even as the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of Egypt, as thou 
comest unto Zo-ar. 

11 Then Lot chose him aU the plain 

of Jordan; and Lot journeyed east: i 
and tiiey separated themselves the 
one from the other. i 

12 Abram dwelled in the land of Ca- 1 

naan, and Lot dwelled in the cities of 
the plain, and pitched his tent toward 
Sodom. . „ , ‘ 

13 But the men of Sodom were 
wicked and sinners before the Lord 
exceed ingly • 

14 If And the Lord said unto Abram, I 
after that Lot was separated from him, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art northward, 
and southward, and eastward, and 
westward : 

15 For all the land which thou seest, 
to thee will I give it, and to thy seed 
for ever. 

16 And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth: so that if a man 
can number the dust of the earth, 
then shall thy seed also be numbered. 

17 Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it and in the breadth of 
it ; for I will give it unto thee. 

18 Then Abram removed his tent, 
and came and dwelt in the plain of 
Mam-re, which is in He-bron, and 
built there an altar unto the Lord. 

14 CHAPTER 14 

AND it came to pass in the days of 
Am-ra-phel long of Shi-nar, ^ 
i-6ch king of il-la-sar, Cbed-6r-ia-6^ 
m^r king of E-lam, and Ti-d^ Idng of 
nations ; 

2 That these made war with Be^rS 
king of Sodom, and with Bir-sha king 
of G6-m6i^r^, Shi-nab king of Ad- 
mah, and Shem-e-ber king of Ze-bdi- 
im, and the king of Be-la, which is 
Z6-ar. 

3 All these were j oined together in the 
vale of Sid-dim, which is the salt sea. 

4 Twelve years they served Ghed-dr- 
la-6-mer, and in the thirteenth year 
they rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year came 
Ched-dr-la-o^mdr, and the kings that 
were with him, and smote the Reph- 
a-ims in Ash-te-roth Kar-na-im, and 
the Zu-zims in Ham, and the E-nums 
in Sha-veh Kir-i-S-lhaiim, 

6 And the Hor^ites in their mount 
Se%, unto Sl-pdr^^, which is by the 
wilderness. 

7 And they returned, and came to 
£;n-mish-pat, which is Ka-ddsh, and 
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smote all the country of the A-mal- 
ek-ites, and also the Amorites, that 
dwelt in H^-e-z6n~ta-mar. 

8 And there went out the king of 
Sodom, and the king of G6-m6r-r^, 
and the king of Ad-m^, and the king 
of Ze-bdi-im, and the king of Be-ld 
(the same is Zo-ar;) and they joined 
battle with themin the vale of Sid-dbm ; 
_9 With Ched-6r-la-6-mer the king of 
E-1 to, and with Ti-dal king of nations, 
and Am-ra-phel king of Shi-nar, and 
Ar^i-och king of £Ma's^ ; four kings 
with five. 

10 And the vale of Sid-dim was full 
of slimepits ; and the kings of Sodom 
and G6-m6r-rah fled, and fell there ; 
and they that remained fled to the 
I mountain. 

' 11 And they took all the goods of 
Sodom and G5-m6r^rah, and all their 
victuals, and went their way. 

12 And they took Lot, Abram’s 
brother’s son, who dwelt in Sodom, 
and his goods, and departed. 

13 If And there came one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the Heb- 
rew; for he dwelt in the plain of 
Mto-re the Amorite, brother of fish- 
col, and brother of Aner: and these 
were confederate with Abram. 

14 And when Abram heard that his 
brother was taken captive, he armed 
his trained servants, bom in his own 
house, three hundred and eighteen, 
and pursued them unto Dan. 

15 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his servants, by night, 
and smote them, and pursued them 
unto Ho^bah, which is on the left 
hand of Damascus. 

16 And he brought back all the goods, 
and also brought again his brother 
Lot, and his goods, and the women 
also, and the people. 

17 If And the king of Sodom went out 
to meet him after his return from the 
slaughter of Ched-or-la-o-m^, and of 
the kings that were with him, at the 
valley of Sha-veh, which is the king’s 
dale. 

18 And Mel-duzted-ek king of Sa- 
lem brought forth bread and wine: 
and he was the priest of the most 
high God. 

19 And he blessed him, and said, 
Blessed be Abram of the most high 
God, possessor of heaven and earth: 

20 And blessed be the most high 
God, which hath deliveied thine 
enemies into thy hand. And he gave 
him tithes of all.

14 And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning, and took bread, and a bottle 
of water, and gave it unto Ha^ar, 
putting it on her shoulder, and the 
child, and sent her away: and she 
departed, and wandered in the wilder- 
ness of Beer-she-ba.

24 And Abraham said, I will swear. 
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God trieth Abraham^s faith 


25 And Abraham reproved A-bim-e- 
because of a well of water, which 

A-bim-e-lech^s servants had violently 
taken away. 

26 And A-bim-e*lech said, I wot not 
who hath done this thing: neither 
didst thou tell me, neither yet heard 
I of iU but to day. 

27 And Abraham took sheep and ox- 
en, and gave them unto A-bim-e-leoh ; 
and both of them made a covenant. 

28 And Abraham set seven ewe 
iambs of the flock by themselves. 

29 And A-bim-e-lech said unto Abra- 
ham, What mean these seven ewe 
lambs which thou hast set by them- 
selves? 

30 And he said. For these seven ewe 
iambs shalt thou take of my hand, 
that they may be a witness unto me, 
that I have digged this well. 

31 Wherefore he called that place 
Beer-she-ba; because there they 
sware both of them.

E-phron; and Abraham weighed to 
E-phron the silver, which he had 
named in the audience of the sons of 
Heth, four hundred shekels of silver, 
current money with the merchant. 

17 U And the field of E-phron, which 
was in Mach-pe-1^, which was before 
M^-re, the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that were 
in the field, that were in all the borders 
round about, were made sure 

18 Unto Abraham for a possession 
in the presence of the children of 
Heth, before all that went in at the 
gate of his city. 

19 And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave of the field 
of Mach-pe-lah before Mam-re : the 
same is He-bronin the land of Canaan.

36 H And Jacob was wroth, and 
chode with Laban : and Jacob answer- 
ed and said to Laban, What is my 
trespass? what is my sin, that thou 
hast so hotly pursued after me? 

37 Whereas thou hast searched all 
my stuff, what hast thou found of all 
thy household stuff? set it here be- 
fore my brethren and thy brethren, 
that they may judge betwixt us 
both. 

38 This twenty years have I been 
with thee ; thy ewes and thy she goats 
have not cast their young, and the 
rams of thy flock have 1 not eaten. 

39 That which was tom of beasts I 
brought not unto thee ; I bare the loss 
of it; of my hand didst thou require 
it, whether stolen by day, or stolen by 
night.

7 Then Jacob was greatly afiraid and 
distressed : and he divided the 
people that was with him, and the 
flocks, and herds, and the camels, 
into two bands; 

8 And said. If Esau come to the one 
company, and smite it, then the other 
company which is left shall escape. 

9 H And Jacob said, C God of my 
father Abraham, and God of my father 
Isaac, the Lord which saidst unto me. 
Return unto thy country, and to thy 
kindred, and I will deal well with thee : 

10 I am not worthy of the least of 
all the mercies, and of all the truth. 
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which thou hast shewed unto thy ser- 
vant ; for with my staff I passed over 
this Jordan; and now I am become 
two bands. 

11 Dehver me, I pray thee, from the 
hand of my brother, from the hand of j 
Esau : for I fear him, lest he will come 
and smite me, and the mother with 
the children. 

12 And thou saidst, I will surely do 
thee good, and make thy seed as the 
sand of the sea, which cannot be 
numbered for multitude. 

13 1 And he lodged there that same 
night and tock of that which came 
to his hand a present for Esau his 
brother : 

14 Two hundred she goats, and 
twenty he goats, two hundred ewes, 
and twenty rams, 

15 Thirty mhch camels with their 
colts, forty kine, and ten bulls, twenty 
she asses, and ten foals. 

16 And he delivered them into the 
hand of his servants, every drove by 
themselves; and said unto his ser- 
vants, Pass over before me, and put 
a space betwixt drove and drove. 

17 And he commanded the fore- 
most, saying, When Esau my brother 
meeteth thee, and askefh thee, 
saying. Whose art thou? and whither 
goest thou? and whose are these 
before thee? 

18 Then thou shalt say, They he thy 
servant Jacob’s ; it is a present sent 
unto my lord Esau: and, behold, also 
he is behind us. 

19 And so commanded he the second, 
and the third, and all that followed 
tiie droves, saying, On this manner 
shall ye speak unto Esau, when ye 
find hitn. 

20 And say ye moreover, Behold, thy 
servant Jacob is behind us. For he 
said, I will appease him with the 
present that goeth before me, and 
afterward I voU see his face; per- 
adventure he will accept of me. 

21 So went the present over before 
him: and himself lodged that night 
in the company. 

22 And he rose up that night, and 
took his two wives, and his two 
womenservants, and his eleven sons, 
and passed over the ford Jab-bok. 

23 And he took them, and sent them 
over the brook, and sent over that he 
had. 

24 ^ And Jacob was left alone ; and 
there wresfied a man with him until 
the breaking of the day. 

25 And when he saw that he pre- 
vailed not agamst him, he touched 
the hollow of his thigh; and the 
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hollow of Jacob’s thigh was out of 
joint, as he wrestled with him. 

26 And he said. Let me go, for the 
day breaketh. And he said, I will not 
let thee go, except thou bless me. 

27 And he said unto him, What is 
thy name? And he said, Jacob. 

28 And he said, Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel; 
for as a prince hast thou power with 
God and with men, and hast pre- 
vailed. 

29 And Jacob asked him, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, thy name. And 
he said, Wherefore is it that thou 
dost ask after my name? And he 
blessed him there. 

30 And Jacob called the name of the 
place Pen'i-el ; for I have seen God 
face to face, and my life is preserved. 

31 And as he passed over P^n-u-el 
the sun rose upon him, and he halted 
upon his thigh. 

32 Therefore the children of Israel 
eat not of the sinew which shrank, 
which is upon the hollow of the thigh, 
imto this day : because he touched the 
hollow of Jacob’s thigh in the sinew 
that shrank. 
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AND Jacob lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, Esau came, 
and with him four hundred men. And 
he divided the children unto Leah, 
and imtp Rachel, and unto the two 
handmaids. 

2 And he put the handmaids and 
their children foremost, and Leah and 
her children after, and Rachel and 
Joseph hindermost.

4 And Esau ran to meet him, and 
embraced him, and feE on his neck,

5 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw 
the women and the chEdren; and 
said. Who are those with thee ? And 
he said, The chEdren which God 
hath graciously given thy servant. 

6 Then the handmaidens came near, 
they and their children, and they 
bowed themselves. 

7 And Leah also with her children 
came near, and bowed themselves: 
and after came Joseph near and 
Rachel, and they bowed themselves. 

8 And he said. What meanest thou 
by aE this drove which I met ? And 
he said. These are to find grace in 
the sight of my lord. 

9 And Esau said, 1 have enough, my 
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brother; keep that thou hast unto 
thyself. 

10 And Jacob said. Nay, I pray thee, 
if now I have found grace in thy sight, 
then receive my present at mv hand : 
for therefore I have seen thy face, as 
though I had seen the face of God, 
and thou wast pleased with me. 

11 Take, I pray thee, my blessing 
that is brought to thee; because God 
hath dealt gi*aciously with me, and 
because I have enough.

The soul of my son She-iem 
longeth for your daughter : I pray you 
give her him to wife. 

9 And make ye marriages with us, 
and give your daughters unto us, and 
take our daughters unto you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with us : and 
the land shall be before you ; dwell 
and trade ye therein, and get you 
possessions therein. 

11 And She-chem said unto her 
father and xmto her brethren, Let me 
find grace in your eyes, and what ye 
shall say unto me I will give. 

12 Ask me never so much dowry 
and gift, and I will give according as 
ye shall sav unto me : but give me the 
damsel to wife. 

13 And the sons of Jacob answered 
She-chem and Ha-mor his father 
deceitfully, and said, because he had 
defiled Dinah their sister: 

14 And they said unto them. We 
cannot do this thing, to give our sister 
to one that is uncircumcised ; for that 
were a reproach unto us: 

15 But in this will we consent unto 
you : If ye will be as we he, that every 
male of you be circumcised ; 

16 Then will we give our daughters 
unto you, and we will take your 
daughters to us, and we will dwell wifli 
you, and we will become one people. 

17 But if ye will not hearken unto us, 
to be circumcised ; then will we take 
our daughter, and we will be gone. 

18 And their words pleased Ha-mor, 
and She^chem Ha-mor’s son. 

19 And the young man deferred not 
to do the thing, because he had de- 
light in Jacob’s daughter : and he was 
more honourable than all the house 
of his father. 

20 If And Ha-mor and She-chem his 
son came imto the gate of their city, 
and communed with the men of their 
city, saying. 
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21 These men are peaceable with us ; 
therefore let them dwell m the land, 
and trade therem ; for the land, be- 
hold, it IS large enough for them ; let 
us take Iheir daughters to us for wives, 
and let us give them our daughters. 

22 Only herem will the men consent 
unto us for to dwell with us, to be one 
people, if every male among us be 
circumcised, as they are circumcised. 

23 Shall not their cattle and their 
substance and every beast of theirs 
be ours‘5* only let us consent tmto 
them, and they will dweD with us. 

24 And unto Ha-mor and onto Sh^ 
chem his son hearkened all that went 
out of the gate of his city , and every 
male was circumcised, all that went 
out of the gate of his city. 

25 H And it came to pass on the third 
day, when they were sore, that two of 
the sons of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, 
Dinah’s brethren, took each man his 
sword, and came upon the city boldly, 
and slew all the males. 

26 And they slew Ha-mor and She^ 
chem his son with the edge of the 
sword, and took Dinah out of She- 
chem’s house, and went out. 

27 The sons of Jacob came upon the 
slam, and spoiled the cit^, because 
they had defiled their sistei. 

28 They took their sheep, and their 
oxen, and their asses, and that which 
was m the city, and that which was m 
the field, 

29 And all their wealth, and all their 
httle ones, and their wives took they 
captive, and spoiled even all that was 
in the house. 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and

35 And let them gather all the food 
of those good years that come, and lay 
up com under the hand of Pharaoh, 
and let them keep food in the cities. 

36 And that food shall be for store 
to the land against the seven years of 
famine, which shall be in the land of 
Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine. 

37 H And the thing was good in the 
eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of 
all his servants. 

38 And Pharaoh said imto his ser- 
vants, Can we find such a one as this 
ist a man in whom the Spirit of God is^ 


Joseph made ruler of Egypt 

39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Forasmuch as God hath shewed thee 
all this, there is none so discreet and 
wise as thou art: 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, and 
according unto thy word shall all my 
people be ruled ; only in the throne 
will I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
See, I have set thee over all the land 
of Egypt. 

42 And Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon 
Joseph’s hand, and arrayed him in 
vestures of fine linen, and put a 
gold chain about his neck; 

43 And he made him to ride in the 
second chariot which he had ; and they 
cried before him. Bow the knee : and 
he made him ruler over all the land 
of Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I 
am Pharaoh, and without thee sh^ 
no man lift up his hand or foot in all 
the land of Egypt. 

45 And Pharaoh called Joseph’s 
name Zaph-nath-pa-a-ne-ah ; and 
he gave him to wife As-e-nath the 
daughter of P6-ti'-pher-^ priest of 
On. And Joseph went out over all 
the land of Egypt. 

46 H And Joseph was thirty years old 
when he stood before Pharaoh king 
of Egypt. And Joseph went out from 
the presence of Pharaoh, and went 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous years 
the earth brought forfli by handfuls. 

48 And he gathered up all the food 
of the seven years, which were in the 
land of Egsnpt, and laid up the food in 
the cities : the food of the field, which 
was round about every city, laid he 
up in the same. 

49 And Joseph gathered com as the 
sand of the sea, very much, until he 
left numbering; for it was without 
number. 

50 And unto Joseph were bom two 
sons before the years of famine came, 
which As^e-nath the daughter of P6- 
ti'-pher-ah priest of On bare unto 
him. 

51 And Joseph called the name of 
the firstborn Ma-nas-seh: For God, 
said he, hath made me forget all my 
toil, and all my father’s house. 

52 Aad the name of the second called 
he E-phra-im; For God hath caused 
me to be fruitful in the land of my 
afOiction. 

53 it And the seven years of plen- 
teousness, that was in the land of 
Egypt, were ended. 

54 And the seven years of dearth

began to come, according as Joseph 
had said : and the dearth was in all 
lands; but in all the land of Egjrpt 
there was bread. 

55 And when ail the land of Egypt , 
was famished, the people cried to | 
Pharaoh for bread ; and Pharaoh said 
unto all the Egyptians, Go unto 
Joseph ; what he saith to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over ail the 

face of the earth : and Joseph opened 
all the storehouses, and sold unto 
the Eg 3 ^tians ; and the famine waxed I 
sore in the land of Egjrpt. 1 

57 And all countries came into 
Egsrpt to Joseph for to buy corn; be- ! 
cause that the famine was so sore in 
all lands. 

42 CHAPTER 42 

TVTOW when Jacob saw that there 
was com in Egypt, Jacob said 
unto his sons. Why do ye look one 
upon another? 

2 And he said. Behold, I have heard 
that there is com in Egypt: get you 
down thither, and buy for us from 
thence; that we may live, and not 
die. 

3 U And Joseph’s ten brethren went 
down to buy com in Egypt. 

4 But Benjamin, Joseph’s brother, 
Jacob sent not with his brethren ; for 
he said, Lest peradventure mischief 
befall mm.

15 These be the sons of Leah, wmch 
she bare unto Jacob in Pa-dan-ar^am, 
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with his daughter Dinah : all the souls i 
of his sons and his daughters were 
thirty and three. 

16 If And the sons of Gad ; Ziph-i- 
on, and Hag-gi, Shu'ni, and fiz^bon, 
E-ri, and A-ro'di, and A-re-li. 

17 *\ And the sons of Asher; Jim- 
nah, and Ish-u-ah, and Is-u-i, and 
Be-ri-ah, and Se-r^ their sister ; and 
the sons of Be-ri-ah; He-ber, and 
Mal-chi-el.

I 10 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and

best of the land, in the land of Ram- 
e-ses, as Pharaoh had commanded. 

12 And Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s 
household, with bread, according to 
their families. 

13 1 And there was no bread in all 
the land; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of Egypt and 
all the land of Canaan fainted by 
reason of the famine. 

14 And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in the land 
of Egsrpt, and in the land of Canaan, 
for the com which they bought: 
and Joseph brought the money into 
Pharaoh’s house. 

15 And when money failed in the 
land of Eg 3 ^t, and in the land of Ca- 
naan, all the Egs^tians came mto 
Joseph, and said. Give us bread : for 
why should we die in thy presence? 
for the money failefh. 

16 And Joseph said, Give your cat- 
tle ; and I will give you for your cattle, 
if money fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle unto 
Joseph : and Joseph gave them bread 
in exchange for horses, and for the 
flocks, and for the cattle of the herds, 
and for the asses : and he fed them 
with bread for all their cattle for that 
year. 

18 When that year was ended, they 
came imto him the second year, and 
said unto him. We will not hide it from 
my lord, how that our money is spent ; 
my lord also hath our herds of cattle ;

my lord, but our bodies, and our 
lands:

4 And thou shalt make loops of blue 
upon the edge of the one curtain firom 
the selvedge in the coupling; and 
likewise shalt thou make in the 
uttermost edge of another curtain, 
in the coupling of the second. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in the edge of the curtain that is 
In the coupling of the second ; that the 
loops may take hold one of another. 
6 And thou shalt make fifty taches 
of gold, and couple the curtains to- 
gether with the taches: and it shall 
be one tabernacle. 

7 H And thou shalt make curtains 
of goats’ hair to be a covering upon 
the tabernacle : eleven curtains shalt 
thou make. 

8 The length of one curtain shcJl he 
thirty cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: and the eleven 
curtains shall he all of one measure. 
9 And thou shalt couple five curtams 
by themselves, and six curtains by 
themselves, and shalt double the 
sixth curtain in the forefront of the 
tabernacle. 

10 And Siou shalt make fifty loops 
on the edge of the one curtain that is 


15 1i And thou shalt make boards 
for the tabernacle of shit-tim wood 
standing up. 

16 Ten cubits shall be the length of 
a board, and a cubit and a half shall 
be the breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons shall there be in one 
board, set in order one against 
another: thus shalt thou make for 
aU the boards of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards 
for the tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sockets 
of silver under the twenty boards; 
two sockets under one board for his 
two tenons, and two sockets under 
another board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the 
tabernacle on the north side there 
shall be twenty boards: 

21 And their forty sockets 0 / silver; 
two sockets under one board, and 
two sockets tmder another board. 

22 And for the sides of the taber- 
nacle westward thou shalt make six 
boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make 
for the comers of the tabernacle in 
the two sides. 

24 And they shall be coupled to- 
gether beneath, and they shall be 
coupled together above the head of 
it unto one ring: thus shall it be for 
them both; they shall be for the two 
comers. 

25 And they shall be eight boards, 
and their sockets of silver, sixteen 
sockets ; two sockets under one 
board, and two sockets under 
another board. 

26 If And thou shalt make bars of 
shit^tam wood; five for the boards of 
the one side of the tabemade. 

27 And five bars for the boards ckf 
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the other side of the tabernacle, and 1 
five bars for the boards of the side ' 
of the tabernacle, for the two sides ! 
westward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst 
of the boards shall reach from end 
to end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the 
boards with gold, and make their 
rings of gold for places for the bars : 
and thou shalt overlay the bars with 
gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up the taber- 
nacle according to the fashion thereof 
which was shewed thee in the mount. 

31 H And thou shalt make a vail of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen of cunning work: 
with chSr-u-bims shall it be made : 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon four 
pillars of shit-fim wood overlaid with 
gold: their hooks shall be of gold, 
upon the four sockets of silver. 

33 1 And thou shalt hang up the vail 
under the taches, that thou mayest 
bring in thither within the vail the 
ark of the testimony: and the vail 
shall divide imto you between the 
holy iilace and the most holy. 

34 And thou shalt put the mercy 

seat upon the ark of the testimony in 
the most holy place, i 

35 And thou shalt set the table 
without the vail, and the candlestick 
over against the table on the side of 
the tabernacle toward the south : and 
thou shalt put the table on the north 
side. 

36 And thou shalt make an hanging 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework. 

37 And thou shalt make for the hang- , 
ing five pillars of shit^tim wood* and 
overlay them with gold, and their i 
hooks shall he of gold : and thou shalt 
cast five sockets of brass for them. 

77 CHAPTER 27 

AND thou shalt make an altar of 
XlL shit^titm wood, five cubits long, 
and five cubits broad ; the altar shall 
be foursquare : and the height thereof 
shall be three cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns of 
It upon the four comers thereof; his 
horns shall be of the same : and thou 
shalt overlay it with brass. 

3 And thou ^alt make his pans to 
receive his ashes, and his shovels, 
and his basons, and his fieshhooks, 

his firepans: all the vessels 
thereof thou shalt make of brass. 

4 And thou shalt make for it a grate 
of network of brass; and upon the 
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net shalt thou make four brasen 
rings in the four corners thereof. 

5 And thou shalt put it under the 
compass of the altar beneath, that 
the net may be even to the midst of 
the altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for the 
altar, staves of shit-tim wood, and 
overlay them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into 
the rings, and the staves shall be upon 
the two sides of the altar, to bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou 
make it: as it was shewed thee in 
the motmt, so shall they make it 

9 1i And thou shalt m^e the court 
of the tabernacle: for the south 
side southward there shall be hang- 
ings for the court of fine twined 
linen of an hundred cubits long for 
one side: 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof 
and their twenty sockets shall he of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets shall be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side 
in length there shall be hangings of 
an hundred cubits long, and his 
twenty pillars and their twenty 
sockets of brass ; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets of silver. 

12 1! And for the breadth of the court 
on the west side shall be hangings of 
fifty cubits: their pillars ten, and 
their sockets ten. 

13 And the breadth of the court on 
the east side eastward shall be fifty 
cubits. 

14 The hangings of one side of the 
gate shall be fifteen cubits: their 
pillars three, and their sockets three. 

15 And on the other side shall be 
hangings fifteen cubits: their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

16 H And for the gate of the court 
shall be an hanging of twenty cubits, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen, wrought with 
needlework: and their pillars shall 
be four, and their sockets four. 

17 All the pillars round about the 
court shall be filleted with silver; 
their hooks shall be of silver, and 
their sockets of brass. 

18 1 The lengfli of the court shall be 
an hundred cubits, and the breadth 
fifty every where, and the height 
five cubits of fine twined linen, and 
their sockets of brass. 

19 All the vessels of the tabernacle 
in all the service thereof, and all the 
pins thereof, and all the pins of the 
court, shall be of brass. 

20 t And thou shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they bring 
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thee pure oil olive beaten for the light* 
to cause the lamp to bum always. 

21 In the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion without the vail, which zs before 
the testimony, Aaron and his sons 
shall order it from evening to morn- 
ing before the Lord: it shall be a 
statute for ever unto their generations 
on the behalf of the children of Israel.

7 It shall have the two shoulder- 
pieces thereof joined at the two edges 
thereof; and so it shall be joined 
together. 

8 And the curious girdle of the 
e-phdd, which is upon it, shall be of 
the same, according to the work 
thereof; even of gold, o/blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two onyx 
stones, and grave on them the names 
of the children of Israel :

3 And thou shalt overlay it with ^ure 
gold, the top thereof, and the sides 
thereof round about, and the horns 
thereof; and thou shalt make unto 
it a crown of gold round about. 

4 And two golden rings shalt thou 
make to it under the crown of it, by 
the two comers thereof, upon the 
two sides of it shalt thou make it; 
and they shall.be for places for the 
staves to bear it withal. 


5 And thou shalt make the staves of 
shit-fim wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

6 And thou shalt put it before the 
vail that is by the ark of the testi- 
mony, before the mercy seat that is 
over the testimony, where I will meet 
with thee* 

7 And Aaron shall bum thereon 
sweet incense every morning: when 
he dresseth the lamps, he shall bum 
incense upon it. 

8 And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamps at even, he shall bum incense 
upon it, a perpetual incense before 
the Lord throughout your genera- 
tions. 

9 Ye shall offer no strange incense 
thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor 
meat offering; neither shall ye pour 
drink offering thereon. 

10 And Aaron shall make an atone- 
ment upon the horns of it once in a 
year with the blood of the sin offering 
of atonements : once in the year shall 
he make atonement upon it through- 
out your generations : it is most holy 
unto the Lord.

12 When thou takest the sum of the 
children of Israel after their number, 
then shall they give every man a 
ransom for his soul unto the Lord, 
when thou numberest them; that 
there be no plague among them, 
when thou numberest them. 

13 This they shall give, every one 
that passeth among them that are 
numbered, half a shekel after the 
shekel of the sanctuary: (a shekel 
is twenty ge-rahs:) an half shekel 
shall be the offering of the Lord. 

14 Every one that passeth among 
them that are numbered, from 
twenty years old and above, shall 
give an offering unto the Lord. 

15 The rich shall not give more, 
and the poor shall not give less than 
half a shekel, when ^ey give an 
offering unto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for your souls. 

16 And thou shalt take the atone- 
ment money of the children of Israel, 
aud shalt appoint it for the service of 
the tabernacle of the congregation; 
that it may be a memorial unto 
the children of Israel before the 
Lord, to make an atonement for 
your souls. 

17 U And the Lord spake tmto 
Moses, saying, 

18 Thou shalt also make a laver of 
brass, and his foot also of brass, to 
wash withal: and thou shalt put it 
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between the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation and the altar, and thou 
shalt put water therein. 

19 For Aaron and his sons shall 
wash their hands and their feet 
thereat : 

20 When they go into the tabernacle 
of the congregation, they shall wash 
with water, that they die not; or 
when they come near to the altar to 
minister, to bum offering made by 
fire unto the Lord: 

21 So they shall wash their hands 
and their feet, that they die not : and 
it shall be a statute for ever to them, 
even to him and to his seed through- 
out their generations. 

22 ^ Moreover the Lord spake unto 
Moses, sasing, 

23 Take thou also unto thee princi- 
pal spices, of pure myrrh five hun- 
dred shekels, and of sweet cinnamon 
half so much, even two hundred and 
fifty shekels, and of sweet calamus 
two hundred and fifty shekels, 

24 And of cassia five hundred she- 
kels, after the shekel of the sanc- 
tuary, and of oil olive an bin; 

25 And thou shalt make it an oil of 
holy ointment, an ointment compound 
after the art of the apothecary; it 
shall be an holy anointing oil. 

26 And thou shalt anoint the taber- 
nacle of the congregation therewith, 
and the ark of the testimony, 

27 And the table and aU his vessels,

11 And this is the law of the sacri- 
fice of peace offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the Lord. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer with the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving tmleavened cakes I 
mingled with oil, and unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil, and cakes 
mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer ' 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his 
peace offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out of 
the whole oblation for an heave offer- 
ing unto the Lord, and if shall be 
the priest’s that sprinkleth the blood 
of the peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings for thanksgiving 
shall be eaten the same day that it is 
offered; he shall not leave any of it 
until the morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offering 
be a vow, or a voluntary offering, it 
shall be eaten the same day that he 
offereth his sacrifice: and on the 
morrow also the remainder of it shall 
be eaten:

He that offereth the sacrifice 
of his peace offerings unto the Lord 
shall bring his oblation unto the 
Lord of the sacrifice of his peace 
offerings.

16 And if he smite him with an in- 
strument of iron, so that he die, he 
is a murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

17 And if he smite him with throw- 
ing a stone, wherewith he may die, 
and he die. he is a murderer: the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite him witli an hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer : the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 

19 The revenger of blood himself 
shall slay the murderer: when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, 
or hurl at him by laying of wait, that 
he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die : he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death ; for he is 
a murderer: the revenger of blood 
shall slay the murderer, when he 
meeteth him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or have cast upon 
him any thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith a 
man may die, seeing him not, and 
cast it upon him, that he die, and was 
nothisenemy, neither soughthisharm: 

24 Then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer and the 
revenger of blood according to these 
judgments: 

25 And the congregation shall 
deliver the slayer out of the hand of 
the revenger of blood, and the con- 
gregation shall restore him to the 
dty of his refuge, whither he was 
fled: and he shall abide in it tmto 
the dea^ of the high priest, which 
TOS anomted with the holy oil.

168 CHAPTER 15 
AT the end of every seven years 
thou shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the re- 
lease: Every creditor that lendeth 
ought unto his neighbour shall re- 
lease it; he shall not exact it of his 
neighbour, or of his brother ; because 
it is called the Lord’s release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact 
it again, but that which is thine with 
Ihy brother thine hand ^all release; 

4 Save when there shall be no poor 
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among you; for the Lord shall 
greatly bless thee in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance to possess it ; 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken unto 
the voice of the Lord thy God, to 
observe to do all these command- 
ments which I command thee this 
day. 

6 For the Lord thy God blesseth 
thee, as he promised thee : and thou 
shalt lend unto many nations, but 
thou shalt not borrow; and thou 
shalt reign over many nations, but 
they shall not reign over thee. 

7 * If there be among you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren within any 
of thy gates in thy land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, thou 
shalt not harden thine heart, nor shut 
thine hand from thy poor brother : 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto him, and shalt surely lend 
him sufficient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth. 

9 Beware that there be not a thought 
in thy wicked heart, saying, The 
seventh year, the year of release, is at 
hand ; and thine eye be evil against 
thy poor brother, and thou givest 
him nought; and he cry unto the 
Lord against thee, and it be sin 
imto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him: because that 
for this thing the Lord thy God shall 
bless thee in all thy works, and in 
aU that thou puttest thine hand 
unto. 

11 For the poor shall never cease out 
of the land: therefore I command 
thee, saying. Thou shalt open thine 
hand wide unto thy brother, to thy 
poor, and to thy needy, in thy 
land. 

12 If And if thy brother, an Hebrew 
man, or an Hebrew woman, be sold 
tmto thee, and serve thee six years ; 
then in the seventh year thou shalt 

I let him go free from thee. 

I 13 And when thou sendest Hm out 
I free from thee, thou shalt not let him 
go away empty: 

14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally 
out of thy flock, and out of thy floor, 
and out of thy winepress: of that 
I wherewith the Lord thy God hath 
blessed thee thou shalt give unto

1 15 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in the land of 

♦ Egypt, and the Lord thy God re- 

• deemed thee: therefore I command 
1 thee this thing to day. 
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16 And it shall be, if he say unto 
thee, I will not go away from theei 
because he loveth thee and thine 
house, because he is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an aul, and 
thrust it through his ear unto the 
door, and he shall be thy servant for 
ever. And also unto thy maidservant 
thou shalt do likewise. 

18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free 
from thee, for he hath been worth a 
double hired servant to thee, in serv- 
ing thee six years : and the Lord thy 
God shall bless thee in ail that thou 
doest. 

19 1i All the firstling males that come 
of thy herd and of thy flock thou shalt 
sanctify unto the Lord thy God : thou 
shalt do no work with the firstling of 
thy bullock, nor shear the firstling of 
thy sheep. 

20 Thou shalt eat it before the Lord 
thy God year by year in the place 
which the Lord shall choose, thou 
and thy household. 

21 And if there be any blemish 
therein, as if it be lame, or blind, or 
have axiy ill blemish, thou shalt not 
sacrifice it unto the Lord thy 
God. 

22 Thou shalt eat it within thy gates : 
the unclean and the clean iJerson 
shall eat it alike, as the roebuck, and 
as the hart. 

23 Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
thereof ; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water. 

169 CHAPTER 16 

O BSERVE the month of Abib, and 
keep the passover imto the 
Lord thy God : for in the month of 
Abib the Lord thy God brought thee 
forth out of Egypt by night. 

2 Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the Lord thy God, of 
the flock and the herd, in the place 
which the Lord shall choose io place 
his name there. 

3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; seven days shalt thou eat 
unleavened bread therewith, even the 
bread of affliction; for thou earnest 
forth out of the land of Egsrpt in 
haste: that thou mayest remember 
the day when thou earnest forth out of 
the land of Egypt all the days of thy 
life. 

4 And there shall be no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy coast 
seven days; neither shall there any 
tmtq of the flesh, which thou sacri- 
flce<m the first day at even, remain 
all mght until the morning. 


The feast of the Passover 

5 Thou mayest not sacrifice the 
passover within any of thy gates, 
which the Lord nhy God giveth 
thee: 

6 But at the place which the Lord 
thy God shall choose to place bis 
name in, there thou shalt sacrifice file 
passover at even, at the going down 
of the sun, at the season that thou 
earnest forth out of Egypt. 

7 And thou shalt roast and eat it in 
the place which the Lord thy God 
shall choose *. and thou shalt turn in 
the morning, and go unto thy tents. 

8 Six days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread : and on the seventh day shaU 
be B solenm assembly to the Lord 
thy God : thou shalt do no work 
therein, 

9 ^ Seven weeks shalt thou number 
unto thee : begin to number the seven 
weeks from such time as thou begin- 
nest to Put the sickle to the com. 

10 And thou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto the Lord thy God with a 
tribute of a freewill offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give unto the 
Lord thy God, according as the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee : 

11 And thou shalt rejoice before the 
' Lord thy God, thou, and thy son, 

and thy daughter, and thy manservant, 
and thiy maidservant, and the Levite 
tnat is within thy gates, and the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are among you, in the 
place which the Lord thy God hath 
chosen to place liis name there. 

12 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in Eg 3 rpt : and 
thou shalt observe and do these 
statutes. 

13 • Thou shalt observe the feast of 
tabernacles seven days, after that 
thou hast gathered in thy com and 
thy wine : 

14 And thou shalt rejoice in thy 
feast, thou, and thy son, and thy 
daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant, and the Levite, the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are within thy gates. 

15 Seven days shalt thou keep a 
solenm feast unto the Lord thy God 

jin the place which the Lord shall 
choose : because the Lord thy God 
I shall bless thee in all thine increase, 
and in all the works of thine hands, 
therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. 

16 H Three times in a year shall all 
I thy males appear before the Lord 
thy God in the place which he shall 
choose; in the feast of unleavened 
bread, and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles: and they

shall not appear before the Lord 

17 Every man shall give as he is 
able, according to the blessing of the 
hoRD thy God which he hath given

tihe people with just judgment. 

19 Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
thou shalt not respect persons, 
neither take a gift: for a gift doth 
bHnd the eyes of the wise* and per- 
vert the words of the righteous. 

20 That which is altogether just 
sh^t thou follow, that thou mayest 
Hve, and inherit the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

21 * Thou shalt not plant thee a 
grove of any trees near unto the altar 
of the Lord thy God, which thou shalt 
make thee. 

22 Neither shalt thou set thee up 
any image ; which the Lord thy God 
hateth. 

170 CHAPTER 17 

T hou shalt not sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God any bullock, or 
sheep, wherein is blemish, or any 
evilfavouredness: for that is an 
abomination unto the Lord thy God. 
2 1i If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, man or 
woman, that hath wrought wicked- 
ness in the sight of the Lord thy God, 
in transgressing his covenant, 

3 And hath gone and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, either 
the sun, or moon, or any of the host of 
heaven, which I have not commanded ; 
4 And it be told thee, and thou hast 
heard of it, and inquired diligently, 
and, behold, it he true, and the thing 
certain, that such abomination is 
wrought in Israel: 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have com- 
mitted that wicked thing* unto thy 
gates, even that man or that woman, 
and shalt stone them with stones, 
till they die. 

6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is 
worthy of death be put to death ; but 
at the mouth of one witness he shall 
not be put to death. 

7 The hands of the witnesses shall 
be first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of ail the 
people. So thou shalt put the evil 
away from among you. 
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8 ^ If there arise a matter too hard 
for Ihee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and between stroke and stroke, being 
matters of controversy within thy 
gates : then shalt thou arise, and get 
thee up into the place which the Lord 
thy God shall choose ; 

9 And thou shalt come unto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the judge 
that shall be in those days, and in- 
quire ; and they shall shew thee the 
sentence of judgment : 

10 And thou shalt do according to the 
sentence, which they of that place 
which the Lord sh^ choose shall 
shew thee; and thou shalt observe 
to do according to all that they inform 
thee: 

11 According to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, and 
according to the judgment which they 
shall tell thee, thou shalt do: thou 
shalt not decline from the sentence 
which they shall shew thee, to the 
right hand, nor to the left. 

12 And the man that will do pre- 
sumptuously, and will not hearken 
unto the priest that standeth to mini- 
ster there before the Lord thy God, 
or unto the judge, even that man shall 
die : and thou snalt put away the evil 
from Israel. 

13 And all the people shall hear, and 
fear, and do no more presumptuously. 

14 ^1 When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and shalt say, I wfil 
set a king over me, like as aU the 
nations that are about me ; 

15 Thou shalt in any wise set him 
king over thee, whom the Lord thy 
God shall choose: one from among 
thy brethren shalt thou set king over 
thee : thou mayest not set a stranger 
over thee, which is not thy brother, 

16 But he shall not multiply horses 
to himself, nor cause the people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that he 
should multiply horses: forasmuch 
as the Lord hath said unto you, Ye 
shall henceforth return no more that 
way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply wives 
to himself, that his heart turn not 
away : neither shall he greatly multi- 
ply to himself silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he sitteth 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that 

1 he shall write him a copy of this law 
1 in a book out of that which is before 
the priests the Levites : 

I 19 And it shall be with him, and he 
I slmll read therein all the days of his 
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life: that he may leam to fear the 
Lord his God, to keep all the words 1 
of this law and these statutes, to do 
them : , 

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aside from the commandment, to 
the right hand, or to the left: to the 
end that he may prolong his days in 
his kingdom, he, and his children, in 
the midst of Israel. 

171 CHAPTER 18 

T he priests the Levites, and aU the 
tribe of Levi, shall have no part 
nor inheritance with Israel: they 
shall eat the offerings of the Lord 
made by fire, and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no in- 
heritance among their brethren: the 
Lord fs their inheritance, as he hath 
said unto them. 

3 * And this shall be the priest’s due 
from the people, from them that offer 
a sacrifice, whether it he ox or sheep ; 
and they shall give unto the priest 
the shoulder, and the two cheeks, and 
the maw, 

4 The firstfruit also of thy com, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the first 
of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou 
give him. 

5 For the Lord thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes, to stand to 
minister in the name of the Lord, him 
and his sons for ever. 

6 H And if a Levite come from 
any of thy gates out of all Israel, 
where he sojourned, and come 
with all the desire of his mind 
unto the place which the Loiu> shall 
choose ; 

7 Then he shall minister in the 
name of the Lord his God, as all his 
brethren the Levites do, which stand 
there before the Lord. 

8 They shall have like portions to 
eat, beside that which cometh of the 
sale of his patrimony. 

9 ^ When thou art come into the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, thou shalt not leam to do after 
the abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not be found among 
you any one that maketh his son or 
his daughter to pass through the fire, 
or that useth divination, or an ob- 
server of times, or an enchanter, or a 
Witch 

U Or a charmer, or a consulter 
with famihar spirits, or a wizard, or 
a necromancer. 

12 For all that do these things are 
m abomination unto the Lord : and 
because of these abominations the 
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Lord thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfect with the 
Lord thy God. 

14 For these nations, which thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto ob- 
servers of times, and unto diviners: 
but as for thee, the Lord thy God 
hath not suffered thee so to do, 

15 • The Lord thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midst 
of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me ; 
imto him ye shall hearken ; 

16 According to aH that thou desiredst 
of the Lord thy God in Hor'eb in 
the day of the assembly, saying, Let 
me not hear again the voice of the 
Lord my God, neither let me see 
this great fire any more, that I die not. 

17 And the Lord said unto me, 
They have well spoken that which 
they have spoken. 

18 I will raise them up a Prophet 
from among their brethren, like unto 
thee, and will put my words in his 
mouth; and he shall speak unto them 
ail that I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto my 
words which he shall speak in my 
name, I will require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall pre- 
sume to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the 
name of other gods, even that prophet 
shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, 
How shall we know the word which 
the Lord hath not spoken? 

22 When a prophet speaketh in the 
name of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the 
thing which the Lord hath not 
spoken, hut the prophet hath spoken 
it presumptuously ; thou shalt not be 
afraid of him. 

172 CHAPTER 19 
"t XTHEN the Lord thy God hath 
V V cut off the nations, whose land 
the Lord thy God giveffi thee, and 
thou succeedest them, and dwellest 
in their cities, and in their houses; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee in the naidst of thy land, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee to 
possess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, and 
divide the coasts of thy land, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee to in- 
herit, into three parts, that every 
slayer may flee thither. 

4 ^ And this is the case of the slayer, 
which shall flee thither, that he may

live: Whoso kiileth his neighbour 
ignorantly, whom he hated not in 
time past; ^ 

5 As when a man goeth into the wood 
with his neighbour to hew wood, and 
his hand fetcheth a stroke with the 
3 xe to cut down the tree, and the 
head slippeth from the helve, and 
Iighteth upon his neighbour, that he 
die; he shall flee unto one of those 
cities, and live: 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood 
pursue the slayer, while his heart 
IS hot, and overtake him, because 
the way is long, and slay him; 
whereas he was not worthy of death, 
inasmuch as he hated him not in 
time past. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, say- 
ing, Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee. 

8 And if the Lord thy God enlarge 
thy coast, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land 
which he promised to give unto thy 
fathers ; 

9 If thou shalt keep ail these 
commandments to do them, which 
I command thee this day, to love 
the Lord thy God, and to walk ever 
in his ways; then shalt thou add 
three cities more for thee, beside 
these three; 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance, and so 
blood be upon thee. 

11 11 But if any man hate his 
neighbour, and lie in wait for him, 
and rise up against him, and smite 
him mortally that he die, and fieeth 
into one of these cities: 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and de- 
liver him into the hand of the avenger 
of blood, that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shalt put away the guilt of in- 
nocent blood from Israel, that it may 
go well with thee, 

14 11 Thou shalt not remove thy 
neighbour’s landmark, which they of 
old time have set in thme inheritance, 
which thou shalt inherit in the land 
that the Lord thy God giveth thee to 
possess it. 

15 It One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for 
any sin, in any sin that he sinneth : at 
the mouth of two witnesses, or at the 
mouth of three witnesses, shall the 
matter be established. 

16 1[ If a false witness rise up 
against any man to testify against him 
that which is wrong; 
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17 Then both the men, between 
whom the controversy is, shall stand 
before the Lord, before the priests 
and the judges, which shall be in 
those days; 

IS And the judges shall make dili- 
gent inquisition : and, behold, if the 
witness be a false witness, and hath 
testified falsely against his brother; 

19 Then shall ye do unto him, as he 
had thought to have done unto his 
brother: so shalt thou put the evil 
away from among you. 

20 And those whicn remain shall 
hear, and fear, and shall henceforth 
commit no more any such evil among 
you. 

21 And thine eye shall not pity ; but 
life shall go for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot. 

173 CHAPTER 20 
TTCTHEN thou goest out to battle

seest horses, and chariots, and a 
people more than thou, be not afraid 
of them: for the Lord thy God is 
with thee, which brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt.

Hear, O 
Israel, ye approach this day unto 
battle against your enemies: let not 
your hearts faint, fear not, and do 
not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; 

4 For the Lord your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you 
against your enemies, to save you. 

5 1 And the oflicers shall speak unto 
the people, saying, What man is there 
I that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedicated it? let him go and re- 
turn to his house, lest he die in the 
battle, and another man dedicate 
it. 

6 And what man is he that hath

17 Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my 
face from them, and they shall be de- 
voured, and many evils and troubles 
shall befall them; so that they will 
say in that day. Are not these evils 
come upon us, because our God zs 
not among us? 

18 And I will surely hide my face in 
that day for aH the evils which they 
shall have wrought, in that they are 
turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this song 
for you, and teach it the children of 
Israel: put it in their mouths, that 

1 this song may be a witness for me 
against the children of Israel. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I sware unto 
their fathers, that floweth with milk 

I and honey ; and they shall have eaten 
and filled themselves, and waxen 
fat; then will they turn unto other 
gods, and serve them, and provoke 
me, and break my covenant. 

^ 21 And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify 
against them as a witness; for it 
1 shall not be forgotten out of the 
.mouths of iheir seed; for I know 
their imagination which they go 
i about, even now, before I have 
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brought them into the land which I 
sware. 

22 Moses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taught it the 
children of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of s 

Nun a charge, and said, Be strong 1 
and of a good courage : for thou shalt | 
bring the children of Israel into the j 
land which I sware unto them: and 
I will be with thee. 1 

24 And it came to pass, when 
Moses had made an end of writing 
the words of this law in a book, until 
they were finished, 

25 That Moses commanded the 
Levites, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, saying, 

26 Take this book of the law, and 
put it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, that 
it may be there for a witness against 
thee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and thy 
stiff neck: behold, while I am yet 
alive with you this day, ye have been 
rebellious against the Lord ; and how 
much more after my death? 

28 *! Gather unto me all the elders 
of your tribes, and your officers, that 
I may speak these words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
against them. 

29 For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, 
and turn aside from the way which 
I have commanded you ; and evil will 
befall you in the latter days ; because 
ye will do evil in the sight of the Lord, 
to provoke him to anger through the 
work of your hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of 
all the congregation of Israel the 
words of this song, until they were 
ended.

G ive ear, O ye heavens, and I will 
speak; and hear, O earth, the 
words of my mouth. 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the rain, 
my speech shall distil as the dew, as 
the small rain upon the tender herb, 
and as the showers upon the grass :

4 Ee is the Rock, his work is per- 
fect: for all his ways are judgment: 
a God of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right is he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot is not the spot of his 
cmldren: they are a perverse and 
crooked generation.

6 Do ye thus requite the Lord, 

0 foolish people and unwise? is not 
he thy father that hath bought 
thee? hath he not made thee, and 
established thee? 

7 ^ Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations : 
ask thy father, and he will shew thee ; 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the most High divided to 
the nations their inheritance, when he 
separated the sons of Adam, he set 
the bounds of the people according to 
the number of the children of Israel, 

' 9 For the Lord’s portion is his 
.people; Jacob is the lot of his in- 
heritance. 

1 10 He found him in a desert land, 
and in the waste howling wilderness; 

' he led him about, he instructed him, 
he kept him as the apple of his eye. 

11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, 
beareth them on her wings : 

I 12 So the Lord alone did lead him, 

1 and there was no strange god with 
him. 

I 13 He made him ride on the high 
' places of the earth, that he might eat 
the increase of the fields; and he 
made him to suck honey out of the 
rock, and oil out of the flinty rock; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, 
with fat of lambs, and rams of the 
breed of Ba-sh^, and goats, with the 
fat of kidneys of wheat; and thou 
didst drink the pure blood of the 
grape. 

15 But Je-shu-run waxed fat, and 
kicked : thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered with 
fatness; then he forsook God which 
made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock of his salvation. 

16 They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abominations 
provoked they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not 
to God ; to gods whom they knew not, 
to new gods that came newly up, 
whom your fathers feared not. 

18 Of the Ro(i: that begat thee thou 
art unmindful, and hast forgotten God 
that formed thee. 

19 And when the Lord saw it, he 
abhorred them, because of the pro- 
voking of his sons, and of his daugh- 
ters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, I will see what their end 
shall he: for they are a very froward 
generation, children in whom is no 
faith. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy

with that which is not God ; they have 
provoked me to anger with their 
vanities: and I will move them to 
jealousy with those which are not a 
people ; I will provoke them to anger 
with a foohsh nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall bum unto the lowest 
hell, and shall consume the earth 
with her increase, and set on fire the 
foundations of the mountains. 

23 I will heap mischiefs upon them; 
I will spend mine arrows upon them. 

24 They shall be burnt, with hunger, 
and devoured with burning heat, 
and with bitter destruction : I will also 
send the teeth of beasts upon them, 
with the poison of serpents of the 
dust. 

25 The sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the suckling also 
with the man of gray hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them into 
comers, I would make the remem- 
brance of them to cease from among 
men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their adver- 
saries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, 
Our hand is high, and the Lord 
hath not done all this. 

28 For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither is there any under- 
standing in them. 

29 O that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end ! 

30 How should one chase athousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight, 
except their Rock had sold them, 
and the Lord had shut them up? 

31 For their rock is not as our Rock, 
even our enemies themselves being 
judges. 

32 For their vine is of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Go-mor- 
rah: their grapes are grapes of gaH, 
their clusters are bitter: 

33 Their wine is the poison of dra- 
gons, and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 1$ not this laid up in store with 
me, and sealed up among my trea- 
sures? 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, and 
recompence; their foot shall slide in 
due time : for the day of their calamity 
1 $ at hand, and the things that shall 
come upon them make haste. 

36 For the Lord shall judge his 
people, and repent himself for his 
servants, when he seeth that their 
power is gone, and there is none 
shut up, or left. 


DEUTERONOMY, 32 

37 And he shall say. Where are their 
gods, their rock in whom they trusted* 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings? let them rise up and 
help you, and be your protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am he, 
and there is no god with me : I kill, 
and I make alive ; I wound, and I heal : 
neither is there any that can deliver 
out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, and 
mine hand take hold on judgment; 
I will render vengeance to mine 
enemies, and will reward them that 
hate me. 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk 
with blood, and my sword shall de- 
vour flesh; and that with the blood of 
the slain and of the captives, from 
the beginning of revenges upon 
enemy. 

43 Rejoice, O ye nations, with his 
people : for he will avenge the blood 
of his servants, and will render ven- 
geance to his adversaries, and will 
be merciful unto his land, and to his 
people. 

44 * And Moses came and spake all 
the words of this song in the ears of 
the people, he, and Ho-she-a the 
son of Nun. 

45 And Moses made an end of speak- 
ing all these words to all Israel ; 

46 And he said unto them. Set your 
hearts unto all the words which I 
testify among you this day, which ye 
shall command your children to ob- 
serve to do, all the words of this law. 

47 For it is not a vain thing for you ; 
because it is your life : and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your days 
in the land, whither ye go over Jordan 
to possess it. 

48 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
that selfsame day, saying, 

49 Get thee up into this mountain 
Ab^a-nm, unto mount Ne^bo, which is 
in the land of Moab, that is over 
against Jericho ; and behold the land 
of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Israel for a possession: 

I 50 And die in the mount whither 
thou goest up, and be gathered unto 
thy people ; as Aaron thy brother died 
in mount Hor, and was gathered unto 
Ms people:

5 Wherefore ye shall make images 
of your emerods, and images of your 
mice that mar the land ; and ye shall 
give glory imto the God of Israel: 
peradventure be will lighten his 
hand from off you, and from off your 
gods, and from on your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, 
did they not let the people go, and 
they departed?

but the Lord thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the Philis- 
tines, and discomfited them ; and they 
were smitten before Israel.

20 And as for thine asses that were 
lost fiuree days ago, set not thy mind 
on them; for they are found. And on 
whom is aU the desire of Israel? Is it 
not on thee, and on all thy father’s 
house? 

21 And Saul answered and said, Am 
not I a Benjamite, of the smallest of 
the tribes of Israel? and my family 
the least of all the families of the tribe 
of Benjamin? wherefore then speak- 
est thou so to me? 

22 And Samuel took Saul and his 
servant, and brought them into the 
parlour, and made them sit in the 
chiefest place among them that were 
bidden, which were about thirty 
persons. 

23 And Samuel said untb the cook. 
Bring the portion which I gave thee, 
of which I said unto thee. Set it by 
thee. 


Samuel entertaineth Saul at a feast 

24 And the cook took up the shoul- 
der, and that which was upon it, and 
set it before Saul. And Samuel said. 
Behold that which is left ! set it be- 
fore thee, and eat; for unco this time 
hath it been kept for thee since 1 said, 
I have invited the people. So Saul did 
eat with Samuel that day. 

25 "*1 And when they weie come down 
from the high place into the city, 
Samuel communed with Saul upon 
the top of the house. 

26 And they arose early : and it came 
to pass about the spring of the day, 
that Samuel called Saul to the top 
of the house, saying. Up, that I may 
send thee away. And Saul arose, and 
they went out both of them, he and 
Samuel, abroad. 

27 And as they were going down to 
the end of the city, Samuel said to 
Saul, Bid the servant pass on before 
us, (and he passed on,) but stand thou 
still a while, that I may shew thee 
the word of God. 


246 CHAPTER 10 

T hen Samuel took a vial of oil, 
and poured it upon his head, and 
kissed him, and said. Is it not because 
the Lord hath anointed tbee to he 
captain over his inheritance? 

2 When thou art departed from me 
to day, then thou shalt find two men 
by Rachel’s sepulchre in die border 
of Benjamin at Zel-zah ; and they will 
say unto thee. The asses which thou 
wentest to seek are found: and, lo, 
thy father hath left the care of the 
asses, and sorroweth for you, saying.

5 After that thou shalt come to the 
hill of God, where is the garrison of 
the Philistines : and it shall come to 
pass, when thou art come thither to 
the city, that thou shalt meet a com- 
pany of prophets coming down from 
the high place with a psaltery, and a 
tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, before 
them ; and they shall prophesy : 

6 And the Spirit of the Lord will 
come upon thee, and thou shalt pro- 
phesy with them, and shalt be turned 
into another man. 
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7 And let it be, when these signs ! all the tribes of Israel to come near. 


are come unto thee, that thou do as 
occasion serve thee ; for God is with 
thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before me 
to Gil%^ ; and, behold, I will come 
down imto thee, to offer burnt offer- 
ings, and to sacrifice sacrifices of 
peace offerings: seven days shalt 
thou tarry, till I come to thee, and 
shew thee what thou shalt do, 

9 H And it was so, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, 
God gave him another heart : and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither to 
the hill, behold, a company of pro- 
phets met him ; and the Spirit of God 
came upon him, and he prophesied 
among them. 

11 And it came to pass, when all that 
knew him beforetime saw that, be- 
hold, he prophesied among the pro- 
phets, then the people said one to 
another. What is this that is come 
unto the son of Kish? Is Saul also 
among the prophets? 

12 And one of the same place an- 
swered and said, But who is their 
father? Therefore it became a 
proverb. Is Saul also among the 
prophets ? 

13 And when he had made an end 
of prophesying, he came to the high 
place. 

14 H And Saul’s uncle said xmto 
him and to his servant. Whither went 
ye? And he said. To seek the asses : 
and when we saw that they were no 
where, we came to Samuel. 

15 And Saul’s unde said, TeU me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his imcle. He 
told us plainly that the asses were 
found. But of the matter of the king- 
dom, whereof Samuel spake, he told 
him not. 

17 If And Samuel called the people 
together unto the Lord to Miz-peh ; 

18 And said unto the children of 
Israel, Thus saitn the Lord God of 
Israel, 1 brought up Israel out of 
Egypt, and delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of all kingdoms, and of them 
that oppressed you: 

19 And ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and your tri- 
bulations : and ye have said unto him. 
Nay, but set a king over us. Now 
therefore present yourselves before 
the Lord by your tribes, and by your 
thousands. 

20 And when Samuel had caused 


the tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 When he had caused the tribe of 
Benjamin to come near by their fami- 
hes, the family of Ma-tri was taken, 
and Saul the son of Kish was taken : 
and when they sought him, he could 
not be found. 

22 Therefore they inquired of the 
Lord further, if the man should 
yet come thither. And the Lord an- 
swered, Behold, he hath hid himself 
among the stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence : and when he stood among the 
people, he was higher than any of the 
people from his shoulders and up- 
ward. 

24 And Samuel said to all the people, 
See ye him whom the Lord hath 
chosen, that there is none like him 
among all the people? And all the 
people shouted, and said, God save 
the king. 

25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote it 
in a book, and laid it up before the 
Lord. And Samuel sent all the people 
away, every man to his house. 

26 1[ And Saul also went home to 
Gib'e-ah ; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts God had 
touched. 

27 But the children of Be-li-dl said. 
How shall this man save us? And they 
despised him, and brought him no 
presents. But he held his peace. 
247 CHAPTER 11 
T^HEN Nahash the Ammonite came 

X up, and encamped against Ja- 
b^sh-fil-e-ad : and all the men of Ja- 
besh said unto Nahash, Make a cove- 
nant with us, and we will serve thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite an- 
swered them. On this condition will I 
make a covenant with you, that I may 
thrust out all your right eyes, and lay 
it for a reproach upon all Israel. 

3 And the elders of Ja-besh said tmto 
him. Give us seven days’ respite, that 
we may send messengers unto all the 
coasts of Israel : and then, if there be 
no man to save us, we wili come out 
to thee. 

4 If Then came the messengers to 
Gib-e-ah of Saul, and told the tidings 
in the ears of the people ; and ail the 
people lifted up their voices, and 
wept. 

5 And, behold, Saul came after ffie 
herd out of the field; and Saul sard. 
What aileth the people that they 
weep? And they told him the tidings 
of die men of Ja-be^. 
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6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, 
and his anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all Ihe coasts of Israel by 
the hands of messengers, saying. 
Whosoever cometh not forth after 
Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be 
done unto his oxen. And the fear of 
the Lord fell on the people, and they 
came out with one consent. 

8 And when he numbered them in 
Be-zek, the children of Israel were 
three hundred thousand, and the men 
of Judah thirty thousand. 

9 And they said unto the messengers 
that came. Thus shall ye say unto the 
men of Ja-besh-gil-e-ad, To morrow, 
by that time the sun be hot ye shall 
have help And the messengers came 
and shewed it to the men of Ja-besh; 
and they were glad 

10 Therefore the men of Ja-besh 
said To morrow we will come out unto 
you, and ye shall do with us all that 
seemeth good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three com- 
panies; and they came into the midst 
of the host in the morning watch, and 
slew the Ammonites until the heat of 
the day: and it came to pass, that 
they which remained were scattered, 
so mat two of them were not left to- 
gether. 

12 1 And the people said tmto 
Samuel, Who is he that said. Shall 
Saul reign over us.? bring the men, 
riiat we may put them to death. 

13 And Saul said, There shall not a 
man be put to death this day: for to 
day the Lord hath wrought salva- 
tion in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people. 
Come, and let us go to Gil^al, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And aH the people went to Gil- 
gai; and there they made Saul king 
before the Lord in Gfl-gal , and there 
they sacrificed sacrifices of peace of- 
ferings before the Lord; and there 
Saul and aH the men of Israel re- 
joiced greatly. 

248 CHAPTEB 12 

AND Samuel said unto all Israel, 
JlL Behold I have hearkened unto 
youi voice in all that ye said unto me, 
and have made a king over you, 

2 And now, behold, the king walketh 
before you : and I am old and gray- 
headed; and, behold, my sons are 
with you: and I have walked before 
you from xny childhood unto this day.

3 Behold, here I am : witness against 
me before the Lord, and before his 
anointed: whose ox have I taken*? 
or whose ass have I taken? or whom 
have I defrauded? whom have I op- 
pressed? or of whose hand have I re- 
ceived any bribe to blind mine eyes 
therewith? and I will restore it you. 

4 And they said. Thou hast not de- 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken ought of any man’s 
hand. 

5 And he said unto them, The Lord 
is witness against you, and his anoint- 
ed is witness this day, that ye have 
not found ought in my hand. And 
they answered. He is witness. 

6 ‘I And Samuel said unto the people. 
It is the Lord that advanced Moses 
and Aaron, and that brought your 
fathers up out of the land of Egypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that 1 
may reason with you before the Lord 
of all the righteous acts of the Lord, 
which he did to you and to your 
fathers. 

8 When Jacob was come into Egypt, 
and your fathers cried unto the Lord, 
then the Lord sent Moses and Aaron, 
which brought forth your fathers out 
of Eg 3 ^t. and made them dwell in 
this place.

12 And when ye saw that Nahash 
the king of the children of Ammon 
came against you, ye said tmto me. 
Nay; but a king shall reign over us: 
when the Lord your God was your 
king. 

13 Now therefore behold the king 
whom ye have chosen, and whom ye 
have desired! and, behold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. 

14 If ye will fear the Lord, and 
serve him, and obey his voice, and not 
rebel against the commandment of 
the Lord, then shall both ye and also 
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the king that reigneth over you con- 
tinue following the Lord your God: 

15 But if ye will not obey the voice 
of the Lord, but rebel against the 
commandment of the Lord, then shall 
the hand of the Lord be against you, 
as it was against your fatliers. 

16 11 Now therefore stand and see 
this great thing, which the Lord will 
do before your eyes. 

17 /s it not wheat harvest to day? 
I will call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunder and rain; that ye may 
perceive and see that your wicked- 
ness is great, which ye have done in 
the sight of the Lord, in asking you 
a king. 

18 So Samuel called unto the Lord ; 
and the Lord sent thunder and rain 
that day : and all the people greatly 
feared the Lord and Samuel. 

19 And all the people said unto 
Samuel, Pray for thy servants unto 
the Lord thy God, that we die not : for 
we have added unto all our sins this 
e^dl, to ask us a king. 

20 H And Samuel said unto the 
people. Fear not: ye have done all 
this wickedness : yet turn not aside 
from following the Lord, but serve 
the Lord with all your heart; 

21 And turn ye not aside : for then 
should ye go after vain things^ which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they are 
vain. 

22 For the Lord will not forsake his 
people for his great name’s sake : be- 
cause it hath pleased the Lord to 
make you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that I should sin against the Lord in 
ceasing to pray for you; but I will 
teach you the good and the right way : 

24 Only fear the Lord, and serve 
him in truth with all your heart : for 
consider how great things he hath 
done for you, 

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and 
your king. 

249 CHAPTER 13 

S AXJL reigned one year; and when 
he had reigned two years over 
Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand 
men of Israel ; whereof two thousand 
were with Saul in Midl-mash and in 
mount Beth-el, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan in Gib-e-ah of Benja- 
min: and the rest of the people he 
sent every man to his tent.

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed,) then the people did 
hide themselves in caves, and in 
thickets, and in rocks, and in high 
places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went 
over Jordan to the land of Gad and 
Gilead, As for Saul, he was yet in 
Gil-gal, and all the people followed 
him trembling. 

8 H And he tarried seven days, ac- 
cording to the set time that Samuel 
had appointed: but Samuel came not 
to Gfl%^; and the people were scat- 
tered from him. 

9 And Saul said, Bring hither a burnt 
offering to me, and peace offerings. 
And he offered the burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as soon 
as he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, behold, Samuel came ; 
and Saul went out to meet him, that 
he might salute him. 

11 If And Samuel said, What hast 
thou done ? And Saul said. Because 
I saw that the people were scattered 
from me, and that thou earnest not 
within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Mich-mash ; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will come down now upon me to Gil- 
gdl, and I have not made supplica- 
tion unto the Lord : I forced myself 
therefore, and offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly: thou hast not 
kept the commandment of the Lord 
thy God, which he commanded thee : 
for now would the Lord have estab- 
lished thy kingdom upon Israel for 
ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue ; the Lord hath sought him a 
man after his own heart, and the Lord 
hath commanded him to be captain 
over his people, because thou hast 
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not kept that which the Lord com- j 
xnanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up 


from Gil^al unto Gib-e-^ of Benja- 
min. And Saul numbered the people 
that were present with him* about 
six himdred men. 

16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were present with 
them, abode in Gib-e-ah of Benja- 
min : but the Philistines encamped in 
Mieh^mash. 

17 *1 And the spoilers came out of the 
camp of the Philistines in three com- 
panies : one company turned unto the 
way that leadeth to Oph-rah, unto the 
land of Shu-al:

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any of 
the people that were with Saul and 
Jonathan: but with Saul and with 
Jonathan his son was there found.

15 Wherefore when Saul saw that 
he behaved himself very wisely, he 
was afraid of him.

David, because he went out and came 
in before them. 

17 II And Saul said to David, Behold 
my elder daughter Me^r^tb, her will 
I give thee to wife: only be thou 
valiant for me, and fight the Lord’s 
batfies. For Saul said. Let not mine 
hand be upon him, but let the hand 
of the Philistines be upon him. 

18 And David said unto Saul, Who 
am I? and what is my Hfe, or my 
father’s family in Israel, that I should 
be son in law to the king?

But his 
armourbearer would not ; for he was 
sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a 
sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him.

19 And David inquired of the Lord, it, 

saying. Shall I go up to the Philis- 7 And the anger of the Lord was 
tines? wilt thou deliver them into kindled against Dz^zIQi; and God 
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smote him there for his error ; and 
there he died by the ark of God. 

8 And David was displeased because 
the Lord had made a breach upon 
tJz-zah : and he called the name of the 
place Pe-rez-dz-zah to this day. 

9 And David was afraid of the Lord 
that day, and said, How shall the ark 
of the Lord come to me? 

10 So David would not remove the 
ark of the Lord unto him into the city 
of David : but David carried it aside 
into the house of o-bed-e'dom the 
Git-tite. 

1 1 And the ark of the Lord continued 
in the house of o-bdd-e'dom the Git- 
tite three months: and the Lord 
blessed o-bed-e'dom, and all his 
household. 

12 11 And it was told king David, 
saying, The Lord hath blessed the 
house of C-bed-e-dom, and all that 
pertaineth unto him, because of the 
ark of God- So David went and 
brought up the ark of God from the 
house of d-bed-e'dom into the city 
of David with gladness. 

13 And it was so, that when they 
that bare the ark of the Lord had 
gone six paces, he sacrificed oxen 
and fatlings. 

14 And David danced before the 
Lord with all his might; and David 
was girded vdth a linen e-ph6d. 

15 So David and all the house of 
Israel brought up the ark of the Lord 
with shouting, and with the sound of 
the trumpet. 

16 And as the ark of the Lord came 
into the city of David, Mi-chal Saul’s 
daughter looked through a window, 
and saw king David leaping and 
dancing before the Lord; and she 
despised him in her heart. 

17 H And they brought in the ark 
of the Lord, and set it in his place, 
in the midst of the tabernacle that 
David had pitched for it: and David 
offered burnt offerings and peace 
offerings before the Lord. 

18 And as soon as David had made 
an end of offering bumi offerings and 
peace offerings, he blessed the people 
in the name of the Lord of hosts. 

19 And he dealt among aU the people, 
even among the whole multitude of 
Israel, as well to the women as men, 
to every one a cake of bread, and a 
good piece of flesh, and a flagon of 
wine. So all the people departed 
every one to his house. 

20 IT Then David returned to bless 
his household. And Mi-ohdl the 
daughter of Saul came out to meet 
David, and said. How glorious was 
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the king of Israel to day, who un- 
covered himself to day in the eyes 
of the handmaids of his servants, as 
one of the vain fellows shamelessly 
uncovereth himself ! 

21 And David said unto Mi-chal, It 
was before the Lord, which chose me 
before thy father, and before all his 
house, to appoint me ruler over the 
people of the Lord, over Israel: 
therefore will I play before the Lord. 

22 And I will yet be more vile tha n 
thus, and will be base in mine own 
sight : and of the maidservants 
which thou hast spoken of, of them 
shall I be had in honour. 

23 Therefore Mi'ehal the daughter 
or Saul had no child unto the day of 
her death. 

274 CHAPTER 7 

AND it came to pass, when the king 
xlL sat in his house, and the Lord 
had given him rest round about from 
all his enemies ; 

2 That the king said unto Nathan the 
prophet. See now, I dwell in an house 
of cedar, but the ark of God dwelleth 
within curtains. 

3 And Nathan said to the king. Go, 
do all that is in thine heart; for the 
Lord is with thee. 

4 IT And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the Lord came imto 
Nathan, saying, 

5 Go and tell my servant David, 
Thus saith the Lord, Shalt thou 
build me an house for me to dwell in? 

6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of Egsrpt, 
even to this day, but have walked in a 
tent and in a tabernacle. 

7 In all the Places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of Israel 
spake I a word with any of the tribes 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying. Why build 
ye not me an house of cedar? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, from following the 
sheep, to be ruler over my people* 
over Israel : 

9 And I was with thee whithersoever 
thou wentest, and have cut off all 
I thine enemies out of thy sight, and 
have made thee a great name, like 
unto the name of the great men that 
are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my people Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more; 
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neither shall the children of wicked- | 
ness aflSict them any more, as before- 1 
time, 

11 And as since the time that I com- 
manded judges to he over my people 
Israel, and have caused thee to rest 
from all thine enemies. Also the 
Lord telleth thee that he will make 
thee an house. 

12 ^ And when thy days be ful- 
filled, and thou shalt sleep with thy 
fathers, I will set up thy seed after 
thee, which shall proceed out of 
tlw bowels, and 1 will establish his 
kingdom. 

13 He shall build an house for my 
name, and I will stablish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 

14 1 will be his father, and he shall 
be my son. If he commit iniquity, I 
vdn chasten him with the rod of 
men, and with the stripes of the 
children of men: 

15 But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from 
Saul, whom I put away before thee. 

16 And thine house and thy king- 
dom shall be established for ever 
before thee: thy throne shall be 
established for ever. 

17 According to all these words, and 
according to all this vision, so did 
Nathan speak unto David. 

18 H Then went king David in, and 
sat before the Lord, and he said. 
Who am I, O Lord God ? and what 
is my house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto? 

19 And this was yet a small thing 
in thy sight, O Lord God ; but thou 
hast spoken also of thy servant’s I 
house for a great while to come. And 
fs this the manner of man, O Lord 
God? 

20 And what can David say more 
unto thee? for thou. Lord God, know- 
est thy servant. 

21 For thy word’s sake, and accord- 
ing to thine own heart, hast thou done 
all these great things, to make thy 
servant know them. 

22 Wherefore thou art great, O 
Lord God: for there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God beside 
thee, according to all that we have 
heard with our ears. 

23 And what one nation in the earth 
is like thy people, even like Israel, 
whom God went to redeem for a 
people to himself, and to make him a 
name, and to do for you great things 
and terrible, for thy land, before thy 
people, which thou redeemedst to 
thee from Egypt, from the nations and 
their gods? 
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24 For thou hast confirmed to thyself 
thy people Israel to be a people 
unto thee for ever: and thou. Lord, 
art become their God. 

25 And now, O Lord God, the word 
that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
servant, and concerning his house, 
establish it for ever, and do as thou 
hast said. 

26 And let thy name be magnified 
for ever, saying. The Lord of hosts is 
the God over Israel : and let the house 
of thy servant David be established 
before thee. 

27 For thou, O Lord of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast revealed to thy ser- 
vant, saying, I will build thee an 
house: therefore hath thy servant 
found in his heart to pray this prayer 
imto thee. 

28 And now, O Lord God, thou art 
that God, and thy words be true, and 
thou hast promised this goodness unto 
thy servant: 

29 Therefore now let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, 
that it may continue for ever before 
thee: for thou, O Lord God, hast 
spoken zY.* and with thy blessing let 
the house of thy servant be blessed 
for ever. 


275 CHAPTER 8 

AND after this it came to pass, 
xTL that David smote the Philistines, 
and subdued them: and David took 
Meth-eg-am-m^ out of the hand of 
the Philistines. 

2 And he smote Moab, and meas- 
ured them with a line, casting them 
down to the ground; even with two 
lines measured he to put to death, 
and with one full line to keep alive. 
And so the Moabites became David’s 
servants, and brought gifts. 

3 David smote also Had-a-de-zer, 
the son of Re^hob, king of Z6-bah, as 
he went to recover his border at the 
river Eu-phra-tes. 

4 And David took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven hundred 
horsemen, and twenty thousand 
footmen : and David houghed all the 
chariot horses, but reserved of them 
for an hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damascus 
came to succour Had-a-de-zer king 
of Zo^ah, David slew of the Syrians 
two and twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in Syria 
of Damascus: and the Syrians be- 
came servants to David, and brought 
gifts. And the Lord preserved David 
whithersoever he went, 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
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that were on the servants of Had-a- 
de^zer, and brought them to Jerusa- 
lem. 

8 And from Be-tah, and from Be- 
ro'thm, cities of Had-a-de-zer, king 
David took exceeding much brass. 

9 If When To-i king of Ha-math 
heard that David had smitten all the 
host of Had-a-de-zer, 

10 ThenT6-i sent Joramhis son unto 
king David, to salute him, and to 
bless him, because he had fought 
against Had-a-de^zer, and smitten 
him : for Had-d-de-zer had wars with 
To^i. And Joram brought with him 
vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, 
and vessels of brass: 

11 Which also king David did 
dedicate unto the Lord, with the 
silver and gold that he had dedicated 
of all nations which he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of the 
children of Ammon, and of the Philis- 
tines, and of Am-a-lek, and of the 
spoil of Had-d-de-zer, son of Re^hdb, 
king of Zo-bSi. 

13 And David gat him a name when 
he returned from smiting of the 
Syrians in the valley of salt, being 
eighteen thousand men. 

14 1l And he put garrisons in l-dom; 
throughout aU E-dom put he garri- 
sons, and all they of E-dom became 
David’s servants. And the Lord pre- 
served David whithersoever he went. 

15 And David reigned over all Israel ; 
and David executed judgment and 
justice unto all his people. 

16 And Jo-ab the son of Zer-u-i-ah 
was over the host; and Je-hosh-a- 
phat the son of A-hi-ldd was re- 
corder; 

1*7 And Za-dok the son of A-hi-tiib, 
and A-him-e-lech the son of A-bi-d- 
thar, were the priests; and Se-r^-ah 
was the scribe ; 

18 And Be-nai-ah the son of Je- 
h6i-a-da was over both the ^er-e- 
thites and the Pel-e-ihites ; and 
David’s sons were chief rulers. 

276 CHAPTER 9 

AND David said. Is there yet any 
-TL that is left of the house of Saul, 
that I may shew him kindness for 
Jonathan’s sake? 

2 And there was of the house of Saul 
a servant whose name was Zi-ba. 
And when they had called him unto 
David, the king said unto him, Art 
|bou Zi%a? And he said, Thy servant 
1$ he, 

3 And the king said. Is there not yet 
em of the house of Saul, that I may 
^ew the kmdness of God unto him? 
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And Zi-ba said unto the king, Jona- 
than hath yet a son, which is lame 
on his feet. 

4 And the king said unto him. Where 
is he? And Zi-ba said unto the king, 
Behold, he is in the house of Ma^cbir, 
the son of Am-mi-el, in L6'~de-bar. 

5 H Then king David sent, and 
fetched him out of the house of 
Ma-ehir, the son of Am-mi-el, from 
Lo^-de-bar. 

6 Now when Me-phib-6-sheth, the 
son of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was 
come imto David, he fell on his face, 
and did reverence. And David said, 
Me-phib-6-sheth. And he answered. 
Behold thy servant ! 

7 H And David said unto ham. Fear 
not : for I will surely shew thee kind- 
ness for Jonathan thy father’s sake, 
and will restore thee all the land of 
Saul thy father ; and thou shalt eat 
bread at my table continually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said, 
What is thy servant, that thou should- 
est look upon such a dead dog as 1 
am? 

9 II Then the king called to Zi-ba, 
Saul’s servant, and said unto him, I 
have given unto thy master’s son all 
that pertained to Saul and to all his 
house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, and 
tby servants, shall till the land for him, 
and thou shalt bring in the fruits, 
that thy master’s son may have food 
to eat : but Me-phib-6-sheth thy mas- 
ter’s son shall eat bread alway at my 
table. Now Zi-ba had fdteen sons and 
twenty servants. 

11 Then said Zi-ba unto the king, 
According to all that my lord the king 
hath commanded his servant, so shall 
th:^ servant do. As for Me-phib-6- 
^eth, said the king, he shall eat 
at my table, as one of the king’s 
sons. 

12 And Me-phibio-sheth had a 
young son, whose name was Mi^a. 
And all that dwelt in the house of Zi- 
ba were servants unto Me-phib-6- 
sheth. 

13 So Me-phib^6-sheth dwelt m 
Jerusalem: for he did eat continually 
at the kmg’s table ; and was lame on 
both his feet. 

277 CHAPTER 10 

AND it came to pass after this, that 
Xx the king of the children of Am- 
mon died, and Ha-nun his son reigned 
in his stead. 

2 Then said David, I will shew kind- 
ness unto Ha-nun the son of Nahash, 
as his father shewed kmdness imto 
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me. And David sent to comfort him 
by the hand of his servants for his 
father. And David’s servants came 
into the land of the children of Am- 
mon. 

3 And the princes of the children of 
Ammon said unto Ha^nun their lord, 
Thinkest thou that David doth hon- 
our thy father, that he hath sent com- 
forters unto thee? hath not David 
rather sent his servants unto thee, to 
search the city, and to spy it out, and 
to overthrow it? 

4 Wherefore Ha-niin took David’s 
servants, and shaved off the one half 
of their beards, and cut off their gar- 
ments in the middle, even to their 
buttocks, and sent them away. 

5 When they told it unto David, he 
sent to meet them, because the 
men were greatly ashamed: and the 
king said, Tarry at Jericho until 
your beards be grown, and then 
return. 

6 *1 And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that they stank before 
David, the children of Ammon sent 
and hired the Syrians of Beth-re- 
hob, and the Syrians of Zo-ba, twenty 
thousand footmen, and of king Ma-a- 
c^ a thousand men, and of Ish'-tob 
twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of iU he 
sent J6-ab, and all the host of the 
mighly men. 

8 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array at 
the entering in of the gate: and 
the Syrians of Zo-ba, and of Re-hob, 
and Ish'-tob, and Ma'a-cah, were by 
themselves in the field. 

9 When Jd-ab saw that the front of 
the battle was against him before and 
behind, he chose of all the choice 
men of Israel, and put them in array 
against the Syrians : 

10 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered into the hand of Ab^i-shdi his 
brother, that he might put them in 
array against the children of Ammon. 

11 And he said. If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help 
me : but if the children of Ammon be 
too strong for thee, then I will come 
and help thee. 

12 Be of good coturage, and let us 
play the men for our people, and for 
the cities of our God : and the Lord 
do that which seemeth him good. 

13 And J6-ab drew nigh, and the 
people that were with him, tmto the 
battle against the Syrians: and they 
fled before him. 

14 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians were fled, then 


fled they also before Ab^-shdl, and 
entered into the city. So Jo^ab re- 
turned from the children of Ammon, 
and came to Jerusalem. 

15 H And when the Syrians saw that 
they were smitten before Israel, they 
gathered themselves together. 

16 And Had-a-re-zer sent, and 
brought out the Syrians that were be- 
yond the river : and they came to He- 
Hm ; and Sho-bach the captain of the 
host of Had-a-re-zer went before 
them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
garnered all Israel together, and pas- 
sed over Jordan, and came to He- 
lam. And the Syrians set themselves 
in array against David, and fought 
with him. 

18 And the Syrians fled before 
Israel; and David slew the men of 
seven himdred chariots of the Sy- 
rians, and forty thousand horsemen, 
and smote Sho^bach the captain of 
their host, who died there. 

19 And when all the kings that were 
servants to Had“S.-re'zer saw that 
they were smitten before Israel, they 
made peace with Israel, and served 
them. So the Syrians feared to help 
the children of Ammon any more. 

278 CHAPTER 11 
AND it came to pass, after the year 
Xjl was expired, at the time when 
kings go forth to battle, that David 
sent Jo^ab, and his servants with him, 
and ^ Israel ; and they destroyed the 
children of Ammon, and besieged 
Rab-bah. But David tarried still at 
Jerusalem. 

2 H And it came to pass in an even- 
ingtide, that David arose from off his 
bed, and walked upon the roof of the 
king’s house: and from the roof he 
saw a woman washing herself; and 
the woman was very beautiful to look 
upon. 

3 And David sent and inquired 
after the woman. And one said. Is 
not this Bath'-she-ba, the daughter 
of E-li-am, the vrife of ti-ri'ah the 
Hittite? 

4 And David sent messengers, and 
took her ; and she came in imto him, 
and he lay with her; for she was 
purified from her undeanness : and 
she returned unto her house. 

5 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, 1 am 
with child. 

6 H And David sent to Jo-fib, saying. 
Send me ti-ri-ah the Hittite. Andjo^^ 
fib sent ti-ri-ah to David, 

7 And when ti-ri-fih was come unto 
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him, David demanded of him how 
Jo^ab <^d, and how the people did, 
and how the wai prospered. _ 

8 And David said to U-ri-ah, Go 
down to tiiy house, and wash thy 
feet. And u-ri-^ departed out of the 
king’s house, and there followed him 
a mess of meat from the king. 

9 But tJ-ri-ah slept at the door of the 
king’s house wifd all the servants of 
his lord, and went not down to his 
house. 

10 And when they had told David, 

saying, tJ-ri'^ went not down unto 
his house, David said unto 
earnest thou not from thy journey? 
wl^ then didst thou not go down unto 
thine house? ^ ^ 

11 And u-ri-ah said unto David, The 
ark, and Israel, and Judah, abide in 
tents; and my lord Jo-ab, and the 
servants of my lord, are encamped 
in the open fields ; shall I then go into 
mine house, to eat and to drink, and 
to lie with my wife? as thou livest, and 
as thy soul liveth> I will not do this 
thing. 

12 And David said to tJ-ri'ah, Tarry 
here to day also, and to morrow 
I will let thee depart. So u-ri-ah 
abode in Jerusalem that day, and 
the morrow. 

13 And when David had called him, 
he did eat and drink before him ; and 
he made him drunk : and at even he 
went out to lie on his bed with the ser- 
vants of his lord, but went not down 
to his house. 

14 If And it came to pass in thei 

morning, that David wrote a letter 
to Jo^ab, and sent it by the hand of i 
tJ-ri-ah. ! 

15 And^he wrote in the letter, saying, 
Set ye U-ri-ah in the forefront of the 
hottest battle, and retire ye from 
him, that he may be smitten, and die. 

16 And it came to pass, when J6-ab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
tT-ri-Sh unto a place where he knew 
that valiant men were, 

17 And the men of the city went out, 
and fought with J6-ab : and there fell 
some of the people of the servants of 
David; and tl-ri-ah the Hittite died 
also. 

18 1 Then Jo-ab sent and told David 
all the things concerning the war; 

19 And charged the messenger, say- 
ing, When thou hast made an end of 
telling the matters of the war imto the 
king, 

20 And if so be that the king’s 
wrath arise, and he say unto thee. 
Wherefore approached ye so nigh 
unto the diy when ye did fight?

And the 
Philistmes were gathered together 
into a troop, where was a piece of 
ground full of lentiles : and the people 
fled from the Philistines. 

12 But he stood in the midst of the 
grormd, and defended it, and slew the 
Philistines : and the Lord wrought a 
great victory.

7 And now, O Lord my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead of 
David my father : and I am but a httle 
child : I know not how to go out or 
come in. 

8 And thy servant is in the midst of 
thy people which thou hast chosen, 
a great people, that cannot be num- 
bered nor counted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an 
understanding heart to judge thy 
people, that I may discern between 
good and bad : for who is able to judge 
this thy so great a people? 

10 And the speech pleased the Lord, 
that Solomon had asked this thing. 

11 And God said unto him, Because 
thou hast asked this thing, and hast 
not asked for thyself long life; nei- 
ther hast asked riches for thyself, 
nor hast asked the life of thine 
enemies ; but hast asked for thyself 
und^standing to discern judgment; 

12 Behold, I have done according to 
thy words; lo, I have given thee a 
wise and an understanding heart ; so 
that there was none like thee before 
thee, neither after thee shall any 
arise like unto thee. 

13 And I have also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both 
riches, and honom; so that there 
shall not be any among the kings like 
unto thee all thy days. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways, 
to keep my statutes and my com- 
mandments, as thy father David did 
walk, then I will lengthen thy days. 

15 And Solomon awoke; and, be- 
hold, it was a dream. And he came to 
Jerusalem, and stood before the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, and 
offered up burnt offerings, iind offered 
peace offerings, and made a feast to 
all his servants. 

16 II Then came there two women, 
that were harlots, imto the king, and 
stood before him. 

17 And the one woman said, O my 
lord, I and this woman dwell in one 
house ; and I was delivered of a child 
with her in the house. 

18 And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this 
woman was delivered also: and we 
were together; there was no stranger 
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with us in the house, save we two in 
the house. 

19 And this woman’s child died in 
the night; because she overlaid it. 

20 And she arose at midnight, and 
took my son from beside me, while 
thine handmaid slept, and laid it in 
her bosom, and laid her dead child 
in my bosom. 

21 And when I rose in the morning 
to give my child suck, behold it was 
dead : but when I had considered it in 
the morning, behold, it was not my 
son, which 1 did bear. 

22 And the other woman said, Nay; 
but the living is my son, and the dead 
is thy son. And this said, No ; but the 
dead is thy son, and the living is my 
son.

month, that he began to build the 
house of the Lord. 

2 And the house which king Solo- 
mon built for the Lord, the length 
thereof was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the temple 
of the house, twenty cubits was the 
length thereof, according to the 
breadth of the house ; and ten cubits 
was the breadth thereof before the 
house. 

4 And for the house he made win- 
dows of narrow lights. 

5 11 And against the wall of the house 
he built chambers round about, 
against the walls of the house round 
about, both of the temple and of 
the oracle; and he made chambers 
round about ; 

6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad : for without in the wall 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should 
not be fastened in the walls of the 
house. 

7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made 
ready before it was brought thither: 
so that there was neither hammer nor 
axe nor any tool of iron heard in the 
house, while it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of the house; 
and they went up with winding stairs 
into the middle chamber, and out of 
the middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished 
it; and covered the house with 
beams and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers 
against aH the house, five cubits

11 M And the word of the Lord came 
to Solomon, saying,

are in building, if thou wilt wsdk in my 
statutes, and execute my judgments, 
and keep all my commandments to 
walk in them ; then will I perform my 
word with thee, which I spake unto 
David thy father: 

13 And I will dwell among the chil- 
dren of Israel, and will not forsake 
my people Israel. 

14 So Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the 
house within with boards of cedar, 
both the floor of the house, and the 
walls of the deling : and he covered 
them on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor of the house with 
planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
sides of the house, both the floor and 
the walls with boards of cedar; he 
even built them for it within, even for 
the oracle, even for the most holy 
Place. 

17 And the house, that is, the tem- 
ple before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of the house within 
was carved with knops and open 
flowers : all was cedar; there was no 
stone seen. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in the 
house within, to set there the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart was 
twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits 
in the height thereof: and he overlaid 
it with pure gold; and so covered the 
altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold : and he made 
a partition by the chains of gold before 
the oracle; and he overlaid it with 
gold. 

22 And the whole house he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finished all the 
house : also the whole altar that was 
by the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 H And within the oracle he made 
two cher^u-bims of olive tree, each 
ten cubits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub ; from the utter- 
most part of the one wing unto the 
uttermost part of the other were ten 
cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten 
cubits : both the cher^u-bims were of 
one measure and one size. 
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26 The height of the one cherub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of the 
other cherub. 

27 And he set the cher-u-bims within 
the inner house : and they stretched 
forth the wings of the cher'u-bims, so 
that the wing of the one touched the 
one wall, and the wing of the other 
cherub touched the other wall; and 
their wings touched one another in 
the midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cher-u-bims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures 
of cher-u-bims and palm trees and 
open flowers, within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he over- 
laid wath gold, within and without. 

31 If And for the entering of the 
oracle he made doors of olive tree: 
the lintel and side posts were a fifth 
part of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were o/ olive 
tree; and he carved upon them 
carvings of cher-u-bims and palm 
trees and open flowers, and overlaid 
them with gold, and spread gold 
upon the cher-u-bims, and upon the 
palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door of 
the temple posts of olive tree, a 
fourth part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir tree : 
the two leaves of the one door were 
folding, and the two leaves of the 
other door were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cher-u- 
bims and pahn trees and open 
flowers : and covered them with gold 
fitted upon the carved work. 

36 ^ And he built the inner court with 
three rows of hewed stone, and a row 
of cedar beams. 

37 II In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the Lord 
laid, in the month Zif : 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bui, which is the eighth 
month, was the house finished 
throughout all the parts thereof, and 
according to all the fashion of it. So 
was he seven years in building it. 

298 CHAPTER 7 

B ut Solomon was building his own 
house thirteen years, and he 
finished all his house. 

2 If He built also the house of the 
forest of Leb-a-non ; the length there- 
of was an hundred cubits, and the 
breadth thereof fifty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cubits, upon 
four rows of cedar pillars, with cedar 
beams upon the pillars.

9 All these were of costly stones, 
according to the measures of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so on the outside 
toward the great court. 

10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of 
ten cubits, and stones of eight 
cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, 
after the measures of hewed stones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed stones, 
and a row of cedar beams, both for 
the inner court of the house of the 
Lord, and for the porch of the house. 

13 H And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a widow’s son of the 
tribe ofNaph-ta-li, and his father luos 
a man of Tyre, a worker in brass : and 
he was filled with wisdom, and 
understanding, and cunning to work 
all works in brass. And he camo to 
king Solomon, and wrought all his 
work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, 
of eighteen cubits high apiece: and 
a line of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. 

16 And he made two chapiters of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops of 
the pillars: the height of the one 
chapiter was five cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter was five 
cubits :

300 CHAPTER 9 

AND it came to pass, when Solo- 
Jl\. mon had finished the building 
of the house of the Lord, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon’s de- 
sire which he was pleased to do, 

2 That the Lord appeared to Solo- 
mon the second time, as he had 
appeared unto him at Gibeon. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sup- 
plication, that thou hast made before 
me ; I have hallowed this house, which 
thou hast built, to put my name there 
for ever; and mine eyes and mine 
heart shall be there perpetually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before 
me, as David thy father walked, in 
integrity of heart, and in uprightness, 
to do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments ; 

5 Then I will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, as 
I promised to David thy father, saying. 
There shall not fail thee a man upon 
the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from fol- 
lowing me, ye or your children, and 
will not keep my commandments and 
my statutes which I have set before 
you, but go and serve other gods, and 
worship them; 

7 Then will I cut off Israel out of the 
land which I have given them; and 
this house, which I have hallowed for 
my name, will I cast out of my sight ; 
and Israel shall be a proverb and a 
byword among all people :

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre to 
see the cities which Solomon had 
given him ; and they pleased him not.

14 And Hiram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 

15 1i And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised ; for 
to build the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, and Mil-16, and the 
wall of Jerusalem, and Ha-zor, and 
Me-gid-do, and Ge-zer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Ge-zer, and burnt 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it for 
a present unto his daughter, Solo- 
mon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Ge-zer, and 
Beth-hor-on the nether, 

18 And Ba-a-lath, and Tad-mor in 
the wilderness, in the land, 

19 And aU the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his 
chariots, and cities for his horsemen, 
and that which Solomon desired to 
build in Jerusalem, and in LSb-a-non, 
and in all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were left 
of the Amorites, Hittites, Pe-riz-zites, 
Hi-vites, and Jeb-u-sites, which were 
not of the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that were left 
after them in the land, whom the 
children of Israel also were not able 
utterly to destroy, upon those did 
Solomon levy a tribute of bondservice 
unto this day. 

22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but 
they were men of war, and his ser- 
vants, and his princes, and his cap- 
tains, and rulers of his chariots, and 
his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the 
officers that were over Solomon’s 
work, five hundred and fifty, which 
bare rule over the people that wrought 
in the work. 

24 H But Pharaoh’s daughter came 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house which Solomon had built for 
her: then did he build Mfi-lo. 

25 H And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and 
peace offerings upon the altar which 
het built unto the Lord, and he 
burnt incense upon the altar that 
was before the Lord. So he finished 
the house. 

26 And king Solomon made a navy 
of i^ps in E-zi-on-ge-ber, which is 
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beside E-ldth, on the shore of the 
Red sea, in the land of E-dgin. 

27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had know^dge 
of the sea, with the servants of Solo- 
mon.

11 And the navy also of Hiram, that 


20 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps : there was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 

21 ^ And all king Solomon’s drinking 
vessels were of gold, and all the ves- 
sels of the house of the forest of L^b- 
a-non of pure gold ; none were 
of silver : it was nothing accounted of 
in the days of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy of 
Thar-shish with the navy of Hiram: 
once in three years came the navy 
of Thar-shish, bringing gold, and 
silver, ivory, and apes, and pea- 
cocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth for riches and for 
wisdom. 

24 And all the earth sought to 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which 
God had put in his heart. 

25 And they brought every man his 
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present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and garments, and armour, 
and spices, horses, and mules, a rate 
year by year. 

26 'll And Solomon gathered together 
chariots and horsemen : and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen, 
whom he bestowed in the cities for 
chariots, and with the king at Jeru- 
salem. 

27 And the king made silver to he 
in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars 
made he to be as the sycomore 
trees that are in the vale, for abund- 
ance. 

28 And Solomon had horses 
brought out of Egypt, and linen yarn : 
the king’s merchants received the 
linen yarn at a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and an horse for an hundred 
and fifty : and so for all the kings of 
the Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, 
did they bring them out by their 
means. 

302 CHAPTER 11 

B ut king Solomon loved many 
strange women, together with 
the daughter of Pharaoh, women of 
the Moabitesj Ammonites, E-dgm- 
ites, Zi-do-iu-ans, and Hittites ; 

2 Of the nations concerning which 
the Lord said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in unto you : 
for surely they will turn away your 
heart after their gods : Solomon clave 
unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 
princesses, and three hundred con- 
cubines : and his wives turned away 
his heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, that his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods: and his 
heart was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, as was the heart of David 
his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ash-to- 
reth the goddess of the Zi-do-ni-ans, 
and after Mfi-cdm the abomination of 
the Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David his father. 

7 Then did Solomon build an 
high place for Ch^mosh, the abomi- 
nation of Moab, in the hill that is 
before Jerusalem, and for Molech, 
the abomination of the children of 
Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his

strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 * And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was 
turned from the Lord God of Israel, 
which had appeared unto him twice, 

10 And had commanded him con- 
cerning this thing, that he should 
not go after other gods: but he 
kept not that which the Lord com- 
manded. 

11 Wherefore the Lord said unto 
Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done 
of thee, and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes, which I 
have commanded thee, I will surely 
rend the kingdom from thee, and 
give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days I will 
not do it for David thy father’s sake : 
hut I will rend it out of the hand of thy 
son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away ah 
the kingdom; hut will give one tribe 
to thy son for David my servant’s 
sake, and for Jerusalem’s sake, which 
I have chosen. 

14 H And the Lord stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon, HaMad the 
E-dom-ite: he was of the king’s seed 
in E-dgm.

7 And also by the hand of the pro- 
phet Jehu the son of Ha-na-ni came 
the word of the Lord against Ba- 
ash-a, and against his house, even 
for all the evil that he did in the sight 
of the Lord, in provoking him to 
anger with the work of his hands, in 
being Hke the house of Jer-6-b6-am 
and because he killed him.

13 For all the sins of Ba-ash-a, and 
the sins of E-1^ his son, by which 
they sinned, and by which they made 
Israel to sin, in provoking the Lord 
God of Israel to anger with their 
vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of E-lah, 
and all that he did, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 

15 In the twenty and seventh year 
of A-sa king of Judah did Zimri reign 
seven days in Tir-zah. And the peo- 
ple were encamped against Gib-be- 
thon, which belonged to the Philis- 
tines. 

16 And the people that were encamp- 
ed heard say, Zimri hath conspired, 
and hath also slain the king ; where- 
fore all Israel made Omri, the captain 
of the host, king over Israel that day 
in the camp. 

17 And Omri went up from Gib-be- 
thon, and all Israel with him, and they 
besieged ^Tir^zah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri 
saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king’s 
house, and burnt the king’s house 
over him with fire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, 
in walking in the way of Jer-6-b6^am, 
and in his sin which he did, to make 
Israel to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that he wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

21 *1 Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts: half of the 
people followed Tib-ni the son of Gi- 
nath, to make him king; and half 
followed Omri. 

22 But the people that followed 
Omri prevailed against the people that 
followed Tib-ni the son of Gi-nath: 
so Tib-ni died, and Omri reigned. 

23 H In the thirty and first year of A- 
sa king of Judah began Omri to reign 
over Israel, twelve years: six years 
reigned he in Tir-zah. 

24 And he bought the hill Sa-mar^i-^ 
of She-mer for two talents of silver, 
and built on the hill, and called the 
name of the city which he built, after 
the name of She-mer, owner of the 
hill, Sa-marii-a. 

25 II But Omri wrought evil in the 
eyes of the Lord, and did worse than 
all that were before him. 

26 For he walked in all the way of 
Jer-6-b6-am the son of Ne-bat, and in 
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Ms sin wherewith he made Israel to 
sin, to provoke the Lord God of 
Israel to anger with their vanities. 

27 Now the rest of the acts of Omri 
which he did, and his might that he 
shewed, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

28 So Omri slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Sa-mm-i-a: and 
Ahab Ms son reigned in Ms stead. 

29 ^ And in the thirty and eighth 
year of A'sa king of Judah began 
Ahab the son of Omri to reign over 
Israel: and Ahab the son of Omri 
reigned over Israel in Sa-mar^i-a 
twenty and two years. 

30 And Ahab the son of Omri did evil 
in the sight of the Lord above all that 
were before Mm. 

31 And it came to pass, as if it had 
been a light tMng for Mm to walk in 
die sins of Jer-o-bo-am the son of Ne- 
bat, that he took to wife Jez-e-bel the 
daughter of £th-ba-al king of the Zi- 
do^m-^s, and went and served Ba-al, 
and worsMpped him.

13 And E-li-jdh said unto her. Fear 
not ; go and do as thou hast said : but 
make me thereof a little cake first, 
and bring it unto me, and after make 
for thee and for thy son. 

14 For thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, The barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day that the Lord send- 
eth rain upon the earth.

16 And the barrel of meal wasted 
not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, 
according to the word of the Lord, 
wMch he spake by E-li-jah. 

17 And it came to pass after these 
things, that the son of the woman, the 
mistress of the house, fell sick; and 
Ms sickness was so sore, that there 
was no breath left in him. 

18 And she said imto E-li-jah, What 
have I to do with thee, O thou man of 
God? art thou come unto me to call 
my sin to remembrance, and to slay 
my son? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me 
thy son. And he took Mm out of her 
bosom, and carried Mm up into a loft, 
where he abode, and laid him upon 
Ms own bed. 

20 And he cried unto the Lord, and 
said, O Lord my God, hast thou also 
brought evil upon the widow with 
whom I sojourn, by slaying her 
son? 

21 And he stretched himself upon 
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the child three times, and cried unto * come and tell Ahab, and he caimot 

‘ find thee, he shall slay me: but I thy 
servant fear the Lord from my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I did 
when Jez-e-bel slew the prophets of 
the Lord, how I hid an hundred men 
of the Lord’s prophets by fifty in a 
cave, and fed them with bread and 
water? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord. Behold, E-li-i^ is here : and he 
shall slay me. 

15 And E-li-i^ said, As the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I will 
surely shew myself unto him to day. 

16 So 6-ba-di'ah went to meet Ahab, 
and told him : and Ahab went to meet 
E-Hiiah. 

17 \And it came to pass, when Ahab 
saw E-li-jah, that Ahab said unto him. 
Art thou he that troubleth Israel? 

18 And he answered, I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou, and thy 
father’s house, in that ye have for- 
saken the commandments of the 
Lord, and thou hast followed Ba-a- 
lim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather to 
me all Israel unto mount Carmel, and 
the prophets of Ba'al four hundred 
and fifty, and the prophets of the 
groves four hundred, which eat at 
Bz^e-b^’s table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the children 
of Israel, and gathered the prophets 
together unto mount Carmel,

329 CHAPTER 16 

I N the seventeenth year of Pe-kah 
the son of Rem-a-li-ah Ahaz the 
son of Jo-tham king of Judah began to 
reign. 

2 Twenty years old was Ahaz when 
he began to reign, and reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem, and did not that 
which was right in the sight of the 
Lord his God, like David his father. 

3 But he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, yea, and made his 
son to pass through the fire, according 
to the abominations of the heathen, 
whom the Lord cast out from before 
the children of Israel. 

4 And he sacrificed and burnt in- 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 1 Then Re^zin king of Syria and 
Pe-kah son of Rem-a-li-ah king of 
Israel came up to Jerusalem to war : 
and they besieged Ahaz, but could not 
overcome him, 

6 At that time Re-zin king of Syria 
recovered E-lath to Syria, and drave 
the Jews from E-lAth; and the 
Syrians came to £-la1h, and dwelt 
there unto this day. 


7 So Ahaz sent messengers to Tigi 
lath-pi-le-ser king of Assyria, samg, 

I am thy servant and thy son : come 
up. and save me out of the hand of the 
king of Ssnia, and out of Ihe hand of 
the king of Israel, which rise up 
against me. 

8 And Ahaz took the silver and gold 
that was found in the house of the 
Lord, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house, and sent it for a present 
to the king of Assyria. 

9 And the king of Ass37ria hearkened 
un+o him : for the king of Assyria went 
up against Damascus, and took it, 
and carried the t)eot>le of it captive to 
Kir, and slew Re-zin. 

10 If And king Ahaz went to Damas- 
cus to meet Tig-lath-pi-le-ser king of 
Assyria, and saw an altar that was at 
Damascus : and king Ahaz sent to u- 
ri-jah the priest the fashion of the 
altar, and the pattern of it, according 
to all the workmanship thereof. 

11 And U-ri-jah the priest built an 
altar according to all that king Ahaz 
had sent from Damascus ; so u-ri-jah 
the priest made it against king Ahaz 
I came from Damascus. 

j 12 And when the king was come 
! from Damascus, the king saw the 
altar : and the king approached to the 
altar, and offered thereon. 

13 And he burnt his burnt offering 
and his meat offering, and poured his 
drink offering, and sprinkled the 
blood of his peace offerings, upon the 
altar. 

14 And he brought also the brasen 
altar, which was before the Lord, 
from the forefront of the house, from 
between the altar and the house of 
the Lord, and put it on the north side 
of the altar. 

15 And king Ahaz commanded U-ri- 
jah the priest, saying, Upon the great 
altar burn the morning burnt offer- 
ing, and the evening meat offering, 
and the king’s burnt sacrifice, and his 
meat offering, with the burnt offering 
of all the people of the land, and their 
meat offering, and their drink offer- 
ings ; and sprinkle upon it all the blood 
of the burnt offering, and afi the blood 
of the sacrifice ; and the brasen altar 
shall he for me to inquire by, 

16 Thus did u-ri-jah the priest, ac- 
cording to all that king Ahaz com- 
manded. 

17 If And king Ahaz cut off the bor- 
ders of the bases, and removed the 
laver from off them; and took down 
the sea from off the brasen oxen that 
were tmder it, and put it upon a pave- 

I ment of stones. 
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18 And the covert for the sabbath 
that they had built in the house, and 
the king’s entry without, turned he 
from the house of the Lord for the 
king of Asssnia.

20 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in 
the city of David: and Hez-e-ki-ah 
his son reigned in his stead. 

330 CHAPTER 17 

I N the twelfth year of Ahaz king of 
Judah began Ho-she^a the son of 
E-1^ to reign in Sa-mar'i-a over 
Israel nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, but not as the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 
3 11 Against him came up Shal-man- 
e-ser king of Assyria; and H6-she-a 
became his servant, and gave him 
presents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in H6-she-a: for he had sent 
messengers to So king of Egsrpt, and 
brought no present to the king of As- 
syria, as he had done year by year: 
therefore the king of Assyria shut him 
up, and bound him in prison. 

5 1 Then the king of Assyria came 
up throughout all the land, and went 
up to Sa-marii-a, and besieged it three 
years. 

6*1 In the ninth yearofHo-she-athe 
king of Assyria took Sa-mar-i-a, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, and 
placed them in Ha-lah and in Ha-bor 
by the river of Go-z^, and in the cities 
of the Medes. 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the Lord 
their God, which had brought them up 
out of the land of Egypt, from under 
the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and had feared other gods, 

8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lord cast out 
from before the children of Israel, and 
of the kings of Israel, which they had 
made. 

9 And the children of Israel did 
secretly those things that were not 
light against the Lord their God, and 
they bunt them high places in all their 
cities, from the tower of the watch- 
men to the fenced city. 

10 And they set them up images 
and groves in every high hill, and 
under every green tree : 

11 And there they burnt incense in 
all the high places, as did the heathen 
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whom the Lord carried away before 
them ; and wrought wicked things to 
provoke the Lord to anger : 

12 For they served idols, whereof 
the Lord had said unto them, Ye 
shall not do this thing. 

13 Yet the Lord testified against 
Israel, and against Judah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the seers, say- 
ing, Turn ye from your evil ways, and 
keep my commandments and my 
statutes, according to all the law 
which I commanded your fathers, and 
which I sent to you by my servants the 
prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like 
to the neck of their fathers, that did 
not believe in the Lord their God. 

15 And they rejected his statutes, 
and his covenant that he made with 
their fathers, and his testimonies 
which he testified against them ; and 
they followed vanity, and became 
vain, and went after the heathen that 
were round about them, concerning 
whom the Lord had charged them, 
that they should not do like them. 

16 And they left all the command- 
ments of the Lord their God, and 
made them molten images, even two 
calves, and made a grove, and wor- 
shipped all the host of heaven, and 
served Ba'al. 

17 And they caused their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the 
fire, and used divination and en- 
chantments, and sold themselves to 
do evil in iiie sight of the Lord, to 
provoke him to anger. 

18 Therefore the Lord was very 
angry with Israel, and removed them 
out of his sight : there was none left 
but the tribe of Judah only. 

19 Also Judah kept not the com- 
mandments of the Lord their God, 
but walked in the statutes of Israel 
which they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected all the 
seed of Israel, and afflicted them, and 
delivered them into the hand of 
spoilers, until he had cast them out 
of his sight. 

21 For he rent Israel from the house 
of David; and they made Jer-6- 
bo-am the son of Ne-bat king : and 
Jer-6-b6^am drave Israel from follow- 
ing the Lord, and made them sin a 
great sin. 

22 For the children of Israel walked 
in all the sins of Jer-o-bo-am which he 
did; they departed not from them; 

23 Until the Lord removed Israel 
out of his sight, as he had said by all 
his servants the prophets. So was 
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Israel carried away out of their own 
land to AssTvia. unto this day. 

24 If And the king of Assyria 
brought men from Babylon, and from 
Cu-thah, and from A-va, and from 
Ha-math, and from Se-phar-va-im, 
and placed them in the cities of Sa- 
mar-i-a instead of the children of 
Israel: and they possessed Sa-mar- 
i-a, and dwelt in the cities thereof. 

25 And so it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lord: therefore the Lord 
sent lions among them, which slew 
some of Ihem. 

26 Wherefore they spake to the king 
of Assyria, sasdng. The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Sa-mar-i-a, know not the 
manner of the God of the land : there- 
fore he hath sent Hons among them, 
and, behold, they slay them, because 
they know not the manner of the God 
of the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria com- 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of 
the priests whom ye brought from 
thence; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the 
manner of the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom 
they had carried away from Sa- 
xnAr^i-a came and dwelt in Beth-el, 
and taught them how they should fear 
the Lord. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods 
of their own, and put them in the 
houses of the high places which 
the Sa-mar-i-tans had made, every 
nation in their cities wherein they 
dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
Sdc-coth-be-noth, and the men of 
Cdth made Ner-gal, and the men of 
Ha-math made A-shi-ma, 

31 And the AMtes made WHlb^az and 
Tartak, and the Se-phar-vites burnt 
their children in fire to A-dramime- 
lech and A-nam-me-lech, the gods of 
Se-phar-va-im. 

32 So they feared the Lord, and 
made unto themselves of the lowest 
of them priests of the high places, 
which sacrificed for them in the 
houses of the high places. 

33 They feared the Lord, and 
served their own gods, after the 
manner of the nations whom they 
carried away from thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners; they fear not the 
Lord, neither do they after their 
statutes, or after their ordinances, or 
after the law and commandment 
which the Lord commanded the 
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children of Jacob, whom he named 
Israel; 

35 With whom the Lord had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saying, 
Ye shall not fear other gods, nor bow 
yourselves to them, nor serve them, 
nor sacrifice to them : 

36 But the Lord, who brought you 
up out of the land of Egypt with great 
power and a stretched out arm, idm 
shall ye fear, and him shall ye wor- 
ship, and to him shall ye do sacrifice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordin- 
ances, and the law, and the com- 
mandment, which he wrote for you, 
ye shall observe to do for evermore ; 
and ye shall not fear other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have 
made with you ye shall not forget; 
neither shall ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lord your God ye shall 
fear ; and he shall deHver you out of 
the hand of all your enemies. 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, 
but they did after their former manner. 

41 So these nations feared the 
Lord, and served their graven 
images, both their children, and their 
children's children : as did their 
fathers, so do they unto this day. 

331 CHAPTER 18 

N OW it came to pass in the third 
year of Ho-she-a son of E-lSh 
king of Israel, that Hez-e-ki-ah the 
son of Ahaz king of Judah began to 
reign.

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27 And Je-hoi-a-da was the leader 
of the Aaronites, and with him were 
three thousand and seven hundred ; 

28 And Za-dok, a young man mighty 
of valour, and of his father’s house 
twenty and two captains. 

29 And of the children of Benjamin, 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand : 
for hitherto the greatest part of them 
had kept the ward of the house of 
Saul. 

30 And of the children of E-phra-im 
twenty thousand and eight hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous 
throughout the house of their fathers. 

31 -Aid of the half tribe of Ma-nas- 
seh eighteen thousand, which were 
expressed by name, to come and 
make David king. 

32 And of the children of Is^a-char, 
which were men that had under- 
standing of the times, to know 
what Israel ought to do ; the heads 
of them were two hundred; and 
all their brethren were at their com- 
mandment. 

33 Of Ze-bu-lim, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, with all 
instruments of war, fifty thousand, 
which could keep rank; they were 
not of double heart. 

34 And of Naph-ta-li a thousand cap- 
tains, and with them with shield and 
spear thirty and seven thousand. 

35 And oi the Danites expert in war 
twenty and eight thousand and six 
hundred. 

36 And of Asher, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, forty thou- 
sand. 

37 And on the other side of Jordan, 
of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and of the half tribe of Ma-nas'seh, 
widi all manner of instruments of war 
for the battle, an hundred and twenty 
thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, came with a perfect heart 
to He-bron, to make David king over 
all Israel: and all the rest also of 
Israel were of one heart to make David 
king. 

39 And there they were with David 
three days, eating and drinking: 
for their brethren had prepared for 
them. 

40 Moreover they that were ni^ 
them, even unto Is-sa-char and Ze- 
bu-lfin and Naph-ta-li, brought bread 
on asses, and on camels, and on 
mules, and on oxen, and meat, meal, 
cakes of figs, and bunches of raisins, 
and wine, and oil, and oxen, and sheep 
abundantly: for there was joy in 
Israel. 


David bringeth up the ark 
351 CHAPTER 13 

AND David consulted with the 
-Tl captains of thousands and hun- 
dreds, and with every leader. 

2 And David said unto all the con- 
gregation of Israel, If it seem good 
unto you, and that it be of the Lord 
our God, let us send abroad unto 
our brethren every where, that are 
left in all the land of Israel, and 
with them also to the priests and 
Levites which are in their cities and 
suburbs, that they may gather them- 
selves unto us : 

3 And let us bring again the ark of 
our God to us : for we inquired not at 
it in the days of Saul. 

4 And all the congregation said that 
they would do so : for the thing was 
right in the eyes of aU the people. 

5 So David gathered all Israel to- 
gether, from Shi-hor of Egypt even 
unto the entering of He-math, to bring 
the ark of God from Kir-jath-je-a- 
rim. 

6 And David went up, and all Israel, 
to Ba-a-lah, that is» to Kir-jath-je-a- 
rim, which belonged to Judah, to bring 
up thence the ark of God the Lord, 
that dwelleth between the cher^u- 
bims, whose name is called on it 

7 And they carried the ark of God 
in a new cart out of the house of 
A-bin-a-ddb: and t^rz-za and A-hi-6 
drave the cart. 

8 And David and all Israel played 
before God with all their might, and 
with singing, and with harps, and 
with psalteries, and with timbrels, 
and with cymbals, and with trumpets. 

9 If And when they came unto the 
threshingfloor of Ghi-don, t^z-za put 
forth his hand to hold the ark ; for the 
oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against tJz-za, and he smote 
him, because he put his hand to the 
ark: and there he died before God. 

11 And David was displeased, be- 
cause the Lord had made a breach 
upon 'Orz-za: wherefore ^at place is 
called Pe-rez-uz-za to this day. 

12 And David was afraid of God that 
day, sasdng. How shall I bring the ark 
of God home to me? 

13 So David brought not the ark 

home to himself to the city of David, 
but carried it aside into the house of 
O-bed-e-dom the Git-tite. . , 

14 And the ark of God rem^ed 
witii the family of o-bSd-e-dom m his 
house three months. And the LoRD 
blessed the house of o-bed-e-dgm, 
and aJd that he had. 
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N

2 And David perceived that the Lord 
had confirmed him kmg over Israel, 
for his kingdom was lifted up on high, 
because of his people Israel. 

3 * And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem: and David begat more 
sons and daughters. 

4 Now these are the names of his 

children which he had in^ Jerusalem; 
Sh^-mu-a, and Sho-bab, Nathan, 
and Solomon, ^ 

5 And ib-har, and E-li-shu-a, and 
£jlipa-let, 

6 And No'gah, and Neph-eg, and 
Ja-phi^a. 

7 And E-li-sha-ma, and Bee-li-a-da, 
and E-liph-a-let. 

8 “ii And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king over aU 
Israel, all the Philistines went up to 
seek David. And David heard of it 
and went out against them. 

9 And the Philistines came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Reph'a-im. 

10 And David inauired of God, say- 
ing, Shall I go up against the Philis- 
tines? And vmt thou deliver them into 
mine hand? And the Lord said unto 
him, Go up; for I will deliver them 
into thine hand. 

11 So they came up to Ba-^-pe-ra- 
zim; and David smote them there. 
Then David said, God hath broken in 
upon mine enemies by mine hand like 
the breaking forth of waters : there- 
fore they called the name of that 
place Ba-al-pe-ra-zim. 

12 And when they had left their gods 
there, David gave a commandment, 
and they were burned with fire. 

13 And the Philistmes yet again 
spread themselves abroad in the 
valley. 

14 Therefore David inquired again 
of God ; and God said unto him. Go 
not up after them; turn away from 
them, and come upon them over 
against the mulberry trees. 

15 And it shall be, when thou shalt 
hear a sound of going in the tops of 
the mulberry trees, that then thou 
shalt go out to battle : for God is gone 
forth before thee to smite the host of 
the Philistines. 

16 David therefore did as God com- 
manded him : and they smote the host 
of the Philistines from Gibeon even 
to Ga-zer. 

17 And the fame of David went out 


353 CHAPTER 15 
AND David made him houses in the 
-Tl city of David, and prepared a 
place for the ark of God, and pitched 
for it a tent. 

2 Then David said, None ought to 
carry the ark of God but the Levites: 
for them hath the Lord chosen to 
carry the ark of God, and to minister 
unto him for ever, 

3 And David gathered all Israel to- 
gether to Jerusalem, to bring up the 
ark of the Lord unto his place, which 
he had prepared for it. 

4 And David assembled the children 
of Aaron, and the Levites : 

5 Of the sons of Ko-hatn; U-ri-el 
the chief, and his brethren an hun- 
dred and twenty : 

6 Of the sons of Me-rm-i ; A-s^-ah 
the chief, and his brethren two hun- 
dred and twenty: 

7 Of the sons of Ger-shom ; Jo^l the 
chief, and his brethren an hundred 
and thirty: 

8 Of the sons of £-li-za-phan; Shem- 
^i-ah the chief, and his brethren two 
hundred : 

9 Of the sons of He-bron ; E-li-el the 
chief, and his brethren fourscore ; 

10 Of the sons of t^z-zi-el ; Am-min- 
a-dab the chief, and his brethren an 
hundred and twelve. 

11 And David called for Za-dbk and 
A-bi-a-thar the priests, and for the 
Levites, for tJ-ri-el, A-sal-ah, and 
J5-el, Shem-^-ah, and E-li'el, and 
Am-min'a-dab, 

12 And said unto them. Ye are the 
chief of the fathers of the Levites : 
sanctify yourselves, both ye and your 
brethren, that ye may bring up the ark 
of the Lord God of Israel unto the 
place that I have prepared for it. 

13 For because ye did it not at the 
first, the Lord our God made a 
breach upon us, for that we sought 
him not ^ter the due order. 

14 So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the children of the Levites 
bare the ark of God upon their 
shoulders with the staves thereon, as 
Moses commanded according to the 
word of the Lord. 

16 And David spake to the chief of 
the Levites to appoint their brethren 
to be the singers with instruments of 
musick, psalteries and harps and 
C3nnbals, sounding, by lifting up the 
voice with joy. 
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17 So the Levites appointed He- 
rn^ the son of J6-M; and of his 
brethren, A-saph the son of Ber-e- 
cbi-ah; and of the sons of Me-rar-i 
their brethren, E-than the son of 
Ku-sh^'ah ; 

18 And with them their brethren of 
the second degree, Zech-a-ri-^i, Ben, 
and Ja-a-zi-el, and She-mi'ra-mdth, 
and Je-hi-el, and to-ni, E-li-ab, and 
Be-nai'ah, and Ma-a-sei-ah, and 
Mat-ti-thi-^, and E-liph-e-leh, and 
Mik-nei-ah, and o-bed-e-dom, and 
Je-i-el, the porters. 

19 So the singers, He-man, A-saph, 
and E-than, were at>t>ointed to sound 
with cymbals of brass ; 

20 And Zech-a-ri-ah, and a-zi-M, 
and She-nn-ra-m5th, and Je-hi-el, 
and tJn-ni, and 1-li-ab, and Ma-a- 
s€i-ah, and Be-nai-ah, with psalteries 
on Al-a-m5th ; 

21 And Mat-ti-thi-^, and E-liph-e- 
leh, and Mik-nei-ah, and o-bed-e- 
dom, and Je-i-el, and Az-a-zi-ah, with 
harps on the Shem-in-ith to excel. 

22 And Qhen-a-ni-^, chief of the 
Levites, was for song : he instructed 
about the song, because he was skilful. 

23 And Ber-e-chi-ah and £l-ka-nah 
were doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And Sheb-a-ni-^, and Je-hosh-S- 
phat, and Neth-a-nebl, and A-ma%ai, 
and Zecb-a-ri-ah, and Be-nai-ah, and 
fil-i-e-zer, the priests, did blow with 
the trumpets before the ark of God : 
and o-bed-e-dom and Je-hi-Sh were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 

25 ^ So David, and the elders of 
Israel, and the captains over thou- 
sands, went to bring up the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord out of the house 
of o-bSd-e-dom with joy. 

26 And it came to pass, when God 
helped the Levites that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, that they 
offered seven bullocks and seven 


rams. 

27 And David was clothed with a 
robe of fine linen, and all the Levites 
that bare the ark, and the singers, and 
Chen-a-ni-ah the master of the song 
with the singers: David also had 
upon him an e-phod of linen. 

28 Thus all Israel brought up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord with 
shouting, and with sound of the cor- 
net, and with trumpets, and with cym- 
bals, making a noise with psalteries 
and harps. 

29 And it came to pass, as the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord came 
to the city of David, that Mi^al 
the daughter of Saul looking out at 
a window saw king David dancing 


and pla 3 dng : and she despised him 
in her heart. 

354 CHAPTER 16 

S O they brought the ark of God, 
and set it in the midst of the 
tent that David had pitched for it: 
and they offered burnt sacrifices and 
peace offerings before God. 

2 And when David had made an end 
of offering the burnt offerings and the 
peace offerings, he blessed the peo- 
ple in the name of the Lord. 

3 And he dealt to every one of Israel, 
both man and woman, to every one a 
loaf of bread, and a good piece of 
flesh, and a flagon of wine, 

4 *1 And he appointed certain of the 
Levites to minister before the ark of 
the Lord, and to record, and to thaii 
and praise the Lord God of Israel : 

5 A-saph the chief, and next to him 
Zech-a-ri-ah, Je-i-el, and She-mi- 
ra-m5th, and Je-hi-M, and Mat-ti- 
tM-ah, and E-li-ab, and Be-nai-ah, 
and o-bed-e-dom: and Je-i-el with 
psalteries and with harps ; but A-saph 
made a sound with cymbals ; 

6 Be-nAi-^ also and Ja-ha-zi-el the 
priests with trumpets continually be- 
fore the ark of the covenant of God. 
7 1 Then on that day David delivered 
first this psalm to thank the Lord into 
the hand of A-siph and his brethren, ' 
8 Give thanks unto the Lord, call 
upon his name, make known his deeds 
among the people. 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him, talk ye of all his wondrous works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name : let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the 
Lord. 

11 Seek the Lord and his strength, 
seek his face continually. 

12 Remember his marvellous works 
that he hath done, his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

13 O ye seed of Israel his servant, 
ye children of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God; his 
judgments are in all the earth. 

15 Be ye mindful always of his 
covenant; the word which he com- 
manded to a thousand generations; 

16 Even of the covenant which he 
made with Abraham, and of his oath 
unto Isaac; 

17 And hath confirmed the same to 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
everlasting covenant, 

18 Saying, Unto thee will I give the 
land of Canaan, the lot of your in- 
heritance ; 

19 When ye were but few, even a 
few, and strangers in it. 
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20 And when they went from nation 
to nation, and from one kingdom to 
another people ; 

21 He suffered no man to do them 
wrong: yea, he reproved kings for 

22 Saging, Touch not mine anoint- 
ed, and do my prophets no harm. 1 

23 Sing unto the Lord, all the 
earth ; shew forth from day to day 
his salvation. 

24 Declare his glory among the 
heathen ; his marvellous works 
among ^ nations. 

25 For great is the Lord, and 
greatly to be praised: he also is to 
be feared above all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the people 
are idols : but the Lord made the 
heavens. 

27 Glory and honour are in his 
presence ; strength and gladness are 
in his place. 

28 Give unto the Lord, ye kindreds 
of the people, give unto the Lord 
glory and strength. 

29 Give tmto the Lord the glory due 
unto his name : bring an offering, and 
come before him : worship the Lord 
in the beauty of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the earth: 
the world also shall be stable, that 
it be not moved. 

31 Let the heavens be glad, and 
let the earth rejoice: and let men 
say among the nations, The Lord 
reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof : let the fields rejoice, and all 
that is therein. 

33 Then shall the trees of the wood 
sing out at the presence of the Lord, 
because he cometh to judge the earth. 

34 O give thanks unto the Lord; 
for he is good ; for his mercy endureth 
for ever, 

35 And say ye. Save us, O God of 
our salvation, and gather us together, 
and deliver us from the heathen, that 
we may give thanks to thy holy name, 
and glory in thy praise. 

36 Blessed he the Lord God of 
Israel for ever and ever. And all the 
people said, A-men, and praised the 
Lord. 

37 H So he left there before the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord A-saph 
and his brethren, to minister before 
the ark continually, as every day’s 
work required: 

38 And o-bed-e-dom with their 
brethren, threescore and eight; 
o'bM-e^Qm also the son of Je-du- 
tihun and Ho^sah to he porters: 

39 And Za^ok the priest, and his 
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brethren the priests, before the taber- 
nacle of the Lord in the high place 
that was at Gibeon, 

40 To offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord upon the altar of the burnt offer- 
ing continually morning and evening, 
and to do according to all that is writ- 
ten in the law of the Lord, which he 
commanded Israel ; 

41 And with them He-man and Je- 
du-thim, and the rest that were 
chosen, who were expressed by 
name, to give thanks to the Lord, 
because his mercy endureth for ever ; 

42 And with them He-man and Je- 
du-thun with trumpets and cymbals 
for those that should make a sound, 
and with musical instruments of God. 
And the sons of Je-du-thiin were 
porters. 

43 And all the people departed 
every man to his house: and David 
returned to bless his house. 

355 CHAPTER 17 

T^OW it came to pass, as David sat 
i V in his house, that David said to 
Nathan the prophet, Lo, I dwell in an 
house of cedars, but the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord remaineth 
under curtains. 

2 Then Nathan said unto David, Do 
all that is in thine heart; for God is 
with thee. 

3 If And it came to pass the same 
night, that the word of God came to 
Nathan, saying, 

4 Go and tell David my servant. 
Thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt not 
build me an house to dwell in : 

5 For I have not dwelt in an house 
since the day that I brought up Israel 
unto this day; but have gone from 
tent to tent, and from one tabernacle 
to another, 

6 Wheresoever I have walked with 
all Israel, spake I a word to any of the 
judges of Israel, whom I commanded 
to feed my people, saying. Why have 
ye not built me an house of cedars? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, even from following 
the sheep, that thou shouldest be 
ruler over my people Israel; 

8 And I have been with thee whither- 
soever thou hast walked, and have 
cut off all thine enemies from before 
thee, and have made thee a name like 
the name of the great men that are in 
the earth. 

9 Also I will ordain a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, 
and they shall dwell in their place. 
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and shall be moved no more ; neither 
shall children of wickedness waste 

them any more, as at the beginning, 
10 And since the time that I com- 
manded judges to he over my people 
Israel. Moreover I will subdue all 
thine enemies. Furthermore I tell 
thee that the Lord will build thee an 
house. 

11^ And it shall come to pass, when 
thy days be expired that thou must go 
to be with thy fathers, that I will 
raise up thy seed after thee, which 
shall be of thy sons ; and I wid estab- 
lish his kingdom. 

12 He shall build me an house, and 
I will stablish his throne for ever. 

13 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son: and I will not take my 
mercy away from him, as I took it 
from him that was before thee : 

14 But I will settle him in mine 
house and in my kingdom for ever: 
and his throne shall be established 
for evermore. 

15 According to all these words, and 
according to all this vision, so did 
Nathan speak unto David. 

16 If And David the king came and 
sat before the Lord, and said. Who 
am I, O Lord God, and what is mine 
house, that thou hast brought me 
hitherto? 

17 And yet this was a small thing in 
thine eyes, O God ; for thou hast also 
spoken of thy servant’s house for a 
great while to come, and hast re- 
garded me according to the estate of 
a man of high degree, O Lord God. 

18 What can David speak more to 
thee for the honour of thy servant? 
for thou knowest thy servant. 

19 O Lord, for thy servant’s sake, 
and according to thine own heart, 
hast thou done all this greatness, in 
making known all these great things. 

20 O Lord, there is none like thee, 
neither is there any God beside thee, 
according to all that we have heard 
with our ears. 

21 And what one nation in the earth 
is like thy people Israel, whom God 
went to redeem to be his own people, 
to make thee a name of greatness and 
terribleness, by driving out nations 
from before thy people, whom thou 
hast redeemed out of Eg 3 npt? 

22 For thy people Israel didst thou 
make thine own people for ever; and 
thou, Lord, becamest their God, 

23 Therefore now. Lord, let the 
thing that thou hast spoken concern- 
ing thy servant and concerning his 
house be established for ever, and do 
as thou hast said. 


God’s promise to David 

24 Let it even be established, that 
thy name may be magnified for ever, 
saying. The Lord of hosts is the God 
of Israel, even a God to Israel : and 
let the house of David thy sen^ant be 
established before thee. 

25 For thou, O my God, hast told 
thy servant that thou wilt build hlin 
an house : therefore thy servant hath 
found in his heart to pray before 
thee. 

26 And now. Lord, thou art God, 
and hast promised this goodness 
imto thy servant: 

27 Now therefore let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may be before thee for ever: for 
thou blessest, O Lord, and it shall be 
blessed for ever. 

356 CHAPTER 18 

N OW after this it came to pass, 
that David smote the Philistines, 
and subdued them, and took Gath 
and her towns out of the hand of the 
Philistines. 

2 And he smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became David’s servants, 
and brought gifts. 

3 % And David smote Had-a-re-zer 
king of Z6-b^ unto Ha-math, as he 
went to stablish his dominion by the 
river Eu-phra-tes. 

4 And David took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot- 
men: David also houghed all the 
chariot horses, but reserved of them 
an hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damas- 
cus came to help Had-a-re-zer king of 
Zo-bah, David slew of the Syrians two 
and twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in Ssnia- 
damascus; and the Syrians became 
David’s servants, and brought gifts. 
Thus the Lord preserved David 
whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Had-a- 
re^zer, and brought them to Jerusa- 
lem. 

8 Likewise from Tib-hath, and from 
Chun, cities of Had-a-re-zgr, brought 
David very much brass, wherewith 
Solomon made the brasen sea, and 
tiie pillars, and the vessels of 

9 f Now when T6-u king of Ha- 
math heard how David had smitten 
all the host of Had-a-re-zer king of 
Zo-b^ ; 

10 He sent H^-dor^am his son to 
king David, to inquire of his welfare, 
and to congratulate him, because he 
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had fought against Had-a-re-zer, ^d 
smitten him ; (for Had-a-re-zer had 
war with T5-u ;) and with him all man- 
ner of vessels of gold and silver and 
hrass* 

11^ Them also king David dedicated 
unto the Lord, with the silver and the 
gold that he brought from all these 
nations ; from E-dgm, and from Moab, 
and from the children of Ammon, and 
from the Philistines, and from Am- 
a-lek. 

12 Moreover Ab-i-shm the son of 
Zer-u-i-^ slew of the E-dom-ites in 
the valley of salt eighteen thousand. 

13 And he put garrisons in E-dgm ; 
and all the E-dgm-ites became David’s 
servants. Thus the Lord preserved 
David whithersoever he went. 

14 ^ So David reigned over all Israel, 
and executed judgment and justice 
among all his people. 

15 And Jo-ab the son of Zer-u-i-ah 
was over the host; and Je-hosh-a- 
phat the son of A-hi-ldd, recorder. 

16 i^d Za'dok the son of A-hi^tiib, 
and A-bimte-lech the son of A-bi-a- 
thar, were the priests ; and Shav'sha 
was scribe ; 

17 And Be-nai-ah the son of Je-hoi- 
a-da was over the Ch^r-e-thites and 
the Pel-e-thites ; and the sons of 
David were chief about the king. 


357 CHAPTER 19 
TVTOW it came to pass after this, 
IN that Nahash the king of the chil- 
dren of Axnmon died, and his son 
reigned in his stead. 

2 And David said, I will shew kind- 
ness imto Ha-ndn the son of Nahash, 
because his father shewed kindness 
to me. And David sent messengers to 
comfort him concerning his father. 
So the servants of David came into 
the land of the children of Ammon to 
Ha-nun, to comfort him. 

3 But the princes of the children of 
Ammon said to Ha-nun, Thinkest 
thou that David doth honour thy 
father, that he hath sent comforters 
tmto thee? are not his servants come 
unto thee for to search, and to over- 
throw, and to spy out the land? 

4 Wherefore Ha-nun took David’s 
servants, and shaved them, and cut 
off their garments in the midst hard 
by their buttocks, and sent them 
away. 

5 Then there went certain^ and told 
David how the men were served. 
And he sent to meet them: for the 
men were greatly ashamed. And the 
king said, Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards be grown, and then return. 


6 *'[ And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that they had made them- 
selves odious to David, Ha-nun and 
the children of Ammon sent a thou- 
sand talents of silver to hire them 
chariots and horsemen out of Mes-6- 
p6-ta-mi-a, and out of Sih-i-a-ma-a- 
chah, and out of Z6-b^. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thou- 
sand chariots, and the king of Ma'a- 
chah and his people ; who came and 
pitched before Me-de-ba. And the 
children of Ammon gatnered them- 
selves together from their cities, and 
came to battle. 

8 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Jo-ab, and ail the host of the 
mighty men. 

9 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array before 
the gate of the city: and the kings 
that were come were by themselves 
in the field. 

10 Now when j6-ab saw that the 
battle was set against him before and 
behind, he chose out of all the choice 
of Israel, and put them in array 
against the Syrians. 

1 1 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered unto the hand of Ab^-shai his 
brother, and they set themselves in 
array against the children of Ammon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help 
me : but if the children of Ammon be 
too strong for thee, then I will help 
thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us be- 
have ourselves valiantly for our peo- 
ple, and for the cities of our God: 
and let the Lord do that which is 
good in his sight. 

14 So Jo-ab and the people that 
were witih him drew nigh before the 
Ssrians unto the battle; and they 
fled before him. 

15 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians were fled, they 
likewise fled before Ab-i-shai his bro- 
ther, and entered into the city. Then 
Jo-ab came to Jerusalem. 

16 If And when the Syrians saw that 
they were put to the worse before 
Israel, they sent messengers, and 
drew forth the Syrians that were be- 
yond the river: and Sho-phach the 
captain of the host of Had-a-re^zk 
went before them. 

17 And it was told David; and he 
gathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and came upon them, and set 
the battle in array against them. So 
when David had put the battle in 
array against the Syrians, they fought 
with him. 
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18 But the Syrians fled before 
Israel ; and David slew of the Syrians 
seven thousand men which fought in 
chariots, and forty thousand footmen, 
and killed Sho-phach the captain of 
the host. 

19 And when the servants of Had-a- 
re'zer saw that they were put to the 
worse before Israel, they made peace 
with David, and became his servants : 
neither would the Syrians help the 
children of Ammon any more. 

358 CHAPTER 20 

AND it came to pass, that after 
Xjl the year was expired, at the time 
that kings go out to battle, Jo-ab led 
forth the power of the army, and 
wasted the country of the children of 
Ammon, and came and besieged Rab- 
bah. But David tarried at Jerusalem. 
And Jo-ab smote Rab-bah, and de- 
stroyed it. 

2 And David look Ihe crown of their 
king from off his head, and found it to 
weigh a talent of gold, and there were 
precious stones in it ; and it was set 
upon David’s head : and he brought 
also exceeding much spoil out of the 
city. 

3 And he brought out the people 
that were in it, and cut them with 
saws, and with harrows of iron, -and 
with axes. Even so dealt David with 
all the cities of the children of Ammon. 
And David and all the people returned 
to Jerusalem. 

4 H And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Ge-zer with 
the Philistines ; at which time Sib-be- 
ch^ the Hu-sha-thite slew Sip-pa-i, 
that was of the children of the giant: 
and they were subdued. 

5 And there was war again with the 
Philistines ; and £l-ha-n^ the son of 
Ja-ir slew Lah'nu the brother of 
G6-li-ath the Git-tite, whose spear 
staff was like a weaver’s beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man of great 
stature, whose fingers and toes were 
four and twenty, six on each hand, 
and six on each foot : and he also was 
the son of the giant 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jona- 
than the son of Shim'e-a David’s 
brother slew him. 

8 These were born unto the giant in 
Gath; and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his servants. 

359 CHAPTER 21 


AND Satan stood up against 
-Tx Israel and provoked David to 
number Israel. 


David numhereth the People 

2 And David said to Jo-ab and to the 
rulers of the people, Go, number 
Israel from B^r-she-ba even to Dan; 
and bring the number of them to me, 
that I may know it 

3 And Jo-ab answered. The Lord 
make his people an hundred times 
so many more as they be: but, my 
lord the king, are they not all my 
lord’s servants? why then doth my 
lord require this thing? why will he be 
a cause of trespass to Israel? 

4 Nevertheless the king’s word pre- 
vailed against Jo^ab. Wherefore Jo- 
ab departed, and went throughout all 
Israel, and came to Jerusalem. 

5 If And J6-Sb gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto David. 
And aU they of Israel were a thousand 
thousand and an hundred thousand 
men that drew sword : and Judah was 
four hundred threescore and ten 
thousand men that drew sword. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin counted he 
not among them : for the king’s word 
was abominable to j5-ab. 

7 And God was displeased with this 
thing ; therefore he smote Israel. 

8 And David said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this thing : but now, I beseech thee, 
do away the iniquity of thy servant; 
for I have done very foolishly. 

9 If And the Lord spake imto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell David, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things : choose thee one of them, that 
I may do it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and said 
unto him. Thus saith Ihe Lord, 
Choose thee 

12 Either three years’ famine; or 
three months to be destroyed before 
thy foes, while that the sword of thine 
enemies overtaketh thee ; or else three 
days the sword of the Lord, even 
the pestilence, in the land, and the 
angel of the Lord destroying through- 
out all the coasts of Israel. Now there- 
fore advise thyself what word I shall 
bring again to him that sent me. 

13 And David said unto Gad, I am in 
a great strait ; let me fall now into the 
hand of the Lord ; for very great are 
his mercies : but let me not fall into 
the hand of man.

7 The sons of Shem-^-^; 5th-m, 
and Reph-a-el, and o-bed, M-za-bad, 
whose brethren were strong men, 
£-H-hu, and Sem-a-chi-^. 

8 All these of the sons of 0-bed~e- 
dpm: they and their sons and their 
brethren, able men for strength for 
die service, were threescore and two 
of ed-e-dom. 

9 And Me-shel-e-mi-ah had sons and 
brethren, strong men, eighteen. 

10 Also H5-sah, of the children of 
Me-rar^i, had sons; Simri the chief, 
(for though he was not the firstborn, 
yet his father made him the chief;) 

11 HR-ki-^ the second, Teb-a-li-Mh 
the third, Zech-a-ri-ah the fourth; all 
the sons and brethren of H6-s^ were 
thirteen. 

12 Among these were the divisions 
of the porters, even among the chief 
men, having wards one against an- 
other, to minister in the house of the 
Lord. 

13 H And they cast lots, as well the 
small as the great, according to 
the house of their fathers, for every 
gate. 

14 And the lot eastward fell to Shel- 
e-mi-ah. Then for Zech-a-ri-ah his 
son, a wise counseller, they cast lots ; 
and his lot came out northward.

26 Which She-16-mith and his breth- 
ren were over all the treasures of 
the dedicated things, which David 
the king, and the chief fathers, the 
captains over thousands and hun- 
dreds, and the captains of the host, 
had dedicated. 

27 Out of the spoils won in battles 
did they dedicate to maintain the 
house of the Lord. 

28 And all that Samuel the seer* 
and Saul the son of Kish, and Abner 
the son of Ner, and J5-ab the son of 
Zer-u-i-^, had dedicated ; and who- 
soever had dedicated any thing, it was 
under the hand of She-lo-mith, and of 
his brethren. 

29 1 Of the Iz-hari^ites, Chen-a-niiah 
and his sons were for the outward 
business over Israel, for officers and 
judges. 

30 And of the He-bron-ites, Hash-a- 
bi-Sh and his brethren, men of valour, 
a thousand and seven hundred, were 
officers among them of Israel on this 
side Jordan westward in all the busi- 
ness of the Lord, and in the service 
of the king.

365 CHAPTER 27 

N OW the children of Israel after 
their number, to wiU the chief 
fathers and captains of thousands 
and himdreds, and their officers that 
served the king in any matter of the 
courses, which came in and went out 
month by month throughout all the 
months of the year, of every course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

2 Over the first course for the first 
month was Ja-shob-e-am the son of 
ZSb-d[-el: and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

3 Of the children of Pe-rez was the 
chief of all the captains of the host for 
the first month. 

4 And over the course of the second 
month was Do-ddi an A-ho-hite, and 
of his course was Mik-loth also the 
ruler: in his course likewise were 
twenty and four thousand. 

5 The third captain of the host for 
the third month was Be-nai-ah the son 
of Je-hdi-a-da, a chief priest: and in 
his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

6 This is that Be-ndi-ah, who was 
mighty among the thirty, and above 
the thirty : and in his course was Am- 
mi-zd-bad his son. 

7 The fourth captain for the fourth 
month was As-a-hel the brother of 
J6-db, and Zeb-a-di-ah his son after 
him: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

8 The fifth captain for the fifth 
month was Sham-huth the Iz-ra-hite : 
and in his course were twenty and 
four thousand. 

9 The sixth captain for the sixth 
month was i-ra the son of Ik-kesh the 
Te-ko-ite: and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

10 The seventh captain for the 
seventh month was He-lez the Pe-16- 
nite, of the children of E-phra-im : and 
in his course were twenty and four 
thousand.

11 The eighth captain for the eighth 
month was Sib-be-cai the Hu-sha- 
thite, of the Zar-hites: and in his 
course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

12 The ninth captain for the ninth 
month was A-bi-e-zer the An-e-to^ 
thite, of the Benjamites : and in his 
course were twenty and four thou- 
sand. 

13 The tenth captain for the tenth 
month was Ma-ha-rai the Ne-t6ph- 
a-thite, of the Zar-hites: and in his 
course were twenty and four thou- 
sand. 

14 The eleventh captain for the 
eleventh month was Be-nai-ah the 
Pi-ra-thon-ite, of the children of E- 
phra-im: and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand.

20 Of the children of E-phra-im, H6- 
she-a the son of Az-a-zi-ah: of the 
half tribe of Ma-nas-seh, Jo-el the son 
of Pe-d^i-ah:

16 And by weight he gave gold for 

the tables of shewbread, for every 
table; and likewise silver for the 
tables of silver: , „ , 

17 Also pure gold for the fleshhooks, 
and the bowls, and the cups : and for 
the golden basons he gave gold by 
weight for every bason; and likewise 
silver by weight for every bason of 
silver : 

18 And for the altar of incense re- 
fined gold by weight ; and gold for the 
pattern of the chariot of the cher-u- 
bims, that spread out their wings, and 
covered the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord. 

19 All this, said David, the Lord 
made me understand in writing by 
his hand upon me, even all the works 
of this pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon his 
son, Be strong and of good courage, 
and do it : fear not, nor be dismayed : 
for the Lord God, even my God, will 
be with thee ; he will not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee, until thou hast finished

12 Wisdom and knowledge is 
granted unto thee ; and I will give 
thee riches, and wealth, and honour, I 
such as none of the kings have had 
that have been before thee, neither 
shall there any after thee have the 
like. 

13 H Then Solomon came from his 
journey to the high place that was at 
Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Israel. 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen: and he had a thou- 
sand and four hundred chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, which he 
placed in the chariot cities, and with 
the king at Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and 
gold at Jerusalem as plenteous as 
stones, and cedar trees made he as 
the sycomore trees that are in the 
vale for abundance. 

16 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yam: the 
king’s merchants received the linen 
yam at a price. 

17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and an 
horse for an hundred and fifty : and 
so brought they out horses for aU the 
kings of the Hittites, and for the kings 
of Syria, by their means. 
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2 And Solomon told out threescore 
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and ten thousand men to bear bur- 
dens, and fourscore thousand to 
hew in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred to oversee 
them. 

3 H And Solomon sent to Hu-r^ the 
king of Tyre, saying. As thou didst 
deal with David my father, and didst 
send him cedars to build him an 
house to dwell therein, even so deal 
with me. 

4 Behold, I build an house to the 
name of the Lord my God, to deS- 
cate if to him, and to bum before 
him sweet incense, and for the 
continual shewbread, and for the 
burnt offerings morning and evening, 
on the sabbaths, and on the new 
moons, and on the solemn feasts of 
the Lord our God. This is an ordi- 
nance for ever to Israel. 

5 And the house which I build is 
great: for great is our God above 
aH gods. 

6 But who is able to build him an 
house, seeing the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him? who 
am I then, that I should build him an 
house, save only to bum sacrifice 
before him? 

7 Send me now therefore a man cun- 
ning to work in gold, and in silver, 
and in brass, and in iron, and in 
purple, and crimson, and blue, and 
that can skill to grave with the cun- 
ning men that are with me in Judah 
and in Jerusalem, whom David my 
father did provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, 
and al%um trees, out of Leb-a-non; 
for I know that thy servants can sldll 
to cut timber in Leb-a-non; and, be- 
hold, my servants shall be with thy 
servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in 
abimdance: for the house which I 
am about to build shall be wonderful 
great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that cut timber, 
twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand mea- 
sures of barley, and twenty thousand 
baths of wine, and twenty thousand 
baths of oil. 

11 If Then Hu-ram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
Solomon, Because the Lord hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee 
king over them. 

12Hu-r^ said moreover, Blessed 
be the Lord God of Israel, mat made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, endued 
with prudence and understanding, 
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that might build an house for the ' 
Lord, and an house for his kingdom. 

13 And now I have sent a cunning 
man, endued with understanding, of 
Hu-ram my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the 
daughters of Dan, and his father was 
a man of Tyre, skilful to work in gold,

17 H And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of 
Israel, after the numbering where- 
with David his father had numbered 
them ; and they were found an hun- 
dred and fifty thousand and three 
thousand and six hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten 
thousand of them to be bearers of bur- 
dens, and fourscore thousand to be 
hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers 
to set the people a work. 

370 CHAPTER 3

house of the Lord at Jerusalem 
in mount M6-ri-^, where the Lord 
appeared unto David his father, in the 
place that David had prepared in the 
threshingfioor of or-nan the Jeb'u- 
site.

8 And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to 
the breadth of the house, twenty cu- 
bits, and the breadth thereof twenty 
cubits: and he overlaid it with fine 
gold, amounting to six hundred 
talents.

28 H If there be dearth in the land, 
if there be pestilence, if there be 
blasting, or niildew, locusts, or cater- 
pillers ; if their enexnies besiege them 
in the cities of their land ; whatsoever 
sore or whatsoever sickness there be: 

29 Then what prayer or what sup- 
plication soever shall be made of any 
man, or of all thy people Israel, when 
every one shall know his own sore and 
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his own grief, and shall spread forth 
his hands in this house : 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and ren- 
der imto every man according irnto 5i 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(for thou only knowest the hearts of 
the children of men :) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk 
in thy ways, so long as they live in 
the land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. 

32 H Moreover concerning the stran- 
ger, which is not of thy people Israel, 
but is come from a far country for thy 
great name^s sake, and thy mighty 
hand, and thy stretched out arm; u 
they come and pray in this house; 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling place, and do 
according to all that the stranger 
calleth to thee for: that all people 
of the earth may know thy name, 
and fear thee, as doth thy people 
Israel, and may know that this house 
whicn I have built is called by thy 
name. 

34 If thy people go out to war a- 
gainst their enemies by the way that 
thou Shalt send them, and they pray 
unto thee toward this city which thou 
hast chosen, and the house which I 
have built for thy name ; 

35 Then hear Ihou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, 
and maintain their cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for there 
is no man which siimeth not,) and 
thou be angry with them, and deliver 
them over before their enemies, and 
they carry them away captives imto 
a land far off or near ; 

37 Yet if they bethink themselves 
in the land whither they are carried 
captive, and turn and pray unto thee 
in the land of their captivity, saying, 
We have sinned, we have done amiss, 
and have dealt wickedly; 

38 If they return to thee with all 
their heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captives, and 
pray toward their land, which thou 
gavest unto their fathers, and toward 
the city which thou hast chosen, and 
toward the house which I have built 
for thy name : 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their cause, and forgive 
thy people which have sinned against 
thee. 

40 Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and let thine ears 
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be attent unto the prayer that is 
made in this place. 

41 Now therefore anse, O Lord 
God, into thy resting place, thou, and 
the ark of thy strength : let thy priests, 
O Lord God, he clothed wim salva- 
tion, and let thy saints rejoice in 
goodness.

374 CHAPTER 7 

N OW when Solomon had made 
an end of praying, the fire came 
down from heaven, and consumed the 
burnt offermg and the sacrifices ; and 
^e glory of the Lord filled the 
house. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lord, because 
the glory of the Lord had filled the 
Lord’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Israel 
saw how the fire came down, and the 
glory of the Lord upon the house, 
they bowed themselves with their 
faces to the ground upon the pave- 
ment, and worshipped, and praised 
the Lord, saying^ For he is good; 
for his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 If Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices before the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacri- 
fice of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep : so the king and all the people 
dedicated the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their 
offices : the Levites also with instru- 
ments of musick of the Lord, which 
David the king had made to praise the 
Lord, because his mercy endureth 
for ever, when David praised by their 
ministry; and the priests sounded 
trumpets before them, and all Israel 
stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of Ihe court that was before 
the house of the Lord : for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat 
of the peace offerings, because the 
brasen altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to receive the burnt 
offerings, and the meat offerings, and 
the fat. 

8 If Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all 
Israel with him, a very great congre- 
gation, from the entering in of Ha- 
math unto the river of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made 
a solemn assembly: for they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, and 
the feast seven days. 
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10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent the 
people away into their tents, glad and 
merry in heart for the goodness that 
the Lord had shewed unto David, 
and to Solomon, and to Israel his 
people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord, and the king’s house: 
and all that came into Solomon’s 
heart to make in the house of the 
Lord, and in his own house, he 
prosperously effected. 

12 ^ And the Lord appeared to 
Solomon by night, and said imto him, 

I have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for an 
house of sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there be 
no rain, or if I command the locusts to 
devour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people ; 

14 If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways ; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and mine ears attent unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and sanc- 
tified this house, that my name may 
be there for ever : and mine eyes and 
mine heart shall be there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt 
walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, and do according to sdl that I 
have commanded thee, and shall 
observe my statutes and my j'udg- 
ments ; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne of 
thy kingdom, according as I have 
covenanted with David thy father, 
sa 3 nng. There shall not fail thee a 
man to be ruler in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my commandments, 
which 1 have set before you, and shall 
go and serve other gods, and worship 
them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have 

g ‘ven them ; and this house, which I 
ive sanctified for my name, will I 
cast out of my sight, and will make it 
to be a proverb and a byword among 
^1 nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, 
shall be an astonishment to every 
one that passeth by it ; so that he shall 
say. Why hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land, and unto this house? 
22 And it shall be answered, Because 
they forsook the Lord God of their 
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fathers, which brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt, and laid hold on 
other gods, and worshipped them, 
and served them ; therefore hath he 
brought all this evil upon them. 

375 CHAPTER 8 

AND it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the house of the Lord, and 
his own house,. , 

2 That the cities which Hu-ram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of 
Israel to dwell there. 

3 And Solomon went to Ha-math- 
20 -bah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tad-mor in the wil- 
derness, and all the store cities, which 
he built in Haim^th. 

5 Also he built Beth-h6r-6n the 
upper, and Beth-hor'on the nether, | 
fenced cities, with walls, gates, and , 
bars ; 

6 And Ba-a-lath, and all the store 
cities that Solomon had, and all the | 
chariot cities, and the cities of the! 
horsemen, and all that Solomon de- 
sired to build in Jerusalem, and in 
Leb-a-non, and throughout all the 
land of his dominion. 

7 1l As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Pe-riz-zites, and the Hi'vites, 
and the Jeb-u-sites, which were not 
of Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of Israel consumed not, them 
did Solomon make to pay tribute until 
this day. 

9 But of the children of Israel did 

Solomon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, and I 
chief of his captains, and captains of i 
his chariots and horsemen. i 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon*s officers, even two hun- 
dred and fifty, that bare rule over the 
people. 

UK And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had 
built for her: for he said, My wife 
shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the places are 
holy, whereunto the ark of the Lord 
hath come. 

12 K Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings unto the Lord on the altar 
of the LorDj which he had built before 
the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths. 


and on the new moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the 
year, even in the feast of unleavened 
bread, and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles. 

14 K And he appointed, according to 
the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to 
praise and minister before the priests, 
as the duty of every day required: 
the porters also by their courses at 
every gate: for so had David the 
man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon was 
prepared unto the day of the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lord, and 
until it was finished. So the house of 
the Lord was perfected. 

17 K Then went Solomon to E-zi-on- 
ge-ber, and to EToth, at the sea side 
in the land of E-dom. 

18 And Hu-ram sent him by the 
hands of his servants ships, and ser- 
vants that had loiowledge of the sea; 
and they went with the servants of 
Solomon to o-phir, and took thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon. 

376 CHAPTER 9

5 1 And Re-hd-bo-am dwelt in Jeru- 
salem, and built cities for defence in 
Judah. 

6 He built even Beth-lehem, and 
£-tam, and Te-ko-a, 

7 And Beth'-zur, and Sho-co, and 
AduUam, 

8 And Gath, and Ma-re-shah, and 
Ziph, 

9 And Ad-6-ra-un, and La-dush, and 
A-ze-kah, 

10 And Z6r-ah, and Ai-ja-ldn, and 
He-brdn, which are in Judah and in 
Benjamin fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store of 
victual, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several city he Put 
shields and spears, and made them 
exceeding strong, having Judah and 
Benjamin on his side. 

13 If And the priests and the Levites

that were in aU Israel resorted to him 
out of ah their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to 
Judah and Jerusalem: for Jer-o-bo- 
am and his sons had cast them off 
from executing the priest’s office unto 
the Lord : 

15 And he ordained him priests 
for the high places, and for the 
devils, and for the calves which he 
had made. 

16 And after them out of all the 
tribes of Israel such as set their hearts 
to seek the Lord God of Israel came 
to Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord God of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the king- 
dom of Judah, and made Re-ho-bo- 
am the son of Solomon strong, three 
years: for three years they walked 
in the way of David and Solomon. 

18 And Re-ho-bo-am took him Ma- 
ha-lath the daughter of Jer'i-moth the 
son of David to wife, and Ab-i-haii the 
daughter of E-li'ab the son of Jesse; 

19 Which bare him children; Je-ush, 
and Sham-a-ri'^, and Za'ham. 

20 And after her he took Ma^-ohah 
the daughter of Ab-sa-lgm; which 
bare him A-bi'j^, and At-ta'i, and 
Zi-za, and She-16'mith. 

21 And Re-h6-b6-am loved Ma'a- 
chah the daughter of Ab'sa-lgm above 
aU his wives and his concubines : (for 
he took eighteen wives, and three- 
score concubines; and begat twenty 
and eight sons, and threescore 
daughters.) 

22 And Re-ho-bo-^ made A-bi-jah 
the son of Ma-a-chah the chief, to he 
ruler among his brethren: for he 
thought to make him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dispers- 
ed of all his children throughout all 
the countries of Judah and Benjamin, 
unto every fenced city: and he gave 
them victual in abundance. And he 
desired many wives. 

379 CHAPTER 12 

AND it came to pass, when Re-ho- 
xl bo-am had established the king- 
dom, and had strengthened himsen, 
he forsook the law of the Lord, and 
all Israel with him. 

2 And it came to pass, that in the 
fifth year of king Re-ho-bo-am Shi- 
sh^ king of Egypt came up against 
Jerusalem, because they had trans- 
gressed against the Lord, 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threescore thousand horsemen: and 
the people were without number that 
came with him out of Egypt; the 


Lu-bims, the Suk-ki-ims, and the 
E-thi-6'pi-ms. 

4 And he took the fenced cities which 
t>ertained to Judah, and came to 
Jerusalem. 

5 ^ Then came Shem-ai-^ the pro- 
phet to Re-ho-boi^, and to the 
princes of Judah, that were gathered 
together to Jerusalem because of Shi- 
shak, and said unto them* Thus saith 
the Lord, Ye have forsaken me, and 
therefore have I also left you in the 
hand of Shi-shak. 

6 Whereupon the princes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; 
and they said. The Lord is righteous. 

7 And when the Lord saw that they 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
Lord came to Shem-^-ah, saring. 
They have humbled themselves ; 
therefore I will not destroy them, but 
I will grant them some deliverance; 
and my wrath shall not be poured out 
upon Jerusalem by the hand of Shi- 
shak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be his 
servants; that they may know my 
service, and the service of the king- 
doms of the countries. 

9 So Shi-shak king of Egypt came 
up against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord, and the treasures of the king’s 
house ; he took all : he carried away 
also the shields of gold which Solo- 
mon had made. 

10 Instead of which king Re-ho-bo- 
am made shields of brass, and com- 
mitted them to the hands of the chief 
of the guard, that kept the entrance 
of the king’s house. 

11 And when the king entered into 
the house of the Lord, the guard 
came and fetched them, and brought 
them again into the guard chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him 
altogether: and also in Judah things 
went well. 

13 If So liig Re-ho-bo-am stren^- 
ened himself in Jerusalem, and reign- 
ed: for Re-ho-bo-am was one and 
forty years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned seventeen years 
in Jerusalem, the city which the 
Lord had chosen out of all the tribes 
of Israel, to put his name there. And 
his mother’s name was Na-a-m^ an 
Ammonitess. 

14 And he did evil, because he pre- 
pared not his heart to seek the 
Lord. 

15 Now the acts of Re-ho-bo-Sm, 
first and last, are they not written in 
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the book of Shem-^-^ the prophet, 
and of Id-do the seer concerning 
genealogies ? And there were wars 
between Re-ho-bo-am and Jer-o-bo^ 
am continually. 

16 And Re-ho-bo-^ slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the city of 
David : and A-bi'j^ his son reigned 
in his stead. 


380 CHAPTER 13 



to reign over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusa- 
lem. His mother’s name also was 
Mi-chm-ah the daughter of tJ-ri-el of 
Gib-e-^. And there was war be- 
tween A-bi-j^ and Jer-6-b6-am. 

3 And A-bi-jah set the battle in 
array with an army of valiant men of 
war, even four hundred thousand 
chosen men : Jer-6-b5-to also set the 
battle in array against him with eight 
hundred thousand chosen men, being 
mighty men of valour. 

4 ^ And A-bi-jah stood up upon 
mount Zem-a-ra-im, which is in 
mount fi-phra-im, and said, Hear me, 
thou Jer-6-b6-am, and all Israel ; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the 
Lord God of Israel gave the 
kingdom over Israel to David for 
ever, even to him and to his sons by 
a covenant of salt? 

6 Yet Jer-o-bo-am the son of Ne-bat, j 
the servant of Solomon the son of| 
David, is risen up, and hath rebelled 
against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men, the children of Be-li-al, 
and have strengthened themselves 
against Re-ho-bo-am the son of Solo- 
mon, when Re-ho-bo-am was young 
and tenderhearted, and could not 
withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the Lord in the hand of 
the sons of David ; and ye be a great 
multitude, and there are with you 
golden calves, which Jer-6-b6-am 
made you for gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests of 
the Lord, the sons of Aaron, and the 
Levites, and have made you priests 
after the manner of the nations of 
other lands? so that whosoever 
cometh to consecrate himself with a 
yotmg buUock and seven rams, the 
same may be a priest of them that are 
no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lord is our 
God, and we have not forsaken him; 
and the priests, which minister unto 
the Lord, are the sons of Aaron, 


and the Levites wait upon their 
business : 

11 And they bum unto the Lord 
every morning and every evening 
burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: 
the shewbread also set they in order 
upon the pure table ; and the candle- 
stick of gold vdth the lamps thereof, 
to bum every evening: for we keep 
the charge of the Lord our God; but 
ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himself is with 
us for our captain, and his priests 
with sounding trumpets to cry darm 
against you. O children of Israel, 
fight ye not against the Lord God of 
your fathers ; for ye shall not prosper. 

13 H But Jer-6-b6-am caused an 
ambushment to come about behind 
them : so they were before Judah, and 
the ambushment was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle was before and be- 
hind : and they cried unto the Lord, 
and the priests sounded with the 
tmmpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a 
shout; and as the men of Judah 
shouted, it came to pass, that God 
smote Jer-6-b6-am and all Israel be- 
fore A-bi-jah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled be- 
fore Judah : and God delivered them 
into their hand. 

17 And A-bi-jah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter : so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lord God of 
their fathers. 

19 And A-bi-jah pursued after Jer- 
o-bo-am, and took cities from him, 
Beth-el with the tovms thereof, and 
Je-sha-nah with the towns thereof, 
and £-phra-in with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jer-6-bo-am recover 
strength again in the days of A-bi-jah : 
and the Lord stmck him, and he 
died. 

21 If But A-bi-jah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of A-bi- 
iah, and his ways, and his sayings, are 
written in the story of the prophet 
Idido. 


381 CHAPTER 14 

S O A-bi-jah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city of 
David; and A-sa his son reigned m 
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Asa defeats the Ethiopians 

his stead. In his days the land was 
quiet ten years 

2 And A-sa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God: 

3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods^ and the high places, 
and brake down the images, and cut 
down the groves 

4 And commanded Judah to seek the 
Lord God of their fathers, and to do 
the law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and the 
images * and the kmgdom was quiet 
before lum 

6 * And he built fenced cities in 
Judah for the land had rest, and he 
had no war m those years, because 
the Lord had given him rest 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let 
us build these cities, and make about i 
them walls, and towers, gates, and 
bars, while the land is yet before us ; I 
because we have sought the Lord our 
God, we ha\e sought him, and he hath 
given us rest on every side. So they 
built and prospered. 

8 And A-sa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
three hundred thousand, and out of 
Benianun, that bare shields and drew 
bows, two hundred and fourscore 
thousand : all these were mighty men 
of valour 

9 t And there came out against 
them Ze-rah the E-thi-6-pi-^ with 
an host of a thousand thousand, and 
three hundred chanots; and came 
unto Ma-re-shah. 

10 Then A-sa went out against him, 
and they set the oattle in array in the 
valley of Zeph'a-th^ at Ma-re-shah. 

11 And A-sa cned unto the Lord 
his God, and said. Lord, it is nothing 
with thee to help, whether with many, 
or with them that have no power : help 
us, O Lord our God ; for we res*^ on 
thee, and m thy name we go agamst 
this multitude. O Lord, thou art our 
God ; let not man prevail agamst thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the E-thi-o^ 
pi-ans before A-sa, and before Judah ; 
and the g-thi-6-pi-^s fled. 

13 And A%a and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto Ge-rar : 
and the E-thi-6-pi-ans were over- 
thrown, that they could not recover 
themselves ; for they were destroyed 
before the Lord, and before his host ; 
and they earned away very much 
spoil. 

14 And they smote all the aties 
round about Ge^rar; for the fear of 
the Lord came upon them : and they

3 Now for a long season Israel hath 
been without the true God, and with- 
out a teachmg pnest, and without 
law 

4 But when they m their trouble did 
turn imto the Lord God of Isiaei, and 
sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And m those times there was 
no peace to him that went out, nor 
to him that came m, but great \exa 
tions were upon all the inhabitants 
of the countnes 

6 And nation was destroyed of na- 
tion, and city of city : for God did vex 
them with all adversity 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak : for your work 
shall be rewarded 

8 And when A-sa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of o-ded the pro- 
phet, he took courage, and put away 
the abonunable idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and out 
ot the cities which he had taken from 
mount E-phra-im, and renewed the 
altar of the Lord, that was before the 
porch of the Lord. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamm, and the strangers with 
them out of E-phr^-im and Ma-nas- 
seh, and out of Simeon; for they fell 
to him out of Israel m abundance, 
when they saw that the Lord his God 
was with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem m the third 
month, m the fifteenth year of the 
reign of A-sa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lord 
the same time, of the spoil which they 
had brought, seven hundred oxen and 
seven thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered mto a covenant 
to seek the Lord God of their fathers 
with aH their heart and with all their 
soul; 

13 That whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be put 
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to death, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman. 

14 And they sware \mto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with cornets. 

15 And all Judah rej oiced at the oath : 
for they had sworn with all their heart, 
and sought him with their whole de- 
sire; and he was found of them: and 
the Lord gave them rest round 
about. 

16 H And also concerning Ma-a-cbah 
the mother of A-sa the king, he re- 
moved her from being queen, because 
she had made an idol in a grove : and 
A-sa cut down her idol, and stamped 
it, and burnt it at the brook Ki-dron. 

17 But the high places were not 
taken away oirt of Israel : nevertheless 
the heart of A-sa was perfect aU his 
days. 

18 If And he brought into the house 
of God the things that his father had 
dedicated, and that he himself had de- 
dicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war unto 
the five and thirtieth year of the reign 
of A^sa. 

383 CHAPTER 16 

I N the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of A-sa Ba-ash-a king of 
Israel came up against Judah, and 
built Ra-mah, to the intent that he 
might let none go out or come in to 
A-sa king of Judah. 

2 Then A-sa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the Lord and of the king^s house, 
and sent to Ben-ha-dad king of Syria, 
that dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father 
and thy father: behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold; go, break thy 
league with Ba-ash-a king of Israel, 
that he may depart from me. 

4 AM Ben-ha-dad hearkened unto 
king A-sa, and sent the captains of 


A-bel-ma-im, and all the store cities of 
Naph^ta-H. 

5 And it came to pass, when Ba-ash-a 
heard it that he left off building of 
Ra^mah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then A-sa the king took all Judah ; 
and they carried away the stones of 
Ra-mah, and the timber thereof, 
wherewith Ba-ash-a was building; 
and he built therewith G^ba and 
Mizpah. 

7 % And at that time Ha-na-ni the 
seer came to A-sa king of Judah, and 
said unto him. Because thou hast

relied on the king of Syria, and not 
relied on the Lord thy God, there- 
fore is the host of the king of Syria 
escaped out of thine hand. 

8 Were not the E-thi-6-pi-^s and 
the Lu-bims a huge host, with very 
many chariots and horsemen? yet, 
because thou didst rely on the 
Lord, he delivered them into thine 
hand. 

9 For the eyes of the Lord run to 
and fro throughout the whole earth, 
to shew himself strong in the beh^ 
of them whose heart is perfect toward 
him. Herein thou hast done fool- 
ishly : therefore from henceforth thou 
shalt have wars. 

10 Then A-sa was vTroth with the 
seer, and put him in a prison house; 
for he was in a rage with him because 
of this thing. And A^sa oppressed 
some of the people the same time. 

11 If And, behold, the acts of A-sa, 
first and last, lo, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. 

12 And A-sa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet, until his disease was exceeding 
great: yet in his disease he sought 
not to the Lord, but to the physicians, 

13 II And A-sa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for 
himself in the city of David, and laid 
him in the bed which was filled with 
sweet odours and divers kinds of 
spices prepared by the apothecaries* 
art: and they made a very great 
burning for him. 

384 CHAPTER 17 
AND Je-hosh-a-phathis son reigned 
JLA in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and set gar- 
risons in the land of Judah, and in the 
cities of Eiphra-im, which A-sa his 
father had taken. 

3 And the Lord was with Je-hosh- 
a-phat, because he walked in the first 
ways of his father David, and sought 
not unto Ba^a-lim ; 

4 But sought to the Lord God of his 
father, and walked in his command- 
mente, and not after the doings of 

5 Therefore the Lord stablished the 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
brought to Je-hosh-a-phat presents; 
and he had riches and honour m 
abundance. 
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6 And his heart was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lord : moreover he took 
away the high places and groves out 
of Judah. 

7 51 Also in the third year of his reign 
he sent to his princes, even to Ben- 
hail, and to o-ba-di-^, and to Zech- 
a-ri“^, and to Neth-a-neel, and to 
Mi-chm-ah, to teach in the cities of 
Judah. 

8 And with them he sent Levites, 
even Shem-ai-ah, and Neth-a-nii^, 
and Zeb-a-di-ah, and As-a-hel, and 
She-miira-moth, and Je-hon-a-than, j 
and Ad-d-ni-jah, and T6-bi-i^, and 
Tob-ad-o-ni-iah, Levites; and with 
them E-n-sha-ma and Je-hor-^, 
priests. 

9 And they taught in Judah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lord with 
them, and went about throughout all 
the cities of Judah, and tauiit the 
people. 

10 ^ And the fear of the Lord fell 
upon aU the kingdoms of the lands 
that were round about Judah, so that 
they made no war against Je-hosh'a- 
phat. 

11 Also some of the Philistines 
brought Jd-hosh^a-phat presents, 
and tribute silver; and the Arabians 
brought him flocks, seven thousand 
and seven himdred rams, and seven 
thousand and seven hundred he 
goats. 

12 H And Je-hosh-a-phat waxed 
great exceedingly; and he built in 
Judah castles, and cities of store. 

13 And he had much business in the 
cities of Judah ; and the men of war, 
mighty men of valour, were in Jeru- 
salem. 

14 And these are the numbers of 
them according to the house of their 
fathers: Of^ Judah, the captains of 
thousands ; Ad-nah the chief, and with 
him mighty men of valour three hun- 
dred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Je-ho-ha- 
n&a the captain, and with him two 
hundred and fourscore thousand. 

16 And next him was Am-a-si-ah the 
son of Zich% who willingly offered 
himself unto the Lord ; and with him 
two hundred thousand mighty men of 
valour. 

17 And of Benjamin; E-li-a-da a 
mighty man of valour, and with him 
armed men with bow and shield two 
hundred thousand. 

18 And next him was Je-ho-za-bad, 
and with him an himdred and four- 
score thousand ready prepared for 
the war. 

19 These waited on the king, beside 
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those whom the king put in the 
fenced cities throughout all Judah. 

385 CHAPTER 18 
I^OW Je-hosh-a-phat had riches 
Xy ^d honour in abundance, and 
jomed aflSnity with Ahab. 

2 And after certain years he went 
down to Ahab to Sa-mar-i-a. And 
Mab killed sheep and oxen for him 
in abundance, and for the people 
that he had with him, and per- 
suaded him to go up with him to 
Ra-moth-gfl-e-ad. 

3 And Ahab king of Israel said unto 
Je-hosh^a-phat king of Judah, Wilt 
^ou go with me to Ra-moth-gil-e-ad? 
And he answered him, I am as thou 
arU and my people as thy people; 
and we will he with thee in the war. 

4 1l And Je-hosh-a-phat said unto the 
l^g of Israel, Inquire, I pray Ihee, at 
the word of the Lord to day. 

5 Therefore the Iring of Israel gath- 
ered together of prophets four hun- 
dred men, and said unto them, Shall 
we go to Ra-moth-gfl-e-ad to battle, 
or shall I forbear? And they said, Go 
up; for God will deliver it unto the 
king^s hand. 

6 But Je-hosh-^-phat said, Is there 
not here a prophet of the Lord be- 
sides, that we might inquire of him? 

7 Md the king of Israel said unto 
Je-hosh-a-phat, There is yet one man, 
by whom we may inquire of the Lord ; 
but I hate him; for he never prophe- 
sied good unto me, but always evil: 
me same is Mi-cm-ah the son of 
im-la. And Je-hosh-a-phat said, Let 
not the king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel called for 
one of his ofiicers, and said, Fetch 
quickly Mi-c£i-^ the son of Im-la. 

^9 And the king of Israel and Je-hosh- 
a-phat king of Judah sat either of 
them on his throne, clothed in their 
robes, and they sat in a void place at 
the entering in of the gate of Sa-mar^ 
i-a ; and all the prophets prophesied 
before them. 

10 And Zed-e-ki-ah the son of Che- 
na-a-nah had made him horns of 
iron, and said. Thus saith the Lord. 
With these thou shalt push Syria until 
they be consumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying. Go up to Ra-moth-^-e-ad, 
and prosper : for the Lord shall de- 
liver it into the hand of the king. 

12 And the messenger that went to 
call Mi-c^-^ spake to him, sa 3 nng. 
Behold, the words of the prophets 
declare good to the king with one 
assent; let thy word therefore, I 
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pray thee, be like one of theirs, and 
speak thou good. 

13 And Mi-cai-ah said. As the Lord 
liveth, even what my God saith, that 
will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, Mi-cai- 

shall we go to Ra-moth-gSl-e-ad to 
battle, or shall I forbear? And he said. 
Go ye up, and prosper, and they shall 
be delivered into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing but the truth to me 
in the name of the Lorj.'* 

16 Then he said, I did see all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, as 
sheep that have no shepherd : and the 
Lord said, These have no master ; let 
them return therefore every man to 
his house in peace, 

17 And the king of Israel said to Je- 
hosh-a-phat. Did I not teU thee that he 
would not prophesy good unto me, 
but evil? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear the 
word of the Lord ; I saw the Lord 
sitting upon his throne, and aU the 
host of heaven standing on his right 
hand and on his left. 

19 And the Lord said, Who shall en- 
tice Ahab king of Israel, that he may 
go up and fall at M-m6th-gil-i-ad? 
And one spake saying after this man- 
ner, and another saying after that 
manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, and 
stood before the Lord, and said, I 
wiU entice him. And the Lord said 
unto him, Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and be 
a lying spirit in the mouth of all his 
prophets. And the Lord said, Thou 
Shalt entice him, and thou shalt also 
prevail: go out, and do even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the 
Lord hath put a lying spirit in the 
mouth of these thy prophets, and the 
Lord hath spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then Zed-e-ki-ah the son of Qhe- 
na-a-nah came near, and smote Mi- 
cajL-ah upon the cheek, and said. 
Which way went the Spirit of the 
Lord from me to speak unto thee? 

24 And Mi-c^-ah said. Behold, thou 
shalt see on that day when thou 
shalt go into an inner chamber to 
hide thyself, 

25 Then the king of Israel said. Take 
ye Mi-caa^ah, and carry him back to 
Amon the governor of the city, and to 
Jo^sh the king’s son; 

26 And say. Thus saith the king. 
Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of aMction and 
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with water of affliction, until I return 
in peace. 

27 And Mi-cai-ah said. If thou cer- 
tainly return in peace, then hath not 
the Lord spoken by me. And he said, 
Hearken, all ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Je-hosh- 
a-phat the king of Judah went up to 
Ra^moth-gnie-ad. 

29 And the king of Israel said unto 
Je-hosh-a-phat, I will disguise my- 
self, and will go to the battle ; but put 
thou on thy robes. So the king of 
Israel disguised himself; and they 
went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots 
that were with him, saying, Fight ye 
not with small or great, save only with 
the king of Israel. 

31 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Je-hosh- 
a-phat, that they said. It is the king 
of Israel. Therefore they compassed 
about him to fight: but Je-hosh-a- 
phat cried out, and the Lord helped 
him ; and God moved them to depart 
from him. 

32 For it came to pass, that, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, they 
turned back again from pursuing 
him. 

33 And a certain man drew a bow at 
a venture, and smote the king of 
Israel between the joints of the har- 
ness : therefore he said to his chariot 
man. Turn thine hand, that thou may- 
est carry me out of the host ; for I am 
wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that day : 
howbeit the king of Israel stayed 
himself up in his chariot against the 
Syrians until the even: and about the 
time of the sun going down he died. 

386 CHAPTER 19 

A nd Je-hosh-a-phat the king of 
i. Judah returned to his house in 
peace to Jerusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Ha-na-m the 
seer went out to meet him* and said 
to king Je-hosh-a-phat, Shouldest 
thou help the ungodly, and love them 
that bate the Lord? therefore is 
wrath upon thee from before the 
Lord. 

3 Nevertheless there are good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast taken 
away the groves out of the land, and 
hast prepared thine heart to seek 
God. 

4 And Je-hosh-a-phat dwelt at Jeru- 
salem : and he went out again through 
the people from Bder-she-ba to 
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mount E-phra-im, and brought them 
back unto the Lord God of their 
fathers. 

5 And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of 
Judah» city by city* ^ 

6 And said to the judges. Take heed 

what ye do : for ye judge not for man, 
but for the Lord, who is with you in 
the judgment. , , ^ 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lord be upon you ; take heed and do 
it: for there is no iniquity with the 
Lord out God, nor respect of per- 
sons, nor taking of gifts. 

8 ^ Moreover in Jerusalem did Je- 
hosh-a-phat set of the Levites, and of 
the priests, and of the chief of the 
fathers of Israel, for the judgment of 
the Lord, and for controversies, 
when they returned to Jerusalem. 

9 And he charged them, sasring, Thus 
shall ye do in the fear of the Lord, 
faithfully, and with a perfect heart. 

10 And w-hat cause soever shall 
come to you of your brethren that 
dwell in their cities, between blood 
and blood, between law and com- 
mandment, statutes and judgments, 
ye shall even warn them that they 
trespass not against the Lord, and 
so wrath come upon you, and upon 
your brethren: this do, and ye shall 
not trespass. 

11 And, behold, Am-a-ri-ah the chief 
priest is over you in all matters of the 
Lord; and Zeb-d-di-^ the son of 
Ish-ma-el, the ruler of the house of 
Judah, for all the king’s matters : also 
the Levites shall be officers before 
you. Deal courageously, and the 
Lord shall be with the good. 

387 CHAPTER 20 

I T came to pass after this also, that 
the children of Moab, and the 
children of Ammon, and with them 
other beside the Ammonites, came 
against Je-hosh-a-phat to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told 
Je-hosh-a-phat, saying, There cometh 
a great multitude against thee from 
beyond the sea on this side Syria; 
and, behold, they be in Haz'a-zon- 
ta-mar, which is fin-ge-di. 

3 And Je-hosh-a-phat feared, and 
set himself to seek the Lord, and 
proclaimed a fast throughout all 
Judah. 

4 And Judah gathered themselves 
together, to ask help of the Lord: 
even out of all the cities of Judah they 
came to seek the Lord. 

5 K And Je-hosh-a-phat stood in the 
congregation of Judah and Jerusalem, 
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in the house of the Lord, before the 
new court, 

6 And said, O Lord God of our 
fathers, art not thou God in heaven? 
and rulest not thou over all the 
kingdoms of the heathen? and in 
thine hand is there not power and 
might, so that none is able to with- 
stand thee? 

7 Art not thou our God, who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gavest 
it to the seed of Abraham thy friend 
for ever? 

8 And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, 
or famine, we stand before this house, 
and m thy presence, (for thy name is 
in this house,) and cry unto thee in 
our affliction, then thou wilt hear and 
help. 

10 And nov^ behold, the children of 
Ammon and Moab and mount Se-ir, 
whom thou wouldest not let Israel 
invade, when they came out of the 
land of Egypt, but they turned from 
them, and destroyed them not ; 

11 Behold, I say, how they reward 
us, to come to cast us out of thy pos- 
session, which thou hast given us to 
inherit. 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for we have no might against 
this great company that cometh 
against us; neither know we what 
to do : but our eyes are upon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before the 
Lord, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14 1i Then upon Ja-ha-zi-el the son 
of Zgch-a-ii-ah, the son of Be-nai-ah, 
the son of Je-i-el, the son of Mat-ta- 
ni-Ah, a Levite of the sons of A-saph, 
came the Spirit of the Lord in the 
midst of the congregation ; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all 
Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, and thou king Je-hosh-a-phat, 
Thus saith the Lord unto you. Be 
not afraid nor dismayed by reason of 
this great multitude; for the battle is 
not yours, but God’s. 

16 To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the 
cliffi of Ziz ; and ye shall hnd them at 
the end of the brook, before the 
wildemess of Je-ru-el. 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in this 
battle: set yourselves, stand ye stilU 
and see the salvation of the Lord with 
you, O Judah and Jerusalem: fear 
not, nor be dismayed ; to morrow go 
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out against them : for the Lord will 
be with you. 

18 And Je-hosh-a-phat bowed his 
head with his face to the ground : and 
all Judah and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem feu before the Lord, worship- 
ping the Lord. 

19 And the Levites, of the children 
of the Ko-hath-ites, and of the chil- 
dren of the Kor-hites, stood up to 
praise the Lord God of Israel with a 
loud voice on high. 

20 11 And they rose early in the morn- 
ing, and went forth into the wilder- 
ness of Te-ko-a: and as they went 
forth, Je-hosh-a-phat stood and said. 
Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem; Believe in the 
Lord your God, so shaU ye be estab- 
lished ; believe his prophets, so shaU 
ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted with 
the people, he appointed singers unto 
the Lord, and that should praise 
Ihe beauty of holiness, as they went 
out before the army, and to say. 
Praise the Lord ; for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

22 If And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the Lord set ambush- 
ments against the children of Am- 
mon, Moab, and mount Se-ir, which 
were come against Judah; and they 
were smitten. 

23 For the children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabi- 
tants of mount Se%, utterly to slay 
and destroy them : and when they had 
made an end of the inhabitants of 
Se-ir, every one helped to destroy 
another. 

24 And when Judah came toward the 
watch tower in the wilderness, they 
looked unto the multitude, and, 
behold, they were dead bodies fallen 
to the earth, and none escaped. 

25 And when Je-hosh-a-phat and his 
people came to take away the spoil 
of them, they found among them in 
abundance both riches with the dead 
bodies, and precious jewels, which 
they stripped off for themselves, more 
than they could carry away : and they 
were three days in gathering of the 
spoil, it was so much. 

26 ^ And on the fourth day they as- 
sembled themselves in the vaUey of 
Be-ra-chah; for there they blessed 
the Lord : therefore the name of the 
same place was caUed, The valley of 
Be-ra^chah, unto this day. 

27 Then they returned, every man of 
Judah and Jerusalem, and Je-hosh- 
a-phat in the forefront of them, to go 
again to Jerusalem with joy; for the 
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Lord had made them to rejoice over 
their enemies. 

28 And they came to Jerusalem with 
psalteries and harps and trumpets 
unto the house of the Lord. 

29 And the fear of God was on all 
the kingdoms of those countries, 
when they had heard that the Lord 
fought against the enemies of Israel. 

30 So the realm of Je-hosh-a-phat 
was auiet : for his God gave him rest 
round about. 

31 H And Je-hosh-a-phat reigned 
over Judah: he was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned twenty and five years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother^s 
name was A-zu-bah the daughter of 
Shilihi. 

32 And he walked in the way of A^sa 
his father, and departed not from it, 
doing that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord. 

33 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away : for as yet the people had 
not prepared their hearts unto the 
God of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hosh-a-phat, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of Jehu 
the son of Ha-na-ni, who is men- 
tioned in the book of the kings of 
Israel. 

35 If And after this did Je-h6shia- 
phat king of Judah join himself with 
A-ha-zi-ah king of Israel, who did very 
wickedly : 

36 And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go to Tarshish; and 
they made the ships in E-zi-on-g^ 
her. 

37 Then fel-i-e-zSr the son of D6- 
da-vah of Ma-re^shah prophesied 
against Je-hosh-a-phat, saying. Be- 
cause thou hast joined thyself with 
A-ha-zi-ah, the Lord hath broken thy 
works. And the ships were broken, 
that they were not able to go to 
Tarshish. 

388 CHAPTER 21 
TVrOW Je-hosh^a-phat slept with his 
1 V fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David. And Je- 
hor^am his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And he had brethren the sons of 
Je-hosh-a-phat, iz-a-ri^ah, and Je- 
hi-el, and Zech-a-ri-^, and Az-a-ri- 
ah, and Michael, and Sheph-a-ti-^: 
all these were the sons of Je-hosh-a- 
phat king of Israel. 

3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious things, with fenced cities m 
Judah: but the kingdom gave he to 
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Je-hor'am; because he was the first- 
born. 

4 Now when Je-hor-am was risen up 
to the kingdom of his father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all 
his brethren with the sword, and 
divers also of the princes of Israel. 

5 * Je-hor-am was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eight years in Jerasalem. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab : for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife : and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the 
Lord. 

7 Howbeit the Lord would not de- 
stroy the house of David, because of 
^e covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to give 
a light to him and to his sons for 
ever. 

8 * In his days the E-dom-ites re- 
volted from under the dominion of 
Judah, and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Je-hor-am went forth with 
his princes, and aU his chariots with 
him: and he rose up by night, and 
smote the E-dom-ites which com- 
passed him in, and the captains of the 
chariots. 

10 So the E-dem-ites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Lib-nah 
revolt from under his hand; because 
he had forsaken the Lord God of his 
fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in 
the mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerus^em to com- 
mit fornication, and compelled Judah 
thereto. 

12 H And there came a writing to 
him from E-li-jah the prophet, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord God of David 
thy father. Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Je-hdsh-a- 
phat thy father, nor in the ways of 
A-sa king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, and hast made Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to 
go a whoring, like to the whoredoms 
of the house of Ahab, and also hast 
slain thy brethren of thy father’s 
house, which were better than thy- 
self: 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the Lord smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods : 

15 And thou shalt have great sick- 
ness by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 
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16 Moreover the Lord stirred up 
against Je-hor-am the spirit of the 
PhiHstines, and of the Arabians, that 
were near the E-thi-o-pi-ans : 

17 And they came up into Judah, and 
brake into it, and carried away all 
the substance that was found in the 
king’s house, and his sons also, and 
his wives ; so that there was never a 
son left him, save Je-ho-a-haz, the 
youngest of his sons. 

18 ^ And after all this the Lord smote 
him in his bowels with an incurable 
disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason of 
his sickness: so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning of 
his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and 
departed without bemg desired. 
Howbeit they buried him in the city 
of David, but not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 

389 CHAPTER 22 
AND the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
xjL made A-ha-zi-ah his youngest 
son king in his stead : for the band of 
men that came with the Arabians to 
the camp had slain all the eldest. 
So A-ha-zi-^ the son of Je-hor-am 
king of Judah reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was A- 
ha-zi-ah when he began to reign, and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Ath- 
a-li-ah the daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab : for his mother was his 
counseller to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord like the house of Ahab : 
for they were his counsellers after the 
death of his father to his destruction. 

5 H He walked also after their coun- 
sel, and went with Je-hor-am the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war against 
EEa-za-el king of Syria at Ra-moth- 
gil-e-dd : and the Syrians smote 
Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jez^reel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Ra-mAh, when he 
fought with Ha-za-el king of Syria. 
And Az-a-ri-ah the son of Je-hdr^am 
king of Judah went down to see Je- 
hor-^ the son of Ahab at Jez-reel 
because he was sick. 

7 And the destruction of A-ha- 2 a^^ih 
was of God by coming to Joram: for 
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when he was come, he went out with 1 gate of the foundation : and all the 

Je-hor'-to against Jehu tne son of’ - - 

Nimsni, whom the Lord had anoint- 
ed to cut off the house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and found the 
princes of Judah, and the sons of the 
brethren of A-ha-zi-ah, that minis- 
tered to A-ha-zi-^, he slew them. 

9 And he sought A-ha-zi-^:, and 
they caught him, (for he was hid in 
Sa-mar-i-a,) and brought him to Jehu : 
and when they had slain him, they 
buried him : Because, said they, he is 
the son of Je-hosh-a-phat, who sought 
the Lord with all his heart. So the 
house of A-ha-zi-^ had no power to 
keep still the kingdom. 

10 11 But when Ath-a-li-^ the 
mother of A-ha-zi-ah saw that her son 
was dead, she arose and destroyed 
all the seed royal of the house of 
Judah. 

11 But Je-ho-shab-e-ath, the daugh- 
ter of the king, took Jo-ash the son of 
A-ha-zi-ah, and stole him from a- 
mong the king’s sons that were slain, 
and put him and his nurse in a bed- 
chamber. So Je-ho-shab-e-ath, the 
daughter of king Je-hor-am, the wife 
of Je-h6i-a-da the priest, (for she was 
the sister of A-ha-zi-ah,) hid him from 
Ath-a-li-ah, so that she slew him 
not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years ; and Ath-a-li- 
Sh reigned over the land. 

390 CHAPTER 23 
AND in the seventh year Je-hoi-a- 
XA da strengthened himself, and 
took the captains of hundreds, Az-a- 
ri-ah the son of Je-ro-ham, and Ish- 
ma-el the son of Je-ho-ha-nan, and 
Az-a-ri-ah the son of o-bed, and Ma- 
a-sei-ah the son of A-d^-ah, and E-li- 
sha-phat the son of Zichiri, into cove- 
nant with him. 

2 And they went about in Judah, and 
gathered ffie Levites out of all the 
cities of Judah, and the chief of the 
fathers of Israel, and they came to 
Jerusalem.

A third part of you entering on the 
sabbatn, of the priests and of the 
Levites, shall be porters of the doors; 

5 And a third part shall be at the 
king’s house ; and a third part at the 


people shall be in the courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 But let none come into the house 
of the Lord, save the priests, and 
they that minister of the Levites* 
they shall go in, for they are holy- 
but all the people shah keep the 
watch of the Lord. 

7 And the Levites shall compass the 
king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and whosoever 
else cometh into the house, he shzdl 
be put to death; but be ye vdth the 
king when he cometh in, and when 
he goeth out. 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did 
according to all things that Je-hdiia- 
da the priest had commanded, and 
took every man his men that were to 
come in on the sabbath, with them 
that were to go out on the sabbath: 
for Je-hdi-a-da the priest dismissed 
not the courses. 

9 Moreover Je-hoi-a-da the priest 
delivered to the captains of hun- 
dreds spears, and bucklers, and 
shields that had been king David’s, 
which were in the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the temple to 
the left side of the temple, along by 
the altar and the temple, by the king 
round about. 

11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
gave him the testimony, and made 
him king. And Je-h6i-a-da and his 
sons anointed him, and said, God 
save the king. 

12 11 Now when Ath-a-li-ah heard 
the noise of the people running and 
praising the king, she came to the 
people into the house of the Lord : 

13 And she looked, and, behold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the entering 
in, and the princes and the trumpets 
by the king ; and all the people of the 
land rejoiced, and sounded with 
trumpets, also the singers with in- 
struments of musick, and such as 
taught to sing praise. Then Ath-a-li^ 
ah rent her clothes, and said, Trea- 
son, Treason. 

14 Then Je-hdi-a-da the priest 

brought out the captains of hundreds 
that were set over the host, and said 
unto them, Have her forth of the 
ranges: and whoso foUoweth her, let 
him be slain with the sword. For the 
priest said. Slay her not in the house 
of the Lord. , 

15 So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the entering of 
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the horse gate by the king’s house, 
they slew her there. 

16 IT And Je-hoi-a-da made a cove- 
nant between him, and between all 
the people, and between the king, j 
that they should be the Lord’s peo- \ 
pie. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Ba-al, and brake it down, and i 
brake his altars and his images in 
pieces, and slew Mat't^ the priest 
of Ba-^ before the altars. 

18 Also Je-hoi-a-da appointed the 
offices of the house of the Lord by 
the hand of the priests the Levites, 
whom David had distributed in the 
house of the Lord, to offer the burnt 
offerings of the Lord, as it is written 
in the law of Moses, with rejoicing 
and with singing, as it was ordained 
by David. 

19 And he set the porters at the 
gates of the house of the Lord, that 
none which was unclean in any thing 
should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, snd the nobles, and the gover- 
nors of the people, and all the people 
of the land, and brought down the 
king from the house of the Lord : and 
they came through the high gate into 
the king’s house, and set the king 
upon the throne of the kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the land re- 
joiced : and the city was quiet, after 
that they had slain Ath-a-H-ah with 
the sword. 

391. CHAPTER 24 

J O- ASH was seven years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
forty years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Zi-bi-ah of 
Beer-she-b^. 

2 And J6-ash did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord all the 
days of Je-hdi-a-da the priest.

6 And the king called for Je-hoi-a- 
da the chief, and said unto mm, Why 
hast thou not required of the Levites 
to bring in out of Judah and out of 
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Jerusalem the collection, according 
to the commandment of Moses the 
servant of the Lord, and of the con- 
gregation of Israel, for the tabernacle 
of witness? 

7 For the sons of Ath-a-li-ah, that 
wicked woman, had broken up the 
house of God ; and also all the dedi- 
cated things of the house of the Lord 
did they bestow upon Ba-a-lim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it with- 
out at the gate of the house of the 
Lord. 

9 And they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to 
bring in to the Lord the collection 
that Moses the servant of God laid 
upon Israel in the wilderness. 

10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brought in, and 
cast into the chest, until they had 
made an end.

21 So J6-ash the king of Israel went 
up ; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Am-a-zi-ah king of 
Judah, at Beth-she^mesh, which he- 
longeth to Judah. 

22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, and they fled every man 
to his tent. 

23 And J5-ash the king of Israel took 
Am-a-zi-ah king of Judah, the son 
of Jo^ash, the son of Je-ho^a-haz, at 
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Beth-she-mesh, and brought him to 
Jerusalem, and brake down the waU of 
Jerusalem from the gate of E-phra-im 
to the comer gate, four hundred 
cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and aU the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with o- 
bed-e-dom, and the treasures of the 
king’s house, the hostages also, and 
returned to Sa-mar-i-a. 

25 • And Am-a-zi-ah the son of Jo- 
ash king of Judah lived after the 
death of J6-ash son of Je-h5-a-haz 
king of Israel fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Am-a- 
zi-ah, first and last, behold, are they 
not written in the book of the kings of 
Judah and Israel? 

27 Now after the time that Am-a- 
zi-ah did turn away from following 
the Lord they made a conspiracy 
against him in Jerusalem ; and he fled 
to La-cbish : but they sent to La-ohish 
after him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon 
horses, and buried him with his 
fathers in the city of Judah. 

393 CHAPTER 26 

'T'HEN all the people of Judah took 
X t3rz-zi-ah, who was sixteen years 
old, and made him king in the room of 
his father Am-a-zi-ah. 

2 He built E-16th, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with 
his fafliers. 

3 Sixteen years old was tjTz-zi-Ah 
when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed fifty and tv/o years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Jec-6-li- 
ah of Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father Am-a-zi-ah did. 

5 And he sought God in the days of 
Zech-a-ri-ah, who had understanding 
in the visions of God : and as long as 
he sought the Lord, God made him 
to prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred 
against the Philistines, and brake 
down the wall of Gath, and the wall 
of Jab-neh, and the wall of Ash-dod, 
and built cities about Ash-dod, and 
among the Philistines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against the Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-ba-al, and the Me- 
hu-nims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave gifts 
to tJz-zi-ah: and his name spread 
abroad even to the entering m of 
Egypt; for he strengthened himself 
exceedingly.

9 Moreover 'Orz-zi-ali built towers in 
Jerusalem at the corner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning of 
the walL and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the de- 
sert, and digged many wells : for he 
had much cattle, both in the low 
country, and in the plains : husband- 
men also* and vine dressers in the 
mountains, and in Carmel: for he 
loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover flz-zi-^ had an host of 
fighting men, that went out to war by 
bands, according to the number of 
their account by the hand of Je-i-el 
the scribe and Ma-a-sdi-ah the ruler, 1 
under the hand of H^-a-ni-ah, one 
of the king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief 
of the fathers of the mighty men of 
valour were two thousand and six 
hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, to 
help the king against the enemy. 

14 And tlz-zi-ah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem en- 
gines, invented by cunning men, to be 
on the towers and upon the bulwarks, 
to shoot arrows and great stones 
withal. And his name spread far 
abroad; for he was marvellously 
helped, till he was strong. 

16 H But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to his destruction : 
for he transgressed against the Lord 
his God, and went into the temple of 
the Lord to bum incense upon the 
altar of incense. 

17 And Az-a-ri-ah the priest went 
in after him, and with him fourscore 
priests of the Lord, that were valiant 
men: 

18 And they withstood t^z-zi-^ the 
king, and said unto him, It apper- 
taineth not tmto thee, i&z-zi-^, to 
bum incense unto the Lord, but to 
the priests the sons of Aaron, that 
are consecrated to bum incense : go 
out of the sanctuary; for thou hast 
trespassed; neither shall it be for 
thine honour from the Lord God. 

19 Then te-zi-ah was wroth, and 
had a censer in his hand to bum in- 
cense : and while he was wroth with 
the priests, the leprosy even rose up 
in his forehead before the priests in 
the house of the Lord, from beside 
the incense altar. 

20 And Az-a-r|^ the chief priest, 


and all the priests, looked upon him 
and, behold, he was leprous in his 
forehead, and they thrust him out 
from thence; yea, himself hasted 
also to go out, because the Lord had 
smitten him. 

21 And tJz-zi-ah the king was a 
leper unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house, being a 
leper; for he was cut off from the 
house of the Lord : and J6-tham his 
son was over the king’s house, judg- 
ing the people of the land. 

22 H Now the rest of the acts of t^z- 
zi-ah, first and last, did Isaiah the 
prophet, the son of Amoz, write. 

23 So tJz-zi-^ slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him with his 
fathers in the field of the burial which 
belonged to the kings ; for they said. 
He is a leper: and J5-tham his son 
reigned in his stead. 


394 CHAPTER 27 

J O-THAM was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned sixteen years in 
Jemsalem. His mother’s name also 
was Je-ru-shah, the daughter of 
Za-dok. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father trz-zi'ah did : howbeit 
he entered not into the temple of the 
Lord. And the people did yet cor- 
ruptly. 

3 He built the high gate of the house 
of the Lord, and on the wall of 
0-phgl he built much. 

4 Moreover he built cities in the 
mountains of Judah, and in the 
forests he built castles and towers. 

5 H He fought also with the Mng 
of the Ammonites, and prevailed 
against them. And the children of 
i^mon gave him the same year an 
hundred talents of silver, and ten 
thousand measures of wheat, and 
ten thousand of barley. So much did 
the children of Ammon pay unto him, 
both the second year, and the third. 
6 So Jo'tham became mighty, be- 
caiise he prepared his ways before 
the Lord his God. 

7 If Now the rest of the acts of J6- 
fham, and all his wars, and his ways, 
lo, they are written in the book of die 
kings of Israel and Judah. 

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

9 If And Jo'thdm slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in the 
city of David: and Ahaz his son 
reigned in his stead. 
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Ahaz is afflicted hy the Syrians 

395 CHAPTER 28 

AHAZ was twenty years old when 
jTjL he began to reign, and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem: but he 
did not that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord, like David his 
father : 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also molten 
images for Ba-a-Hm. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in the 
valley of the son of Hin-nom, and 
burnt his children in the fire, after 
the abominations of the heathen 
whom the Lord had cast out before 
the children of Israel. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt in- 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lord his God de- 
livered him into the hand of the king 
of Syria; and they smote him, and 
carried away a great multitude of 
them captives, and brought them to 
Damascus. And he was also de- 
livered into the hand of the king of 
Israel, who smote him with a great 
slaughter. 

611 For Pe-kah the son of Rem-a-li- 
dh slew in Judah an htmdred and 
twenty thousand in one day, which 
were all valiant men; because they 
had forsaken the Lord God of their 
fathers. 

7 And Zich-ri, a mighty man of E- 
phra-im, slew Ma-a-s€i-Ih the king’s 
son, and Az-ri-kam the governor of 
the house, and £:l-ka%ah that was 
next to the king. 

8 And the children of Israel carried 
away captive of their brethren two 
htmdred thousand, women, sons, 
and daughters, and took also away 
much spoil from them, and brought 
the spoil to Sa-mar-i-a. 

9 But a prophet of the Lord was 
there, whose name was o-ded : and he 
went out before the host that came to 
Sa-marii-a, and said unto them, Be- 
hold, because the Lord God of your 
fathers was wroth with Judah, he hath 
delivered them into your hand, and ye 
have slain them in a rage that reach- 
eth up unto heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep under 
the children of Judah and Jerusa- 
lem for bondmen and bondwomen 
unto you ; hut are there not with you, 
even with you, sins against the Lord 
your God? 

11 Now hear me therefore, and de- 
liver the captives again, which ye have 
taken captive of your brethren: for 
the fierce wrath of the Lord is upon 
you. 
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12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of E-phra-im, Az-a-ri'ah the 
son of J5-ha-nan, Ber-e-chi-ah the 
son of Me-shil-le-moth, and Je-hiz- 
ki-ah the son of Shal-lum, and A-ma- 
sa the son of Had-la-i, stood up a- 
gainst them that came from the war, 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall not 
bring in the captives hither; for 
whereas we have offended against 
the Lord already, ye intend to add 
more to our sins and to our trespass : 
for our trespass is great, and there is 
fierce wrath against Israel. 

14 So the armed men left the cap- 
tives and the spoil before the princes 
and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were ex- 
pressed by name rose up, and took 
the captives, and with the spoil clothed 
all that were naked among them, and 
arrayed them, and shod them, and 
gave them to eat and to drink, and 
anointed them, and carried all the 
feeble of them upon asses, and 
brought them to Jericho, the city of 
palm trees, to their brethren; then 
they returned to Sa-mar^i-a. 

16 If At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of Assyria to help him. 

17 For again the E'dom-ites had 
come and smitten Judah, and carried 
away captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invaded 
the cities of the low country, and of 
the south of Judah, and had taken 
Beth-she-mesh, and Aj-a-lon, and 
Ge-de'roth, and Sho-obo with the 
villages thereof, and Tim-nah with the 
villages thereof, Gim-zo also and the 
villages thereof : and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lord brou^t Judah low 
because of Ahaz king of Israel; for 
he made Judah naked, and trans- 
gressed sore against the Lord. 

20 And Til-gath-pil-ne-ser king of 
Assyria came imto him, and distress- 
ed him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion out 
of the house o? the Lord, and out of 
the house of the king, and of the 
princes, and gave it unto the king of 
Assyria : but he helped him not. 

22 If And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against the 
Lord : this is that king Ahaz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods 
of Damascus, which smote him: and 
he said. Because the gods of the kings 
of Syria help them, therefore will I 
sacrifice to mem, that they may help 
me. But they were the ruin of him, 
and of all Israel. 

24 And Ahaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and cut 
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in pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and shut up the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and he made him 
altars in every comer of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several city of Judah 
he made high places to bum incense 
imto other gods, and provoked to 
anger the Lord God of his fathers. 

26 H Now the rest of his acts and of 
all his ways, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of the 
kings of Judah and Israel. 

27 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jerusalem : but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the kings 
of Israel; and Hez-e-M'ah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

396 _ CHAlPTER 29 

H fiZ-E-in-AH began to reign | 
when he was five and twenty 
years old, and he reigned nine and 
twenty years in Jerusalem.

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that David his father had done. 

3 11 He in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month, opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord, and re- 
paired them. 

4 And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them to- 
gether into the east street, 

5 And said unto them. Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lord God 
of your fathers, and caiTy forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place, 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lord our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Lord, and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor 
offered burnt offerings in the holy 
place unto the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lord 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he ham delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye 
see with your eyes. 

9 For. lo, our fathers have fallen by 
the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap- 
tivity for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Lord God of 
Israel, that his fierce wrath may turn 
away from us.

11 My sons, be not now negligent* 
for the Lord hath chosen you to 
stand before him, to serve him, and 
that ye should minister unto him, and 
bum incense. 

12 H Then the Levites arose, Mai 
hath the son of A-ma'sai, and Jo^el 
the son of Az-a-ri-ah, of the sons of 
the Koihath-ites : and of the sons of 
Me-rarii, Kish the son of Abidi, and 
Az-a-riiah the son of Je-halie-lel : and 
of the Ger-shon-ites ; Joiah the son of 
Zimmah, and Eden the son of Joiah: 

13 And of the sons of E-li-zaiph^; 
Shimiri, and Je-i^el: and of the sons 
of A-saph ; Zeii-a-ri'ah, and Idat-ta- 
ni'ah: 

14 And of the sons of Herman ; Je- 
hi-el, and Shim-e-i ; and of the sons of 
Je-du-thim ; Shem-ai-ah, and tlzia-el. 

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of the 
king, by the words of the Lord, to 
cleanse the house of the Lord. 

16 And the priests went into the in- 
ner part of the house of the Lord, to 
cleanse it, and brought out all the 
undeanness that they found in the 
temole of the Lord into the court of 
the house of the Lord. And the 
Levites took it, to carry it out abroad 
into the brook Kaidron. 

17 Now they began on the first day 
of the first month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Lord: so 
they sanctified the house of the Lord 
in eight days; and in the sixteenth 
day of the first month they made an 
end. 

18 Then they went in to Hez-e-kiiah 
the king, and said, We have cleansed 
all the house of the Lord, and the 
altar of burnt offering, wiffi all the 
vessels thereof, and the shewbread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast away 
in his transgression, have we pre- 
pared and sanctified, and, behold, 
they are before the altar of the Lord. 

20 If Then Hez-e-ki-ah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
city, and went up to the house of the 
Lord. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, 
and seven he goats, for a sin offering 
for the kingdom, and for the sanc- 
tuary, and for Judah. And he com- 
manded the priests the sons of Aaron 
to offer them on the altar of the 
Lord. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
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six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so 
that they could not flay all the burnt 
offerings: wherefore their brethren 
the Levites did help them, till the 
work was ended, and until the other 
priests had sanctified themselves: 
for the Levites were more upright 
in heart to sanctify themselves than 
the priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings were

26 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets.

And when the burnt offering began, 
the song of the Lord began also with 
the trumpets, and with the instru- 
ments ordained by David king of 
Israel. 

28 And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and 
the trumpeters sounded : and all this 
continued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

29 And when they had made an end 
of offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed them- 
selves, and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Hez-e-ki-ah the king 
and the princes commanded the Le- 
vites to sing praise unto the Lord with 
the words of David, and of A-saph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. 

31 Then Hez-e-ki-ah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated 
yourselves unto the Lord, come near 
and bring sacrifices and tiiank offer- 
ings into the house of the Loiu>. And 
the congregation brought in sacrifices 


suddenly. 
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CHAPTER 30 


AND Hez-e-ki-^ sent to aH Israel 
xV and Judah, and wrote letters also 
to E-phra-im and Ma-nas-seh, that 
they should come to the house of 
the Lord at Jerusalem, to keep 
the Passover unto the Lord God of 
Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congrega- 
tion in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, 
neither had the people gathered 
themselves together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all 
Israel, from Bder-she-ba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
Passover unto the Lord God of Israel 
at Jerusalem: for they had not done 
it of a long time in such sort as it was 
written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes 
throughout all Israel and Judah, and 
according to the commandment of the 
king, saying. Ye children of Israel, 
turn again unto the Lord God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, and he

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten bul- 
locks, an hundred rams, and two hun- 
dred lambs: all these were for a 
burnt offering to the Lord. 

33 And the consecrated things were

7 And be not ye like your fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 
passed against the Lord God of their 
fathers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, as

selves unto the Lord, and enter into 
his sanctuary, which he hath sanc- 
tified for ever: and serve the Lord 
your God, that the fierceness of his 
wrath may turn away from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lord, 
your brethren and your children shall 
find compassion before them that 
lead them captive^ so that they shall 
come again into this land: for the 
Lord your God is gracious and 
merciful, and will not turn away his 
face from you, if ye return xmto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city through the country of E-phra-im 
and Ma-nas-seh even unto Ze-bu-lun : 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. 

11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and 
Ma-nas-seh and of Ze-bu-liin hum- 
bled themselves, and came to Jeru- 
salem. 

12 Aiso in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lord. 

13 % And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, 
and all the altars for incense took they 
away, and cast them into the brook 
Ki^dron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fourteen^ day of the second 
month: and the priests and the 
Levites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lord. 

16 And they stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law 
of Moses the man of God : the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they re- 
ceived of the hand of the Levites. 

17 For there were many in the con- 
gregation that were not sanctified: 
therefore the Levites had the charge 
of the kflling of the passovers for 
every one that was not clean, to sanc- 
tify them unto the Lord. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of E-phra-im, and Ma-nas- 
sSi, Is'sa-ohar, and Ze-bu-lun, had 
not cleansed themselves, yet did they 
eat the passover otherwise than it was 
written. But Hez-e-ki-ah prayed for 
them, saymg. The good Lord pardon 
every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lord God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed according 
to the purification of the sanctuary. 


Hezekiah celebrateth the Passover 

20 And the Lord hearkened to Hez- 
e-ki-ah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem kept Sie 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness : and the Levites 
and the priests praised the Lord day 
by day, singing with loud instru- 
ments unto the Lord. 

22 And Hez-e-ki-ah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the Lord : and 
they did eat throughout the feast 
seven days, offering peace offerings, 
and making confession to the Lord 
G od of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: 
and they kept other seven days wifii 
gladness. 

24 For Hez-e-ki-ah king of Judah 
did give to the congregation a thou- 
sand bullocks and seven thousand 
sheep; and the princes gave to the 
congregation a thousand bullocks and 
ten thousand sheep : and a great num- 
ber of priests sanctified themselves. 

25 And aU the congregation of Judah, 
with the priests and the Levites, and 
all the congregation that came out of 
Israel, and the strangers that came 
out of the land of Israel, and that 
dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jerusa- 
lem: for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem. 

27 ^ Then the priests the Levites 
arose and blessed the people: and 
their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came up to his holy dwelling 
place, even unto heaven. 

398 CHAPTER 31 

N OW when all this was finished, all 
Israel that were present went 
out to the cities of Judah, and brake 
the images in pieces, and cut down 
the groves, and threw down the high 
places and the alt^s out of aU Judah 
and Benjamin, in E-phra-im also and 
Ma-nas-seh, until they had utterly 
destroyed them all. Then all the chil- 
dren of Israel returned, every man to 
his possession, into their own cities. 

2 t And Hez-e-ki-dh appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, the priests and Le- 
vites for blunt offerings and for peace 
offerings, to minister, and to give 
thanks, and to praise in the gates of 
the tents of the Lord. 

3 He appointed also the king’s por- 
tion of his substance for the burnt

offerings, to wit for the morning and 
evening burnt offerings, and the burnt 
offerings for the sabbaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the set feasts, as 
it is written in the law of the Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo- 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the 
portion of the priests and the Levites, 
that they might be encouraged in the 
law of the Lord. 

5 1 And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of 
Israel brought in abundance the first- 
fruits of com, wine, and oil, and 
honey, and of all the increase of the 
field; and the tithe of all things 
brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of 
Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were con- 
secrated unto the Lord their God, 
and laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hez-e-ki-ah and the 
princes came and saw the heaps, they 
blessed the Lord, and his people 
Israel. 

9 Then Hez-e-ki%h questioned with 
the priests and the Levites concerning 
the heaps. 

10 And Az-a-ri-ah the chief priest of 
the house of Za^ok answered him, 
and said, Since the People began to 
bring the offerings into the house of 
the Lord, we have had enough to 
eat, and have left plenty : for the Lord 
hath blessed his people; and that 
which is left is this great store. 

11 If Then Hez-e-ki-^ commanded 
to prepare chambers in the house of 
the Lord ; and they prepared them* 

12 And brought in the offerings and 
the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully : over which C6-n6-ni-ah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shim-e-i his 
brother was the next. 

13 And Je-hi-el, and Az-a-zi-ah, and 
N^hath, and As-a-hel, and Jer-i-moth, 
and J6-za-bad, and E-li'el, and Is- 
ma-chi-^, and Ma-hath, and Be-nai-

M A-NAS^EH was twelve years 
old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned fifty and five years in 
Jerusalem : 

2 But did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, like unto the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord had cast out before the 
children of Israel, 

3 For he built again the high 
places which Hez-e-ki-^ his father 
had broken down, and he reared up 
altars for Ba-a-lim, and made groves, 
and worshipped all the host of 
heaven, and served them, 

4 Also he built altars in the house of 
the Lord, whereof the Lord had 
said. In Jerusalem shall my name 
be for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the vaUey of the 
son of Hin-nom: also he observed 
times, and used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt with a 
familiar spirit, and with wizards : he 
wrought much evil in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the 
idol which he had made, in the house 
of God, of which God had said to 
David and to Solomon his son, In 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
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I have chosen before aU the tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for ever : 

8 Neither will I any more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your 
fathers ; so that they will take heed to 
do all that I have commanded them, 
according to the whole law and the 
statutes and the ordinances by the 
hand of Moses. 

9 So Ma-nas-seh made Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, 
and to do worse than the heathen, 
whom the Lord had destroyed be- 
fore the children of Israel. 

10 And the Lord spake to Ma-nas^ 
seh, and to his people: but they 
would not hearken. 

11 ^ Wherefore the Lord brought 
upon them the captains of the host 
of the king of Asssnia, which took 
Ma-nas-seh among the thorns, and 
bound him with fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affiction, he 
besought the Lord his God, and 
hximbled himself greatly before the 
God of his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him : and he was 
intreated of him, and heard his sup- 
plication, and brought him again to 
Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then 
MS-nSs-seh knew that the Lord he 
was God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the west 
side of Gi-hon, in the v^ey, even to 
the entering in at the fish gate, and 
compassed about O-phel, and raised 
it up a very great height, and put cap- 
tains of war in all the fenced cities of 
Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house of 
the Lord, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house of 
the Lord, and in Jerusalem, and cast 
them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and 
commanded Judah to serve the Lord 
God of Israel. 

17 Nevertheless the people did 
sacrifice still in the high places, yet 
imto the Lord their God only.

Passover imto the Lord in 
Jerusalem ; and they killed the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
first month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the Lord, 

3 And said tmto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which were holy unto 
the Lord, Put the holy ark in the 
house which Solomon the son of 
David king of Israel did build ; it shall 
not be a burden upon your shoulders : 
serve now ihe Lord your God, and 
his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
houses of your faihers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the writing of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy place ac- 
cording to the divisions of the fami- 
lies of the fathers of your brethren 
the people, and after the division of 
the families of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctifiv 
yourselves, and prepare your breth- 
ren, that they may do according to 
the word of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. 
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7 And Jd-si-^ gave to the people, 
of the flock, lambs and kids, all for the 
Passover offerings, for all that were 
present, to the number of thirty thou- 
sand, and three thousand btulocks: 
these were of the king^s substance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly unto 
the people, to the priests, and to the 
Levites; Hil-ki'ah and Zech-a-ri-ah 
and Je-hi-el, rulers of the house of 
God, gave unto the priests for the 
Passover offerings two thousand and 
six hundred small cattle, and three 
hrmdred oxen. 

9 C5-na-ni-^ also, and Shem-ai-^ 
and Neth-a-neel, his brethren, and 
Hash-a-bi-ah and Je-i-el and Jd^za- 
bad, chief of the Levites, gave unto 
the Levites for passover offerings five 
thousand small cattle, and five hun- 
dred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, according 
to the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the priests sprinkled the blood from 
their hands, and the Levites flayed 
them. 

12 And they removed the burnt 
offerings, that they might give accord- 
ing to the divisions of the families of 
the people, to offer unto the Lord, 
as it is written in the book of Moses. I 
And so did they with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance : 
but the other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and divided them speedily among 
all the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests: 
because the priests the sons of Aaron 
were busied in offering of burnt 
offerings and the fat until night; 
therefore the Levites prepared for 
themselves, and for the priests the 
sons of Aaron, 

15 And the singers the sons of A- 
saph were in their place, according to 
the commandment of David, and 
saph, and He-m^, and Je-du>thun 
the king’s seer; and the porters 
waited at every gate ; they might not 
depart from their service; for their 
brethren the Levites prepared for 
them. 

16 So all the service of the Lord was 
prepared the same day, to keep the 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of the Lord, according 
to the commandment of king Jo-si-ah. 

17 And the children of Israel that 
were present kept the passover at 


A solemn Passover observed 

that time, and the feast of un- 
leavened bread seven days. 

18 And there was no passover like 
to that kept in Israel from the days of 
Samuel the prophet; neither did il 
the kings of Israel keep such a pass- 
over as J5-si-ah kept, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and 
Israel that were present, and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of J6-si-ah was this passover kept. 

20 t After all this, when J6-si-^ 
had prepared the temple, Ne-oho 


si'^ went out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
sasdng, What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? I come not a- 
gainst thee this day, but against the 
house wherewith I have war: for God 
commanded me to make haste : for- 
bear thee from meddling with God, 
who is with me, that he destroy thee 
not. 

22 Nevertheless J6-si-ah would not 
turn his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with him, 
and hearkened not unto the words of 
Ne^o from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Me-dd- 
do. 

23 And the archers shot at king Jo- 
si-^; and the king said to his ser- 
vants, Have me away; for I am sore 
wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in the 
second chariot that he had ; and they 
brought him to Jerusalem, and he 
died, and was buried in one o/the 
sepulchres of his fathers. And all 
Judah and Jerusalem mourned for 
J6-si-ah. 

25 H And Jeremiah lamented for J6- 
si'ah: and all the singing men and 
the singing women spake of J6-si-^ 
in their lamentations to this day, and 
made them an ordinance in Israel: 
and, behold, they are vmtten in the 
lamentations. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Jo-si- 
ah, and his goodness, according to 
that which was written in the law of 
the Lord, 

27 And bis deeds, first and last, be- 
hold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 

403 CHAPTER 36 

T hen the people of the land took 
JS-ho-a-haz me son of J6-si-ldi, 
and made him king in bis father’s 
stead in Jerusalem.

5 ^1 Je-hdi-a-kim was twenty and 
five years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem : and he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord his God. 

6 Against him came up Neb-u-chad- 
nez-zar king of Babylon, and bound 
him in fetters, to carry him to Baby- 
lon. 

7 Neb-u-ehad-nez-zar also carried 
of the vessels of the house of the 
Lord to Babylon, and put them in his 
temple at Babylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Je-h^i- 
a-kim, and his abominations which he 
did, and that which was found in him, 
behold, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah : and 
Je-hdi-a-ohin his son reigned in his 

QH Je-hdi-a-cMnu;ns eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned three months and ten days in 
Jerusalem : and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

10 And when the year was expired, 
king Neb-u-chad-nez-zar sent, and 
brought him to Babylon, with the 
goodly vessels of the house of the 
Lord, and made Zed-e-ki-ah his bro- 
ther king over Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 H Zed-e-ki-ah was one and 
twenty years old when he began to 
reign, and reigned eleven years in 
Jerusalem. 

12 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord his God, and 
humbled not himself before Jeremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lord. 

13 And he also rebelled against king 
Neb-u-chad-nez-zar, who had made 
him swear by God: but he stiffened 
his neck, and hardened his heart from 
turning unto the Lord God of Israel. 

14 H Moreover all the chief of the 
priests, and the people, transgressed I 
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very much after all the abominations 
of the heathen; and polluted the 
house of the Lord which he had hal- 
lowed in Jerusalem. 

15 And the Lord God of their 
fathers sent to them by his messen- 
gers, rising up betimes, and sending; 
because he had compassion on his 
people, and on his dwelling place : 

16 But they mocked the messen- 
gers of God, and despised his words, 
and misused his prophets, until the 
wrath of the Lord arose against his 
people, till there was no remedy. 

17 Therefore he brought upon them 
the king of the Qhal-dees, who slew 
their young men with the sword in 
the house of their sanctuary, and had 
no compassion upon young man or 
maiden, old man, or him that stooped 
for age: he gave them all into his 
hand.

5 And afterward offered the con- 
tinual burnt offering, both of the new 
moons, and of all the set feasts of the 
Lord that were consecrated, and of 
every one that willingly offered a 
freewill offering unto the Lord. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offer- 
ings unto the Lord. But the foimda- 
tion of the temple of the Lord was not 
yet laid.

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the 
Lord, they set the priests in their 
apparel with tnimpets, and the Le- 
vites the sons of A-saph with cymbals, 
to praise the Lord, after the ordin- 
ance of David king of Israel. 

11 And they sang together by course 
in praising and giving thanks tmto the 
Lord ; because he is good, for his 
mercy endureth for ever toward 
Israel. And aU the people shouted 
with a great shout, when they praised 
the Lord, because the foundation of 
the house of the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Le- 
vites and chief of the fathers, who 
were ancient men, that had seen the 
first house, when the foimdation of 
this house was laid before their eyes, 
wept with a loud voice; and many 
shouted aloud for joy : 

13 So that the people could not dis- 
cern the noise of the shout of joy from 
the noise of the weeping of the peo- 
ple: for the people shouted with a 
loud shout, and the noise was heard 
afar off.

7 H And in the days of Ar-ta-xerx-es 
wrote Bishilam, Mthirg-dath, Tab^ 
eel, and the rest of their companions, 
unto Ar-ta-xerx'es king of Persia; and 
the writing of the letter was written in 
the Syrian tongue, and interpreted in 
the Syrian tongue. 

8 Re-hum the chancellor and Shim- 
sh£i the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Ar-ta-xSrx-es the king 
in this sort: 

9 Then wrote Re-hiim the chancellor, 
and Slum-sh£i the scribe, and the rest 
of their companions; the Di-na-ites,

1 1 If This is the copy of the letter that 
they sent unto him, even unto Ar-ta- 
xerx-es the king; Thy servants the 
men on this side the river, and at such 
a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from tiiee to 
us are come unto Jerusalem, building 
the rebellious and the bad city, and 
have set up the walls thereof, and 
joined the foundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this dty be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then wiU they not 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and so 
thou Shalt endamage the revenue of 
the kings. 

14 Now because we have main 
tenance from the hinges palace, and it 
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was not meet for us to see the king’s 
dishonour, therefore have we sent and 
certified the king; 

15 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers : so 
shalt thou find in the book of the re- 
cords, and know that this city is a re- 
bellious city, and hurtful unto kings 
and provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the same of 
old time : for which cause was this city 
destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side the 
river. 

17 If Then sent the king an answer 
unto Re-hum the chancellor, and to 
Shim-shai the scribe, and to the rest 
of their companions that dwell in 
Sa-mar-i-a, and unto the rest beyond 
the river. Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me, 

19 And I commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made in- 
surrection against kings, and that re- 
bellion and sedition have been made 
therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have ruled 
over all countries beyond the river; 
and toil, tribute, and custom, was 
paid unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment 
to cause these men to cease, and 
that this city be not builded, until 
another commandment shall be given 
from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not to 
do this : why should damage grow to 
the hurt of the kings? 

23 1 Now when the copy of king Ar- 
ta-xerx-es’ letter was read before Re- 
hum, and Shim-sh^ the scribe, and 
their companions, they went up in 
haste to Jerusalem tmto the Jews, 
and made them to cease by force 
and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
house of God which is at Jerusalem. 
So it ceased unto the second year 
of the reign of Da-ri-iis king of 
Persia. 

408 CHAPTER 5 
T^HEN the prophets, Hag^g^ the

5 But the eye of their God was upon 
the elders of the Jews, that they could 
not cause them to cease, still the mat- 
ter came to Da-ri-ds : and then they 
returned answer by letter concerning 
this matter. 

6 H The copy of the letter that Tat^ 
ndi, governor on this side the river, 
and She-thar-boz-nai, and his com- 
panions the A-ph^-sa-c2iites, which 
were on this side the river, sent unto 
Da-ri-us the king: 

7 They sent a letter unto him, 
wherein was written thus ; Unto 
Di-ri-iis the king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, to 
the house of the great God, which is 
huilded with great stones, and tim- 
ber is laid in the walls, and this work 
goeth fast on, and prospereth in their 
hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said tmto them thus, Who command- 
ed you to build this house, and to 
make up these walls? 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 

1 1 And thus they returned us answer, 
saying, We are the servants of the 
God of heaven and earth, and build 
the house that was builded these 
many years ago, which a great king of 
Israel builded and set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand 
of Neb-u-chad-nez-zar the king of 
Babylon, the Cbal-de^an, who de- 
stroyed this house, and carried the 
people away into Babylon. 

13 But in the first year of Cyrus the 
king of Babylon the same king Cyrus 
made a decree to build this house of 
God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of God, which N^b- 
u-chdd-nez-zar took out of the temple 
that was in Jerusalem, and brought 


them into the temple of Babylon, 
those did Cyrus the king take out of 
the temple of Babylon, and they were 
delivered unto one, whose name was 
Shesh-baz-zar, whom he had made 
governor ; 

15 And said unto him. Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the temple 
that is in Jerusalem, and let the house 
of God be builded in his place.

BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 


414 CHAPTER 1 

T he words of Ne-hem-i'ah the 
son of Hacb-a-li-ah. And it came 
to pass in the month Chis^dh, in the 
twentieth year, as I was in Shu-shan 
the palace, 

2 That Ha-na-ni, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and I asked them concerning the Jews 
that had escaped, which were left of 
&e captivity, and concerning Jeru- 
salem. 

3 And they said unto me, The rem- 
nant that are left of the captivity there 
in the province are in great affliction 
and reproach: the wall of Jerusalem 
also is broken down, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire, 

4 t And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down 
and wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the 
God of heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, O Lord 
God of heaven, the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them that love him and 
observe his commandments : 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, and 
thine eyes open, that thou mayest 
hear the prayer of thy servant, which 
I pray before thee now, day and 
ni^t, for the children of Israel thy 
servants, and confess the sins of the 
children of Israel, which we have 
sinned against thee : both I and my 
father’s house have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept the 
commandments, nor the statutes, nor 
the judgments, which thou com- 
mandedst thy servant Moses. 


8 Remember, I beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy ser- 
vant Moses, saying. If ye transgress, 
I will scatter you abroad among the 
nations : 

9 But //ye turn tmto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out 
unto the uttermost part of the heaven, 
yet will I gather them from thence, 
and will bring them unto the place 
that I have chosen to set my name 
there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy great power, and by thy strong 
hand. 

110 Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer of 
thy servant, and to the prayer of thy 
servants, who desire to fear thy 
name : and prosper, I pray thee, thy 
servant this day, and grant him 
mercy in the sight of this man. For 
I was the king’s cupbearer. 

415 CHAPTER 2 

AND it came to pass in the month 
Ni-san, in the twentieth year of 
Ar-ta-xerx^es the king, that wine was 
before him: and I took up the wine, 
and gave it rnito the king. Now I had 
not been beforetime sad in his pres- 
ence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me. 
Why is thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not sick? this is nothing else 
but sorrow of heart. Then I was very 
sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the king. Let the 
king live for ever : why should not my 
countenance be sad, when the city, 
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the place of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are 
consumed with fire? 

4 Then the king said unto me, For 
what dost thou make request? So I 
prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king. If it 
please the king, and if thy servant 
have fotmd favour in thy sight, that 
5iou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers* sepul- 
chres, that I may build it. 

6 i^d the king said unto me, (the 
queen also sitting by him,) For how 
long shall thy journey be? and when 
\^t thou return? So it pleased the 
king to send me; and I set him a 
time. 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, let letters be given me 
to the governors beyond the river, 
that they may convey me over till I 
come into Judah; 

8 And a letter imto A-saph the keep- 
er of the king’s forest, that he may 
give me timber to make beams for the 
gates of the palace which appertained 
to the house, and for the wall of the 
city, and for the house that I shall en- 
ter into. And the king granted me, 
according to the good hand of my 
God upon me. 

9 H Then I came to the governors be- 
yond the river, and gave them the 
king’s letters. Now the king had sent 
captains of the army and horsemen 
with me. 

10 When San-bdl'lat the Hor^n-ite, 
and T5-bi-ah the servant, the Am- 
monite, heard of it, it grieved them 
exceedingly that there was come a 
man to seek the welfare of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

11 So I came to Jerasalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 If And I arose in the night, I and 
some few men with me ; neither told 
1 any man what my God had put in 
my heart to do at Jerusalem ; neither 
was there any beast with me, save the 
beast that I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
gate of the valley, even before the 
dragon well, and to the dimg port, and 
viewed the walls of Jerusalem, which 
were broken down, and the gates 
thereof were consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool: but 
there was no place for the beast that 
was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by 
the brook, and viewed the wau, and 
turned back, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so returned. 
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16 And the rulers knew not whiter 
I went, or what I did ; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
pnests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulers, nor to the rest that did the 
work. 

17 11 Then said I unto them. Ye see 
the distress that we are in. how Jeru- 
salem lieth waste, and the gates there- 
of are burned with fire : come, and let 
vts build up the wall of Jerusalem, 
that we be no more a reproach, 

18 Then I told them of the hand of 
my God which was good upon me ; as 
also the king’s words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said. Let 
us rise up and build. So they streng- 
thened their hands for this good work, 

19 But when San-bal-lat the Hor^n- 
ite, and T5-bi-ah the servant, the Am- 
monite, and Ge-shem the Arabian, 
heard it they laughed us to scorn, 
and despised us, and said, What is 
this thing that ye do? will ye rebel 
against the king? 

20 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them. The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us ; therefore we his ser- 
vants will arise and build: but ye 
have no portion, nor right, nor memo- 
rial, in Jerusalem. 


416 CHAPTER 3 

'TTHEN 1-li-ash-ib the high priest 

X rose up with his brethren the 
priests, and they builded the sheep 
gate ; they sanctified it, and set up the 
doors of it; even unto the tower of 
Me-Sh they sanctified it, unto the 
tower of Hin-a-neel.

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7 And next unto them repaired Mel- 
a-ti-ah the Gibeonite, and Ja^on 
the Me-r5-n6-thite, the men of 
Oibeon, and of Mizpah, unto the 
throne of the governor on this side 
the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired tJz'ri-el 
the son of Har-h^-sih, of the gold- 
smiths. Next unto him also repaired 
Han-a-ni-ah the son of one of the 
apothecaries, and they fortified Jeru- 
salem unto the broad wall. 

9 And next unto them repaired Re- 
ph^-ah the son of Hur. the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired Je- 
dm-ah the son of Ha-ru-maph, even 
over against his house. And next unto 
him repaired Hat-tfish the son of 
Hash-ab-ni-ah. 

11 Mal-chi-jah the son of Hariim. 
and Hash-fib the son of Pa-hath- 
m5-ab, repaired the other piece, and 
the tower of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired Shal' 
Ifim the son of Ha-16-hesh, the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem, he and 
his daughters. 

13 The valley gate repaired Ha-nun, 
and the inhabitants of Za-n6'ah; 
they built it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the 
bars thereof, and a thousand cubits 
on the wall imto the dung gate, 

14 But the dung gate repaired Mal- 
dii-ah the son of Re-cMb, the ruler of 
part of Beth-hac-ce-rem; he built it, 
and set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

15 But the gate of the fountain re- 
paired Shal-lfin the son of C61-hd-zeh, 
the ruler of part of Mizpah ; he built 
it, and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the 
bars thereof, and the wall of the pool 
of Si-lo-ah by the king’s garden, and 
unto the stairs that go down from the 
city of David. 

16 After him repaired Ne-hem-iiah 
the son of Az-bfik, the ruler of the half 
part of Beth'-zur, unto the place over 
against the sepulchres of David, and 
to the pool that was made, and unto 
the house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, 
Return the son of Ba-ni, Next unto 
him repaired Hash-a-bi-ah, the ruler 
of the half part of Ke-i-1^, in his 
part. 

18 After him repaired their brethren, 
Ba-va-i the son of H^n-a-dad, fire

30 After him repaired Han-a-ni-ah 
the son of Shel-e-mi-ah, and Ha-nun 
the sixth son of Za-laph another piece. 
After him repaired Me-shfil-lam the 
son of Ber-e-chi-ah over against his 
chamber. 

31 After him repaired Mal-chi-ah the 
goldsmith’s son imto the place of the 
Neth-i-nims, and of the merchants, 
over against the gate Miph-kdd, and 
to the going up of the comer. 

32 And between the going up of the 
comer unto the sheep gate repaired 
the goldsmiths and the merchants.

Jews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren 

and the army of Sa-mar-i-a, and said. 
What do these feeble Jews? will they 
fortify themselves? will they sacri- 
fice? will they make an end in a 
day ? will they revive the stones out 
of the heaps of the rubbish which 
are burned? I 

3 Now T6-bi-ah the Ammonite was \ 
by him, and he said. Even that 
which they build, if a fox go up, 
he shall even break down their I 
stone wall. 

4 Hear, O our God ; for we are de- 
spised ; and turn their reproach upon 
their own head, and give them for a 
prey in the land of captivity : 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their sin be blotted out from 
before thee : for they have provoked 
thee to anger before the builders. 

6 So buht we the wall; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the half 
thereof ; for the people had a mind to 
work. 

7 ^ But it came to pass, that when 
San-baim and T6-bi^ah, and the 
Arabians, and the Ammonites, and 
the Ash-do -dites, heard that the walls 
of Jerusalem were made up, and that 
die breaches began to be stopped, 
then they were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them together 
to come and to fight against Jerusa- 
lem. and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 

10 And Judah said. The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, 
and there is much rubbish ; so that we 
are not able to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said. They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in the midst among them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to 
cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times. From all 
places whence ye shall return unto us 
they will be upon you, 

13 H Therefore set 1 in the lower 
places behind the wall, and on the 
higher places, I even set the people 
after their families with their swords, 
thek spears, and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, 
and to the rest of the people. Be not 
ye afraid of them: remember the 
Lokd, which is great and terrible, 
and fight for your brethren, your 


sons, and your daughters, your wives, 
and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known unto 
us, and God had brought their coun- 
sel to nought, that we returned all of 
us to the wall, every one tmto his 
work. 

16 And it came to pass from that 
time forth, that the half of my servants 
wrought in the work, and the other 
half of them held both the spears, the 
i shields, and the bows, and the haber- 

I geons ; and the rulers were behind all 
the house of Judah. 

I 17 They which builded on the wall, 

1 and they that bare burdens, with those 
that laded, every one with one of his 
hands wrought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. 

18 For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 1[ And I said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the rest of the 
people. The work is great and large, 
and we are separated upon the wall, 
one far from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
thither unto us : our God shall fi^t 
for us, 

21 So we laboured in the work : and < 
; half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars 
appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 1 
xmto the people. Let every one with 
his servant lodge within Jerusalem, 
that in the night they may be a guard 
to us, and labour on the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, nor 
my servants, nor the men of the guard 
which followed me, none of us put off 
our clothes, saving that every one 
I put them off for washing. 


418 CHAPTER 5

2 For there were that said. We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up com for them, 
that we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said. We 
have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, 
and houses, that we might buy com, 
because of the dearth.

our brethren, our children as their 


children : and, lo, we bring into bond- 
age our sons and our daughters to be 
servants, and some of our daughters 
are brought unto bondage already: 
neither zs it in our power to redeem 
them : for other men have our lands 
and vineyards. 

6 If And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, and 
I rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, 
and said unto them, Ye exact usury, 
every one of his brother. And I set 
a great assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them. We after otir 
ability have redeemed our brethren 
the Jews, which were sold unto the 
heathen; and will ye even sell your 
brethren? or shall they be sold unto 
us? Then held they their peace, and 
found nothing to answer, 

9 Also 1 said. It is not good that ye 
do: ought ye not to walk in the fear 
of our God because of the reproach 
of the heathen our enemies? 

10 1 likewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of them 
money and com: I pray you, let us 
leave off this usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, 
also the hundredth Part of the money, 
and of the com, the wine, and the on, 
that ye exact of them, 

12 Then said they. We will restore 
them, and will require nothing of 
them; so will we do as thou sayest. 
Then I called the priests, and took 
an oath of them, that they should do 
according to this promise. 

13 Also 1 shook my lap, and said. 
So God shake out every man from 
his house, and from his labomr, that 
performelh not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
And all the congregation said, A-men, 
and praised the Lord. And the 
people did according to this promise. 

14 If Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in 
the land of Judah, from the twentieth 
year even unto the two and thirtieth 
year of Ar-td-xerx-es the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that had 
been before me were chargeable unto 
the people, and had taken of them 
bread and wine, beside forty shekels 
of silver ; yea, even their servants bare 
nde over the people; but so did not 
I, because of the fear of God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the work 


of this wall, neither bought we any 
land : and aH my servants were gath- 
ered thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table 
an hundred and fifty of the Jews and 
rulers, beside those that came unto 
us from among the heathen that are 
about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared 
for me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep ; also fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in ten days store of zdl 
sorts of wine : yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be- 
cause the bondage was heavy upon 
this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for 
good, according to all that I have done 
for this people. 

419 CHAPTER 6 

N OW it came to pass, when San- 
bal-lat, and T6-bi-ah, and Ge' 
shem the Arabian, and the rest of our 
enemies, heard that I had builded the 
wall, and that there was no breach 
left therein; (though at that time I 
had not set up the doors upon &e 
gates 

2 That S&a-bal-lat and Ge-shem 
sent imto me, saidng, Come, lei us 
meet together in some one of the 
villages in the plain of o-no. But 
they thought to do me mischief. 

3 And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down ; why should 
the work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you? 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort: and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent San-bSl-lat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

6 Wherein was written. It is re- 
ported among the heathen, and 
Gasn-mu saith it, that thou and the 
Jews think to rebel: for which cause 
thou buildest the wail, that thou 
mayest be their king, according to 
these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed pro- 
phets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying. There is a king in Judah : and 
now shall it be reported to the king 
according to these words. Come now 
therefore, and let us take counsel 
together. 

8 Then I sent unto him» samg, 
There are no such things done as thou 
sayest, but thou feignest them out of 
thine own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, saying. 
Their hands shall be weakened from 
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the work, that it be not done. Now 
therefore, O God, strengthen my 
hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house 
of Shem-di-ah the son of Del-^'^ 
file son of MS-het-a-beel, who was 
shut UP,; and he said, Let us meet to- 
getiber in the house of God, within the 
temple, and let us shut the doors of 
the temple: for they will come to 
slay thee ; yea, in the night will they 
come to slay thee. 

11 And I said. Should such a man 
as I flee? and who is there, that, being 
as I am, would go into the temple to 
save his life? I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, I perceived that God 
had not sent him: but that he pro- 
nounced this prophecy against me: 
for To-bi'Sh and San-bal-lat had 
hired him. 

13 Therefore was he hired, that I 
should be afraid, and do so, and sin, 
and that they might have matter for 
an evil report, that they might re- 
proach me. 

14 My God, think thou upon T6-bi- 
ah and San-bal-lat according to these 
their works, and on the prophetess 
N5-a-di-ah, and the rest of the pro- 
phets, that would have put me in 
fear. 

15 H So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month 
S^lul, in fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to pass, that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and 
all the heathen that were about us 
saw these things, they were much 
cast down in their own eyes : for they 
perceived that this work was 
wrought of our God. 

17 If Moreover in those days the 
nobles of Judah sent many letters 
unto T6-bi-ah, and the letters of T6- 
bi-ah came unto them. 

18 For there were many in Judah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 
son in law of Shecb-a-ni-ah the son 
of Ar^ah; and his son j6-ha-nan had 
taken the daughter of Me-shiil-lam 
the son of Ber-e-chi-ah. 

19 Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my words to 
him. And T6-bi-ah sent letters to put 
me in fear. 

420 CHAPTER 7 

T^OW it came to pass, when the 
IN wall was built, and I had set 
up the doors, and the porters and 
the singers and the Levites were 
appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother Ha-na-ni, 
and £Hn-a-ni-ah the ruler of the 


palace, charge over Jerusalem: for 
he was a faithful man, and feared 
God above many. 

3 And I said unto them. Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened until 
the sun be hot; and while they stand 
by, let them shut the doors, and bar 
them : and appoint watches of the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, every one in 
his watch, and every one to be over 
against his house. 

4 Now the city was large and great: 
but the people were few therein, and 
the houses were not builded. 

5 If And my God put into mine heart 
to gather together the nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
be reckoned by genealogy. And I 
found a register of the genealogy of 
them which came up at the first, and 
found written therein, 

6 These are the children of the pro- 
vince, that went up out of the cap- 
tivity, of those that had been carried 
away, whom Neb-u-chad-nez-zar the 
king of Babylon had carried away, 
and came again to Jerusalem and 
to Judah, every one into his city ; 

7 Who came with Ze-riib-ba-bSl, 
Jesh-u-a, Ne-hem-iiah, Az-a-ri-Sh, 
Ra-a-mi-ah, Na-ha-ma'ni, M6r-de- 
ca-i, Bilshan, Mis-pd-rSth, Big-va-i, 
Ne^fim, Ba-^-nah. The number, / 
say, of the men of the people of 
Israel was this;

60 All the Neth-i-nims, and the chil- 
dren of Solomon’s servants, were 
three hundred ninety and two. 

61 And these were they which went 
up also from Tel-me^m, Tel-ha-re^^ 
sha. Cherub, Ad-don, and Im-mer: 
but they could not shew their father’s 
house, nor their seed, whether they 
were of Israel. 

62 The children of Del-m^ah, the 
children of T6-bi-ah, the children of 
Ne-ko^da, six hundred forty and 
two. 

63 3 And of the priests : the children 
of Ha-b^-^, the chfidren of Koz, the 
children of Bar-dl-la-i, which took 
one of the daughters of Bar-zil-la5 
the Gileadite to wife, and was called 
after their name. 

64 These sought their register 
among those that were reckoned by 
genealogy, but it was not found: 
therefore were they, as polluted, put 
from the priesthood. 

65 And the Tir^sha-tha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of the 


most hol^ things, till there stood up a 
priest with u-rim and Thfim-mim, 
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66 % The whole congregation to- 
gefiier was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, 

67 Beside their manservants and 
their maidservants, of whom there 
were seven thousand three hundred 
thi^ and seven: and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men 
and singing women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred 
thirty and six : their mules, two hun- 
dred forty and five : 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five : six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 H And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The 
Tir-shS,-tha gave to the treasure a 
fiiousand drams of gold, fifty basons, 
five hundred and thirty priests’ 
garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave to the treasure of the 
work twenty thousand drams of gold, 
and two thousand and two himdred 
pound of silver, 

72 And that which the rest of the 
people gave was twenty thousand 
drams of gold, and two thousand 
pound of silver, and threescore and 
seven priests’ garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and the porters, and the singers, and 
some of the people, and the Nethii- 
nims, and aU Israel, dwelt in their 
cities ; and when the seventh month 
came, the children of Israel were in 
their cities. 

421 CHAPTER 8 

ANI) all the people gathered them- 
£\. selves together as one man into 
the street that was before the water 
gate ; and they spake unto Ezra the 
scribe to bring the book of the law 
ot Moses, which the Lord had com- 
manded to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women, and all that could 
hear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, be- 
fore the men and the women, and 
those that could imderstand ; and the 
ears of all the people were attentive 
unto the book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made 
for the purpose ; and beside him stood 
Mat-ti-thi®h, and She^ma, and A- 
iiii-Sh, and u-ri'iSh, and BR-M-ah, 
and Ma-a-s^-^, on his right hand;

and on his left hand, Pe-dai'ah, and 
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and Me-shfil-lam. 

5 And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people ; (for he was 
above all the people ;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up : 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
swered, A-men, A-men, with lifting 
up their hands ; and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped tiie Lord with 
their faces to the ground. 

7 Also Jesh-u-a, and Ba'ni, and 
Sher-e-bm. Jasmin, Akikiib, Shab£ 
be-thm, Ho-di^jah, Ma-a-sa^ah, Ke- 
H-ta, Az-a-ri'ah. Jo'za-bad, Ha-nan, 
Pe-lm-ah, and the Levites, caused the 
people to understand the law; and 
the people stood in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the law 
of God distinctly, and gave the sense, 
and caused them to understand the 
reading. 

9 H And Ne-hSm-i-ah, which is the 
Tfrisha-tha. and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught 
the people, said unto all the people. 
This day is holy unto the Lord yoin 
God ; mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard the 
words of the law. 

10 Then he said tmto them. Go youi 
way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
and send portions unto them for 
whom nothmg is prepared: for this 
day is holy tmto our Lord : neither be 
ye sorry; for the joy of the Lord is 
your strength. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the 
people, sasdng. Hold your peace, for 
the day is holy; neither be ye 
grieved. 

12 And all the people went their way 
to eat, and to drink, and to send por- 
tions, and to make great mirth, be- 
cause they had understood the words 
that were declared unto them, 

13 If And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the 
fathers of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the scnbe, 
even to understand the words of the 
few. 

14 And they found written in the law 
which the Lord had commanded by 
Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the feast of 
the seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in 
Jerusalem, saying, Go forth unto the 
mount, and fetch olive branches, and 
pine branches, and myrtle branches. 
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and palm brandies, and branches of 
thick trees, to make booths, as it is 
written. ^ ^ 

16 % So the people went forth, and 
brought them^ and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of 
bis house, and in their courts, and in 
the courts of the house of God, and m 
the street of the water gate, and in 
the street of the gate of E-phra-im. 

17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made booths, and sat under the 
booths : for since the days of Jesh-u-a 
the son of Nun unto that day had not 
the children of Israel done so. And 
there was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they kept 
the feast seven days; and on the 
eighth day was a solemn assembly, 
according unto the manner. 


422 CHAPTER 9 

N OW in the twenty and fourth day 
of this month the children of 
Israel were assembled with fasting, 
and with sackclothes, and earth upon 
them. 

2 And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed their sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place, 
and read in the book of the law of the 
Lord their God one fourth part of the 
day; and another fourth part they 
confessed, and worshipped the Lord 
their God. 

4 1 Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Levites, Jesh-u-a, and Ba-ni, 
Kad-mi-el, Sheb-a-ni-^, Bun-ni, 
Sher-e-bi-ah, Ba-ni, and Cbe-na-ni, 
and cried with a loud voice unto the 
Lord their God. 

S Then the Levites, Jesh-u-a, and 
Kadimi-el, Ba^ni, Hash-ab-niiah, 
Sher-e-bi-ah, H6-di-jah, Sheb-a-ni- 
ah, and Peth-a-hi-ah, said. Stand up 
and bless the Lord your God for 
ever and ever: and blessed be thy 
glorious name, which is exalted above 
all blessing and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art Lord alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven 
of heavens, with all their host, the 
earth, and all things that are therein, 
the seas, and all that is therein, and 
thou preservest them all; and the 
host of heaven worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Loro the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of IJr of the Ch^-d^s, 
and gavest him the name of Abraham ; 


8 And foundest his heart faithful be- 
fore thee, and madest a covenant with 
him to give the land of the Canaanites, 
the Hifctites, the Amorites, and tiie 
Pe-riz- 2 ites, and the Jeb-u-sites, and 
the Giriga-shites, to give iU I say^ to 
his seed, and hast performed thy 
words ; for thou art righteous : 

9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egsrpt, and heardest their 
cry by the Red sea ; 

10 And shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land ; for 
thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou get 
thee a name, as it is this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea be- 
fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar ; and in the 
night by a pillar of fire, to give them 
light in the way wherein they should 
go. 

13 Thou earnest down also upon 
mount Si-n^, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them nght 
judgments, and true laws, good 
statutes and commandments: 

14 And madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, by 
the hand of Moses thy servant ; 

15 And gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and brought- 
est forth water for them out of the 
rock for their thirst, and promisedst 
them that they should go in to 
possess the land which thou hadst 
sworn to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, 
and hearkened not to thy command- 
ments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that 
thou didst among them ; but hardened 
their necks, and in their rebellion ap- 
pointed a captain to return to their 
bondage : but thou art a God ready 
to pardon, gracious and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kindness, 
and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them 
a molten calf, and said. This is thy 
God that brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and had wrought great pro- 
vocations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness : 
the pillar of the doud departed not 
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from them by day, to lead them in the 
way; neither the pillar of fire by 
night, to shew them light, and the 
way wherein they should go, 

20 Thou gayest also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest 
not thy man-na from their mouth, 
and gayest them water for their 
thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sus- 

tain them in the wilderness, so that 
they lacked nothing; their clothes 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled 
not. , 

22 Moreover thou gayest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide 
them into corners: so they possessed 
the land of Si-hon, and the land of the 
king of Hesh-bon, and the land of 
Og king of Ba-shan. 

23 Their children also multipHedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con- 
cerning which thou hadst promised 
to their fathers, that they should go m 
to possess it 

24 So the children went in and pos- 
sessed the land, and thou subduedst 
before them the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, and gayest them 
into their hands, with their kings, 
and the people of the land, that they 
might do with them as they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, and 
a fat land, and possessed houses 
full of all goods, wells digged, vine- 
yards, and ohyeyards, and fruit trees 
in abimdance: so they did eat, and 
were filled, and became fat, and 
delighted themselves in thy great 
goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were dis- 
obedient, and rebelled against thee, 
and cast thy law behind their backs, 
and slew thy prophets which testified 
against them to turn them to thee, 
and they wrought great provocations. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them : and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried tmto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven ; and 
according to thy manifold mercies 
thou gayest them saviours, who saved 
them out of the hand of their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they did 
evil again before thee: therefore 
leftest thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the domin- 
ion over them: yet when they re- 
turned, and cried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven; and 
many times didst thou deliver them 
according to thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them. 


that thou mightest bring them again 
unto thy law : yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy com- 
mandments, but siimed against thy 
judgments, (which if a man do, he 
shall live in them;) and withdrew 
the shoulder, and hardened their 
neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou for- 
bear them, and testifiedst against 
them by thy spirit in thy prophets; 
yet would they not give ear : therefore 
gavest thou them into the hand of the 
people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mer- 
cies’ sake thou didst not utterly con- 
sume them, nor forsake them; for 
thou art a gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who keepest covenant and 
mercy, let not all the trouble seem 
little before thee, that hath come 
upon us, on om: kings, on our princes, 
and on our priests, and on our pro- 
phets, and on otur fathers, and on all 
thy people, since the time of the 
kings of Assyria unto this day. 

33 Howbeit thou art just in all that is 
brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly: 

34 Neither have our kings, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fathers, 
kept thy law, nor hearkened unto thy 
commandments and thy testimonies, 
wherewith thou didst testf^ against 
them. 

35 For they have not served thee 
in their kingdom, and in thy great 
goodness that thou gavest them, and 
in the large and fat land which thou 
gavest before them, neither turned 
they from their wicked works. 

36 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest imto 
our fathers to eat the fruit thereof 
and the good thereof, behold, we are 
servants in it: 

37 And it yieldeth much mcrease 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins : also they 
have dominion over our bodies, and 
over our cattle, at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenantt and write it; and our 
princes, Levites, and priests, seal 
unto it

29 They clave to their brethren, their 
nobles, and entered into a curse, and 
into an oath, to walk in God’s law, 
which was given by Moses the 
servant of God, and to observe and 
do all the commandments of the 
Lord our Lord, and his judgments 
and his statutes; 

30 And that we would not give our 
dau^ters tmto the people of the 
land, nor take their daughters for our 
sons: 

31 And if the people of the land 
bring ware or any victuals on the sab- 
bath day to sell, that we would not buy 
it of them on the sabbath, or on the 
holy day; and that we would leave 
the seventh year, and the exaction of 
every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly with the 
third part of a shekel for the service 
of the house of our God ; 

33 For the shewbread, and for the 
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continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy things, and for 
the sin offerings to make an atone- 
ment for Israel, and for all the work 
of the house of om: God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring it into 
the house of our God, after the houses 
of our fathers, at times appointed 
year by year, to bum upon the adtar 
of the Lord our God, as it is written 
in the law: 

35 And to bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit 
of all trees, year by year, unto the 
house of the Lord ; 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, 
and of our cattle, as it is written 
in the law, and the firstlings of 
our herds and of our flocks, to bring 
to the house of our God, unto the 
priests that minister in the house of 
our God: 

37 And that we should bring the 
firstfruits of our dough, and our offer- 
ings, and the fruit of all manner of 
trees, of wine and of oil. unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Levites, that the 
same Levites might have the tithes 
in all the cities of our tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Levites take tithes: and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house. 

39 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Leyi shall bring the offer- 
ing of the com, of the new wine, and 
the oil, unto the chambers, where are 
the vessels of the sanctuary, and the 
priests that minister, and the porters, 
and the singers: and we will not 
forsake the house of our God. 

424 CHAPTER 11 
AND the rulers of the people dwelt 
XX at Jerasalem: the rest of the 
people also cast lots, to bring one of 
ten to dwell in Jerusalem the holy 
city, and nine parts to dwell in other 
cities.

O N that day they read in the book 
of Moses in me audience of the 
people ; and therein was found writ- 
ten, that the Ammonite and the 
Moabite should not come into the 
congregation of God for ever; 

2 Because they met not the children 
of Israel with bread and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, that 
he should curse them: howbeit our 


God turned the curse into a bless- 
ing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they separ- 
ated from Israel all the mixed 
multitude. 

4 H And before this, JB-li-ash-ib the 
priest, having the oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, 
was allied unto T6-bi-ah : 

5 And he had prepared for him a 
great chamber, where aforetime they 
laid the meat offerings, the frankin- 
cense, and the vessels, and the tithes 
of the com, the new wine, and the oil, 
which was commanded to he given 
to the Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters ; and the offerings of the 
priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at 
Jerusalem : for in the two and thirti- 
eth year of Ar-td-xerx^s king of 
Babylon came I unto the king, and 
after certain days obtained I leave 
of the king ; 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and 
understood of the evil that 1-li-ash-ib 
did for T5-bi-^, in preparing him a 
chamber in the courts of the house of 
God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff of 
T6-bi-dh out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought 1 again the vessels of the 
house of God, with the meat offering 
and the frankincense. 

10 H And I perceived that the por- 
tions of the Levites had not been 
given them: for the Levites and the 
singers, that did the work, were fled 
every one to his field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulers, 
and said. Why is the house of God 
forsaken? And I gathered them to- 
gether, and set them in their place, 

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe 
of the com and the new wine and the 
oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shel-e-mi-ah the priest, 
and Za^6k the scribe, and of the Le- 
vites, Pe-dai-ah: and next to them 
was Ha-nan the son of Zac-cur, the 
son of Mat-ta-ni-ah : for they were 
counted faithful, and their ofiS^ce was 
to distribute unto their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, con- 
cerning this, and wipe not out my 
good deeds that 1 have done for the 
house of my God, and for the offices 
thereof. 

15 K In those days saw 1 in Judah 
some treading wine presses on the 
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sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and 
lading asses; as also wine, grapes, 
and figs, and all manner o/ burdens, 
which they brought into Jerusalem 
on the sabbath day: and I testified 
against them in the day wherein they 
sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also 

therein, which brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the sab- 
bath unto the children of Judah, and 
in Jerusalem. 

17 Then I contended with the nobles 
of Judah, and said unto them. What 
evil thing is this that ye do, and pro- 
fane the sabbath day? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not our God bring all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring 
more wrath upon Israel by profaning 
&e sabbath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to 
be dark before the sabbath, I com- 
manded that the gates should be shut, 
and charged that they should not be 
opened tiU after the sabbath: and 
some of my servants set I at the 
gates, that there should no burden be 
brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of 
all kind of ware lodged without Jeru- 
salem once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, 
and said imto them. Why lodge ye 
about the wall? if ye do so again, I 
will lay hands on you. From that 
time forth came they no more on 
the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites 
that they should cleanse themselves, 
and that they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanctify the sabbath 
day. Remember me, O my God, 
concerning this also, and spare me 


The violation of the sabbath 

according to the greatness of thy 
mercy. 

23 H In those days also saw I Jews 
fhflf had mamed wives of Ash-dod, 
of Ammon, and of Moab : 

24 And their children spake half in 
the speech of Ash-dod, and could 
not speak in the Jews* language, but 
according to the language of each 
people. 

25 And I contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked off their hair, and 
made them swear by God, saying^ 
Ye shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things? yet among many 
nations was there no king like him, 
who was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel : never- 
theless even him did outlandish 
women cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange 
wives? 

28 And one of the sons of J6i-a-da, 
Ihe son of ©-li-asb-ib the high priest, 
was son in law to San-bal-lat the 
Hdr'on-ite: therefore I chased him 
from me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, 
because they have defiled tiie 
priesthood, and the covenant of the 
priesthood, and of the Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards 
of the priests and the Levites, every 
one in his business ; 

31 And for the wood offering, at 
times appointed, and for the first- 
fruits. Remember me, O my God, for 
good. 


THE 

BOOK OF ESTHER 


427 CHAPTER 1 

N OW it came to pass in the days of 
A-has-u-e-riis, (this is A-hAs-u- 
e^riis which reigned, from India even 
unto E-thi-o-pi-a, over an hundred 
and seven and twenty provinces :) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
A-has-u-e^rus sat on the throne of 
his kingdom, which was in Shu-sh^ 
the palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes and 
his servants; the power of Persia 


and Me-di-a, the nobles and princes 
of the provinces, being before 
him: 

4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty many days, even 
an hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were ex- 
pired, the king made a feast unto ah 
the people that were present in 
Shu-shan the palace, both unto great 
and smah, seven days, in the coturt of 
the garden of the king’s palace ; 
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6 Where were white, green, and 
blue, hangings, fastened with cords 
of fine linen and purple to silver rings 
and pillars of marble : the beds were 
of gold and silver, upon a pavement 
of red, and blue, and white, and 
black, marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in ves- 
sels of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine in 
abundance, according to the state of 
Sieking. ^ . . 

8 And the dnnking was according to 
the law; none did compel: for so the 
king had appointed to all the officers 
of his house, that they should do 
according to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vash-ti the queen made a 
feast for the women in the royal house 
which belonged to king A-has-u-e-rus. 

10 If On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with wine, 
he commanded Me-hu-man, Biz'tha, 
Har-bo^na, Big^tha, and A-bag^tha, 
Ze-thar, and Car-cas, the seven 
chamberlains that served in the 
presence of A-has-u-e-rus the king, 

11 To bring Vash-ti the queen be- 
fore the king with the crown royal, 
to shew the people and the princes 
her beauty : for she was fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vash-ti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment by 
his chamberlains : therefore was the 
king very wroth, and his anger burned 
in him. 

13 If Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so 
was the king’s maxmer toward all that 
knew law and judgment: 

14 And the next unto him was Car- 
she^na, She-thar, Ad-ma-tha, Tar- 
shish, Me-res, Mm:-se-na, and Me- 
mu-can, the seven princes of Persia 
and Me-di-a, which saw the king’s 
face, and which sat the first in the 
kingdom;) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vash-ti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the command- 
ment of the king A-has-u-e-rus by the 
chamberlains? 

16 And Me-mu-can answered before 
the king and the princes, Vash-ti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the 
king only, but also to all the princes, 
and to all the people that are in all the 
provinces of die king A-has-u-e-rus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be reported. 
The king A-has-u-e-riis commanded 
Vash-ti the queen to be brought m 
before him, but she came not. 


18 Likewise shall the ladies of Per- 
sia and Me-di-a say this day unto all 
the king’s princes, which have heard 
of the deed of the queen. Thus shall 
there arise too much contempt and 
wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there go 
a royal commandment from him, and 
let it be written among the laws of 
the Persians and the Medes, that it 
be not altered, That Vash-ti come no 
more before king A-has-u-e-riis; and 
let the king give her royal estate unto 
another that is better man she. 

20 And when the king’s decree which 
he shall make shall be published 
throughout all his empire, (for it is 
great,) all the wives shall give to their 
husbands honour, both to great and 
small. 

21 And the sa 3 dng pleased the king 
and the princes ; and the king did ac- 
cording to the word of Me-mu-can: 

22 For he sent letters into all the 
king’s provinces, into every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
to every people after their language, 
that every man should bear rule in 
his own house, and that it should be 
published according to the language 
of every people.

5 And when Ha-rnSn saw that Mor- 
de-ca-i bowed not, nor did him re- 
verence, then was Ha-man full of 
wrath. 

6 And he thought scorn to lay hands 
on M6r-de-ca-i alone; for they had 
shewed him the people of Mor-de- 
ca-i: wherefore Ha-man sought to 
destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of 
A-has-u-eMs, even the people of 
M6r-de-ca-i. ^ 

7 U In the first month, that is, the 
month Ni-san, in the twelfth year of 
king A-has-u-e-rus, they cast Pur, 
that is, the lot, before Ha-m^ &om 
day to day, and from month to month, 
to the twelfth month, that is, the 
month A-dar. 

8 If And Ha - man said unto king A- 
has-u-eMs, There is a certain peo- 
ple scattered abroad and dispersed 
among the people in all the provinces 
of thy kingdom; and their laws are 
diverse from all people ; neither keep 
they the king’s laws ; therefore it is 
not for the king’s profit to suffer 
them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be writ- 
ten that they may be destroyed : and 
I will pay ten thousand talents of sil- 
ver to the hands of those that have 
the charge of the business, to bring 
if into the king’s treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it unto Ha-man 
the son of Ham-me-da-tha the Ag^a- 
mte, the Jews’ enemy.

to the writing thereof, and to every 
people after their language; in the 
xiame of king A-has-u-e-riis was it 
written, and sealed with the king’s 
ring. 

13 And the letters were sent by 
posts into all the king’s provinces, to 
destroy, to kill, and to cause to perish, 
all Jews, both young and old, little 
children and women, in one day, 
even upon the thirteenth day of the 
twelfth month, which is the month 
A-dar, and to take the spoil of them 
for a prey, 

14 The copy of the writing for a 
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commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo- 
ple, that they should be ready against 
that day. 

15 The posts went out, being hasten- 
M by the king’s commandment, and 
the decree was given in Shu-shan the 
palace. And the king and Ha-man 
sat^ down to drink; but the city 
Shu-shan was perplexed.

CHAPTER 4 


THEN M6r-de-ca-i perceived all

5 Then call^ Esther for Ha-tach» 
one of the king’s chamberlains, whom 
he had appointed to attend upon her, 
and gave him a commandment to 
M6r-d^-ca-i, to know what it was, and 
why it was, 

6 So Ha-tach went forth to M6r-de- 
ca^i imto the street of the city, which 
was before the king’s gate. 

7 And M6r-de-ca-i told him of all 

that had happened unto him, and of 
the sum of the money that Ha-man 
had promised to pay to the king’s 
treasuries for the Jews, to destroy 
them. ^ ^ 

8 Also he gave him the copy of the 


unto Es^er, and to declare it unto 
her, and to charge her that she should 
go in unto the king, to make supplica- 
tion unto him, and to make regiuest 
before him for her people. 

9 And Ha-tach came and told Esther 
the words of M6r-dS-ca-i. ^ ^

11 All the king’s servants, and the 
ople of the king’s provinces, do 
ow, that whosoever, whether man

there is one law of his to put him to 
death, except such to whom the king 
shah hold out the golden sceptre, that 
he may live: hut I have not been 
called to come in unto the king these 
thirty days. 

12 And they told to M6r-de-ca-i 
Esther’s words. 

13 Then M6r-de-ca-i commanded 
to answer Esther, Think not with 
thyself that thou shalt escape in the 
king’s house, more than aU the 
Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether boldest thy 
peace at this time, then shall there 
enlargement and deliverance arise 
to the Jews from another place; but 
thou and thy father’s house shall be 
destroyed : and who knoweth whether 
thou art come to, the kingdom for 
such a time as this? 

15 11 Then Esther bade them return 
M6r-de-ca-i this answer, 

16 Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shu-shlm, and 
fast ye for me, and neither eat nor 
drink three days, night or day ; 1 also 
and my maidens will fast likewise; 
and so will I go in unto the king 
which is not according to the law ; and 
if I perish, I perish. 

17 So M6r-de-ca-i went his way, 
and did according to all that Esther 
had commanded him. 

431 CHAPTER 5 

TVT OW it came to pass on the third 
1>I day, that Esther put on her royal 
apparel, and stood in the ixmer court 
of the king’s house, over against the 
king’s house : and the king sat upon 
his royal throne in the royal house, 
over against the gate of the house. 

2 And it was so, when the king saw 
Esther the queen standing in the 
court, that she obtained favour in his 
sight: and the king held out to 
Esther the golden sceptre that was in 
his hand. So Esther drew near, and 
touched the top of the sceptre. 

3 Then said the king imto her. What 
wilt thou, queen Esther? and what is 
thy request? it shall be even given 
thee to the half of the kingdom. 

4 And Esther answered. If it seem 
good unto the king, let the king and 
Ha'man come this day unto the ban- 
quet that I have prepared for him. 

5 Then the king said. Cause Ha-man 
to make haste, that he may do as 
Esther hath said. So the king and Ha- 
mSn came to the banquet that Esther 
had prepared. 


6 JI And the kmg said unto Esther 
at the banquet of wine, What is thy 
petition? and it shall be granted thee • 
and what is thy request? even to the 
half of the kingdom it shall be per- 
formed. 

7 Then answered Esther, and said, 
My petition and my request is ; 

8 If I have found favour in the sight 
of the king, and if it please the kin g to 
grant my petition, and to perform my 
request, let the king and Ha-m^ 
come to the banquet that I shall pre- 
pare for them, and I will do to morrow 
as the king hath said. 

9 If Then went Ha-m^n forth that 
day joyful and with a glad heart : but 
when Ha-man saw M6r-de-ca'i in the 
king’s gate, that he stood not up, nor 
moved for him, he was full of indigna- 
tion against M6r-de-ca-i. 

10 Nevertheless Ha^ian refrained 
himself : and when he came home, he 
sent and called for bis friends, and 
Zefresh his wife. 

11 And Ha-man told them of the 
glory of his riches, and the multitude 
of his children, and all the things 
wherein the king had promoted him, 
and how he had advanced him above 
the princes and servants of the 
king. 

12 Ha-man said moreover. Yea, 
Esther the queen did let no man come 
in with the king unto the banquet that 
she had prepared but myself; and to 
morrow am I invited unto her also 
with the king. 

i 13 Yet all this availeth me nothing, 
so long as I see M6r-de-ca-i the Jew 
sitting at the king’s gate. 

14 If Then said Zefresh his wife and 
all his friends unto him. Let a gal- 
lows be made of fifty cubits high, and 
to morrow speak thou unto the king 
that M6r-de-ca-i may be hanged 
thereon : then go thou in merrfly with 
the king imto the banquet. And file 
thing pleased Ha-man ; and he caused 
the gallows to be made. 

432 CHAPTER 6 

O N that night could not the king 
sleep, and he commanded to 
bring the book of records of file 
chronicles ; and they were read before 
the king. 

2 And it was found written, that 
M6r-de-ca-i had told of Big-tha%a 
and Tefresh, two of the king’s cham- 
berlains, the keepers of the door, 
who sought to lay hand on file long 
A-has-u-e-rus. 

3 And the king said. What honour 
and dignity hath been done to

5 And the king’s servants said unto 
him, Behold, Ha-m^ standeth in the 
court.. And the king said. Let him 
come in. 

6 So Ha-man came m. And the king 
said unto him. What shall be done 
imto the man whom the king de- 
lighteth to honour? Now Ha-man 
thought in his heart. To whom would 
the king delight to do honour more 
than to myself? 

7 And Ha-man answered the king. 
For the man whom the king de- 
iighteth to honour, 

8 Let the royal apparel be brought 
which the king useth to wear, and 
the horse that the king rideth upon, 
and the crown royal which is set upon 
his head: 

9 And let this apparel and horse be 
delivered to the hand of one of the 
king’s most noble princes, that they 
may array the man withal whom 
the king dehghteth to honour, and 
bring him on horseback through the 
street of the city, and proclaim be- 
fore him. Thus shall it be done to 
the man whom the king deli^teth 
to honour. 

10 Then the king said to Ha-mlm, 
Make haste, and take the apparel 
and the horse, as thou hast said, and 
do even so to Mor-de-ca-i the Jew, 
that sitteth at the king’s gate: let 
nothing fail of all that thou hast 
spoken. 

11 Then took Ha-man the apparel 
and the horse, and arrayed Mor-de- 
ca-i, and brought him on horseback 
through the street of the city, and 
proclaimed before him. Thus shall it 
be done unto the man whom the king 
dehghteth to honotur. 

12 II And Mor-de-ca-i came again to 
the king’s gate. But Ha-man hasted 
to his house mourning, and having 
his head covered. 

13 And Ha-man told Ze-resh his wife 
and aU his friends every thing that 
had befallen him. Then said his wise 
men and Ze-resh his wife unto him. 
If Mor-de-ca-i he of the seed of the 
Jews, before whom thou hast begun 
to fall, thou shalt not prevail against 
him, but shalt surely fall before him. 

14 And while they were yet talking 


with him, came the king’s chamber- 
lains, and hasted to bring Ha-m^ 
unto the banquet that Esther had 
prepared. 

433 CHAPTER 7 

S O the king and Ha-man came to 
banquet with Esther the queen. 
2 And the king said again unto Esther 
on the second day at the banquet of 
wine, What is thy petition, queen 
Esther? and it shall be granted thee: 
and what is thy request? and it shall 
be performed, even to the half of the 
kingdom. 

3 Then Esther the queen answered 
and said. If I have fotmd favour in 
thy sight, O king, and if it please 
the king, let my life be given me at 
my petition, and my people at my 
request: 

4 For we are sold, I and my people, 
to be destroyed, to be slain, and to 
perish. But if we had been sold for 
bondmen and bondwomen, I had 
held my tongue, although the enemy 
could not coxmtervail the king’s 
damage. 

5 If Then the king A-has-u-^rhs 
answered and said mito Esther the 
queen, Who is he, and where is he, 
that durst presume in his heart to do 
so? 

6 And Esther said, The adversary 
and enemy is this wicked Ha-man. 
Then Ha-m^ was afraid before the 
king and the queen. 

7 If And the king arising from the 
banquet of wine in his wrath went 
into the palace garden : and Ha-mm 
stood up to make request for his life 
to Esther the queen; for he saw that 
there was evil determined against 
him by the king. 

8 Then the king returned out of the 
palace garden into the place of the 
banquet of wine; and Ha-m^ was 
fallen upon the bed whereon Esther 
was. Then said the king. Will he force 
the queen also before me in the 
house? As the word went out of the 
king’s mouth, they covered Ha-man’s 
face. 

9 And Har-bo-nah, one of the cham- 
berlains, said before the king. Behold 
also, the gallows fifty cubits hi^ 
which Ha-man had made for Mor-de- 
ca-i, who had spoken good for the 
king, standeth in the house of Ha- 
m^. Then the king said, Hang him 
thereon. 

10 So they hanged Ha-man on the 
gallows that he had prepared for 
Mor-de-ca-i. Then was tiie king’s 
wrath pacified. 
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434 CHAPTER 8 

O N that day did the king A-has-u-^ 
riis give the house of Htoiau the 
Jews’ enemy unto Esther the queen. 
And M6r-de-ca-i came before the 
king; for Esiher had told what he 
was unto her. 

2 And the king took off his ring, 
which he had taken from Harman, and 
gave it unto Mor-de-ca-i. And Esther 
set Mor-de-ca-i over the house of 
Ha-man. 

3 H And Esther spake yet again be- 
fore the king, and fell down at his 
feet, and besought him with tears to 
put away the mischief of Ha-man the 
Ag-a-gite, and his device that he had 
devised against the Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the golden 
sceptre toward Esther. So Esther

5 And said, If it please the king, and 
if I have found favour in his sight, and 
the thing seem right before the king, 
and I he pleasing in his eyes, let it be 
written to reverse the letters devised 
by Ha-man the son of Ham-me-da- 
tha the Ag-a-gite, which he wrote to 
destroy the Jews which are in aU the 
ktog’s provinces; 

6 For how can I endure to see the 
evil that shall come unto my people? 
or how can I endure to see the de- 
struction of my kindred? 

7 II Then the king A-has-u-eWs said 
unto Esther the queen and to Mor-de- 
ca-i the Jew, Behold, I have given 
Esther the house of Ha-m^, and him 
they have hanged upon the gallows, 
because he laid his hand upon the 
Jews. 

8 Write ye also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king’s name, and 
seal it wim the king’s ring: for the 
writing which is written in the king’s 
name, and sealed with the king’s 
ring, may no man reverse. 

9 Then were the king’s scribes call- 
ed at that time in the third month, 
that is, the month Si-van, on the three 
and twentieth day thereof ; and it was 
written according to all that Mor-de- 
ca-i commanded tmto the Jews, and 
to the lieutenants, and the deputies 
and rulers of the provinces which are 
from India unto E-thi-6-pi-a, an 
hundred twenty and seven provinces, 
unto every province according to the 
writing thereof, and unto every peo- 
ple after their language, and to the 
Jews according to their writing, and 
according to their language. 

10 And he wrote in the king A-has- 
u-e^rds’ name, and sealed it with the 
king’s ring, and sent letters by posts

on horseback, and riders on mules* 
camels, and young dromedaries: 

11 Wherein the king granted the 
Jews which were in every city to 
gather themselves together, and to 
stand for their life, to destroy, to slay, 
and to cause to perish, all the power 
of the people and province that would 
assault them, both little ones and 
women, and to take the spoil of 
them for a prey, 

12 Upon one day in all the provinces 
of kmg A-has-u-eWs, namely, upon 
the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month A-dar. 

13 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo- 
ple, and that the Jews should be 
ready against that day to avenge 
themselves on their enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king’s com- 
mandment. And the decree was given 
at Shu-shan the palace. 

15 If And Mor-de-ca-i went out from 
the presence of the king in royal ap- 
parel of blue and white, and with a 
great crown of gold, and with a gar- 
ment of fine linen and purple: and 
the city of Shfi^han rejoiced and 
was glad. 

16 The Jews had light, and glad- 
ness, and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and in 
every city, whithersoever the king’s 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, a 
feast and a good day. And many of 
the people of the land became Jews; 
for the fear of the Jews fell upon 
them. 

435 CHAPTER 9 

N OW in the twelfth month, that 
is, the month A-dar, on the 
thirteenth day of the same, when the 
kiag’s commandment and his decree 
drew near to be put in execution, in 
the day that the enemies of the Jews 
hoped to have power over them, 
(though it was turned to the contrary, 
that the Jews had rule over them 
that hated them;) 

2 The Jews gathered themselves 
together in their cities throughout 
all the provinces of the king A-has-u- 
e-rfis, to lay hand on such as sought 
their hurt: and no man could with- 
stand them; for the fear of them fell 
upon all people. 

3 And ^ the rulers of the provinces, 
and the lieutenants, and the deputies, 
and officers of the king, helped the 
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Jews ; because the fear of Mdr-de-ca-i i 
fell upon them. 

4 For M6r-de-ca-i was great in the 
king’s house, and his fame went out 
throughout all the provinces : for this 
man M6r-de-ca-i waxed greater and 
greater. 

5 Thus the Jews smote all their ene- 
mies with the stroke of the sword, and 
slaughter, and destruction, and did 
what they would unto those that 
hated them. 

6 And in Shu-shan the palace the 
Jews slew and destroyed five hundred 
men. 

7 And Par-shan-da4ha, and DMi 
phon, and As-pa-tha, 

8 And P6r-a-tha, and A-da-h-a, and 
Ar-i-da-tM, 

9 And Par-mash-ta, and Ar-i-s^, and 
Ar-i-d£i, and Va-jez-a-tha, 

10 The ten sons of Ha-man the son 
of Hto-me-da-tha, the enemy of the 
Jews, slew they; but on the spoil 
laid they not their hand. 

11 On that day the number of those 
that were slain in Shu-shSn the 
palace was brought before the king, 

12 t And the king said unto Esther 
the queen. The Jews have slain and 
destroyed five hundred men in Shfi- 
sh^ the palace, and the ten sons of 
Ha-man ; what have they done in the 
rest of the king’s provinces? now 
what is thy petition? and it shall be 
granted thee : or what is thy request 
further? and it shall be done. 

13 Then said Esther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews 
which are in Shu-sh^ to do to mor- 
row also according tmto this day’s 
decree, and let Ha-man’s ten sons 
be hanged upon the gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so to 
be done ; and the decree was given at 
Shu-shan ; and they hanged Ha-man’s 
ten sons. 

15 For the Jews that were in Shfi- 
sh^ gathered themselves together 
on the fourteenth day also of the 
month A-dar, and slew three hundred 
men at Shu-shan ; but on the prey they 
laid not their hand. 

16 But the other Jews that were in 
the king’s provinces gathered them- 
selves together, and stood for their 
lives, and had rest from their ene- 
mies, and slew of their foes seventy 
and five thousand, but they laid not 
their hands on the prey, 

17 On the thirteenm day of the 
month A-dar; and on the fourteenth 
day of the same rested they, and 
made it a day of feasting and gladness. 

18 But the Jews that were at Shfi- 


sh^ assembled together on the thir- 
teenth day thereof, and on the four- 
teenth thereof; and on the fifteenth 
day of the same they rested, and 
made it a day of feasting and gladness. 

19 Therefore the Jews of the villages, 
that dwelt in the unwalled towns, 
made the fourteenth day of the month 
A-dar a day of gladness and feasting, 
and a good day, and of sending por- 
tions one to another. 

20 ^ And M6r-de-ca-i wrote these 
things, and sent letters unto all the 
Jews mat were in all the provinces of 
the king A-has-u-eMs, both nigh and 
far, 

21 To stablish this among them, that 
they should keep the fourteenth day 
of the month A-dar, and the fifteenth 
day of the same, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day : that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
and of sending portions one to an- 
other, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews tmdertook to do as 
they had begun, and as M6r-de-ca-i 
had written unto them; 

24 Because Ha-man the son of Ham- 
mS-da-tha, the Ag^a-gite, the enemy 
of all the Jews, had devised against 
the Jews to destroy them, and had 
cast Pur, that is, the lot, to consume 
them, and to destroy them; 

25 But when Esther came before 
the king, he commanded by letters 
that his wicked device, which he de- 
vised against the Jews, should re- 
turn upon his own head, and that he 
and his sons should be hanged on the 
gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called these days 
Pu-rim after the name of Pur. 
Therefore for all the words of this 
letter, and of that which they had seen 
concerning this matter, and which had 
come unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon 
all such as joined themselves unto 
them, so as it should not fail, that they 
would keep these two days accord- 
ing to their writing, and according to 
their appointed time every year; 

28 And that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro- 
vince, and every city ; and that these 
days of Pu-rim should not fail from 
among the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them perish from their seed.

19 How long wilt thou not depart 
from me, nor let me alone till I swal- 
low down my spittle? 

20 I have sinned; what shall I do 
unto thee, O thou preserver of men?

against thee, so that I am a burden 
to myself? 

21 And why dost thou not pardon my 
transgression, and take away mine 
iniquity? for now shall I sleep in the 
dust ; and Ihou shalt seek me in the 
morning, but I shall not be.

14 For God speaketh once, yea 
twice, yet man perceiveth it not. 

15 In a dream, in a vision of the 


mght, when deep sleep falleth upon 
men, in slumberings upon the bed ; 

16 Then he openeth the ears of men, 
and sealeth their instruction, 

17 That he may withdraw man from 
his purpose, and hide pride from 
man. 

18 He keepeth back his soul from the 
pit, and his life from perishing by the 
sword.

24 Then he is gracious unto him, 
and saith. Deliver him from going 
down to the pit: I have found a 
ransom. 

25 His flesh shall be fresher than 
a child’s : he shall return to the days 
of his youth: 

26 He shall pray unto God, and he 
will be favourable unto him : and he 
shall see his face with joy : for he will 
render unto man his righteousness. 

27 He looketh upon men, and if 
any say, I have sinned, and perverted 
that which was right, and it profited 
me not; 

28 He will deliver his soul from 
going into the pit, and his life shall see 
Qie Hght. 

29 Lo, all these things worketh God 
oftentimes with man, 

30 To bring back his soul from the 
pit, to be enlightened with the light 
of the living. 

31 Mark well, O Job, hearken unto 
me : hold thy peace, and I will 

32 If thou hast any thing to say, 
answer me: speak, for I desire to 
justihr thee. ^ 

33 If not, hearken unto me: hold 
thy peace, and I shall teach thee 
wisdom. 

470 CHAPTER 34 

F urthermore s-ii^hu answer- 
ed and said, 

2 Hear my words, O ye wise men; 
and give ear unto me, ye that have 
knowledge. 
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3 For the ear trieth words, as the 
mouth tasteth meat. 

4 Let us choose to us judgment : let 
us know among ourselves what is 
good. 

5 For Job hath said, I am righteous : 
and God hath taken away my judg- 
ment. 

6 Should I lie against my right? my 
wound is incurable without trans- 
gression.

9 For he hath said, It profiteth a 
man nothing that he should delight 
himself with God. 

10 Therefore hearken unto me, ye 
men of understanding: far be it 
from God, that he should do wicked- 
ness; and from the Almighty, that he 
should commit iniquity. 

11 For the work of a man shall he 
render unto him, and cause every 
man to find according to his ways. 

12 Yea, surely God will not do wick- 
edly, neither the Almighty pervert 
judgment. 

13 Who hath given him a charge 
over the earth? or who hath disposed 
the whole world? 

14 If he set his heart upon man, if 
he gather imto himself his spirit and 
his breath; 

15 All fiesh shall perish together, 
and man shall turn again unto dust, i 

16 If now thou hast understanding, I 
hear this : hearken to the voice of my 
words. 

17 Shall even he that hateth right 
govern ? and wilt thou condemn Mm 
that is most just? 

18 Is it fit to say to a king. Thou art 
wicked? and to princes. Ye are un- 
godly? 

19 How much less to him that ac- 
cepteth not the persons of princes, 
nor regardeth the rich more than the 
poor? for they all are the work of his 

20 In a moment shall they die, and 
the people shall be troubled at mid- 
lu^t, and pass away: and the 
naighty shall be taken away without 
hand. 

21 For Ms eyes are upon the ways of 
man, and he seeth all his goings. 

22 There is no darkness, nor shadow 
of death, where the workers of ini- 
quity may hide themselves. 

23 For he will not lay upon man 
more than right; that he should enter 
into judgment with God. 


God cannot be unjust 

24 He shall break in pieces mighty 
men without number, and set others 
in their stead. 

25 Therefore he knoweth their 
works, and he overturneth them in the 
night, so that they are destroyed. 

26 He striketh them as wicked men 
in the open sight of others ; 

27 Because they turned back from 
Mm, and would not consider any of 
Ms ways : 

28 So that they cause the cry of the 
poor to come unto Mm, and he hear- 
eth the cry of the afiiicted. 

29 When he giveth quietness, who 
then can make trouble? and when he 
hideth his face, who then can behold 
Mm? whether it be done against a 
nation, or against a man only : 

30 That the hypocrite reign not, 
lest the people be ensnared. 

31 Surely it is meet to be said unto 
God, I have borne chastisements I will 
not offend any more: 

32 That which I see not teach thou 
me : if I have done iniquity, I will do 
no more. 

33 Should it be according to thy 
mind? he will recompense it, whether 
thou refuse, or wbemer thou choose; 
and not I : therefore speak what diou 
knowest. 

34 Let men of understanding tell 
me, and let a wise man hearken unto 
I me, 

35 Job hath spoken without know- 
ledge, and Ms words were without 
wisdom. 

36 My desire is that Job may be 
tried unto the end because of his 
answers for wicked men. 

37 For he addeth rebellion unto Ms 
sin, he clappeth his hands among us, 
and multiplieth Ms words against 
God.

9 By reason of the multitude of 
oppressions they made the oppressed 
to cry : they cry out by reason of the 
arm of the mighty. 

10 But none saith, Where is God 
my maker, who giveth songs in the 
night; 

11 Who teacheth us more than the 
beasts of the earth, and maketh us 
wiser than the fowls of heaven? 

12 There they cry, but none giveth 
answer, because of the pride of evil 
men. 

13 Surely God will not hear vanity, 
neither will the Almighty regard it. 

14 Although thou sayest thou shalt 
not see him, yet judgment is before 
him; therefore trust thou in him. 

15 But now, because it is not so, he 
hath visited in his anger; yet he 
knoweth it not in great extremity: 

16 Therefore doth Job open his 
mouth in vain; he multiplieth words 
without knowledge. 

472 CHAPTER 36

table should he full of fatness. 

17 But Ihou hast fulfilled the judg- 
ment of the wicked : Judgment and 
justice take hold on thee, 

18 Because there is wrath, beware 
lest he take thee away with his stroke : 
then a great ransom cannot deliver 
thee. 

19 Will he esteem thy riches? no, 
not gold, nor all the forces of strength. 

20 Desire not the night, when people 
are cut off in their place. 

21 Take heed, regard not iniquity : 
for this hast thou chosen rather than 
affliction. 

22 Behold, God exalteth by his 
power : who teacheth like him? 

23 Who hath enjoined him his way? 

or who can say. Thou hast wrou^t 
iniquity? ^ , . 

24 Remember that thou magnify his 
work, which men behold. 

25 Every man may see it ; man may 
behold it afar off. 

26 Behold, God is great, and we 
know him not, neither can the num- 
ber of his years be searched out. 

27 For he maketh small the drops of 
water : they pour down rain according 
to the vapour thereof : 

28 Which the clouds do drop and 
distil upon man abundantly. 

29 Also can any understand the 
spreadings of the clouds, or the noise 
of his tabernacle? 

30 Behold, he spreadeth his light 
upon it, and covereth the bottom of 
the sea. 

31 For by them judgeth he the 
people ; he giveth meat in abundance. 

32 With clouds he covereth the 
light ; and commandeth it not to shine 
by the cloud that cometh betwixt.

17 How thy garments are warm, 
when he quieteth the earth by the 
south wind? 

18 Hast thou with him spread out 
the sky, which is strong, and as a 
molten looking glass? 

19 Teach us what we shall say unto 
him; for we caimot order our st>eech 
by reason of darkness. 

20 Shall it be told him that I speak? 
if a man speak, surely he shall be 
swallowed up. 

21 And now men see not the bright 
light which is in the clouds : but the 
wind passeth, and deanseth them. 

22 Fair weather cometh out of the 
north: with God is terrible majesty. 

23 Touching the Almighty, we can- 
not find him out : he is excellent in 
power, and in judgment, and in 
plenty of justice: he will not aflSict.

19 Where is the way where light 
dwelleth? and as for darkness, where 
is the place thereof, 

20 That thou shouldest take it to the 
bound thereof, and that thou should- 
est know the paths to the house 
thereof? 

21 Knowest thou it, because thou 
wast then bom? or because the num- 
ber of thy days is great? 

22 Hast thou entered into the 
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treasures of the snow? or hast thou 
seen the treasures of the hail, 

23 Which I have reserved against 
the time of trouble, against the day of 
battle and war? 

24 By what way is the light parted, 
which scattereth the east wind upon 
die earth? 

25 Who hath divided a watercourse 
for the overflowing of waters, or a 
way for the lightning of thunder ; 

26 To cause it to rain on the earth, 
where no man is; on the wilderness, 
wherein there is no man ; 

27 To satisfy the desolate and 
waste ground; and to cause the bud of 
the tender herb to spring forth? 

28 Hath the rain a father? or who 
hath begotten the drops of dew? 

29 Out of whose womb came the 
ice? and the hoary frost of heaven, 
who hath gendered it? 

30 The waters are hid as with a 
stone, and the face of the deep is 
frozen. 

31 Canst thou bind the sweet in- 
fluences of P16i-a-des, or loose the 
bands of O-ri-gn? 

32 Canst thou bring forth Mazz-a- 
roth in his season? or canst thou 
guide Arc-tu-rhs with his sons? 

33 Knowest thou the ordinances of 
heaven? canst thou set the dominion 
thereof in the earth? 

34 Canst thou lift up thy voice to the 
clouds, that abundance of waters 
may cover thee? 

35 Canst thou send lightnings, that 
they may go, and say unto thee. Here 
we are? 

36 Who hath put wisdom in the 
inward parts? or who hath given 
understanding to the heart? 

37 Who can number the clouds in 
wisdom? or who can stay the bottles 
of heaven, 

38 When the dust groweth into 
hardness, and the clods cleave fast 
together? 

39 Wilt thou hunt the prey for the 
Kon? or fill the appetite of the young 
lions, 

40 When they couch in their dens, 
and abide in the covert to lie in wait? 

41 Who provideth for the raven 
his food? when his young ones cry 
unto God, they wander for lack of 
meat. 

475 CHAPTER 39 
T^NOWEST thou the time when the 
Xv wild goats of the rock bring 
forth ? or canst thou mark when the 
hinds do calve? 

2 Canst thou number the months 


that they fulfil? or knowest thou the 
time when they bring forth? 

3 They bow themselves, they bring 
forth their young ones, they cast out 
their sorrows. 

4 Their young ones are in good 
liking, they grow up with com; they 
go forth, and return not unto them. 

5 Who hath sent out the wild ass 
free? or who hath loosed the bands of 
the wild ass? 

6 Whose house I have made the 
wilderness, and the barren land his 
dwellings. 

7 He scorneth the multitude of the 
city, neither regardeth he the crying 
of the driver. 

8 The range of the mountains is his 
pasture, and he searcheth after every 
green thing. 

9 Will the unicorn be willing to serve 
thee, or abide by thy crib? 

10 Canst thou bind the unicorn with 
his band in the furrow? or will he 
harrow the valleys after thee? 

11 Wilt thou trust him, because his 
strength is great? or wilt thou leave 
thy labour to him? 

12 Wilt thou believe him, that he will 
bring home thy seed, and gather it 
into thy bam? 

13 Gavest thou the goodly wings 
unto the peacocks? or wings and 
feathers unto the ostrich? 

14 Which leaveth her eggs in the 
earth, and warmeth them in dust, 

15 And forgetteth that the foot may 
crush them, or that the wild beast 
may break them. 

16 She is hardened against her 
young ones, as though they were not 
hers: her labour is in vain without 
fear; 

17 Because God hath deprived her 
of wisdom, neither hath he imparted 
to her imderstanding. 

18 What time she lifteth up herself 
on high, she scorneth the horse and 
his rider. 

19 Hast thou given the horse 
strength? hast thou clothed his neck 
with thunder? 

20 Canst thou make him afraid as a 
grasshopper? the glory of his nostrils 
is terrible. 

21 He paweth in the valley, and 
rejoiceth in his strength ; he goeth on 
to meet the armed men. 

22 He mocketh at fear, and is not 
afiri^hted; neither tumeth he back 
from the sword, 

23 The quiver rattleth against him, 
the glittering spear and the shield. 

24 He swalloweth the ground wi& 
fierceness and rage : neither believeth 
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he that it is the sound of the trum- 
pet. 

25 He saith among the trumpets, Ha, 

ha ; and he smelleth the battle af ^ off, 
the thunder of the captains, and the 
shouting. . , 

26 Doth the hawk fly by thy wisdom, 
and stretch her wings toward the 
south? 

27 Doth the eagle mount up at thy 
command, and make her nest on 
high? 

28 She dwelleth and abideth on the 

rock, upon the crag of the rock, and 
the strong place. ^ ^ , 

29 From thence she seeketh the 
prey, and her eyes behold afar 
ofl. 

30 Her young ones also suck up 
blood; and where the slain are, there 
is she. 


476 CHAPTER 40 

M oreover the lord answered 
Job, and said, 

2 Shall he that contendeth with the 
Ahnighty instruct him? he that re- 
proveth God, let him answer it. 

3 H Then Job answered the Lord, 
and said, 

4 Behold, I am vile; what shall I 
answer thee? I will lay mine hand 
upon my mouth. 

5 Once have I spoken ; but I will not 
answer : yea, twice ; but I will proceed 
no further. 

6 H Then answered the Lord unto 
Job out of the whirlwind, and 
said, 

7 Gird up thy loins now like a man ; 
I will demand of thee, and declare 
thou unto me. 

8 Wilt thou also disaimul my judg- 
ment? wilt thou condemn me, that 
thou mayest be righteous?

10 Deck thyself now with majesty 
and excellency ; and array thyself with 
glory and beauty. 

1 1 Cast abroad the rage of thy wrath : 
and behold every one that is proud, 
and abase him. 

12 Look on every one that is proud, 
and bring him low ; and tread down 
the wicked in their place. 

13 Hide them in the dust together; 
and bind their faces in secret 
14 Then will I also confess unto thee 
that thine own right hand can save 
thee, 

15 If Behold now be%e-m6th, which 
I made with thee : he eateth grass as 
an ox. 


Job humbleth himself to God 

16 Lo now, his strength is in his loins, 
and his force is in the navel of Ms 
belly. 

17 He moveth his tail Hke a cedar; 
the sinews of his stones are wrapped 
together. 

18 His bones are as strong pieces of 
brass; his bones are like bars of 
iron. 

19 He is the chief of the ways of God : 
he that made him can make his 
sword to approach unto him. 

20 Surely the mountains bring him 
forth food, where all the beasts of the 
field play. 

21 He lieth under the shady trees, 
in the covert of the reed, and fens. 

22 The shady trees cover hhn with 
their shadow; the willows of Ihe 
brook compass him about. 

23 Behold, he drinketh up a river, 
and hasteth not: he trusteth fliat 
he can draw up Jordan into his 
mouth. 

24 He taketh it with his eyes ; his 
nose pierceth through snares. 

477 CHAPTER 41 

C ANST thou draw out le-vi-d-th^ 
with an hook? or his tongue with 
a cord which thou lettest down? 

2 Canst thou put an hook into his 
nose? or bore his jaw through with a 
thorn? 

3 WiU he make many supplications 
imto thee? will he speak soft words 
imto thee? 

4 Will he make a covenant with 
thee? wilt thou take him for a servant 
for ever? 

5 Wilt thou play with him as with a 
bird? or wilt thou bind him for thy 
maidens? 

6 Shall the companions make a 
banquet of him? shall they part him 
among the merchants? 

7 Canst thou fill his skin with barbed 
irons? or his head with fish spears ? 
8 Lay thine hand upon him, remem- 
ber the battle, do no more. 

9 Behold, the hope of him is in vain : 
shall not one be cast down even at 
the sight of him? 

10 None is so fierce that dare stir 
him up ; who then is able to stand 
before me? 

11 Who hath prevented me, that I 
should repay him ? whatsoever is 
under the whole heaven is mine. 

12 1 will not conceal his parts, nor 
his power, nor his comely proportion. 
13 Who can discover the face of his 
garment? or who can come to him 
with his double bridle? 

14 Who can open the doors of his 
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face? his teeth are terrible round 
about. 

15 His scales are his pride, shut up 
together as with a close seal. 

16 One is so near to another, that no 
air can come between them. 

17 They are joined one to another, 
they stick together, that they cannot 
be sundered. 

18 By his neesings a light doth shine, 
and his eyes are like the eyelids of the 
morning. 

19 Out of his mouth go burning 
lamps, and sparks of fire leap out. 

20 Out of his nostrils goeth smoke, 
as out of a seething pot or caldron. 

21 His breath kindleth coals, and a 
flame goeth out of his mouth. 

22 In his neck remaineth strength, 
and sorrow is turned into joy before 
him. 

23 The flakes of his flesh are joined 
together : they are firm in themselves ; 
they cannot be moved. 

24 His heart is as firm as a stone ; 
yea, as hard as a piece of the nether 
millstone, 

25 When he raiseth up himself, the 
mighty are afraid: by reason of 
breakings they purify themselves. 

26 The sword of him that layeth at 
him cannot hold : the spear, the dart, 
nor the habergeon. 

27 He esteemeth iron as straw, and 
brass as rotten wood. 

28 The arrow cannot make him flee : 
slingstones are turned with him into 
stubble. 

29 Darts are counted as stubble : he 
laugheth at the shaking of a spear. 

30 Sharp stones are under him : he 
spreadeth sharp pointed things upon 
the mire. 

31 He maketh the deep to boil like 
a pot : he maketh the sea like a pot of 
ointment. 

32 He maketh a path to shine after 
him; one would think the deep to be 
hoary. 

33 Upon earth there is not his like, 
who is made without fear. 

34 He beholdeth all high things: he 
is a king over all the children of pride. 

478 CHAPTER 42 

T hen job answered the Lord, and 
said, 

2 I know that thou canst do every 
thing » and that no thought can be 
withholden from thee. 

3 Who is he that hideth counsel 
without knowledge? therefore have 
I uttered that 1 understood not; 
things too wonderful for me, which 
I knew not. 
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4 Hear, I beseech thee, and I will 
speak: I will demand of thee, and 
declare thou unto me. 

5 I have heard of thee by the hear- 
ing of the ear: but now mine eye 
seeth thee. 

6 Wherefore I abhor myself, and 
repent in dust and ashes. 

7 U And it was so, that after the 
Lord had spoken these words unto 
Job, the Lord said to fi-li-phaz the 
Te-man-ite, My wrath is kindled 
against thee, and against thy two 
friends : for ye have not spoken of me 
the thing that is right, as my servant 
Job hath, 

8 Therefore take unto you now 
seven bullocks and seven rams, and 
go to my servant Job, and offer up 
for yourselves a burnt offering; and 
my servant Job shall pray for you: 
for him will I accept : lest I deal with 
you after your folly, in that ye have 
not spoken of me the thing which is 
right, like my servant Job. 

9 So 3&-li-phaz the Te-man-ite and 
Bildad the Shu-hite and Z6-phar the 
Na-am-a-thite went, and did accord- 
ing as the Lord commanded them: 
the Lord also accepted Job. 

10 And the Lord turned the cap- 
tivity of Job, when he prayed for ms 
friends : also the Lord gave Job 
twice as much as he had before. 

11 Then came there unto him all his 
brethren, and all his sisters, and all 
they that had been of his acquaint- 
ance before, and did eat bread with 
him in his house : and they bemoaned 
him, and comforted him over aU the 
evil that the Lord had brought upon 
him : every man also gave him a piece 
of money, and every one an earring 
of gold. 

12 So the Lord blessed the latter end 
of Job more thanhis beginning : for he 
had fourteen thousand sheep, and six 
thousand camels, and a thousand yoke 
of oxen, and a thousand she asses. 

13 He had also seven sons and 
three daughters. 

14 And he called the name of the 
first, Je-mi-ma ; and the name of the 
second, Ke-zi-a ; and the name of the 
thfrd, Ker-en-hap-pdch. 

15 And in all the land were no 
women found so fair as the daughters 
of Job : and their father gave them 
inheritance among their brethren. 

16 After this lived Job an hiuidred 

and forty years, and saw his sons, 
and his sons’ sons, even four genera- 
tions. ^ ^ 

17 So Job died, being old and foil of 
days.

wrath is kindled but a little. Blessed 
all they that put their trust in 

him. 

481 PSALM 3 

A Psalm of David, vhen he fled from 
Absalom his son 

TORD, how are they increased 
i— r that trouble me ! many are they 
that rise up against me. 

2 Many there be which say of my 
soul. There is no help for him in 
God. Se-BUi.

12 For thou, Lord, wilt bless the 
righteous ; with favour wilt thou 
compass him as with a shield.

LORD, rebuke me not in thine 
V-/ anger, neither chasten me in thy 
hot displeasure.

13 He hath also prepared for him the 
instruments of death; he ordaineth 
his arrows against the persecutors. 
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Prayer for God^s love and judgments 


14 Behold, he travaileth with ini- 
quity, and hath conceived mischief, 
and brought forth falsehood. 

15 He made a pit, and digged it, and 
is fallen into the ditch which he 
made. 

16 His mischief shah return upon 
his own head, and his violent dealing 
shall come down upon his own 
pate. 

17 I vrih praise the Lord accordmg 
to his righteousness: and whl sing 
praise to Ihe name of the Lord most 
high.

15 The heathen are sunk down in the 
pit that they made : in the net which 
they hid is their ovm foot taken. 

16 The Lord is known by the judg- 
ment which he executeth : the wicked 
is snared in the work of his own 
hands. Hig-g^-on. Se-lah. 

17 The wicked shaU be turned into 
heU. and aU the nations that forget 
God. 

18 For the needy shaU not alway be 
forgotten : the expectation of the poor 
shaU not perish for ever. 

19 Arise, O Lord ; let not man pre- 
vail : let the heathen be judged in thy 
sight. 

20 Put them in fear, O Lord : that 
the nations may know themselves to 
he hut men. SeUah. 

488 PSALM 10 

TTTHY standest thou afar off, 0 
VV Lord? why hidest thou thy- 
self in times of trouble? 

2 The wicked in his pride doth 
persecute the poor: let them be 
taken in the devices that they have 
imagined. 

3 For the wicked boasteth of his 
heart’s desire, and blesseth the 
covetous, whom the Lord abhorreth. 

4 The wicked, through the pride of 
his countenance, wiU not seek after 
God: God is not in aU his thoughts. 

5 His ways are always grievous ; thy 
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judgments are far above out of his 
sight: as for all his enemies, he 
puffeth at them. 

6 He hath said in his heart, I shall 
not be moved : for I shall never be in 
adversity. 

7 His mouth is full of cursing and 
deceit and fraud : under his tongue 
is mischief and vanity.

15 Let not the waterflood overflow 
me, neither let the deep swallow me 
up, and let not the pit shut her mouth 
upon me. 

16 Hear me, O Lord ; for thy loving- 
kindness is good; turn unto me ac- 
cording to the multitude of thy tender 
mercies. 
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17 And hide not thy face from thy 
servant ; tor I am in trouble : hear me 
speedily. 

18 Draw nigh unto my soul, and re- 
deem it : deliver me because of mine 
enemies. 

19 Thou hast known my reproach, 
and my shame, and my dishonour: 
mine adversaries are all before 
thee. 

20 Reproach hath broken my heart ; 
and I am full of heaviness: and I 
looked for some to take pity, but 
there was none; and for comforters, 
but I found none. 

21 They gave me also gall for my 
meat; and in my thirst they gave me 
vinegar to drink. 

22 Let their table become a snare 
before them: and that which should 
have been for theu welfare, let it 
become a. trap. 

23 Let their eyes be darkened, that 
they see not; and make their loins 
continually to shake. 

24 Pour out thine indignation upon 
them, and let thy wrathful anger take 
hold of them. 

25 Let their habitation be deso- 
late; and let none dwell in their 
tents. 

26 For they persecute him whom 
thou hast smitten ; and they talk to 
the grief of those whom thou hast 
wounded. 

27 Add iniquity unto their iniqmty : 
and let them not come into thy 
righteousness. 

28 Let them be blotted out of the 
book of tlie living, and not be written 
with the righteous. 

29 But I am poor and sorrowful: let 
thy salvation, O God, set me up on 
high. 

30 I will praise the name of God 
with a song, and will magnify him 
with thanksgiving. 

31 This also shall please the Lord 
better than an ox or bullock that hath 
horns and hoofs. 

32 The humble shall see this, and 
be glad : and your heart shall live that 
seek God. 

33 For the Lord heareth the poor, 
and despiseth not his prisoners. 

34 Let the heaven and earth praise 
him, the seas, and every thing that 
moveth therein. 

35 For God will save Zion, and will 
build the cities of Judah: that they 
may dwell there, and have it in 
possession. 

36 The seed also of his servants 
shall inh<5rit it : and they that love his 
name ^all dwell therein. 
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Prayers to God for deliverance 


54S PSALM 70 

To the chief Musician, A Pi>alm of David, 
to bnng to remembiance. 

JkjfAKE haste, O God, to deliver 
iVM me; make haste to help me, O 
Lord. 

2 Let them he ashamed and con- 
founded that seek after my soul: 
let them be turned backward, and 
put to confusion, that desire my 
hurt. 

3 Let them be turned back for a 
reward of their shame that say. Aha, 
aha. 

4 Let all those that seek thee re- 
joice and be glad in thee : and let such 
as love thy salvation say continually. 
Let God be magnified. 

5 But I am poor and needy: make 
haste unto me, O God : thou art my 
help and my deliverer; O Lord, 
make no tarrying. 

549 PSALM 71 

I N thee, O Lord, do I put my trust : 

let me never be put to confusion. 
2 Deliver me in thy righteousness, 
and cause me to escape : incline thine 
ear unto me, and save me. 

3 Be thou my strong habitation, 
whereunto I may continually resort: 
thou hast given commandment to 
save me ; for thou art my rock and my 
fortress. 

4 Deliver me, O my God, out of 
the hand of the wicked, out of the 
hand of the unrighteous and cruel 


man. 

5 For thou art my hope, O Lord 
Cod: thou art my trust from my 
youth. 

6 By thee have I been holden up 
from the womb: thou art he that 
took me out of my mother^s bowels : 
my praise shall be continually of 
thee. 

7 I am as a wonder unto many; but 
thou art my strong refuge. 

8 Let my mouth be filled with thy 
praise and with thy honour all the 
day. 

9 Cast me not off in the time of 
old age; forsake me not when my 
strength faileth. 

10 For mine enemies speak against 
me; and they that lay wait for my 
soul take counsel together, 

11 Saying, God hath forsaken him: 
persecute and take him; for there is 
none to deliver him, 

12 O God, be not far from me ; O my 
God, make haste for my help. 

13 Let them be confounded and 
consumed that are adversaries to 
my soul; let them be covered with 


reproach and dishonour that seek 
my hurt. 

14 But 1 will hope continually, and 
will yet praise thee more and more 

15 My mouth shall shew forth thy 
righteousness and thy salvation all 
the day ; for I know not the numbers 
thereof, 

16 I will go in the strength of the 
Lord God : I wiE make mention of thy 
riihteousness, even of thine only. 

17 O God, thou hast taught me Irom 
my youth: and hitherto have I de- 
dared thy wondrous works. 

18 Now also when I am old and 
grayheaded, O God, forsake me not; 
until I have shewed thy strength unto 
this generation, and thy power to 
every one that is to come. 

19 Thy righteousness also, O God, 
is very high, who hast done great 
things: O God, who is like unto 
&ee! 

20 Thou, which hast shewed me 
great and sore troubles, shalt 
quicken me again, and shalt bring me 
up again from the depths of the 
earth. 

21 Thou shalt increase my greatness, 
and comfort me on every side. 

22 1 will also praise thee with the 
psaltery, even thy truth, O my God: 
unto thee will I sing with the harp, 0 
thou Holy One of Israel. 

23 My lips shall greatly rejoice when 
I sing unto thee ; and my soul, which 
thou hast redeemed. 

24 My tongue also shall talk of thy 
righteousness all the day long: for 
they are confounded, for they are 
brought unto shame, that seek my 
hurt. 

550 PSALM 72 

A Psalm for Solomon. 

G ive the king thy judgments, O 
God, and thy righteousness unto 
the king’s son. 

2 He shall judge thy people with 
righteousness, and thy poor with 
judgment. 

3 The mountains shall bring peace 
to the people, and the little hills, by 
righteousness. 

4 He shall judge the poor of the 
people, he shall save the children of 
the needy, and shall break in pieces 
the oppressor. 

5 They shall fear thee as long as the 
sun and moon endme, throughout all 
generations. 

6 He shall come down like rain upon 
the mown grass: as showers that 
water the earth. 

7 In his days shall the righteous 
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A psalm of the king and his kingdom 

flourish; and abundance of peace so 
long as the moon endureth. 

8 He shall have dominion also from 
sea to sea, and from the river unto the 
ends of the earth. 

9 They that dwell in the wilderness 
shall bow before him ; and his enemies 
shall lick the dust. 

10 The kings of Tarshish and of the 
iries shall bring presents : the kings of 
She'ba and Se-ba shall offer gifts. 

11 Yea, ah kings shall fall down 
before him; all nations shall serve 
him. 

12 For he shall deliver the needy 
when he crieth; the poor also, and 
him that hath no helper. 

13 He shall spare the poor and 
needy, and shall save the souls of the 
needy. 

14 He shall redeem their soul from 
deceit and violence: and precious 
shall their blood be in his sight. 

15 And he shall live, and to him 
shall be given of the gold of She-ba: 
prayer also shall be made for him 
continually; and daily shall he be 
praised. 

16 There shall be an handfid of com 
in the earth upon the top of the 
mountains; the fruit thereof shall 
shake like Leb'd-non: and they of 
the city shall flourish like grass of the 
earth. 

17 Bjs name shall endure for ever : 
his name shall be continued as long 
as the sun : and men shall be blessed 
in him: all nations shall call him 
blessed 

18 Blessed be the Lord God, the 
God of Israel, who only doeth won- 
drous things. 

19 And blessed be his glorious name 
for ever : and let the whole earth be 
filled with his glory; A-men, and A- j 
men. 

20 The prayers of David the son of 
Jesse are ended. 

551 PSALM 73 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

T^RULY God is good to Israel, even 
JL to such as are of a clean heart. 

2 But as for me, my feet were 

almost gone; my steps had well 
nigh slipped. 

3 For I was envious at the foolish, 
when I saw the prosperity of the 
wicked. 

4 For there are no bands in their 
death : but their strength is firm. 

5 They are not in trouble as other 
men; neither are they plagued like 
other men. 

6 Therefore pride compasseth 
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them about as a chain ; violence cover- 
eth them as a garment. 

7 Their eyes stand out with fatness ; 
they have more than heart could 
wish. 

8 They are corrupt, and speak 
wickedly concerning oppression: they 
speak loftily. 

9 They set their mouth against the 
heavens, and their tongue walketh 
through the earth. 

10 Therefore his people return 
hither: and waters of a full cup are 
wrung out to them. 

11 And they say. How doth God 
know? and is there knowledge in the 
most High? 

12 Behold, these are the ungodly, 
who prosper in the world; they in- 
crease in riches. 

13 Verily I have cleansed my heart 
in vain, and washed my hands in 
innocency. 

14 For all the day long have I been 
plagued, and chastened every morn- 
ing. 

15 If I say, 1 will speak thus ; behold, 
I should offend against the genera- 
tion of thy children. 

16 When I thought to know this, it 
was too painful for me ; 

17 Until I went into the sanctuary 
of God; then understood I their 
end. 

18 Surely thou didst set them in 
slippery places: thou castedst them 
down into destruction. 

19 How are they brought into de- 
solation, as in a moment! they are 
utterly consumed with terrors. 

20 As a dream when one awaketh; 
so, O Lord, when thou awakest, thou 
shalt despise their image. 

21 Thus my heart was grieved, and 
I was pricked in my reins. 

22 So foolish was I, and ignorant: 
I was as a beast before thee. 

23 Nevertheless I am continually 
with thee: thou hast holden me by 
my right hand. 

24 Thou shalt guide me with thy 
counsel, and afterward receive me 
to glory. 

25 Whom have I in heaven hut 
thee? and there is none upon earth 
that I desire beside thee. 

26 My fiesh and my heart faileth: 
but God is the strength of my heart, 
and my portion for ever. 

27 For, lo, they that are far from 
thee shall perish: thou hast de- 
stroyed all them that go a whoring 
from thee. 

28 But it is good for me to drawnear 
to God: I have put my trust in the 
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PSALMS^ 74-76 The desolation of the sanctuary 

Lord God, that I may declare all thy 1 the foolish people have blasphemed 
works. thy name. 

19 O deliver not the soul of thy 
turtledove unto the multitude of the 
wicked: forget not tihe congregation 
of thy poor for ever. 


552 PSALM 74 

Masclul of Asaph 

O GOD, why hast thou cast us off 
for ever? why doth thine anger 
smoke against the sheep of thy 
pasture? 

2 Remember thy congregaftion, 
which thou hast purchased of old ; the 
rod of thine inheritance, which thou 
hast redeemed; this mount Zion, 
wherein thou hast dwelt. 

3 Lift up thy feet unto the perpetual 
desolations ; even all that the enemy 
hath done wickedly in the sanctuary. 

4 Thine enemies roar in the midst of 
thy congregations; they set up their 
ensigns for signs. 

5 A man was famous according as he 
had lifted up axes upon the thick 
trees. 

6 But now they break down the 
carved work thereof at once with axes 
and hammers. 

7 They have cast fire into thy sanc- 
tuary, they have defiled hy casting 
down the dwelling place of thy name 
to the ground. 

8 They said in their hearts, Let us 
destroy them together: they have 
burned up all the synagogues of God 
in the land. 

9 We see not our signs : there is no 
more any prophet: neither is there] 
among us any that knoweth how 
long. 

10 O God, how long shall the adver- 
sary reproach? shall the enemy 
blaspheme thy name for ever? 

11 Why withdrawest thou thy hand, 
even thy right hand? pluck it out of 
thy bosom. 

12 For God is my King of old, 
working salvation in the midst of 
the earth. 

13 Thou didst divide the sea by Ihy 
strength : thou brakest the heads of 
the dragons in the waters. 

14 Thou brakest the heads of le-^- 
a-than in pieces, and gavest him to 
be meat to the people inhabiting the 
wilderness. 

15 Thou didst cleave the fountain 
and the flood: thou driedst up 
mighty rivers. 

16 The day is thine, the night also 
is thine : thou hast prepared the light 
and the sun. 

17 Thou hast set all the borders of 
the earth: thou hast made summer 
and winter. 

18 Remember this, that the enemy 
hath reproached, O Loiu>, and that 


20 Have respect unto the cove- 
nant: for the dark places of the 
earth are full of the habitations of 
cruelty. 

21 O let not the oppressed return 
ashamed: let the poor and needy 
praise thy name. 

22 Arise, O God, plead thine own 
cause: remember how the foolish 
man reproacheth thee daily. 

23 Forget not the voice of thine 
enemies : the tumult of those that rise 
up against thee increaseth con- 
tinually. 

553 PSALM 75 

To the chief Musician. Al-taschiiih, 

A Psalm 01 Song ot Asaph 

U NTO thee, O God, do we give 
thanks, unto thee do we give 
thanks : for that thy name is near thy 
wondrous works declare. 

2 When I shall receive the congre- 
gation I will judge uprightly. 

3 The earth and all the inhabitants 
thereof are dissolved : I bear up the 
pillars of it. Se-lah. 

4 I said unto the fools, Deal not 
foolishly : and to the wicked, Lift not 
up the horn : 

5 Lift not up your horn on high: 
speak 7 iot with a stiff neck. 

6 For promotion cometh neither 
from the east, nor from the west, nor 
from the south. 

7 But God is the judge : he putteth 
down one, and setteth up another. 

8 For in the hand of the Lord there 
is a cup, and the wine is red ; it is full 
of mixture ; and he pometh out of the 
same : but the dregs thereof, all the 
wicked of the earth shall wring them 
out, and drink them, 

9 But I will declare for ever; I will 
sing praises to the God of Jacob. 

10 All the horns of the v/icked also 
will I cut off; hut the horns of the 
righteous shall be exalted. 

554 PSALM 76 

To tUe chief Musician on Negmoth, 

A Psalm or Song of Asaph. 

I N Judah is God known : his name 
is great in Israel. 

2 In Sa-lem also is his tabernacle, 
and his dwelling place in Zion. 

3 There brake he the arrows of the 
bow, the shield, and the sword, and 
the battle. Se^lah. 
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The majesty of God 

4 Thou art more glorious and ex- 
cellent than the mountains of prey. 

5 The stouthearted are spoiled, 
they have slept their sleep : and none 
of the men of might have found their 
hands. 

6 At thy rebuke, O God of Jacob, 
both the chariot and horse are cast 
into a dead sleep. 

7 Thou, even thou, art to be feared : 
and who may stand in thy sight when 
once thou art angry? 

8 Thou didst cause judgment to be 
heard from heaven ; the earth feared, 
and was still, 

9 When God arose to judgment, to 
save all the meek of the earth. 
Se-lah. 

10 Surely the wrath of man shall 
praise thee : the remainder of wrath 
Shalt thou restrain. 

11 Vow, and pay unto the Lord 
your God : let all that be round about 
him bring presents unto him that 
ought to be feared. 

12 He shall cut off the spirit of 
princes : he is terrible to the kings of 
the earth, 

555 PSALM 77 

To the chief Mubiciau, to Jeduthun, 

A P&alin of Asaph 

I CBIED unto God with my voice, 
even unto God with my voice ; and 
he gave ear unto me, 

2 In the day of my trouble I sought 
the Lord : my sore ran in the night, 
and ceased not : my soul refused to be 
comforted. 

3 I remembered God, and was 
troubled : i complained, and my spirit 
was overwhelmed, Se-lah, 

4 Thou boldest mine eyes waking: 
I am so troubled that I cannot 
speak. 

5 I have considered the days of old, 
the years of ancient times. 

6 1 call to remembrance my song in 
the night : I commune with mine own 
heart: and my spirit made diligent 
search 

7 WiU the Lord cast off for ever? and 
will he be favomrable no more? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone for ever ? 
doth his promise fail for ever- 
more? 

9 Hath God forgotten to be gra- 
cious? hath he in anger shut up his 
tender mercies? Se-lah. 

10 And I said, This is my infirmity: 
hut I will remember the years of the 
right hand of the most High. 

11 I will remember the works of the 
Lord: surely I will remember thy 
wonders of old. 
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12 I will meditate also of all thy 
work, and talk of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, O God, is in the sanc- 
tuary: who is so great a God as our^ 
God? 

14 Thou art the God that doest 
wonders: thou hast declared thy 
strength among the people, 

15 Thou hast with thine arm re- 
deemed thy people, the sons of Jacob 
and Joseph. Se-lah. 

16 The waters saw thee, O God, the 
waters saw thee; they were afraid: 
the depths also were troubled. 

17 The clouds poured out water: 
the skies sent out a sound: rhine 
arrows also went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy thunder was in 
the heaven : the lightnings lightened 
the world; the earth trembled and 
shook. 

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy 
path in the great waters, and thy 
footsteps are not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like a 
flock by the hand of Moses and 
Aaron. 

556 PSALM 78 

Maischil of Asaph. 

G ive ear, O my people, to my law : 

incline your ears to the words of 
my mouth. 

2 1 will open my mouth in a parable : 

I will utter dark sayings of old: 

3 Which we have heard and known, 
and our fathers have told us. 

4 We will not hide them from their 
children, shewing to the generation 
to come the praises of the Lord, and 
his strength, and his wonderfxil works 
that he hath done. 

5 For he established a testimony in 
Jacob, and appointed a law in Israel, 
which he commanded our fathers, 
that they should make them known to 
their children ; 

6 That the generation to come 
might know them> even the children 
which should be bom; who should 
arise and declare them to their chil- 
dren: 

7 That they might set their 
hope in God, and not forget the 
works of God, but keep his com- 
mandments ; 

8 And might not be as their fathers, 
a stubborn and rebellious generation ; 
a generation that set not their heart 
aright, and whose spirit was not 
stedfast with God. 

9 The children of E-phra-im, being 
armed, and carrying bows, turned 
back in the day of battle. 

10 They kept not the covenant of 
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God, and refused to v/alk in his 
law; 

11 And forgat his works, and his 
wonders that he had shewed them. 

12 Marvellous things did he in the 
sight of their fathers, in the land of 
Egypt, in the field of Z6'^. 

13 He divided the sea, and caused 
them to pass through; and he made 
the waters to stand as an heap. 

14 In the daytime also he led them 
with a cloud, and all the night with a 
light of fire. 

15 He clave the rocks in the wilder- 
ness, and gave them drink as out of 
the great depths. 

16 He brought streams also out of 
the rock, and caused waters to run 
down like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more against 
him by provoking the most High in 
the wilderness. 

18 And they tempted God in their 
heart by asking meat for their lust. 

19 Yea, they spake against God; 
they said, Can God furnish a table in 
the wilderness? 

20 Behold, he smote the rock, that 
the waters gushed out, and the 
streams overfiowed; can he give 
bread also? can he provide flesh for 
his people? 

21 Therefore the Lord heard this, 
and was wroth : so a fire was kindled 
against Jacob, and anger also came up 
against Israel ; 

22 Because they believed not in 
God, and trusted not in his salvation : 

23 Though he had commanded the 
clouds from above, and opened the 
doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down m^%a 
upon them to eat, and had given them 
of the com of heaven. 

25 Man did eat angels* food: he 
sent them meat to the full. 

26 He caused an east wind to blow 
in the heaven; and by his power he 
brought in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them 
as dust, and feathered fowls like as 
the sand of the sea: 

28 And he let it fall in the midst of 
their camp, round about their habita- 
tions. 

29 So they did eat, and were well 
filled; for he gave them their own 
desire * 

30 They were not estranged from 
their lust. But while their meat was 
yet in their mouths, 

31 The vnrath of God came upon] 
them, and slew the fattest of them, 
and smote down the chosen men 
of Israel. 


God^s dealings with his People 

32 For aU this they sinned still, and 
beheved not for his wondrous 
works. 

33 Therefore their days did he con- 
sume in vanity, and their years in 
trouble. 

34 When he slew them, then they 
sought him ; and they returned and 
inquired early after God< 

35 And they remembered that God 
was their rock, and the high God their 
redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter 
him v/ith their mouth, and they Hed 
unto him with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right with 
him, neither were they stedfast in ids 
covenant. 

38 But he, being full of compassion, 
forgave their iniquity, and destroyed 
them not: yea, many a time turned 
he his anger aww, and did not stir up 
all his wrath. 

39 For he remembered that they 
were but flesh ; a wind that passeth 
away, and cometh not again, 

40 How oft did they provoke him in 
the wilderness, and grieve him in the 
desert ! 

41 Yea, they turned back and tempt- 
ed God, and limited the Holy One of 
Israel. 

42 They remembered not his hand, 
nor the day when he delivered them 
from the enemy. 

43 How be had wrought his signs 
in Egypt, and his wonders in the field 
of Z6-an: 

44 And had turned their rivers into 
blood; and their floods, that they 
could not drink. 

45 He sent divers sorts of flies 
among them, which devoured them; 
and frogs, which destroyed them. 

46 He gave also their increase imto 
the caterpiller, and their labour unto 
the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines with 
hail, and their sycomore trees with 
frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to 
the hail, and their flocks to hot 
thunderbolts. 

49 He cast upon them the fierce- 
ness of his anger, wrath, and indigna- 
tion, and trouble, by sending evil 
angels among them. 

50 He made a way to his anger; 
he spared not their soul from death, 
but gave their life over to the pesti- 
lence; 

51 And smote all the firstborn in 
Egypt; the chief of their strength in 
the tabernacles of Ham: 

52 But made his own people to go 
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forth like sheep, and guided them in 
the wilderness like a flock. 

53 And he led them on safely, so 
that they feared not: but the sea 
overwhelmed their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the bor- 
der of his sanctuary, even to this 
mountain, which his right hand had 
purchased. 

55 He cast out the heathen also 
before them, and divided them an 
inheritance by line, and made the 
tribes of Israel to dwell in their 
tents. 

56 Yet they tempted and provoked 
the most high God, and kept not his 
testimonies : 

57 But turned back, and dealt un- 
faithfully like their fathers; they 
were turned aside like a deceitful 
bow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger 
with their high places, and moved 
him to jealousy with their graven 
images. 

59 When God heard this, he was 
wroth, and greatly abhorred Israel: 

60 So that he forsook the tabernacle 
of Shi^loh, the tent which he placed 
among men; 

61 And delivered his strength into 
captivity, and his glory into the 
enemy’s hand. 

62 He gave his people over also unto 
the sword; and was wroth with his 
inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young 
men; and their maidens were not 
given to marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword; 
and their widows made no lamenta- 
tion. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one out 
of sleep, and like a mighty man that 
shouteth by reason of wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts : he put them to a per- 
petual reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the taber- 
nacle of Joseph, and chose not the 
tribe of E-phra-im: 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, the 
mount Zion which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary like 
high palaces, like the earth which he 
hath established for ever. 

70 He chose David also his servant, 
and took him from the sheepfolds : 

71 From following the ewes great 
with young he brought him to feed 
Jacob his people, and Israel his in- 
heritance. 

72 So he fed them according to the 
integrity of his heart; and guided 
them by the skilfulness of his hands.

557 PSALM 79 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

O GOD, the heathen are come into 
thine inheritance ; thy holy 
temple have they defiled ; they have 
laid Jerusalem on heaps. 

2 The dead bodies of thy servants 
have they given to be meat unto 
the fowls of the heaven, the flesh 
of thy saints unto the beasts of the 
earth. 

3 Their blood have they shed like 
water round about Jerusalem; and 
there was none to bury them, 

4 We are become a reproach to our 
neighbours, a scorn and derision to 
them that are round about us. 

5 How long. Lord? wilt thou be 
angry for ever? shall thy jealousy 
bum like fire? 

6 Pour out thy wrath upon the 
heathen that have not known thee, 
and upon the kingdoms that have not 
called upon thy name. 

7 For they have devoured Jacob, and 
laid waste his dwelling place. 

8 O remember not against us for- 
mer iniquities : let thy tender mercies 
speedily prevent us : for we are 
brought very low. 

9 Help us, O God of our salvation, 

[ for the glory of thy name : and dehvei 
us, and purge away our sins, for thy 
name’s sake. 

10 Wherefore should the heathen 
say. Where is their God? let him be 
known among the heathen in our 
sight by the revenging of the blood 
of thy servants which is shed. 

11 Let the sighing of the prisoner 
come before thee; according to the 
greatness of thy power preserve 
thou those that are appointed to die;

4 How long shall they utter and 
speak hard things? and all the 
workers of iniquity boast themselves? 
5 They break in pieces thy people, 
O Lord, and aflOict thine heritage. 

6 They slay the widow and the stran- 
ger, and murder the fatherless. 

7 Yet they say. The Lord shall not 
see, neither shall the God of Jacob 
regard it 

8 Understand, ye brutish among the 
people : and ye fools, when will ye be 
wise? 

9 He that planted the ear, shall 
he not hear? he that formed the eye, 
shall he not see? 

10 He that chastiseih the heathen. 
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shall not he correct? he that teacheth 
man knowledge, shall not he know ? 

11 The Lord knoweth the thoughts 
of man, that they are vanity. 

12 Blessed is the man whom thou 
chastenest, O Lord, and teachest him 
out of thy law ; 

13 That thou mayest give him rest 
from the days of adversity, until the 
pit be digged for the wicked. 

14 For the Lord will not cast oft his 
people, neither will he forsake his 
inheritance. 

15 But judgment shall return unto 
righteousness : and all the upright in 
heart shall follow it. 

16 Who will rise up for me against 
the evildoers? or who will stand 

for me against the workers of 
inioLuity? ^ ^ ^ , 

17 Unless the Lord had been my 
help, my soul had almost dwelt in 
silence. 

18 When I said. My foot slippeth; 
thy mercy, O Lord, held me up. 

19 In the multitude of my thoughts 
within me thy comforts delight my 
soul. 

20 Shall the throne of iniauity have 
fellowship with thee, which frameth 
mischief by a law? 

21 They gather themselves together 
against the soul of the righteous, and 
condemn the innocent blood. 

22 But the Lord is my defence ; and 
my God is the rock of my refuge. 

23 And he shall bring upon them 
their own iniquity, and shall cut them 
off in their own wickedness ; yea, the 
Lord our God shall cut them ojff. 


573 PSALM 95 

O COME, let us sing unto the 
Lord : let us make a joyful noise 
to the rock of our salvation. 

2 Let us come before his presence 
with thanksgiving, and make a joyful 
noise unto him with psalms. 

3 For the Lord is a great God, and a 
great King above aU gods. 

4 In his hand are the deep places of 
the earth: the strength of the hiHs 
is his also. 

5 The sea is his, and he made it: 
and his hands formed the dry land. 
6 O come, let us worship and bow 
down: lei us kneel before the Lord 
our maker. 

7 For he is our God ; and we are the 
people of his pasture, and the sheep 
of his hand. To day if ye will hear 
his voice, 

8 Harden not your heart, as in the 
provocation, and as in the day of 
temptation in the wilderness : 


Exhortations to Praise God 

9 When your fathers tempted me 
proved me, and saw my work. 

10 Forty years long was I grieved 
with this generation, and said, It is a 
people that do err in their heart, and 
they have not loiown my ways : 

11 Unto whom I sware in my wrath 
that they should not enter into my 
rest. 

574 PSALM 96 

O SING unto the Lord a new song : 

sing unto the Lord, all the 
earth. 

2 Sing unto the Lord, bless his 
name; shew forth his salvation from 
day to day. 

3 Declare his glory among the hea- 
then, his wonders among all people. 
4 For the Lord is great, and greatly 
to be praised : he is to be feared above 
all gods. 

5 For all the gods of the nations are 
idols: but the Lord made the 
heavens. 

6 Honour and majesty are before 
him : strength and beauty are in his 
sanctuary. 

7 Give unto the Lord, O ye kin- 
dreds of the people, give unto the 
Lord glory and strength. 

8 Give unto the Lord the glory due 
unto lus name : bring an offering, and 
come into his courts. 

9 O worship the Lord in the beauty 
of holiness : fear before him, all the 
earth. 

10 Say among the heathen that the 
Lord reigneth: the world also shall 
be established that it shall not be 
moved; he shall Judge the people 
righteously. 

11 Let the heavens rejoice, and let 
the earth be glad ; let the sea roar, and 
the fulness thereof. 

12 Let the held be joyful, and all that 
is therein: then shall all the trees of 
the wood rejoice 

13 Before the Lord ; for he cometh, 
for he cometh to judge the earth: he 
shall judge the world with righteous- 
ness, and the people with his truth. 

575 PSALM 97 

T he Lord reigneth ; let the earth 
rejoice ; let the multitude of isles 
be glad thereof. 

2 Clouds and darkness are round 
about him : righteousness and judg- 
ment are the habitation of his 
throne. 

3 A fire goeth before him, and bum- 
eth up his enemies round about. 

4 His lightnings enlightened the 
world: the earth saw, and trembled. 
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5 The hiHs melted like wax at the 
presence of the Lord, at the presence j 
of the Lord of the whole earth. j 

6 The heavens declare his righteous- 
ness, and all the people see his 
glory. 

7 Confounded be all they that serve 
graven images, that boast them- 
selves of idols ; worship him, all ye 
gods. 

8 Zion heard, and was glad *, and the 
daughters of Judah rejoiced because 
of thy judgments, O Lord. 

9 For thou. Lord, art high above 
all the earth: thou art exalted far 
above all gods. 

10 Ye that love the Lord, hate evil : 
he preserveth the souls of his saints ; 
he delivereth them out of the hand 
of the wicked. 

11 Light is sown for the righteous, 
and gladness for the upright in 
heart. 

12 Rejoice in the Lord, ye righteous ; 
and give thanks at the remembrance 
of his holiness. 

576 PSALM 98 

A Psalm. 

O SING unto the Lord a new song ; 

for he hath done marvellous 
things : his right hand, and his holy 
arm, hath gotten him the victory. 

2 The Lord hath made known his 
salvation: his righteousness hath he 
openly shewed in the sight of the 
heathen. 

3 He hath remembered his mercy 
and his truth toward the house of 
Israel : aU the ends of the earth have 
seen the salvation of our God. 

4 Make a jovful noise unto the 
Lord, ah the earth: make a loud 
noise, and rejoice, and sing praise.

with the harp, and the voice of a 
psalm. 

6 With trumpets and sound of comet 
make a joyful noise before the Lord, 
the King. 

7 Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof; the world, and they that 
dwell therein. 

8 Let the floods clap their hands : let 
the hills be joyful together 
9 Before the Lord ; for he cometh to 
judge the earth: with righteousness 
shall he judge the world, and the 
people with eauity. 

577 PSALM 99 

Lord reigneth; let the peo- 
i pie tremble: he sitteth between 
the cher-u-bims; let the earth be 
moved. 
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2 The Lord is great in Zion ; and he 
is high above all the people. 

3 Let them praise thy great and 
terrible name ; for it is holy. 

4 The king’s strength also loveth 
judgment; thou dost establish equity, 
thou executest judgment and right- 
eousness in Jacob. 

5 Exalt ye the Lord out God, and 
worship at his footstool; for he is 
holy. 

6 Moses and Aaron among his 
priests, and Samuel among them 
that call upon his name ; they called 
upon the Lord, and he answered 
them. 

7 He spake unto them in the cloudy 
pillar: they kept his testimonies, 
and the ordinance that he gave 
them. 

8 Thou answeredst them. O Lord 
our God: thou wast a God that for- 
gavest them, though thou tookest 
vengeance of their inventions. 

9 Exalt the Lord our God, and wor- 
ship at his holy hill ; for the Lord our 
God is holy. 

578 PSALM 100 

A Psalm of Piaise. 

TV/TAKE a joyful noise unto the 
iVi Lord, all ye lands. 

2 Serve the Lord with gladness: 
come before his presence with sing- 
ing. 

3 Know ye that the Lord he is God :

A Pia>er of the afflicted, when he is ovei- 
wholnied, and pouieth out his compLunt 
befoie the 1 opd 

H ear my prayer, O Lord, and let 
my cry come unto thee. 

2 Hide not thy face from me in the 
day when I am in trouble; incline 
thme ear imto me ; in the day when 
I call answer me speedily. 

3 For my days are consumed like 
smoke, and my bones are burned as 
an hearth. 

4 My heart is smitten, and withered 
like grass ; so that I forget to eat my 
bread. 

5 By reason of the voice of my groan- 
ing ms’’ bones cleave to my skin. 

6 1 am like a pelican of the wilder- 
ness : I am like an owl of the 
desert. 

7 1 watch, and am as a sparrow alone 
upon the house top. 

8 Mine enemies reproach me all the 
day; and they that are mad against 
me are sworn against me. 

9 For I have eaten ashes like bread, 
and tningled my drink with weep- 
ing, 

10 Because of thine indignation and 
thy wrath : for thou hast lifted me up, 
and cast me down. 

11 My days are like a shadow that 
declineth; and I am withered like 

12 But thou, O Lord, shalt endure 
for ever; and thy remembrance unto 
all generations. 

13 Thou Shalt arise, and have mercy 
upon Zion : for the time to favour her, 
yea, the set time, is come. 

14 For thy servants take pleasure 
in her stones, and favour the dust 
thereof. 

15 So the heathen shall fear the 
name of the Lord, and all the kings 
of the earth thy glory. 

16 When the Lord shall build up 
Zion, he shall appear in his glory. 

17 He will regard the prayer of 
the destitute, and not despise their 
prayer. 

18 This shall be written for the 
.generation to come : and the people 


which shall be created shall praise 
the Lord. 

19 For he hath looked down from 
the height of his sanctuary; from 
heaven did the Lord behold the 
earth; 

20 To hear the groaning of the 
prisoner; to loose those that are 
appointed to death ; 

21 To declare the name of ihe Lord 
in Zion, and his praise in Jerusalem* 

22 Y^en the people are gathered 
together, and the kmgdoms, to serve 
the Lord. 

23 He weakened my strength in the 
way; he shortened my days. 

24 I said, O my God, take me not 
away in the midst of my days: 
thy years are throughout all genera- 
tions. 

25 Of old hast thou laid the founda- 
tion of the earth : and the heavens aie 
the work of thy hands. 

26 They shall perish, but thou shalt 
endure : yea, afi of them shall wax 
old like a garment ; as a vesture shalt 
thou change them, and they shall be 
changed * 

27 But thou art the same, and thy 
years shall have no end. 

28 The children of thy servants shall 
contmue, and their seed shall be 
established before thee. 

581 PSALM 103 

A Fhalm of David. 

OLESS the Lord, O my soul : and 
O an that is within me, bless his 
holy name. 

2 Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits ; 

3 Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
who healeth all thy diseases ; 

4 Who redeemeth thy life from 
destruction; who crowneth thee 
with lovingkindness and tender 
mercies ; 

5 Who satisfieth thy mouth with good 
things; $0 that thy youth is renewed 
like the eagle’s. 

6 The Lord executeth righteousness 
and judgment for all that are oppres- 
sed. 

7 He made known his ways unto 
Moses, his acts imto the children of 
Israel. 

8 The Lord is merciful and gracious, 
slow to anger, and plenteous in 
mercy. 

9 He will not always chide : neither 
will he keep his anger for ever. 

10 He hath not dealt with us after 
our sins ; nor rewarded us according 
to our iniquities. 

11 For as the heaven is high above 
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the earth, so great is his mercy to- 
ward them that fear him. 

12 As far as the east is from the west, 
so far hath he removed our trans- 
gressions from us. 

13 Like as a father pitieth his chil- 
dren, so the Lord pitieth them diat 
fear him. 

14 For he knoweth our frame ; he re- 
membereth that we are dust. 

15 As for man, his days are as 
grass: as a flower of the field, so 
he flourishetho 

16 For the wind passeth over it, and 
it is gone ; and the place thereof shall 
know it no more. 

17 But the mercy of the Lord is from 
everlasting to everlasting upon them 
that fear him, and his righteousness 
unto children’s children; 

18 To such as keep ms covenant, 
and to those that remember his com- 
mandments to do them. 

19 The Lord hath prepared his 
throne in the heavens ; and his king- 
dom ruieth over all. 

20 Bless the Lord, ye his angels, 
that excel in strength, that do his 
commandments, hearkening tmto the 
voice of his word. 

21 Bless ye the Lord, aH ye his 
hosts ; ye ministers of his, that do his 
pleasure. 

22 Bless the Lord, all his works in 
au places of his dominion; bless the 
Lord, O my soul. 

582 PSALM 104 

"DLESS the Lord, O my soul. O 
XJ Lord my God, thou art very 
great; thou art clothed with honour 
and majesty. 

2 Who coverest t/zyse/fwith light as 
with a garment; who stretchest out 
the heavens like a curxain: 

3 Who layeth the beams of his 
chambers in the waters ; who maketh 
the clouds his chariot; who walketh 
upon the wings of the wind ; 

4 Who maketh his angels spirits; 
his ministers a fiaming fire ; 

5 Who laid the foundations of the 
earth, that it should not be removed 
for ever. 

6 Thou coveredst it with the deep as 
with a garment: the waters stood 
above the mountains. 

7, At thy rebuke they fied; at the 
voice of thy thunder they hasted 
away. 

8 They go up by the mountains; 
they go down by the valleys unto the 
place which thou hast founded for 
them. 

9 Thou hast set a bound that they

may not pass over ; that they turn not 
again to cover the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into 
the valleys, which run among the 
hills. 

11 They give drink to every beast of 
the field : the wild asses quench their 
thirst. 

12 By them shall the fowls of the 
heaven have their habitation, which 
sing among the branches. 

13 He watereth the hills from his 
chambers : the earth is satisfied with 
the fruit of thy works. 

14 He causeth the grass to grow for 
the cattle, and herb for the service of 
man: that he may bring forth food 
out of the earth; 

15 And wine that maketh glad the 
heart of man, and oil to make his face 
to shine, and bread which strengthen- 
eth man’s heart. 

J 6 The trees of the Lord are full of 
saf>; the cedars of Leb-a-non, which 
he hath planted ; 

17 Where the birds make their nests : 
as for the stork, the fir trees are her 
house. 

18 The high hills are a refuge for the 
wild goats; and the rocks for the 
conies. 

19 He appointed the moon for 
seasons: the sun knoweth his going 
down. 

20 Thou makest darkness, and it is 
night; wherein all the beasts of the 
forest do creep forth, 

21 The young lions roar after their 
prey, and seek their meat from 
God. 

22 The sim ariseth, they gather 
themselves together, and lay them 
down in their dens. 

23 Man goeth forth unto his work 
and to his laboiir until the evening. 

24 O Lord, how manifold are thy 
works I in wisdom hast thou made 
them all: the earth is full of thy 
riches. 

25 So is this great and wide sea, 
wherein are things creeping innumer- 
able, botli small and great beasts. 

26 There go the ships : there is that 
le-vi-a-than, whom thou hast made 
to play therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee; that 
thou mayest give them their meat in 
due season. 

28 That thou givest them they 
gather : thou openest thine hand, they 
are filled with good. 

29 Thou hidest thy face, they are 
troubled; thou takest away their 
breath, they die, and return to their 
dust.

30 Thou sendest forth thy spirit, 

they are created: and thou renewest 
the face of the earth. ^ „ 

31 The glory of the Lord shall en- 

dure for ever : the Lord shall rejoice 
in his works. , , , 

32 He looketh on the earth, and it 
trembleth : he toucheth the hills, and 
they smoke. 

33 I win sing unto the Lord as long 

as I live : I will sing praise to my God 
while I have my being. . , „ ^ 

34 My meditation of him shall he 
sweet: I will be glad in the Lord. 

35 Let the sinners be consumed out 
of the earth, and let the wicked be no 
more. Bless thou the Lord, O my 
soul. Praise ye the Lord. 


583 PSALM 105 

O GIVE thanks imto the Lord; 

can upon his name : make known 
his deeds among the people. 

2 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him; talk ye of aU his wondrous 
works. 

3 Glory ye in his holy name : let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the 
Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord, and his strength: 
seek his face evermore. 

S Remember his marveUous works 
that he hath done ; his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth ; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his servant, 
ye children of Jacob his chosen. 

7 He is the Lord our God; his 
judgments are in ah the earth. 

8 He hath remembered his cove- 
nant for ever, the word which he 
commanded to a thousand genera- 
tions. 

9 Which covenant he made with 
Abraham, and his oath tmto Isaac ; 

10 And confbrmed the same tmto 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
everlasting covenant: 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give the 
land of Canaan, the lot of your in- 
heritance * 

12 When they were but a few men 
in number; yea, very few, and 
strangers in it. 

13 When they went from one nation 
to another, from one kingdom to 
another people ; 

14 He suffered no man to do them 
wrong; yea, he reproved kings for 
tiXGUT Sd3s0S ) 

15 Saying, Touch not mine anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 

16 Moreover he called for a famine 
upon ^e land: he brake the whole 
staff of bread. 

17 He sent a man before them, 


even Joseph, who was sold for a 
servant : 

18 Whose feet they hurt with fet- 
ters : he was laid in iron : 

19 Until the time that his word came • 
the word of the Lord tried him. 

20 The king sent and loosed him; 
even the ruler of the people, and let 
him go free. 

21 He made him lord of his house, 
and ruler of all his substance ; 

22 To bind his princes at his plea- 
sure ; and teach Ms senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into Egypt; and 
Jacob sojourned in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people 
greatly ; and made them stronger than 
their enemies. 

25 He turned their heart to hate his 
people, to deal subtilly with his ser- 
vants. 

26 He sent Moses Ms servant; and 
Aaron whom he had chosen. 

27 They shewed his signs among 
them, and wonders in the land of 
Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and made it 
dark; and they rebelled not against 
Ms word. 

29 He turned their waters into blood, 
and slew their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs in 
abundance, in the chambers of their 
kings. 

31 He spake, and there came divers 
sorts of flies, and lice in all their 
coasts. 

32 He gave them hail for rain, and 
flaming fire in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and 
their fig trees ; and brake the trees of 
their coasts. 

34 He spake, and the locusts came, 
and caterpillers, and that vwthout 
number, 

35 And did eat up aU the herbs in 
their land, and devoured the fruit of 
their ground. 

36 He smote also all the firstborn 
in their land, the chief of all their 
strength. 

37 He brought them forth also with 
silver and gold : and there was not one 
feeble person among their tribes. 

38 Egypt was glad when they de- 
parted : for the fear of them fell upon 
them. 

39 He spread a cloud for a cover- 
ing ; and fire to give light in the night. 

40 The people asked, and he 
brought quails, and satisfied them 
with the bread of heaven. 

41 He opened the rock, and the 
waters gushed out; they ran m the 
dry places Uke a river. 
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42 For he remembered bis holy 
promise, and Abraham his servant. 

43 And he brought forth his people 
with joy, and his chosen with glad- 
ness : 

44 And gave them the lands of the 
heathen; and they inherited the 
labour of the people ; 

45 That they might observe his 
statutes, and keep his laws. Praise 
ye the Lord. 

584 PSALM 106 

P RAISE ye the Lord. O give 
thanks unto the Lord ; for he is 
good: for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

2 Who can utter the mighty acts of 
the Lord? who can shew forth all his 
praise? 

3 Blessed are they that keep judg- 
ment, and he that doeth righteous- 
ness at all times. 

4 Remember me, O Lord, with the 
favour that thou bearest unto thy 
people: O visit me with thy salva- 
tion; 

5 That I may see the good of thy 
chosen, that I may rejoice in the glad- 
ness of thy nation, that I may glory 
with thine inheritance. 

6 We have sinned with our fathers, 
we have committed iniciuity, we have 
done wickedly. 

7 Our fathers imderstood not thy 
wonders in Egypt; they remembered 
not the multitude of thy mercies ; but 
provoked him at the sea, even at the 
Red sea. 

8 Nevertheless he saved them for 
his name’s sake, that he might 
make his mighty power to be 
known. 

^ 9 He rebuked the Red sea also, and 
It was dried up: so he led them 
through the depths, as through tiie 
wilderness. 

10 And he saved them from the 
hand of him that hated them* and 
redeemed them from the hand of 
the enemy. 

11 And the waters covered their 
enemies : there was not one of them 
left. 

12 Then believed they his words; 
they sang his praise. 

13 They soon forgat his works; they 
waited not for his coimsel : 

14 But lusted exceedingly in the 
wilderness, and tempted God in the 
desert. 

15 And he gave them their re- 
quest; but sent leanness into their 
soul. 

16 They envied Moses also in the 


camp, and Aaron the saint of the 
Lord. 

17 The earth opened and swallowed 
up Da-than, and covered the com- 
pany of A-bi-ram. 

18 And a fire was kindled in their 
company; the flame burned up the 
wicked. 

19 They made a calf in Hor-eb, and 
worshipped the molten image. 

. 20 Thus they changed their glory 
mto the similitude of an ox that 
eateth grass. 

21 They forgat God their saviour, 
which had done great thhxgs in 
Egypt; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of 
Ham, and terrible things by the Red 
sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would 
destroy them, had not Moses his 
chosen stood before him in the 
breach, to turn away his wrath, lest 
he should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant 
land, they believed not his word: 

25 But murmured in their tents, and 
hearkened not unto the voice of the 
Lord. 

26 Therefore he lifted up his hand 
against them, to overthrow them in 
the wilderness: 

27 To overthrow their seed also 
among the nations, and to scatter 
them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves also 
unto Ba-al-pe-6r, and ate the sacri- 
fices of the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to anger 
with their inventions : and the plague 
brake in upon them. 

30 Then stood up Phin-e-has, and 
executed judgment : and so the plague 
was stayed. 

31 And that was counted unto him 
for righteousness unto all genera- 
tions for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at the 
waters of strife, so that it went ill 
with Moses for their sakes : 

33 Because they provoked Ms spirit, 
so that he spake unadvisedly with 
his lips. 

34 They did not destroy the nations, 
concerning whom the Lord com- 
manded them ; 

35 But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their works. 

36 And they served their idols: 
wMch were a snare unto them. 

37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons 
and their daughters unto devils, 

38 And shed innocent blood, even 
the blood of their sons and of their 
daughters, whom they sacrificed 
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unto the idols of Canaan: and 
the land was polluted with blood. . 

39 Thus were they defiled with then 
own works, and went a whoring with 
their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the 
Lord kindled against his people, in- 
somuch that he abhorred lus own 
inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand 
of the heathen ; and they that hated 
them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed 
them, and they were brought into 
subjection under their hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver them; 
but they provoked him with their 
counsel, and were brought low for 
their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
aSdction, when he heard their cry: 

45 And he remembered for them 
his covenant, and repented accord- 
ing to the multitude of his mercies. 

46 He made them also to be pitied 
of all those that carried them cap- 
tives.

17 I love them that love me; and 
those that seek me early shall find me. 


18 Riches and honour are with me* 
yea, durable riches and righteous- 
ness.

22 The blessing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, and he addeth no 
sorrow with it. 

23 It is as sport to a fool to do 
mischief : but a man of understanding 
hath wisdom. 

24 The fear of the wicked, it shall 
come upon him: but the desire of 
the righteous shall be granted. 

25 As the whirlwind passeth, so is 
the wicked no more : but the right- 
eous is an everlasting foundation. 
26 As vinegar to the teeth, and as 
smoke to the eyes, so is the sluggard 
to them that send him. 

27 The fear of the Lord prolongeth 
days: but the years of the wicked 
shall be shortened.

6 Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he 
will not depart from it. 

7 The rich ruleth over the poor, and 
the borrower is servant to the lender. 

8 He that soweth iniquity shall reap 
vanity: and the rod of his anger 
shall fail. 

9 He that hath a bountiful eye shall 
be blessed ; for he giveth of his bread 
to the poor. 

10 Cast out the scomer, and conten- 
tion shall go out: yea, strife and 
reproach shall cease. 

11 He that loveth pureness of heart, 
for the grace of his lips the king shall 
be his friend. 

12 The eyes of the Lord preserve 
knowledge, and he overthroweth the 
words of the transgressor. 

13 The slothful man saith, There is 
a Hon without, I shall be slain in the 
streets. 

14 The mouth of strange women is 
a deep pit : he that is abhorred of the 
Lord shall fall therein. 

15 Foolishness is bound in the heart 
of a child; but the rod of correction 
shall drive it far from him. 

16 He that oppresseth the poor to 
increase his riches, and he that giveth 
to the rich, shall surely come to want. 

17 Bow down thine ear, and hear the 
words of the wise, and apply thine 
heart tmto my knowledge. 

18 For it is a pleasant thing if thou 
keep them within thee; they shall 
withal be fitted in thy Hps. 

19 That thy trust may be in the 
Lord, 1 have made known to thee 
this day, even to thee. 

20 Have not I written to thee excel- 
lent things in counsels and know- 
ledge, 

21 That I might make thee know 
the certainty of the words of truth: 
that thou mightest answer the 
words of tmth to them that send 
unto thee? 

22 Rob not the poor, because he is 
poor: neither oppress the afflicted in 
the gate * 

23 For the Lord will plead their 
cause, and spoil the soul of those that 
spoiled them. 

24 Make no friendship with an angry 
man; and with a furious man thou 
Shalt not go: 

25 Lest thou learn his ways, and get 
a snare to thy soul. 


26 Be not thou one of them that 
strike hands, or of them that are 
sureties for debts. 

27 If thou hast nothing to pay, why 
should he take away thy bed from 
imder thee? 

28 Remove not the ancient land- 
mark, which thy fathers have set. 

29 Seest thou a man diligent in his 
business? he shall stand before 
kings; he shall not stand before 
mean men. 

651 CHAPTER 23 
T JCTHEN thou sittest to eat with a 
VV ruler, consider diHgently what 
is before thee : 

2 And put a knife to thy throat, if 
thou be a man given to appetite. 

3 Be not desirous of his dainties: 
for they are deceitful meat. 

4 Labour not to be rich; cease 
from thine own wisdom. 

5 Wilt thou set thine eyes upon that 
which is not? for riches certainly 
make themselves wings; they fly 
away as an eagle toward heaven.

12 Apply thine heart unto instruc- 
tion, and thine ears to the words of 
knowledge. 

13 Withhold not correction from the 
child : for if thou beatest him with 
the rod, he shall not die. 

14 Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt deUver his soul from hell. 

15 My son, if thine heart be wise, 
my heart shall reioice, even mine. 

16 Yea, my reins shall reioice, when 
tiay lips speak right things. 

17 Let not thine heart envy sinners : 
but be thou in the fear of the Lord 
all the day long. 

18 For surely there is an end ; and 
thine expectation shall not be cut off. 

19 Hear thou, my son, and be wise, 
and guide thine heart in the way. 

20 Be not among winebibbers: 
among riotous eaters of flesh: 
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21 For the drunkard and the glutton 
shall come to poverty: and drowsi- 
ness shall clothe a man with rags. 

22 Hearken unto thy father that 
begat thee, and despise not thy 
mother when she is old.

8 Go not forth hastily to strive, lest 
thou know not what to do in the end 
thereof, when thy neigjibour hath put 
thee to shame.

10 Lest he that heareth it put thee 
to shame, and thine infamy turn not 
away. 

11 A word fitly spoken is like apples 
of gold in pictures of silver. 

12 As an earring of gold, and an 
ornament of fine gold, so is a wise 
reprover upon an obedient ear. 

13 As the cold of snow in the time of 
harvest, so is a faithful messenger to 
them that send him : for he refresheth 
the soul of his masters. 

14 Whoso boasteth himself of a 
f^e gift is like clouds and wind 
without rain.

10 Accuse not a servant unto his 
master, lest he curse thee, and thou 
be found guilty. 

11 There is a generation that curseth 
their father, and doth not bless their 
mother. 

12 There is a generation that are 
pure in their own eyes, and yet is not 
washed from their filthiness.

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20 Snell IS the way of ati adulterous 
woman; she eateth, and wipeth her 
mouth, and saith, I have done no 
wickedness. 

21 For three things the earth is dis- 
Quieiedj and for four which it cannot 
bear : 

12 For a servant when he reigneth; 
and a fool when he is filled with meat ; 

23 For an odious woman when she is 
married; and an handmaid that is 
heir to her mistress. 

24 There be fom things which are 
little upon the earth, but they are 
exceeding wise; 

25 The ants are a people not strong, 
yet they prepare their meat in the 
summer; 

26 The conies are hut a feeble folk, 
yet^^umke they their houses in the 

27 The locusts have no king, yet go 
they forth all of them by bands ; 

28 The spider taketh hold with her 
hands, and is in Mngs’ palaces. 

29 There be three things which go 
well, yea, four are comely in going : 

30 A lion which is strongest among 
beasts, and tumeth not away for any ; 

31 A greyhound ; an he goat also ; 
and a king, against whom there is no 
rising up. 

32 If thou hast done foolishly in lift- 
ing up thyself, or if thou hast thought 
evil, lay thine hand upon thy mouth. 

33 Surely the churning of milk bring- 
eth forth butter, and the wringing of 
the nose bringeth forth blood ; so the 
forcing of wrath bringeth forth strife. 

659 CHAPTER 31 

T he words of king Lem-u-el, the 
prophecy that his mother taught 

him. 

2 What, my son? and what, the son 
of my womb? and what, the son of 
my vows? 

3 Give not thy strength unto women, 
nor thy ways to that which destroy- 
eth kings. 

4 It is not for kings, O Lem'u-el, it 
is not for kings to drink wine ; nor for 
princes strong drink: 

5 Lest they drink, and forget the 
law, and pervert the judgment of 
any of the afflicted.

13 She seeketh wool, and flax, and 
worketh willingly with her hands. 

14 She is like the merchants’ ships; 
she bringeth her food from afar. 

15 She riseth also while it is yet 
night, and giveth meat to her house- 
hold, and a portion to her maidens. 

16 She considereth a field, and buy- 
eth it : with the fniit of her hands she 
planteth a vineyard. 

17 She girdeth her loins with 
strength, and strengtheneth her 
arms. 

18 She perceiveth that her mer- 
chandise is good: her candle goeth 
not out by night. 

19 She layeth her hands to the 
spindle, and her hands hold the 
distatf. 

20 She stretcheth out her hand to 
the poor; yea, she reacheth forth her 
hands to the needy. 

21 She is not afraid of the snow for 
her household ; for all her household 
aie clothed with scarlet. 

22 She maketh herself coverings of 
tapestry; her clothing is silk and 
purple. 

23 Her husband is known in the 
gates, when he sittelh among the 
elders of the land. 

24 She maketh fine linen, and sell- 
eth it: and delivereth girdles unto 
the merchant. 

25 Strength and honour are her 
clothing; and she shall rejoice in 
time to come. 

26 She openeth her mouth with 
wisdom; and in her tongue is the 
law of kindness. 

27 She looketh well to the ways of 
her household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. 

28 Her children arise up, and call 
her blessed; her husband also» and 
he praiseth her. 

29 Many daughters have done vir- 
tuously, but thou excellest them all. 

30 Favour is deceitful, and beauty 
is vain: but a woman that feareth 
the Lord, she shall be praised. 

31 Give her of the firuit of her hands ; 
and let her own works praise her in 
the gates.

660 CHAPTER 1 

T he words of the Preacher, the son 
of David, king in Jerusalem. 

2 Vanity of vanities, . saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is 
vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he taketh under the 
sun? 

4 One generation passeth away, and 
another generation cometh; but the 
earth abideth for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goeth down, and hasteth to his place 
where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the south, 
and tumeth about unto the north; it 
whirleth about continually, and the 
wind returneth again according to his 
circuits. 

7 An the rivers run into the sea ; yet 
the sea zs not full; unto the place 
from whence the rivers come, thither 
they return again. 

8 All things are full of labour; man 
cannot utter it: the eye is not satis- 
fied with seeing, nor the ear filled 
with hearing. 

9 The thing that hath been, it is that 
which shall be; and that which is 
done is that which shall be done ; and 
there is no new thing under the sun, 
10 Is there any thing whereof it may 
be said, See, this is new? it hath been 
already of old time, which was before 
us. 

11 There is no remembrance of 
former things; neither shall there be 
any remembrance of things that are 
to come with those that shall come 
after. 

12 If I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 

13 And I gave my heart to seek and 
search out by wisdom concerning all 
things that are done under heaven; 
this sore travail hath God given to 
the sons of man to be exercised 
therewith. 

14 1 have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun; and, behold, all 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That which is crooked caimot be 
made straight: and that which is 
wanting cannot be mimbered. 

16 I communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to great 
estate, and have gotten more wis- 
dom than all they that have been 


before me in Jerusalem: yea, my 
heart had great experience of wis- 
dom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly: I perceived that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much 
grief : and he that increaseth know- 
ledge increaseth sorrow. 

661 CHAPTER 2 

I SAID in mine heart, Go to now, 
I will prove thee with mirth, there- 
fore enjoy pleasure: and, behold, 
this also is vanity. 

2 1 said of laughter, It is mad : and 
of mirth, ’^at doetn it? 

3 I sought in mine heart to give my- 
self unto wine, yet acquainting mine 
heart with wisdom; and to lay hold 
on foUy, till I might see what was that 
good for the sons of men, which they 
should do under the heaven all the 
days of their life. 

4 1 made me great works ; I builded 
me houses; I planted me vineyards: 
5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and I planted trees in them of all 
kinds 0 / fruits; 

6 1 made me pools of water, to water 
therewith the wood that bringeth 
forth trees: 

7 I got me servants and maidens, 
and had servants bom in my house ; 
also I had great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jerusalem before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings and 
of the provinces: I gat me men 
singers and women singers, and the 
delights of the sons of men, as musi- 
cal instruments, and that of all sorts. 
9 So I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me in 
Jemsalem : also my wisdom remained 
with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes de- 
sired I kept not from them, I withheld 
not my heart from any joy; for my 
heart rejoiced in all my labour: and 
this was my portion of all my labour. 
11 Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and on 
the labour that I had laboured to do : 
and, behold, all was vanity and vexa- 
tion of spirit, and there was no profit 
under the sun. 
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12 H And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly : for 
what can the man do that cometh 
after the king? even that which hath 
been already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excel- 
leth folly, as far as light excelleth 
darkness* 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walketh in dark- 
ness; and I myself perceived dso 
that one event happeneth to them 
all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it happen- 
eth even to me; and why was I then 
more wise? Then I said in my heart, 
that tins also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remembrance of 
the wise more than of the fool for 
ever; seeing that which now is in the 
days to come shall all be forgotten. 
And how dieth the wise man? as the 
fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought tmder the 
sun is grievous unto me; for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 t Yea, I hated all my labour 
which I had taken under tiie sun; 
because I should leave it unto the 
man that shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
^aU he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and wherein 
I have shewed myself wise under the 
sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which 1 took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
is in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in eqmty ; yet to a man that hath not 
laboxired herein shall he leave it 
for his portion. This also is vanity 
and a great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his 
laboiur, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured 
under the sun? 

23 For all his days are sorrows, and 
his travail grief ; yea, his heart taketh 
not rest in the night. This is also 
vanity. 

24 t There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 
drink, and that he should make his 
soul enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it was from the hand 
of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than I? 

26 For God giveth to a man that is 
good in his si^t wisdom, and know-

ledge, and ioy; but to the sinner he 
giveth travail, to gather and to heap 
up, that he may give to him that is 
good before God. This also is vanity 
and vexation of spirit. 

662 CHAPTER 3 

npO every thing there is a season, 
J. and a time to every purpose 
tmder the heaven; 

2 A time to be bom, and a time to 
die; a time to plant, and a time to 
pluck up that which is planted; 

3 A time to kiU, and a time to heal; 
a time to break down, and a time to 
build up; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to 
laugh; a time to mourn, and a time 
to dance; 

5 A time to cast away stones, and a 
time to gather stones together; a 
time to embrace, and a time to 
refrain from embracing; 

6 A time to get, and a time to lose; 
a time to keep, and a time to cast 
away; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to sew ; 
a time to keep silence, and a time 
to speak; 

8 A time to love, and a time to hate ;

9 What profit hath he that worketh 
in that wherein he laboureth? 

10 I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons of men 
to be exercised in it. 

11 He hath made every ^/imp beauti- 
ful in his time : also he hath set the 
world in their heart, so that no man 
can find out the work that God 
maketh from the beginning to the end. 

12 I know that there is no good in 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and 
to do good in his Ufe. 

13 And also that every man should 
eat and diink, and enjoy the good of 
all his labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God 
doeth, it shall be for ever; nothing 
can be put to it, nor any thing taken 
from it; and God doeth it, that men 
should fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now; 
and that which is to be hath already 
been; and God requireth that which 
is past. 

16 If And moreover I saw under the 
sun the place of judgment, that 
wickedness was there ; and the place 
of righteousness, that iniquity was 
there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked; 
for there is a time there for every 
purpose and for every work. 
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18 I said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons ot men, that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they themselves 
are beasts. 

19 For that which befalleth the sons 
of men befalleth beasts; even one 
thing befalleth them; as the one 
dieth, so dieth the other; yea, they 
have all one breath; so that a man 
hath no preeminence above a beast: 
for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place ; aU are of 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit of man 
that goeth upward, and the spirit of 
the beast that goeth downward to the 
earth? 

22 Wherefore I perceive that there 
is nothing better, than that a man 
should rejoice in his own works; for 
that is his portion: for who shall 
bring him to see what shall be after 
him? 

663 CHAPTER 4 

S O I returned, and considered all 
the oppressions that are done 
under the sun; and behold the tears 
of such as were oppressed, and they 
had no comforter; and on the side of 
their oppressors there was power; 
but they had no comforter. 

2 Wherefore I praised the dead 
which are already dead more than 
the living which are yet ahve. 

3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath 
not seen the evil work that is done 
under the sim. 

4 ^ Again, I considered all travail, 
and every right work, that for this 
a man is envied of his neighbour.

5 The fool foldeih his hands to- 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. 

6 Better is an handful with quiet- 
ness, than both the hands full with 
travail and vexation of spirit. 

7 If Then I returned, and I saw 
vanity under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
not a second; yea, he hath neither 
child nor brother : yet is there no end 
of all his labour; neither is his eye 
satisfied with riches; neither saith 
he. For whom do I labour, and be- 
reave my soul of good? This is also 
vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 If Two are better than one; be- 
cause they have a good reward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift up 
his fellow: but woe to him that is 
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alone when he falleth; for he hath 
not another to help him up. 

11 Again, if two lie together, then 
they have heat; but how can one be 
warm alone? 

12 And if one prevail against him, 
two shall withstand him ; and a three- 
fold cord is not quickly broken. 

13 % Better is a poor and a wise child 
than an old and foolish king, who 
will no more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that is bom 
in his kingdom becometh poor- 

15 I considered all the living which 
walk under the sun, with the second 
child that shall stand up in his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the people, 
even of all that have been before 
them : they also that come after shall 
not rejoice in him. Surely this also 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

664 CHAPTER 5 

K eep thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of God, and be more 
ready to hear, than to give the sacri- 
fice of fools; for they consider not 
that they do evil. 

2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and 
let not thine heart be hasty to utter 
any thing before God; for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth: there- 
fore let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through the 
multitude of business; and a fooPs 
voice is known by multitude of 
words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it ; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools ; pay that which 
thou hast vowed. 

5 Better is it that thou shouldest not 
vow, than that thou shouldest vow 
and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy 
flesh to sin; neither say thou before 
the angel, that it was an error: 
wherefore should God be angry at 
thy voice, and destroy the work of 
thine hands ? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words there are also divers 
vanities ; but fear thou God. 

8 11 H thou seest the oppression of 
the poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter: for he that 
is higher than the highest regardeth; 
and there be higher than they. 

9 H Moreover the profit of the earth 
is for all: the king himself is served 
by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver; nor he that 
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loveth abundance with increase : this | 
is also vanity. ' 

11 When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them: and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes? 

12 The sleep of a labounng man is 
sweet, whether he eat httle or much: 
but the abundance of the rich will not 
suffer him to sleep. , . , , , 

13 There is a sore evil which I have 
seen under the stm, namely t riches 
kept for the owners thereof to their 
hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil 
travail : and he begetteth a son, and 
^ere is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mother’s 
womb, naked shall he return to go as 
he came, and shall take nothing of his 
labour, which he may carry away in 
his hand. 

16 And this also is a sore evil, that 
in all points as he came, so shall he 
go : and what profit hath he that hath 
laboured for the wind? 

17 All his days also he eateth in 
darkness, and he hath much sorrow 
and wrath with his sickness. 

18 ^ Behold that which I have seen: 
it is good and comely for one to eat 
and to drink, and to enjoy the good of 
all his labour that he tsdseth under the 
sun all the days of his life, which 
God giveth him : for it is his portion. 

19 Every man also to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, and 
hath given him power to eat thereof, 
and to take his portion, and to re- 
joice in his labour; this is the gift 
of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember 
the days of his hfe; because God 
answereth him in the joy of his heart. 

665 CHAPTER 6 

T here is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men: 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so that 
he wanteth nothing for his soul of all 
that he desireth, yet God giveth him 
not power to eat thereof, but a 
stranger eateth it : this is vanity, and 
it is an evil disease.

3 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event unto all : yea, also 
the heart of the sons of men is full of 
evil, and madness is in their heart 
while they live, and after that they 
go to the dead. 

4 If For to him that is joined to all 
the living there is hope : for a living 
dog is better than a dead lion. , 
5 For the living know that they shall | 
die: but the dead know not any 
thing, neither have they any more a 
reward; for the memory of them is 
forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished; 
neither have they any more a portion 
for ever in any thing that is done 
under the sun. 

7 ^ Go thy way, eat thy bread with 
joy, and drink thy wine with a merry 
heart; for God now accepteth thy 
works. 

8 Let thy garments be always white ; 
and let fihy head lack no ointment. 

9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 


thou lovest all the days of the life of 
thy vanity, which he hath given thee 
under the sun, all the days of thy 
vanity : for that is thy portion in this 
life, and in thy labour which thou 
takest under the sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might; for there is 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, wldther 
thou goest. 

11 If I returned, and saw under the 
sun, that the race is not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, neither 
yet bread to the wise, nor yet riches 
to men of understanding, nor yet 
favour to men of skill ; but time and 
chance happeneth to them all. 

12 For man also knoweth not his 
time : as the fishes that are taken in 
an evil net, and as the birds that 
are caught in the snare ; so are the 
sons of men snared in an evil time, 
when it falleth suddenly upon 
them. 

13 If This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great 
unto me : 

14 There was a little city, and few 
men within it ; and there came a great 
king against it, and besieged it, 
and built great bulwarks against 
it: 

15 Now there was found in it a poor 
wise man, and he by his wisdom 
delivered the city ; yet no man 
remembered that same poor man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom is better 
than strength : nevertheless the poor 
man’s wisdom is despised, and his 
words are not heard. 

17 The words of vnse men are heard 
in quiet more than the cry of him 
that ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons 
of war: but one sinner destroyeth 
much good. 

669 CHAPTER 10 
T^EAD flies cause the ointment of 
JlJ the apothecary to send forth a 
stinking savour: so doth a little folly 
him that is in reputation for wisdom 
and honour. 

2 A wise man’s heart is at his right 
hand; but a fool’s heart at his 
left. 

3 Tea also, when he that is a fool 
walketh by the way, his wisdom 
faileth him, and he saith to every 
one that he is a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the ruler rise up 
against thee, leave not thy place; 
for yielding padfieth great offences. 

5 There is an evil which I have seen 
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under the sun, as an error which pro- 
ceedeth from the ruler: 

6 Folly is set in great dignity, and 
the rich sit in low place. 

7 I have seen servants upon horses, 
and princes walking as servants upon 
the earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall fall into 
it; and whoso breaketh an hedge, a 
serpent shall bite him. 

9 Whoso removeth stones shall be 
hurt therewith; and he that cleaveth 
wood shall be endangered there- 
by. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do not 
whet the edge, then must he put to 
more strength; but wisdom is profit- 
able to direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite with- 
out enchantment; and a babbler is 
no better. 

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious ; but the lips of a fool 
will swallow up himself. 

13 The beginning of the words of 
his mouth is foolishness ; and the end 
of his talk is mischievous mad- 
ness. 

14 A fool also is full of words: a 
man caimot tell what shall be; and 
what shall be after him, who can 
tell him? 

15 The labour of the foolish wearieth 
every one of them, because he know- 
efh not how to go to the city. 

16 H Woe to thee, O land, when thy 
king is a child, and thy princes eat in 
the morning I 

17 Blessed art thou, O land, when 
thy king is the son of nobles, and 
thy princes eat in due season, for 
strength, and not for drunken- 
ness ! 

18 H By much slothfuhiess the build- 
ing decayeth; and through idleness 
of the hands the house droppeth 
through. 

19 If A feast is made for laughter, 
and wine maketh merry; but money 
answereth all things. 

20 t Curse not the king, no not in 
thy tiiiought; and curse not the rich 
in thy bedchamber : for a bird of the 
air shall carry the voice, and that 
which hath wings shall tell the 
matter. 

670 CHAPTER 11 

C AST thy bread upon the waters : 

for thou shalt find it after many 
days. 

2 Give a portion to seven, and also 
to eight: for thou knowest not what 
evil shall be upon the earth. 

3 If the clouds be full of rain, they 


empty themselves upon the earth: 
and if the tree fall toward the south, 
or toward the north, in the place 
where the tree falleth, there it shall 
be. 

4 He that observeth the v/ind shall 
not sow; and he that regardeth the 
clouds shall not reap. 

5 As thou knowest not what is the 
way of the spirit, nor how the bones 
do grow in the womb of her that is 
with child: even so thou knowest 
not the works of God who maketh 
all. 

6 In the morning sow thy seed, and 
in the evening withhold not thine 
hand : for thou knowest not whether 
shall prosper, either this or that, or 
whether they both shall be alike 
good. 

7 If Truly the light is sweet, and a 
pleasant thing it is for the eyes to 
behold the sun : 

8 But if a man live many years, and 
rejoice in them all; yet let him re- 
member the days of darkness; for 
they shall be many. All that cometh 
is vanity. 

9 % Rejoice, O yoxmg man, in thy 
youth ; and let thy heart cheer thee in 
the days of thy youth ; and walk in 
the ways of thine heart, and in the 
sight of thine eyes: but know thou, 
that for all these things God will 
bring thee into judgment. 

10 Therefore remove sorrow from 
thy heart, and put away evil from 
thy flesh: for childhood and youth 
are vanity.

11 The words of the wise are as 
goads, and as nails fastened by the 
masters of assemblies, which are 
given from one shepherd.

13 f Let us hear the conclusion of 
the whole matter; Fear God, and 
keep his commandments : for this is 
the whole duty of man.

Go, ye swift 
messengers, to a nation scattered 
and peeled, to a people terrible from 
their beginning hitherto; a nation 
meted out and trodden down, whose 
land the rivers have spoiled! 

3 All ye inhabitants of the world, and 
dwellers on the earth, see ye, when 
he hfteth up an ensign on the moun- 
tains ; and when he bloweth a trum- 
pet, hear ye. 

4 For so the Lord said unto me, I 
will take my rest, and I will consider 
in my dwemng place like a clear heat 
upon herbs, and like a cloud of dew 
in the heat of harvest 
5 For afore the harvest, when the 
bud is perfect, and the sour grape is 
opening in the flower, he shall both 
cut off the sprigs with pruning hooks, 
and take away and cut down the 
branches. 

6 They shall be left together unto 
the fowls of the mountains, and to the 
beasts of the earth: and the fowls 
shall summer upon them, and all the 
beasts of the earth shall winter upon 
them. 

7 If In that time ^all the present be 
brou^t unto the Lord of hosts of 
a people scattered and peeled, and

from a people terrible from their 
beginning hitherto; a nation meted 
out and trodden under foot, whose 
land the rivers have spoiled, to the 
place of the name of the Lord of 
hosts, the mount Zion. 

698 CHAPTER 19 

T he burden of Egypt. Behold, the 
Lord rideth upon a swift cloud, 
and shall come into Egsrpt: and the 
idols of Egypt shall be moved at his 
presence, and the heart of Egsnpt shall 
melt in the midst of it. 

2 And I will set the Egyptians 
against the Egyptians : and they sb^ 
fight every one against his brother, 
and every one against his neighbour; 
city against city, and kingdom 
against kingdom. 

3 And the spirit of Egsrpt shall fail 
in the midst thereof; and I will 
destroy the coimsel thereof : and they 
shall seek to the idols, and to the 
charmers, and to them that have 
familiar spirits, and to the wizards. 

4 And the Egyptians will I give over 
into the hand of a cruel lord; and a 
fierce king shall rule over tliem, saith 
the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

5 And the waters shall fail from the 
sea, and the river shall be wasted and 
dried up. 

6 And they shall turn the rivers far 
away; and the brooks of defence 
shall be emptied and dried up : the 
reeds and flags shall wither. 

7 The paper reeds by the brooks, 
by the mouth of the brooks, and 
every thing sown by the brooks, 
shall wither, be driven away, and 
be no more. 

8 The fishers also shall mourn, and 
all they that cast angle into the 
brooks shall lament, and they that 
spread nets upon the waters shall 
languish. 

9 Moreover they that work in fine 
flax, and they that weave networks, 
shall be confounded. 

10 ^d &ey shall be broken in 
the purposes thereof, all that make 
sluices and ponds for fish. 

11 H Surely the princes of Zo-an are 
fools, the counsel of the wise coun- 
seUers of Pharaoh is become brutish : 
how say ye unto Pharaoh, I am the 
son of the wise, the son of ancient 
kings? 

j 12 Where are they? where are 
thy wise men? and let them tell 
thee now, and let them know what 
the Lord of hosts hath purposed 
; upon Egypt. 

I 13 The princes of Zo-^ are become 
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fools, the princes of Noph are de- i 
ceived ; they have also seduced Egypt, 
even they that are the stay of tiie 
tribes thereof. 

14 The Lord hath mingled a per- 
verse spirit in the midst thereof : and 
they have caused Egypt to err in 
every work thereof, as a drunken 
man staggereth in his vomit. 

15 Neither shall there be any work 
for Egsrpt, which the head or tail, 
branch or rush, may do. 

16 In that day shall Egypt be like 
unto women: and it shall be afraid 
and fear because of the shaking of 
the hand of the Lord of hosts, which 
he shaketh over it. 

17 And the land of Judah shall be a 
terror unto Egypt, every one that 
maketh mention thereof shall be 
afraid in himself, because of the 
counsel of the Lord of hosts, which 
he hath determined against it. 

18 H In that day shall hve cities in 
the land of Egypt speak the lan- 
guage of Canaan, and swear to the 
Lord of hosts; one shall be called. 
The city of destruction. 

19 In that day shall there be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst of the 
land of Egsnpt, and a piHar at the 
border thereof to the Lord. 

20 And it shall be for a sign and for 
a witness unto the Lord of hosts in 
the land of Egypt: for they shall cry 
unto the Lord because of the op- 
pressors, and he shall send them a 
saviour, and a great one, and he 
shall deliver them. 

21 And the Lord shall be known to 
Egypt, and the Egyptians shall know 
the Lord in that day, and shall do 
sacrifice and oblation ; yea, they shall 
vow a vow unto the Lord, and per- 
form it 

22 And the Lord shall smite Egypt ; 
he shall smite and heal it: and they 
shall return even to the Lord, and he 
shall be intreated of them, and shall 
heal them. 

23 If In that day shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria, and 
the Ass 3 ndan shall come into Egypt, 
and the Egyptian into Assyria, and 
the Egyptians shall serve with the 
Ass 3 ^rians. 

24 In that day shall Israel be the 
third with Egypt and with Assyria, 
even a blessing in the midst of the 
land: 

25 Whom the Lord of hosts shall 
bless, saying, Blessed be Egypt my 
people, and Assyria the work of 
my hands, and Israel mine inherit- 
ance. 


699 CHAPTER 20 

I N the year that Tartan came unto 
Ash-dod, (when Sar%6n the king 
of Assyria sent him,) and fought 
against Ash-dod, and took it; 

2 At the same time spake the Lord 
by Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying 
Go and loose the sackcloth from off 
thy loins, and put off thy shoe from 
thy foot. And he did so, walking 
naked and barefoot. 

3 And the Lord said, Like as my 
servant Isaiah hath walked naked 
and barefoot three years for a sign 
and wonder upon Egjrpt and upon 
E-thi-6-pi-a; 

4 So shall the king of Ass 3 uia lead 
away the Egyptians prisoners, and 
the E-thi-6-pi-ans captives, young and 
old, naked and barefoot, even with 
their buttocks uncovered, to the 
shame of Egypt. 

5 And they shall be afraid and 
ashamed of fi-thi-6-pi-a their expec- 
tation, and of Egypt their glory. 

6 And the inhabitant of this isle 
shall say in that day. Behold, such 
is our expectation, whither we fiee 
for help to be delivered from the 
king of Assyria: and how shall we 
escape ? 

700 CHAPTER 21 
'T'HE burden of the desert of the 
I X sea. As whirlwinds in the south 
pass through; so it cometh from the 
desert, from a terrible land. 

2 A grievous vision is declared unto 
me; the treacherous dealer dealeth 
treacherously, and the spoiler spoil- 
eth. Go up, O E-lam: besiege, O 
Me-(h-a; all the sighing thereof have 
I made to cease. 

3 Therefore are my loins filled with 
pain: pangs have taken hold upon 
me, as the paxigs of a woman that 
travaileth: I was bowed down at the 
hearing of it; I was dismayed at the 
seeing of it 

4 My heart panted, fearfulness 
affrighted me : the night of my 
pleasure hath he turned into fear 
xmto me. 

5 Prepare the table, watch in the 
watchtower, eat, drmk: arise, ye 
princes, and anoint the shield. 

6 For thus hath the Lord said unto 
me. Go, set a watchman, let him 
declare what he seeth. 

7 And he saw a chariot with a couple 
of horsemen, a chariot of asses, and a 
chariot of camels ; and he hearkened 
diligently with much heed : 

8 And he cried, A lion: My lord, I 
stand continually upon the watch- 
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Invasion of Jewry by the Persians 


tower in the daytime, and I am set m 
my ward whole nights: 

9 And, behold, here cometh a 
chariot of men, with a couple of 
horsemen. And he answered and 
said, Babylon is fallen, is fallen; and 
all the graven images of her gods he 
hath broken unto the ground. ^ 

10 O my threshing, and the corn of 
my floor: that which I have heard 
of the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, have I declared unto you. 

11 11 The burden of Du'm^. He 

calleth to me out of Se-ir, Watchman, 
what of the night? Watchman, what 
of the night? _ ^ 

12 The watchman said. The mormng 
cometh, and also the night; if ye will 
inquire, inquire ye: return, come. 

13 If The burden upon Arabia. In 
the forest in Arabia shall ye lodge, 
O ye travelling companies of D^da- 
nim. 

14 The inhabitants of the land of 
Te'ma brought water to him that 
was thirsty, they prevented with their 
bread him that fled. 

15 For they fled from the swords, 
from the drawn sword, and from the 
bent bow, and from the grievousness 
of war. 

16 For thus hath the Lord said unto 
me. Within a year, according to the 
years of an hireling, and all the glory 
of Ke-dar ghall fail ; 

17 And the residue of the number of 
archers, the mighty men of the chil- 
dren of Ke-d^, shall be diminished ; 
for the Lord God of Israel hath 
spoken it. 

701 CHAPTER 22 
nPHE burden of the valley of vision. 

1 What aileth thee now, that thou 
art wholly gone up to the housetops? 

2 Thou that art full of stirs, a 
tumultuous city, a joyous city; thy 
slain men are not slain wifri the 
sword, nor dead in battle. 

3 Ah thy rulers are fled together, 
they are bound by the archers: all 
that are found in thee are bound 
together, which have fled from far. 

4 Therefore said I, Look away from 
me ; I will weep bitterly, labour not 
to comfort me, because of the spoiling 
of the daughter of my people. 

5 For it is a day of trouble, and of 
treading down, and of perplexity by 
the Lord God of hosts in the valley of 
vision, breaking down the walls, and 
of crying to the mountains. 

6 And E^am bare the quiver with 
chariots of men and horsemen, and 
K3r uncovered the shield. 


7 And it shall come to pass, that thy 
choicest valleys shall be full of 
chariots, and the horsemen shall set 
themselves in array at the gate. 

8 H And he discovered the covering 
of Judah, and thou didst look in that 
day to the armour of the house of 
the forest. 

9 Ye have seen also the breaches of 
the city of David, that they are many : 
and ye gathered together the waters 
of the lower pool. 

10 And ye have numbered the houses 
of Jerusalem, and the houses have 
ye broken down to fortify the wall. 

11 Ye made also a ditch between 
the two walls for the water of the old 
pool : but ye have not looked unto &e 
maker thereof, neither had respect 
unto him that fashioned it long ago. 

12 And in that day did the Lord God 
of hosts call to weeping, and to 
mourning, and to baldness, and to 
girding with sackcloth: 

13 And behold joy and gladness, 
slaying oxen, and lolling sheep, eat- 
ing flesh, and drinking wine : let us 
eat and drink ; for to morrow we shall 
die. 

14 And it was revealed in mine ears 
by the Lord of hosts, Surely this 
iniquity shall not be purged from 
you till ye die, saith the Lord God 
of hosts. 

15 H Thus saith the Lord God of 
hosts. Go, get thee imto this trea- 
surer, even unto Sheb-na, which is 
over the house, and say, 

16 What hast thou here? and whom 
hast thou here, that thou hast hewed 
thee out a sepulchre here, as he that 
heweth him out a sepulchre on hi^, 
and that graveth an habitation for 
himself in a rock? 

17 Behold, the Lord will carry thee 
away with a mighty captivity, and 
will surely cover thee. 

18 He will surely violently turn and 
toss thee like a ball into a large 
country: there shalt thou die, and 
there the chariots of thy glory shall 
be the shame of thy lord’s house. 

19 And I will drive thee from thy 
station, and from thy state shall he 
pull thee down. 

20 H And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will call my servant E-li- 
a-khn tiie son of IBl-ki-^: 

21 And I will clothe him with thy 
robe, and strengthen him with thy 
girdle, and I will commit thy govern- 
ment into his hand: and he shall be 
a father to the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and to the house of Judah. 

22 And the key of the house of David 
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Overthrow and restoration of Tyre 

will I lay upon his shoulder; so he 
shsdl open, and none shall shut; and 
he shall shut, and none shall open. 

23 And I will fasten him as a nail 
in a sure place ; and he shall be for a 
glorious throne to his father’s house. 

24 And they shall hang upon him all 
the glory of his father’s house, the 
offspring and the issue, aU vessels 
of small quantity, from the vessels 
of cups, even to all the vessels of 
flagons. 

25 In that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, shall the nail that is fastened 
in the sure place be removed, and be 
cut down, and fall; and the burden 
ihsii was upon it shall be cut off : for 
the Lord hath spoken it. 

702 CHAPTER 23 
T^HE burden of Tyre. Howl, ye 
X ships of Tarsbish ; for it is laid 
waste, so that there is no house, no 
entering in : from the land of Chit-tim 
it is revealed to them. 

2 Be still, ye inhabitants of the isle ; 
thou whom the merchants of Zi-don, 
that pass over the sea, have re- 
plenished. 

3 And by great waters the seed of 

Si'hor, the harvest of the river, is 
her revenue; and she is a mart of 
nations. i 

4 Be thou ashamed, O Zi-don : for | 
the sea hath spoken, even the strength | 
of the sea, saying, I travail not, nor 
bring forth children, neither do I 
nourish up young men, nor bring up 
virgins. 

5 As at the report concerning! 
Egypt, so shall they be sorely pained 
at the report of Tyre. 

6 Pass ye over to Tarshish; howl, 
ye inhabitants of the isle. 

7 Is this your joyous city, whose 
antiquity is of ancient days? her 
own feet shall carry her afar off to 
sojourn. 

8 Who hath taken this cotmsel 
against Tyre, the crowning city, 
whose merchants a^e princes, whose 
trafiSckers are the honourable of the 
earth? 

9 The Lord of hosts hath purposed 
it, to stain the pride of all ^ory, and 
to bring into contempt all the honour- 
able of the earth. 

10 Pass through thy land as a river, 
O daughter of Tarshish: there is no 
more strength. 

11 He stretched out his hand over 
the sea, he shook the kingdoms : the 
Lord hath given a commandment 
against the merchant city, to de- 
stroy the strong holds thereof. 
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12 And he said. Thou dialt no more 
rejoice, O thou oppressed virgin, 
dau^ter of Zi-don; arise, pass over 
to Chit^dm; there also shalt thou 
have no rest. 

13 Behold the land of the Chal-de^ 
ans; this people was not, till the 
Assyrian foimded it for them that 
dwell in the wilderness : they set up 
the towers thereof, they raised up the 
palaces thereof; and he brought it to 
ruin. 

14 Howl, ye ships of Tarshish : for 
your s trench is laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that Tyre shall be forgotten 
seventy years, according to the days 
of one king: after the end of 
seventy years shall Tyre sing as an 
harlot. 

16 Take an harp, go about the city, 
thou harlot that hast been forgotten ; 
make sweet melody, sing many songs, 
that thou mayest be remembered. 

17 H And it shall come to pass after 
the end of seventy years, that the 
Lord wiU visit Tyre, and she shall 
turn to her hire, and shall commit 
fornication with all the kingdoms of 
the world upon the face of the earth. 

18 And her merchandise and her 
hire shall be holiness to the Lord: 
it shall not be treasured nor laid up ; 
for her merchandise shall be for them 
that dwell before the Lord, to eat 
sufficiently, and for durable clothing. 

703 CHAPTER 24 

B ehold, the lord maketh the 
earth empty, and maketh it 
waste, and tumeui it upside down, 
and scattereth abroad the inhabitants 
thereof. 

I 2 And it shall be, as with the people, 
so with the priest; as with the ser- 
1 vant, so with his master; as with the 
maid, so with her mistress ; as with 
the buyer, so with the seller ; as with 
the lender, so with the borrower ; as 
with the taker of usury, so with the 
giver of usury to him. 

3 The land ^all be utterly emptied, 
and utterly spoiled: for the Lord 
hath spoken this word. 

4 The earth mourneth and fadeth 
away, the world languisheth and 
fadeth away, the haughty people of 
the earth do languish. 

5 The earth also is defiled under 
the inhabitants thereof ; because they 
have transgressed the laws, changed 
the ordinance, broken the ever- 
lasting covenant. 

6 Therefore hath the curse de- 
voured the earth, and they that dwell 
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therein are desolate: therefore the 
inhabitants of the earth are burned, 
and few men left. 

7 The new wine moumeth, the vme 
languisheth, all the merryhearted do 
sigh. 

8 The mirth of tabrets ceaseth, the 
noise of them that rejoice endeth, 
the joy of the harp ceaseth. 

9 They shall not drink wine ,with a 

song; strong drink shall be bitter to 
them that drink it. ... 

10 The city of confusion is broken 
down ; every house, is shut up, that 
no man may come in. 

11 There ts a crying for wme m the 
streets ; all joy is darkened, the mirth 
of the land is gone. 

12 In the city is left desolation, and 
the gate is smitten with destruction. 

13 U When thus it shall be in the 
midst of the land among the people, 
there shall be as the shaking of an 
olive tree, and as the gleaning grapes 
when the vintage is done. 

14 They shall lift up their voice, they 
shall sing for the majesty of the 
Lord, they shall cry aloud from the 
sea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Lord 
in the fires, even the name of the 
Lord God of Israel in the isles of 
the sea. 

16 ^ From the uttermost part of 
the earth have we heard songs, 
even glory to the righteous. But I 
said. My leanness, my leanness, woe 
unto me! the treacherous dealers 
have dealt treacherously; yen, the 
treacherous dealers have dealt very 
treacherously. 

17 Fear, and the pit, and the snare, 
are upon thee, O inhabitant of the 
earth. 

18 And it shall come to pass, that he 
who fleeth from the noise of the fear 
shall fail into the pit; and he that 
cometh up out of the midst of the pit 
shall be taken in the snare : for the 
windows from on high are open, 
and the foundations of the earth do 
shake. 

19 The earth is utterly broken down, 
the earth is clean dissolved, the earth 
is moved exceedingly. 

20 The earth shall reel to and fro 
like a drunkard, and shall be removed 
like a cottage; and the transgression 
thereof shall be heavy upon it ; and it 
shah fall, and not rise again. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shsdl punish the 
host of the high ones that are on hiih, 
and the kings of the earth upon the 
earth. 


Praise for God^s salvation 

22 And they shall be gathered to- 
gether, as prisoners are gathered in 
the pit, and shall be shut up in the 
prison, and after many days shall 
they be visited. 

23 Then the moon shall be con- 
founded, and the sun ashamed, when 
the Lord of hosts shall reign in 
mount Zion, and in Jerusalem, and 
before his ancients gloriously. 

704 CHAPTER 25 

O LORD, thou art my God ; I will 
exalt thee, I will praise thy name ; 
for thou hast done wonderful things; 
thy cotmsels of old are faithfulness 
and truth. 

2 For thou hast made of a city an 
heap; of a defenced city a ruin: a 
palace of strangers to be no city; it 
shall never be built. 

3 Therefore shall the strong people 
glorify thee, the city of the terrible 
nations shall fear thee. 

4 For thou hast been a strength to 
the poor, a strength to the needy in 
his distress, a refuge from the storm, 
a shadow from the heat, when the 
blast of the terrible ones is as a 
storm against the wall. 

5 Thou shalt bring down the noise of 
strangers, as the heat in a dry place;

6 K And in this mountain shall the 
Lord of hosts make unto aU people 
a feast of fat things, a feast of wines 
on the lees, of fat things full of 
marrow, of wines on the lees well 
refined. 

7 And he will destroy in this moun- 
tain the face of the covering cast 
over all people, and the vail that is 
spread over all nations. 

8 He will swallow up death in vic- 
tory; and the Lord God will wipe 
away tears from off all faces ; and the 
rebiike of his people shall he take 
away from off all the earth; for the 
Lord hath spoken it 
9 If And it shall be said in that day, 
Lo, this is our God : we have waited 
for him, and he will save us : this is 
the Lord ; we have waited for him, 
we will be glad and rejoice in his sal- 
vation. 

10 For in this mountain shall the 
hand of the Lord rest, and Moab 
shall be trodden down under him, 
even as straw is trodden down for 
the dunghill. 

11 And he shall spread forth his 
hands in the midst of them, as he that 
swimmeth spreadeth forth his hands 
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to swim: and he shall bnng down 
their pnde together with the spoils 
of their hands. 

12 And the fortress of the high fort 
of thy walls shall he bnng down, lay 
low, and bnng to the ground, even 
to the dust. 

705 CHAPTER 26 

I N that day shall this song be sung 
m the land of Judah ; We have a 
strong city; salvation will God ap- 
pomt for walls and bulwarks. 

2 Open ye the gates, that the nght- 
eous nation which keepeth the truth 
may enter m. 

3 Thou wilt keep him m perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on thee. 
because he trusteth m thee. 

4 Trust ye in the Lord for ever: 
for m the Lord j£-ho-vah is ever- 
lasting strength: 

5 If For he bnngeth down them that 
dwell on high ; the lofty city, he layeth 
it low ; he layeth it low, even to the 
ground; he bnngeth it even to the 
dust. 

6 The foot shall tread it down, even 
the feet of the poor, and the steps of 
the needy. 

7 The way of the just is upnghtness : 
thou, most upnght, dost weigh the 
path of the just. 

8 Yea, m the way of thy judgments, 
O Lord, have we waited for thee; 
the desire of our soul is to thy name, 
and to the remembrance of mee. 

9 With my soul have I desired thee 
in the mght, yea, with my spint 
within me will I seek thee early . for 
when thy judgments are in the earth, 
the inhabitants of the world will learn 
nghteousness. 

10 Let favour be shewed to the 
wicked, yet will he not learn nght- 
eousness : in the land of upnghtness 
will he deal unjustly, and will not 
behold the majesty of the Lord. 

11 Lord, when thy hand is hfted 
up, they wiU not see : hut they shall 
see, and be ashamed for iher envy 
at the people; yea, the fire of thine 
enemies shall devour them 
12 If Lord, thou wilt ordain peace 
for us : for thou also hast wrought all 
our works m us. 

13 O Lord our God, other lords 
beside thee have had dommion over 
us: hut by thee only will we make 
mention of thv name. 

14 They are dead, they shall not 
live; they are deceased, they shall 
not nse : therefore hast thou visited 
and destroyed them, and made all 
their memory to pensh. 
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15 Thou hast increased the nation, 
O Lord, thou hast mcreased the 
nation : thou art glonfied : thou hadst 
removed it far unto all the ends of 
the earth. 

16 Lord, m trouble have they visited 
thee, tibey poured out a prayer when 
thy chastening was upon them. 

17 Like as a woman with child, that 
draweth near the time of her 
dehvery, is m pain, and cneth out in 
her pangs ; so have we been m thy 
sight, O Lord. 

18 We have been with child, we 
have been m pam, we have as it were 
brought forth wind; we have not 
wrought any dehverance in the earth , 
neither have the inhabitants of the 
world fallen. 

19 Thy dead men shall hve, to- 
gether with my dead body shall 
they anse. Awake ana smg, ye that 
dwell m dust: for thy dew is as the 
dew of herbs, and the earth shall cast 
out the dead. 

20 "f Come, my people, enter thou 
mto thy chambers, and shut thy doors 
about thee: hide thyself as it were 
for a httle moment, until the indig- 
nation be overpast. 

21 For, behold, the Lord cometh 
out of his place to pumsh the inhabi- 
tants of the earth for thCir imquity. 
the earth also shall disclose her 
blood, and shall no more cover her 
slain. 

706 CHAPTER 27 

I N that day the Lord with his sore 
and great and strong sword shall 
pumsh le-vi'a-than the piercmg ser- 
pent, even le-vi-a-than that crooked 
serpent ; and he shall slay the dragon 
that zs m the sea. 

2 In that day smg ye unto her, A 
vmeyard of red wme. 

3 1 the Lord do keep it ; I will water 
it every moment : lest any hurt it, I 
will keep it night and day. 

4 Fury is not in me : who would set 
the bners and thorns agamst me m 
battle*!* I would go through them, I 
would bum them together. 

5 Or let him take hold of my 
strength, that he may make peace 
with me ; and he shall make peace 
; with me. 

6 He shall cause them that come 
of Jacob to take root : Israel shall 
I blossom and bud, and fill the face 
of the world with fruit. 

7 If Hath he smitten him, as he 
smote those that smote him? or is he 
slam according to the slaughter of 
them that are slam by him?

9 By this therefore shall the imquity 
of Jacob be purged ; and this is all the 
fruit to take away his sin; when he 
tnalg- fitb all the stones of the altar as 
chalkstones that are beaten in sun- 
der, the groves and images shall not 
stand up. 

10 Yet the defenced city shall be 
desolate, and the habitation forsaken, 
and left like a wilderness ; there shall 
the calf feed, and there shall he lie 
down, and consume the branches 
thereof. 

11 When the boughs thereof are 
withered, they shall be broken off; 
the women come, and set them on 
fire ; for it is a people of no under- 
standing: therefore he that made 
them will not have mercy on them, 
anH he that formed them will shew 
tikem no favour. 

12 H And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall beat off from 
the channel of the river imto the 
stream of Egypt, and ye shall be 
gathered one by one, O ye children 
of Israel. 

13 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the great trumpet shall be 
blown, and they shall come which 
were ready to perish in the land of 
Assyria, and the outcasts in the land 
of Egypt, and shall worship the Lord 
in the holy mount at Jerusalem. 

707 CHAPTER 28 

W OE to the crown of pride, to the 
drunkards of £-phra-im, whose 
glorious beauty is a fading flower, 
which are on the head of the fat 
valleys of them that are overcome 
with wine! 

2 Behold, the Lord hath a mighty 
and strong one, which as a tempest 
of hail and a destroying storm, as a 
flood of mighty waters overflowing, 
shall cast down to the earth with the 
hand. 

3 The CTown of pride, the drunk- 
ards of £-phra-im, shall be trodden 
under feet: 

4 And the glorious beauty, which is 
on the head of the fat valley, shall be 
a fading flower, and as the hasty fruit 
before the summer; which when he 
that looketh upon it seeth, while it 
is yet in his hand he eateth it up. 

5 H In that day shall the Lord of 
hosts be for a crown of glory, and for 
a diadem of beauty, unto the residue 
of his people. 


Ephraim is threatened: Christ is promised 
shooteth 


6 And for a spirit of judgment to him 
that sitteth in judgment, and for 
strength to them that turn the battle 
to the gate. 

7 H But they also have erred 
through wine, and through strong 
drink are out of the way; the priest 
and the prophet have erred through 
strong drmk, they are swallowed up 
of wine, they are out of the way 
through strong drink; they err in 
vision, they stumble in judgment. 

8 For all tables are full of vomit and 
filthiness, so that there is no place 
clean. 

9 H Whom shall he teach know- 
ledge? and whom shall he make to 
imderstand doctrine? them that are 
weaned from the milk, and drawn 
from the breasts. 

10 For precept must be upon pre- 
cept, precept upon precept ; line 
upon line, line upon line; here a 
little, and there a fittle : 

11 For with stammenng lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this 
people. 

12 To whom he said. This is the 
rest wherewith ye may cause the 
weary to rest; and this is the refresh- 
ing: yet they would not hear. 

13 But the word of the Lord was 
unto them precept upon precept, pre- 
cept upon precept; line upon line, 
line upon line ; here a little, and there 
a little ; that they might go, and fall 
backward, and be broken, and 
snared, and taken. 

14 H Wherefore hear the word of 
the Lord, ye scornful men, that rule 
this people which is in Jerusalem. 

15 Because ye have said. We have 
made a covenant with death, and with 
hell are we at agreement ; when the 
overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, it shall not come imto us: 
for we have made lies our refuge, and 
under falsehood have we hid our- 
selves : 

16 H Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation stone, a tried stone, a 
precious comer stone, a sure foun- 
dation: he that believeth shall not 
make haste. 

17 Judgment also will I lay to 
the nne, and righteousness to the 
plummet: and the hail shall sweep 
away the refuge of lies, and the 
waters shall overflow the hiding 
place. 

18 If And your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree- 
ment with hell shall not stand ; when 
the overflowing scourge 
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through, then ye shall be trodden 
down by it. 

19 From the time that it goeth forth 
it shall take you: for morning by 
morning shall it pass over, by day and 
by night: and it shall be a vexation 
only to understand the report. 

20 For the bed is shorter than that 
a man can stretch Mmself on it: and 
the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it 

21 For the Lord shall rise up as in 
motmt Pe-ra-zim, he shall be wroth 
as in the valley of Gibeon, that he 
may do his work, his strange work; 
and bring to pass his act, his strange 
act. 

22 Now therefore be ye not mockers, 
lest your bands be made strong : for 
I have heard from the Lord God of 
hosts a consumption, even deter- 
mined upon the whole earth. 

23 % Give ye ear, and hear my voice ; 
hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the plowman plow all day 
to sow? doth he open and break the 
clods of his ground? 

25 When he hath made plain the 
face thereof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in the principal wheat and 
the appointed barley and the rie in 
their place? 

26 For his God doth instruct him to 
discretion, and doth teach him. 

27 For the fitches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, neither 
is a cart wheel turned about upon the 
cummin; but the fitches are beaten 
out with a staff, and the cummin with 
a rod. 

28 Bread corn is bruised; because 
he will not ever be threshmg it, nor 
break it with the wheel of his cart, 
nor bruise it with his horsemen. 

29 This also cometh forth from the 
Lord of hosts, which is wonderful 
in counsel, and excellent in working. 

708 CHAPTER 29 

W OE to Arii-el, to Ar-i-el, the city 
where David dwelt! add ye 
year to year; let them kill sacrifices. 
2 Yet I will distress Ar'i-el, and there 
shad! be heaviness and sorrow: and 
it shall be unto me as Ar^-el. 

3 And I will camp against thee round 
about, and will lay siege against thee 
with a mount, and I will raise forts 
against thee. 

4 And thou shalt be brought down, 
and shall speak out of the ground, 
and thy speech shall be low out of 
the dust, and thy voice shall be, as of 
one that hath a familiar spirit, out of 


the ground, and thy speech shall 
whisper out of the dust. 

5 Moreover the multitude of thy 
strangers shall be like small dust, 
and the multitude of the terrible ones 
shall be as chaff that passeth away : 
yea, it shall be at an instant suddenly. 

6 Thou shalt be visited of the Lord 
of hosts with thunder, and with 
earthquake, and great noise, with 
storm and tempest, and the flame of 
devouring fire. 

7 H And the multitude of aU the 
nations that fight against Ar^-el, even 
aU that fight against her and her 
munition, and that distress her, shall 
be as a dream of a night vision. 

8 It shall even be as when an hungry 
man dreameth, and, behold, he 
eateth; but he awaketh, and his soul 
is empty : or as when a thirsty man 
dreameth, and, behold, he drinketh; 
but he awaketh, and, behold, he is 
faint, and his soul hath appetite: so 
shaE the multitude of all the nations 
be, that fight against mount Zion. 

9 If Stay yourselves, and wonder; 
cry ye out, and cry : they are drunken, 
but not with wine; they stagger, but 
not with strong drink. 

10 For the Lord hath poured out 
upon you the spirit of deep sleep, and 
hath dosed your eyes : the prophets 
and your rulers, the seers halh he 
covered. 

11 And the vision of all is become 
tmto you as the words of a book that 
is se^ed, which men deliver to one 
that is learned, saying. Read this, 1 
pray thee: and he saith, I cannot; 
for it is sealed: 

12 And the book is delivered to him 
that is not learned, sasring. Read this, 
I pray thee : and he saith, I am not 
learned. 

13 If Wherefore the Lord said, For- 
asmuch as this people draw near me 
with their mouth, and with their hps 
do honour me, but have removed 
their heart far from me, and their fear 
toward me is taught by the precept 
of men: 

14 Therefore, behold, I will proceed 
to do a marvellous work among this 
people, even a marvellous work and 
a wonder: for the wisdom of their 
wise men shall perish, and the under- 
standing of their prudent men shall 
be hid. 

15 Woe unto them that seek deep to 

hide their counsel from the Lord, 
and their works are in the dark, and 
they say. Who seeth us? and who 
knoweth us? ^ ^ . 

16 Surely your turning of things 
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upside down shall be esteemed as the 
potter’s clay: for shall the work say 
of him that made it. He made me not? 
or shall the thing framed say of him 
that framed it. He had no under- 
standing? 

17 2$ it not yel a veiy little while, 
and Leb-a-non shall be turned into a 
fruitful held^ and the fruitful field 
shall be esteemed as a forest? 

18 H And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and the 
eyes of the blind shall see out of 
obscurity, and out of darkness. 

19 The meek also shall increase 
their joy in the Lord, and the poor 
among men shall rejoice in the Holy 
One of Israel. 

20 For the terrible one is brought to 
nought, and the scomer is consumed, 
and all that watch for iniquity are 
cutoff; 

21 That make a man an offender for 
a word, and lay a snare for him that 
reproveth in the gate, and turn aside 
the just for a thing of nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
who redeemed Abraham, concerning 
the house of Jacob, Jacob shall not 
now be ashamed, neither shall his 
face now wax pale. 

23 But when he seeth his children, 
the work of mine hands, in the midst 
of him, they shall sanctify my name, 
and sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, 
and shall fear the God of Israel. 

24 They also that erred in spirit 
shall come to understanding, and 
they that murmured shall learn 
doctrine. 

709 CHAPTER 30 

W OE to the rebellious children, 
saith the Lord, that take 
counsel, but not of me; and that 
cover with a covering, but not of my 
spirit, that they may add sin to sin: 
2 That walk to go down into Egypt, 
and have not asked at my mouth; to 

of j^^aoh, and \o trust 
shadow of Egypt! 

3 Therefore shall the strength of 
Pharaoh be your shame, and the trust 
m the shadow of Egypt your con- 
fusion. 

4 For his princes were at ZoQm, and 
his ambassadors came to Ha%es. 

5 They were all ashamed of a 
people that could not profit them, 
nor be an help nor profit, but a 
shame, and also a reproach. 

6 The burden of the beasts of the 
south: mto the land of trouble and 
anguish, from whence come the 


Confidence in Egypt reproved 

young and old lion, the viper and 
fiery fl 3 ring serpent, they will carry 
their riches upon the shoulders of 
young asses, and their treasures upon 
the bunches of camels, to a people 
that shall not profit them, 

7 For the Egyptians shall help in 
vain, and to no purpose; therefore 
have I cried concerning this, Their 
strength is to sit still. 

8 H Now go, write it before them in 
a table, and note it in a book, that it 
may be for the time to come for ever 
and ever: 

9 That this is a rebellious people, 
lying children, children that will not 
hear the law of the Lord : 

10 Which say to the seers. See not; 
and to the prophets. Prophesy not 
unto us right things, speak unto us 
smooth things, prophesy deceits; 

11 Get you out of the way, turn 
aside out of the path, cause the Holy 
One of Israel to cease from before us. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy 
One of Israel, Because ye despise 
this word, and trust in oppression 
and perverseness, and stay thereon: 

13 Therefore this iniquity shall be to 
you as a breach ready to faU, swelling 
out in a high waU, whose breaking 
cometh suddenly at an instant. 

14 And he shall break it as the 
breaking of the potters’ vessel that 
is broken in pieces; he shall not 
spare; so that there shall not be 
formd in the bursting of it a sherd to 
take fire from the hearth, or to take 
water withal out of the pit. 

15 For thus saith the Lord God, the 
Holy One of Israel ; In returning and 
rest shall ye be saved ; in quietness 
and in confidence shall be your 
strength: and ye would not. 

16 But ye said, No; for we will flee 
upon horses; therefore shall ye flee: 
and. We will ride upon the swift; 
therefore shall they that pursue you 
be swift. 

17 One thousand shall fiee at the 
rebuke of one; at the rebuke of five 
shall ye fiee; tiU ye be left as a 
beacon upon the top of a mountain, 
and as an ensign on an bill- 

18 H And therefore will the Lord 
wait, that he may be gracious unto 
you, and therefore will he be exalted, 
that he may have mercy upon you; 
for the Lord is a God of judgment: 
blessed are all tiiey that wait for him. 

19 For the people shall dwett in Zion 
at Jerusalem: thou shalt weep no 
more: he will be very gracious unto 
thee at the voice of thy cry; when he 
shall hear it, he will answer thee. 
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20 And though the Lord give you the 
bread of adversity, and the water of 
aflSiction, yet shall not thy teachers 
be removed into a comer any more, 
but thine eyes shall see thy teachers : 

21 And thine ears shall hear a word 
behind thee, saying, This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the 
right hand, and when ye turn to the 
left 

22 Yc shall defile also the covering 
of thy graven images of silver, and 
the ornament of thy molten images 
of gold; thou shalt cast them away 
as a menstruous cloth ; thou shalt say 
unto it. Get thee hence. 

23 Then shall he give the rain of 
thy seed, that thou shalt sow the 
ground withal; and bread of the in- 
crease of the earth, and it shall be fat 
and plenteous ; in that day shall thy 
cattle feed in large pastures. 

24 The oxen likewise and the young 
asses that ear the ground shall eat 
clean provender, which hath been 
winnowed with the shovel and with 
the fan. 

25 And there shall be upon every 
high mountain, and upon every high 
hill rivers and streams of waters in 
the day of the great slaughter, when 
the towers fall. 

26 Moreover the light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the sun, and 
the light of the sun shall be sevenfold, 
as the light of seven days, in the day 
that the Lord bindeth up the breach 
of hts people, and heale& the stroke 
of their wound. 

27 H Behold, the name of the Lord 
cometh from far, burning with his 
anger, and the burden thereof is 
heavy ; his lips are full of indigna- 
tion, and his tongue as a devouring 
fire: 

28 And his breath, as an overflow- 
ing stream, shall reach to the midst 
of the neck, to sift the nations with 
the sieve of vanity; and there shall be 
a bridle in the jaws of the people, 
causing them to err. 

29 Ye shall have a song, as in the 
night when a holy solemnity is kept; 
and ^dness of heart, as when one 
goeth with a pipe to come into the 
mountain of the Lord, to the 
mighty One of Israel. 

30 And the Lord shall cause his 
glorious voice to be heard, and shall 
shew the hghting down of his arm, 
with the indignation of his anger, and 
with the flame of a devouring fire, 
with scattering, and tempest, and 
hailstones. 

31 For through the voice of the Lord 
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shall the Assyrian be beaten down, 
which smote with a rod. 

32 And in every place where the 
grounded staff shall pass, which 
the Lord shall lay upon him, it 
shall be with tabrets and harps : and 
in battles of shaking will he fight 
with it. 

33 For T6-phet is ordained of old ; 
yea, for the king it is prepared ; he 
hath made it deep and large : the pile 
thereof is fire and much wood ; the 
breath of the Lord, like a stream of 
brimstone, doth kindle it. 

710 CHAPTER 31 
"TTTOE to them that go down to 
VV Egypt for help; and stay on 
horses, and trust in chariots, because 
they are many; and in horsemen, 
because they are very strong; but 
they look not unto the Holy One of 
Israel, neither seek the Lord I 

2 Yet he also is wise, and will bring 
evil, and will not call back his words : 
but will arise against the house of the 
evildoers, and against the help of 
them that work iniquity. 

3 Now the Eg 3 rptians are men, and 
not God ; and their horses flesh, and 
not spirit. When the Lord shall 
stretch out his hand, both he that 
helpeth shdl fall, and he that is 
holpen shall fall down, and they all 
shall fail together. 

4 For thus hath the Lord spoken 
unto me. Like as the lion and the 
young lion roaring on his prey, when 
a multitude of shepherds is called 
forth against him, he will not be 
afraid of their voice, nor abase him- 
self for the noise of them : so shall 
the Lord of hosts come down to fight 
for mount Zion, and for the hill 
thereof. 

5 As birds flying, so will the Lord 
of hosts defend Jerusalem; defend- 
ing also he will deliver it, and passing 
over he will preserve it, 

6 H Turn ye unto him from whom 
the children of Israel have deeply 
revolted. 

7 For in that day every man shall 
cast away his idols of silver, and his 
idols of gold, which your own hands 
have made tmto you for a sin. 

8 IT Then shall the Assyrian fall 
with the sword, not of a mi^ty man ; 
and the sword, not of a mean man, 
shall devour him: but he shah flee 
from the sword, and his young men 
shall be discomfited. 

9 And he shall pass over to his 
strong hold for fear, and his princes 
shall be afraid of the ensign, saiih 
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the Lord, whose fire is in Zion, and 
his furnace in Jerusalem. 
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B ehold, a king shall reign in 
righteousness, and princes shall 
rule in judgment. ^ ^ 

2 And a man shall be as an hiding 
place from the wind, and a covert 
from the tempest; as rivers of water 
in a dry place, as the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary l^d. ^ 

3 And the eyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the ears of 
them that hear shall hearken. 

4 The heart also of the rash shall 
understand knowledge, and the 
tongue of the stammerers shall be 
ready to speak plainly. ^ 

5 The vile person shall be no more 
called liberal, nor the churl said to 
be bountiful. 

6 For the vile person will speak 
vfllany, and his heart will work 
iniquity, to practise hypocrisy, and 
to utter error against the Lord, to 
make empty the soul of the hungry, 
and he cause the drink of the 
thirsty to fail. ^ , 

7 The instruments also of the 
churl are evil: he deviseth wicked 
devices to destroy the poor with lying 
words, even when the needy speak- 
eth right. 

8 But the liberal deviseth hberal 
things; and by liberal things shall 
he stand. 

9 H Rise up, ye women that are at 
ease; hear my voice, ye careless 
daughters; give ear unto my speech. 

10 Many days and years shall ye be 
troubled, ye careless women : for the 
vintage shall fail, the gathering shall 
not come. 

11 Tremble, ye women that are at 
ease ; be troubled, ye careless ones : 
strip you, and m^e you bare, and 
gird sackcloth upon your loins. 

12 They shall lament for the teats, 
for the pleasant fields, for the firuit- 
ful vine. 

13 Upon the land of my people shall 
come up thorns and briers; yea, 
upon all the houses of joy in the 
joyous city: 

14 Because the palaces shall be for- 
saken; the multitude of the city shall 
be left; the forts and towers shall be 
for dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, 
a pasture of fiocks; 

15 Until the spirit be poured upon 
us from on high, and the wilderness 
be a fruitful field, and the fruithd 
field be coimted for a forest. 

16 Then judgment shall dwell in the 
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wilderness, and righteousness remain 
in the fruitful field. 

17 And the work of righteousness 
shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and assur- 
ance for ever. 

18 And my people shall dwell in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting places ; 

19 When it shall hail, coming down 
on the forest; and the city shall he 
low in a low place. 

20 Blessed are ye that sow beside 
aU waters, that send forth thither the 
feet of the ox and the ass. 
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W OE to thee that spoilest, and 
thou wast not spoiled; and 
dealest treacherously, and they dealt 
not treacherously with thee! when 
thou shalt cease to spoil, thou shalt 
be spoiled ; and when thou shalt make 
an end to deal treacherously, they 
shall deal treacherously with thee. 

2 O Lord, be gracious unto us; we 
have waited for thee: be thou their 
arm every morning, our salvation 
also in the time of trouble. 

3 At the noise of the tumult the 
people fled ; at the lifting up of thyself 
the nations were scattered. 

4 And your spoil shall be gathered 
like the gathering of the caterpiller: 
as the running to and fro of locusts 
shall he nm upon them. 

5 The Lord is exalted; for he 
dweUeth on high; he hath filled Zion 
with judgment and righteousness. 

6 And wisdom and knowledge shall 
be the stability of thy times, and 
strength of salvation; the fear of the 
Lord is his treasure. 

7 Behold, their valiant ones shall 
cry without: the ambassadors of 
peace shall weep bitterly. 

8 The highways lie waste, the way- 
faring man ceaseth; he hath broken 
the covenant, he hath despised the 
cities, he regardeth no man. 

9 The earth moumeth and languish- 
eth : Leb-a-non is ashamed and hewn 
down: Shar-gn is like a wilderness; 
and Ba-shan and Carmel shake off 
their fruits* 

10 Now will I rise, saith the Lord ; 
now wiU I be exalted ; now will I lift 
up myself. 

11 Ye shall conceive chaff, ye shall 
bring forth stubble : your breath, as 
fire, shall devour you. 

12 And the people shall be as the 
burnings of lime: as thorns cut up 
^all they be burned in the fire. 

13 If Hear, ye that are far off, what 
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I have done ; and, ye that are near, 
acknowledge my might. j 

14 The sinners in Zion are afraid; 
fearfulness hath surprised the hypo- 
crites. Who among us shall dwell 
with the devouring fire? who among 
us shall dwell with everlasting burn- 
ings? 

15 He that walketh righteously, and 
speaketh uprightly; he that des- 
piseth the gain of oppressions, that 
shaketh his hands from holding of 
bribes, that stoppeth his ears from 
hearing of blood, and shutteth his 
eyes from seeing evil; 

16 He shall dwell on high: his place 
of defence shall he the munitions of 
rocks ; bread shall be given him; his 
waters shall be sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the king in 
his beauty: they shall behold the 
land that is very far off. 

18 Thine heart shall meditate terror. 
Where is the scribe? where is the 
receiver? where Is he that counted 
the towers? 

19 Thou shalt not see a fierce people, 
a people of a deeper speech than 
thou canst perceive; of a stammer- 
ing tongue, {hat thou canst not 
understand. 

20 Look upon Zion, the city of our 
solemnities: thine eyes shall see 
Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a taber- 
nacle that shall not be taken down ; j 
not one of the stakes thereof shall 
ever be removed, neither shall any 
of the cords thereof be broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lord will 
he unto us a place of broad rivers 
and streams; wherein shall go no 
galley with oars, neither shall gallant 
ship pass thereby. 

22 For the Lord is our judge, the 
Lord is our lawgiver, the Lord is 
our king ; he will save us. 

23 Thy tacklings are loosed; they 
could not well strengthen their mast, 
they could not spread the sail; then 
is the prey of a great spoil divided; 
the lame take the prey. 

24 And the inhabitant shall not say, 
I am sick: the people that dwell 
therein shall be forgiven their 
iniquity. 

713 CHAPTER 34 

C OME near, ye nations, to hear; 

and hearken, ye people : let the 
earth hear, and all that is therein; 
the world, and all things that come 
forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord is 
upon aU nations, and his fury upon 
all their armies: he hath utterly 
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destroyed them, he hath delivered 
them to the slaughter. 

3 Their slain also shsdl be cast out, 
and their stink shall come up out ox 
their carcases, and the mountains 
shall be melted with thek blood. 

4 And all the host of heaven shall 
be dissolved, and the heavens shall 
be rolled together as a scroll ; and all 
their host shall fall down, as the leaf 
falleth off from the vine, and as a 
falling fig from the fig tree. 

5 For my sword shall be bathed in 
heaven; behold, it shall come down 
upon l-du-me-a, and upon the people 
of my curse, to judgment. 

6 The sword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fatness, 
and with the blood of lambs and 
goats, with the fat of the kidneys of 
rams: for the Lord hath a sacrifice 
in Bozkah, and a great slau^ter in 
the land of I-du-me-a. 

7 And the unicorns shall come down 
with them, and the bullocks with the 
bulls; and thek land shall be soaked 
with blood, and thek dust made fat 
with fatness. 

8 For it is the day of the Lord’s 
vengeance, and the year of recom- 
pences for the controversy of Zion. 

9 And the streams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and the dust 
thereof into brimstone, and the 
land thereof shall become burning 
pitch. 

\0 It shall not be quenched night nor 
day; the smoke thereof shall go up 
for ever; from generation to genera- 
tion it shall lie waste ; none shall pass 
through it for ever and ever. 

11 H But the cormorant and the 
bittern shall possess it; the owl also 
and the raven ^all dwell in it: and 
he shall stretch out upon it the line of 
confusion, and the stones of empti- 
ness. 

12 They shall call the nobles thereof 
to the kingdom, but none shall be 
there, and aH her princes shall be 
nothing. 

13 And thorns shall come up in her 
palaces, nettles and brambles ir the 
fortresses thereof: and it shall be an 
habitation of dragons, and a court for 
owls. 

14 The wild beasts of the desert 
shall also meet with the wild beasts 
of the island, and the satyr shall cry 
to his fellow; the screech owl also 
shall rest there, and find for herself 
a place of rest. 

15 There shall the great owl make 
her nest, and lay, and hatch, and 
gather under her shadow : there shall

16 H Seek ye out of the book of the 
Lord, and read : no one of these 
shall fail, none shall want her mate :

17 And he hath cast the lot for them, 
and his hand hath divided it unto 
them by line : they shall possess it for 
ever, from generation to generation 
shall they dwell therein. 

714 CHAPTER 35

2 It shall blossom abundantly, and 
rejoice even with joy and singing : the 
glory of Leb-a-non shall be given 
unto it, the excellency of Carmel and 
Shar-on they shall see the glory of the 
Lord, and the excellency of our God.

5 Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the deaf 
shall be unstopped. 

6 Then shall the lame man leap as 
an hart, and the tongue of the dumb 
sing: for in the wilderness shall 
waters break out, and streams in the 
desert. 

7 And the parched ground shall 
become a pool, and the thirsty land 
springs of water: in the habitation of 
dragons, where each lay, shall he 
grass with reeds and rushes. 

8 And an highway shall be there, 
and a way, and it shall be called The 
way of holiness; the unclean shall 
not pass over it; but it shall he for 
those: the wayfaring men, though 
fools, shall not err therein, 

9 No lion shall be there, nor any 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, 
it shall not be found there; but the 
redeemed shall walk there: 

10 And the ransomed of the Lord 
shall return, and come to Zion with 
songs and everlasting joy upon their 
heads: they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing 
shall fiee away. 

715 CHAPTER 36 

N OW it came to pass in the four- 
teenth year of king Hez-e-ki-ah, 
that Sen-nach^r-ib king of Assyria

came up against all the defenced 
cities of Judah, and took them. 

2 And the king of Assyria sent 
Rab-sh^-keh from La^^sh to Jeru- 
salem unto king Hez-e-ki-ah with a 
great army. And he stood by the 
conduit of the upper pool in the high- 
way of the fuller’s field. 

3 Then came forth unto him E-li- 
a-kim, Hil-ld-^’s son, which was 
over the house, and Sheb-na the 
scribe, and Jo-ah, A-saph’s son, the 
recorder. 

4 H And Rab-sha-keh said unto 
them. Say ye now to Hez-e-ki-^, 
Thus saith the great king, the king 
of Assyria, What confidence is this 
wherein thou trustest? 

5 I say, sayest thou^ (but they are 
but vain words) I have counsel and 
strength for war : now on v/hom dost 
thou trast, that thou rebellest against 
me? 

6 Lo, thou trustest in the staff of 
this broken reed, on Egypt; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his hand, 
and pierce it : so is Pharaoh king of 
Egypt to all that trust in him. 

7 But if thou say to me. We trust 
in the Lord our God : is it not he, 
whose high places and whose altars 
Hez-e-ki'ah hath taken away, and 
said to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye 
shall worship oeiore this altar? 

8 Now therefore give pledges, I 
pray thee, to my master the king of 
Assyria, and I will give thee two 
thousand 'horses, if thou be able on 
thy part to set riders upon them. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my 
master’s servants, and put thy trust 
on Egypt for chariots and for horse- 
men? 

10 And am I now come up without 
the Lord against this land to destroy 
it? the Lord said unto me. Go up 
against this land, and destroy it. 

11 ^ Then said E-li-a-k£n and Shebi 
na and Jo^ah unto Rab-sha-keh, 
Speak, I pray thee, unto thy servants 
in the Syrian language ; for we under- 
stand it: and speak not to us in the 
Jews’ language, in the ears of the 
people that are on the wall. 

12 H But Rab^sha-keh said, Hath my 
master sent me to thy master and to 
thee to speak these words? hath he 
not sent me to the men that sit upon 
the wall, that they may eat their own 
dung, and drink their own piss with 
you? 

13 Then Rab-sha-keh stood, and 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews’ 
language, and said, Hear ye the 
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words of the great king, the king of 
Assyria. 

14 Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hez-e-ki-ah deceive you : for he shall 
not be able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Hez-e-ki-^ make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord 
will surely deliver us : this city sh^ 
not be delivered into the hand of 
the king of Assyria. 

16 Hearken not to Hez-e-ki-ah : for 
thus saith the king of Ass 3 n:ia, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me: and eat ye 
every one of his vine, and every one 
of his fig tree, and drink ye every 
one the waters of his own cistern; 

17 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of com and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards. 

18 Beware lest Hez-e-ki-ah per- 
suade you, sasdng. The Lord will 
deliver us. Hath any of the gods of 
the nations delivered his land out of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? 

19 Where are the gods of Ha-math 
and Ar-phad? where are the gods 
of Se-phar-va-im? and have they 
delivered S^-m^i-a out of my 
hand? 

20 Who are they among aH the gods 
of these lands, that have delivered 
their land out of my hand, that the 
Lord should deliver Jerusalem out 
of my hand? 

21 But they held their peace, and 
answered him not a word: for the 
king’s commandment was, saying. 
Answer him not. 

22 H Then came E-li-a-kim, the son 
of BQl-ki-^, that was over the house- 
hold, and Sheb^na the scribe, and 
Jo-ah, the son of A-saph, the recorder, 
to Hez-e-ki-ah with their clothes 
rent, and told him the words of 
Rab-sha-keh. 
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his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house 
of the Lord. 

2 And he sent E-li-a-kim, who was 
over the household, and Sheb-na the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests 
covered with sackcloth, unto Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz. 

3 And they said rmto him, Thus saith 
Hez-e-ki-ah, This day is a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and of blas- 
phemy: for the children are come to 
the birth, and there is not strength 
to bring forth. 


Prayer ISAIAH, 37 

4 It may be the Lord thy God will 
hear the words of Rab-sha-keh, 
whom the king of Assyria his master 
hath sent to reproach the living God, 
and will reprove the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard : wherefore 
lift up thy prayer for the remnant 
that is left. 

5 So the servants of king Hez-e-ki- 
ah came to Isaiah. 

6 H And Isaiah said imto them, Thus 
shall ye say unto your master. Thus 
saith the Lord, Be not afraid of the 
words that thou hast heard, where- 
with the servants of the king of 
Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, and 
return to his own land; and I will 
cause him to fall by the sword in his 
own land. 

8 If So Rab-sha-keh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 
against Lib-n^: for he had heard 
that he was departed from La^sh. 

9 And he heard say concerning Tir- 
ha-kah king of E-thi-6-pi-a, He is 
come forth to make war with thee. 
And when he heard it, he sent mes- 
sengers to Hez-e-ki-ah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hez-e- 
ki-ah king of Judah, saying. Let not 
thy God, in whom thou trustest, 
deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem shall 
not be given into the hand of the king 
of Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of Asssnria have done to all 
lands by destroying them utterly; 
and shalt thou be delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations 
delivered them which my fathers 
have destroyed, as Go-zan, and Har- 
an, and Re-zeph, and the children of 
Eden which were in Te-las-sar? 

13 Where is the king of Ha'mSth, 
and the king of Ar^phad, and the king 
of the city of Se-phar-va-im, He-na, 
and I-vdh? 

14 t And Hez-e-ki-^ received the 
letter from the hand of the messen- 
gers, and read it: and Hez-e-ki-ah 
went up unto the house of the Lord, 
and spread it before the Lord. 

15 And Hez-e-ki-ah prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 

16 O Lord of hosts, God of Israel, 
that dweHest between the ch^-u- 
bims, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the 
earth: thou hast made heaven and 
earth. 

17 Incline thine ear, O Lord, and 
hear; open thine eyes, O Lord, and 
see: and hear sQl the words of 
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Sen-nach-er-ib, which hath sent to 
reproach the living God. 

18 Of a truth. Lord, the kings of 
Assyria have laid waste all the 
nations, and their countries, 

19 And have cast their gods into the 

fire : for they were no gods, but the 
work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone : therefore they have destroyed 
them. ^ 

20 Now therefore, O Lord our God, 
save us from his hand, that all the 
kingdoms of the earth may know that 
thou art the Lord, even thou only. 

21 1 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent tmto Hez-e-ki-^, sasdng. Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Where- 
as thou hast prayed to me against 
Sen-nach-Sr-ib king of Ass 3 nria; 

22 This IS the word which the Lord 
hath spoken concerning him; The 
virgin, the daughter of Zion, hath 
despised thee, and laughed thee to 
scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem 
hath shaken her head at thee. 

23 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

24 By thy servants hast thou re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said, By 
the multitude of my chariots am I 
come up to the height of the moun- 
tains, to the sides of Leb-a-non ; and 
I will cut down the tall cedars there- 
of, and the choice fir trees thereof: 
and I will enter into the height of bis 
border, and the forest of his Carmel. 

25 I have digged, and drunk water; 
and with the sole of my feet have I 
dried up all the rivers of the besieged 
places. 

26 Hast thou not heard long ago, 
how I have done it; and of ancient 
times, that I have formed it? now 
have I brought it to pass, that thou 
shouldest be to lay waste defenced 
cities into ruinous heaps. 

27 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and confounded: they were as the 
grass of the field, and as the green 
herb, as the grass on the housetops, 
and as corn blasted before it be 
grown up. 

28 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy 
rage against me. 

29 Because thy rage against me, and 
thy tumult, is come up into mine ears, 
therefore will I put my hook in thy 
nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and 
I will turn thee back by me way by 
which thou earnest. 


30 And this shall he a sign unto thee. 
Ye shall eat this year such as groweth 
of itseH; and the second year that 
which springeth of the same : and in 
the third year sow ye, and reap, and 
plant vineyards, and eat the fruit 
thereof. 

31 And the remnant that is escaped 
of the house of Judah shall again take 
root downward, and bear fruit 
upward: 

32 For out of Jerusalem shall go 
forth a remnant, and they that 
escape out of moimt Zion : the zeal 
of the Lord of hosts shall do this. 

33 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning the king of Assyria, He 
shall not come into this city, nor shoot 
an arrow there, nor come before it 
with shields, nor cast a bank 
against it. 

34 By the way that he came, by the 
same shall he return, and shall not 
come into this city, saith the Lord. 

35 For I will defend this city to 
save it for mine own sake, and for my 
servant David’s sake. 

36 Then the angel of the Lord went 
forth, and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrians a hundred and fourscore 
and five thousand: and when they 
arose early in the morning, behold, 
they were aU dead corpses. 

37 H So S6n-na(i-CT-ib king of 
Assyria departed, and went and 
returned, and dwelt at Nin^-veh. 

38 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nis-roch 
his god, that A-dram%S-lech and 
Sha-re-zer his sons smote him with 
the sword ; and they escaped into the 
land of Ar-me^ni-a : and E-sar- 
had-don his son reigned in his stead. 


717 CHAPTER 38 

I N those days was Hez-e-ki-ah sick 
unto death. And Isaiah the prophet 
the son of Amoz came xmto him, and 
said unto him. Thus saith the Lord, 
Set thine house in order; for thou 
shalt die, and not live. 

2 Then Hez-e-ki-ah turned his face 
toward the wah, and prayed unto the 
Lord, 

3 And said, Remember now, 0 
Lord, I beseech thee, how I have 
walked before thee in truth and with 
a perfect heart, and have done that 
which is good in thy sight.

6 And I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king of 
Assyria: and I will defend this city. 

7 And this shall he a sign unto thee 
from the Lord, that the Loiu) will do 
this thing that he hath spoken; 

8 Behold, I will bring again the 
shadow of the degrees, which is gone 
down in the sun dial of Ahaz, ten 
degrees backward. So the sun re- 
turned ten degrees, by which degrees 
it was gone down. 

9 H The writing of Hez-e-ld-^ king 
of Judah, when he had been sick, and 
was recovered of his sickness : 

10 I said in the cutting off of my 
days, I shall go to the gates of the 
grave : I am deprived of the residue 
of my years. 

11 1 said, I shall not see the Lord, 
even the Lord, in the land of the 
living : I shall behold man no more 
with the inhabitants of the world. 

12 Mine age is departed, and is 
removed from me as a shepherd^s 
tent : I have cut off like a weaver my 
life: he will cut me off with pining 
sickness ; from day even to night wilt 
thou make an end of me. 

13 I reckoned till morning, thaU as 
a lion, so will he break all my bones ; 
from day even to night wilt thou make 
an end of me. 

14 Like a crane or a swallow, so did 
I chatter: I did mourn as a dove; 
mine eyes fail with looking upward : 
O Lord, 1 am oppressed; undertake 
for me. 

15 What shall I say? he hath both 
spoken unto me, and himself hath 
done it: I shall go softly all my years 
in the bitterness of my soul. 

16 O Lord, by these things men live, 
and in all these things is the life of 
my spirit: so wilt thou recover me, | 
and make me to live. 

17 Behold, for peace I had great 
bitterness: but thou hast in love to 
my soul delivered it from the pit of 
corruption: for thou hast cast all my 
sins behind thy back. 

18 For the grave cannot praise thee, 
death can not celebrate thee: they 
that go down into the pit cannot hope 
for thy truth. 

19 The living, the living, he shall 
praise thee, as I do this day: the 
father to the children shall make 
known thy truth. 

20 The Lord was ready to save me : 
therefore we will sing my songs to the 
stringed instruments all the days of 
our life in the house of the Lord. 


21 For Isaiah had said. Let them 
take a lump of figs, and lay it for a 
olaister upon the boil, and he shall 
recover. 

22 Hez-e-ki-ah also had said. What 
is the sign that I shall go up to the 
house of the Lord? 


718 CHAPTER 39

18 O that thou hadst hearkened to 
my commandments! then had thy 
peace been as a river, and thy right- 
eousness as the waves of the sea : 

19 Thy seed also had been as the 
sand, and the offspring of thy bowels 
like the gravel thereof; his name 
should not have been cut off nor 
destroyed from before me. 

20 If Go ye forth of Babylon, flee ye 
from the Ghal-de-^s, with a voice of 
singing declare ye, tell this, utter it 
even to the end of the earth; say ye. 
The Lord hath redeemed his servant 
Jacob. 

21 And they thirsted not when he 
led them through the deserts: he 
caused the waters to flow out of the 
rock for them : he clave the rock also, 
and the waters gushed out. 

22 There is no peace, saith the 
Lord, unto the wicked. 

728 CHAPTER 49 

L isten, O isles, unto me; and 
✓ hearken, ye people, from far; 
The Lord hatii called me from the 
womb ; from the bowels of my mother 
hath he made mention of my 
name. 

2 And he hath made my mouth like 
a sharp sword; in the shadow of his 
hand hath he md me, and made me a 
polished shaft; in his quiver hath he 
hid me; 

3 And said unto me. Thou art my 
servant, O Israel, in whom I will be 
glorified. 

4 Then I said, I have laboured in 
vain, I have spent my strength for 
nought, and in vain: yet surely my 
judgment is with the Lord, and my 
work with my God, 

5 If And now, saith the Lord that 
formed me from the womb to he his 
servant, to bring Jacob again to him, 
Thou^ Israel be not gathered, yet 
shall I be glorious in the eyes of the 
Lord, and my God shdl be my 
strength. 
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6 And he said, It is a light thing that 

thou shouldest be my servant to raise 
up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore 
the preserved of Israel: I will also 
give thee for a light to the Gentiles, 
that thou may est be my salvation unto 
the end of the earth. ^ _ 

7 Thus saith the Lord, the Re- 
deemer of Israel, and his Holy One, 
to hi-m whom man despiseth, to him ! 
whom the nation abhorreth, to a ser- 
vant of rulers. Kings shall see and 
arise, princes also shall worship, be- 
cause of the Lord that is faithful, and 
the Holy One of Israel, and he shall 
choose thee. 

8 Thus saith the Lord, In an ac- 
ceptable time have I heard thee, and 
in a day of salvation have I helped 
thee: and I will preserve thee, and 
give thee for a covenant of the people, 
to establish the earth, to cause to 
inherit the desolate heritages; 

9 That thou mayest say to the 
prisoners, Go forth; to them that 
are in darkness. Shew yourselves. 
They shall feed in the ways, and 
their pastures shall be in all high 
places* 

10 They shall not hunger nor thirst; 
neither shall the heat nor sun smite 
them : for he that hath mercy on them 
shall lead them, even by the springs 
of water shall he guide them. 

1 1 And I will make all my mountains 
a way, and my highways shall be 
exalted. 

12 Behold, these shall come from 
far : and, lo, these from the north and 
from the west; and these from the 
land of Si-nim. 

13 H Sing, O heavens ; and be Joyful, 
O earth ; and break forth into singing, 
O mountains: for the Lord hath 
comforted his people, and will have 
mercy upon his a^cted. 

14 But Zion said. The Lord hath 
forsaken me, and my Lord hath 
forgotten me. 

15 Can a woman forget her sucking 
child, that she should not have 
compassion on the son of her womb? 
yea, they may forget, yet will I not 
forget thee. 

16 Behold, I have graven thee upon 
the palms of my hands; thy walls 
are continually before me. 

17 Thy children shall make haste; 
thy destroyers and they that made 
thee waste shall go forth of thee. 

18 % Lift up thine eyes rotmd about, 
and behold; all these gather them- 
selves together, and come to thee. 
As I live, saith the Lord, thou shalt 
surely clothe thee with them all, as 
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with an ornament, and bind them on 
thee* as a bride doeth. 

19 For thy waste and thy desolate 
places, and the land of thy destruc- 
tion, shall even now be too narrow 
by reason of the inhabitants, and they 
that swallowed thee up shall be far 
away. 

20 The children which thou shalt 
have, after thou hast lost the other, 
shall say again in thine ears, The 
place is too strait for me : give place 
to me that I may dwell. 

21 Then shalt thou say in thine 
heart. Who hath begotten me these, 
seeing I have lost my children, and 
am desolate, a captive, and removing 
to and fro? and who hath brought up 
these? Behold, I was left alone; 
these, where had they been? 

22 Thus saith the Lord God, Behold, 
I will lift up mine hand to the Gen- 
tiles, and set up my standard to the 
people ; and they shall bring thy sons 
in their arms, and thy daughters 
shall be carried upon their shoulders. 

23 And kings shall be thy nursing 
fathers, and their queens thy nurs- 
ing mothers : they shall bow down to 
thee with their face toward the earth, 
and lick up the dust of thy feet; and 
thou shalt know that I am the Lord ; 
for they shall not be ashamed that 
wait for me, 

24 % Shall the prey be taken from 
the mighty, or the lawful captive 
delivered? 

25 But thus saith the Lord, Even 
the captives of the mighty shall be 
taken away, and the prey of the 
terrible shall be delivered : for I 
contend with him lhat contendeth 
with thee, and I will save thy children. 

26 And I will feed them that oppress 
thee with their own flesh; and they 
shall be drunken with their own 
blood, as with sweet wine: and all 
flesh shall know that I the Lord am 
thy Saviour and thy Redeemer, the 
mighty One of Jacob. 

729 CHAPTER 50 

'X'HUS saith the Lord, Where is 
JL the bill of your mother’s divorce- 
ment, whom I have put away? or 
which of my creditors is it to whom 
I have sold you? Behold, for your 
iniqidties have ye sold yourselves, 
and for your transgressions is your 
mother put away. 

2 Wherefore, when I came, was 
there no man? when I called, was 
there none to answer? Is my hand 
shortened at all, lhat it cannot re- 
deem? or have I no power to deliver? 
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behold, at my rebuke I dry up the 
sea, I make the rivers a wilderness : 
their fish stinketh, because there is 
no water, and dieth for thirst. 

3 I clothe the heavens with black- 
ness, and I make sackcloth their 
covering. 

4 The Lord God hath given me the 
tongue of the learned, that I should 
know how to speak a word in season 
to him that is weary: he wakeneth 
morning by morning, he wakeneth 
mine ear to hear as the learned. 

5 H The Lord God hath opened mine 
ear, and I was not rebellious, neither 
turned away back. 

6 I gave my back to the smiters, 
and my cheeks to them that plucked 
off the hair : I hid not my face from 
shame and spitting. 

7 H For the Lord Gcd will help me ; 
therefore shall I not be confounded : 
therefore have I set my face like a 
hint, and I know that I shall not be 
ashamed. 

8 He is near that justifieth me ; who 
will contend with me? let us stand 
together: who is mine adversary? 
let him come near to me. 

9 Behold, the Lord God will help 
me ; who is he that shall condemn me? 
lo, they all shall wax old as a gar- 
ment; the moth shall eat them up. 

10 H Who is among you that feareth 
the Lord, that obeyeth the voice of 
his servant, that walketh in darkness, 
and hath no light? let him trust in 
the name of the Lord, and stay upon 
his God. 

11 Behold, aH ye that kindle a fire, 
that compass yourselves about with 
sparks : walk in the lighi of your fire, 
and in the sparks that ye have 
kindled. This shall ye have of mine 
hand ; ye shall lie down in sorrow. 

730 CHAPTER 51 

H earken to me, ye that follow 
after righteousness, ye that seek 
the Lord : look unto the rock whence 
ye are hewn, and to the hole of the 
pit whence ye are digged. 

2 Look unto Abraham your father, 
and unto Sarah that bare you : for 1 
called him alone, and blessed him, 
and mcreased him. 

3 For the Lord shall comfort Zion: 
he will comfort all her waste places ; 
and he wiU make her wildemess like 
Eden, and her desert like the garden 
of the Lord ; joy and gladness shall 
be found therein, thanksgiving, and 
the voice of melody. 

4 H Hearken unto me, my people; 
and give ear unto me. O my nation: 
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for a law shall proceed from me, and 
I will make my judgment to rest for 
a light of the people. 

5 My righteousness is near; my 
salvation is gone forth, and mine arms 
shall judge the people ; the isles shall 
wait upon me, and on mine arm shall 
they trust. 

6 Lift up your eyes to the heavens, 
and look upon the earth beneath : for 
the heavens shall vanish away like 
smoke, and the earth shall wax old 
like a garment, and they that dweh 
therein shall die in like manner : but 
my salvation shall be for ever, and 
my righteousness shall not be 
abolished. 

7 H Hearken unto me, ye that know 
righteousness, the people in whose 
heart is my law ; fear ye not the re- 
proach of men, neither be ye afraid 
of their revilings. 

8 For the moth shall eat them up 
like a garment, and the worm shall 
eat them like wool : but my righteous- 
ness shall be for ever, and my salva- 
tion from generation to generation. 

9 If Awake, awake, put on strength, 
O arm of the Lord ; awake, as in the 
ancient days, in the generations of 
old. Art thou not it that hath cut 
Rahab, and wounded the dragon? 

10 Art thou not it which hath dried 
the sea, the waters of the great deep ; 
that hath made the depths of the sea 
a way for the ransomed to pass over? 

11 Therefore the redeemed of the 
Lord shall return, and come with 
singing unto Zion; and everlasting 
joy shall he upon their head: they 
shall obtain gladness and joy; and 
sorrow and mourning shall flee away. 

12 I, even I, am he that comforteth 
you : who art thou, that thou shotdd- 
est be afraid of a man that shall die, 
and of the son of man which shall be 
made as grass; 

13 And forgettest the Lord thy 
maker, that hath stretched forth the 
heavens, and laid the foundations of 
the earth ; and hast -feared continually 
every day because of the fury of the 
oppressor, as if he were ready to 
destroy? and where is the fury of the 
oppressor? 

34 The captive exile hasteneth that 
he may be loosed, and that he 
should not die in the pit, nor that his 
bread should fail. 

15 But I am the Lord thy God, that 
divided the sea, whose waves 
roared: The Lord of hosts is his 
name. 

16 And I have put my words in thy 
mouth, and I have covered thee in the 
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shadow of mine hand, that I may 
plant the heavens, and lay the foun- 
dations of the earth, and say unto 
Zion, Thou art my people. ^ ^ 

17 If Awake, awake, stand up, O 

Jerusalem, which hast drunk at the 
hand of the Lord the cup of his ftiry ; 
thou hast drunken the dregs of the 
cup of trembling, and wrung them 
out. . ^ , 

18 There is none to guide her among 
all the sons whom she hath brought 
forth ; neither is there any that taketh 
her by the hand of all the sons that 
she hath brought up. 

19 These two things are come unto 
thee; who shall be sorry for thee? 
desolation, and destruction, and the 
famine, and the sword: by whom 
shall I comfort thee? 

20 Thy sons have fainted, they lie 
at the head of all the streets, as a 
wild bull in a net : they are full of the 
fury of the Lord, the rebuke of thy 
God. 

21 H Therefore hear now this, thou 
afhcted, and drunken, but not with 
wine: 

22 Thus saith thy Lord the Lord, 
and thy God f/zaf pleadeththe cause 
of his people. Behold, I have taken 
out of thine hand the cup of trem- 
bling, even the dregs of the cup of my 
fury; thou shalt no more drink it 
again: 

23 But I wiU put it into the hand of 
them that afflict thee ; which have 
said to thy soul. Bow down, that we 
may go over: and thou hast laid thy 
body as the ground, and as the street, 
to them that went over. 

731 CBCAPTER 52 

AWAKE, awake; put on thy 
£\. strength, O Zion; put on thy 
beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, the 
holy city : for henceforth there shall 
no more come into thee the tmcir- 
cumcised and the tmclean. 

2 Shake thyself from the dust; , 
arise, and sit down, O Jerusalem: j 
loose thyself from the bands of thy 
neck, O captive daughter of Zion. 1 

3 For thus saith the Lord, Ye have 1 
sold yourselves for nought; and ye 
shall be redeemed without money, 

4 For thus saith the Lord God, My 
people went down aforetime into 
£g 3 npt to sojourn there; and the 
Assyrian oppressed them without 
cause. 

5 Now therefore, what have I here, 
saith the Lord, that my people is

every day is blasphemed. 

6 Therefore my people shall know 
my name : therefore they shall know 
in that day that I am he that doth 
speak : behold, it is I. 

7 if How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of him that bringeth 
good tidings, that publisheth peace; 
that bringeth good tidings of good, 
that publisheth salvation; that saith 
unto Zion, Thy God reigneth! 

8 Thy watchmen shall lift up the 
voice; with the voice together shall 
they sing: for they shall see eye to 
eye, when the Lord shall bring again 
Zion. 

9 H Break forth into joy, sing to- 
gether, ye waste places of Jerusalem: 
for the Lord hath comforted his 
people, he hath redeemed Jerusalem. 

10 The Lord hath made bare his 
holy arm in the eyes of all the nations ; 
and all the ends of the earth sh^Q 
see the salvation of our God. 

11 If Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out 
from thence, touch no uncleain thing; 
go ye out of the midst of her; be ye 
clean, that bear the vessels of the 
Lord. 

12 For ye shall not go out with 
haste, nor go by fflght; for the Lord 
will go before you; and the God of 
Israel will be your rereward, 

13 If Behold, my servant shall deal 
prudently, he shall be exalted and 
extolled, and be very high. 

14 As many were astonied at thee; 
his visage was so marred more than 
any man, and his form more than the 
sons of men: 

15 So shall he sprinkle many 
nations; the kings shall shut their 
mouths at him; for that which had 
not been told them shall they see; 
and that which they had not heard 
shall they consider. 

732 CHAPTER 53 

■tXrHO hath beHeved our report? 

VV and to whom is the arm of 
the Lord revealed? 

2 For he shall grow up before him as 
a tender plant, and as a root out of a 
dry ground: he hath no form nor 
comeliness; and when we shall see 
him, there is no beauty that we 
should desire him. 

3 He is despised and rejected of 
men; a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief : and we hid as it 
were our faces from him; he was 
despised, and we esteemed him not. 

4 J Surely he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we did 
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esteem him stricken* smitten of God, 
and afflicted. 

5 But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed.

8 He was taken from prison and 
from judgment: and who shall de- 
clare his generation ? for he was cut 
off out of the land of the living: for 
the transgression of my people was 
he stricken. 

9 And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his 
death; because he had done no 
violence, neither was any deceit in 
his mouth. 

10 If Yet it pleased the Lord to 
bruise him ; he hath put him to grief : 
when thou shalt make his soul an 
offering for sin, he shall see his seed, 
he shall prolong his days, and the 
pleasure of the Lord shall prosper in 
his hand. 

11 He shall see of the travail of his 
soul, and shall be satisfied: by his 
knowledge shall my righteous ser- 
vant justify many; for he shall bear 
their iniquities. 

12 Therefore will I divide him a 
portion with the great, and he shall 
divide the spoil with the strong; 
because he hath poured out his soul 
unto death: and he was numbered 
with the transgressors; and he bare 
the sin of many, and made inter- 
cession for the transgressors. 


733 CHAPTER 54 

S ING, O barren, thou that didst 
not bear ; break forth into singing, 
and cry aloud, thou that didst not 
travail with child: for more are the 
children of the desolate than the 
children of the married wife, saith 
the Lord.

6 For the Lord hath called thee as 
a woman forsaken and grieved in 
spirit, and a wife of youtjh when thou 
wast refused, saith thy God. 

7 For a small moment have I for- 
saken thee; but with great mercies 
will I gather thee. 

8 In a little wrath I hid my face from 
thee for a moment; but with ever- 
lasting kindness will I have mercy on 
thee, saith the Lord thy Redeemer. 

9 For this IS as the waters of Noah 
tmto me : for as I have sworn that the 
waters of Noah should no more go 
over the earth; so have I sworn that 
I would not be wroth with thee, nor 
rebuke thee. 

10 For the moxmtaias shall depart, 
and the hills be removed; but my 
Idndness shall not depart from thee, 
neither shall the covenant of my 
peace be removed, saith the Lord 
that hath mercy on thee. 

11 IF O thou afflicted, tossed with 
tempest, and not comforted, behold, 
I will lay thy stones with fair colours, 
and lay thy foundations with sap- 
phires. 

12 And I will make thy windows of 
agates, and thy gates of carbtmcles, 
and all thy borders of pleasant stones. 

13 And all thy children shall be 
taught of the Lord ; and great shaR 
he the peace of thy children.

17 If No weapon that is formed 
against thee shall prosper ; and every 
tongue that shall rise against thee m 
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Exhortation to faith and ret)entance 


judgment thou shalt condemn. This 
is the heritage of the servants of the 
Lord, and their righteousness is of 
me, saith the Lord. 

734 CHAPTER 55 

H O, every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath no money, come ye, buy, 
and eat; yea, come, buy wine and 
milk without money and without 
price. 

2 Wherefore do ye spend money for 
that which is not bread? and your 
labour for that which satisfieth not? 
hearken diligently unto me, and eat 
ye that which is good, and let your 
soul delight itself in fatness. 

3 Incline your ear, and come unto 
me: hear, and your soul shall Uve;

6 T Seek ye the Lord while he may 
be found, can ye upon him while he is 
near: 

7 Let the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts: 
and let him return unto the Lord ; 
and he will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundantly 
pardon. 

8 H For my thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways my 
ways, saith the Lord. 

9 For as the heavens are higher than 
the earth, so are my ways higher than 
your ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts. 

10 For as the rain cometh down, and 
the snow from heaven, and retumeth 
not thither, but watereth the earth, 
and maketh it bring forth and bud, 
that it may give seed to the sower, 
and bread to the eater: 

11 So shall my word be that goeth 
forth out of my mouth: it ^all not 
return unto me void, but it shall 
accomplish that which I please, and 
it shall prosper in the thing whereto 
I sent it. 

12 For ye shah go out with joy, and 
be led forth with peace: the moun- 
tains and the hills shall break forth 
before you into singing, and all the 
trees of the field shall clap their hands. 


13 Instead of the thorn shall come 
up the fir tree, and instead of the 
brier shall come up the myrtle tree* 
and it shall be to the Lord for a name* 
for an everlasting sign that shall not 
be cut off. 

735 CHAPTER 56 
n^HUS saith the Lord, Keep ye 

1 judgment, and do justice: for 
my salvation is near to come, and 
my righteousness to be revealed. 

2 Blessed is the man that doeth this, 
and the son of man that layeth hold 
on it; that keepeth the sabbath Som 
polluting it, and keepeth his hand 
from doing any evil. 

3 K Neither let the son of the 
stranger, that hath joined himself to 
the Lord, spealr, saying, The Lord 
hath utterly separated me from his 
people: neither let the eunuch say. 
Behold, 1 am a dry tree. 

4 For thus saith the Lord unto the 
eunuchs that keep my sabbaths, and 
choose the things that please me, 
and take hold of my covenant; 

5 Even unto them vnll I give in mine 
house and within my walls a place 
and a name better than of sons and 
of daughters: I will give them an 
everlasting name, that shall not be 
cut off. 

6 Also the sons of the stranger, that 
join themselves to the Lord, to serve 
him, and to love the name of the 
Lord, to be his servants, every one 
that keepeth the sabbath from pol- 
luting it, and taketh hold of my cove- 
nant; 

7 Even them will I bring to my holy 
mountain, and make them joyful in 
my house of prayer: their burnt 
offerings and their sacrifices shall he 
accepted upon mine altar; for mine 
house shall be called an house of 
prayer for all people.

one for his gain, from his quarter. 

12 Come ye, say they, I wiU fetch 
wine, and we will fill ourselves with 
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strong drink ; and lo morrow shall be 
as this day, and much more abundant. 

736 CHAPTER 57 

T he righteous perisheth, and no 
man layeth it to heart: and 
merciful men are taken away, none 
considering that the righteous is

8 Behind the doors also and the 
posts hast thou set up thy remem- 
brance : for thou hast discovered thy- 
self to another than me, and art gone 
up ; thou hast enlarged thy bed, and 
made thee a covenant with them; 
thou lovedst their bed where thou 
sawest it 

9 And thou wentest to the king vwth 
ointment, and didst increase thy per- 
fumes, and didst send thy messen- 
gers off, and didst debase thyself 
even unto hell. 

10 Thou art wearied in the greatness 
of thy way ; yet saidst thou not. There 
is no hope : thou hast found the life 
of thine hand; therefore thou wast 
not grieved. 

11 And of whom hast thou been 
afraid or feared, that thou hast Hed, 
and hast not remembered me, nor 
laid it to thy heart? have not I held 
my peace even of old, and thou fear- 
est me not? 

12 I will declare thy righteousness, 
and thy works; for they shall not 
profit thee. 

13 If When thou criest, let thy com- j 
panies deliver thee; but the wind 
shah carry them all away ; vanity shall 
take them : but he that putteth his 
trust in me shall possess the land.

14 And shall say. Cast ye up, cast ye 
up, prepare the way, take up the 
stumblingblock out of the way of my 
people. 

15 For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that inhabiteth eternity, whose 
name is Holy; I dwell in the high 
and holy place, with him also that is 
of a contrite and humble spirit, to 
revive the spirit of the humble, and to 
revive the heart of the contrite ones. 

16 For I will not contend for ever, 
neither will I be always wroth: for 
the spirit should fail before me, and 
the souls which I have made. 

17 For the iniquity of his covetous- 
ness was I wroth, and smote him: I 
hid me, and was wroth, and he went 
on frowardly in the way of his 
heart. 

18 I have seen his ways, and will 
heal him : I will lead him also, and 
restore comforts unto him and to his 
mourners. 

19 I create the fruit of the lips; 
Peace, peace to him that is far off, 
and to him that is near, saith the 
Lord ; and I will heal him. 

20 But the wicked are like the 
troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt, 

21 There is no peace, saith my God, 
to the wicked. 

737 CHAPTER 58 

C RY aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and shew 
my people their transgression, and 
the house of Jacob their sins. 

2 Yet they seek me daily, and delight 
to know my ways, as a nation that 
did righteousness, and forsook not 
the ordnance of their God : they a^ 
of me the ordinances of justice ; they 
take delight in approaching to God. 
3 If Wherefore have we fasted, say 
they, and thou seest not? wherefore 
have we afflicted our soul, and thou 
takest no knowledge? Behold, in the 
day of your fast ye find pleasure, and 
exact dl your labours. 

4 Behold, ye fast for strife and de- 
bate, and to smite with the fist of 
wickedness: ye shall not fast as ye 
do this day, to make your voice to be 
I heard on high. 

I 5 Is it such a fast that I have 
chosen? a day for a man to afflict his 
soul? is it to bow down his head as a 
bulrush, and to spread sackcloth and 
ashes mder him ? wilt thou call this a 
fast, and an acceptable day to the 
Lord? 

6 Is not this the fast that I have 
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chosen? to loose the bands of wicked- 
ness, to undo the heavy burdens, 
and to let the oppressed go free, and 
that ye break every yoke? 

7 Is it not to deal thy bread to the 

hungry, and that thou bring the poor 
that are cast out to thy house? when 
Ihou seest the naked, that ihou cover 
him; and that thou hide not thyself 
from thine own flesh? ^ ^ . 

8 ^ Then shall thy light break forth 

as the morning, and thine health shall 
spring forth speedily: and thy right- 
eousness shall go before thee; the 
glory of the Lord shall be thy 
rereward. ^ , 

9 Then shalt thou call, and the Lord 
shah answer ; thou shalt cry, and he 
shah say. Here I am. If thou take 
away from the midst of thee the yoke, 
the putting forth of the finger, and 
speaking vanity;^ 

10 And z/thou draw out thy soul to 
the hungry, and satisfy the afiaicted 
soul; then shall thy hght rise m 
obscurity, and thy darkness be as the 
noonday : 

11 And the Lord shall guide thee 
continually, and satisfy thy soul in 
drought, and make fat thy bones: 
and thou shalt be like a watered 
garden, and like a spring of water, 
whose waters fail not. 

12 And they that shall be of thee 
shall build the old waste places : thou 
shalt raise up the foundations of 
many generations ; and thou shalt be 
called. The repairer of the breach. 
The restorer of paths to dwell in. 

13 H If thou turn away thy foot from 
the sabbath, from doing thy pleasure 
on my holy day ; and call the sabbath 
a delight, the holy of the Lord, 
honourable; and shalt honour him, 
not doing tmne own ways, nor finding 
thine own pleasure, nor speaking 
thine own words : 

14 Then shalt thou delight thyself 
in the Lord ; and I will cause thee to 
ride upon llie high places of the 
earth, and feed thee with the heritage 
of Jacob thy father: for the mouth 
of me Lord hath spoken it, 

738 CHAPTER 59 

B ehold, the lord’s hand is not 
shortened, that it cannot save; 
neither his ear heavy, that it cannot 
hear: 

2 But your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and your 
sins have hid his face from you, that 
he will not hear, 

3 For your hands are defiled with 
blood, and your fingers with iniquity ; 
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your lips have spoken lies, your 
tongue hath muttered perverseness, 

4 None calleth for justice, nor any 
pleadeth for tru^; they trust in 
vanity, and speak lies; they con- 
ceive mischief, and bring fortii 
iniquity. 

5 They hatch cockatnce’ eggs, and 
weave the spider’s web: he that 
eateth of their eggs dieth, and that 
which is crushed breaketh out into a 
viper. 

6 Their webs shall not become gar- 
ments, neither shall they cover them- 
selves with their works : their works 
are works of iniquity, and the act of 
violence is in their hands. 

7 Their feet run to evil, and they 
make haste to shed innocent blood: 
their thoughts are thoughts of ini- 
quity; wasting and destruction are 
in their paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no judgment in their 
gomgs : they have made them 
crooked paths : whosoever goeth 
therein shall not know peace. 

9 1[ Therefore is judgment far from 
us, neither doth justice overtake us: 
we wait for light, but behold ob- 
scurity; for brightness, but we walk 
in darkness. 

10 We grope for the wall like the 
blind, and we grope as if we had no 
eyes: we stumble at noonday as in 
the night; we are in desolate places 
as dead men. 

1 1 We roar all like bears, and mourn 
sore like doves : we look for judgment, 
but there is none; for salvation, but 
it is far off from us. 

12 For our transgressions are multi- 
plied before thee, and our sins testtfr 
ag^st us : for our transgressions are 
with us ; and as for our iniquities, we 
know them; 

13 In transgressing and lying against 
the Lord, and departing away from 
our God, speaking oppression and 
revolt, conceiving and uttering from 
the heart words of falsehood. 

14 And judgment is turned away 
backward, and justice standeth afar 
off : for truth is fallen in the street, 
and equity cannot enter. 

15 Yea, truth fdle&; and he that 
departeth from evil maketh himself 
a prey : and the Lord saw it, and it 
displeased him that there was no 
judgment. 

16 If And he saw that there was no 
man, and wondered that there was 
no intercessor: therefore his arm 
brought salvation unto him; and his 
righteousness, it sustained him. 



The glory of the access of the Gentiles 
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17 For lie put on righteousness as 
a breastplate, and an helmet of salva- 
tion upon his head ; and he put on the 
garments of vengeance for clothing, 
and was clad with zeal as a cloke. 

18 According to their deeds, accord- 
ingly he will repay, fury to his adver- 
saries, recompence to his enemies ; to 
the islands he will repay recompence. 

19 So shsUl they fear the name of 
the Lord from the west, and his glory 
from the rising of the sun. When the 
enemy shall come in like a flood, the 
Spirit of the Lord shall lift up a 
standard against him. 

20 H And the Redeemer shall come 
to Zion, and unto them that turn from 
transgression in Jacob, saith the 
Lord. 

21 As for me, this is my covenant 
with them, saith the Lord ; My spirit 
that is upon thee, and my words which 
I have put in thy mouth, shall not 
depart out of thy mouth, nor out of 
the mouth of thy seed, nor out of the 
mouth of thy seed’s seed, saith the 
Lord, from henceforth and for ever. 

739 CHAPTER 60 
ARISE, shine; for thy light is 
come, and the glory of the Lord 
is risen upon thee. 

2 For, behold, &e darkness shall 
cover the earth, and gross darkness 
the people : but the Lord shall arise 
upon thee, and his glory shall be seen 
upon thee. 

3 And the Gentiles shall come to 
thy light, and kings to the brightness 
of thy rising. 

4 Lift up thine eyes round about, 
and see : all they gather themselves 
together, they come to thee : thy sons 
shall come from far, and thy daugh- 
ters shall be nursed at thy side. 

5 Then thou shalt see, and flow to- 
gether, and thine heart shall fear, and 
be enlarged ; because the abimdance 
of the sea shall be converted unto 
thee, the forces of the Gentiles shall 
come unto thee. 

6 The multitude of camels shall 
coT?er thee, the dromedaries of Mtd- 
i-mi and E-phah; all they from 
She-ba shall come ; they shall bring 
gold and incense; and they shall 
shew forth the praises of the Lord. 

7 All the flocks of Ke-dar shall be 
gathered together unto thee, the 
rams of Ne-b^-6th shall minister 
tmto thee: they shall come up wi^ 
acceptance on mine altar, and I will 
glorify the house of my glory. 

8 Who are these that fly as a cloud, 
and as the doves to their windows? 


9 Surely the isles shall wait for me, 

and the ships of Tarshish first, to 
bring thy sons from far, their silver 
and their gold with them, unto me 
name of the Lord thy God, and to the 
Holy One of Israel, because he hath 
glorified thee. ^ 

10 And the sons of strangers shall 
build up thy walls; and their kings 
shall minister tmto thee: for in my 
wrath I smote thee, but in my favour 
have I had mercy on thee. 

11 Therefore thy gates shall be open 
continually; they shall not be shut 
day nor night; that men may bring 
unto thee the forces of the Gentiles, 
and that their kings may be brought. 

12 For the nation and kingdom that 
will not serve thee shall perish; yea, 
those nations shall be utterly wasted. 

13 The glory of Leb-a-non shall 
come tmto thee, the fir tree, the pine 
tree, and the box together, to beautify 
the place of my sanctuary; and I will 
make the place of my feet glorious. 

14 The sons also of them that 
afiSicted thee shall come bending unto 
thee ; and all they that despised thee 
shall bow themselves down at the 
soles of thy feet; and they shall call 
thee. The dty of the Lord, The Zion 
of the Holy One of Israel. 

15 Whereas thou hast been forsaken 
and hated, so that no man went 
through thee, I will make thee an 
eternal excellency, a Joy of many 
generations. 

16 Thou shalt also suck the twilk of 
the Gentiles, and shalt suck the 
breast of kings : and thou shalt know 
that I the Lord am thy Saviour and 
thy Redeemer, the mighty One of 
Jacob. 

17 For brass I will bring gold, and for 
iron I will bring diver, and for wood 
brass, and for stones iron : I will also 
make thy ofiicers peace, and thine 
exactors righteousness. 

18 Violence shall no more be heard 
in thy land, wasting nor destruction 
within thy borders; but thou shalt 
call thy walls Salvation, and thy 

19 The sim shall be no more thy 
light by day; neither for brightness 
shall the moon give light unto thee : 
but the Lord shall be unto thee an 
everlasting light, and thy God thy 
glory. 

20 Thy sun shall no more go down; 
neither shall thy moon withdraw 
itsdf; for the Lord shall be thine 
everlasting light, and the days of thy 
mourning shall be ended. 

21 Thy people also shall be all 
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righteous : they shall inherit the land 
for ever, the branch of my planting, 
the work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified. 

22 A little one shall become a 
thousand, and a small one a strong 
nation : I the Lord will hasten it in 
his time. 

740 CHAPTER 61 

T he spirit of the Lord God is 
upon me ; because the Lord hath 
anointed me to preach good tidings 
unto the meek; he hath sent me to 
bind up the brokenhearted, to pro- 
claim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prison to them that 
are bound; 

2 To proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lord, and the day of ven- 
geance of our God; to comfort all 
that mourn; 

3 To appoint unto them that mourn 
in Zion, to give unto them beauty 
for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, 
the garment of praise for the spirit of 
heaviness; that they might be called 
trees of righteousness, the planting 
of the Lord, that he might be 
glorified. 

4 H And they shall build the old 
wastes, they shall raise up the former 
desolations, and they shall repair the 
waste cities, the desolations of many 
generations. 

5 And strangers shall stand and 
feed your fiocks, and the sons of the 
alien shall be yotir plowmen and your 
vinedressers. 

6 But ye shall be named the Priests 
of the Lord : men shall call you the 
Ministers of our God: ye shall eat 
the riches of the Gentiles, and in their 
glory shall ye boast yourselves. 

7 If For your shame ye shall have 
double ; and for confusion they shall 
rejoice in their portion: therefore in 
their land they shall possess the 
double : everlasting joy shall be unto 
them. 

8 For I the Lord love judgment, I 
hate robbery for burnt offering; and 
I will direct their work in truth, and 
I will make an everlasting covenant 
with them. 

9 And their seed shall be known 
among the Gentiles, and their off- 
spring among the people : all that see 
them shall acknowledge them, that 
they are the seed which the Lord 
hath blessed. 

10 1 will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
my soul shall be Joyful in my God; 
for he hath clothed me with the 
garments of salvation, he hath

covered me with the robe of right- 
eousness, as a bridegroom decked 
himself with ornaments, and as 
a bride adometh herself witii her 
jewels. 

11 For as the earth bringeth forth 
her bud, and as the garden causeth 
the things that are sown in it to 
spring forth; so the Lord God will 
cause righteousness and praise to 
spring forth before all the nations. 
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F or Zion’s sake will I not hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake 
I will not rest, until the righteousness 
thereof go forth as brightness, and the 
salvation thereof as a lamp that 
bumeth. 

2 And the Gentiles shall see thy 
righteousness, and all kings thy 
glory: and thou shalt be called by a 
new name, which the mouth of the 
Lord shall name. 

3 Thou shalt also be a crown of 
glory in the hand of the Lord, and 
a royal diadem in the hand of thy 
God. 

4 Thou shalt no more be termed 
Forsaken; neither shall thy land any 
more be termed Desolate: but thou, 
shalt be called Heph-ri-bSh, and thy' 
land Bdh-lah : for the Lord delight- 
eth in thee, and thy land shall be 
married. 

5 IF For as a young man marrieth a 
virgin, so shall thy sons marry thee: 
and as the bridegroom rejoiceth over 
the bride, so shall thy God rejoice 
over thee. 

6 I have set watchmen upon thy 
walls, O Jerusalem, which shall never 
hold their peace day nor night: ye 
that make mention of the Lord, keep 
not silence, 

7 And give him no rest, till he 
establish, and till he make Jerusalem 
a praise in the earth. 

8 The Lord hath sworn by his right 
hand, and by the arm of his strength. 
Surely I will no more give thy com 
to be meat for thine enemies , and the 
sons of the stranger shall not drink 
thy wine, for the which thou hast 
laboured: 

9 But they that have gathered it 
shall eat it, and praise the Lord ; and 
they that have brought it together 
shall drink it in the courts of my 
holiness. 

10 IF Go through, go through the 
gates; prepare ye the way of the 
people ; cast up, cast up the highway; 
gather out the stones; lift up a 
standard for the people. 
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11 Behold, the Lord hath pro- 
claimed tmto the end of the world. 
Say ye to the daughter of Zion, Be- 
hold, thy salvation cometh; behold, 
his reward is with him, and his 
work before him. 

12 And they shall call them. The 
holy people. The redeemed of the 
Lord: and thou shalt be called. 
Sought out, A city not forsaken. 

742 CHAPTER 63 

is this that cometh from 
VY E-dom, with dyed garments 
from Boz-rah? this that is glorious in 
his apparel, travelhng in the great- 
ness of his strength? I that speak in 
righteousness, mighty to save, 

2 Wherefore art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like him 
that treadeth in the winefat? 

3 I have trodden the winepress 
alone; and of tiie people there was 
none with me : for I will tread them 
in mine anger, and trample them in 
my fury; and their blood shall be 
sprinkled upon my garments, and I 
will stain all my raiment. 

4 For the day of vengeance is in 
mine heart, and the year of my 
redeemed is come. 

5 And I looked, and there was none 
to help ; and I wondered that there 
was none to uphold ; therefore mine 
own arm brought salvation imto me; 
and my fury, it upheld me. 

6 And I wm tread down the people 
in mine anger, and make them drunk 
in my fury, and I will bring down 
their strength to the earth. 

7 If I will mention the lovingkind- 
nesses of the Lord, and the praises 
of the Lord, according to aU that the 
Lord hath bestowed on us, and the 
great goodness toward the house of 1 
Israel, which he hath bestowed on 
them according to his mercies, and 
according to the multitude of his 
lovingkindnesses. 

8 For he said. Surely they are my 

people, children that will not lie ; so 
he was their Saviour. ' 

9 In all their affiction he was 
aMcted, and the angel of his pres- 
ence saved them: in his love and in 
his pity he redeemed them ; and he 
bare them, and carried them all the 
days of old. 

10 If But they rebelled, and vexed 
his holy Spirit: therefore he was 
turned to be their enemy, and he 
fought against them. 

11 Then he remembered the days of 
old, Moses, and his people, saying. 
Where is he that brought them up out 


of the sea with the shepherd of his 
flock? where is he that put his holy 
Spirit within him? 

12 That led them by the right hand 
of Moses with his glorious arm, 
dividing the water before them, to 
make himself an everlasting name? 

13 That led them through the deep, 
as an horse in the wilderness, that 
they should not stumble? 

14 As a beast goeth down into the 
valley, the Spirit of the Lord caused 
him to rest: so didst thou lead thy 
people, to make thyself a glorious 
name. 

15 If Look down from heaven, and 
behold from the habitation of thy 
holiness and of thy glory: where is 
thy zeal and thy strength, the sound- 
ing of thy bowels and of thy mercies 
toward me? are they restrained? 

16 Doubtless thou art our father, 
though Abraham be ignorant of us, 
and Israel acknowledge us not: thou, 
O Lord, art our father, our re- 
deemer ; thy name is from everlasting. 

17 If O Lord, why hast thou made 
us to err from thy ways, and hardened 
our heart from thy fear? Return for 
thy servants* sake, the tribes of thine 
inheritance. 

18 The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while : om 
adversaries have trodden down thy 
sanctuary. 

19 We are thine: thou never barest 
rule over them ; they were not called 
by thy name. 

743 CHAPTER 64 

O H that thou wouldest rend the 
heavens, that thou wouldest 
come down, that the mountains 
might flow down at thy presence, 

2 As when the melting tire bumeth, 
the fire causeth the waters to boil, to 
mak e thy name known to thine ad- 
versaries, that the nations may 
tremble at thy presence! 

3 When thou didst terrible things 
which we looked not for, thou earnest 
down, the mountains flowed down at 
thy presence. 

4 For since the beginning of the 
world men have not heard, nor per- 
ceived by the ear, neither hath the 
eye seen, O God, beside thee, what 
he hath prepared for him that waiteth 
for him. 

5 Thou meetest him that reioiceth 
and worketh righteousness, those 
that remember thee in thy ways : be- 
hold, thou art wroth; for we have 
sinned : in those is continuance, and 
we shall be saved. 
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The rejection of the Jews 


6 But we are all as an unclean thing, 
and all our ri^teousnesses are as 
filthy rags ; and we all do fade as a 
leaf ; and our iniquities, like the wind, 
have taken us away. 

7 And there is none that calleth 
upon thy name, that stirreth up him- 
self to take hold of thee : for thou hast 
hid thy face from us, and hast con- 
sumed us, because of our iniquities. 

8 But now, O Lord, thou art our 

father ; we are the clay, and thou our 
potter; and we all are the work of 
thy hand. ^ ^ 

9 H Be not wroth very sore, O Lord, 
neither remember iniquity for ever: 
behold, see, we beseech thee, we are 
all thy people. 

10 Thy holy cities are a wilderness, 
Zion is a wilderness, Jerusalem a 
desolation. 

11 Our holy and our beautiftil house, 
where our fathers praised thee, is 
burned up with fire: and all our 
pleasant things are laid waste. 

12 Wilt thou refrain thyself for these 
things, O Lord? wilt thou hold thy 
peace, and afflict us very sore? 


744 CHAPTER 65 

I AM sought of them that asked not 
for me; 1 am found of them that 
sought me not: 1 said. Behold me, 
behold me, unto a nation that was 
not called by my name. 

2 1 have spread out my hands aU 
the day unto a rebellious people, 
which walketh in a way that was not 
good, after their own thoughts ; 

3 A people that provoketh me to 
anger continually to my face; that 
sacrificeth in gardens, and bumeth 
incense upon altars of brick; 

4 Which remain among the graves, 
and lodge in the monuments, which 
eat swine’s fiesh, and broth of abom- 
inable things is in their vessels: 

5 Which say. Stand by Ihyself , come 
not near to me; for 1 am holier than 
thou. These are a smoke in my nose, 
a fire that bumeth aU the day. 

6 Behold, it is written before me : I 
will not keep silence, but will recom- 
pense, even recompense into their 
bosom, 

7 Your iniquities, and the iniquities 
of your fathers together, saith the 
Lord, which have burned incense 
upon the mountains, and blasphemed 
me upon the hills: therefore will I 
measure their former work into their 
bosom. 

8 1 Thus saith the Lord, As the 
new wme is found in the duster, 
and one saith, Destroy it not; for a 


blessing is in it : so will I do for my 
servants’ sakes, that I may not 
destroy them all. 

9 And I win bring forth a seed out 
of Jacob, and out of Judah an inheri- 
tor of my mountains : and mine elect 
shall inherit it, and my servants shall 
dwell there. 

10 And Shdr-on shall be a fold of 
fiocks, and the valley of A'dior a 
place for the herds to lie down in, 
for my people that have sought 
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11 II But ye are they that forsake the 
Lord, that forget my holy mountain, 
that prepare a table for that troop, 
and that furnish the drink offering 
unto that number. 

12 Therefore will I number you to 
the sword, and ye shall all bow down 
to the slaughter; because when I 
called, ye did not answer; when I 
spake, ye did not hear; but did evil 
before mine eyes, and did choose that 
wherein I delighted not. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, my servants shall eat, 
but ye shall be hungry: behold, my 
servants shall drink, but ye sh^ be 
thirsty: behold, my servants shall 
rejoice, but ye shall be ashamed : 

14 Behold, my servants shall sing 
for joy of heart, but ye shah cry for 
sorrow of heart, and shah howl for 
vexation of spirit. 

15 And ye shall leave your name for 
a cmrse unto my chosen: for the 
Lord God shall slay thee, and cah 
his servants by another name: 

16 That he who blesseth himself in 
the earth shall bless himself in the 
God of truth ; and he that sweareth in 
die earth shall swear by the God of 
truth; because the former troubles 
are forgotten, and because they are 
hid from mine eyes. 

17 H For, behold, I create new 
heavens and a new earth; and the 
former shall not be remembered, 
nor come into mind. 

18 But be ye glad and rejoice for 
ever in that which I create ; for, be- 
hold, I create Jerusalem a rejoicing, 
and her people a joy. 

19 And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, 
and joy in my people : and the voice 
of weeping shall be no more heard m 
her, nor the voice of crymg. 

20 There shall be no more thence 
an infant of days, nor an old man that 
hath not filled his days : for the child 
shall die an hundred years old; but 
the sinner being an htmdred years 
old shall be accursed. 

21 And they shall build houses, and 
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God comforteth the faithful 

inhabit them; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and eal the fruit of them. 

22 They shall not build, and another 
inhabit; they shall not plant, and 
another eat: for as the days of a tree 
are the days of my people, and mine 
elect shall long enjoy the work of 
their hands. 

23 They shall not labour in vain, 
nor bring forth for trouble ; for they 
are the seed of the blessed of the 
Lord, and their offspring with them. 

24 And it shall come to pass, that 
before they call, I will answer ; and 
while they are yet speaking, I will 
hear. 

25 The wolf and the lamb shall feed 
together, and the lion shall eat straw 
like the bullock: and dust shall be 
the serpent’s meat. They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all n3y holy 
mountain, saith the Lord. 

745 CHAPTER 66 

T hus saith the Lord, The 
heaven is my throne, and the 
earth is my footstool: where is the 
house that ye build unto me? and 
where is the place of my rest? 

2 For all those things hath mine 
hand made, and all those things have 
been, saith the Lord ; but to ^s man 
will I look, even to him that is poor 
and of a contrite spirit, and trem- 
bleth at my word. 

3 He that kOleth an ox is as if he 
slew a man; he that sacrificeth a 
lamb, as if he cut off a dog’s neck; 
he that offereth an oblation, as if he 
offered swine’s blood; he tbiat bum- 
eth incense, as if he blessed an idol.

12 Who is the wise man, that may 
understand this? and who is he to 
whom the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken, that he may declare it, for 
what the land perisheth and is bmmed 
up like a wildemess, that none 
passeth through? 

13 And the Lord saith. Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set 
before them, and have not obeyed my 
voice, neither walked therein; 

14 But have walked after the 
imagination of their own heart, and 
after Ba-d-Hm, which their fathers 
taught them:

25 H Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will punish all 
them which are circumcised with the 
uncircumcised ; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and E-dom, 
and the children of Ammon, and 
Moab, and all that are in the utmost 
comers, that dwell in the wildemess : 
for all these nations are imcircum- 
cised, and aU the house of Israel are 
uncircumcised in the heart. 

755 CHAPTER 10 

H ear ye the word which the Lord 
speaketh unto you, O house of 
Israel: 

2 Thus saith the Lord, Learn not 
the way of the heathen, and be not 
dismayed at the signs of heaven; 
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for the heathen are dismayed at 
them. 

3 For the customs of the people are 

vain : for one cutteth a tree out of the 
forest, the work of the hands of the 
workman, with the axe. ^ ^ 

4 They deck it with silver and with 
gold; they fasten it with nails and 
with hammers, that it move not. 

5 They are upright as the palm tree, 

but speak not: they must needs be 
borne, because they cannot go. Be 
not afraid of them; for they cannot 
do evil, neither also is it in them to 
do good. , , . 

6 Forasmuch as there is none like 
unto thee, O Lord; thou art great, 
and thy name is great in might. 

7 Who would not fear thee, O King 
of nations? for to thee doth it apper- 
tain : forasmuch as among all the wise 
men of the nations, and in all their 
kingdoms, there is none like unto 
thee. 

8 But they are altogether brutish 
and foolish: the stock is a doctrine 
of vanities. 

9 Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tarshish, and gold from ti-phaz, 
the work of the workman, and of the 
hands of the founder: blue and 
purple is their clothing : they are all 
the work of cunning men. 

10 But the Lord is the true God, he 
is the living God, and an everlasting 
king: at his wrath the earth shall 
tremble, and the nations shall not be 
able to abide his indignation. 

11 Thus shall ye say imto them, 
The gods that have not made the 
heavens and the earth, even they shall 
perish from the earth, and from under 
these heavens. 

12 He hath made the earth by his 
power, he hath established the world 
by his wisdom, and hath stretched 
out the heavens by his discretion. 

13 When he uttereth his voice, there 
is a multitude of waters in the 
heavens, and he causeth the vapours 
to ascend from the ends of the earth; 
he maketh lightnings with rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his 
treasures. 

14 Every man is brutish in Ms 
knowledge: every founder is con- 
founded by the graven image : for his 
molten image is falsehood, and there 
is no breath in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work of 
errors : in the time of their visitation 
they shah perish. 

16 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them: for he is the former of all 
things; and Israel is the rod of his 


inheritance: The Lord of hosts is 
his name. 

17 % Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, O inhabitant of the fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lord, Behold 
I wih sHng out the inhabitants of 
the land at this once, and wih distress 
them, that they may find it so. 

19 H Woe is me for my hurt! my 
wound is grievous : but I said. Truly 
this is a grief, and I must bear it. 

20 My tabernacle is spoiled, and 
all my cords are broken : my children 
are gone forth of me, and they are 
not; there is none to stretch forth 
my tent any more, and to set up my 
curtains. 

21 For the pastors are become bmt- 
ish, and have not sought the Lord: 
therefore they shall not prosper, and 
all their fiocks shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is 
come, and a great commotion out of 
the north country, to make the cities 
of Judah desolate, and a den of 
dragons. 

23 H O Lord, I know that the way 
of man is not in himself ; it is not in 
man that walketh to direct his steps. 

24 O Lord, correct me, but with 
judgment; not in thine anger, lest 
thou bring me to nothing. 

25 Pour out thy fury upon the 
heathen that know thee not, and upon 
the families that call not on thy name : 
for they have eaten up Jacob, and 
devoured him, and consumed him, 
and have made his habitation deso- 
late. 


756 CHAPTER 11 

T he word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, sasdng, 

2 Hear ye the words of this covenant, 
and speak unto the men of Judah, 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
3 And say thou unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel ; Cursed 
be the man that obeyeth not the 
words of this covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your fathers 
in the day that I brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, from the iron 
furnace, saying, Obey my voice, and 
do them, according to all which I 
command you; so shall ye be my 
people, and I will be your God; 

5 That I may perform the oath 
which Phave sworn unto your fathers, 
to give them a land flowing with milk 
and honey, as it is this day. Then 
answered 1, and said.

6 Then the Lord said unto me. Pro- 
claim all these words in the cities of

7 For I earnestly protested unto your 
fathers in the day that I brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, even unto 
this day, rising early and protesting, 
saying. Obey my voice. 

8 Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked every one in the 
imagination of their evil heart : there- 
fore I will bring upon them all the 
words of this covenant, which I com- 
manded them to do; but they did 
them not. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, A 
conspiracy is found among the men 
of Judah, and among the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned back to the 
iniquities of their forefathers, which 
refused to hear my words ; and they 
went after other gods to serve them: 
the house of Israel and the house of 
Judah have broken my covenant 
which I made with their fathers. 

lit Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which they shaU not be able to 
escape; and though they shall cry 
unto me, I will not hearken unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem go, and cry 
unto the gods unto whom they offer 
incense : but they shall not save them 
at aH in the time of their trouble. 

13 For according to the number of 
thy cities were thy gods, O Judah; 
and according to the number of the 
streets of Jerusalem have ye set up 
altars to that shameful thing, even 
altars to bmn incense unto Ba-al. 

14 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up a cry or prayer 
for them : for I will not hear them in 
the time that they cry unto me for 
their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and the holy 
flesh is passed from thee? when thou 
doest evil, then thou rejoicest. 

16 The Lord called thy name, A 
green olive tree, fair, and of goodly 
fruit : with the noise of a great tumult 
he hath kindled Are upon it, and -the 
branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lord of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the house 
of Israel and of the house of Judah, 
which they have done against them- 
selves to provoke me to anger in 
offering incense tmto Ba-^.

20 But, O Lord of hosts, that 
judges! righteously, that triest the 
reins and the heart, let me see thy 
vengeance on them: for unto thee 
have I revealed my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
the men of An-a-th5th, that seek thy 
life, saying. Prophesy not in the 
name of the Lord, that thou die not 
by our hand : 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, Behold, I will punish them : 
the young men shall die by the sword ; 
their sons and their daughters shall 
die by famine : 

23 And there shall be no remnant of 
them: for I will bring evil upon the 
men of An-a-thoth, even the year 
of their visitation. 

757 CHAPTER 12 

‘DRjHTEOUS art thou, O Lord, 
Xv when I plead with thee : yet let 
me talk with thee of thy judgments : 
Wherefore doth the way of the 
wicked prosper? wherefore are all 
they happy fliat deal very treacher- 
ously? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root : they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit: thou art near in 
their mouth, and far from their 
reins. 

3 But thou, O Lord, knowest me : 
thou hast seen me, and tried mine 
heart toward friee : pull them out like 
sheep for the slaughter, and prepare 
them for the day of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, 
and the herbs of every field wither, 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein? the beasts are consumed, 
and the birds ; because they said. He 
shall not see our last end. 

5 H If thou hast run with the footmen, 
and they have wearied thee, then how 
canst thou contend with horses? and 
if in the land of peace, wherein thou 
trustedst, they wearied thee, then 
how wilt thou do in the swelling of 
Jordan? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the 
house of thy faiher, even they have 
dealt treacherously with thee; yea, 
they have called a multitude after 
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thee : believe them not, though they 
speak fair words unto thee. 

7^1 have forsaken mine house, I 
have left mine heritage ; I have given 
the dearly beloved of my soul into 
the hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto , me as 
a lion in the forest; it cneth out 
against me : therefore have I hated 
it. 

9 Mine heritage zs unto me as a 

speckled bird, the birds round about 
are against her; come ye, assemble 
all the beasts of the held, come to 
devour. ^ ^ 

10 Many pastors have destroyed 
my vineyard, they have trodden my 
portion under foot, they have made 
my pleasant portion a desolate 
wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and 
being desolate it moumeth unto me ; 
the whole land is made desolate, 
because no man layeth it to heart. 

12 The spoilers are come upon all 
high places through the wilderness : 
for the sword of the Lord shall 
devour from the one end of the land 
even to the other end of the land: 
no hesh shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but shall 
reap thorns: they have put them- 
selves to pain, but shall not profit: 
and they shall be ashamed of your 
revenues because of the fierce anger 
of the Lord. 

14 H Thus saith the Lord against all 
mine evil neighbours, that touch the 
inheritance which I have caused my 
people Israel to inherit; Behold, I 
will pluck them out of their land, and 
pluck out the house of Judah from 
among them. 

15 And it shall come to pass, after 
that I have plucked them out I will 
return, and have compassion on them, 
and win bring them again, every man 
to his heritage, and every man to his 
land. 

16 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will diligently learn the ways of my 
people, to swear by my name, The 
Lord liveth; as they taught my 
people to swear by Ba-^; then shall 
they be built in the midst of my 
people. 

17 But if they will not obey, I will 
utterly pluck up and destroy that 
nation, saith the Lord. 

758 CHAPTER 13 

T hus saith the Lord unto me. Go 
and get thee a linen girdle, and 
put it upon thy loins, and put it not 
in water. 


2 So I got a girdle according to the 
word of the Lord, and put it on my 
loins. 

3 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou hast got, 
which is upon thy loins, and arise, go 
to Eu-phra-tes, and hide it there in 
a hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Efi-phra- 
tes, as the Lord commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many 
days, that the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, go to Eh-phra-tes, and take 
the girdle from thence, which I com- 
manded thee to hide there. 

7 Then I went to Eu-phra'tes, and 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it : and, behold, 
the girdle was marred, it was profit- 
able for nothing. 

8 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lord, After this 
manner will I mar the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 

10 This evil people, which refuse to 
hear my words, which walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and walk 
after other gods, to serve them, 
and to worship them, shall even be 
as this girdle, which is good for 
nothing. 

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to 
cleave unto me the whole house of 
Israel and the whole house of Judah, 
saith the Lord ; that they might be 
unto me for a people, and for a name, 
and for a praise, and for a glory : hut 
they would not hear. 

12 H Therefore thou shalt speak unto 
them this word ; Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Every bottle shall be 
filled with wine; and they shall say 
unto thee, Do we not certainly know 
that every bottle shall be filled with 
wine? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
fill all the inhabitants of this land, 
even the kings that sit upon David’s 
throne, and the priests, and the pro- 
phets, and aU the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, with drunkenness. 

14 And I will dash them one against 
another, even the fathers and the 
sons together, saith the Lord ; I will 
not pity, nor spare, nor have mercy, 
but destroy them. 

15 If Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
proud ; for the Lord hath spoken. 

16 Give glory to the Lord your God, 
before he cause darkness, and before 
your feet stumble upon the dark 
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mountains, and, while ye look for 
light, he turn it into the shadow of 
death, and make it gross darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places for your 
pride ; and mine eye shall weep sore, 
and run down with tears, because the 
Lord’s flock is carried away captive. 

18 Say unto the king and to the 
aueen, Humble yourselves, sit down: 
for your principalities shall come 
down, even the crown of your glory. 

19 The cities of the south shall be 

shut up, and none shah open them: 
Judah shall be carried away captive 1 
all of it, it shall be wholly carried 
away captive. I 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold 
them that come from the north: 
where is the flock that was given 
thee, thy beautiful flock? 

21 What wilt thou say when he shall 
punish thee? for thou hast taught 
them to he captains, and as chief 
over thee : sh^ not sorrows t^e ' 
thee, as a woman in travail? 

22 And if thou say in thine heart. 
Wherefore come these things upon 
me? For the greatness of thine 
iniquity are thy skirts discovered, 
and thy heels made bare. 

23 Can the E-thi-o-pi-Sn change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots? then 
may ye also do good, that are accus- 
tomed to do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them as 
the stubble that passeth away by the 
wind of the wilderness. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the Lord ; 
because thou hast forgotten me, and 
trusted in falsehood. 

26 Therefore will I discover thy 
skirts upon thy face, that thy shame 
may appear. 

27 1 have seen thine adulteries, and 
thy neighings, the lewdness of thy 
whoredom, and thine abominations 
on the hills in the fields. Woe unto 
thee, O Jerusalem! wilt thou not 
be made clean? when shall it once 
be? 

759 CHAPTER 14 
npBE word of the Lord that came 
JL to Jeremiah concerning the 
dearth, 

2 Judah moumeth, and the gates 
thereof languish; they are black unto 
the ground ; and the cry of Jerusalem 
is gone up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their 
little ones to the waters: they came 
to the pits, and found no water;

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man that 
cannot save? yet thou, O Lord, art 
in the midst of us, and we are called 
by thy name ; leave us not. 

10 H Thus saith the Lord unto this 
people. Thus have they loved to wan- 
der, they have not refrained their 
feet, therefore the Lord doth not 
accept them ; he will now remember 
their iniquity, and visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lord unto me, 
Pr^ not for this people for their 

12 When they fast, I will not hear 
their cry ; and when they oflFer burnt 
offering and an oblation, I will not 
accept them : but I will consume them 
by the sword, and by the famine, and 
by the pestilence. 

13 5 Then said I, Ah, Lord God!

20 We acknowledge, O Lord, our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our 
fathers : for we have sinned against 
thee. 

21 Do not abhor us, for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne of 
thy glory: remember, break not thy 
covenant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities 
of the Gentiles that can cause rain? 
or can the heavens give showers? 
art not thou he, O Lord our God? 
therefore we will wait upon thee : for 
thou hast made all these things. 

760 CHAPTER 15 

T hen said the Lord unto me. 
Though Moses and Samuel 
stood before me, yet my mind could 
not he toward this people : cast them 
out of my sight, and let them go forth.

11 H Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, and to the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord ; Behold, I frame evil 
against you, and devise a device 
against you: return ye now every 
one from his evil way, and make your 
ways and your doings good. 

12 And they said. There is no hope : 
but we vrill walk after our own 
devices, and we will every one do the 
imagination of his evil heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Ask ye now among the heathen, who 
hath heard such things: the virgin 
of Israel hath done a very horrible 
thing.

16 To make their land desolate, 
and a perpetual hissing; every one 
that passeth thereby shall be aston- 
ished, and wag his head. 

17 I will scatter them as with an 
east wind before the enemy; I will 
shew them the back, and not the 
face, in the day of their calamity. 

18 H Then said they. Come, and let 
us devise devices against Jeremiah; 
for the law shall not perish from the 
priest, nor counsel from the wise, nor 
the word from the prophet. Come, 
and let us smite him with the 
tongue, and let us not give heed to 
any of his words. 

19 Give heed to me, O Lord, and 
hearken to the voice of them that 
contend with me. 

20 Shall evil be recompensed for 
good? for they have digged a pit for 
my soul. Remember that I stood 
before thee to speak good for them, 
and to turn away thy wrath from them. 

21 Therefore dehver up their chil- 
dren to the famine, and pour out 
their blood by the force of the sword ; 
and let their vdves be bereaved of 
their children, and he widows; and 
let their men be put to death ; let their 
young men he slain by the sword in 
battle. 

22 Let a cry be heard from their 
houses, when thou shaft bring a troop 
suddenly upon them: for they have 
digged a pit to take me, and hid 
snares for my feet. 

23 Yet, Lord, Ihou knowest all their 
counsel against me to slay me : for- 
give not their iniquity, neither blot 
out their sin from thy sight, but let 
them be overthrown before thee, deal 
thus with them in the time of thine 
anger. 

764 CHAPTER 19 
'T'HUS saith the Lord, Go and get 

X a potter’s earthen bottle, and 
take of the ancients of the people, 
and of the ancients of the priests ; 

2 And go f onh unto the valley of the 
son of Hin-nom, which is by the entry 
of the east gate, and proclaim there 
the words that 1 shall tell thee.

6 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saitti the Lord, that this place shall 
no more be cafled To-phet, nor The 
valley of the son of Rin-nom, but The 
valley of slaughter. 

7 And I will make void the counsel 
of Judah and Jerasalem in this place ; 
and I will cause them to fall by the 
sword before their enemies, and by 
the hands of them that seek their 
lives : and their carcases will I give to 
be meat for the fowls of the heaven, 
and for the beasts of the earth. 

8 And I will make this city desolate, 
and an hissing ; every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished and hiss 
because of all the plagues thereof. 

9 And I will cause them to eat the 
fiesh of their sons and the fiesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the flesh of his friend in the 
siege and straitness, wherewith their 
enemies, and they that seek their 
lives, shall straiten them.

Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Even so 
will I break tibis people and this city, 
as one breaketh a potter’s vessel, that 
cannot be made whole again: and 
they shall bury them in To-phet, till 
there he no place to bury. 

12 Thus will 1 do imto this place, 
saith the Lord, and to the inhabi- 
tots thereof, and even make this

13 And the houses of Jerusalem, and 
the houses of the kings of Judah, 
shall be defiled as the place of 
To^phet, because of all the houses 
upon whose roofs they have burned 
incense unto all the host of heaven, 
and have poured out drink offerings 
unto other gods.

14 Then came Jeremiah from To' 
phet, whither the Lord had sent him 
to prophesy; and he stood in the 
court of the Lord’s house ; and said 
to all the people, 

15 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Behold, I will bring 
upon this city and upon all her towns 
all the evil that I have pronounced 
against it, because they have har- 
dened their necks, that they might 
not hear my words. 

765 CHAPTER 20 

N OW Pash-ur the son of Im-mer 
the priest, who was also chief 
governor in the house of the Lord, 
heard that Jeremiah prophesied these 
things. 

2 Then Pash-ur smote Jeremiah the 
prophet, and put him in the stocks 
that were in the high gate of Benja- 
min, which was by the house of the 
Lord. 

3 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Pash-ur brought forth Jeremiah 
out of the stocks. Then said Jeremiah 
unto him. The Lord hath not called 
thy name Pash-ur, but Ma%6r-mis- 
sa-bib. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, Behold, 
I will make thee a terror to thyself, 
and to all thy friends ; and they shall 
fall by the sword of their enemies, 
and thine eyes shall behold it : and I 
will give all Judah into the hand of 
the king of Babylon, and he shall 
carry them captive into Babylon, and 
shall slay them with the sword. 

5 Moreover I will deliver all the 
strength of this city, and all the 
labours thereof, and all the precious 
things thereof, and all the treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give into 
the hand of their enemies, which 
shall spoil them, and take them, and 
carry them to Babylon. 

6 And thou, Pash-iir, and all that 
dwell in thine house shah go into cap- 
tivity : and thou shalt come to Baby- 
lon, and there thou shalt die, and 
shalt be buried there, thou, and ah 
thy friends, to whom thou hast 
prophesied lies. 

7 If O Lord, thou hast deceived me, 
and I was deceived : thou art 
stronger than I, and hast prevahed :

8 For since I spake, I cried out, I 
cried violence and spoil ; because file 
word of the Lord was made a re- 
proach unto me, and a derision, 
daily.

All 
my familiars watched for my halting, 
saying, Peradventure he will be en- 
ticed, and we shall prevail against 
him, and we shall take our revenge 
on him.

17 Because he slew me not from the 
womb ; or that my mother might have 
been my grave, and her womb to be

IS Wherefore came I forth out of 
the womb to see labour and sorrow, 
that my days should be consumed 
with shame?

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the prophets; Be- 
hold, I will feed them with worm- 
wood, and make them drink the water 
of gall: for from the prophets of 
Jerusalem is profaneness gone forth 
into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. 
Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you: 
they make you vain: they speak a 
vision of their own heart, and not 
out of the mouth of the Lord. 

17 They say still unto them, that 
despise me. The Lord hath said. Ye 
shall have peace ; and they say unto 
every one that walketh after the 
imagination of his own heart, No evil 
shall come upon you. 

18 For who hath stood in the 
counsel of the Lord, and hath per- 
ceived and heard his word? who hath 
marked his word, and heard it ? 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Lord 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind: it shall fall grievously 
upon the head of the wicked. 

20 The anger of the Lord shall not 
return, until he have executed, and 
till he have performed the thoughts 
of his heart: in the latter days ye 
shall consider it perfectly. 

21 I have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran: I have not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied, 

22 But if they had stood in my coun- 
sel, and had caused my people to hear 
my words, then they should have 
turned them from their evil way, and 
from the evil of their doings. 
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23 Am I a God at hand, saith the | 
Lord, and not a God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himself in secret 
places that I shall not see him? saith 
the Lord. Do not I fill heaven and 
earth? saith the Lord. 

25 I have heard what the prophets 
said, that prophesy hes in my name, 
saying, I have dreamed, I have 
dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of their own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my people 
to forget my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have for- 
gotten my name for Ba-al. 

28 The prophet that hath a dream, 
let him teU a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my word 
faithfully. What is the chaff to the 
wheat? saith the Lord. 

29 Is not my word like as a fire?

that breaketh the rock in pieces? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am against 
the prophets, saith the Lord, that 
steal my words every one from his 
neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against the pro- 
phets, saith the Lord, that use their 
tongues, and say. He saith. 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the 
Lord, and do tell them, and cause 
my people to err by their lies, and by 
their lightness ; yet I sent them not, 
nor commanded them : therefore they 
shall not profit this people at all, 
saith the Lord. 

33 1[ And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying. What is the burden of the 
Lord? thou shalt then say imto them. 
What burden? I will even forsake 
you, saith the Lord. 

34 And as for the prophet, and 
the priest, and the people, that 
shall say. The burden of the Lord, 
1 will even punish that man and his 
house. 

35 Thus shall ye say every one to his 
neighbour, and every one to his 
brother.

769 CHAPTER 24 

T he Lord shewed me, and, be-

6 For I will set mine eyes upon them 
for good, and I will bring them again 
to this land: and 1 will build them, 
and not pull them down; and I will 
plant them, and not pluck them up.

4 And the Lord hath sent unto you 
all his servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them; but ye have 
not hearkened, nor inclined your ear 
to hear. 

5 They said. Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way, and from 
the evil of your doings, and dwell in 
the land that the Lord hath given 
unto you and to your fathers for ever 
and ever; 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, and 
provoke me not to anger with the 
works of your hands; and 1 will do 
you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the Lord; that ye might 
provoke me to anger with the works 
of your hands to your own hurt. 

8 H Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; Because ye have not heard 
my words, 

9 Behold, 1 will send and take all 
the families of the north, saith the 
Lord, and Neb-u-chad-rez-zar the 
king of Babylon, my servant, and 
will bring them against this land, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, and 
against all these nations round about, 
and will utterly destroy them, and 
make them an astonishment, and an 
hissing, and perpetual desolations. 

10 Moreover 1 will take from them 
the voice of mirth, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the sotmd 
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of the millstones, and the light of the 
candle. 

11 And this whole land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; and 
these nations shall serve the king of 
Babylon sevenly years. 

12 H And it shall come to pass, when 
seventy years are accomphshed, that 
I will punish the king of Babylon, 
and that nation, saith the Lord, for 
their iniquity, and the land of the 
Qbal-de-ans, and will make it per- 
petual desolations. 

13 And I win bring upon that land 
all my words which I have pro- 
nounced against it, even all that is 
written in this book, which Jeremiah 
hath prophesied against all the 
nations. 

14 For many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of them also : 
and I will recompense them accord- 
ing to their deeds, and according to 
the works of their own hands. 

15 H For thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel unto me; Take the wine 
cup of this fury at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom I send 
thee, to dnnk it. 

16 And they shall drink, and be 
moved, and be mad, because of the 
sword that I will send among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the Lord^s 
hand, and made all the nations to 
drink, imto whom the Lord had sent 
me; 

18 To wit, Jerusalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and the kings thereof, and 
the princes thereof, to make them a 
desolation, an astonishment, an hiss- 
ing, and a curse ; as it is this day ; 

19 Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his 
servants, and his princes, and all his 
people; 

20 And all the mangled people, and 
all the kings of the land of Uz, and 
all the kings of the land of the Philis- 
tines, and Ash-ke-lon, and Azzah. and 
fik'ron, and the remnant of Ash-dod, 

21 E-dom, and Moab, and the chil- 
dren of Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of Ty-riis, and all 
I the kings of Zi-don, and the kings of 
the isles which are beyond the sea, 

23 De-d^, and Te-ml, and Buz, and 
all that are in the utmost corners, 

24 And aU the kings of Arabia, and 
aU the kings of the mingled people 
that dwell in the desert, 

25 And aU the kings of Zimri, and 
aU the kings of E^lam, and all the 
kings of the Medes, 

26 And all the kings of the north, far 
and near, one with another, and all 
the kingdoms of the world, which are 
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upon the face of the earth: and the 
king of She'shadi shall drihk after 
them. 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, Drink ye, and be 
drunken, and spue, and fall, and rise 
no more, because of the sword which 
1 will send among you. 

28 And it shall be, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thine hand to drink, 
then shalt thou say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Ye shall 
certainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
the city which is called by my name, 
and should ye be utterly unpunished? 
Ye shall not be unpunished: for I 
will call for a sword upon all the in- 
habitants of the earth, saith the Lord 
of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them. The Lord shall roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from his 
holy habitation; he shall mightily 
roar upon his habitation; he shall 
give a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes t against all the inhabitants of 
the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth; for the Lord hath 
a controversy with the nations, he 
will plead with all flesh ; he will give 
them that are wicked to the sword, 
saith the Lord. 

32 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. 
Behold, evil shall go forth from nation 
to nation, and a great whirlwind shall 
be raised up from the coasts of the 
earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lord shall 
be at that day from one end of the 
earth even unto the other end of the 
earth: they shall not be lamented, 
neither gathered, nor buried; they 
shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 H Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, 
ye principal of the flock ; for the days 
of your slaughter and of your dis- 
persions are accomplished; and ye 
shall fall like a pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have 
no way to flee, nor the principal of 
the flock to escape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the shep- 
herds, and an howling of the principal 
of the flock, shall be heard : for the 
Lord hath spoiled their pasture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the fierce 
anger of the Lord. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion: for their land is desolate

I N the beginning of the reign of

8 H Now it came to pass, when 
Jeremiah had made an end of speak- 
ing all that the Lord had commanded 
him to speak unto all the people, 
that the priests and the prophets 
and all the people took him, saying. 
Thou shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lord, saying. This house 
shall be like Shi-15h, and this city shall 
be desolate without an inhabitant?

CHAPTER 27 

I N the beginning of the reign of 
Je-hoi^-klm the son of Jo-si-ah 
king of Judah came this word unto

6 And now have I given all these 
lands into the hand of Neb-u-ehad- 
nez-zar the king of Babylon, my 
servant; and the beasts of the field 
have I given him also to serve him. 

7 And all nations shall serve Mm, 
and his son, and his son’s son, until 
the very time of his land come: and 
then many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of him. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that the 
nation and kingdom which will not 
serve the same Neb-u-chad-nez-zar 
the king of Babylon, and that will not 
put their neck imder the yoke of the 
king of Babylon, that nation will I 
punish, saith the Lord, with the 
sword, and with the famine, and with 
the pestlLence, until 1 have consumed 
them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to yoiar diviners, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchan- 
ters, nor to your sorcerers, which 
speak unto you, saying. Ye shall not 
serve the king of Babylon : 

10 For they prophesy a lie unto you, 
to remove you far from your land; 
and that I should drive you out, and 
ye should perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him, those will I 
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let remain still in their own land, | 
saith the Lord ; and they shall till it, | 
and dwell therein. 

12 H I spake also to Zed-e-ki-ah 
king of Judah according to all these

£md serve him and his people, and 
live. 

13 Why will ye die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, as the Lord 
hath spoken against the nation that 
will not serve the king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not serve 
the king of Babylon: for they pro- 
phesy a lie unto you. 

15 For I have not sent them, saith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy a lie in 
my name j that I might drive you out, 
and that ye might perish, ye, and 
the prophets that prophesy unto 
you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and to 
aU this people, saying. Thus saith the 
Lord ; Hearken not to the words of 
your prophets that prophesy imto 
you, saying, Behold, the vessels of 
the Lord’s house shall now shortly 
be brought again from Babylon: for 
they prophesy a lie unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; serve 
the king of Babylon, and live : where- 
fore should this city be laid waste? 

18 But if they he prophets, and if the 
word of the Lord be with them, let 
them now make intercession to the 
Lord of hosts, that the vessels which 
are left in the house of the Lord, and 
in the house of the king of Judah, and 
at Jerusalem, go not to Babylon. 

19 IT For thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the pillars, and 
concerning the sea, and concerning 
the bases, and concerning the re- 
sidue of the vessels that remain in 
this city, 

20 Which Neb-u-chad-nez-zar king 
of Babylon took not, when he carried 
away captive J6c-6-ni-ldi the son of 
J^-hdi-a-kim king of Judah from 
Jerusalem to Babylon, and all the 
nobles of Judah and Jerusalem; 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, concerning the 
vessels that remain in the house of 
the Lord, and in the house of the 
king of Judah and of Jerusalem; 

22 They shall be carried to Babylon, 
and there shall they be until the day 
that I visit them, saith the Lord; 
then wiU I bring them up, and restore 
them to this place.

5 H Then the prophet Jeremiah said 
unto the prophet Han-a-ni-ah in the 
presence of the priests, and in the 
presence of all the people that stood 
in the house of the Lord, 

6 Even the prophet Jeremiah said, 
A-men: the Lord do so; the Lord 
perform thy words which thou hast 
prophesied, to bring again the vessels 
of the Lord’s house, and all that is 
carried away captive, from Babylon 
into this place. 

7 Nevertheless hear thou now this 
word that I speak in thine ears, and 
in the ears of all the people; 

8 The prophets that have been 
before me and before thee of old 
prophesied both against many coun- 
tries, and against great kingdoms, of 
weu:, and of evil, and of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which prophesieth of 
peace, when the word of the prophet 
shall come to pass, then shall the 
prophet be known, that the Lord 
hath truly sent him. 

10 H Then Han-a-ni-^ the prophet 
took the yoke from off the prophet 
Jeremiah’s neck, and brake it. 

11 And Han-a-ni-ah spake in the 
presence of aH the people, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord ; Even so will I 
break the yoke of Neb-u-chM-nez- 
zar king of Babylon from the neck of 
all nations within the space of two 
full years.

Wherefore dost 
thou prophesy, and say. Thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I wiU give this 
city into the hand of the kmg of 
Babylon, and he shall take it; 

4 And Zed-e-ki-ah kmg of Judah 
shall not escape out of the hand of 
the Cbal-de-ans, but shall surely be 
dehvered mto the hand of the kmg of 
Babylon, and shall speak with him 
mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall 
behold his eyes; 

5 And he shall lead Zed-e-ki-ah to 
Babylon, and there shall he be until 
I visit him, saith the Lord : though 
ye fight with the Qhal-de-^s, ye 
shall not prosper? 

6 H And Jeremiah said. The word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

7 Behold, H^-a-meel the son of 
Shal-liim thine uncle shall come unto 
thee, sa 3 nng. Buy thee my field that 
is m An-a-thoth: for the nght of 
redemption is thme to buy it 
8 So H^-a-meel mine uncle’s son 
came to me m the court of the pnson 
accordmg to the word of the Lord, 
and said unto me. Buy my field, I pray 
thee, that is m An-A-thoth, which is 
m the coimtry of Beniamm; for the 
nght of inheritance is thme, and the 
redemption is thme ; buy it for thyself. 
Then I knew that this was the word 
of the Lord. 

9 And I bought the field of Han-a- 
mdel my uncle’s son, that was in 
An-a-thoth, and weighed him the 
money, even seventeen shekels of 
silver. 

10 And I subscnbed the evidence, 
and sealed it and took witnesses, 
and weighed him the money m the 
balances. 

11 So I took the evidence of the pur- 
chase, both that which was sealed 
according to the law and custom, and 
that which was open: 

12 And 1 gave the evidence of the

purchase unto Bar-ucb the^son of 
Ne-n-Ah, the son of Ma-a-s€i-ah. in 
the sight of HAn-a-meel mine uncle’s 
son, and m tiie presence of the wit- 
nesses that subscnbed the book of 
the purchase, before all the Jews that 
sat m the court of the pnson.

14 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Take these evidences, 
this evidence of the purchase, both 
which IS sealed, and this evidence 
which IS open ; and put them m an 
earthen vessel, that they may con- 
tmue many days. 

I 15 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Houses and fields 
and vmeyards shall be possessed 
agam m this land. 

16 ^ Now when I had dehvered the 
evidence of the purchase unto Bar- 
uch the son of Ne-n-ah, I prayed 
imto the Lord, sa 3 rmg, 

17 Ah Lord God ! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven and the earth by 
thy great power and stretched out 
arm, and there is nothmg too hard 
for thee : 

18 Thou shewest lovmgkmdness 
unto thousands, and recompensest 
the iniquity of the fathers mto the 
bosom of their children after them: 
the Great, the Mighty God, the 
Lord of hosts, is his name, 

19 Great m counsel, and mighty m 
work ; for thme eyes are open upon 
all the ways of the sons of men. to 
give every one according to his ways, 
and accordmg to the fruit of his 
doings : 

20 Which hast set signs and wonders 
m the land of Egypt, even unto this 
day, and m Israel, and among other 
I men, and hast made thee a name, 

I as at this day; 

21 And hast brought forth thy 
people Israel out of the land of Egypt 
with signs, and with wonders, and 
with a strong hand, and with a 
stretched out arm, and with great 
terror; 

22 And hast given them this land, 
which thou didst swear to their 
fathers to give them, a land flowing 
with milk and honey; 

23 And they came in, and possessed 
it; but they obeyed not thy voice, 
neither walked m thy law ; they have 
done nothmg of all that thou com- 
mandedst them to do : therefore thou 
hast caused all this evil to come upon 
them: 

24 Behold the mounts, they are 
come unto the city to take it ; and the 
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city is given into the hand of the 
Qbal-de-ans, that fight against it, 
because of the sword, and of the 
feimine, and of the pestilence: and 
what thou hast spoken is come to 
pass; and, behold, thou seest it, 

25 And tJiou hast said unto me, O 
Lord God, Buy thee the field for 
money, and take witnesses; for the 
city is given into the hand of the 
Chal-de^ans, 

26 ^ Then came the word of the 
Lord unto Jeremiah, saying, ^ 

27 Behold, I am the Lord, the God 
of all fiesh: is there any thing too 
hard for me? 

28 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will give this city into the 
hand of the Chal-de'ans, and into the 
hand of Neb-u-chad-rez-zar king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it : 

29 And the Qhal-de'ans, that fight 
against this city, shall come and set 
fire on this city, and bum it with the 
houses, upon whose roofs they have 
offered incense unto Ba-al, and 
poured out drink offerings unto other 
gods, to provoke me to anger. 

30 For the children of Israel and the 
chiliiren of Judah have only done 
evil before me from their youth: for 
the children of Israel have only pro- 
voked me to anger with the work of 
their hands, saith the Lord. 

31 For this city hath been to me as 
a provocation of mine anger and of 
my fury from the day that they built it 
even unto this day; that I should 
remove it from before my face, ^ . 

32 Because of ah the evil of the chil- 
dren of Israel and of the children of 
Judah, which they have done to pro- 
voke me to anger, they, their kings, 
their princes, their priests, and their 
prophets, and the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

33 And they have turned rmto me 
the back, and not the face : though 
I taught them, rising up early and 
teaching them^ yet they have not 
hearkened to receive instruction. 

34 But they set their abominations 
in the house, which is called by my 
name, to defile it. 

35 And they built the high places of 
Ba-al, which are in the valley of the 
son of EHn-nom, to cause their sons 
and their daughters to pass through 
the fire waXo Molech; which I com- 
manded them not, neither came it 
into my mind, that they should do this 
abomination, to cause Judah to sin. 

36 ^ And now therefore thus saith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, concern- 
ing this dty, whereof ye say. It shall

be delivered into the hand of the kipg 
of Babylon by the sword, and by the 
famine, and by the pestilence; 

37 Behold, I will gather them out of 
all countries, whither I have driven 
them in mine anger, and in my fury, 
and in great wrath; and I will bring 
them again unto this place, and I will 
cause them to dwell safely; 

38 And they shall be my people, 
and I be their God; 

39 And I will give them one heart, 
and one way, that they may fear me 
for ever, for the good of them, and 
of their children after them: 

40 And I will make an everlasting 
covenant with them, that I will not 
turn av/ay from them, to do them 
good; but I will put my fear in their 
hearts, that they shml not depart 
from me. 

41 Yea, I will rejoice over them to 
do them good, and I will plant them 
in this land assuredly with my whole 
heart and with my whole som. 

42 For thus saith the Lord ; Like as 
I have brought all this great evil upon 
this people, so will I bring upon them 
all the good that I have promised 
them. 

43 And fields shall be bought in this 
land, whereof ye say. It is desolate 
without man or beast ; it is given into 
the hand of the Ch^-de-ans. 

44 Men ^all buy fields for money, 
and subscribe evidences, and seal 
them, and take witnesses in the land 
of Beniamin, and in the places about 
Jerusalem, and in the cities of Judah, 
and in the cities of the mountains, and 
in the cities of the valley, and in the 
cities of the south: for I will cause 
their captivity to return, saith the 
Lord. 

778 CHAPTER 33 

M oreover the word of the lord 
came unto Jeremiah the second 
time, while he was yet shut up in 
the court of the prison, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord the maker 
thereof, the Lord that formed it, to 
establish it; the Lord zs his name; 
3 Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, concerning the houses of 
this city, and concerning the houses 
of the kings of Judah, which are 
thrown down by the mounts, and by 
the sword; 

5 They come to fight with the Chal- 
de^dns, but it is to fill them with the 
dead bodies of men, whom I have

reveal unto them the abundance of 
peace and truth. 

7 And I will cause the captivity of 
Judah and the captivity of Israel to 
return, and will build them, as at the 
first. 

8 And I will cleanse them from all 
their iniauity, whereby they have 
siimed against me ; and I will pardon 
all their iniquities, whereby they 
have sinned, and whereby they have 
transgressed against me. 

9 1 And it shall be to me a name of 
Joy, a praise and an honour before all 
the nations of the earth, which shall 
hear all the good that I do unto them : 
and they shall fear and tremble for 
all the goodness and for all the pros- 
perity mat I procure unto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lord ; Again there 
shall be heard in this place, which ye 
say shall be desolate ^thout man and 
without beast, even in the cities of 
Judah, ^and in the streets of Jeru- 
salem, that are desolate, without man, 
and mthout inhabitant, and without 

11 The voice of Joy, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the voice of 
them that shall say, Praise the Lord 
of hosts : for the Lord is good ; for hds 
mercy endureth for ever ; and of them 
that s]^ bring the sacrifice of praise 
mto the house of the Lord. For I 
will cause to return the captivity of 
^e land, as at the first, saith the 
Lord. 

12 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Ag^ m this place, which is desolate 
ynthout man and without beast, and 
m all the cities thereof, shall be an 
habitation of shepherds causing their 
flocks to he down. 

13 in^the cities of the mountains, in 
the cities of the vale, and in the cities 
of the south, and in the land of Ben- 
jamin, and m the places about Jeru- 
salem, and in the cities of Judah, 
shall the flocks pass again under the 
hands of him that telleth them, saith 
the Lord. 

14 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will perform that good 
thing which I have promised unto the 
house of Israel and to the house of 
Judah. 

15 H In those days, and at that time, 
win I cause the Branch of righteous- 
ness to grow up imto David; and he 


shall execute Judgment and right- 
eousness in the land. 

16 In those days shall Judah be 
saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell 
safely : and this is the name where- 
with she shall be called. The Lord 
our righteousness. 

17 % For thus saith the Lord ; David 
shall never want a man to sit upon 
the throne of the house of Israel; 

18 Neither shall the priests the 
Levites want a man before me to offer 
burnt offerings, and to kindle meat 
offerings, and to do sacrifice con- 
tinually. 

19 % And the word of the Lord came 
imto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lord ; If ye can 
break my covenant of the day, and my 
covenant of the night, and that there 
should not be day and night in their 
season; 

21 Then may also my covenant be 
broken with David my servant, tlmt 
he should not have a son to reign 
upon his throne ; and with the Levites 
the priests, my ministers. 

22 As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the 
sea measured : so will I multiply the 
seed of David my servant, and the 
Levites that mmister unto me. 

23 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this 
people have spoken, saying. The two 
families which the Lord hath chosen, 
he hath even cast them off? thus they 
have despised my people, that they 
should be no more a nation before 
them. 

25 Thus saith the Lord; If my 
covenant be not with day and night, 
and if I have not appointed the 
ordinances of heaven and earth; 

26 Then will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that 
I will not take any of his seed to be 
rulers over the seed of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob: for I will cause 
their captivity to return, and have 
mercy on them. 

779 CHAPTER 34 

T he word which came unto Jere- 
miah from the Lord, when Neb - 
u-chad-nez'zar king of Babylon, and 
all ms army, and all the kingdoms of 
the earth of his dominion, and all

7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
fought against Jemsalem, and agamst 
aU the cities of Judah that were left, 
against La^clush, and against A-ze- 
kah : for these defenced cities 
remained of the cities of Judah« 

8 1 This is the word that came unto 
Jeremiah from the Lord, after that 
the king Zed-e-ki'Sh had made a 
covenant with aH the people which 
were at Jemsalem, to proclaim 
liberty tmto them; 

9 That every man should let his 
manservant, and every man his maid- 
servant, being an Hebrew or an 
Hebrewess, go free ; that none 
should serve himself of them, to wit, 
of a Jew his brother. 

10 Now when all the princes, and all 
the people, which had entered into 
the covenant, heard that every one 
should let his manservant, and every 
one his maidservant, go free, that! 
none should serve themselves of them 
any more, then they obeyed, and let 
them go. 

11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the hand- 
maids, whom they had let go free, to 
return, and brought them into subjec- 
tion for servants and for handmaids. 

12 K Therefore the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah from the Lord, 
saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; I made a covenant with your 
fathers in the day that I brought mem 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out of 
the house of bondmen, saying, 

14 At the end of seven years let ye 


go every man his brother an Hebrew, 
which hath been sold unto thee ; and 
when he hath served thee six years, 
thou shalt let him go free from thee ; 
but your fathers hearkened not unto 
me, neither inclined their ear. 

15 And ye were now turned, and 
had done right in my sight, in pro- 
claiming liberty every man to his 
neighbour; and ye had made a 
covenant before me in the house 
which is called by my name : 

16 But ye turned and polluted my 
name, and caused every man his ser- 
vant, and every man his handmaid, 
whom ye had set at liberty at their 
pleasure, to return, and brought them 
into subjection, to be unto you for 
servants and for handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Ye have not hearkened unto me, in 
proclaiming liberty, every one to his 
brother, and every man to his neigh- 
bour : behold, I proclaim a liberty for 
you, saith the Lord, to the sword, to 
the pestilence, and to the famine; 
and I will make you to be removed 
into all the kingdoms of the earth. 

18 And 1 will give the men that have 
transgressed my covenant, which 
have not performed the words of the 
covenant which they had made before 
me, when they cut the calf in twain, 
and passed between the parts thereof, 

19 The princes of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, 
and the priests, and all the people of 
the land, which passed between the 
parts of the calf; 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life : and 
their dead bodies shall be for meat 
imto the fowls of the heaven, and to 
the beasts of the earth. 

21 And Zed-e-ki-ah king of Judah 
and his princes will 1 give into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life, 
and into the hand of the king of 
Babylon’s army, which are gone up 
from you. 

22 Behold, I will command, saith 
the Lord, and cause them to return 
to this dty; and they shall fight 
against it, and take it, and bum it with 
fire: and I will make the cities of 
Judah a desolation without an in- 
habitant.

We will drink no 
wine; for J6n-a-dab the son of 
Re-chab our father commanded us, 
saying. Ye shall drink no wine, 
neither ye, nor your sons for ever; 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have 
any : but all your days ye shall dwell 
in tents, that ye may live many days 
in the land where ye be strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice of 
Jdn-a-ddb the son of Re-chab our 
father in all that he hath charged us, 
to drink no wine all our days, we, our 
wives, our sons, nor our daughters ; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in; neither have we vineyard, nor 
field, nor seed ; 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
have obeyed, and done according to 
aU that Jon-a-dab our father com- 
manded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Neb- 
u-chad-rez-zar king of Babylon came 
up into the land, that we said. Come, 
and let us go to Jerusalem for fear of 
the army of the Qhal-de-ans, and for 
fear of the army of the Syrians 
we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 H Then came the word of the 
Lord imto Jeremiah, saying,

15 I have sent also unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising up early 
and sending them, saying, Return ye 
now every man from his evil way, and 
amend your doings, and go not after 
other gods to serve them, and ye shall 
dwell in the land which I have given 
to you and to your fathers: but ye 
have not inclmed your ear, nor 
hearkened unto me. 

16 Because the sons of J6n-a-dab 
the son of Re-chab have performed 
the commandment of their father, 
which he commanded them; but 
this people hath not hearkened unto 
me; 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Judah and 
upon all the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
all the evil that I have pronounced 
against them : because I have spoken 
unto them, but they have not heard ; 
and I have called imto them, but they 
have not answered. 

18 H And Jeremiah said imto the 
house of the Re-chab-ites, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel ; 
Because ye have obeyed the com- 
mandment of J6n-d-dab your father, 
and kept all his precepts, and done 
according unto all that he hath com- 
manded you ; 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; J6n-a-dab 
the son of Re^ab shall not want a 
man to stand before me for ever. 

781 CHAPTER 36 


AND it came to pass in the fourth 
XX year of Je-hoi-a-kim the son of 
J6-si-ah king of Judah, that this word 
came unto Jeremiah from the Lord,

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to the 
king of Babylon’s princes, then shall 
this city be given into the hand of the 
Chal-de-ans, and they shall bum it 
with fire, and thou shalt not escape 
out of their hand. 

19 And Zed-e-M-ah the king said 
unto Jeremiah, 1 am afraid of the 
Jews that are fallen to the Chal-de- 
ans, lest they deliver me into their 
hand, and they mock me, 

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall not 
deliver thee. Obey, I beseech thee, 
the voice of the Lord, which I speak 
unto thee: so it shah be weh unto 
thee, and thy soul shall live. 

21 But if Ihou refuse to go forth, 
this is the word that the Lord hath 
shewed me : 

22 And, behold, all the women that 
are left in the kmg of Judah’s house 
shall be brought forth to the king of 
Babylon’s princes, and those women 
shall say.

23 So they shah bring out ah thy , 
wives and thy chhdren to the Ch^- 
de-^s: and thou shaft not escape 
out of their hand, but shaft be taken 
by the hand of the king of Babyfon:

24 % Then said Zed-e-ki-ah unto 
Jeremiah, Let no man know of these 
words, and thou shaft not die. 

25 But if the princes hear that I have 
talked with thee, and they come unto 
thee, and say unto thee, Declare unto 
us now what thou hast said tmto the 
king, hide it not from us, and we will 
not put thee to death; also what the 
king said unto thee : 

26 Then thou shalt say unto them, 

I presented my supplication before 
the king, that he would not cause me 
to return to Jonathan’s house, to die 
there. 

27 Then came all the princes tmto 
Jeremiah, and asked him: and he 
told them according to all these words 
that the king had commanded. So 
they left off speaking with him; for 
the matter was not perceived. 

28 So Jeremiah abode in the court 
of the prison imtil the day that Jeru- 
salem was taken: and he was there 
when Jerusalem was taken. 

784 CHAPTER 39 

F r the ninth year of Zed-e-ki-ah 
king of Judah, in the tenth month, 
came NSb-u-chad-rez-zar king of 
Babylon and all his army against 
Jerusalem, and they besieged it. 

2 And in the eleventh year of Zed-e- 
ki-ah, in the fourth month, the nin& 
day of the month, the city was 
broken up. 

3 And all. the princes of the king of 
Babylon came in, and sat in the 
middle gate, even Ner^al-shS-re^zer^ 
Sam^ar-ne^bo, Sar-se-cSiim, Rab- 
sa-ris, Ner-gal-sha-re-zer, Rab-mag, 
with aH the residue of the princes of 
the king of Babylon. 

4 H And it came to pass, that when 
Zed-e-ki-ah the king of Judah saw 
them, and all the men of war, then 
they fled, and went forth out of the 
city by night, by the way of the king’s 
garden, by the gate betwkt the two 
walls: and he went out the way of 
the plain. 

5 But the Chal-de-ans’ army pursued 
after them, and overtook Zed-e-ki-ah 
in the plains of Jericho: and when 
they had taken him, they brought him 
up to Neb-u-chad-nez^zar king of 


Babylon to Rib-lah in the land of 
Ha-math, where he gave judgment 
upon him. 

6 Then the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zed-e-ki^ah in Ribm before 
his eyes: also the king of Babylon 
slew all the nobles of Judah. 

7 Moreover he put out Zed-e-ki-ah’s 
eyes, and bound him with chains, to 
carry him to Babylon. 

8 H And the Chal-de-ans burned the 
king’s house, and the houses of the 
people, with fire, and brake down the 
walls of Jerusalem. 

9 Then Neb-u-zar-ad-an the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away captive 
into Babylon the remnant of the 
people that remained in the city, and 
those that fell away, that fell to him, 
with the rest of the people that 
remained. 

10 But Neb-u-zar-ad-an the cap- 
tain of the guard left of the poor 
of the people, which had nothing, 
in the land of Judah, and gave 
them vineyards and fields at the 
same time. 

11 If Now Neb-u-chad-rSz-zar king 
of Babylon gave charge concerning 
Jeremiah to Neb-u-zar-ad-m the 
captain of the guard, saying, 

12 Take him, and look well to him, 
and do him no harm ; but do unto him 
even as he shall say unto thee. 

13 So Neb-u-zar-id-an the captain 
of the guard sent, and Neb-u-shds- 
ban, Rab'-sa-ris, and Ner-gAl-sha-re- 
zer, Rab-mag, and all the king of 
Babylon’s princes ; 

14 Even they sent, and took Jere- 
miah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him unto Ged-a- 
li-ah the son of A-hi-kam the son 
of Sha-ph^, that he should carry 
him home : so he dwelt among the 
people. 

I 15 If Now the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah, while he was shut up 
in the court of the prison, saying, 

16 Go and speak to 2-bM-mel-ech 
the E-thi-5-pi-an, saying. Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel ; 
Behold, I wfll bring my words upon 
this city for evil, and not for good ; 
and they shall be accomplished in 
that day before thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that day, 
saith the Lord : and thou shalt not 
be given into the hand of the men of 
whom thou art afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, and 
thou shalt not fall by the sword, but 
thy life shall be for a prey unto thee : 
because thou hast put thy trust in 
me, saith the Lord. 
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785 CHAPTER 40 

T he word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, after that Neb- 
u-zar-ad-^ the captain of the guard 
had let him go from Ra-mah, when he 
had taken him being bound in chains 
among all that were carried away 
captive of Jerusalem and Judah, 
which were carried away captive unto 
Babylon. ^ ^ ^ , 

2 And the captam of the guard took 
Jeremiah, and said unto him. The 
Lord thy God hath pronounced this 
evil upon this place. 

3 Now the Lord hath brought it, and 
done according as he hath said: 
because ye have sinned against the 
Lord, and have not obeyed his voice, 
therefore this thing is come upon you. 
4 And now, behold, I loose thee this 
day from the chains which were upon 
thme hand. If it seem good unto 
thee to come with me into Babylon, 
come ; and I will look well imto Ihee : 
but if it seem iU unto thee to come 
with me into Babylon, forbear: be- 
hold, all the land is before thee: 
whither it seemeth good and con- 
venient for thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone 
back, he said, Go back also to Ged-a- 
li-ah the son of A-hi-kam the son of 
Sha-phAn, whom the king of Babylon 
hath made governor over the cities of 
Judah, and dwell with him among the 
people : or go wheresoever it seemeth 
convenient unto thee to go. So the 
captain of the guard gave him vic- 
tuals and a reward, and let him go. 

6 Then went Jeremiah unto GSd-a- 
H-Sh the son of A-hi%am to Mizpah; 
and dwelt with him among the people 
that were left in the land. 

7 If Now when all the captains of the 
forces which were in the fields, even 
they and their men, heard that the 
king of Babylon had made Ged-I- 
li-ah the son of A-hi-kam governor in 
the land, and had committed unto him 
men, and women, and children, and of 
the poor of the land, of them that 
were not carried away captive to 
Babylon; 

8 Then they came to Ged-a-li-ah to 
Mizpah, even Ish-ma-el the son of 
Nfeth-a-ni-ah, and J6-ha-nan and 
Jonathan the sons of Ka-re-ah, and 
S6-rdi-ah the son of Tan-hu-meth, 
and the sons of E^ph^ the Ne-tdph-a- 
thite, and Jez-a-ni-ah the son of a 
Ma-ach-A-thite, they and their men. 
9 And Ged-d-liiah the son of A-hi^ 
kam the son of Sha-phan sware unto 
them and to their men, saying. Fear 
not to serve the Chal-de^ans; dwell 


in the land, and serve the king of 
Babylon, and it shall be well with you. 

10 As for me, behold, I wiU dwell at 
Mizpah to serve the Chal-de-ans, 
which will come unto us: but ye, 
gather ye wine, and summer fniits, 
and oil, and put them in your vessels, 
and dwell in your cities that ye have 
taken. 

11 Likewise when all the Jews that 
were in Moab, and among the Am- 
monites, and in £-dom, and that were 
in all the countries, heard that the 
king of Babylon had left a remnant of 
Judah, and that he had set over them 
Ged-a-li-ah the son of A-hi-kam the 
son of Sha-phan; 

12 Even all the Jews relumed out of 
all places whither they were driven, 
and came to the land of Judah, to 
Ged-a-li-ah, unto Mizpah, and gath- 
ered wine and summer fruits very 
much. 

13 If Moreover J6-ha-nan the son of 
Ka-re-dh, and all the captains of the 
forces that were in the fields, came 
to Ged-a-H^dh to Mizpah, 

14 And said tmto him. Dost thou 
certainly know that Ba-a-lis the king 
of the Ammonites hath sent Ish- 
ma-el the son of Neth-a-ni-Sh to slay 
thee? But Gld-a-li-^ the son of 
A-hi-kdm believed them not. 

15 Then J6-ha-nan the son of Kd- 
re-ah spake to Ged-a-li-ah in Idizpah 
secretly, saying. Let me go, I pray 
thee, and I vnU slay ish-ma-el the son 
of Neth-d-ni-ah, and no man shall 
know it: wherefore should he slay 
thee, that all the Jews which are 
gathered unto thee should be scat- 
tered^^and the remnant in Judah 

^16 Blit Ged-a-li-ah the son of A-hi- 
kam said unto J5-ha-ndn the son of 
Kd-re-ah, Thou shalt not do this 
thing: for thou speakest falsely of 
Ish-ma-el. 

786 CHAPTER 41 

N OW it came to pass in the seventh 
month, that Ish-ma-el the son of 
Neth-d-ni-ah the son of E-li-shd-md, 
of the seed royal, and the princes of 
the king, even ten men with him, 
came unto Ged-d-H-ah the son of 
A-hi-kam to Mizpah; and there they 
did eat bread together in Mizpah. 

2 Then arose fsh-ma-el the son of 
Neth-d-niiah, and the ten men that 
were with him, and smote Ged-d-H- 
dh the son of A-hi-kdm the son of 
Sha-phan with the sword, and slew 
him, whom the king of Babylon had 
made governor over the land. 
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3 Ish-ma-el also slew all the Jews 
that were with him, even with Ged-a- 
li-ah, at Mizpah, and the Cbal-de-ans 
that were found there, and the men 
of war. 

4 And it came to pass the second 
day after he had slain Ged-a-li'ah, 
and no man knew iU 

5 That there came certain from She- 
chem, from Shi'loh, and from Sa- 
mar-i-a, even fourscore men, having 
their beards shaven, and their clothes 
rent, and having cut themselves, with 
offerings and incense in their hand, 
to bring them to the house of the 
Lord. 

6 And ish-ma-el the son of Nelh-a- 
ni-ah went forth from Mizpah to meet 
them, weeping all along as he went : 
and it came to pass, as he met them, 
he said unto them. Come to Ged-d- 
li-ah the son of A-hi-kam. 

7 And it was so, when they came into 
the midst of the city, that ish'ma-el 
the son of Neth-a-ni-ah slew them, 
and cast them into the midst of the 
pit, he, and the men that were with 
him. 

8 But ten men were found among 
them that said unto Ish-ma-el, Slay 
us not : for we have treasures in the 
field, of wheat, and of barley, and of 
oil, and of honey. So he forbare, and 
slew them not among their brethren. 

9 Now the pit wherein Ish-ma-el had 
cast all the dead bodies of the men, 
whom he had slain because of GSd- 
a-li-ah, was it which A-sa the king 
had made for fear of Ba-ash-a king of 
Israel: and ish-ma-el the son of 
Neth-a-ni-ah filled it with them that 
were slain. 

10 Then Ish-ma-el carried away cap- 
tive all the residue of the people that 
were in Mizpah, even the king’s 
daughters, and all the people that 
remained in Mizpah, whom Neb-u- 
zar-ad-an the captain of the guard 
had committed to Ged-a-li-ah the son 
of A-hi-kam: and Ish-ma-el the son 
of Neth-a-ni-ah carried them away 
captive, and departed to go over to 
the Ammonites. 

11 11 But when Jo-ha-n^ the son of 
Ka-re-ah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, heard of 
all the evil that Ish%a-el the son of 
Neth-a-ni-ah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ish-ma-el the son 
of Neth-a-ni-Sh, and found him by 
the great waters that are in Gibeon. 

13 Now it came to pass, that when 
all the people which were with Ish- 
ma-el saw Jo-ha-nan the son of 


Ka-re-ah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, then they 
were glad. 

14 So all the people that Ish-ma-el 
had carried away captive from Mizpah 
cast about and returned, and went 
unto J6-ha-nmi the son of Ka-re-ah. 

15 But Ish-ma-el the son of Neth-a- 
ni'^ escaped from J6-ha-nan with 
eight men, and went to the Ammon- 
ites. 

16 Then took J6-ha-nan the son of 
Ka-re-ah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, all the 
remnant of the people whom he had 
recovered from Ish-ma-el the son of 
N6th-a-ni-ah, from Mizpah, after that 
he had slain Ged-a-li-ah the son of 
A-hi-kam, even mighty men of war, 
and the women, and the children, and 
the eunuchs, whom he had brought 
again from Gibeon: 

17 And they departed, and dwelt in 
the habitation of Chim^Am, which 
is by Beth-lehem, to go to enter into 
Egypt, 

18 Because of the Qhlll-de-ans : for 
they were afraid of them, because 
Ish-ma-el the son of Neth-a-ni-^ had 
slain G6d-d-li-Ah the son of A-hi%am, 
whom the king of Babylon made 
governor in the land. 

787 CHAPTER 42 

T hen all the captains of the forces, 
and J5-ha-nm the son of Ka- 
re-ah, and Jez-a-ni-ah the son of 
H6-shai-ah, and all the people from 
the least even unto the greatest, came 
near, 

2 And said unto Jeremiah the pro- 
phet, Let, we beseech thee, our sup- 
plication be accepted before thee, 
and pray for us unto the Lord thy 
God, even for all this remnant; (for 
we are left but a few of many, as 
thine eyes do behold us:) 

3 That the Lord thy God may shew 
us the way wherein we may walk, 
and the thing that we may do. 

4 Then Jeremiah the prophet said 
tmto them, I have heard you; behold, 
I will pray unto the Lord your God 
according to your words; and it shall 
come to pass, that whatsoever thing 
die Lord shall answer you. I will 
declare it imto you; I will keep 
nothing back from you. 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah, The 
Lord be a true and faithful witness 
between us, if we do not even accord- 
ing to all things for the which the 
Lord thy God shall send thee to 
us. 

6 Whether it be good, or whether tt 
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he evil, we will obey the voice of the 
Lord our God, to whom we send 
thee; that it may be well with us, 
when we obey the voice of the Lord 
our God. 

7 If And it came to pass after ten 

days, that the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah. , , , „ , 

8 Then called he Jo-ha-nan the son 

of Ka-re-ah, and all the, captains of 
the forces which were with him, and 
all the people from the least even to 
the greatest, ^ ^ „ 

9 And said unto them, Thus saith the 

Lord, the God of Israel, unto whom 
ye sent me to present your supplica- 
tion before .Ito ; 

10 If ye will still abide m this land, 
then I build you, and not pull 
you down, and I will plant you, and 
not pluck you up : for I repent me of 
the evil that I have done unto you. 

11 Be not afraid of the king of 
Babylon, of whom ye are afraid ; be 
not s^aid of him, saith the Lord: 
for I am with you to save you, and to 
deliver you from his hand. 

12 And I win shew mercies unto 
you, that he may have mercy upon 
you, and cause you to return to yomr 
own land. 

13 If But if ye say, We will not dwell 
in this land, neitiier obey the voice 
of the Lord your God, 

14 Saying, No ; but we will go into 
the land of Egypt, where we shall see 
no war, nor hear the sound of the 
trumpet, nor have hunger of bread ; 
and there will we dwell: 

15 And now therefore hear the word 
of the Lord, ye remnant of Judah: 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel ; If ye wholly set your faces 
to enter into Egypt, and go to sojourn | 

16 Then it shall come to pass, that 
the sword, which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land of 
Egypt, and the famine, whereof ye 
were afraid, shall follow close after 
you there in Egsrpt; and there ye 
shall die. 

17 So shall it be with all the men 
that set their faces to go into Egypt to 
sojourn there ; they shall die by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence: and none of them shall 
remain or escape from the evil that 
I will bring upon them. 

18 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; As mine anger and 
my fury hath been poured forth upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem: so 
shall my fury be poured forth upon 
you, when ye shall enter into Egypt : 


Jeremiah? s answer to Johanan 

and ye shall be an execration, and 
an astonishment, and a curse, and a 
reproach; and ye shall see this place 
no more. 

19 H The Lord hath said concerning 
you, O ye remnant of Judah; Go ye 
not into Egypt : know certainly that I 
have admonished you this day. 

20 For ye dissembled in your hearts, 
when ye sent me unto the Lord yotu 
God, saying, Pray for us unto the 
Lord our God; and according unto 
all that the Lord our God shall say, 
so declare unto us, and we vsdll do it 

21 And now I have this day declared 
it to you ; but ye have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord your God, nor any 
thing for the which he hath sent me 
unto you. 

22 Now therefore know certainly 
that ye shall die by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence, in the 
place whither ye desire to go and to 
sojourn. 

788 CHAPTER 43 
AND it came to pass, that when 
I Jeremiah had made an end of 
speaking unto all the people all the 
words of the Lord their God, for 
which the Lord their God had sent 
him to them, even all these words, 

2 Then spake Az-d-ri-ah the son of 
H6-sh0-ah, and J6-ha-nan the son of 
K^-re-ah, and all tlie proud men, 
saying unto Jeremiah, Thou speakest 
falsely; the Lord our God hath not 
sent thee to say. Go not into Egypt 
to sojourn there: 

3 But Bar^dch the son of Ne-ri^ah 
setteth thee on against us, for to 
deliver us into the hand of the Chal- 
deans, that they might put us to 
death, and carry us away captives 
into Babylon. 

4 So J6-ha-ndn the son of Ka-re-ah, 
and all the captains of the forces, and 
all the people, obeyed not the voice of 
the Lord, to dwell in the land of 
Judah. 

5 But Jo-ha-n^ the son of Ka-re-ah, 
and all the captains of the forces, 
took all the remnant of Judah, that 
were returned from all nations, 
whither they had been driven, to 
dwell in the land of Judah; 

6 Even men, and women, and chil- 
dren, and the king’s daughters, and 
every person that Neb-u-zar-4d-an 
the captain of the guard had left with 
Ged-a-H^ the son of A-hiikam the 
son of Shirphdn, and Jeremiah the 
prophet, and Bar^hch the son of 
Ne-rii^ah. 

7 So they came into the land of 
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Egypt: for they obeyed not the voice 
of the Lord : tiius came they even to 
Tah'pmi-hes. , c , 

8 K Then came the word of the 

Lord unto Jeremiah in Tah-pan-hes, 
sasnng, ... 

9 Take great stones m thine hand, 
and hide them in the day in the 
brickkiln, which is at the entry of 
Pharaoh’s house in Tah'pan-hes, in 
the sight of the men of Judah; 

10 And say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel ; 
Behold, I vdU send and take NSb-u- 
cMd-rez-zar the king of Babylon, nay 
servant, and will set his throne upon 
these stones that I have hid ; and he 
shah spread his royal pavilion over 
them. 

11 And when he cometh, he shall 
smite the land of Egypt, and deliver 
such as are for death to death; and 
such as are for captivity to captivity; 
and such as are for the sword to the 
sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the 
houses of the gods of Eg 3 ^t; and 
he shall burn them, and carry them 
away captives: and he shah array 
himself with the land of Egypt, as 
a shepherd putteth on his garment; 
and he shah go forth from thence in 

13 He shah break also the images 
of Beth-she-mesh, that is in the land 
of Egypt; and the houses of the gods 
of the Egyptians shah he bum with 
fire. 

789 CHAPTER 44 
T^HE word that came to Jeremiah 

JL concerning ah the Jews which 
dweh in the land of Egypt, which 
dwell at Mig^dol, and at Tfli-pan-hes, 
and at Noph, and in the country of 
Path'ros, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Ye have seen all the 
evil that I have brought upon Jeru- 
salem, and upon ah the cities of 
Judah; and, behold, this day they are 
a desolation, and no man dweheth 
therein, 

3 Because of their wickedness which 
they have committed to provoke me 
to anger, in that they went to bum 
incense, and to serve other gods, 
whom they knew not, neither they, 
ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you ah my 
servants the prophets, rising early 
and sending them, saying. Oh, do not 
this abominable thing that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear to turn from their 


wickedness, to bum no incense unto 
other gods. 

6 Wherefore my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Judah and in 
the streets of Jemsalem ; and they are 
wasted and desolate, as at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the 
Lord, the God of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Wherefore commit ye this 
great evil against your souls, to cut 
off from you man and woman, child 
and sucklmg, out of Judah, to leave 
you none to remain; 

8 In that ye provoke me unto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burning 
mcense unto other gods in the land of 
Egsrpt, whither ye be gone to dwell, 
that ye might cut yourselves off, and 
that ye might be a curse and a 
reproach among all the nations of the 
earth? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wickedness 
of your fathers, and the wickedness 
of the kings of Judah, and the 
wickedness of their wives, and your 
own wickedness, and the wickedness 
of yomr wives, which they have com- 
mitted in the land of Judah, and in 
the streets of Jerusalem? 

10 They are not humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they feared, 
nor walked in my law, nor in my 
statutes, that 1 set before you and 
before your fathers. 

11 1[ Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
I will set my face against you for 
evil, and to cut off all Judah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of 
Judah, that have set their faces to go 
into the land of Eg 3 ^t to sojourn 
there, and they shall all be consumed, 
and fall in the land of Egypt; they 
shall even be consumed by the sword 
and by the famine: they shall die, 
from the least even unto the greatest, 
by the sword and by the famine : and 
they shall be an execration, and an 
astonishment, and a curse, and a 
reproach. 

13 For 1 will punish them that dweR 
in the land of Egypt, as I have pun- 
ished Jerusalem, by the sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence: 

14 So that none of ihe remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the land of 
Egypt to sojourn there, shall escape 
or remain, that they ^ould return 
into the land of Judah, to the which 
they have a desire to return to dwell 
there : for none shall return but such 
as shall escape. 

15 H Then all the men whidi knew 
ihat their wives had burned incense 
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unto other gods* and aU the women 
that stood by, a great multitude, even 
all the people that dwelt in the land 
of Egypt, in Path-ros, answered 
Jeremiah, saying, , ^ . 

16 -4s for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
Lord, we will not hearken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do whatso- 
ever thing goeth forth out of our own 
mouth, to bum incense unto the 
aueen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink oiEferings unto her, as we have 
done, we, and our fathers, our kings, 
and our princes, in the cities of 
Judah, and in the streets of Jeru- 
salem: for then had we plenty of 
victuals, and were well, and saw 
no evil. 

18 But since we left off to bum in- 
cense to the aueen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings xmto her, we 
have wanted all things, and have 
been consumed by the sword and by 
the famine. 

19 And when we burned mcense to 

the queen of heaven, and poured out 
drink offerings unto her, did we make 
her cakes to worship her, and pour 
out drink offerings unto her, without 
our men? ^ , 

20 If Then Jereimah said unto all the 
.people, to ttie men, and to the women, 
and to all the people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jemsalem, ye, and your fathers, your 
kings, and your princes, and the 
people of the land, did not the Lord 
remember them, and came it not into 
his mind? 

22 So that the Lord could no longer 
bear, because of the evil of your 
doings, and because of the abomina- 
tions which ye have committed ; 
therefore is your land a desolation, 
and an astonishment, and a curse, 
wi^out an inhabitant, as at this day. 

23 Because ye have burned incense, 
and because ye have sinned against 
the Lord, and have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord, nor walked in his 
law, nor in his statutes, nor in his 
testimonies; therefore this evil is 
happened unto you, as at this day. 

24 Moreover Jereimah said unto all 
the people, and to all the women, 
Hear the word of the Lord, aU Judah 
that are in the land of Egypt: 

25 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying: Ye and your 
wives have both spoken with your 
mouths, and fulfilled with your hand, 
saying. We will surely perform our 


vows that we have vowed, to bum in- 
cense to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings unto her : ye 
will surely accomplish your vows, and 
smrely perform your vows. 

26 Therefore hear ye the word of the 
Lord, all Judah that dwell in the land 
of Egypt; Behold, I have sworn by 
my great name, saith the Lord, that 
my name shall no more be named in 
the mouth of any man of Judah in aU 
the land of Egypt, saying. The Lord 
God liveth. 

27 Behold, I will watch over them 
for evil, and not for good ; and aU the 
men of Judah that are in the land of 
Egypt shall be consumed by the sword 
and by the famine, until mere be an 
end of them. 

28 Yet a small number that escape 
the sword shall return out of the land 
of Egypt into the land of Judah, and 
all the remnant of Judah, that are 
gone into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
there, shall know whose words shall 
stand, mine, or theirs. 

29 t And this shall be a sign unto 
you, saith the Lord, that I will punish 
you in this place, that ye may know 
that my words shall surely stand 
against you for evil : 

30 Thus saith the Lord; Behold, I 
will give Phar-aoh-hoph-ra king of 
Egypt into the hand of his enemies, 
and into the hand of them that seek 
his life; as 1 gave Zed-e-ki-ah king 
of Jud^ into the hand of Neb-u- 
diad-rez-zar king of Babylon, his 
enemy, and that sought his life. 


790 CHAPTER 45 

T he word that Jeremiah the pro- 
phet spake unto B^-dch the son 
of Ne-ri-ah, when he had written these 
words in a book at the mouth of 
Jeremiah, in the fourth year of 
J6-h6i-a-ldm the son of J6-si-ah king 
of Judah, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel, unto thee, O Bm-dch; 

3 Thou didst say. Woe is me now ! 
for the Lord hath added grief to my 
sorrow; I fainted in my sighing, and 
I find no rest. 

4 H Thus shalt thou say tmto him. 
The Lord saith thus; Behold, that 
which I have built will I break down, 
and that which I have planted I will 
pluck up, even this whole land. 

5 -And seekest thou great things for 
thyself? seek them not: for, behold, 
1 will bring evil upon all flesh, saith 
the Lord : but thy life will I give unto 
thee for a prey in all places whither 
thou goest. 
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791 CHAPTER 46 

T he word of the Lord which came 
to Jeremiah the prophet against 
the Gentiles; 

2 Again^ Egsnpt, against the army 
of Phar^aoh-ne-cbo king of Egsrpt, 
which was by the river Eti-phra-tes 
in Car-che-mish, which Neb-u-chad- 
rez^zar king of Babylon smote in the 
fourth year of Je-hoi-a-Mm the son of 
Jo-si-^ king of Judah. 

3 Order ye the buckler and shield, 
and draw near to battle. 

4 Harness the horses ; and get up, ye 
horsemen, and stand forth with your 
helmets ; furbish the spears, and put 
on the brigandines. 

5 Wherefore have I seen them dis- 
mayed and turned away back? and 
their mighty ones are beaten down, 
and are fed apace, and look not back : 
for fear was round about, saith the 
Lord. 

6 Let not the swift flee away, nor 
the mighty man escape; they shall 
stumble, and fall toward the north 
by the river Eti-phra-tes. 

7 Who is this that cometh up as a 
flood, whose waters are moved as the 
rivers? 

8 Egypt riseth up like a flood, and his 
waters are moved like the rivers ; and 
he saith, I will go up, and will cover 
the earth; 1 wiU destroy the city and 
the inhabitants thereof. 

9 Come up, ye horses; and rage, ye 
chariots; and let the mighty men 
come forth; the E-tM-6-pi-ans and 
the Lib-y-ans, that handle the shield ; 
and the Lyd-i-ans, that handle and 
bend the bow. 

10 For this is the day of the Lord 
God of hosts, a day of vengeance, | 
that he may avenge him of his adver- 
saries : and the sword shall devour, 
and it shall be satiate and made 
drunk with their blood; for the Lord 
God of hosts hath a sacriflce in the 
north coimtry by the river Efl-phra-tes. 
11 Go up into Gilead, and take balm, 
O virgin, the daughter of Egypt; in 
vain shalt thou use many medicines; 
for thou shalt not be cured. 

12 The nations have heard of thy 
shame, and thy cry hath filled the 
land; for the mighty man hath 
stumbled against the mighty, and 
they are fallen both together. 

13 IF The word that the Lord ^ake 
to Jeremiah the prophet, how Neb-u- 
chad-rez^zar king of Babylon should 
come and smite the land of Egypt. 

14 Declare ye in Egypt, and publish 
in Mig^dol, and publish in Noph and 
in Tah-pSn-hes; say ye. Stand fast. 
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and prepare thee ; for the sword shall 
devour round about thee. 

15 Why are thy valiant men swept 
away? fliey stood not, because the 
Lord did drive them. 

16 He made many to fall, yea, one 
fell upon another: and they said. 
Arise, and let us go again to our own 
people, and to the land of our nativity, 
from the oppressing sword. 

17 They did cry there, Pharaoh king 
of Egsrpt is but a noise; he hath 
passed the time appointed. 

18 As I live, saith the King, whose 
name is the Lord of hosts, Surely 
as Ta-bor is among the mountains, 
and as Carmel by the sea, so shall 
he come. 

19 O thou daughter dwelling in 
Egypt, furnish thyself to go into cap- 
tivity: for Noph shall be waste and 
desolate without an inhabitant. 

20 Egypt is like a very fair heifer, 
but destruction cometh; it cometh 
out of the north. 

21 Also her hired men are in the 
midst of her like fatted bullocks ; for 
they also are turned back, and are 
fled away together : they did not stand, 
because the day of their calamity was 
come upon them, and the time of 
their visitation. 

22 The voice thereof shall go like a 
serpent ; for they shall march with an 
army, and come against her with axes, 
as hewers of wood. 

23 They shall cut down her forest, 
saith the Lord, though it cannot be 
searched ; because they are more than 
the grasshoppers, and are innumer- 
able. 

24 The daughter of Egs^t shall be 
confounded; she shall be delivered 
into the hand of the people of the 
north, 

25 The Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, saith ; Behold, I will punish the 
multitude of No, and Pharaoh, and 
Egypt, with their gods, and their 
kings; even Pharaoh, and all them 
that trust in him :

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee 
from one side to another, till thou 
hast ended the days of thy siege. 

9 H Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, 
and millet, and fitches, and put them 
in one vessel, and make thee bread 
thereof, according to the number of 
the days that thou shalt lie upon thy 
side, three hundred and ninety days 
shalt thou eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall be by weight, twenty she- 
kels a day: from time to time shalt 
thou eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of an hin:

2 Son of man, set thy face toward the 
mountains of Israel, and prophesy 
against them, 

3 And say. Ye mountains of Israel, 

hear the word of the Lord God ; Thus 
saith the Lord God to the mountains, 
and to the hills, to the rivers, and to 
the valleys; Behold, I, even I, wiU 
bring a sword upon you, and I wiU j 
‘^destroy your high places. I 

4 And your altars shall be desolate, 
and your images shall be broken; 
and I will cast down your slain men 
before your idols. 

5 And I will lay the dead carcases 
of the children of Israel before their 
idols; and I will scatter your bones 
round about your altars. 

6 In all your dwellingplaces the cities 
shall be laid waste, and the high 
places shall be desolate; that yomr 
altars may be laid waste and made 
desolate, and yom: idols may be 
broken and cease, and your images 
may be cut down, and your works 
may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the midst 
of you, and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

8 H Yet will I leave a remnant, that 
ye may have some that shall escape 
the sword among the nations, when 
ye shall be scattered through the 
countries. 

9 And they that escape of you shall 
remember me among the nations 
whither they shall be carried cap- 
tives, because I am broken with their 
whoiish heart, which hath departed 
from me, and with their eyes, which 
go a whoring after their idols; and 
they shall lothe themselves for the 
evils which they have committed in 
all their abominations. 

10 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, and that I have not said in 
vain that I would do this evil unto 
them. 

11 11 Thus saith the Lord God; 
Smite with thine hand, and stamp 
with thy foot, and say, Alas for all the 
evil abominations of the house of 
Israel! for they shall fall by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence. 

12 He that is far off shall die of the 
pestilence; and he that is near shall 
fall by the sword; and he that re- 
maineth and is besieged shall die by 
the famine; thus will I accomplish 
my fury upon them. 

13 Then ^aU ye know that I am the 


Judgment and fined desolation of Israel 

Lord, when their slain men shall be 
among their idols round about their 
altars, upon every high hill, in all 
the tops of the mountains, and under 
every green tree, and under every 
thick oak, the place where they did 
offer sweet savour to all their idols. 
14 So will I stretch out my hand 
upon them, and make the land deso- 
late, yea, more desolate than ttie 
wilderness toward Dib-lath, in all 
their habitations : and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

809 CHAPTER 7 

M oreover the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Also, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord God unto the land of Israel; 
An end, the end is come upon the 
four comers of the land. 

3 Now is the end come upon thee, 
and I will send mine anger upon thee, 
and will judge thee according to thy 
ways, and will recompense upon 
thee all thine abominations. 

4 And mine eye shall not spare 
thee, neither will I have pity: but I 
will recompense thy ways upon thee, 
and thine abominations shall be in 
the midst of thee: and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God ; An evil, 
an only evil, behold, is come. 

6 An end is come, the end is come ; 
it watcheth for thee; behold, it is 
come. 

7 The morning is come unto thee, O 
thou that dwellest in the land: the 
time is come, the day of trouble is 
near, and not the sounding again of 
the mountains. 

8 Now win I shortly pour out my 
fury upon thee, and accomplish 
mine anger upon thee; and I will 
judge thee according to thy ways, 
and win recompense thee for all 
thine abominations. 

9 And mine eye shaU not spare, 
neither wiU I have pity : I win recom- 
pense thee according to thy ways 
and thine abominations that are m 
the midst of thee; and ye shaH 
know that I am the Lord that 
smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is 
come: the morning is gone forth; 
the rod hath blossomed, pride hath 
budded. 

11 Violence is risen up into a rod of 
wickedness: none of them shall re- 
main, nor of their multitude, nor of 
any of theirs : neither shall there be 
wailing for them. 

12 The time is come, the day 
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draweth near : let not the buyer re- 1 
joice, nor the seller mourn : for wrath ! 
is upon all the multitude thereof. j 

13 For the seller shall not return to j 
that which is sold, although they 
were yet alive : for the vision is 
touching the whole multitude thereof, 
which shall not return ; neither shall 
any strengthen himself in the 
iniquity of his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready; but none 
goeth to the battle ; for my wrath is 
upon all the multitude thereof. 

15 The sword is without, and the 
pestilence and the famine within : he 
that is in the field shall die with the 
sword; and he that is in the city, 
famine and pestilence shall devour 
him. 

16 H But they that escape of them 
sh^ escape, and shall be on the 
moimtains like doves of the valleys, 
all of them mourning, every one for 
his iniquity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble, and 
aU knees shall be weak as water. 

18 They shall also gird themselves 
with sackcloth, and horror shall 
cover them; and shame shall be upon 
all faces, and baldness upon all their 
heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in the 
streets, and their gold shall be re- 
moved: their silver and their gold 
shall not be able to deliver them in 
the day of the wrath of the Lord : they 
shall not satisfy their souls, neither 
fill their bowels ; because it is the 
stumblingblock of their iniquity. 

20 II As for the beauty of his orna- 
ment, he set it in majesty: but they 
made the images of their abomina- 
tions and of their detestable things 
therein: therefore have I set it far 
from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to the 
wicked of the earth for a spoil; and 
they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my secret 
place: for the robbers ^all enter 
into it, and defile it. 

23 H Make a chain : for the land is 
full of bloody crimes, and the city is 
full of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst 
of the heathen, and they shall possess 
their houses: I will also make the 
pomp of the strong to cease; and 
their holy places shall be defiOled. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall be 
none. 
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26 Mischief shall come upon mis- 
chief, and rumour shall be upon 
rumour; then shall they seek a 
vision of the prophet; but the law 
shall perish from the priest, and 
counsel from the ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the 
prince shall be clothed with desola- 
tion, and the hands of the people of 
the land shall be troubled : I will do 
unto them after their way, and ac- 
cording to their deserts wiE I judge 
them ; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

810 CHAPTER 8 

AND it came to pass in the sixth 
year, in the sixth months in the 
fifth day of the month, as I sat in mine 
house, and the elders of Judah sat 
before me, that the hand of the Lord 
God fell there upon me. 

2 Then I beheld, and lo a likeness 
as the appearance of fire : from the 
appearance of his loins even down- 
ward, fire; and from his loins even 
upward, as the appearance of bright- 
ness, as the colour of amber. 

3 And he put forth the form of an 
hand, and took me by a lock of mine 
head; and the spirit lifted me up be- 
tween the earth and the heaven, and 
brought me in the visions of God to 
Jerusalem, to the door of the inner 
gate that looketh toward the north; 
where was the seat of the image of 
jealousy, which provoketh to jeal- 
ousy. 

4 And, behold, the glory of the God 
of Israel was there, according to the 
vision that I saw in the plain. 

5 H Then said he unto me. Son of 
man, lift up thine eyes now the way 
toward the north. So I lifted up mine 
eyes the way toward the north, and 
behold northward at the gate of the 
altar this image of jealousy in the 
entry. 

6 He said furthermore unto me. Son 
of man, seest thou what they do? 
even the great abominations that the 
house of Israel committeth here, that 
I should go far off from my sanctuary? 
but turn thee yet again, and thou 
shalt see greater abominations. 

7 H And he brought me to the door of 
the court; and when I looked, behold 
a hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
dig now in the wall : and when I had 
digged in the wall, behold a door. 

9 And he said unto me. Go in, and 
behold the wicked abominations that 
they do here. 

10 So I went in and saw; and be* 
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hold every form of creeping things, 
and abominable beasts, and all the 
idols of the house of Israel, pour- 
trayed upon the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them 
seventy men of the ancients of the 
house of Israel, and in the midst of 
them stood Ja-az-a-ni-ah the son of 
Sha-phan, with every man his censer 
in his hand; and a thick cloud of 
incense went up. 

12 Then said he unto me. Son of 
man, hast thou seen what the an- 
cients of the house of Israel do in the 
dark, every man in the chambers of 
his imagery? for they say. The LoRB 
seeth us not; the Lord hath for- 
saken the eartii. 

13 H He said also unto me. Turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 

14 Then he brought me to the door 

of the gate of the Lord’s house which 
was toward the north; and, behold, 
there sat women weeping for j 
T^-mdz. i 

15 H Then said he imto me. Hast 
thou seen this, O son of man? turn 
thee yet again, and thou shalt see 
greater abominations than these. 

16 And he brought me into the inner 
court of the Lord’s house, and, be- 
hold, at the door of the temple of the 
Lord, between the porch and the 
altar, were about five and twenty 
men, with their backs toward the 
temple of the Lord, and their faces 
toward the east; and they wor- 
shipped the sun toward the east. 

17 t Then he said unto me. Hast 
thou seen this, O son of man? Is it 
a light thing to the house of Judah 
that they commit the abominations 
which they commit here? for they 
have filled the land with violence, 
and have returned to provoke me to 
anger: and, lo, they put the branch 
to their nose. 

18 Therefore will I also deal in fury ; 
mine eye shall not spare, neither 
will 1 have pity : and though they cry 
in mine ears with a loud voice, yet 
will I not hear them. 

811 CHAPTER 9 

rJE ciied also in mine ears with a 
JL JL loud voice, saying. Cause them 
that have charge over the ci^ to 
draw near, even every man with his 
destroying weapon in his hand. 

2 And, behold, siz men came from 
the way of the higher gate, which 
lieth toward the north, and every 
man a daughter weapon in his hand ; 
and one man among them was 


clothed with linen, with a writer’s 
inkhom by his side ; and they went 
in, and stood beside the brasen altar 

3 And the glory of the God of Israel 
was gone up from the cherub, where- 
upon he was, to the threshold of the 
house. And he called to the man 
clothed with Hnen, which had the 
writer’s inkhom by his side ; 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Go 
through the midst of the city, through 
the midst of Jemsalem, and set a 
mark upon the foreheads of the men 
that sigh and that cry for all the 
abominations that be done in the 
midst thereof. 

5 11 And to the others he said in 
mine hearing, Go ye after him 
through the city, and smite; let not 
your eye spare, neither have ye pity: 

6 Slay utterly old and young, both 
maids, and little children, and 
women: but come not near any man 
upon whom is the mark; and begin 
at my sanctuary. Then they began at 
the ancient men which were before 
the house. 

7 And he said unto them, Defile the 
house, and fill the courts with the 
slain: go ye forth. And they went 
forth, and slew in the city, 

8 H And it came to pass, while they 
were slaying them, and I was left, 
that I feU upon my face, and cried, 
and said. Ah Lord God! wilt thou 
destroy all the residue of Israel in thy 
pouring out of thy fury upon Jeru- 
salem? 

9 Then said he unto me. The iniquity 
of the house of Israel and Jud^ is 
exceeding great, and the land is ftdl 
of blood, and the city full of perverse- 
ness: for they say. The Lord hath 
forsaken the earth, and Lord 
seeth not. 

10 And as for me also, mine eye 
shall not spare, neither wiU I have 
pity, hut I will recompense their way 
upon their head. 

11 And, behold, the man dothed 
with linen, which had the inkhom by 
his side, reported the matter, saying, 
I have done as thou hast commanded 
me, 

812 CHAPTER 10 

T hen I looked, and, behold, in the 
firmament that was above the 
head of the chei^u-bims there ap- 
peared over them as it were a sap- 
phire stone, as the appearance of the 
likeness of a throne. 

2 And he spake unto the man 
dothed with linen, and said, Go in 
between the wheels, even under the 
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cherub, and fill thine hand with 
coals of fire from between the cher^ 
u-bims, and scatter them over the 
city. And he went in in my sight. 

3 Now the cher-u-bims stood on the 
right side of the house, when the man 
went in ; and the cloud filled the inner 
court. 

4 Then the glory of the Lord went 
up from the cherub, and stood over 
the threshold of the house; and the 
house was filled with the cloud, and 
the court was full of the brightness of 
the Lord^s glory. 

5 And the sound of the cher-u-bims’ 
wings was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of the Almighty 
God when he speaheth. 

6 And it came to pass, that when he 
had commanded the man clothed 
wi& linen, sasring. Take fire from be- 
tween the wheels, from between the 
cher-u-bims; then he went in, and 
stood beside the wheels. 

7 And one cherub stretched forth 
his hand from between the cher^u- 
bims unto the fire that was between 
the cher-u-bims, and took thereof 
and put it into the hands of him that 
was clothed with linen : who took iU 
and went out. 

8 If And there appeared in the cher- 
u-bims the form of a man’s hand 
under their wings. 

9 And when I looked, behold the 
four wheels by the cher-u-bims, one 
wheel by one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub: and the 
appearance of the wheels was as the 
colour of a beryl stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, 
they four had one likeness, as if a 
wheel had been in the midst of a 
wheel. 

11 "V^en they went, they went upon 
their four sides; they turned not as 
they went, but to the place whither 
the head looked they followed it ; they 
turned not as they went. 

12 And their whole body, and their 
badks, and their hands, and their 
wings, and the wheels, were full of 
eyes round about, even the wheels 

they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, it was cried 
unto them in my hearing, O wheel. 

14 And every one had four faces: 
the first face was the face of a cherub, 
and the second face was the face of 
a man, and the third the face of a 
Hon, and the fourth the face of an 
eagle. 

15 And the cher-u-bims were lifted 
up. This is the livii^ creature that 1 
saw by the river of CShe-bar. 


16 And when the cher-u-bims went, 
the wheels went by them: and when 
the cher-u-bims Hfted up their wings 
to mount up from the earth, the same 
wheels also turned not from beside 
them. 

17 When they stood, these stood; 
and when they were luted up, these 
lifted up themselves also: for the 
spirit of the Hving creature was in 
them. 

18 Then the glory of the Lord de- 
parted from off the threshold of the 
house, and stood over the cher-u- 
bims. 

19 And the cher-u-bims lifted up 
their wings, and mounted up from the 
earth in my sight: when they went 
out, the wheels also were beside 
them, and every one stood at the door 
of the east gate of the Lord’s house ; 
and the glory of the God of Israel 
was over them above. 

20 This is the living creature that I 
saw under the God of Israel by the 
river of Qbe-bar ; and I knew that they 
were the ch^u-bims. 

21 Every one had four faces apiece, 
and every one four wings ; and the 
hkeness of the hands of a man was 
under their wings. 

22 And the Hkeness of their faces 
was the same faces which 1 saw by 
the river of Cbe-bar, their appear- 
ances and themselves: they went 
every one straight forward. 


813 CHAPTER 11 

M oreover the spirit lifted me 
up, and brought me unto the 
east gate of the Lord’s house, which 
looketh eastward : and behold at the 
door of the gate five and twenty men; 
among whom I saw Ja-Sz-a-ni-^ the 
son of A-zur, and PH-a-li-Sh the son 
of Be-nm-^, princes of the people. 

2 Then said he unto me. Son of man, 
these are the men that devise mis- 
chief, and give wicked counsel in this 
city: 

3 Which say, It is not near; let us 
build houses ; this city is the caldron, 
and we he the flesh. , ^ 

4 II Therefore prophesy agamst 
them, prophesy, O son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the Lord fell 
upon me, and said unto me. Speak; 
Thus saith the Lord ; Thus have ye 
said, O house of Israel: for I know 
the things that come into your mma, 
every one of ^ • 

6 Ye have multiphed yom slmn m 
this city, and ye have filled the streets 
fiiereof with the slam. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord God * 
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Yottt slain whom ye have laid in the 
midst of it, they are the flesh, and this 
city is the caldron: but I will bring 
you forth out of the midst of it. 

8 Ye have feared the sword; and 
I will bring a sword upon you, saith 
the Lord God. 

9 And I wiU bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and deliver you into 
the hands of strangers, and will ex- 
ecute Judgments among you. 

10 Ye shall fall by the sword ; I will 
Judge you in the border of Israel; 
and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

11 This city shall not be your cal- 
dron, neither shall ye be the flesh in 
the midst thereof; but I will Judge 
you in the border of Israel : 

12 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord : for ye have not walked in my 
statutes, neither executed my Judg- 
ments, but have done after the 
manners of the heathen that are 
round about you. 

13 H And it came to pass, when I pro- 
phesied, that Pel-a-ti-^ the son of 
BS-n^-^ died. Then fell I down 
upon my face, and cried with a loud 
voice, and said, Ah Lord God ! wilt 
fhou make a full end of the remnant 
of Israel? 

14 Again the word of the Lord came 
imto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kindred, 
and aH the house of Israel wholly, are 
they unto whom the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem have said. Get you far 
from the Loiuo : unto us is this land 
given in possession. 

16 Therefore say. Thus saith the 
Lord God ; Although I have cast them 
far off among the heathen, and al- 
though I have scattered them among 
the countries, yet will I be to them 
as a little sanctuary in the countries 
where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord God; I will even gather you 
firom the people, and assemble you 
out of the countries where ye have 
been scattered, and I will give you 
the land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thither, and 
they shall take away all the detes- 
table things thereof and all the 
abominations thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, 
and I will put a new spirit within 
you ; and I will take the stony heart 
out of their flesh, and will give them 
an heart of flesh : 

20 That they may walk in my 
statutes, and keep mine ordinances. 
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and do them: and they shall be my 
people, and I will be their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart 
walketh after the heart of their detes- 
table things and their abominations, 

I will recompense their way upon 
their own heads, saith the Lord God. 

22 H Then did the cher-u-bims ifit 
up their wings, and the wheels beside 
them; and the glory of the God of 
Israel was over them above. 

23 And the glory of the Lord went 
up from the midst of the city, and 
stood upon the mountain which is 
on the east side of the city. 

24 H Afterwards the spirit took me 
up, and brought me in a vision by the 
spirit of God into Cbal-de'a, to them 
of the captivity. So the vision that 
I had seen went up from me. 

25 Then I spake unto them of the 
captivity all the things that the Lord 
had shewed me. 

814 CHAPTER 12 

T he word of the Lord also came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, thou dwellest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, which 
have eyes to see, and see not ; they 
have ears to hear, and hear not : for 
they are a rebellious house. 

3 Therefore, thou son of man, pre- 
pare thee stuff for removing, and 
remove by day in their sight; and 
thou shalt remove from thy place to 
another place in their sight: it may 
be they will consider, though they be 
a rebellious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy 
stuff by day in their sight, as stuff for 
removing: and thou shalt go forth at 
even in their sight, as they that go 
forth into captivity. 

5 Dig thou through the wall in their 
sight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it 
upon thy shoulders, and carry it forth 
in the twilight : thou shalt cover thy 
face, that thou see not the ground: 
for I have set thee for a sign unto 
the house of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded : 
I brought forth my stuff by day, as 
stuff for captivity, and in the even I 
digged through the wall with mine 
hand; I brought it forth in the twi- 
light, and I bare it upon my shoulder 
in their sight. 

8 H And in the morning came the 
word of the Lord unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house of 
Israel, the rebellious house, said unto 
thee. What doest thou? 

10 Say thou unto them. Thus saith 
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the Lord God; This burden con- 
cerneth the prince in Jerusalem, 
and all the house of Israel that are 
among them. 

1 1 Say, I am your sign : like as I have 

done, so shall it be done unto them: 
they shall remove and go into cap- 
tivity. . . , . 

12 And the prmce that is among 
them shall bear upon his shoulder in 
the twilight, and shall go forth: they 
shall dig through the wall to carry 
out thereby : he shall cover his face, 
tbsct he see not the ground with his 


13 My net also will I spread upon 
him, and he shall be taken in my 
snare : and I will bring him to Baby- 
lon to the land of the Qhal-de-ans; 
yet shall he not see it, though he 
shall die there. 

14 And I will scatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to help 
him, and all his bands; and 1 will 
draw out the sword after them. 

15 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I shall scatter them 
among the nations, and disperse 
them in the countries. 

16 But I will leave a few men of 
them from the sword, from the 
famine, and from the pestilence; 
,that they may dedare all their 
abominations among the heathen 
whither they come; and they shall 
know that 1 am the Lord. 

17 % Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to me, samg, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with 
trembling and with carefulness; 

19 And say unto the people of the 
land. Thus saith the Lord God of 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and of 
the land of Israel; They shall eat 
their bread with carefulness, and 
drink their water with astonish- 
ment, that her land may be desolate 
from all that is therein, because of 
the violence of all them that dwell 
therein. 

20 And the dries that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall 
be desolate; and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

21 ^ And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that proverb 
that ye have in the land of Israel, 
saying. The days are prolonged, and 
every vision faileth? 

23 Tell them therefore. Thus saith 
the Lord God ; I will make this pro- 
verb to cease, and they shall no more 
use it as a proverb in Israel; but say 
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unto them. The days are at hand, 
and the effect of every vision, 

24 For there shall be no more any 
vain vision nor flattering divination 
within the house of Israel. 

25 For I am the Lord ; I will speak, 
and the word that I shall speak shall 
come to pass ; it shall be no more pro- 
longed : for in your days, O rebellious 
house, will I say the word, and will 
perform it, saith the Lord God. 

26 H Again the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 

27 Son of man, behold, they of the 
house of Israel say, The vision that he 
seeth is for many days to corner and 
he prophesieth of the times that are 
far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God; There shall 
none of my words be prolonged any 
more, but the word which I have 
spoken shall be done, saith the Lord 
God. 


815 
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AND the word of the Lord came 
JTx unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel that prophesy, and 
say thou unto them that prophesy 
out of their own hearts. Hear ye the 
word of the Lord ; 

3 Thus saith the Lord God; Woe 
unto the foolish prophets, that follow 
their own spirit, and have seen 
nothing! 

4 O Israel, thy prophets are like 
the foxes in the deserts. 

5 Ye have not gone up into the 
gaps, neither made up the hedge for 
the house of Israel to stand in the 
battle in the day of the Lord. 

6 They have seen vanity and lymg 
divination, saying, The Lord saith: 
and the Lord hath not cent them: 
and they have made others to hope 
that they would confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, and 
have ye not spoken a lying divination, 
whereas ye say. The Lord saith it; 
albeit I Imve not spoken? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Because ye have spoken vanity, 
and seen lies, therefore, behold, I 
am against you, saith the Lord 
God. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that 
divine lies: they shall not be in the 
assembly of my people, neither 
shall they be written in the writing 
of the house of Israel, neither shall 
they enter into the land of Israel ; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord God. 
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10 % Because, even because theyj 
have seduced my people, saying, 
Peace; and there was no peace; 
and one built up a wall, and, lo, 
others daubed it with untempered 
morter: 

11 Say unto them which daub it with 
untempered morter > that it shall fall : 
there shall be an overflowing shower ; 
and ye, O great hailstones, shall faU ; 
and a stormy wind shall rend it 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall 
it not be said unto you. Where is the 
daubing wherewith ye have daubed 
it?

Thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the women that sew 
pillows to all armholes, and make 
kerchiefs upon the head of every 
stature to himt souls ! Will ye hunt 
the souls of my people, and will ye 
save the souls anve that come unto 
you? 

19 Md will ye pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the souls 
alive that should not live, by your 
hdng to my people that hear your 
lies? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against your pil- 
lows, wherewith ye there hunt the 
souls to make them fly, and I 
tear them from your arms, and will 


let the souls go, even the souls that 
ye himt to make them fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, 
and deliver my people out of your 
hand, and they shall be no more in 
your hand to be hunted ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

22 Because with lies ye have made 
the heart of the righteous sad, whom 
I have not made sad; and strengtii- 
ened the hands of the wicked, that he 
should not return from his wicked 
way, by promising him life ; 

23 Therefore ye shall see no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations ; for I 
will deliver my people out of your 
hand : and ye shall know that 1 am 
the Lord.

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
when he hath spoken a thing, I^the 
Lord have deceived that prophet. 
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and I will stretch out my hand upon 
him. and will destroy him from the 
midst of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the punish- 
ment of their iniquity: the punish- 
ment of the prophet shall be even as 
the pumshment of him that seeketh 
unto him; 

11 That the house of Israel may go

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither son 
nor daughter; they shall hut deliver 
their own souls by their righteous- 
ness. * 

21 For thus saith the Lord God; 
How much more when I send my 
four sore judgments upon Jerusalem, 
the sword, and the famine, and the 
noisome beast, and the pestilence, to 
cut off from it man and beast? 

22 H Yet, behold, therein shall be 
left a remnant that shall be brought 


forth, hoth sons and daughters : be- 
hold, they shall come forth unto you, 
and ye shall see their way and their 
doings: and ye shall be comforted 
concerning the evil that I have 
brought upon Jerusalem, even con- 
cerning all that I have brought upon it.

from iniquity, hath executed true 
judgment between man and man, 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly; he fsiust, he shall surely live, 
saith the Lord God. 

10 H If he beget a son that is a 
robber, a shedder of blood, and that 
doeth the like to any one of these 
things, 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, hath 
not restored the pledge, and hath 
lifted up his eyes to the idols, hath 
committed abomination, 

13 Hath given forth upon usury, 
and hath taken increase: shall he 
then live? he shall not live : he hath 
done all these abominations ; he shall 
smely die; his blood shall be upon 
him. 

14 IT Now, lo, f/he beget a son, that 
seem all his father’s sins which he 
hath done, and considereth, and doeth 
not such like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of 
Israel, hath not defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wife, 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, 
hath not withholden the pledge, 
neither hath spoiled by violence, but 
hath given his bread to the hungry, 
and hath covered the naked with a 
garment, 

17 That hath taken off his hand from 
the poor, that hath not received usury 
nor increase, hath executed my judg- 
ments, hath walked in my statutes ; 
he shall not die for the iniquity of 
his father, he shall surely live. 

18 As for his father, because he 
cruelly oppressed, spoiled his brother 
by violence, and did that which is 
not good among bis people, lo, even 
he shall die in his iniquity. 

19 11 Yet say ye. Why? doth not the 
son bear the iniqui^ of the father? 
When the son hath done that which 
is lawful and right, and hath kept all 
my statutes, and hath done them, he 
shall surely live. 

20 The soul that sixmeth, it shall die. 
The son shall not bear the iniquity of 
the father, neither shall the faiher 
bear the iniquity of the son: the 
righteousness of the righteous shall 
be upon hhn, and the wickedness of 
the wicked shall be upon him., 

21 But if the wicked will turn from 
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all bis sins that he hath committed, 
and keep all my statutes, and do that 
which is lawful and right, he shall 
surely live, he shall not die. 

22 All his transgressions that he 
hath committed, they shall not be 
mentioned unto him: in his right- 
eousness that he hath done he shall 
live. 

23 Have I any pleasure at all that 
the wicked should die? saith the Lord 
God : and not that he should return 
from his ways, and live? 

24 1 But when the righteous tumeth 
away from his righteousness, and 
committeth iniquity, and doeth ac- 
cording to all the abominations that 
the wicked man doeth, shall he live? 
All his righteousness that he hath 
done shall not be mentioned : in his 
trespass that he hath trespassed, and 
in his sin that he hath sinned, in them 
shall he die.

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her 
youth they lay with her, and they 
bruised the breasts of her virginity, 
and poured their whoredom upon 
her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into Ihe 
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hand of the Assyrians, upon whom 
she doted. 

10 These discovered her naked- 
ness: they took her sons and her 
daughters, and slew her with the 
sword: and she became famous 
among women ; for they had executed 
judgment upon her. 

11 And when her sister A-hol-i-bah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in her 
inordinate love than she, and in her 
whoredoms more than her sister in 
her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them desir- 
able young men.

7 Fine linen with broidered work 
from Egypt was that which thou 
spreadest forth to be thy sail : blue 
and purple from the isles of £-li-shah 
was that which covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zi-don and 
Arvad were thy mariners: thy wise 
men, O T^riis, that were in thee, 
were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of Ge-bal and the 
wise men thereof were in thee thy 
calkers : all the ships of the sea with 
their mariners were in thee to occupy 
thy merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud and of 
Phiit were in thine army, thy men of 
war; they hanged the shield aind 
helmet in thee; they set forth thy 
comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine 
army were upon thy walls round 
about, and the GAni-ma-<hms were in 
thy towers : they hanged their shields 
upon thy walls round about; they 
have made thy beauty perfect. 

12 Tarshish was thy merchant by 
reason of the multitude of all kind of 
riches; with silver, iron, tin, and 
lead, mey traded in thy fairs. 

13 Ja-van, Tu-b^, and Me^sh^db* 
they were thy merchants: they 
traded the persons of men and ves- 
sels of brass in thy market. 
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14 They of the house of To-gar-mSh 
traded in thy fairs with horses and 
horsemen and mules. 

15 The men of De-dan were thy 
merchants ; many isles were the mer- 
chandise of thine hand : they brought 
thee for a present horns of ivory and 
ebony.

20 De-d^ was thy merchant in 
precious clothes for chariots. 

21 Arabia, and all the princes of 
Ke-dar, they occupied with thee in 
lambs, and rams, and goats : in these 
were they thy merchants. 

22 The merchants of She-ba and 
Ra-a-mah, they were thy merchants : 
they occupied in thy fairs with chief 
of all spices, and with all precious 
stones, and gold. 

23 and C^%eh, and Eden, 
the merchants of She-ba, Assh-iir, 
and Qiul-mad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all 
sorts of things^ in blue clothes, and 
broidered work, and in chests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made 
of cedar, among thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of Tarshish did sing of 
thee in thy market: and thou wast 
replenished, and made veiy glorious 
in the midst of the seas. 

26 IF Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters : the east wind hath 
broken thee in the midst of the 
seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits east- 
ward and northward. 

20 1[ And the gate of the outward 
court tot looked toward the north, 
he meastured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three on 
that side ; and the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof were after the 
measure of the first gate: the length 
thereof was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were 
after the measture of the gate that 
looketh toward the east; and they 
went up unto it by seven steps; and 
the arches thereof were before 
them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was over against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east; and he 
measured from gate to gate an 
hundred cubits. 

24 ^ After that he brought me toward 
the south, and behold a gate toward 
the south : and he measured the posts 
thereof and the arches thereof ac- 
cording to these measures. 

25 And there were windows in it 
and in the arches thereof round about, 
like those windows: the length was

fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to go 
up to it, and the arches thereof were 
before them; and it had pahn trees 
one on this side, and another on fiiat 
side, upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he 
measured from gate to gate toward 
the south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brou^t me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he 
measured the south gate accordmg 
to these measures ; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, accordmg to ihese measures : 
and there were windows in it and in 
the arches thereof rotmd about: it 
was fifty cubits long, and five and 
twenty cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about were 
five and twenty cubits long, and five 
cubits broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were to- 
ward the utter court; and palm trees 
were upon the posts thereof: and to 
going up to it had eight steps. 

32 If And he brought me into the 
inner court toward to east: and he 
measured the gate according to Ihese 
measures. 

33 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, were according to these 
measures: and there were windows 
therein and in the arches thereof 
round about; it was fifty cubits long, 
and five and twenty cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were to- 
ward to outward court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof, on 
this side, and on that side : and to 
going up to it had eight steps. 

35 If And he brought me to the north 
gate, and measured it according to 
these measures; 

36 The little chambers thereof, to 
posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
and the windows to it round about: 
the length was fifty cubits, and to 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were to- 
ward the utter court; and palm trees 
were upon the posts thereof, on this 
side, and on that side : and to going 
up to it had eight steps. 

38 And the chambers and the entries 
thereof were by the posts of the 
gates, where they washed the burnt 
ofiering. 

39 If And in the porch of to gate 
were two tables on this side, and two 
tables on tot side, to slay thereon 
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the burnt offering and the sin offer- 
ing and the trespass offering. 

40 And at the side without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gate, were two tables; and on the 
other side, which was at the porch of 
the gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, and 
four tables on that side, by the side 
of the gate ; eight tables, whereupon 
they slew their sacrifices, 

42 And the four tables were of hewn 
stone for the burnt offering, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an 
half broad, and one cubit high; 
whereupon also they laid the instru- 
ments wherewith they slew the brunt 
offering and the sacrifice. 

43 And within were hooks, an hand 
broad, fastened round about: and 
upon the tables was the ffesh of the 
offering. 

44 H And without the inner gate were 
the chambers of the singers in the 
inner court, which was at the side of 
the north gate; and their prospect 
was toward the south : one at the side 
of the east gate having the prospect 
toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me. This cham- 
ber, whose prospect is toward the 
south, is for the priests, the keepers 
of the charge of the house. 

46 And the chamber whose prospect 
is toward the north is for the priests, 
the keepers of the charge of the 
altar; these are the sons of Za^ok 
among the sons of Levi, which come 
near to the Lord to minister unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an 
himdred cubits long, and an hundred 
cubits broad, foursquare; and the 
altar that was before the house. 

48 H And he brought me to the porch 
of the house, and measured each post 
of the porch, ffve cubits on this side, 
and five cubits on. that side ; and the 
breadth of the gate was three cubits 
on this side, and three cubits on that 
side.

845 CHAPTER 43 

AFTERWARD he brought me to 
the gate, even the gate that 
looketh toward the east ; 

2 And, behold, the glory of the God 
of Israel came from the way of the 
east : and his voice was like a noise 
of many waters; and the earth 
shined with his glory. 

3 And it was according to the ap- 
pearance of the vision which I saw, 
even according to the vision that I 
saw when I came to destroy the 
city: and the visions were like the 
vision that I saw by the river Che^ 
bar; and I fell upon my face. 

4 And the glory of the Lord came 
into the house by the way of the gate 
whose prospect is toward the east. 

5 So the spirit took me up, and 
brought me into the inner court; and, 
behold, the glory of the Lord filled 
the house. 

6 And I heard him speaking imto me 
out of the house ; and the man stood 
by me. 

7 II And he said unto me. Son of man, 
the place of my throne, and the 
place of the soles of my feet, where 
I will dwell in the midst of the chil- 
dren of Israel for ever, and my holy 
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name, shall the house of Israel no 
more defile, neither they, nor their 
kings, by their whoredom, nor by the 
carcases of their kings in their high 
places.

11 And if they be ashamed of all that 
they have done, shew them the form 
of the house, and the fashion thereof, 
and the goings out thereof, and the 
comings in thereof, and all the forms 
thereof, and all the ordinances there- 
of, and all the forms thereof, and all 
the laws thereof : and write it in Iheir 
sight, that they may keep the whole 
form thereof, and ^ the ordinances 
thereof, and do them. 

12 This is the law of the house; 
Upon the top of the mountain the 
whole limit thereof round about shall 
be most holy. Behold, this is the law 
of the house. 

13 H And these are the measiures of 
the altar after the cubits : The cubit 
is a cubit and an hand breadth ; even 
the bottom shall he a cubit, and the 
breadth a cubit, and the border 
thereof by the edge thereof round 
about shall be a span : and this shall 
be the higher place of the altar.

and from the altar and upward shall 
be four horns. 

16 And the altar shall he twelve 
cubits long, twelve broad, square in 
the four squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall be fourteen 
cubits long and fourteen broad in the 
four squares thereof; and the border 
about it shall be half a cubit; and the 
bottom thereof shall he a cubit about; 
and his stairs shall look toward the

19 And thou shalt give to the pnests 
the Levites that be of the seed of 
Za-dok, which approach unto me, to 
minister tmto me, saith the Lord 
God, a young bullock for a sin 
offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of the blood 

thereof, and put it on the four horns 
of it, and on the four comers of the 
setde, and upon the border round 
about: thus shalt thou cleanse and 
purge it. ^ , 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also 
of the sin offering, and he shall bum 
it in the appointed place of the house, 
without the sanctuary. 

22 And on the second day thou shalt 
offer a kid of the goats without blem- 
ish for a sin offering; and they shall 
cleanse the altar, as they did cleanse 
it with the bullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing iU thou shalt offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram 
out of the ffock without blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them before 
the Lord, and the priests shall cast 
salt upon them, and they shall offer 
them up for a burnt offering unto the 
Lord. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering: 
they shall also prepare a young bul- 
lock, and a ram out of the flock, 
without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall 
consecrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are ex- 
pired, it shall be, that upon the 
ei^th day. and so forward, the 
priests shml m^e your burnt offer- 
ings upon the altar, and your peace 
offerings; and 1 will accept you, 
saith the Lord God. 


846 CHAPTER 44 
HTHEN he brought me back the way 

1 of the gate of the outward sanc- 
tuary which looketh toward the 
east ; and it was shut. 

2 Then said the Lord unto me; 
This gate shall be shut, it shall not be 
opened, and no man shall enter in by 
it; because the Lord, the God of 
Israel, hath entered in by it, there- 
fore it ^all be shut. 

3 It is for the prince ; the prince, 
he shall sit in it to eat bread before 
the Lord ; he shall enter by the way 
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of the porch of that gate, and shall 
go out by the way of the same. 

4 IF Then brought he me the way of 
the north gate before the house : and 
I looked, and, behold, the glory of 
the Lord filled the house of the 
Lord : and I fell upon my face. 

5 And the Lord said unto me, Son 
of man, mark well, and behold with 
thine eyes, and hear with thine ears 
all that I say unto thee concerning all 
the ordinances of the house of the 
Lord, and all the laws thereof; and 
mark well the entering in of the house, 
with every going forth of the sanc- 
tuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to the rebel- 
lious, even to the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God ; 0 ye house 
of Israel, let it sufidce you of £ll 
your abominations, 

7 In that ye have brought into my 
sanctuary strangers, tmcircumcised 
in heart, and uncircumcised in flesh, 
to be in my sanctuary, to pollute it, 
even my house, when ye offer my 
bread, the fat and the blood, and 
they have broken my covenant be- 
cause of aU your abominations. 

8 And ye have not kept the charge 
of mine holy things : but ye have set 
keepers of my charge in my sanc- 
tuary for yourselves. 

9 IF Thus saith the Lord God ; No 
stranger, uncircumcised in heart, nor 
uncircumcised in flesh, shall enter 
into my sanctuary, of any stranger 
that is among the children of 
Israel. 

10 And the Levites that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, which went astray away from 
me sffter their idols; they shall even 
bear their iniquity. 

11 7et they shall be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having charge at the 
gates of the house, and ministering 
to the house: they shall slay Ihe 
burnt offering and the sacrifice for the 
people, and they shall stand before 
them to minister unto them. 

12 Because they ministered unto 
them before their idols, and caused 
the house of Israel to fall into iniquity ; 
therefore have I lifted up mine hand 
against them, saith the Lord God, 
and they shall bear their iniquity. 

13 And they shall not come near 
unto me, to do the ofiSlce of a priest 
unto me, nor to come near to any of 
my holy things, in the most holy 
place: but they shall bear their 
shame, and their abominations which 
they have committed. 

14 But I win make them keepers of 
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the charge of the house, for all the 
service thereof, and for all that shall 
be done therein. 

15 H But the priests the Levites, the 
sons of Za^dok, that kept the charge 
of my sanctuary when the children of 
Israel went astray from me, they shall 
come near to me to minister unto me, 
and they shall stand before me to 
offer unto me the fat and the blood, 
saith the Lord God : 

16 They shall enter into my sanc- 
tuary, and they shall come near to 
my table, to minister unto me, and 
they shall keep my charge. 

17 H And it shall come to pass, that 
when they enter in at the gates of the 
inner court, they shall be clothed 
with linen garments; and no wool 
shall come upon them, whiles they 
minister in the gates of the inner 
court, and within. 

18 They shall have linen bonnets 
upon their heads, and shall have linen 
breeches upon their loins ; they shall 
not gird themselves with any thing 
that causeth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
utter court, even into the utter court 
to the people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they ministered, 
and lay them in the holy chambers, 
and they shall put on other garments ; 
and they shall not sanctify the 
people with their garments. 

20 Neither shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer ♦heir locks to grow 
long ; they shall only poll their 
heads. 

21 Neither shall any priest drink 
wine, when they enter into the inner 
court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that is put 
away: but they shall take maidens of 
the seed of the house of Israel, or a 
widow that had a priest before. 

23 And they shall teach my people 
the difference between the holy and 
profane, and cause them to discern 
between the xmclean and the clean. 

24 And in controversy they shall 
stand in judgment; and they shall 
judge it according to my judgments : 
and they shall keep my laws and my 
statutes in all mine assemblies ; and 
they shall hallow my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves ; but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or for 
daughter, for brother, or for sister 
that hath had no husband, they may 
defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon unto him seven days. 
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27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, 
to minister in the sanctuary, he shall 
offer his sin offering, saith the Lord 
God. 

28 And it shall be tmto them for an 
inheritance: I am their inheritance: 
and ye shall give them no possession 
in Israel : I am their possession. 

29 They shall eat the meat offering, 
and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; and every dedicated thing 
in Israel shall be theirs. 

30 And the first of all the jfirstfruits 
of all things, and every oblation of aU, 
of every sort of your oblations, shall 
be the priest’s: ye shall also give 
unto the priest the first of your dough, 
that he may cause the blessing to 
rest in thine house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is dead of itself, or tom, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 
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M oreover, when ye shall 
divide by lot the land for inheri- 
tance, ye shall offer an oblation unto 
the Lord, an holy portion of the 
land : the length shall be the length of 
five and twenty thousand reeds, and 
the breadth shall be ten thousand. 
This shall be holy in all the borders 
thereof round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanc- 
tuary five hundred in length, with 
five hundred in breadth, square round 
about; and fifty cubits round about 
for the suburbs thereof. 

3 And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five and 
twenty thousand, and the breadth of 
ten thousand : and in it shall be the 
sanctuary and the most holy place, 

4 The holy Portion of the land shall 
be for the priests the ministers of the 
sanctuary, which shall come near to 
minister tmto the Lord : and it shall 
be a place for their houses, and an 
holy place for the sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twenty thousand 
of length, and the ten thousand of 
breadth, shall also the Levites, the 
ministers of the house, have for them- 
selves, for a possession for twenty 
chambers. 

6 II And ye shall appomt the posses- 
sion of the city five thousand broad, 
and five and twenty thousand long, 
over against the oblation of the holy 
Portion: it shall be for the whole 
house of Israel. ^ 

7 H And a portion shall he for me 
prince on the one side and on me 
other side of the oblation of the holy 
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Portion, and of the possession of the ! 
city* before the oblation of the holy 
portion, and before the possession of 
the city, from the west side westward, 
and from the east side eastv/ard : 
and the length shall be over agamst 
one of the portions, from the west 
border unto the east border. 

8 In the land shall be his possession 
in Israel: and my princes shall no 
more oppress my people ; and the rest 
of the land shall they give to the house 
of Israel according to their tribes. 

9 If Thus saith the Lord God; Let 
it suffice you, O princes of Israel: 
remove violence and spoil, and 
execute judgment and justice, take 
away your exactions from my people, 
saith the Lord God. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, and 
a just e-phah, and a just bath. 

11 The eiphah and the bath shall be 
of one measure, that the bath may 
contain the tenth part of an ho'mer, 
and the e-phah the tenth part of an 
ho-mer : the measure thereof shall be 
after the ho-mer. 

12 And the shekel shall be twenty 
ge-rahs: twenty shekels, five and 
twenty shekels, fifteen shekels, shall 
be your ma-neh. 

13 This is the oblation that ye shall 
offer; the sixth part of an e-phah of 
an ho'mgr of wheat, and ye shall give 
the sixth part of an e-phah of an 
ho-mer of barley; 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, 
the bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth 
part of a bath out of the cor, which is 
an ho-mer of ten baths ; for ten baths 
are an ho-mer : 

15 And one lamb out of the flock, 
out of two hundred, out of the fat pas- 
tures of Israel; for a meat offering, 
and for a burnt offering, and for 
peace offerings, to make reconcilia- 
tion for them, saith the Lord God. 

16 All the people of the land shall 
give this oblation for the prince in 
Israel. 

17 And it shall be the prince’s part 
to give burnt offerings, and meat 
offerings, and drink offerings, in the

8 % Wherefore at that time certain 
Qhai-de-ans came near, and accused 
the Jews.

12 There are certain Jews whom 
thou hast set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Sha-drach, Me- 
shach, and A-bed'-ne-g5 ; these men, 
O king, have not regarded thee : they 
serve not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set up. 

13 H Then Neb-u-chad-nez-zar in 
his rage and fury commanded to 
bring Sha-drach, Me-shach, and 
A-bed'-ne-go. Then they brought 
these men before the king. 

14 Neb-u-chad-nez-zar spake and 
said unto them. Is it true, O Shai 
drach, Me-shach, and A-bSd'-ne-go, 
do not ye serve my gods, nor worship 
the golden image which I have set up? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the comet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and 
dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, ye 
fall down and worship the image 
which I have made; well: but if ye 
worship not, ye shall be cast the same 
hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who is that God that 
shall deliver you out of my hands? 

16 Sha-drach, Me^shdch, and A- 
bed'-ne-go, answered and said to 
the king, O Neb-u-dbad-nez-zar, we 
are not careful to answer thee in 
this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we 
serve is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver us out of thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto thee, 
O king, that we will not serve thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

19 ^ Then was Neb-u-chad-nez-zar 
full of fury, and the form of his visage 
was changed against Sha-drach, Me- 
shach, and A-bed'-ne-go: therefore 
he spake, and commanded that they 
should heat the furnace one seven 
times more than it was wont to be 
heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that were in his army to 
bind Sha-drach, Me-sh^ch, and A- 
bed'-ne-go, and to cast them into the 
burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hosen, and their 
hats, and their other garments, and 
were cast into the midst of the burn- 
ing fiery furnace.

26 II Then Neb-u-chad-nez-zar came 
near to the mouth of the burning 
fiery furnace, and spake, and said, 
Sha-drach.

Me-shach. and 
A-bed'-ne-go, came forth of the 
midst of the fire. 

27 And the pnnces, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellers, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had 
no power, nor was an hair of their 
head singed, neither were their coats 
changed, nor the smell of fire had 
passed on them. 

28 Then Ndb-u-chad-nez-zar spake, 
and said. Blessed be the God of Sha- 
drach. Me-shach, and A-bed'-ne-go, 
who hath sent his angel, and delivered 
his servants that trusted in him, and 
have changed the king’s word, and 
yielded their bodies, that they might 
not serve nor worship any god, except 
their own God. 

29 Therefore I make a decree. That 
every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against 
the God of Sha-dra(di, Me-shdch, and 
A-bed'-ne-go, shall be cut in pieces, 
and their houses shall be made a 
dungbiU: because there is no other 
God that can deliver after this sort.

17 If Then Daniel answered and said 
before the king. Let thy gifts be to 
thyself, and give thy rewards to 
another; yet I will read the writing 
unto the king, and make known to 
him the interpretation. 

18 O thou king, the most high God 
gave Neb-u-chad-nez-zar thy father 
a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, 
and honour : 

19 And for the majesty that he gave 
him, aU people, nations, and lan- 
guages, trembled and feared before 
him: whom he would he slew; and 
whom he would he kept alive; and 
whom he would he set up ; and whom 
he would he put down. 
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20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, he 
was deposed from his kingly throne, 
and they took his glory from him : 

21 And he was driven from the sons 
of men ; and his heart was made like 
the beasts, and his dwelling was with 
the wild asses; they fed him with 
grass like oxen, and his body was wet 
with the dew of heaven ; till he knew 
that the most high God ruled in the 
kingdom of men, and that he ap- 
pointeth over it whomsoever he wdl.

26 This is the interpretation of the 
thing : me^ne ; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it.

29 Then commanded Bel-sh^-zar, 
and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, 
and Put a chain of gold about his 
neck, and made a proclamation con- 
cerning him, that he should be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 II In that night was Bel-shaz-zar 
the king of the Qh^-de-ans slain. 

31 And Da-ri-us the Me-di-an took 
the kingdom, being about three- 
score and two years old. 

856 CHAPTER 6 

I T pleased Da-ri-iis to set over the 
kingdom an hundred and twenty 
princes, which should be over the 
whole kingdom; 

2 And over these three presidents; 
of whom Daniel was first: that the 
princes might give accounts unto 
them, and the king should have no 
damage. 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred 
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above the presidents and princes, 
because an excellent spirit was in 
him ; and the king thought to set him 
over the whole realm. 

4 H Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Daniel 
concerning the kingdom; but they 
could find none occasion nor fault; 
forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in 
him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall not 
find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find it against him con- 
cerning the law of his God. 

6 Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Da-ri-fis, 
live for ever. 

7 AU the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the 
counsellers, and the captains, have 
consulted together to establish a 
royal statute, and to make a fium 
decree, that whosoever shall ask a 
petition of any God or man for thirty 
days, save of thee, O king, he shall 
be cast into the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of the 
Medes and Persians, which altereth 
not. 

9 Wherefore king Da-ri-iis signed 
the writing and the decree. 

10 % Now when Daniel knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house ; and his windows being open 
in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he 
kneeled upon his knees three times 
a day, and prayed, and gave thanks 
before his God, as he did aforetime. 

11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making 
supplication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king’s 
decree ; Hast thou not signed a 
decree, that every man that shall ask 
a Petition of any God or man within 
thirty days, save of thee, O king, 
shall be cast into the den of lions? 
The king answered and said. The 
thing is true, according to the law 
of the Medes and Persians, which 
altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said be- 
fore the kmg. That Daniel, which is 
of the chilmren of the captivity of 
Judah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor 
the decree that thou hast signed, but 
maketh his petition three times a day. 

14 Then me kmg, when he heard 
these words, was sore displeased 
with himself, and set his heart on

Daniel to deliver him : and he 
labotired till the going down of the 
sun to deliver him. 

15 Then these men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that the law of the 
Medes and Persians is» That no 
decree nor statute which the king 
estabhsheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and cast him 
into the den of lions. Now the king 
spake and said unto Daniel, Thy 
(xod whom thou servest continually, 
be will deliver thee. 

17 And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon the mouth of the den; and 
the long sealed it with his own 
signet, and with the signet of his 
lords ; that the purpose might not be 
changed concerning Daniel. 

18 H Then the king went to his 
palace, and passed the night fasting: 
neither were instruments of musick 
brought before him: and his sleep 
went from him. 

19 Then the king arose very early in 
the morning, and went in haste unto 
the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, 
he cried with a lamentable voice unto 
Daniel : and the king spake and said 
to Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the 
living God, is thy God, whom thou 
servest continually, able to deliver 
thee from the Hons? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
O king, live for ever. 

22 My God bath sent his angel, 
and bath shut the Hons’ mouths, that 
they have not hiirt me : forasmuch as 
before him innocency was found in 
me; and also before thee, O king, 
have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding glad 
for him, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. 
So Daniel was taken up out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he beHeved 
in bis God. 

24 If And the king commanded, and 
they brought those men which had 
accused Daniel, and they cast them 
into the den of Hons, them, their chil- 
dren, and their wives ; and the Hons 
had the mastery of them, and brake 
all their bones in pieces or ever they 
came at the bottom of the den. 

25 If Then king Da-ri^s wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth ; Peace be 
multipHed unto you. 

26 1 make a decree. That in every 
dominion of my kingdom men

tremble and fear before the God of 
Daniel ; for he is the Hving God, and 
stedfast for ever, and his kingdom 
that which shall not be destroyed 
and his dominion shall be even unto 
the end. 

27 He deHvereth and rescueth, and 
he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath 
deHvered Daniel from the power of 
the Hons. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Da-ri-ds, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 

857 CHAPTER 7 

F r the first year of BSl-shaz-zar 
king of Babylon Daniel had a 
dream and visions of his head upon 
his bed : then he wrote the dream, and 
told the sum of the matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in my 
vision by night, and, behold, the four 
winds of the heaven strove upon the 
great sea. 

3 And four great beasts came up 
from the sea, diverse one from 
another. 

4 The first was Hke a Hon, and had 
eagle’s wings : I beheld tiU the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was 
Hfted up from the earth, and made 
stand upon the feet as a man, and a 
man’s hemt was given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a 
second, Hke to a bear, and it raised 
UP itself on one side, and it had three 
ribs in the mouth of it between the 
teeth of it; and they said thus imto 
it. Arise, devour much flesh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo another, 
like a leopard, which had upon the 
back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and 
dominion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night visions, 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful 
and terrible, and strong exceedingly; 
and it had great iron teeth: it de- 
voured and brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with the feet of 
it: and it was diverse from all the 
beasts that were before it; and it 
had ten horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, be- 
hold, there came up among them 
another Httle horn, before whom there 
were three of the first horns plucked 
up by the roots : and, behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of man, 
and a mouth speaking great things. 
9 H I beheld tiU the thrones were 
cast down, and the Ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white as 
snow, and the hair of his head Hke the 
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pure wool: his throne was like the 
fiery flame, and his wheels as burn- 
ing fire. 

10 A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him: thousand 
thousands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him : the judgment was 
set, and the books were opened. 

11 I beheld then because of the 
voice of the great words which ike 
horn spake: I beheld even till the 
beast was slain, and his body de- 
stroyed, and given to the burning 
flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion taken 
away: yet their lives were prolonged 
for a season and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man 
came with the clouds of heaven, and 
came to the Ancient of days, and they 
brought him near before him. 

14 And there was given him domin- 
ion, and glory, and a kingdom, that 
all people, nations, and languages, 
shotild serve him : his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, which shall not 
pass away, and his kingdom that 
which shall not be destroyed. 

15 If I Daniel was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 1 came near unto one of them that 
stood by, and asked him the truth of 
all this. So he told me, and made me 
know the interpretation of the things. 

17 These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, which shall arise 
out of the earth. 

18 But the saints of the most High 
shall take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth of 
the fourth beast, which was diverse 
from all the others, exceeding dread- 
ful, whose teeth were of iron, and his 
nans o/brass ; which devoured, brake 
in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with his feel; 

20 And of the ten horns that were in 
his head, and of the other which came 
up, and before whom three fell ; even 
of that horn that had eyes, and a 
mouth that spake very great things, 
whose look was more stout than his 
fellows. 

21 I beheld, and the same horn 
made war with the saints, and pre- 
vailed against them ; 

22 Until the Ancient of days came, 
and judgment was given to the 
saints of the most Hi^ ; and the time 
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came that the saints possessed the 
kingdom. 

23 Thus he said. The fourth beast 
shall be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which shall be diverse from all 
kingdoms, and shall devotur the whole 
earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall 
arise: and another shall rise after 
them; and he shall be diverse from 
the first, and he shall subdue three 
kings. 

25 And he shall speak great words 
against the most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of tiie most High, 
and think to change times and laws : 
and they shall be given into his hand 
imtil a time and times and the 
dividing of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy it unto the 
end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdom 
under the whole heaven, shall be 
given to the people of the saints of the 
most High, whose kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all domin- 
ions shall serve and obey him. 

28 Hitherto is the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations 
much troubled me, and my counten- 
ance changed in me : but I kept the 
matter in my heart. 

858 CHAPTER 8 

TN the third year of the reign of king 
X Bel-shaz-zar a vision appeared 
unto me, even unto me Daniel, after 
that which appeared unto me at the 
first. 

2 And 1 saw in a vision ; and it came 
to pass, when I saw, that I was at 
Shu-shan in the palace, which is in 
the province of E-lam ; and 1 saw in a 
vision, and I was by the river of u-1^. 

3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, mere stood before 
the river a ram which had two horns : 
and the two horns were high ; but one 
was higher than the other, and the 
higher came up last. 

4 I saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so 
that no beasts might stand before 
him, neither was there any that could 
deliver out of his hand ; but he did 
according to his will, and became 
great. 

5 And as I was considering, behold, 
an he goat came from the west on the 
face of the whole earth, and touched 
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not the ground : and the goat had a 
notable horn between his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had seen standing 
before the river, and ran unto him in 
the fury of his power. 

7 And I saw him come close unto the 
ram, and he was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the ram, and 
brake his two horns: and there was 
no power in the ram to stand before 
him, but he cast him down to the 
ground, and stamped upon him : and 
there was none that could deliver the 
ram out of his hand. 

8 Therefore the he goat waxed very 
great: and when he was strong, the 
great horn was broken; and for it 
came up four notable ones toward 
the four winds of heaven. 

9 And out of one of them came forth 
a little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great, toward the south, and toward 
the east, and toward the pleasant 
land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the 
host of heaven; and it cast down 
some of the host and of the stars to 
the ground, and stamped upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnified himself even 
to the prince of the host, and by him 
the daily sacrifice was taken away, 
and the place of his sanctuary was 
cast down. 

12 And an host was given him 
against the daily sacrifice by reason of 
transgression, and it cast down the 
truth to the ground; and it practised, 
and prospered. 

13 If Then I heard one saint speak- 
ing, and another saint said unto that 
certain saint which spake. How long 
shall be the vision concerning the 
daily sacrifice, and the transgression 
of desolation, to give both the 
sanctuary and the host to be trodden 
under foot? 

14 And he said unto me. Unto two 
thousand and three hundred days; 
then shall the sanctuary be cleansed. 

15 If And it came to pass, when I, 
even I Daniel, had seen the vision, 
and sought for the meaning, then, 
behold, there stood before me as the 
appearance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man’s voice be- 
tween the banks of which called, 

and said, Gabriel, make this man to 
understand the vision. 

17 So he came near where I stood: 
and when he came, I was afraid, and 
feu tj^on my face ; but he said tmto 
me, Understand, O son of man : for at 
the tune of the end shall be the vision. 

18 Now as he was speaking with me. 
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I was in a deep sleep on my face 
toward the ground: but he touched 
me, and set me upright. 

19 And he said, Behold, I wiU make 
thee know what shaU be in the last 
end of the indignation: for at the 
time appointed the end shall be. 

20 The ram which thou sawest 
having two horns are the kings of 
Me-di-a and Persia. 

21 And the rough goat is the king of 
Grecia: and the great horn that is 
between his eyes is the first king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas 
four stood up for it, four kingdoms 
shaU stand up out of the nation, but 
not in his power. 

23 And in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors 
are come to the full, a king of fierce 
countenance, and understanding dark 
sentences, shaU stand up. 

24 And his power shaU be mighty, 
but not by his own powei: and 
he shaU destroy wonderfuUy, and 
shaU prosper, and practise, and shaU 
destroy the mighty and the holy 
people. 

25 And through his poUcy also he 
shaU cause craft to prosper in his 
hand; and he shaU magnify himself 
in his heart, and by peace shaU 
destroy many: he shaU also stand up 
against the Prince of princes ; but he 
shaU be broken without harm. 

26 And the vision of the evening and 
the morning which was told is true : 
wherefore shut thou up the vision; 
for it shall he for many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, and was 
sick certain days; afterward I rose 
up, and did the king’s business; and 
I was astonished at the vision, but 
none understood it. 

859 CHAPTER 9 

I N the first year of Da-ri'us the son 
of A-has-u-e-rus, of the seed of 
the Medes, which was made king 
over the realm of the Qh^-de-ans ; 

2 In the first year of his reign I 
Daniel understood by books the 
number of the years, whereof the 
word of the Lord came to Jeremiah 
the prophet, that he would accompHsh 
seventy years in the desolations of 
Jerusalem.

4 And in the four and twentieth day 
of the first month, as I was by the 
side of the great river, which is 
Hidide-kel; 

5 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked, and behold a certain man 
clothed in hnen, whose loins were 
girded with fine gold of tl-phaz: 

6 His body also was like the beryl, 
and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lamps of 
fire, and his arms and his feet hke in 
colour to polished brass, and the 
voice of his words like the voice of a 
multitude. 

7 And I Daniel alone saw the vision : 
for the men that were with me saw 
not the vision; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, so that they fled to 
hide themselves. 

8 Therefore I was left alone, and saw 
this great vision, and there remained 
no strength in me ; for my comeliness 
was turned in me into corruption, and 
I retained no strength. 

9 Yet heard I the voice of his words ; 
and when I heard the voice of his 
words, then was I in a deep sleep on 
my face, and my face toward the 
ground. 

10 11,-^d, behold, an hand touched 
me, which set me upon my knees and 
the palms of my hands. 

11 And he said unto me, O Daniel, 
a man greatly beloved, understand 
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the words that I speak imto thee, 
and stand upright: for unto thee 
am I now sent. And when he had 
spoken this word rmto me, I stood 
trembling. 

12 Then said he unto me. Fear not, 
Daniel: for from the first day that 
thou didst set thine heart to under- 
stand, and to chasten thyself before 
thy God, thy words were heard, and 
I am come for thy words. 

13 But the prince of the kingdom of 
Persia withstood me one and twenty 
days: but, lo, Michael, one of the 
chief princes, came to help me ; and I 
remamed there with the kings of 
Persia. 

14 Now I am come to make thee 
understand what shall befall thy 
people in the latter days : for yet the 
vision is for many days. 

15 And when he had spoken such 
words unto me, I set my face to- 
ward the ground, and I became 
dumb. 

16 And, behold, one IJke the simili- 
tude of the sons of men touched my 
lips: then I opened my mouth, and 
spake, and said unto him that 
stood before me, O my lord, by 
the vision my sorrows are turned 
upon me, and I have retained no 
strength. 

17 For how can the servant of this 
my lord talk with this my lord? for 
as for me, straightway there remained 
no strength in me, neither is there 
breath left in me. 

18 Then there came again and 
touched me one like the appearance 
of a man, and he strengthened 
me, 

19 And said, O man greatly beloved, 
fear not: peace be unto thee, be 
strong, yea, be strong. And when he 
had spoken unto me, I was strength- 
ened, and said. Let my lord speak; 
for thou hast strengthened me. 

20 Then said he, Knowest thou 
wherefore I come unto thee? and now 
will I return to fight with the prince 
of Persia; and when I am gone 
forth, lo, the prince of Grecia shall 
come. 

21 But I win shew thee that which is 
noted m the scripture of truth; and 
there is none that holdeth with me 
in these things, but Michael your 
prince. 

861 CHAPTER 11 

ALSO I in the first year of Da- 
JTx, ri-us the Mede, even I, stood to 
confirm and to strengthen ham. 

2 And now will I shew thee the 
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truth. Behold* there shall stand up 
yet three kings in Persia; and the 
fourth shall be far richer than they 
all: and by his strength through his 
riches he shall stir up all against the 
realm of Grecia. 

3 And a mighty king shall stand up* 
that shall rule with great dominion* 
and do according to his will. 

4 And when he shall stand up* his 
kingdom shall be broken, and shall 
be divided toward the four winds of 
heaven; and not to his posterity, nor 
according to his dominion which he 
ruled: for his kingdom shall be 
plucked up* even for others beside 
those. 

5 II And the king of the south shall 
be strong, and one of his princes; 
and he shall be strong above him* 
and have dominion; his dominion 
shall be a great dominion. 

6 And in the end of years they shall 
join themselves together; for the 
king’s daughter of the south shall 
come to die king of the north to make 
an agreement: but she shall not re- 
tain the power of the arm; neither 
shall he stand* nor his arm: but she 
shall be given up, and they that 
brought her* and he that begat her* 
and he that strengthened her in these 
times. 

7 But out of a branch of her roots 
shall one stand up in his estate, which 
shall come with an army* and shall 
enter into the fortress of the king of 
the north* and shall deal against 
them* and shall prevail: 

8 And shall also carry captives into 
Eg 3 rpt their gods, with their princes, 
and "with their precious vessels of 
silver and of gold ; and he shall con- 
tinue more years than the king of the 
north 

9 So the king of the south shall come 
into his kingdom, and shah rettun 
into his own land. 

10 But his sons shah be stirred up, 
and shah assemble a multitude of 
great forces : and one shah certainly 
come, and overflow, and pass 
through: then shah he return, and 
be stirred up* even to his fortress. 

11 And the king of the south shah be 
moved with choler, and shah come 
forth and fight with him, even with 
the king of the north : and he shah set 
forth a great multitude ; but the multi- 
tude shah be given into his hand. 

12 And when he hath taken away the 
multitude, his heart shah be hfted 
up ; and he shah cast down many ten 
thousands: but he shah not be 
strengthened by it. 
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13 For the king of the north shall re- 
turn, and shall set forth a multitude 
greater than the former, and shall cer- 
tainly come after certain years with a 
great army and with much riches. 

14 And in those times there shah 
many stand up against the Idng of the 
south : also the robbers of thy people 
shah exalt themselves to establish 
the vision; but they shah fall. 

15 So the king of the north shah 
come* and cast up a mount, and take 
the most fenced cities: and the 
arms of the south shall not with- 
stand, neither his chosen people, 
neither shall there be any strength 
to withstand. 

16 But he that cometh against him 
shah do according to his own will* and 
none shah stand before him: and 
he shah stand in the glorious land, 
which by his hand shah be consumed. 

17 He shah also set his face to enter 
with the strength of his whole king- 
dom* and upright ones with him; 
thus shah he do : and he shall give 
him the daughter of women* cor- 
rupting her: but she shah not stand 
on his side, neither be for him. 

18 After this shah he turn his face 
unto the isles, and shah take many: 
but a prince for his own behalf sh^ 
cause the reproach offered by him 
to cease ; without his own reproach he 
shah cause it to turn upon him. 

19 Then he shah turn his face toward 
the fort of his own land : but he shah 
stumble and fah, and not be found. 

20 Then shah stand up in his estate 
a raiser of taxes in the glory of the 
kingdom: but within few dasrs he 
shah be destroyed, neither in anger, 
nor in battle. 

21 And in his estate shall stand up 
a vile person, to whom they shall not 
give the honour of the kingdom: but 
he shah come in peaceably, and 
obtain the kingdom by flatteries. 

22 And with the arms of a flood 
shah they be overflown from before 
him, and shah be broken ; yea* also 
the prince of the covenant. 

23 And after the league made with 
him he shah work deceitfuhy : for he 
shah come up, and shah become 
strong with a smah people. 

24 He shah enter peaceably even 
upon the fattest places of the pro- 
vince ; and he shah do that which his 
fathers have not done, nor his fathers’ 
fathers; he shah scatter among them 
the prey, and spoh, and riches ; yea, 
and he shah forecast his devices 
against the strong holds, even for a 
time. 
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25 And he shall stir up his power 
and his courage against the king of 
the south with a great army; and the 
king of the south shall be stirred up 
to battle with a very great and mighty 
army ; but he shall not stand : for they 
shall forecast devices against him. 

26 Yea, they that feed of the portion 
of his meat shall destroy him, and his 
army shall overflow; and many shall 
fall down slain. 

27 And both these kings* hearts 
shall be to do mischief, and they shall 
speak lies at one table ; but it shall 
not prosper ; for yet the end shall be 
at the time appointed. 

28 Then shall he return into his land 
with great riches ; and his heart shall 
be against the holy covenant; and he 
shall do exPloitSi and return to his 
own land. 

29 At the time appointed he shall 
return, and come toward the south; 
but it shall not be as the former, or 
as the latter. 

30 ^ For the ships of Chit'lim shall 
come against liim: therefore he shall 
be grieved, and return, and have in- 
dignation against the holy covenant: 
so shall he do ; he shall even return, 
and have intelligence with them that 
forsake the holy covenant. 

31 And arms shall stand on his part, 
and they shall pollute the sanctuary 
of strength, and shall take away the 
daily sacrifice, and they shall place 
the abomination that maketh deso- 
late. 

32 And such as do wickedly against 
the covenant shall he corrupt by 
flatteries; but the people that do 
know their God shall be strong, and 
do exploits, 

33 And they that understand among 
the people shall instruct many; yet 
they shall fall by the sword, and by 
flame, by captivity, and by spoil, 
many days. 

34 Now when they shall fall, they 
shall be holpen with a little help : but 
many shall cleave to them with 
flatteries. 

35 And some of them of understand- 
ing shall fall, to try them, and to 
purge, and to make them white, even 
to the time of the end ; because it is 
yet for a time appointed. 

36 And^the king shall do according 
to his wiH; and he shall exalt him- 
self, and magnify himself above every 
god, and shall speak marvellous 
things against the God of gods, and 
shall prosper till the indignation be 
accomphshed : for that that is deter- 
nuned shall be done. 


37 Neither shall he regard the God 
of his fathers, nor the desire of 
women, nor regard any god : for he 
shall magnify himself above all. 

38 But in his estate shall he 
honour the God of forces ; and a god 
whom his fathers knew not shall he 
honour with gold, and silver, and 
with precious stones, and pleasant 
things. 

39 Thus shall he do in the most 
strong holds with a strange god, whom 
he shall acknowledge and increase 
with glory: and he shall cause them 
to rule over many, and shall divide 
the land for gain.

863 CHAPTER 1 | 

T he word of the Lord tliat came 
unto H6-se'a, the son of Bdbr-i, 
in the days of tJz-zi-ah, j6-tham, 
Ahaz, and Hez-e-ki-ah, kings of 
Judah, and in the days of Jer-d-bo-am 
the son of J6-2,sh, king of Israel. 

2 The beginning of the word of the 
Lord by Ho-se-a. And the Lord 
said to H6-se-d, Go, take unto thee a 
wife of whoredoms and children of 
whoredoms ; for the land hath com- 
mitted great whoredom, departing 
from the Lord. 

3 So he went and took Go-mer the 
daughter of Dib-la-lm; which con- 
ceived, and bare him a son. 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Call 
his name Jez-rebl; for yet a little 
while, and I will avenge the blood of 
Jez-reel upon the house of Jehu, and 
will cause to cease the kingdom of 
the house of Israel. 

5 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, that 1 will break the bow of Israel 
in the valley of Jez-rdel. 

6 1[ And she conceived again, and 
bare a daughter. And God said unto 
him. Call her name Ld-rfi-ha-mah ; 
for I will no more have mercy upon 
the house of Israel ; but I will utterly 
take them away. 

7 But I will have mercy upon the 
house of Judah, and will save them by 
the Lord their God, and will not save 


them by bow, nor by sword, nor by 
battle, by horses, nor by horsemen. 

8 H Now when she had weaned L6- 
ru-ha%ah, she conceived, and bare 
a son. 

9 Then said God, Call his name 
L6-am-mi: for ye are not my people, 
and I will not be your God, 

10 H Yet the number of the children 
of Israel shall be as the sand of the 
sea, which cannot be measured nor 
numbered; and it shall come to pass, 
that in the place where it was said 
tmto them. Ye are not my people, 
there it shall be said unto them. Ye 
are the sons of the living God. 

11 Then shall the children of Judah 
and the children of Israel be galhered 
together, and appoint themselves one 
head, and they shall come up out of 
the land; for great shall be the day 
of Jez-rdel. 

864 CHAPTER 2 

S AY ye tmto your brethren, Am-mi ; 

and to your sisters, Ru-ha-mah. 
2 Plead with your mother, plead: 
for she is not my wife, neither am I 
her husband: let her therefore put 
away her whoredoms out of her smt, 
and her adulteries from between her 
breasts * 

3 Lest i strip her naked, and set her 
as in the day that ^e was bom, and 
make her as a wilderness, and set 
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her like a dry land, and slay her with 
thirst. 

4 And I win not have mercy upon 
her children; for they be the children 
of whoredoms. 

5 For their mother hath played the 
harlot: she that conceived them hath 
done shamefully: for she said, I will 
go after my lovers, that give me my 
bread and my water, my wool and my 
hax, mine oH and my drink. 

6 K Therefore, behold, I will hedge 
up thy way with thorns, and make 
a wall, that she shall not find her 
paths. 

7 And she shall follow after her 
lovers, but she shall not overtake 
them; and she shall seek them, but 
shall not find them: then shall she 
say, I will go and return to my first 
husband ; for then was it better with 
me than now. 

8 For she did not know that I gave 
her com, and wine, and oil, and 
mxjltiplied her silver and gold, which 
they prepared for Ba'al. 

9 Therefore will I return, and take 
away my com in the time thereof, and 
my wine in the season thereof, and 
wiU recover my wool and my flax 
given to cover her nakedness. 

10 And now will I discover her lewd- 
ness in the sight of her lovers, and 
none shall deliver her out of mine 
hand. 

Ill will also cause all her mirth to 
cease, her feast days, her new moons, 
and her sabbaths, and aU her solemn 
feasts. 

12 And I will destroy her vines and 
her fig trees, whereof she hath said. 
These are my rewards that my lovers 
have given me : and 1 will make them 
a forest, and the beasts of the field 
shall eat them. 

13 And I will visit upon her the days 
of Ba-a-lim, wherein she burned in- 
cense to them, and she decked her- 
self with her earrings and her jewels, 
and she went after her lovers, and 
forgat me, saith the Lord. 

14 H Therefore, behold, I will allure 
her, and bring her into the wilder- 
ness, and speak comfortably unto 
her. 

15 And I will give her her vineyards 
from thence, and the valley of A-chor 
for a door of hope : and she shall sing 
there, as in the days of her youth, and 
as in the day when she came up out 


of the Imd of Eprpt. 

16 And it shall be at that day, saith 
the Lord, that thou shalt call me 
£sh-i; and shalt caU me no more 
Ba^-H. 


The idolatry of the People 

17 For I will take away the names 
of Ba-a-lim out of her mouth, and they 
shall no more be remembered by &eir 
name. 

18 And in that day will I make a 
covenant for them with the beasts of 
the field, and with the fowls of 
heaven, and with the creeping things 
of the ground : and I wiU break the 
bow and the sword and the battle out 
of the earth, and will make them to lie 
down safely. 

19 And I will betroth thee unto me 
for ever ; yea, I will betroth thee unto 
me in righteousness, and in judgment, 
and in lovingkindness, and in mercies. 

20 I wiU even betroth thee unto me 
in faithfulness: and thou shalt know 
the Lord. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, I will hear, saith the Lord, I 
will hear the heavens, and they shall 
hear the earth; 

22 And the earth shall hear the com, 
and the wine, and the oil; and they 
shall hear Jez-rdel. 

23 And I vnll sow her unto me in the 
earth ; and I will have mercy upon her 
that had not obtained mercy; and I 
will say to them which were not my 
people. Thou art my people ; and they 
shaU say. Thou art my God. 

865 CHAPTER 3 

T hen said the Lord unto me. Go 
yet, love a woman beloved of her 
friend, yet an adulteress, according 
to the love of the Lord toward the 
children of Israel, who look to other 
gods, and love flagons of wine. 

2 So 1 bought her to me for fifteen 
pieces of silver, and for an hd-mer of 
barley, and an half ho-mdr of barley; 
3 And 1 said unto her, Thou shalt 
abide for me many days ; thou shalt 
not play the harlot, and thou shalt not 
be for another man: so will I also he 
for thee. 

4 For the children of Israel shall 
abide many days without a king, and 
without a prince, and without a sacri- 
fice, and without an image, and with- 
out an e-phod, and without ter-a- 
phim: 

5 Afterward shall the children of 
Israel return, and seek the Lord 
their God, and David their king; and 
shall fear the Lord and his goodness 
in the latter days. 

866 CHAPTER 4 

H ear the word of the Lord, ye 
children of Israel ; for the Lord 
hath a controversy with the inhabit- 
ants of the land, because there is no 
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tnath, nor mercy, nor knowledge of 
God in the land. 

2 By swearing, and Img, and killing, 
and stealing, and committing adul> 
tery, they break out, and blood 
toucheth blood. 

3 Therefore shall the land mourn, 
and every one that dwelleth therein 
shall languish, with the beasts of the 
field, and with the fowls of heaven; 
yea, the fishes of the sea also shall be 
taken away. 

4 Yet let no man stnve, nor reprove 
another : for thy people are as they 
that strive with the priest. 

5 Therefore shalt thou fall in the 
day, and the prophet also shall fall 
with thee in the night, and I will 
destroy thy mother. 

6 If My people are destroyed for 
lack of knowledge : because thou hast 
rejected knowledge, I will also reject 
thee, that thou shalt be no priest to 
me: seeing thou hast forgotten the 
law of thy God, I will also forget thy 
children. 

7 As they were increased, so they 
sinned against me: therefore will I 
change their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of my people, 
and they set their heart on their 
iniquity. 

9 And there shall be, like people, 
like priest: and I will punish them 
for their ways, and reward them their 
doings. 

10 For they shall eat, and not have 
enough: they shall commit whore- 
dom, and shall not increase: because 
tiiey have left off to take heed to the 
Lord. 

11 Whoredom and wine and new 
wine take away the heart. 

12 H My people ask coimsel at their 
stocks, and their staff declareth unto 
them: for the spirit oi whoredoms 
hath caused them to err, and they 
have gone a whoring from under 
their God. 

13 They sacrifice urpon the tops of 
the mountains, and bum incense 
upon the hills, tmder oaks and pop- 
lars and ehns, because the shadow 
thereof is good : therefore your 
daughters shall commit whoredom, 
and your spouses shall commit 
adultery. 

14 1 will not punish your daughters 
when they commit whoredom, nor 
your spouses when they commit adul- 
tery: for themselves are separated 
with whores, and they sacrifice with 
harlots: therefore the people that 
doth not understand shall fall. 

15 f Though thou, Israel, play the 
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harlot, yet let not Judah offend; and 
come not ye unto Gfi-gal, neither go 
ye UP to Beth-a-ven, nor swear, The 
Lord liveth. 

16 For Israel sHdeth back as aback- 
sliding heifer : now the Lord will feed 
then^as a lamb in a large place. 

17 E-phra-im is joined to idols: let 
him alone. 

18 Their drink is sour: they have 
committed whoredom continuafly: her 
rulers with shame do love. Give ye. 

19 The wind hath boimd her up in 
her wings, and they shall be ashamed 
because of their sacrifices. 

867 CHAPTER 5 

H ear ye this, O priests; and 
hearken, ye house of Israel ; and 
give ye ear, O house of the king; for 
judgment is toward you, because ye 
have been a snare on Mizpah, and 
a net spread upon Ta-bor. 

2 And the revolters are profound to 
make slaughter, though I have been 
a rebuker of them all. 

3 I know ©-phra-im, and Israel is 
not hid from me : for now, 0 S-phra- 
im, thou committest whoredom, and 
Israel is defiled. 

4 They will not frame their doings to 
turn unto their God: for the spirit of 
whoredoms is in the midst of them, 
and they have not known the Lord. 
5 And the pride of Israel doth testify 
to his face : therefore shall Israel and 
E-phra-im fall in their iniquity ; Judah 
also shall fall with them. 

6 They shall go with their flocks and 
with their herds to seek the Lord, 
but they shall not find him; he hath 
withdrawn himself from them. 

7 They have dealt treacherously 
against the Lord : for they have be- 
gotten strange children ; now shall a 
month devour them with their por- 
tions. 

8 Blow ye the comet in Gib-e-2h, 
and the trumpet in Ra-mah : cry aloud 
at Beth-a-vSn, after thee, O Ben- 
jamin. 

9 E-phra-im shall be desolate in the 
day of rebuke: among the tribes of 
Israel have I made known that which 
shall surely be. 

10 The princes of Judah were like 
them that remove the bound : there- 
fore I will pour out my wrath upon 
them like water. 

11 E-phra-im is oppressed and bro- 
ken in judgment, because he willingly 
walked after the commandment. ^ 
12 Therefore will I be tmto E-phra- 
im as a moth, and to the house of 
Judah as rottenness. 
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13 When fi-phr^-im saw his sick- 
ness, and Judah saw his wound, then 
went E-phrli-im to the Assyrian, and 
sent to king Jar-eb : yet could he not 
heal you, nor cure you of your wound. 

14 For I will be unto E-phra-im as a 
Hon, and as a young Hon to the house 
of Judah; I, even I, will tear and go 
away; I wHl take away, and none 
shall rescue him. 

15 H I win go and return to my place, 
till they acknowledge their offence, 
and seek my face : in their affliction 
they will seek me early. 

868 CHAPTER 6 
I^OME, and let us return unto the 

Lord ; for he hath tom, and he 
will heal us; he hath smitten, and 
he will bind us up. 

2 After two days wHl he revive us : 
in the third day he will raise us up, 
and we shall Hve in his sight. 

3 Then shall we know, if we follow 
on to know the Lord : his going forth 
is prepared as the morning ; and he 
sh^ come unto us as the rain, as the 
latter and former rain imto the earth. 

4 II O E-phra-im, what shall I do 
imto thee? O Judah, what shall I do 
unto thee? for your goodness is as a 
morning cloud, and as the early dew 
it goeth away. 

5 Therefore have I hewed them by 
the prophets ; 1 have slain them by 
the words of my mouth; and thy 
judgments are as the Hght that goeth 
forlh. 

6 For I desired mercy, and not 
sacrifice ; and the knowledge of God 
more than burnt offerings. 

7 But they like men have trans- 
gressed the covenant ; there have they 
dealt treacherously against me. 

8 Gilead is a city of them that 
work iniquity, and is polluted with 
blood. 

9 And as troops of robbers wait for a 
man, so the company of priests mur- 
der in the way by consent; for they 
commit lewdness. 

10 I have seen an horrible thing in 
the house of Israel; there is the 
whoredom of E-phra-im, Israel is 
defiled. 

11 Also, O Judah, he hath set an 
harvest for thee, when I returned 
the captivity of my people. 

869 CHAPTER 7 

I would have healed 
YY ^Israel, then the iniquity of 
E-phra-im was discovered, and the 
wickedness of Sa-mar-i-&; for they 
commit falsehood; and the thief 


cometh in, and the troop of robbers 
spoileth without. 

2 And they consider not in their 
hearts that I remember all their 
wickedness; now their own doings 
have beset them about; they are 
before my face. 

3 They make the king glad with their 
wickedness, and the princes with 
their Hes. 

4 They are all adulterers, as an oven 
heated by the baker, who ceaseth 
from raising after he hath kneaded 
the dough, until it be leavened. 

5 In the day of our king the princes 
have made him sick with bottles of 
wine ; he stretched out his hand with 
scomers. 

6 For they have made ready their 
heart like an oven, whiles they lie in 
wait; their baker sleepeth all the 
night: in the morning it bumeth as a 
fiaming fire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, and 
have devoured their judges ; all their 
kings are fallen: there is none among 
them that calleth unto me. 

8 Eiphra-im, he hath mixed himself 
among the people; E-phra-im is a 
cake not turned. 

9 Strangers have devoured his 
strength, and he knoweth it not ; yea, 
gray hairs are here and there upon 
him, yet he knoweth not. 

10 And the pride of Israel testifieth 
to his face ; and they do not return to 
the Lord their God, nor seek him for 
all this. 

11 H E-phra-im also is like a silly 
dove without heart: they call to 
Egypt, they go to Assyria. 

12 When they shall go, I will spread 
my net upon them; I will bring them 
down as the fowls of the heaven; I 
will chastise them, as their congre- 
gation hath heard. 

13 Woe imto them ! for they have 
fled from me : destruction unto them! 
because they have transgressed 
against me ; though I have redeemed 
them, yet they have spoken Hes 
against me. 

14 And they have not cried tmto me 
with their heart, when they howled 
upon their beds ; they assemble them- 
selves for com and wine, and they 
rebel against me. 

15 Though I have bound and 
strengthened their arms, yet do they 
imag ine mischief against me. 

16 They return, but not to the most 
High: they are like a deceitful bow: 
their princes shall fall by the sword 
for the rage of their tongue ; this shcdl 
be their derision in the land of Egypt. 
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870 CHAPTER 8 

OET the trumpet to thy mouth. He 
O shall come as an eagle against 
the house of the Lord, because they 
have transgressed my covenant, and 
trespassed against my law. 

2 Israel shall cry unto me. My God, 
we know thee. 

3 Israel hath cast off the thing that 
is good; the enemy shall pursue 
him. 

4 They have set up kings, but not by 
me; they have made princes, and I 
knew it not ; of their silver and their 
gold have they made them idols, that 
they may be cut off. 

5 if Thy calf, O Sa-mar'i-a, hath cast 
thee off ; mine anger is kindled against 
them; how long will it be ere they 
attain to innocency? 

6 For from Israel was it also; the 
workman made it ; therefore it is not 
God ; but the calf of Sa-mar-i-a shall 
be broken in pieces. 

7 For they have sown the wind, and 
they shall reap the whirlwind ; it hath 
no stalk ; the bud shall yield no meal ; 
if so be it 3 deld, the strangers shall 
swsdlow it up. 

8 Israel is swallowed up ; now shall 
they be among the Gentiles as a 
vessel wherein is no pleasure. 

9 For they are gone up to Assyria^ a 
wild ass alone by himself; E-phra-im 
hath hired lovers. 

10 Yea, though they have hired 
among the nations, now will I gather 
them, and they shall sorrow a little 
for the burden of the king of princes. 

11 Because Riphra-im hath made 
many altars to sin, altars shall be unto 
him to sin. 

12 I have written to him the great 
things of my law, but they were 
counted as a strange thing. 

13 They sacrifice flesh for the sacri- 
fices of mine offerings, and eat it; but 
the Lord accepteth them not; now 
will he remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins; they shall return to 
Egypt. 

14 For Israel hath forgotten his 
Maker, and buildeth temples; and 
Judah hath multiplied fenced cities ; 
but I will send a fire upon his cities, 
and it shall devour the palaces thereof. 

871 CHAPTER 9 

R ejoice not, O Israel, for joy, as 
other people ; for thou hast gone 
a whoring from thy God, thou hast 
loved a reward upon every cornfloor. 
2 The floor and the winepress shall 
not feed them, and the new wine shall 
fail in her. 
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3 They shall not dwell in the Lord’s 
land ; but E-phra-im shall return to 
Egypt, and they shall eat unclean 
things in Assyria. 

4 They shall not offer wine offerings 
to the Lord, neither shall they be 
pleasing unto him: their sacrifices 
shall be unto them as the bread of 
mourners ; all that eat thereof shall be 
polluted ; for their bread for their soul 
shall not come into the house of the 
Lord. 

5 What will ye do in the solemn day, 
and in the day of the feast of the 
Lord? 

6 For, lo, they are gone because of 
destruction; Egypt shall gather them 
up, Mem-pMs shall bury them: ^e 
pleasant ib/aces for their silver, nettles 
shall possess them: thorns shall be 
in their tabernacles. 

7 The days of visitation are come, 
the days of recompence are come: 
Israel shall know it: the prophet is a 
fool, the spiritual man is mad, for &e 
multitude of thine iniquity, and the 
great hatred. 

8 The watchman of £-phra-im was 
with my God: but the prophet is a 
snare of a fowler in all his ways, and 
hatred in the house of his God. 

9 They have deeply corrupted them- 
selves, as in the days of Gib-S-^: 
therefore he .will remember their 
iniquity, he will visit their sins. 

10 I found Israel like grapes in the 
wilderness ; I saw your fathers as the 
firstripe in the fig tree at her first 
time : but they went to Ba-al-pe^r, 
and separated themselves unto that 
shame; and their abominations were 
according as they loved. 

1 1 As for E-phra-im, their glory shall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the 
conception. 

12 Though they bring up their chil- 
dren, yet will I bereave them, that 
there shall not be a man left: 3 rea, 
woe also to them when I depart from 
them! 

13 E-phra-im, as I saw T^riis, is 
planted in a pleasant place: but 
fiiphra-im shall bring forth his chil- 
dren to the murderer. 

14 Give them, O Lord : what wilt 
thou give ? give them a miscarrying 
womb and dry breasts. 

15 All their wickedness is in Gil%al : 

for there I hated them: for the 
wickedness of their doings I will drive 
them out of nodne house, I will love 
them no more ; aU their princes ante 
revolters. ^ , 

16 E^phra-im is smitten, their root is 
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dried up, they shall bear no fruit : yea, 1 
though they bring forth, yet wm I 
slay even me beloved frmt of their 
womb. 

17 My God will cast them away, 
because they did not hearken unto 
him: and they snail be wanderers 
among the nations. 

872 CHAPTER 10 

TSRAEL is an empty vine, he bring- 
X eth forth fruit unto himself: ac- 
cording to the multitude of his fruit he 
hath increased the altars ; according 
to the goodness of his land they have 
made goodly images. , 

2 Their heart is divided; now shall 
they be found faulty : he shall break 
down their altars, he shall spoil their 
images. 

3 For now they shall say. We have 
no king, because we feared not the 
Lord; what then should a kmg do 
to us? 

4 They have spoken words, swearing 
falsely in making a covenant: thus 
judgment springeth up as hemlock 
in the furrows of the field. 

5 The inhabitants of Sa-marii-a shall 
fear because of the calves of Beth- 
a-vSn: for the people thereof shall 
mourn over it, and the priests thereof 
that rejoiced on it, for the glory there- 
of, because it is departed from it. 

6 It shall be also carried imto As- 
syria for a present to king Jar-eb: 
E^phra-im shall receive shame, and 
Israel shall be ashamed of his own 
counsel. 

7 As for Sa-mar-i-a, her king is cut 
off as the foam upon the water. 

8 The high places also of A-ven, the 
sin of Israel, shall be destroyed : the 
thorn and the thistle shall come up on 
their altars ; and they shall say to the 
mountains. Cover us ; and to the hills. 
Fall on us. 

9 O Israel, thou hast sinned from 
the days of Gib-e-ah; there they 
stood: the battle in Gib-e-ah against 
the children of iniquity did not over- 
take them. 

10 It is in my desire that 1 should 
chastise them; and the people shall 
be gathered against them, when they 
shall bind themselves in their two 
furrows. 

11 And E-phra-im is as an heifer that 
is taught, and loveth to tread out the 
com; but I passed over upon her 
fair neck: I will make E-phra-im to 
ridej Judah shall plow, and Jacob 
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fallow ground : for it is time to seek 
the Lord, till he come and rain 
righteousness upon you. 

13 Ye have plowed wickedness, ye 
have reaped iniquity; ye have eaten 
the fruit of lies : because thou didst 
trust in thy way, in the multitude of 
Ihy mighty men.

15 So shall Beth-el do unto you be- 
cause of your great wickedness: in 
a morning shall the king of Israel 
utterly be cut off. 
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shall bre:^ his clods. 

12 Sow to yourselves in righteous-

9 Thine hand shall be lifted up upon 
thine adversaries, and all thine 
enemies shall be cut ofl. 

10 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord, that I will 
cut off thy horses out of the midst 
of thee, and I will destroy thy 
chariots: 

11 And I will cut off the cities of thy 
land, and throw down all thy strong 
holds : 

12 And I will cut off witchcrafts out 
of thine hand; and thou shalt have 
no more soothsayers: 

13 Thy graven images also will I 
cut off, and thy standing images out 
of the midst of thee ; and thou shalt 
no more worship the work of thine 
hands. 

14 And I will pluck up thy groves 
out of the midst of thee: so will I 
destroy thy cities. 

15 And I will execute vengeance in 
anger and fury upon the heathen, 
such as they have not heard. 

899 CHAPTER 6 

H ear ye now what the Lord saith ;

7 Will the Lord be pleased with 
thousands of rams, or with ten thou- 
sands of rivers of oil? shall I give my 
firstborn for my transgression, the 
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fruit of my body for the sin of my 
soul? 

8 He hath shewed thee, O man, what 

is good; and what doth the Lord 
require of thee, but to do justly, and 
to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God? ^ 

9 The Lord’s voice crieth unto the 
city, and the man of wisdom shall see 
thy name : hear ye the rod, and who 
hath appointed it. 

10 If Are there yet the treasures of 
wickedness in the house of the 
wicked, and the scant measure that 
is abominable? 

11 Shall I count them pure with the 
wicked balances, and with the bag of 
deceitful weights? 

12 For the rich men thereof are 
full of violence, and the inhabit- 
ants thereof have spoken lies, and 
their tongue is deceitful in their 
mouth. 

13 Therefore also will I make thee 
sick in smiting thee, in making thee 
desolate because of thy sins. 

14 Thou shalt eat, but not be satis- 
fied; and thy casting down shall be 
in the midst of thee; and thou shalt 
take hold, but shalt not deliver; and 
that which thou deliverest will I give 
up to the sword. 

15 Thou shalt sow, but thou shalt not 
reap ; thou shalt tread the olives, but 
thou shalt not anoint thee with oil; 
and sweet wine, but shalt not drink 
wine. 

16 If For the statutes of Omri are 
kept, and all the works of the house 
of Ahab, and ye walk in their coun- 
sels; that 1 should make thee a 
desolation, and the inhabitants 
thereof an hissing : therefore ye shall 
bear the reproach of my people. 

900 CHAPTER 7 

TJItTOE is me! for I am as when 
Vy they have gathered the summer 
fiyits, as the grapegleanings of the 
vintage: there is no cluster to eat:

7 Therefore I will look unto the 
Lord ; I will wait for the God of my 
salvation : my God will hear me. 

8 H Rejoice not against me, O mine 
enemy: when I fall, I shall arise; 
when 1 sit in darkness, the Lord 
shall be a light unto me. 

9 I will bear the indignation of the 
Lord, because I have sinned against 
him, until he plead my cause, and 
execute judgment for me: he will 
bring me forth to the light, and 1 
shall behold his righteousness. 

10 Then she that is mine enemy 
shall see iU and shame shall cover 
her which said unto me. Where is 
the Lord thy God? mine eyes 
shall behold her: now shall she 
be trodden down as the mire of the 
streets

12 In that day also he shall come

I 17 They shall lick the dust like a 
serpent, they shall move out of their 
holes like worms of the earth : they 
shall be afraid of the Lord our God, 

, and shall fear because of thee. 

I 18 Who is a God like tmto thee, that 
Ipardoneth iniquity, and passeth by 
the transgression of the remnant of 
his heritage? he retaineth not his 
anger for ever, because he delighteth 
in mercy. 

i 19 He win turn again, he will have 
I compassion upon us ; he will subdue 
; our iniquities; and thou wilt cast all 
their sins into the depths of the 
sea. 

! 20 Thou wilt perform the truth to 
Jacob, and the mercy to Abraham, 
which thou hast sworn unto our 
fathers from the days of old.

npHE burden of Ninie-veh. The 

1 book of the vision of Nahum the 
El-ko -shite. 

2 God is jealous, and the Lord re- 
vengeth; the Lord revengeth, and 
is furious; the Lord will take ven- 
geance on his adversaries, and he 
reserveth wrath for his enemies. 

3 The Lord is slow to anger, and 
great in power, and will not at all 
acquit the wicked: the Lord hath his 
way in the whirlwind and in the storm, 
and the clouds are the dust of his feet. 

4 He rebuketh the sea, and maketh 
it dry, and drieth up aU the rivers; 
Baishanlanguisheth, and Carmel, and 
the flower of Leb-a-non languisheth. 

5 The mountains quake at him, and 
the hills melt, and the earth is burned 


at his presence, yea* the world, and 
all that dwell therein. 

6 Who can stand before his indigna- 
tion? and who can abide in the 
fierceness of his anger? his fury is 
poured out like fire, and the rocks 
are thrown down by him. 

7 The Lord is good, a strong hold 
in the day of trouble ; and he know- 
eth them that trust in him. 

8 But with an overrunning flood he 
will make an utter end of the place 
thereof, and darkness shall pursue 
his enemies. 

9 What do ye imagine against the 
Lord? he will make an utter end: 
aflaiction shall not rise up the second 
time. 

10 For while they he folden together 
as thorns, and while they are drunken 
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as drunkards, they shall be devoured 
as stubble fully dry. 

11 There is one come out of thee, 
that imagineth evil against the Lord, 
a wicked counsellor. 

12 Thus saith the Lord; Though 
they be quiet, and likewise many, yet 
thus shall they be cut down, when he 
shall pass through. Though I have 
afflicted thee, I will afflict thee no 
more.

10 She is empty, and void, and 
waste : and the heart melteth, and the 
knees smite together, and much pain 
is in all loins, and the faces of them 
all gather blackness. 

11 Where is the dwelling of the 
lions, and the feedingplace of the 
young lions, where the lion, even 
the old lion, walked, and the 
lion’s whelp, and none made them 
afraid? 

12 The lion did tear in pieces 
enough for his whelps, and strangled 
for his lionesses, and filled his holes 
with prey, and his dens with ravin. 

13 Behold, I am against thee, saitii 
the Lord of hosts, and I will bum her 
chariots in the smoke, and the sword 
shall devour thy young lions : and I 
will cut off thy prey from the earth, 
and the voice of thy messengers shall 
no more be heard.

15 And was there until the death of 
Herod : that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken of the Lord by the pro- 
phet, saying. Out of Egypt have I 
called my son. 

Id H Then Herod, when he saw that 
he was mocked of the wise men, was 
exceeding wroth, and sent forth, and 
slew all the children that were in 
Bethlehem, and in all the coasts 
thereof, from two years old and under, 
accordmg to the time which ho had 
diligently inquired of the wise men. 

17 Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying, 

18 In Ha-ma was there a voice heard, 
lamentation, and weeping, and great 
mourning, Rachel weeping for her 
children, and would not be com- 
forted, because they are not. 

19 H But when Herod was dead, be- 
hold, an angel of the Lord appeareth 
in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, 
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20 Saying, Arise, and take the young 
child and his mother, and go into the 
land of Israel: for they are dead 
which sought the young child’s life 

21 And he arose, and took the young 
child and his mother, and came into 
the land of Israel. 

22 But when he heard that Xr-che- 
la'us did reign in Judaea in the room 
of his father Herod, he was afraid to 
go thither: notwithstanding, being 
warned of God in a dream, he turned 
aside into the parts of Galilee : 

23 And he came and dwelt in a city 
called Nazareth: that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophets. He shall be called a 
Nazarene. 

932 CHAPTER 3 

F r those days came John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wilder- 
ness of Judsea, 

2 And saying. Repent ye; for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

3 For this is he that was spoken of 
by the prophet E-sm-as, saying. The 
voice of one crsring in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make his paths straight. 

4 And the same John had his 
raiment of camel’s hair, and a leath- 
ern girdle about his loins; and his 
meat was locusts and wild honey, 

5 Then went out to him Jerusalem, 
and all Judsea, and ah the region 
roxmd about Jordan, 

6 And were baptized of him in 
Jordan, confessing their sins. 

7 t But when he saw many of the 
Pharisees and Sad-du-cebs come to 
his baptism, he said unto them, O 
generation of vipers, who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to come? 
8 Bring forth therefore fruits meet 
for repentance : 

9 And think not to say within your- 
selves, Wo have Abraham to our 
father: for I say unto you, that God 
is able of these stones to raise up 
children unto Abraham. 

10 And now also the axe is laid unto 
the root of the trees: therefore 
every tree which bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire. 

11 I indeed baptize you with water 
unto repentance : but he that cometh 
after me is mightier than I, whose 
shoes I am not worthy to bear: he 
shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost, and with fire: 

12 Whose fan is in his hand, and he 
will throughly purge his floor, and 
gather his wheat into the gamer; but 
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he will bum up the chaff with un- 
quenchable hre. 

13 ^ Then cometh Jesus from 
Galilee to Jordan unto John, to be 
baptized of him. 

14 But John forbad him, saying, I 
have need to be baptized of thee, 
and comest thou to me? 

15 And Jesus answering said unto 
him. Suffer it to be so now : for thus 
it becometh us to fulfil all righteous- 
ness. Then he suffered him. 

16 And Jesus, when he was bap- 
tized, went up straightway out of the 
water: and, lo, the heavens were 
opened unto him, and he saw the 
Spirit of God descending like a dove, 
and lighting upon him: 

17 And lo a voice from heaven, 
saying. This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased. 

933 CHAPTER 4 

T hen was Jesus led up of the 
Spirit into the wilderness to be 
tempted of the devil. 

2 And when he had fasted forty 
days and forty nights, he was after- 
ward an hungred. 

3 And when the tempter came to 
him, he said. If thou be the Son of 
God, command that these stones be 
made bread. 

4 But he answered and said. It is 
written, Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God. 

5 Then the devil taketh him up into 
the holy city, and setteth him on a 
pinnacle of the temple, 

6 And saith tmto him. If thou be the 
Son of God, cast thyself down: for it 
is written. He shall give his angels 
charge concerning thee: and in their 
hands they shall bear thee up, lest 
at any time thou dash thy foot 
against a stone. 

7 Jesus said unto him, It is written 
again. Thou shaft not tempt the 
Lord thy God. 

8 Again, the devil taketh him up into 
an exceeding high motmtain, and 
sheweth him aU the kingdoms of the 
world, and the glory of them; 

9 And saith unto him; All these 
things win I give thee, if thou wilt 
fall down and worship me. 

10 Then saith Jesus unto him. Get 
thee hence, Satan: for it is written, 
Thou Shalt worship the Lord thy 
God, and him only shalt thou 
serve. 

11 Then the devil leaveth him, and, 
behold, angels came and ministered 
unto him. 


12 T Now when Jesus had heard 
that John was cast into prison, he 
departed into Galilee; 

13 And leaving Nazareth, he came 
and dwelt in Ca-per^na-ihn, which is 
upon the sea coast, in the borders of 
Za-bMgn and Neph%a-lim: 

14 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by E-sdl-as the prophet, 
saying, 

15 The land of Za-bMgn, and the 
land of Neph-tha-lim, by the way of 
the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of 
the Gentiles: 

16 The people which sat in dark- 
ness saw great light; and to them 
which sat in the region and shadow of 
death light is sprung up. 

17 If From that time Jesus began to 
preach, and to say, Repent: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

18 If And Jesus, walking by the sea 
of Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon 
called Peter, and Andrew his bro- 
ther, casting a net into the sea: for 
they were fishers. 

19 And he saith unto them, Follow 
me, and I will make you fishers of 
men. 

20 And they straightway left their 
nets, and followed him. 

21 And going on from thence, he 
saw other two brethren, James the 
son of Zeb-6-dee, and John his 
brother, in a ship with Zeb-6-d6e 
their father, mending their nets; and 
he called them. 

22 And they immediately left the 
ship and their father, and followed 
him. 

23 If And Jesus went about all 
Gahlee, teaching in their syna- 
gogues, and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom, and healing all manner 
of sickness and all manner of disease 
among the people. 

I 24 And his fame went throughout 
all Syria: and they brought tmto him 
all sick people that were taken with 
divers diseases and torments, and 
those which were possessed with 
devils, and those which were luna- 
tick, and those that had the palsy; 
and he healed them. 

25 And there followed him great 
multitudes of people from Galilee, 
and from De-cap^-lis, and from 
Jerusalem, and from Judaea, and 
from beyond Jordan. 

934 CHAPTER 5 

and seeing the multitudes, he 
went up into a mountain: and 
when he was set, his disciples came 
unto him: 


5 
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2 And lie opened his mouth, and 

taught them, saying, . . 

3 Blessed are the poor m spint : for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

4 Blessed are they that mourn ; for 
they shall be comforted. 

5 Blessed are the meek: for they 
shall inherit the earth. . , , , 

6 Blessed are they which do hunger 
and fliirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be fiUed. 

7 Blessed are the merciful : for they 
shall obtain mercy. 

8 Blessed are the pure in heart: 
for they shall see God. 

9 Blessed are the peacemakers : for 
they shall be called the children of 
God. 

10 Blessed are they which are per- 
secuted for righteousness’ sake: for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

11 Blessed are ye, when men shall 
revile you, and persecute you, and 
shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake. 

12 Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: 
for great is your reward in heaven: 
for so persecuted they the prophets 
which were before you. 

13 T Ye are the salt of the earth: 
but if the salt have lost his savour, 
wherewith shall it be salted? it is 
thenceforth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out, and to be trodden under 
foot of men. 

14 Ye are the light of the world. A 
city that is set on an hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, 
and put it under a bushel, but on a 
candlestick; and it giveth light unto 
all that are in the house. 

16 Let your light so shine before 
men, that they may see your good 
works, and glorifs^ your Father wMch 
is in heaven. 

17 ^ Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: I 
am not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

18 For verily I say unto you. Till 
heaven and earth pass, one jot or 
one tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law, till all be fulMed. 

19 Whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall teach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of 
heaven: but whosoever shall do and 
teach them, the same shall be called 
great in the kingdom of heaven. 

20 For I say tmto you. That except 
your nghteousness shall exceed the 
nahteousness of the scribes and 
Phansees; ye shall in no case enter 
mto the kmgdom of heaven. 

21 1 Ye have heard that it was said 
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by them of old time, Thou shalt not 
kill ; and whosoever shall kill shall be 
in danger of the judgment: 

22 But I say unto you. That whoso- 
ever is angry with his brother with- 
out a cause shall be in danger of the 
judgment: and whosoever shall say 
to his brother, Ra-ca, shaU be in 
danger of the council : but whosoever 
shall say. Thou fool, shall be in dan- 
ger of heU fire. 

23 Therefore if thou bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there rememberest 
that thy brother hath ought against 
thee; 

24 Leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way; first be recon- 
ciled to thy brother, and then come 
and offer thy gift. 

25 Agree with thine adversary 
quickly, whiles thou art in the way 
with him ; lest at any time the adver- 
sary deliver thee to the judge, and 
the judge deliver thee to the officer, 
and thou be cast into prison. 

26 Verily I say imto thee, Thou 
shalt by no means come out thence, 
till thou hast paid the uttermost 
farthing. 

27 H Y 2 have heard that it was said 
by them of old time. Thou shalt not 
commit adultery: 

28 Bui I say unto you. That whoso- 
ever looketh on a woman to lust after 
her hath committed adultery with her 
already in his heart. 

29 And if ihy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from thee : for 
it is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be cast into 
heU. 

30 And if thy right hand offend thee, 
cut it off, and cast it from thee : for it 
is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be cast into 
heU. 

31 It hath been said. Whosoever 
shall put away his wife, let him give 
her a writing of divorcement: 

32 But I say unto you. That who- 
soever shall put away his wife, saving 
for the cause of fornication, causeth 
her to commit adultery: and whoso- 
ever shall marry her that is divorced 
committeth adultery. 

33 H Again, ye have heard that it 
hath been said by them of old time, 
Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but 
shalt perform unto the Lord thine 
oaths : 

34 But I say unto you. Swear not at 
all ; neither by heaven ; for it is God’s 
throne ; 
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35 Nor by the earth ; for it is his foot- ! 

stool: neither by Jerusalem; for it is j 
the city of the great King. j 

36 Neither shalt thou swear by thy 

head* because thou canst not msdre 
one hair white or black. | 

37 But let your communication be. 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever! 
is more than these cometh of evil. 

38 1 Ye have heard that it hath been 
said. An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth: 

39 But I say tmto you. That ye 
resist not evil : but whosoever shall 
smite thee on thy right cheek, turn to 
him the other also. 

40 And if any man will sue thee at 
the law, and take away thy coat, let 
him have thy cloke also. 

41 And whosoever shall compel 
thee to go a mile, go with him twain. 

42 Give to him that asketh thee, and 
horn him that would borrow of thee 
turn not thou away. 

43 H Ye have heard that it hath been 
said. Thou shalt love thy neighbour, 
and hate thine enemy. 

44 But I say unto you. Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse you, 
do good to them that hate you, and 
pray for them which despitefuUy 
use you, and persecute you; 

45 That ye may be the children of 

S our Father which is in heaven : for 
e maketh his sun to rise on the evil 
and on the good, and sendeth rain on 
the just and on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love them which love 
you, what reward have ye? do not 
even the publicans the same? 

47 And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye more than others ? 
do not even the publicans so? 

48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect. 
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T ake heed that ye do not your 
alms before men, to be seen of 
them: otherwise ye have no reward 
of your Father which is in heaven. 

2 Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do in the syna- 
gogues and in the streets, that they 
may have glory of men. Verily I say 
unto you. They have then reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth: 

4 That ttdne alms may be in secret: 
and thy Father which seeth in secret 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 H And when thou prayest, thou 


shalt not be as the hypocrites are: 
for they love to pray standing in the 
synagogues and in the comers of the 
streets, that they may be seen of 
men. Verily I say tmto you. They 
have their reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy Father 
which seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen c?o. for 
they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto 
them: for your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, before ye 
ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye : Our Father which art in hea7en, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil ; For thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. A'men. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will 
also forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses. 

16 H Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad counten- 
ance r for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you. They 
have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, 
anoint thine head, and wash thy face ; 

18 That thou appear not tmto men 
to fast, but unto tiiy Father which is 
in secret : and thy Father, which seeth 
in secret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 t Lay not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth, where moth 
and rast doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal : 

20 But lay up for yourselves trea 
sures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
steal: 

21 For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the eye : 
if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
7 
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body shall be full of darkness. If 
therefore the light that is in thee be 
darkness, how great is that dark- 

24 H No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and 
love the other ; or else he wiU hold to 
the one, and despise the other. Ye 
cannot serve God and maxnmon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you Take 
no thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor yet 
for your body, what ye shall put on. 
Is not the life more than meat, and 
the body than raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into bams; yet your 
heavenly Father feedeth them. Are 
ye not much better than they? 

27 Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider me lilies of the 
field, how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they spin: 

29 And yet I say unto you, That even 
Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to day is, and 
to morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye 
of little faifii? 

31 Therefore take no thought, say- 
ing, What shall we eat? or. What shall 
we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we 
be clothed? 

32 (For after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of 
all these things. 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow? for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. 
Sufilcient unto the day is the evil 
thereof. 

936 CHAPTER 7 

J UDGE not, that ye be not judged. 
2 For with what judgment ye 
judge, ye shall be judged: and 
with what measure ye mete, it shall 
be measured to you again. 

3 And why beholdesi thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, but con- 
siderest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? 

4 Or how wilt thou say to thy bro- 
ther, Let me pull out the mote out of 
thine eye; and, behold, a beam zs in 
thine own eye? 
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5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye ; and then 
Shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother’s eye. 

6 1 Give not that which is holy unto 
the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls 
before swine, lest they trample them 
under their feet, and turn again and 
rend you. 

7 ^ Ask, and it shall be given you; 
seek, and ye shall find ; knock* and it 
shall be opened unto you: 

8 For every one that asketh receiv- 
eth; and he that seeketh findeth; 
and to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, whom 
if his con ask bread, will he give 
him a stone? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he give 
him a serpent? 

11 If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him? 

12 Therefore all things whatsoever 
ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them : for this is fiie 
law and the prophets. 

13 H Enter ye in at the strait gate; 
for wide is the gate, and broad is the 
way, that leadeth to destruction, and 
many there be which go in thereat: 

14 Because strait is the gate, and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth unto 
life, and few there be that find it. 

15 % Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep’s cloth- 
ing, but inwardly they are ravening 
wolves. 

16 Ye shall know them by their 
fruits. Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? 

17 Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. 

18 A good tree cannot bring forth 
evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

19 Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them. 

21 H Not every one that saith unto 
me. Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven ; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which is in 
heaven. 

22 Many will say to me m that day. 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in thy name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? 

8 
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23 And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you: depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity. 

24 If Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise 
man, which built his house upon a 
rock: 

25 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house ; and it fell not : 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

26 And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, 
which built his house upon the sand : 

27 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: 
and great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, when Jesus 
had ended these sayings, the people 
were astonished at his doctrine: 

29 For he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the scribes. 

937 CHAPTER 8 

T come down from 

V V the mountain, great multitudes 
followed him. 

2 And, behold, there came a leper 
and worshipped him, saying. Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

3 And Jesus put forth his hand, and 
touched him, saying, 1 wiU; be thou 
clean. And immediately his leprosy 
was cleansed. 

4 And Jesus saith imto him, See 
thou tell no man; but go thy way, 
shew thyself to the priest, and offer 
the gift that Moses commanded, for 
a testimony unto them. 

5 H And when Jesus was entered 
into Ca-per^na-hm, there came tmto 
him a centurion, beseeching him, 

6 And saying, Lord, my servant lieth 
at home sick of the palsy, grievously 
tormented. 

7 And Jesus saith unto him, I will 
come and heal him. 

8 The centurion answered and said. 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest come under my roof: but 
speak the word only, and my 
servant shah be healed. 

9 For I am a man under authority, 
having soldiers under me : and I say 
to this man. Go, and he goeth; and 
to another. Come, and he cometh; 
and to my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth it 

10 When Jesus heard it he mar- 
velled, and said to them that followed, 
Verily I say unto you, I have not found 
so great faith, no, not in Israel. 
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11 And I say unto you, That many 
shall come from the east and west, 
and shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

12 But the children of the kingdom 
shall be cast out into outer darkness: 
there shaU be weeping and gnashing 
of teeth. 

13 And Jesus said unto the cen- 
turion, Go thy way ; and as thou hast 
believed, so be it done unto thee. 
And his servant was healed in the 
selfsame hour. 

14 If And when Jesus was come 
into Peter^s house, he saw his wife’s 
mother laid, and sick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, and 
the fever left her; and she arose, 
ana ministered unto them. 

16 If When the even was come, they 
brought unto him many that were 
possessed with devils: and he cast 
out the spirits with kis word, and 
healed all that were sick. 

17 That it might be fulfOled which 
was spoken by E-sai'as the prophet, 
saying. Himself took our infirmities, 
and bare our sicknesses. 

18 If Now when Jesus saw great 
multitudes about him, he gave com- 
mandment to depart imto the other 
side. 

19 And a certain scribe came, and 
said unto him. Master, I will follow 
thee whithersoever thou goest. 

20 And Jesus saith unto him, The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
ai** have nests ; but the Son of man 
hadb not where to lay his head. 

21 And another of his disciples said 
unto him, Lord, suffer me first to 
go and bury my father. 

22 But Jesus said unto him. Follow 
me ; and let the dead bury their dead. 

23 If And when he was entered into 
a ship, his disciples followed him. 

24 And, behold, there arose a great 
tempest in the sea, insomuch that the 
ship was covered with the waves: 
but he was asleep. 

25 And his disciples came to him, 
and awoke him, saying. Lord, save 
us; we perish. 

26 And he saith unto them. Why are 
ye fearful, O ye of little faiih? Then 
he arose, and rebuked the winds and 
the sea ; and there was a great calm. 

27 But the men marvelled, saying. 
What manner of man is this, that 
even the winds and the sea obey 
him! 

28 If And when he was come to the 
other side into the country of the 
Ger^ge-senes, there met him two 
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possessed with devils, coming out of 
the tombs, exceeding fierce, so that 
no man might pass by that way. 

29 And, behold, they cried out, say- 
ing, What have we to do with thee. 
Jesus, thou Son of God? art thou 
come hither to torment us before the 
time? 

30 And there was a good way off 

from them an herd of many swine 
feeding. , ^ . 

31 So the devils besought him, say- 
ing, If thou cast us out, suffer us to 
go away into the herd of swine. 

32 And he said unto them, Go. And 
when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of swine : and, behold, 
the whole herd of swine ran violently 
down a steep place into the sea, and 
perished in the waters. 

33 And they that kept them fled, and 
went their ways into the city, and told 
everything, and what was befallen to 
the possessed of the devils. 

34 And, behold, the whole city came 
out to meet Jesus: and when they 
saw him, they besought him that he 
would depart out of their coasts. 

938 CHAPTER 9 

and he entered into a ship, and 
passed over, and came into his 
own city.

22 He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, choke 
the word, and he becometh unmutful. 

23 But he that received seed into the 
good ground is he that heareth the 
word, and understandeth it; which 
also heareth fruit, and bringetb forth, 
some an himdredfold, some sixty, 
some thirty. 

24 H Another parable put he forth 
unto them, sasdng. The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field : 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sovred tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung 
up, and brought forth fruit, then 
appeared the tares also, 

27 So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou sow good seed in thy 
field? from whence then hath it tares?

35 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying, 
I will open my mouth in parables; 
I will utter things which have been 
kept secret from the foundation of 
the world. 

36 Then Jesus sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house : and 
his disciples came unto him, saying. 
Declare unto us the parable of the 
tares of the field. 

37 He answered and said unto them. 
He that soweth the good seed is the 
Son of man; 

38 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom ; 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one; 

39 The enemy that sowed them is 
the devil; the harvest is the end of 
the world; and the reapers are the 
angels. 

40 As therefore the tares are gath- 
ered and burned in the fire ; so shall 
it be in the end of this world. 

41 The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather out 
of his kingdom all things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity; 

42 And shall cast them into a fur< 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

44 If Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a field ; the 
which when a man hath found, he 
hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and buyeth 
that field. 

. 45 If Again, the kingdom of heaven 
IS like unto a merchant man, seeking 
goodly pearls:

46 Who, when he had found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold 
all that he had, and bought it. 

47 If Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net. that was cast 
into the sea, and gathered of every 
kind: 

48 Which, when it was full, they 
drew to shore, and sat down, and 
gathered the good into vessels, but 
cast the bad away.

T he Pharisees also with the 
Sad-du-cees came, and tempting 
desired him that he would shew them 
a sign from heaven.

9 But the wise answered, sa 3 dng. 
Not so; lest there be not enough for 
us and you : but go ye rather to them 
that sell, and buy for yourselves. 

10 And while they went to buy, the 
bridegroom came ; and they that were 
ready went in with him to the mar- 
riage: and the door was shut. 

11 Afterward came also the other 
virgins, sa 3 dng. Lord, Lord, open to us. 

12 But he answered and said. Verily 
I say imto you, I know you not. 

13 Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour wherein 
the Son of man cometh. 

14 If For the kingdom of heaven is 
as a man travelling into a far country, 
who called his own servants, and 
delivered tmto them his goods. 

15 And unto one he gave five 
talents, to another two, and to an- 
other one; to every man according 
to his several ability; and straightway 
took his journey. 

16 Then he that had received the 
five talents went and traded with the 
same, and made them other five 
talents. 

17 And likewise he that had received 
two, he also gained other two. 

18 But he that had received one 
went and digged in the earth, and 
hid his lord’s money. 

19 After a long time the lord of those 
servants cometh, and reckoneth with 
them. 

20 And so he that had received five 
talents came and brought other five 
talents, sa 3 dng. Lord, thou deliveredst 
unto me five talents : behold, I have 
gained beside them five talents more. 
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21 His lord said unto him. Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant : 
thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee ruler over 
many things : enter thou into the joy 
of thy lord. 

22 He also that had received two 
talents came and said, Lord, thou 
deliveredst unto me two talents : be- 
hold, I have gained two other talents 
beside them. 

23 His lord said unto him. Well done, 
good and faithful servant ; thou hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into the joy of thy lord. 

24 Then he which had received the 
one talent came and said. Lord, I 
knew thee that thou art an hard man, 
reaping where thou hast not sown, 
and gathering where thou hast not 
strawed : 

25 And I was afraid, and went and 
hid thy talent in the earth; lo, there 
thou hast that is thine. 

26 His lord answered and said unto 
him. Thou wicked and slothful ser- 
vant, thou knewest that X reap where 
I sowed not, and gather where I have 
not strawed: 

27 Thou oughtest therefore to have 
put my money to the exchangers, and 
then at my coming I should have 
received mine own with usury. 

28 Take therefore the talent from 
him, and give it unto him which hath 
ten talents. 

29 For unto every one that hath 
shall be given, and he shall have 
abimdance : but from him that hath 
not shall be taken away even that 
which he hath. 

30 And cast ye the unprofitable ser- 
vant into outer darkness : there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

31 If When the Son of man shall 
come in his gfory, and all the holy 
angels with him, then shall he sit 
upon the throne of his glory : 

32 And before him shall be gath- 
ered all nations: and he shall separ- 
ate them one from another, asj a 
shepherd divideth his sheep from the 

33 And he shall set the sheep on his 
ridit hand, but the goats on the left. 

34 Then shall the Bung say unto 
them on his right hand. Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world: 

35 For I was an hungred, and ye 
gave me meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink: I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in: 
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I 


36 Naked, and ye clothed me: I 
was sick, and ye visited me : 1 was 
in prison, and ye came unto me. 

37 Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying. Lord, when saw we, thee 
an hungred, and fed thee ? or thirsty, 
and gave fhee drink? 

38 When saw we thee a stranger, 

and took thee in? or naked, and 
clothed thee ? , . , . 

39 Or when saw we thee sick, or m 
prison, and came imto thee? 

40 And the King shall answer and 
say unto them. Verily I say unto you. 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me. 

41 Then shall he say also unto them 
on the left hand. Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels : 

42 For 1 was an hungred, and ye 
gave me no meat: I was thirsty, and 
ye gave me no drink: 

43 1 was a stranger, and ye took me 
not in : naked, and ye clothed me not : 
sick, and in prison, and ye visited me 
not. 

44 Then shall they also answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungred, or athirst, or a stranger, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and did 
not minister unto thee? 

45 Then shall he answer them, say- 
ing, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch 
as ye did it not to one of the least of 
these, ye did it not to me. 

46 And these shah go away into 
everlasting punishment : but the 
righteous into life etemaL 


955 CHAPTER 26 
AND it came to pass, when Jesus 
XI. had finished all these sayings, 
he said unto his disciples, 

2 Ye know that after two days is 
the feast of the passover, and the Son 
of man is betrayed to be crucified. 

3 Then assembled together the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and the 
elders of the people, unto the palace 
of the high priest, who was called 
Ca^a-phas, 

4 And consulted that they might 
take Jesus by subtilty, and kill him. 

5 But they said. Not on the feast 
day» lest there be an uproar among 
the people. 

6 IT Now when Jesus was in 
Bethany, in the house of Simon the 
leper, 

7 There came unto him a woman 
havmg an alabaster box of very 
precious ointment, and poured it on 
his head, as he sat at meat 


Christ eateth the Passover 

8 But when his disciples saw it 
they had indignation, saying. To what 
purpose is this waste? 

9 For this ointment might have been 
sold for much, and given to the poor 

10 When Jesus understood iu he 
said unto them. Why trouble ye 
woman? for she hath wrought a 
good work upon me. 

11 For ye have the poor always with 
you; but me ye have not always. 

12 For in that she hath poured this 
ointment on my body, she did it for 
my burial. 

13 Verily I say unto you. Where- 
soever this gospel shall be preached 
in the whole world, there shall also 
this, that this woman hath done, be 
told for a memorial of her. 

14 H Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief 
priests, 

15 And said unto them. What will 
ye give me, and I will deliver him 
unto you? And they covenanted with 
him for thirty pieces of silver. 

16 And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray him. 

17 H Now the first day of the feast 
of unleavened bread the disciples 
came to Jesus, saying unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we prepare for 
thee to eat the passover? 

18 And he said, Go into the city to 
such a man, and say unto him. The 
Master saith. My time is at hand; 1 
will keep the passover at thy house 
with my disciples. 

19 And the disciples did as Jesus 
had appointed them; and they made 
ready me passover. 

20 Now when the even was come, 
he sat down with the twelve. 

21 And as they did eat, he said, 
Verily I say unto you, that one of you 
shall betray me. 

22 And they were exceeding sorrow- 
ful, and began every one of them to 
say unto him. Lord, is it I? 

23 And he answered and said. He 
that dippeth his hand with me in 
the dish, the same shall betray me. 

24 The Son of man goeth as it is 
written of him: but woe unto that 
man by whom the Son of man is 
betrayed I it had been good for that 
man if he had not been bom. 

25 Then Judas, which betrayed him, 
answered and said. Master, is it I? 
He said unto him. Thou hast said. 

26 H And as they were eating, Jesus 
took bread, and blessed it, and 
brake it, and gave it to the disciples, 
and said. Take, eat; this is my body. 

27 And he took the cup, and gave 
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thanks, and gave it to them, saying. 
Drink ye all of it; 

28 For this is my blood of the new 
testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins. 

29 But I say unto you, I will not 
drink henceforth of this hiiit of the 
vine, until that day when I drink it 
new with you in my Father’s king- 
dom. 

30 And when they had sung an 
hymn, they went out into the mount 
of OHves, 

31 Then saith Jesus unto them, All 
ye shall be offended because of me 
this night; for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd, and the sheep 
of the flock shall be scattered 
abroad. 

32 But after 1 am risen again, 1 will 
go before you into Galilee, 

33 Peter answered and said unto 
him. Though all men shall be offended 
because of thee, yet will I never be 
offended. 

34 Jesus said unto him. Verily I say 
unto thee. That this night, before the 
cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. 

35 Peter said unto him , Though I 
should die with thee, yet will I not 
deny thee. Likewise also said all the 
disciples. 

36 U Then cometh Jesus with them 
unto a place called G6th-s6m-a-ne, 
and saith tmto the disciples. Sit ye 
here, while I go and pray yonder. 

37 And he took with him Peter and 
the two sons of Zeb-e-deb, and began 
to be sorrowful and very heavy. 

38 Then saith he unto them. My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even 
unto death : tarry ye here, and watch 
with me. 

39 And he went a little further, 
and fell on his face, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me: 
nevertheless not as 1 will, but as 
thou wilt, 

40 And he cometh unto the disciples, 
and hndeth them asleep, and saith 
unto Peter, What, could ye not watch 
with me one hour? 

41 Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation: the spirit indeed 
is willing, but the flesh is weak. 

42 He went away again the second 
time, and prayed, saying, O my 
Father, if this cup may not pass away 
from me, except I drink it, thy will be 
done. 

43 And he came and found them 
asleep again; for their eyes were 
heavy, 

44 And he left them, and went away 
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again, and prayed the third time, 
saying the same words. 

45 Then cometh he to his disciples, 
and saith unto them. Sleep on now, 
and take your rest: behold, the hour 
is at hand, and the Son of man is 
betrayed into the hands of sinners. 

46 Rise, let us be going: behold, he 
is at hand that doth betray me. 

47 H And while he yet spake, lo, 
Judas, one of the twelve, came, and 
with him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief 
priests and elders of the people. 

48 Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, sasdng, Whomsoever I 
shall kiss, that same is he : hold hinn 
fast. 

49 And forthwith he came to Jesus, 
and said. Hail, master; and kissed 
him. 

50 And Jesus said unto him. Friend, 
wherefore art thou come? Then 
came they, and laid hands on Jesus, 
and took him. 

51 And, behold, one of them which 
were with Jesus stretched out his 
hand, and drew his sword, and struck 
a servant of the high priest’s, and 
smote off his ear. 

52 Then said Jesus unto him. Put 
up again thy sword into his place: 
for all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword. 

53 Thinkest thou that I caxmot now 
pray to my Father, and he shall pre- 
sently give me more than twelve 
legions of angels? 

54 But how then shall the scrip- 
tures be fulfilled, that thus it must 
be? 

55 In that same hour said Jesus to 
the multitudes. Are ye come out as 
against a thief with swords and staves 
for to take me? I sat daily with you 
teaching in the temple, and ye laid 
no hold on me. 

56 But aU this was done, that the 
scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. Then all the disciples for* 
sook him, and fled. 

57 If And they that had laid hold on 
Jesus led him away to C^-a-phas the 
high priest, where the scribes and the 
elders were assembled. 

58 But Peter followed him afar ofi 
tmto the high, priest’s palace, and 
went in, and sat with the servants, to 
see the end 

59 Now tiie chief priests, and elders, 
and all the council, sought false wit- 
ness against Jesus, to put him to 
death; 

60 But found none: yea, though 
many false witnesses came, yet 
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found they none. At the last came 
two false witnesses, 

61 And said. This fellow said. I am 
able to destroy the temple of God, 
and to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose, and 
said unto him, Answerest thou noth- 
ing? what is it which these witness 
against thee? 

63 But Jesus held his peace. And 
the high priest answered and said 
unto him, I adjure thee by the hving 
God, that thou tell us whether thou 
be the Christ, the Son of God. 

64 Jesus saith tmto him, Thou hast 
said: nevertheless I say unto you. 
Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. 

65 Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying. He hath spoken 
blasphemy; what further need have 
we of witnesses? behold, now ye 
have heard his blasphemy. 

66 What think ye? They answered 
and said. He is guilty of death. 

67 Then did they spit in his 
face, and buffeted him; and others 
smote him with the palms of their 
hands, 

68 Saying, Prophesy unto us, thou 
Christ, Who is he that smote thee? 

69 U Now Peter sat without in the 
palace : and a damsel came unto him, 
saying. Thou also wast with Jesus of 
Galilee. 

70 But he denied before them 
all, saying, 1 know not what thou 
sayest. 

71 And when he was gone out into the 
porch, another maid saw him, and 
said unto them that were there. This 
fellow was also with Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

72 And again he denied with an oath, 
I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto him 
they that stood by, and said to Peter, 
Surely thou also art one of them; for 
thy speech bewrayeth thee. 

74 Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying^ 1 know not the man. 
And immediately the cock crew. ' 

75 And Peter remembered the word 
of Jesus, which said unto him. Be- 
fore the cock crow, thou shalt deny 
me thrice. And he went out, and 
wept bitterly. 

956 CHAPTER 27 
TX THEN the morning was come, all 
V V the chief priests and elders of 
the people took counsel against Jesus 
to put him to death: 


2 And when they had bound him 
they led him away, and delivered 
him to Pontius Pilate the governor 

3 H Then Judas, which had betrayed 
him, when he saw that he was 
condemned, repented himseh, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of 
silver to the chief priests and elders, 

4 Saying, I have sinned in that 1 
have betrayed the innocent blood 
And they said. What is that to us? 
see thou to that 

5 And he cast down the pieces of 
silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged himself. 

6 And the chief priests took the 
silver pieces, and said. It is not 
lawful for to put them into the 
treasury, because it is the price of 
blood. 

7 And they took counsel, and bought 
with them the potter’s field, to bury 
strangers in. 

8 Wherefore that field was called, 
The field of blood, unto this day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, say- 
ing, And they took the thirty pieces 
of silver, the price of him that was 
valued, whom they of the children of 
Israel did value; 

10 And gave them for the potter’s 
field, as the Lord appointed me. 

11 And Jesus stood before the 
governor; and the governor asked 
him, sasdng. Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And Jesus said unto him, 
Thou sayest. 

12 And when he was accused of 
the chief priests and elders, he an- 
swered notli^g. 

13 Then said Pilate unto him, near- 
est thou not how many things they 
witness against thee? 

14 And he answered him to never a 
word; insomuch that the governor 
marvelled greatly. 

15 Now at that feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the people a 
prisoner, whom they would, 

16 And they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Bar-ab-bas. 

17 Therefore when they were gath- 
ered together, Pilate said unto them, 
Whom will ye that I release unto you? 
B^-ab-bas, or Jesus which is called 
Christ? 

18 For he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him, 

19 H When he was set down on the 
judgment seat, his wife sent unto 
him, sa 3 dng. Have thou nothing to do 
with that just man: for I have 
suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of him. 
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20 But the chief priests and elders 
persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask Bmr-ab-bas, and destroy 
Jesus. 

21 The governor answered and said 
unto them, Whether of the twain will 
ye that I release tmto you? They 
said, Bar-abibas. 

22 Pilate saith imlo them. What 
shall I do then with Jesus which is 
called Christ? They all say unto him. 
Let him be crucified. 

23 And the governor said. Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, sasdng. Let him 
be crucified. 

24 ^\ When Pikte saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that rather a 
tumult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before the 
multitude, saying, I am innocent of 
the blood of this just person: see ye 
to it 

25 Then answered aU the people 
and said, Bfis blood be on us, and on 
our children. 

26 H Then released he Bar-ab-bas 
unto them : and when he had 
scourged Jesus, he delivered him to 
be crucified. 

27 Then the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the common haU, and 
gathered unto him the whole band 
of soldiers, 

28 And they stripped him, and put 
on Mtn a scarlet robe. 

29 H And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right hand : 
and they bowed the knee before him, 
and mocked him, saying. Hail, King 
of the Jews ! 

30 And they spit upon him, and took 
the reed, and smote him on the head. 

31 And after that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off from him, 
and put his own raiment on him, 
and led him away to crucify him, 

32 And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cy-re-ne, Simon by 
name : him they compelled to bear his 
cross. 

33 And when they were come unto 
a place called G61%6-tha, that is to 
say, a place of a skull, 

34 They gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall: and when he 
had tasted thereof he would not 
drink. 

35 And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting lots: 
that it mi&t be fulMed which 
was spoken by the prophet. They 
parted my garments among them, and 
upon my vesture did they cast lots. 


36 And sitting down they watched 
him there; 

37 And set up over his head his 
accusation written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two thieves 
crucified with him, one on the right 
hand, and another on the left. 

39 If And they that passed by 
reviled him, wagging their heads, 

40 And saying, Thou that destroy - 
est the temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself. If thou be 
the Son of God, come down from 
the cross. 

41 Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking hzm, with the scribes and 
elders, said, 

42 He saved others; himself he 
cannot save. If he be the King of 
Israel, let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will believe 
him. 

43 He trusted in God; let him 
deliver him now, if he will have him ; 
for he said, I am the Son of God. 

44 The thieves also, which were 
crucified with him, cast the same in 
his teeth. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there 
was darkness over all the land unto 
the ninth hour, 

46 And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, 

£-H, la-ma sa-baoh-tha-ni? that is to 
say. My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me? 

47 Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard that said, This man 
caUeth for E-li-as. 

48 And straightway one of them ran, 
and took a spunge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink. 

49 The rest said. Let be, let us see 
whether E-li-as will come to save him. 

50 If Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the 
ghost. 

51 And, behold, the veil of the 
temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom; and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent; 

52 And the graves were opened; 
and many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose, 

53 And came out of the graves 
after his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared 
unto many. 

54 Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watching 
Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those 
things that were done, they feared 
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greatly, saying. Truly this was the 
Son of God. 

55 And many women were there 
beholding afar off, which followed 
Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto 
him : 

56 Among which was Mary MagJ 
da-lene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Jo-ses, and the mother of 
Zeb-§-d€^^s children. 

57 When the even was come, there 
came a rich man of Ar-im-a-thse-a, 
named Joseph, who also himself was 
Jesus* disciple: 

58 He went to Pilate, and begged 
the body of Jesus. Then Pilate 
commanded the body to be de- 
livered. 

59 And when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, 

60 And laid it in his own new 

tomb, which he had hewn out in 
the rock: and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulchre, 
and departed. ^ 

61 And tnere was Mary Mag-da- 
lene, and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre. 

62 1i Now the next day, that followed 
the day of the preparation, the chief 
priests and Pharisees came together 
unto Pilate, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember that 
that deceiver said, while he was yet 
alive. After three days I will rise 
again. 

64 Command therefore that the 
sepulchre be made sure until the third 
day, lest his disciples come by night, 
and steal him away, and say unto the 
people. He is risen from the dead : so 
the last error shall be worse than the 
first. 

65 Pilate said unto them, Ye have a 
watch : go your way, make it as sure 
as ye can. 

66 So they went, and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, 
and setting a watch. 
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I N the end of the sabbath, as it 
began to dawn toward the first day 
of the week, came Mary Mag^da-lene 
and the other Mary to see the 
sepulchre. 

2 And, behold, there was a great 
earthquake: for the angel of the 
Lord descended from heaven, and 
came and rolled back the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it. 

3 His countenance was like Hght- 
nmg, and his raiment white as 
snow: 


4 And for fear of him the keepers 
did shake, and became as dead 
men, 

5 And the angel answered and said 
unto the women. Fear not ye : for I 
know that ye seek Jesus, which was 
crucified. 

6 He is not here : for he is risen, as 
he said. Come, see the place where 
the Lord lay. 

7 And go quickly, and tell his dis- 
ciples that he is risen from the dead;

8 And they departed quickly from 
the sepulchre with fear and great joy;

9 H And as they went to tell his 
disciples, behold, Jesus met them, 
sa 3 dng, All hail. And they came 
and held him by the feet, and wor- 
shipped him. 

10 Then said Jesus unto them, Be 
not afraid : go tell my brethren that 
they go into Galilee, and there shall 
they see me. 

11 H Now when they were going, 
behold, some of the watch came 
into the city, and shewed unto the 
chief priests aU the things that were 
done. 

12 And when they were assembled 
with the elders, and had taken coun- 
sel, they gave large money unto the 
soldiers, 

13 Saying, Say ye, His disciples 
came by night, and stole him away 
while we slept. 

14 And if this come to the governor’s 
ears, we will persuade him, and 
secure you. 

15 So they took the money, and did 
as they were taught : and this saying 
is commonly reported among the 
Jews until this day. 

16 ^ Then the eleven disciples went 
away into Galilee, into a mountain 
where Jesus had appointed tnem. 

17 And when tiiey saw him, 
they worshipped him: but some 
doubted, 

18 And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying. All power is given tmto 
me in heaven and in earth. 

19 H Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
tile Holy Ghost : 

20 Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto me end of the world,

45 Md straightway he consteained 
his disciples to get into the ship, and 
to go to the other side before unto 
Beth-sa'i“da. while he sent away the 
people. 

46 And when he had sent them 
away, he departed into a mountain to 
pray. 

47 And when even was come, the 
ship was in the midst of the sea, and 
he alone on the land. 

48 And he saw them toiling m row- 

ing; for the wind was contrary imto 
them: and about the fourth watch of 
the night he cometh unto them, walk- 
ing upon the sea, and would have 
passed by them. 

49 But when they saw him walking 
upon the sea, they supposed it had 
been a spirit, and cried out: 

50 For fiiey all saw him. and were 
troubled. And immediately he talked 
with fiiem, and saith tmto them. Be of 
good cheer: it is I; be not afraid. 

51 And he went up unto them into 
the ship; and the wind ceased: and 
they were sore amazed in themselves 
beyond measure, and wondered. 

52 For they considered not the 
rmracle of the loaves; for their heart 
was hardened. 

53 And when they had passed over, 
they came into the land of Gen-nes-

54 And when they were come out of 
the ship, straightway they knew him, 

55 And ran through that whole 
region round about, and began to 
carry about in beds those that were 
sick, where they heard he was. 

56 And whithersoever he entered, 
into villages, or cities, or coimtry, 
they laid the sick in the streets, and 
besought him that they might touch 
if it were but the border of his 
garment; and as many as touched 
him were made whole.

4 And when they come from the 
market, except they wash, they eat 
not. And many other things there be, 
which they have received to hold, as 
the washing of cups, and pots, brasen 
vessels, and* of tables. 

5 Then the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him. Why walk not thy dis- 
ciples according to the tradition of 
the elders, but eat bread with un- 
washen hands? 

6 He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath E-sdi-fis prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written. This 
people honoureth me with their Ups, 
but their heart is far from me. 

7 Howbeit in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition of 
men, as the washing of pots and 
cups: and many other such like 
things ye do. 

9 And he said tmto them. Full well 
ye reject the commandment of 
God, that ye may keep your own 
tradition. 

10 For Moses said. Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and. Whoso 
curseth father or mother, let him die 
the death: 

11 But ye say. If a man shall say to 
his father or mother. It is Cor^ban, 
that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me ; he 
shall be free. 

12 And ye suffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother; 

13 Making the word of God of none 
effect through your tradition, which 
ye have deUvered: and many such 
like things do ye. 

14 H And when he had called aU the 
people unto him* he said tmto them. 
Hearken unto me every one of you* 
and tmderstand: 

15 There is nothing from without a 
man, that entering into him can 
defile him : but the things which come 
out of him, those are they that defile 
the man. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

17 And when he was entered into 
the house from the people, his dis- 
ciples asked him concerning the 
parable. 
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18 And he saith unto them. Are ye 
so without understanding also? Do 
ye not perceive, that whatsoever 
thing from without entereth into the 
man, it cannot defile him; 

19 Because it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out into the draught, purging all 
meats? 

20 And he said. That which cometh 
out of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart 
of men, proceed evu thoughts, adul- 
teries, fornications, mturders, 

22 Thefts, covetousness, wicked- 
ness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil 
eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 AU these evu things come from 
within, and defile the man. 

24 H And from thence he arose, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and 
dMdn, and entered into an house, 
and would have no man know it: 
but he could not be hid. 

25 For a certain woman, whose 

B daughter had an unclean spirit, 
of him, and came and fell at 
his feet: 

26 The woman was a Greek, a 
Sy-rd-phe-nic-i-an by nation; and 
she besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 
27 But Jesus said unto her. Let the 
children fixst be filled; for it is not 
meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast it unto the dogs. 

28 And she answered and said unto 
him. Yes, Lord; yet the dogs tmder 
the table eat of the children’s crumbs. 
29 And he said unto her. For this 
saying go thy way; the devil is gone 
out of thy daughter. 

30 And when she was come to her 
house, she found the devil gone out, 
and her daughter laid upon the bed. 
31 ^ And again, departing from the 
coasts of Tsnre and Si-don, he came 
unto the sea of Galilee, throu^ the 
midst of the coasts of De-cap^-lis. 
32 And they bring unto him one 
that was dem, and had an impedi- 
ment in his speech ; and they beseech 
him to put his hand upon him. 

33 And he took him aside from the 
multitude, and put his fingers into 
his ears, and he spit, and touched 
his tongue ; 

34 And looking up to heaven, he 
sigjied, and saith unto him, £ph- 
phA-tha, that is, Be opened. 

35 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the strmg of his tongue 
was loosed, and he spake plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more he 
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charged them, so much the more a 
great deal they published it; 

37 And were beyond measure aston- 
ished, saying. He hath done all 
things well : he maketh both the deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak. 

965 CHAPTER 8 

I N those days the multitude being

8 When thou art bidden of any man 
to a wedding, sit not down in the 
highest room ; lest a more honourable 
man than thou be bidden of him; 

9 And he that bade thee and him 
come and say to thee. Give this man 
place ; and thou begin with shame to 
take the lowest room. 

10 But when thou art bidden, go and 
sit down in the lowest room; that 
when he that bade thee cometh, he 
may say unto thee, Friend, go up 
higher; then shalt thou have worship 
in the presence of them that sit at 
meat with thee. 

11 For whosoever exalteth himself 
shall be abased; and he that hum- 
bleth himself shall be exalted. 

12 H Then said he also to him that 
bade him. When thou makest a din- 
ner or a supper, call not thy friends, 
nor thy brethren, neither thy kins- 
men, nor thy rich neighbours; lest 
they also bid thee again, and a 
recompence be made thee. 

13 But when thou makest a feast, 
call the poor, the maimed, the lame, 
the blind; 

14 And thou shalt be blessed; for 
they caimot recompense thee: for 
thou shalt he recompensed at the 
resurrection of the just. 

15 H And when one of them that sat 
at meat with him heard these things, 
he said unto him. Blessed is he that 
shah eat bread in the kingdom of 
God. 

16 Then said he unto him, A certain 
man made a great supper, and bade 
many: 

17 And sent his servant at supper 
time to say to them that were bidden, 
Come ; for all things are now ready. 

18 And they all with one consent 
began to make excuse. The first said 
unto him, I have bought a piece of 
ground, and I must needs go and see 
it: I pray thee have me excused, 

19 And another said, I have bought 
we yoke of oxen, and I go to prove 
them: I pray thee have me excused.

12 1 fast twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standmg af^ 

oft would not Hft up so much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his 
breast, saying, God be merciful to me 
a sinner. . x ^ x 

14 1 tell you, this man went down to 
his house justified rather than the 
other: for every one that exaltetn 
hSnself shall be abased; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

15 And tuey brought unto him also 
infant a, that he would touch them; 
but when his disciples saw it they 
rebuked them. 

16 But Jesus called them unto him, 
and said. Suffer little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not; 
for of such is the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say imto you, Whoso^er 

ah all not receive the kingdom of God 
as a little child shall in no wise enter 
therein. ^ ^ ^ . 

18 And a certam ruler asked him, 
saying. Good Master, what shall I 
do lo inherit eternal life? , 

19 And Jesus said unto him, Why 
callest thou me good? none 2*5 good, 
save one, that is* God. 

20 Thou knowest the command 
ments. Do not commit adultery, Do 
not kill. Do not steal. Do not bear 
false witness. Honour thy father and 
thy mother. 

21 And he said, All these have I kept 
from my youth up.

22 Now when Jesus heard these 
thmgs, he said unto him, Yet lackest 
thou one thing; sell all that thou 
hast, and distribute unto the poor, and 
thou shalt have treasure in heaven:

24 And when Jesus saw that he was 
very sorrowful, he said, How hardly 
shall they that have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God !

30 Who shall not receive manifold 
more in this present time, and m the 
world to come life everlasting. 

31 IF Then he took unto him the 
twelve, and said unto them, Behold, 
we go UP to Jerusalem, and aU things 
that are written by the prophets 
concerning the Son of man shall be 
accomplished. 

32 For he shall be delivered unto 
the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, 
and spitefully entreated, and spitted 


33 And they shall scourge him* and 
put him to death : and the third day he 
fib all rise again. 

34 And they xmderstood none of 
tliese things : and this saying was hid 
from riiem, neither knew they the 
things which were spoken. 

35 H And it came to pass, that as he 
was come nigh unto Jericho, a certain 
blind man sat by the way side beg- 
ging; 

36 And hearing the multitude pass 
by, he asked what it meant. ^ 

37 And they told him, that Jesus of 
Nazareth passeth by.

40 And Jesus stood, and command-

42 And Jesus said unto him, Receive 
thy sight: thy faith hath sayed 
thee. 

43 And immediately he received 
his sight, and followed him, glori- 
fsdng God : and all the people, when 
they saw iU gave praise unto God. 

992 CHAPTER 19 
AND Jesus entered and passed 
JtX through Jericho. 

2 And, behold, there was a man 
named Zac-chs^ds, which was the 
chief among the publicans, and he 
was rich. 

3 And he sought to see Jesus who he 
was; and could not for the press, 
because he was little of stature. 

4 And he ran before, and climbed up 
into a sycomore tree to see him : for he 
was to pass that way, 

5 And when Jesus came to the place, 
'he looked up, and jaw him, ana said 
unto him, Zac-chm-ds, make haste, 
and come down; for to day I must 
abide at thy house. 

6 And he made haste, and came 
down, and received him joyfully. 

7 And when they saw iU they all 
murmured, saying, That he was gone 
to be guest with a man that is a sinner. 

8 And Zac-ohae^iis stood, and said 
unto the Lord ; Behold, Lord, the half 
of my goods I give to the poor; and if 
I have taken any Ihing from any man 
by false accusation, I restore him 
fourfold. 

9 And Jesus said unto him, This day 
is salvation come to this house, forso- 
much as he also is a son of Abraham. 

10 For the Son of man is come to 
seek and to save that which was lost. 

11 And as they heard these things, 
he added and spake a parable, be- 
cause he was nigh to Jerusalem, and 
because they thought that the king- 
dom of God should immediately 
appear. 

12 He said therefore, A certain 
nobleman went into a far country to 
receive for himself a kingdom, and to 
return. 

13 And he called his ten servants, 
and delivered them ten pounds, and 
said unto themj Occupy till I come. 

14 But his citizens hated him, and 
sent a message after him, saying. We 
will not have this man to reign over us. 

15 And it came to pass, that when he 
was returned, having received the 


kingdom, then he commanded these 
servants to be called unto him, to 
whom he had given the money, that 
he might know how much every man 
had gained by trading. 

16 Then came the first, saying, Lord, 
thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 

17 And he said unto him. Well, thou 
good servant : because thou hast been 
faithful in a very little, have thou 
authority over ten cities. 

IS And the second came, saying. 
Lord, thy pound hath gained five 
pounds. 

19 And he said likewise to him, Be 
thou also over five cities. 

20 And another came, saying, Lord, 
behold, here is thy pound, which I 
have kept laid up in a napkin: 

21 For I feared thee, because thou 
art an austere man: thou takest up 
that thou iayedst not down, and 
reapest that thou didst not sow. 

22 And he saith unto him. Out of 
thine own mouth will I judge thee, 
thou wicked servant. Thou knewest 
that 1 was an austere man, taking up 
that I laid not down, and reaping that 
I did not sow : 

23 Wherefore then gavest not thou 
my money into the bank, that at my 
coming I might have required mine 
own with usury? 

24 And he said unto them that stood 
by, Take from him the pound, and 
give ii to him that hath ten poimds. 

25 (And they said unto him. Lord, he 
hath ten pounds.) 

26 For I say unto you. That unto 
every one which hath shall be given; 
and from him that hath not, even that 
he hath shall be taken away from 
him. 

27 But those mine enemies, which 
would not that I should reign over 
them, bring hither, and slay them 
before me. 

28 If And when he had thus spoken, 
he went before, ascending up to 
Jerusalem. 

29 And it came to pass, when he 

was come nigh to Beth-pha-ge and 
Bethany, at the mount called the 
mount of Olives, he sent two of his 
disciples, ^ 

30 Saying, Go ye mto the village over 
against you; in the which at your en- 
tering ye shall find a colt tied, where- 
on yet never man sat : loose him, and 
bring him hither, 

31 And if any man ask you, Why do 
ye loose him ? thus shall ye say unto 
him. Because the Lord hath need of 
him. 

32 And they that were sent went 
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their way, and found even as he had 
said unto them. .... 

33 And as they were loosing the colt, 
the owners thereof said imto them. 
Why loose ye the colt?^ ^ 

34 And they said. The Lord hath 
need of him. 

35 And they brought him to Jesus; 
and they cast their garments upon 
the colt, and they set Jesus thereon. 

36 And as he went, they spread 
their clothes in the way. 

37 And when he was come mgh, even 
now at the descent of the mount of 
Olives, the whole multitude of the 
disciples began to rejoice and praise 
God with a loud voice for all the 
mighty works that they had seen ; 

38 Saying, Blessed he the King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord; 
peace in heaven, and glory in the 
highest. 

39 And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude said unto him. 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. 

40 And he answered and said unto 
them, I tcdl you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would 
immediately cry out. 

41 ^ And when he was come near, he 
beheld the city, and wept over it, 

42 Saying, If thou hadst known, even 
thou, at least in this thy day, the 
things which belong unto thy peace ! 
but now they are hid from thine eyes. 

43 For the days shall come upon 
thee, that thine enemies shall cast a 
trench about thee, and compass thee 
round, and keep thee in on every side, 

44 And shall lay thee even with the 
ground, and thy children within thee ; 
and they shall not leave in thee one 
stone upon another; because thou 
knewest not the time of thy visitation. 

45 And he went into the temple, and 
began to cast out them that sold 
therein, and them that bought; 

46 Saying unto them, It is writteni 
My house is the house of prayer ; but 
ye have made it a den of thieves. 

47 And he taught daily in the temple. 
But the chief priests and the scribes 
and the chief of the people sought to 
destroy him, 

48 And could not find what they 
mi^t do; for all the people were 
very attentive to hear him. 

993 CHAPTER 20 
AND it came to pass, that on one 
JTL of those days, as he taught the 
people in the temple, and preached 
the gospd, the chief priests and the 
scribes came upon him with the 
elders.

2 And spake unto him, saying, Tell 
us, by what authority doest thou 
these things? or who is he that gave 
thee this authority? 

3 And he answered and said unto 
them, I will also ask you one thing; 
and answer me:

5 And they reasoned with them- 
selves, sa 3 dng, If we shall say. From 
heaven; he will say. Why then be- 
lieved ye him not? 

6 But and if we say. Of men ; all the 
people will stone us : for they be per- 
suaded that John was a prophet. 

7 And they answered, that they 
could not tell whence it was, 

8 And Jesus said unto them. Neither 
tell I you by what authority I do these 
things. 

9 Then began he to speak to the 
people this parable; A certain man 
planted a vineyard, and let it forth 
to husbandmen, and went into a far 
country for a long time. 

10 And at the season he sent a ser- 
vant to the husbandmen, that they 
should give him of the fruit of the 
vineyard . but the husbandmen beat 
him, and sent him away empty. 

11 And again he sent another ser- 
vant : and they beat him also, and en- 
treated him shamefully, and sent him 
away empty. 

12 And again he sent a third; and 
they wotmded him also, and cast him 
out. 

13 Then said the lord of the vine- 
yard, What shall I do? I will send my 
beloved son: it may be they wiU 
reverence him when they see him. 

14 But when the husbandmen saw 
him, they reasoned among them- 
selves, sasdng, This is the heir : come, 
let us Idll him, that the inheritance 
may be ours. 

15 So they cast him out of the vine- 
yard, and killed him. What therefore 
shall the lord of the vineyard do unto 
them? 

16 He shall come and destroy these 
husbandmen, and shall give the vine- 
yard to others. And when they heard 
it, they said, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and said, 
What is this then that is written. The 
stone which the builders rejected, 
the same is become the head of the 
comer? 

18 Whosoever shall fall upon that 
stone shall be broken; but on whom- 
soever it shall fall, it vnll grind him to 
powder. 

19 H And the chief priests and the 
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scribes the same hour sought to lay 
hands on him; and they feared the 
people : for they perceived that he had 
spoken this parable against them. 

20 And they watched him^ and sent 
forth spies, which should feign them- 
selves iust men, that they might take 
hold of his words, that so thev might 
deliver him unto the power and 
authority of the governor. 

21 And they asked him, saving, 
Master, we know that thou sayest 
and teachest rightly, neither acceptest 
thou the person of any, bm teachest 
the way of God truly : 

22 Is it lawful for us to give tribute 
unto Cassar, or no? 

23 But he perceived their craftiness, 
and said unto them, Why tempt yeme? 

24 Shew me a penny. Whose image 
and superscription hath it? They 
answered and said, Caesar’s. 

25 And he said unto them. Render 
therefore unto Caesar the things which 
be Caesar’s, and unto God the things 
which be God’s. 

26 And they could not take hold of 
his words before the people : and they 
marvelled at his answer, and held 
their peace. 

27 H Then came to him certain of 
the Sad-du-cebs, which deny that 
there is any resurrection; and they 
asked him, 

28 Sasdng, Master, Moses wrote 
unto us, If any man’s brother die, 
having a wife, and he die without 
children, that his brother should lake 
his wife, and raise up seed unto his 
brother. 

29 There were therefore seven 
brethren: and the first took a wife, 
and died without children. 

30 And the second took her to wife, 
and he died childless. 

31 And the third took her; and in 
like manner the seven also : and they 
left no children, and died. 

32 Last of all the woman died also. 

33 Therefore in the resurrection 
whose wife of them is she? for seven 
had her to wife. 

34 And Jesus answering said xmto 
them, The children of this world 
marry, and are given in marriage ; 

35 But they which shall be account- 
ed worthy to obtain that world, and 
the resurrection from the dead, nei- 
ther marry, nor are given in marriage : 

36 Neither can they die any more: 
for they are equal unto the angels ; 
and are the children of God, being 
the children of the resurrection. 

37 Now that the dead are raised, 
even Moses shewed at the bush. 


ST. LUKE, 21 
when he caUeth the Lord the God of 
Abr^^, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob. 

38 For he is not a Cod ot dead 
but of the living ; for all live unto^f * 

39 H Then certain of the 
answering said, Master, thou ha^ 
well said.

42 And David liimself saith in the 
book of Psalms, The Lord said unto

47 Which devour widows’ houses, 
and for a shew make long prayers : the 
same shall receive greater damnation. 

994 CHAPTER 21

47 When he heard that Jesus was 
come out of Judaea into Galili-e, he 
went unto him, and besought him that 
he would come down, and heal his 
son : for he was at the point of death. 

48 Then said Jesus imto him. Ex- 
cept ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will not believe. 

49 The nobleman saith unto him. 
Sir, come down ere my child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way ; 

thy son liveth. And the man believed 
the word that Jesus had spoken unto

51 And as he was now going down, 
his servants met him, and told Aim, 
saying.

1002 CHAPTER 5

4 For an angel went down at a cer- 
tain season into the pool, and troubled 
the water: whosoever then first after 
the troubling of the water stepped 
in was made whole of whatsoever 
disease he had. 

5 And a certain man was there, 
which had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years.

6 When Jesus saw him He, and 
knew that he had been now a long 
time in that case, he saith unto him, 
Wilt thou be made whole? 

7 The impotent man ainswered him, 
Sir, I have no man, when the water is 
troubled, to put me into the pool : but 
while I am coming, another steppeth 
down before me. 

8 Jesus saith unto him. Rise, take 
up thy bed, and walk. 

9 And immediately the man was 
made whole, and took up his bed, and 
walked: and on the same day was 
the sabbath. 

10 H The Jews therefore said unto 
him that was cured. It is the sabbath 
day : it is not lawful for thee to carry 
thy bed. 

11 He answered them. He that made 
me whole, the same said unto me. 
Take up my bed, and walk. 

12 Then asked they him. What man 
is that which said unto thee. Take up 
Ihy bed, and walk? 

13 And he that was healed wist not 
who it was . for Jesus had conveyed 
himself away, a multitude being in 
that place. 

14 Afterward Jesus findeth him in 
the temple, and said unto him, Behold, 
thou art made whole: sin no more, 
lest a worse thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the 
Jews that it was Jesus, which had 
made him whole. 

16 And therefore did the Jews per- 
secute Jesus, and sought to slay him, 
because he had done these things on 
the sabbath day. 

17 H But Jesus answered them, My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought the 
more to kill him, because he not only 
had broken the sabbath, but said £dso 
that God was his Father, making 
himself equal with God. 

19 Then answered Jesus and said 
unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, The Son can do nothing of him- 
self, but what he seeth the Father do : 
for what things soever he doeth, 
these also doeth the Son likewise. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, 
and sheweth him all things that him- 
self doeth: and he will shew him 
greater works than these, that ye may 
marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even so 
the Son quickeneth whom he will. 

22 For the Father judgeth no man. 
but hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son: 

23 That all men should honour the

He that honoureth not the Son 
honoureth not the Father which hath 
sent him. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you. He 
that heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into condem- 
nation; but is passed from death 
unto Hfe.

The hour is coming, and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice 
of the Son of God. and they that 
hear shall live. 

26 For as the Father hath life in 
himself : so hath be given to the Son to 
have life in himself ; 

27 And hath given him authority to 
execute judgment also, because he is 
the Son of man. 

28 Marvel not at tliis : for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice, 

29 And shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection 
of hfe ; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation. 

30 I can of mine own self do no- 
thing: as 1 hear, I judge: and my 
judgment is just; because I seek not 
mine own but the will of the 
Father which hath sent me. 

31 If I bear witness of myself, my 
witness is not true. 

32 *lf There is another that beareth 
witness of me ; and I know that the 
witness which he witnesseth of me is 
true. 

33 Ye sent unto John, and he bare 
witness imto the truth. 

34 But I receive not testimony from 
man: but these things 1 say, that ye 
might be saved. 

35 He was a burning and a shining 
light: and ye were willing for a 
season to rejoice in his light. 

36 U But I have greater witness than 
that of John : for the works v/hich the 
Father hath given me to finish, the 
same works that I do, bear witness 
of me, that the Father hath sent me. 

37 And the Father himself, which 
hath sent me, hath borne witness of 
me. Ye have neither heard his voice 
at any time, nor seen his shape, 

38 And ye have not his word abiding 
in you: for whom he hath sent, him 
ye believe not. 

39 % Search the scriptures ; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: 
and they are they which testify of me. 

40 And ye will not come to me, that 
ye might have life. 

41 1 receive not honour from men.

59 These things said he in the syna- 
gogue, as he taught in Ca-per-na-dm.

3 His brethren therefore said unto 
him, Depart hence, and go into 
Judsea, that thy disciples also may 
see the works that thou doest. 

4 For there is no man that doeth any 
thing in secret, and he himself seek- 
eth to be known openly. K thou do 
these things, shew thyself to the 
world. 

5 For neither did his brethren be- 
lieve in him. 

6 Then Jesus said unto them, My 
time is not yet come : but your tune 
is alway ready. 

7 The world cannot hate you ; but 
me it hateth, because I testify of it, 
that the works thereof are evd. 

8 Go ye up unto this feast : I go not 
up yet unto this feast; for my time 
is not yet full come. 

9 When he had said these words 
unto them, he abode still in Galilee, 
10 % But when his brethren were 
gone up, then went he also up unto 
me feast not openly, but as it were 
in secret. 

11 Then the Jews sought him at the 
feast, and said, Where is he? 

12 And there was much murmuring 
among the people concerning him: 
for some said, He is a good man; 
others said, Nay ; but he deceiveth the 
people. 

13 Howbeit no man spake openly of 
him for fear of the Jews. 

14 % Now about the midst of the 
feast Jesus went up into the temple, 
and taught. 

15 And the Jews marvelled, saying, 
How knoweth this man letters, hav- 
ing never learned? 

16 Jesus answered them, and said, 
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My doctrine is not mine, but his 
that sent me. 

17 If any man will do his will, he 
shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself. 

18 He that speaketh of himself 
seeketh his own glory: but he that 
seeketh his glory that sent him. the 
same is true, and no unrighteousness 
is in him. 

19 Did not Moses give you the law, 
and yet none of you keeperh the law? 
Why go ye about to kill me? 

20 The people answered and said. 
Thou hast a devil: who goelh about 
to kill thee? 

21 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, I have done one work, and ye 
all marvel. 

22 Moses therefore gave unto you 
circumcision; (not because it is of 
Moses, but of the fathers ;) and ye 
on the sabbath day circumcise a 
man. 

23 If a man on the sabbath day re- 
ceive chcumcision, that the law of 
Moses should not be broken; are ye 
angry at me, because I have made 
a man every whit whole on the sab- 
bath day? 

24 Judge not according to the ap- 
pearance, but judge righteous judg- 
ment. 

25 Then said some of them of Jeru- 
salem, Is not this he, whom they seek 
to kill? 

26 But, lo, he spealceth boldly, and 
they say nothing unto him. Do the 
rulers know indeed that this is the 
very Christ? 

27 Howbeit we know this man 
whence he is : but when Christ com- 
eth, no man knoweth whence he is. 

28 Then cried Jesus in the temple 
as he taught, saying. Ye both know 
me. and ye know whence I am: 
and I am not come of myself, but 
he that sent me is true, whom ye 
know not. 

29 But I know him : for I am from 
him, and he hath sent me. 

30 Then they sought to take him: 
but no man laid hands on him, be- 
cause his hour was not yet come. 

31 And many of the people believed 
on him, and said. When Christ 
cometh, will he do more miracles 
than these which this man hath done? 

32 ^ The Pharisees heard that the 
people murmured such things con- 
cerning him ; and the Pharisees and 
the chief priests sent oflSiccrs to take 
him. 

33 Then said Jesus unto them. Yet

a little while am I with you, and then 
I go unto him that sent me. 

34 Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
find me: and where I am, thither ye 
cannot come. 

35 Then said the Jews among them- 
selves, Whither will he go, that we 
shall not find him? will he go into the 
dispersed among the Gentiles, and 
teach the Gentiles? 

36 What manner of sasfing is this 
that he said, Ye shall seek me, and 
shall not find me: and where I am, 
thither ye cannot come? 

37 In the last day, that great day of 
the feast, Jesus stood and cried, say- 
ing, If any man thirst, let him come 
unto me, and drink. 

38 He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. 

39 (But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him should 
receive : for the Holy Ghost was not 
yet given; because that Jesus v/as 
not yet glorified.) 

40 H Many of the people therefore, 
when they heard this saying, said. 
Of a truth this is the Prophet. 

41 Others said, This is the Christ. 
But some said. Shall Christ come out 
of GaWee? 

42 Hath not the scripture said, That 
Christ cometh of the seed of David, 
and out of the town of Bethlehem, 
where David was? 

43 So there was a division among the 
people because of him. 

44 And some of them would have 
t^en him ; but no man laid hands on 
him. 

45 U Then came the officers to the 
chief priests and Pharisees ; and they 
said unto them. Why have ye not 
brought him? 

46 The officers answered. Never 
man spake like this man. 

47 Then answered them the Phari- 
sees, Are ye also deceived? 

48 Have any of the rulers or of the 
Pharisees belie'^^ed on him? 

49 But this people who Imoweth not 
the law are cursed. 

50 Nic-6-de-mus saith unto them, 
(he that came to Jesus by night, 
being one of them,)

4 Then saith one of his disciples,

6 This he said, not that he cared for 
the poor ; but because he was a thief, 
and had the bag, and bare what was 
put therein. 

7 Then said Jesus, Let her alone:

41 These things said E-s^-as, when 
he saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 t Nevertheless among the chief 
rulers also many believed on him;

43 For they loved the praise of men 
more than the praise of God. 

44 H Jesus cried and said, He that 
believeth on me, believeth not on me, 
but on him that sent me.

46 1 am come a light into the world, 
that whosoever believeth on me 
should not abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, 
and believe not, I judge him not: for 
I came not to judge the world, but to 
save the world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one that 
judgeth him: the word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him m 
the last day. 

49 For I have not spoken of myself; 
but the Father which sent me, he 
gave me a commandment, what I 
should say, and what 1 shotud speak. 

50 And I know that his command- 
ment is life everlasting: whatsoever 
I speak therefore, even as the Father 
said unto me, so I speak.

8 Peter saith unto him. Thou shalt 

never wash my feet. Jesus answered 
him . If I wash thee not, thou hast no 
part with me. . ^ ^ . 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him. Lord, 
not my feet only, but also my hands 
and my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him. He that is 
washed needeth not save to wash his 
feet, but is clean every whit : and ye 
are clean, but not all. 

11 For he knew who should betray 
him ; therefore said he, Ye are not aU 
clean. 

12 So after he had washed their 
feet, and had taken his garments, 
and was set down again, he said 
unto them, Know ye what I have 
done to you ? 

13 Ye call me Master and Lord : and 
ye say well; for so I am. 

14 If I then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; ye also ought 
to wash one another’s feet. 

15 For I have given you an example, 
that ye should do as 1 have done to 
you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his 
lord ; neither he that is sent greater 
than he that sent him. 

17 If ye know these things, happy 
are ye if ye do them. 

IS K I speak not of you all: I know 
whom I have chosen: but that the 
scripture may be fulfilled, He that 
eateth bread with me hath lifted up 
his heel against me.

14 And it was the preparation of the 
Passover, and about the sixth hour: 
and he saith unto the Jews, Behold 
your King! 

15 But they cried out. Away with him, 
away witii him* crucify him. Pilate 
saith unto them, Shah I crucify your 
King? The chief priests answered. 
We have no king but Caesar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore 
unto them to be crucified. And they 
took Jesus, and led him awav. 

17 And he bearing his cross went 
forth into a place cahed the Place of a 
skull, which is cahed in the Hebrew 
GoKgo-tha: 

18 Where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst. 

19 1 And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross. And the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the city : and it 
was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not^ The King of 
the Jews ; but that he said, I am King 
of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered. What I have 
written I have written. 

23 1 Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four parts, to every 
soldier a part ; and also his coat : now 
the coat was without seam, woven 
from the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots 
for it, whose it shall be: that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith. They parted my raiment 
among them, and for my vesture they 
did cast lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did. 

25 H Now there stood by the cross of 
Jesus his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary the wife of Cle-6-phas, 
and Mary Mag-da-lene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing by, 
whom he loved, he saith unto his 
mo^er. Woman, behold thy son! 

27 Then saith he to the disciple. Be- 
hold thy mother ! And from that hour 
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that disciple took her unto his own 
home, 

28 1[ After this, Jesus knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
saith, 1 thirst. 

29 Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar : and they filled a spunge with 
vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and 
put it to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he said. It is 
finished : and he bowed his head, and 
gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the cross 
on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath 
day was an high day,) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might be 
taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and brake 
the legs of the first, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. 

33 But when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they 
brake not his legs : 

34 But one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came there out blood and water. 

35 And he that saw it bare record, 
and his record is true : and he knoweth 
that he saith true, that ye might be- 
lieve. 

36 For these things were done, that 
the scripture should be fulfilled, A 
bone of him shall not be broken. 

37 And again another scripture 
saith, They shall look on him whom 
they pierced. 

38 H i^d after this Joseph of Ar- 
im-d-thae-a, being a disciple of Jesus, 
but secretly for fear of the Jews, be- 
sought Pilate that he might take away 
the body of Jesus: and Pilate gave 
him leave. He came therefore, and 
took the body of Jesus. 

39 And there came also Nic-6-de- 
miis, which at the first came to Jesus 
by night, and brought a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about an hundred 
pound weight, 

40 Then took they the body of 
Jesus, and woimd it in linen clothes 
with me spices, as the manner of the 
Jews is to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden; and in 
the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet laid. 

42 There laid they Jesus there- 
fore because of the Jews’ preparation 
day; for the sepulchre was nigh at 
hand. 
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1017 CHAPTER 20 

T he first day of the week cometh 
Mary M^g-da-lene early, when 
it was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, 
and seeth the stone taken away from 
the sepulchre. 

2 Then she runneth, and cometh to 
Simon Peter, and to the other dis- 
ciple, whom Jesus loved, and saith 
unto them, They have taken away 
the Lord out of the sepulchre, and 
we know not where they have laid 
him. 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and 
that other disciple, and came to the 
sepulchre. 

4 So they ran both together : and the 
other disciple did outrun Peter, and 
came first to the sepulchre. 

5 And he stooping down, and looking 
in, saw the linen clothes lying; yet 
went he not in. 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter follow- 
ing him, and went into the sepulchre, 
and seeth the linen clothes lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about 
his head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrapped together in a 
place by itself. 

8 Then went in also that other dis- 
ciple, which came first to the sepiil- 
chre, and he saw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the 
scripture, that he must rise again from 
the dead. 

10 Then the disciples went away 
again unto their own home. 

11 ^ But Mary stood without at the 
sepulchre weeping; and as she wept, 
she stooped down, and looked into 
the sepulchre, 

12 And seeth two angels in white 
sitting, the one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of 
Jesus had lain. 

13 And they say unto her. Woman, 
why weepest thou? She saith unto 
them. Because they have taken away 
my Lord, and I know not where they 
have laid him. 

14 And when she had thus said, she 
turned herself back, and saw Jesus 
standing, and knew not that it was 
Jesus. 

15 Jesus saith unto her. Woman, 
why weepest thou? whom seekest 
thou? She, supposing him to be the 
gardener, saith unto him. Sir, if thou 
have borne him hence, tell me where 
thou hast laid him, and I will take 
him away. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She 
turned herself, and saitb unto him, 
Rab-bo^ni; wmch is to say, Master. 
17 Jesus saith unto her. Touch me 
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not ; for I am not yet ascended to my 
Father: but go to my brethren, and 
say unto them, 1 ascend unto my 
Father, and your Father; and to my 
God, and your God. 

18 Mary MSg-da-lene came and 
told the disciples that she had seen 
the Lord, and that he had spoken 
the^e things unto her. 

19 If Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, when 
t^ie doors were shut where the dis- 
ciples were assembled for fear of the 
Jews, came Jesus and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them. Peace be 
xmto you. 

20 And when he had so said, he 
shewed unto them his hands and his 
side. Then were the disciples glad, 
when they saw the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. 

22 And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost : 

23 Whose soever sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them; and whose 
soever sms ye retain, they are re- 
tained. 

24 If But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
called Did-y-mus, was not with them 
when Jesus came. 

25 The other disciples therefore said 
unto him. We have seen the I^rd. 
But he said unto them. Except I shall 
see in his hands the print of the nails, 
and put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thrust my hand into his 
side, I will not believe. 

26 If And after eight days again his 
disciples were within, and Thomas 
with them: then came Jesus, the 
doors being shut, and stood in the 
midst, and said, Peace be unto you. 

27 Then saith he to Thomas, Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my 
hands; and reach hither thy hand, 
and thnist it into my side : and be not 
faithless, but believing. 

28 And Thomas answered and said 
unto him. My Lord and my God. 

29 Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, 
because thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed: blessed are they that have 
not seen, aadyet have believed. 

30 If And many other signs truly 
did Jesus in the presence of his 
disciples, which are not written in 
this book: 

31 But these are written, that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye might have life through 
his name. 
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1018 CHAPTER 21 

A fter these things Jesus shewed 
b himself again to the disciples at 
the sea of Ti-be^ri-as; and on this 
wise shewed he himself, 

2 There were together Simon Peter, 
and Thomas called Did-y-mus, and 
Na-than^a-el of Cana in Galilee, ^d 
the sons of Zeb-e-dee, and two other 
of his disciples. 

3 Simon Peter saith unto them, I go a 
fishing. They say imto him. We also 
go with thee. They went forth, and 
entered into a ship immediately; and 
that night they caught nothing. 

4 But when the mormng was now 
come, Jesus stood on the shore : but 
the disciples knew not that it was

6 And he said unto them. Cast the 
net on the right side of the ship, and 
ye shall find. They cast therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw 
it for the multitude of fishes. 

7 Therefore that disciple whom 
Jesus loved saith unto Peter, It is the 
Lord. Now when Simon Peter heard 
that it was the Lord, he girt his 
fisher’s coat unto him, (for he was 
naked,) and did cast himself into the 


SAnd the other disciples came in 
a little ship; (for they were not 
far from land, but as it were two 
hundred cubits,) dragging the net 
with fishes. 

9 As soon then as they were come 
to land, they saw a fire of coals there, 
and fish laid thereon, and bread. 

10 Jesus saith unto them. Bring of 
the fish which ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew 
the net to land full of great fishes, an 
hundred and fifty and three ; and for 
all there were so many, yet was not 
the net broken. 

12 Jesus saith unto them. Come and 
dine. And none of the disciples durst 
ask him. Who art thou? knowing that 
it was the Lord. 

13 Jesus then cometh, and taketh 
bread, and giveth them, and fish like- 
wise. 

14 This is now the third time that 
Jesus shewed himself to his disciples.

15 IF So when they had dined, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of 
Jonas, lovest thou me more than 
these? He saith unto him. Yea, Lord ;

17 He saith unto him the third time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved because he said 
imto him the third time, Lovest thou 
me? And he said unto him. Lord, thou 
knowest all things; thou knowest 
that I love thee. Jesus saith unto 
him, Feed my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee. 
When thou wast young, thou girdedst 
thyself, and walkedst whither thou 
wouldest: but when thou shalt be 
old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
hands, and another shall gird thee, 
and carry thee whither thou wouldest 
not. 

19 This spake he, signifying by what 
death he should glorify God. And 
when he had spoken this, he saith 
unto him, Follow me. 

20 Then Peter, turning about, seeth 
the disciple whom Jesus loved 
following; which also leaned on his 
breast at supper, and said. Lord, 
which is he that betrayeth thee? 

21 Peter seeing him saith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what shall this man do ? 

22 Jesus saith tmto him, If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is that 
to thee? follow thou me. 

23 Then went this saying abroad 
among the brethren, that that disciple 
should not die: yet Jesus said not 
unto him. He shadl not die; but. If I 
will that he tarry till I come, what is 
that to thee? 

24 This is tlie disciple which testi- 
fieth of these things, and wrote these 
things : and we knew ^hat his testi- 
mony is true. 

25 And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, if 
they should be written every one, I 
suppose that even the world itself 
could not contain the books that 
should be written.

24 Whom God hath raised up, hav- 
ing loosed the pains of death : because 
it was not possible that he should be 
holden of it. 

25 For David speaketh concerning 
him, I foresaw the Lord always be- 
fore my face, for he is on my right 
hand, that I should not be moved ; 

26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, 
and my tongue was glad; moreover 
also my flesh shall rest in hope : 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell, neither wilt thou suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to me the 
ways of Ufe ; thou shalt make me full 
of loy with thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch 
David, that he is both dead and 
buried, and his sepulchre is with us 
unto this day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that God had sworn with an 
oath to him, that of the fhiit of his 
loins, according to the flesh, he would 
raise up Christ to sit on his throne; 

31 He seeing this before spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, that his soul 
was not left in hell, neither his flesh 
did see corruption. 

32 This Jesus hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. 

33 Therefore being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having re- 
ceived of the Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this, which ye now see and hear. 

34 For David is not ascended into 
the heavens: but he saith himself. 
The Lord said imto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, 
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35 Until I make thy foes thy foot- 
stool. 

36 Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that God hath 
made that same Jesus, whom ye have 
crucified, both Lord and Christ. 

37 H Now when they heard this, they 
were pricked in their heart, and said 
unto Peter and to the rest of the 
apostles. Men and brethren, what 
shall we do? 

38 Then Peter said unto them, Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

39 For the promise is imto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall caU. 

40 And with many other words did he 
testify and exhort, sasring. Save your- 
selves from this untoward generation. , 

41 H Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized : and the same 
day there were added unto them 
about three thousand souls. 

42 And they continued stedfastly in 
the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, 
and in breaking of bread, and in 
prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul: 
and many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles. 

44 And all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all things common: 

45 And sold their possessions and < 

goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need. I 

46 And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and break- 
ing bread from house to house, did 
eat their meat with gladness and 
singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord 
added to the church daily such as 
should be saved. 

1021 CHAPTER 3 

N OW Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the 
hour of prayer, being the ninth hour, 
2 And a certain man lame from his 
mother’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple which is called Beautiful, to 
ask alms of them that entered into 
the temple;

9 And all the people saw him walk- 
ing and praising God : 

10 And they knew that it was he 
which sat for alms at the Beautiftrl 
gate of the temple: and they were 
filled with wonder and amazement at 
that which had happened imto him. 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, aU the 
people ran together unto them in 
the porch that is called Solomon’s, 
greatly wondering. 

12 t And when Peter saw it, he an- 
swered unto the people. Ye men of 
Israel, why marvel ye at this? or why 
look ye so earnestly on us, as though 
by our own power or holiness we had 
made this man to walk? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus ; 
whom ye defivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when 
he was detennined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy One and 
the Just, and desired a murderer to 
be granted imto you; 

15 And killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the dead ; 
whereof we are witnesses. 

16 And his name through faith in his 
name hath made this man strong, 

I whom ye see and know; yea, the 
' faith which i§ by him hath given him 

this perfect soundness m the pre- 
sence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did 
also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God be- 
fore had shewed by the mouth of all 
his prophets, that Christ should suffer, 
he hath so fulfilled. 

19 H Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of re- 
freshing shall come from the pre- 
sence of the Lord ; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Chnst, 
which before was preached unto you : 

21 Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all 
things, which God hath spoken by 
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the mouth of all his holy prophets 
since the world began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the 
fathers, A prophet shah the Lord 
your God raise up unto you of yomr 
brethren, like unto me ; him shall ye 
hear in all things whatsoever he shall 
say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 
every soul, which wiU not hear that 
prophet, shall be destroyed from 
among the people. ^ 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from 
Samuel and those that follow after, 
as many as have spoken, have like- 
wise foretold of these days. 

25 Ye are the children of the pro- 
phets, and of the covenant which God 
made with our fathers, saying unto 
Abraham, And in thy seed shall aU 
the kindreds of the earth be blessed. 

26 Unto you first God, having raised 
up his Son Jesus, sent him to bless 
you, in turning away every one of you 
from his iniquities. 

1022 CHAPTER 4 
AND as they spake unto the people. 
JTx the priests, and the captain of 
the temple, and the Sad-du-cees, 
came upon them, 

2 Being grieved that they taught the 
people, and preached through Jesus 
the resurrection from the dead. 

3 And they laid hands on them, and 
put them in hold unto the next day : 
tor it was now eventide. 

4 Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the 
number of the men was about five 
thousand. 

5 H And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that their rulers, and elders, and 
scribes, 

6 And Annas the high priest, and 
C^-a-phas, and John, and Aexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred 
of the high priest, were gatnered to- 
gether at Jerusalem. 

7 And when they had set them in the 
midst, they asked. By what powen 
or by what name, have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them. Ye rulers of 
the people, and elders of Israel, 

9 If we this day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, 
by what means he is made whole; 

10 Be it known unto you ah, and to 
all the people of Israel, that by the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
whom ye crucified, whom God raised 
from the dead, even by him doth this 
man stand here before you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was set 


Peter and John imprisoned 

at nought of you builders, which is 
become the head of the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any 
other; for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved. 

13 IF Now when they saw the bold- 
ness of Peter and John, and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned and 
ignorant men, they marvelled; and 
they took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, they 
could say nothing against it. 

15 But when they had commanded 
them to go aside out of the coimcil, 
they conferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to these 
men? for that indeed a notable 
miracle hath been done by them is 
manifest to all them that dwell in 
Jerusalem ; and we cannot deny it 

17 But that it spread no fiirther 
among the people, let us straitly 
threaten them, that mey speak hence- 
forth to no man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and com- 
manded them not to speak at all nor 
teach in the name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered and 
said unto them. Whether it be right 
in the sight of God to hearken unto 
you more than unto God, judge ye. 

20 For we cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen and heard. 

21 So when they had further 
threatened them, they let them go, 
finding nothing how they might 
punish them, because of the people: 
for all men glorified God for that 
which was done. 

22 For the man was above forty 
years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was shewed. 

23 H And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all 
that the chief priests and elders had 
said unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one 
accord, and said. Lord, thou art God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth, 
and the sea, and all that in them is : 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said. Why did the 
heathen rage, and me people imagine 
vain things? 

26 The kings of the earth stood up, 
and the rulers were gathered together 

;ainst the Lord, and against his 


27 For of a truth against thy holy 
child Jesus, whom thou hast anoint- 
ed, both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, 
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with the Gentiles, and the people of 
Israel, were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before 
to be done. 

29 And now. Lord, behold their 
threatenings : and grant unto thy ser- 
vants, that with all boldness they 
may speak thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that signs and wonders 
may be done by the name of thy holy 
child Jesus. 

31 H And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were 
assembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart and of one 
soul: neither said any of them that 
ought of the things which he pos- 
sessed was his own; but they had 
all things common. 

33 And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus: and great grace 
was upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among 
them that lacked: for as many as 
were possessors of lands or houses 
sold them, and brought the prices of 
the things that were sold, 

35 And laid them down at the 
apostles’ feet: and distribution was 
made tmto every man according as 
he had need. 

36 And Jo-ses, who by the apostles 
was sumamed Barnabas, (which is, 
being interpreted. The son of con- 
solation,) a Levite, and of the country 
of Cyprus, 

37 Having land, sold it and brought 
the money, and laid it at the apostles’ 
feet. 

1023 CHAPTER 5 

B ut a certain man named An-a-ni- 
as, with Sapph-i-ra his wife, sold 
a possession, 

2 And kept back part of the price, 
his wife also being privy to it and 
brought a certain part, and laid it at 
the apostles’ feet. 

3 But Peter said, An-a-ni-as, why 
hath Satan filled thine heart to lie to 
the Holy Ghost, and to keep back 
Part of the price of the land ? 

4 Whiles it remained, was it not 
thine own? and after it was sold, was 
it not in thine own power? why hast 
thou conceived this thing in thine 
heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto God. 
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5 And An-a-ni-as hearing these 
words fell down, and gave up the 
ghost: and great fear came on all 
them that heard these things. 

6 And the young men arose, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and 
buried him, 

7 And it was about the space of 
three hours after, when his wife, not 
knowing what was done, came in. 

8 And Peter answered unto her, Tell 
me whether ye sold the land for so 
much? And she said. Yea, for so 
much. 

9 Then Peter said unto her. How is 
it that ye have agreed together to 
tempt the Spirit of the Lord? behold, 
the feet of them which have buried 
thy husband are at the door, and shall 
carry thee out. 

10 Then fell she down straightway at 
his feet, and yielded up the ghost : and 
the young men came in, and found 
her dead, and, carrsing her forth, 
buried her by her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard 
these things. 

12 H And by the hands of the 
apostles were many signs and won- 
ders wrought among the people ; (and 
they were all with one accord in 
Solomon’s porch. 

13 And of the rest durst no man join 
himself to them: but the people 
magnified them. 

14 And believers were the more 
added to the Lord, mtiltitudes both 
of men and women.) 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick into the streets, and laid 
them on beds and couches, that at 
the least the shadow of Peter passing 
by might overshadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out 
of the cities round about unto Jeru- 
salem, bringing sick folks, and them 
which were vexed with unclean 
spirits : and they were healed every 
one. 

17 If Then the high priest rose up, 
and all they that were with him, 
(which is the sect of the Sad-du-vees,) 
and were filled with indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on the 
apostles, and put them in the com- 
mon prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the 
temple to the people all the words of 
this life. 

21 And when they heard that they 
entered into the temple early in the 
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morning, and taught. But the high 
priest came, and they that were wth 
him, and called the council together, 
and all the senate of the children of 
Israel, and sent to the prison to have 
them brought. , 

22 But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the prison, they 
returned, and told. ^ ^ 

23 Saying, The prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, ^d the keepers 
standing without before the doors: 
but when we had opened, we found 
no man within. 

24 Now when the high priest and 

the captain of the temple and the 
chief priests heard these things, they 
doubted of them whereunto this 
would grow. ^ ^ ^ 

25 Then came one and told them, 
saying. Behold, the men whom ye put 
in prison are standing in the temple, 
and teaching the people. . 

26 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without 
violence : for they feared the people, 
lest they should have been stoned. 

27 And when they had brought them, 
they set them before the council: and 
the high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach in 
this name? and, behold, ye have 
filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man’s blood 
upon us. 

29 H Then Peter and the other 
apostles answered and said. We 
ought to obey God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be a Prince and a 
Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of 
these things ; and so is also the Holy 
Ghost, whom God hath given to them 
that obey him. 

33 If When they heard that, they 
were cut to the heart and took 
counsel to day them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named Ga-ma- 
li-el, a doctor of the law, had in re- 
putation among all the people, and 
commanded to put the aposues forth 
a little space ; 

35 And said unto them. Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what 
ye mtend to do as touching these men. 

36 For before these days rose up 
Th^-das, boasting himself to be 
somebody; to whom a number of men, 


about four hundred, joined them- 
selves: who was slain; and jill, as 
many as obeyed him, were scattered, 
and brought to nought. 

37 After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the taxing, and 
drew away much people after him : 
he also perished; and all, even as 
many as obeyed him, were dispersed. 

38 And now I say unto you. Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone : 
for if this coimsel or this work be of 
men, it will come to nought : 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot 
overthrow it; lest haply ye be found 
even to fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and 
when they had called the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go. 

41 H And they departed from the pre- 
sence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ. 

1024 CHAPTER 6 
AND in those days, when the num- 
her of the disciples was multi- 
plied, there arose a murmuring of the 
Grecians against the Hebrews, be- 
cause their widows were neglected 
in the daily ministration. 

2 Then the twelve called the multi- 
tude of the disciples unto them, and 
said. It is not reason that we should 
leave the word of God, and serve 
tables. 

3 \^erefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you seven men of honest re- 
port, full of the Holy Ghost and wis- 
dom, whom we may appoint over this 
business. 

4 But we will give ourselves con- 
tinually to prayer, and to the ministry 
of the word. 

5 And the saying pleased the whole 
multitude: and they chose Stephen, 
a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost, and Philip, and Proch-o-riis, 
and Ni'ca-nor, and Ti-mon, and Par- 
me-nas, and Nicolas a proselyte of 
An-ti-6ch: 

6 Whom they set before the 
apostles : and when they had prayed, 
they laid their hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increased; 
and the number of the disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and 
a great company of the priests were 
obedient to the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and 
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power, did great wonders and miracles 
among the people. 

9 If Then there arose certain of the 
synagogue, which is called the syna- 
gogue of the Li-ber'tines, and Qy-re- 
ni-ans, and Al-ex-an'dri-ans, and of 
them of <?i-Kc-i-a and of Asia, dis- 
puting with Stephen. 

10 And they were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which 
he spake* 

11 Then they suborned men, which 
said. We have heard him speak 
blasphemous words against Moses, 
and against God. 

12 And they stirred up the people, 
and the elders, and the scribes, and 
came upon him, and caught him, and 
brought him to the council, 

13 And set up false witnesses, which 
said. This man ceaseth not to speak 
blasphemous words against this holy 
place, and the law : 

14 For we have heard him say, that 
this Jesus of Nazareth shall destroy 
this place, and shall change the cus- 
toms which Moses delivered us, 

15 And all that sat in the council, 
looking stedfastly on him, saw his face 
as it had been the face of an angel. 

1025 CHAPTER 7 

T hen said the high priest. Are 
these things so? 

2 And he said, Men, brethren, and 
fathers, hearken; The God of glory 
appeared unlo our father Abraham, 
when he was in Mes-6-p6-tam-i-a, 
before he dwelt in Char-ran, 

3 And said unto him. Get thee out of 
thy country, and from thy kindred, 
and come into the land which I shall 
shew thee. 

4 Then came he out of the land of 
the Qial-dae-ans and dwelt in QhSr- 
ran: and from thence, when his 
father was dead, he removed him into 
this land* wherein ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave him none inheritance 
in it, no, not so much as to set his 
foot on: yet he promised that he 
would give it to him for a possession, 
and to his seed after him, when as yet 
he had no child. 

6 And God spake on this wise. That 
his seed should sojourn in a strange 
land ; and that they should bring them 
into bondage, and entreat them evil 
four hundred years. 

7 And the nation to whom they shall 
be in bondage will I judge, said God : 
and after that shall they come forth, 
and serve me in this place. 

8 And he gave him me covenant of 
circumcision: and so Abraham begat 
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Isaac, and circumcised him the 
eighth day; and Isaac begat Jacob; 
and Jacob begat the twelve pat- 
riarchs. 

9 And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Joseph into Egsrpt: but 
God was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king 
of Egsrpt ; and he made him governor 
over Egypt and all his house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over all 
the land of Egypt and Cha-na-an, and 
great afSLiction : and our fathers found 
no sustenance. 

12 But when Jacob heard that there 
v/as com in Egypt, he sent out our 
fathers first.

1026 CHAPTER 8 
AND Saul was consenting unto his 
XI. death. And at that time there 
was a great persecution against the 
church which was at Jerusalem; and 
they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of Judsea and 
Sa-mM-a, except the apostles. 

2 And devout men carried Stephen 
to his burial, and made great lamen- 
tation over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havock of 
the church, entering into every house, 
and haling men and women com- 
mited them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scat- 
tered abroad went every where 
preaching the word. 

5 Then Philip went down to the city 
of Sa-mar-i-a, and preached Christ 
unto them. 

6 And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which 
Philip spake, hearing and seeing the 
miracles which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were possessed with them: and many 
taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, were healed. 

8 And there was great joy in that 
city. 

9 But there was a certain man, called 
Simon, which beforetime in the same 
city used sorcery, and bewitched the 
people of Sa-mar-i-a, giving out that 
himself was some great one : 

10 To whom they all gave heed, 
from the least to the greatest, saying. 
This man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, be- 
cause that of long time he had be- 
witched them with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip 
preaching the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of 
Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed 
also : and when he was baptized, he 
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continued with Phihp, and wondered, 
beholding the miracles and signs 
which were done. 

14 Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
mar'i-d had received the word of God, 
they sent unto them Peter and John : 

15 Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: 

16 (For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them : only they were baptiz- 
ed in the name of the Lord Jesus.) 

17 Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 
Ghost. 

18 And when Simon saw that 
through laying on of the apostles* 
hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may receive the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said imto Mm, Thy 
money perish with thee, because thou 
hast thought that the gift of God may 
be purchased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot in 
this matter : for thy heart is not right 
in the sight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickedness, and pray God, if perhaps 
the thought of thine heart may be 
forgiven thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art in the 
gall of bitterness, and in the bond of 
iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and said. 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none 
of these things wMch ye have spoken 
come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testified 
and preached the word of the Lord, 
returned to Jerusalem, and preached 
the gospel in many villages of the 
Sa-mar-i-tans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord spake 
tmto Philip, saying, Arise, and go 
toward the soum unto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Ga-za, which is desert. 

27 And he arose smd went: and, 
behold, a man of E-thi-6-pi-a, an 
eunuch of great authority under Can- 
da-oe queen of the E-thi-6-pi-ans, 
who had the charge of all her trea- 
sure, and had come to Jerusalem for 
to worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting m his 
chariot read E-s^^s the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit said unto Philip, 
Go near, and join thyself to this 
chariot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to him, and 
heard him read the prophet E-s^-ILs, 
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and said, TJnderstandest thou what 
thou readest? ^ 

31 And he said. How can I, exc^t 

some man should guide me? And he 
desired Philip that he would come up 
and sit with him. . , . , 

32 The place of the scripture which 
he read was this. He was led as a 
sheep to the slaughter; ^d hke a 
lamb dumb before his shearer, so 
opened he not his mouth ; 

33 In his humiliation his judgment 
was t^en away: and who shall de- 
clare his generation? for his life is 
taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, 
and said, I pray thee, of whom 
speaketh the prophet this? of him- 
self, or of some other man? 

35 Then Philip opened his mouth, 
and began at the same scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus. 

36 And as they went on their way, 
they came tmto a certain water ; and 
the eunuch said. See, here is water; 
what doth hinder me to be baptized? 

37 And Philip said, If thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou mayest. 
And he answered and said, I believe 
that Jesus Christ is the Son of God. 

38 And he commanded the chariot to 
stand still; and they went down both 
into the water, both Philip and the 
eunuch; and he baptized him. 

39 And when they were come up 
out of the water, die Spirit of the 
Lord caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch saw him no more: and he 
went on his way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at A-z6^ 
tus : and passing through he pre^hed 
in all the cities, till he came to Qse-sa- 
re^. 

1027 CHAPTER 9 
AND Saul, yet breathing outthreat- 
jTI. enings and slaughter against the 
disciples of the Lord, went tuito the 
high priest, 

2 And desired of him letters to 
Damascus to the synagogues, that 
if he found any of this way, whether 
they were men or women, he might 
bring them bound unto Jerusalem. 

3 And as he journeyed, he came 
near Damascus: and suddenly there 
shined round about him a light from 
heaven : 

4 And he fell to the earth, and heard 
a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me? 

5 And he said. Who art thou. Lord? 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom 
thou persecutest: it is hard for thee 
to kick agamst the pricks. 


The cor of Saul 

6 And he trembling \ astonished 
said. Lord, what wilt tnifi have me to 
do? And the Lord said imto him. 
Arise, and go into the city, and it shall 
be told thee what thou must do. 

7 And the men which journeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing a 
voice, but seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth ; and 
when his eyes were opened, he saw 
no man : but they led him by the hand, 
and brought him into Damascus. 

9 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 1 And there was a certain disciple 
at Damascus, named An-a-ni-as ; and 
to him said the Lord in a vision, An- 
a-ni-as. And he said, Behold, I am 
here. Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the street which is 
called Straight, and inquire in the 
house of Judas for one called Satd, 
of Tarsus: for, behold, he prayeth, 

12 And hath seen in a vision a man 
named An-a-ni-as coming in, and 
putting his hand on him, that he 
might receive his sight. 

13 Then An-a-ni-as answered, Lord, 
I have heard by many of this man, 
how much evil he hath done to 
saints at Jerusalem: 

14 And here he hath authority from 
the chief priests to bind all that call 
on thy name. 

15 But the Lord said unto him, Go 
thy way: for he is a chosen vessel 
unto me, to bear my name before the 
Gentiles, and kings, and the children 
of Israel: 

16 For I will shew him how great 
things he must suffer for my name’s 
sake. 

17 And An-a-ni-as went his way, 
and entered into the house; and put- 
ting his hands on him said. Brother 
Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, that ap- 
peared tmto thee in the way as thou 
earnest, hath sent me, that thou 
mightest receive thy sight, and be 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 

18 And immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales : and he 
received sight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptized. 

19 And when he had received meat, 
he was strengthened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples which 
were at Damascus. 

20 And straightway he preached 
Christ in the synagogues; that he is 
the Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were 
amazed, and said ; Is not this he that 
destroyed them which called on this 
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name in Jerusalem, and came hither 
for that intent, that he m ght bring 
them bound Unto the chief priests? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving 
that this is very Christ. 

23 If And after that many days were 
fulfilled, the Jews took counsel to 
kill him: 

24 But their laying await was known 
of Saul. And they watched the gates 
day and night to kill him. 

25 Then the disciples took him by 
night, and let him down by the wall 
in a basket. 

26 And when Saul was come to Jeru- 
salem, he assayed to join himself to 
the disciples : but they were all afraid 
of him, and believed not that he was 
a disciple. 

27 But Barnabas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had seen the 
Lord in the way, and that he had 
spoken to him, and how he had 
preached boldly at Damascus in the 
name of Jesus. 

28 And he was with them coming in 
and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and disputed 
against the Grecians: but they went 
about to slay him. 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him down to Qse-sa- 
re-a, and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the churches rest 
throufhout all Judaea and Galilee and 
Sa-mar-i-a, and were edified; and 
walking in the fear of the Lord, and 
in the comfort of the Holy Ghost, 
were multiplied. 

32 If And it came to pass, as Peter 
passed throughout all quarters, he 
came down also to the saints which 
dwelt at Lyd-da. 

33 And there he found a certain man 
named .®-ne-as, which had kept his 
bed eight years, and was sick of the 
palsy. 

34 And Peter said imto him, ^-ne- 
as, Jesus Christ maketh thee whole : 
arise, and make thy bed. And he 
arose immediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at LM^a and 
Sar-on saw him, and turned to the 
Lord. 

36 If Now there was at Joppa a cer- 
tain disciple named Tabitha, which by 
interpretation is called Dorcas: this 
woman was full of good works and 
almsdeeds which she did. 

37 And it came to pass in those days, 
that she was sick, and died: whom 
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when they had washed, they laid her 
in an upper chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lyd-da was 
nigh to Joppa, and the disciples had 
heard that Peter was there, they sent 
unto him two men, desiring him that 
he would not delay to come to them, 

39 Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they 
brought him into the upper chamber; 
and all the widows stood by him 
weeping, and shewing the coats and 
garments which Dorcas made, while 
she was with them. 

40 But Peter put them all forth, and 
kneeled down, and prayed ; and turn- 
ing him to the body said, Tabitha, 
arise. And she opened her eyes ; and 
when she saw Peter, she sat up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and 
lifted her up, and when he had called 
the saints and widows, presented her 
alive. 

42 And it was known throughout all 
Joppa; and many believed in the 
Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he tar- 
ried many days in Joppa with one 
Simon a tanner. 

1028 CHAPTER 10 
HTHERE was a certain man in 
JL sS-re^d called Cornelius, a cen- 
turion of the band called the Italian 
band, 

2 A devout man, and one that 
feared God with all his house, which 
gave much alms to the people, and 
prayed to God alway. 

3 He saw in a vision evidently about 
the ninth hour of the day an angel 
of God coming in to him, and saying 
unto him, Cornelius. 

4 And when he looked on him, he 
was afraid, and said. What is it. 
Lord? And he said unto him. Thy 
prayers and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. 

5 And now send men to Joppa, and 
call for one Simon, whose surname 
is Peter : 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon a 
tanner, whose house is by the sea 
side: he shall tell thee what thou 
oughtest to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake 
rmto Cornelius was departed, he 
called two of his household servants, 
and a devout soldier of them that 
waited on him continually; 

8 And when he had declared all 
these things unto them, he sent them 
to Joppa.^ 

9 If On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the 
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city, Peter went up upon the house- 
top to pray about the sixth hour; 

10 And he became very hungry, and 
would have eaten; but while they 
made ready, he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and a 
certain vessel descending unto liim, 
as it had been a great sheet knit at the 
four corners, and let down to the 
earth: 

12 Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and 
fowls of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him, 
Rise, Peter; kill, and eat. 

14 But Peter said. Not so. Lord ; for 
I have never eaten any thing that is 
common or unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time, What God 
hath cleansed, that c^l not thou 
common. 

16 This was done thrice: and the 
vessel was received up again into 
heaven. 

17 Now while Peter doubted in him- 
self what this vision which he had 
seen should mean, behold, the men 
which were sent from Cornelius had 
made inquiry for Simonas house, and 
stood before the gate, 

18 And called, and asked whether 
Simon, which was sumamed Peter, 
were lodged there. 

19 H While Peter thought on the 
vision, the Spirit said unto him. Be- 
hold, three men seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubting no- 
thing : for I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the 
men which were sent unto him from 
Cornelius ; and said, Behold, I am he 
whom ye seek: what is the cause 
wherefore ye are come? 

22 And they said, Cornelius the cen- 
turion, a just man, and one that 
feareth God, and of good report 
among all the nation of the Jews, was 
warned from God by an holy angel to 
send for thee into his house, and to 
hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and 
lodged them. And on the morrow 
Peter went away with them, and cer- 
tain brethren from Joppa accom- 
panied him. 

24 .And tl^ inorrow after they enter- 
ed into Qm-Sa-re-d. And Cornelius 
waited for them, and had called to- 
gether his kinsmen and near friends. 

25 And as Peter was coming in, 
Cornelius met him, and fell down at 
ms feet, and worshipped him. 


26 But Peter took him up, saying, 
Stand up ; I myself also am a man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he 
went in, and foimd many that were 
come together. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye know 
how that it is an unlawful thing for a 
man that is a Jew to keep company, or 
come unto one of another nation; but 
God hath shewed me that I should 
not call any man common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you with- 
out gainsaying, as soon as 1 was sent 
for: I ask therefore for what intent 
ye have sent for me? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days 
ago I was fasting until this hour ; and 
at the ninth hour I prayed in my 
house, and, behold, a man stood 
before me in bright clothing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in 
remembrance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whose surname is 
Peter; he is lodged in the house of 
one Simon a tanner by the sea side; 
who, when he cometii, shall speak 
unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent to 
thee; and thou hast well done fbat 
thou art come. Now therefore are we 
aU here present before God, to hear 
all things that are commanded thee 
of God. 

34 *)[ Then Peter opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons : 

35 But in every nation he that fear- 
eth him, and worketh righteousness, 
is accepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto 
the children of Israel, preaching 
peace by Jesus Christ; (he is Lord 
of all:) 

37 That word, I say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judsea, 
and began from Galilee, after the 
baptism which John preached ; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and 
with power: who went about doing 
good, and healing aU that were op- 
pressed of the devil; for God was 
with him. 

39 And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the 
Jews, and in lerusalem; whom they 
slew and hanged on a tree : 

40 Him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink with 
him after he rose from the dead. 
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42 And he commanded us to preach 
imto the people, and to testify that 
it is he which was ordained of God 
to be the Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name who- 
soever believeth in him shall receive 
remission of sins. 

44 U While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then 
answered Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry certain 
days. 

1029 CHAPTER 11 
AND the apostles and brethren that 
jHL were in Judsea heard that the 
Gentiles had also received the word 
of God. 

2 And when Peter was come up to 
Jerusalem, they that were of the 
circumcision contended with him, 

3 Sasdng, Thou wentest in to men 
uncircumcised, and didst eat with 
them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the matter 
from the beginning, and expounded 
it by order unto them, saying, 

5 1 was in the city of Joppa praying : 
and in a trance I saw a vision, A cer- 
tain vessel descend, as it had been a 
great sheet, let down from heaven by 
four comers ; and it came even to me : 

6 Upon the which when I had 
fastened mine eyes, 1 considered, and 
saw fourfooted beasts of the earth, 
and wild beasts, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto 
me. Arise, Peter; slay and eat. 

8 But I said. Not so. Lord : for no- 
thing common or unclean hath at any 
time entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven. What God hath cleans- 
ed, that caU not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times : 
and all were drawn up again into 
heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come unto 
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the house where I was, sent from 
Cge-sa-re-a unto me. 

12 And the spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entered into the man’s house : 

13 And he shewed us how he had 
seen an angel in his house, which 
stood and said unto him. Send men to 
Joppa, and call for Simon, whose 
surname is Peter; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, 
whereby thou and all thy house shall 
be saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the 
Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us 
at the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he said, John 
indeed baptized with water ; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave 
them the like gift as he did unto us, 
who beUeved on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; what was I, that I could 
withstand God? 

18 When they heard these things, 
they held their peace, and glorified 
God, saying, Then hath God also to 
the Gentiles granted repentance unto 
life. 

^19 If Now they which were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that 
arose about Stephen travelled as far 
as Phe-ni-ce, and Cs^rus, and An-ti- 
doh, preaching the word to none but 
imto the Jews only. 

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Qy-re-ne, which, when 
they were come to Aii-li-dch, spake 
mto the Grecians, preaching the Lord 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 
with them: and a great number be- 
lieved, and turned unto the Lord. 

22 If Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerusalem: and they 
sent forth Barnabas, that he should 
go as far as An-ti-och. 

23 Who, when he came, and had 
seen the grace of God, was glad, and 
exhorted them ah, that with purpose 
of heart they would cleave unto the 
Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith: and 
much people was added unto the 
Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to 
Tarsus, for to seek Saul : 

26 And when he had fotmd him, he 
brought him unto An-d-ooh. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year 
they assembled themselves with the 
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chtirch, and tanslit much people. 
And the disciples were called Chns- 
tians first in An'ti-och. 

27 H And in these days came^ pro- 
phets from Jerusalem unto An-h-och. 

28 And there stood up one of mem 
named Ag^a-biis, and si^fied by the 
spirit fiiat there should be great 
dearth throughout ah the world: 
which came to pass m the days of 
Claudius Caesar. . , 

29 Then the disciples, every man 

according to his ability, determined 
to send relief unto the brethren which 
dwelt in Judaea: 

30 Which also they did, and sent it 
to the elders by the hands of Barna- 
bas and Saul. 

1030 CHAPTER 12 
TVrOW about that time Herod the 
IN king stretched forth his hands 
to vex certain of the church. 

2 And he killed James the brother 
of John with the sword. 

3 And because he saw it pleased the 
Jews, he proceeded further to take 
Peter also. (Then were the days of 
unleavened bread.) 

4 And when he had apprehended 
him, he put him in prison, and de- 
livered him to four quaternions of 
soldiers to keep him; intending after 
Easter to bring him forth to the 
people.

8 And the angel said unto him, Gird 
thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And 
so he did. And he saith unto him, Cast 
thy garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed 
him; and wist not that it was true 
which was done by the angel; but 
thought he saw a vision. 

10 When they were past the first and 
the second ward, they came unto the 
iron gate that leadeth unto the city; 
which opened to them of his own 
accord : and they went out, and pass- 
ed on ihrough one street: and forth- 
with the angel departed from him. 
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11 And when Peter was come to 
himself, he said. Now I know of a 
surety, that the Lord hath sent his 
angel, and hath delivered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and from aH the 
expectation of the people of the Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thing, he came to the house of Mary 
the mother of John, whose surname 
was Mark; where many were gath- 
ered together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at the 
door of the gate, a damsel came to 
hearken, named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter’s 
voice, she opened not the gate for 
gladness, but ran in, and told how 
Peter stood before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her. Thou art 
mad. But she constantly afiinned that 
it was even so. Then said they. It is 
his angel. 

16 But Peter continued knocking;

PSr^ga, they came to An-ff-odi in Pilate that he ^ould be slain. 
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29 And when they had fulfilled aU 
that was written of him, thejr to 9 k 
him down from the tree, and laid him 
in a sepulchre. 

30 But God raised him from the 
dead: 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which 
was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he hath 
raised up Jesus again; as it is also 
written in the second psalm. Thou 
art my Son, this day have I begotten 
thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more to 
return to corruption, he said on this 
wise, I will give you the sure mercies 
of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in 
another Psalm, Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served 
his own generation by the wiU of God, 
fell on sleep, and was laid unto his 
fathers, and saw corruption: 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 If Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you the forgive- 
ness of sins: 

39 And by him all that believe are 
justified from aU things, from which 
ye could not be justified by the law of 
Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in the 
prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and won- 
der, and perish : for I work a work in 
your days, a work which ye shall in no 
wise believe, though a man declare 
it unto you, 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gentiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next sabbath. 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and 
religious proselytes followed Paul 
and Barnabas: who, speaking to 
them, persuaded them to continue 
in the grace of God. 

44 If And the next sabbath day came 
almost the whole city together to hear 
the word of God. 

45 But when the Jews saw the 
multitudes, they were filled with envy, 
and spake against those things which 
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were spoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blaspheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said. It was necessary that 
the word of God should first have 
been spoken to you : but seeing ye 
put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we 
turn to Ihe Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord commanded 
us, saying, I have set thee to be 
a light of the Gentiles, that thou 
shouldest be for salvation unto the 
ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord: and as many as 
were ordained to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 

50 But the Jews stirred up the de- 
vout and honomrable women, and the 
chief men of the city, and raised 
persecution against Paul and Barna- 
bas, and expelled them out of their 
coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came 
unto I-c6-ni-um. 

52 And the disciples were filled with 
joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 

1032 CHAPTER 14 
AND it came to pass in I-co^m-iim, 
XX that they went both together into 
the synagogue of the Jews, and so 
spake, that a great multitude both 
of the Jews and also of the Greeks 
believed. 

2 But the imbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gentiles, and made their minds 
evil affected against the brethren, 

3 Long time therefore abode they 
speaking boldly in the Lord, which 
gave testimony tmto the word of Ms 
grace, and granted signs and won- 
ders to be done by their hands. 

4 But the multitude of ihe city was 
divided : and part held with the Jews, 
and part with the apostles. 

5 And when there was an assault 
made both of the Gentiles, and also of 
the Jews with their rulers, to use 
them despitefuUy, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of it, and fled 
tmto Lys-tra and D§r-be, cities of 
Ly-ca-o-ni-d, and tmto the region 
that heth round about: 

7 And there they preached the 
gospel. 

8 If And there sat a certain man at 
Lys^trd, impotent in Ms feet, being a 
cripple from his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked: 

9 The same heard Paul speak: who

sledfastly beholding him, and per- 
ceiving that he had faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice. Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped 
and walked. 

11 And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Ly- 
ca-o-ni-a, The gods are come down 
to us in the likeness of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Jupi- 
ter ; and Paul, Mer-cu-rl-us, because 
he was the chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and 
would have done sacrifice with the 
people. 

14 Which when the apostles, Barna- 
bas and Paul, heard of, they rent 
their clothes, and ran in among the 
people, crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like 
passions with you, and preach unto 
you that ye should turn from these 
vanities unto the living God. which 
made heaven, and earth, and the 
sea, and all things that are therein : 

16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not mm- 
self without witness, in that he did 
good, and gave us rain from heaven, 
and fruitful seasons, filling our 
hearts with food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings scarce 
restrained they the people, that they 
had not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 H And there came thither certain 
Jews from An-ti-6ch and i-co-ni-um, 
who persuaded the people, and, hav- 
ing stoned Paul, drew him out of the 
city, supposing he had been dead. * 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood 
round about him, he rose up, and 
came into the city ; and the next day 
he departed with Barnabas to Der-bc, 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and had taught 
many, they returned again to Lys-tra, 
and to i-co'ni-um, and An-ti-och* 

22 Confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to con- 
tinue in the faith, and that we must 
through much tribulation enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every church, and had 
prayed with fasting, they commended 
them to the Lord, on whom they 
beheved. 

24 And after they had passed 
throughout Pi-sid-i-a, they came to 
Pam-phyl-i-a. 
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25 And when they had preached the 
word in Per%a, they went down into 
At-ta^li-a: 

26 And thence sailed to An-ti-6ch» 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the church together, 
they rehearsed all that God had done 
with them, and how he had opened 
the door of faith unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the disciples. 

1033 CHAPTER 15 
and certain men which came down 
xlL from Judasa taught the brethren, 
and said. Except ye be circumcised 
after the manner of Moses, ye can- 
not be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barna- 
bas had no small dissension and dis- 
putation with them, they determined 
that Paul and Barnabas, and certain 
other of them, should go up to Jeru- 
salem unto the apostles and elders 
about this question. 

3 And being brought on their way 
by the church, they passed through 
Phe-ni'ce and Sa-mar'i-a, declaring 
the conversion of the Gentiles : and 
they caused great joy xmto all the 
brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Jeru- 
salem, they were received of the 
church, and of the apostles and 
elders, and they declared all things 
that God had done with them. 

5 But there rose up certain of the 
sect of the Pharisees which believed, 
saying. That it was needful to cir- 
cumcise them, and to command them 
to keep the law of Moses. 

6 H And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much 
disputing, Peter rose up, and said 
unto them. Men and brethren, ye 
know how that a good while ago God 
made choice among us, that the 
Gentiles by my mouth should hear 
the word of the gospel, and believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witness, giving 
them the Holy Ghost, even as he did 
unto us; 

9 And put no difference between us 
and them, purifying their hearts by 
faith. 

10 Now therefore why tempt ye God, 
to put a yoke upon the neck of the 
(fisciples, which neither our fathers 
nor we were able to bear? 

11 But we believe that through the 
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grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall be saved, even as they. 

^ 12 t Then all the multitude kept 
silence, and gave audience to Barna- 
bas and Paul, declaring what miracles 
and wonders God had wrought 
among the Gentiles bv them. ^ 

13 II And after they had held their 
peace, James answered, saymg, Men 
and brethren, hearken unto me : 

14 Simeon hath declared how God 
at the first did visit the Gentiles, to 
take out of them a people for his 
name. 

15 And to this agree the words of 
the prophets; as it is written, 

16 After this I wiU return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, 
which is fallen down; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will set i 
it up: 

17 That the residue of men might 

seek after the Lord, and all the 
Gentiles, upon whom my name is 
called, saith the Lord, who doeth all 
these things. ^ ^ ^ . 

18 Knovra unto God are all his 
works from the beginning of the 
world. 

19 Wherefore my sentence is, that 
we trouble not them, which from 
among the Gentiles are turned to 
God : 

20 But that we write unto them, 
that they abstain from pollutions of 
idols, and from fornication, and from 
things strangled, and from blood. 

21 For Moses of old time hath in 
every city them that preach him, 
being read in the synagogues every 
sabbath day. 

22 Then pleased it the apostles and 
elders, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of their own company to 
An-ti-och with Paul and Barnabas; 
namely* Judas sumamed Barisa-bds, 
and Suas, chief men among &e 
brethren: 

23 And they wrote letters by them 
after this manner; The apostles and 
elders and brethren send greeting 
unto the brefiiren which are of the 
Gentiles in An'ti-och and Syria and 
Qi-lic-i-a ; 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, 
that certain which went out from us 
have troubled you with words, sub- 
verting your souls, saying. Ye must 
be circumcised, and keep me law: to 
whom we gave no such command- 
ment : 

25 It seemed good unto us, being 
assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our be- 
loved Barnabas and Paul, 
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26 Men that have hazarded their 
lives for the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who shall also teU you the 
same things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to Jay upon you no 
greater burden than these necessary 
things ; 

29 That ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols, and from blood, and 
from things strangled, and from 
fornication: from which if ye keep 
yourselves, ye shall do well. Fare 
ye well. 

30 So when they ^ were dismissed, 
they came to An-1i-6ch: and when 
they had gathered the multitude to- 
gether, they delivered the epistle : 

31 Which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation. 

32 And Judas and Silas, being pro- 
phets also themselves, exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and con- 
firmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there 
a space, they were let go in peace 
from the brethren unto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas con- 
tinued in An-ti-dch, teaching and 
preaching the word of the Lord, with 
many others also. 

36 ^ And some days after Paul said 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again 
and visit our brethren in every city 
where we have preached the word 
of the Lord, and see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whose surname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to take 
him with them, who departed from 
them from Pam-phyl-i-a, and went 
not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed 
asunder one from the other: and so 
Barnabas took Mark, and sailed 
unto Cyprus; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
parted, being recommended by the 
brethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and

38 And the serjeants told these 
words unto the magistrates : and they 
feared, when they heard that they 
were Romans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and 
desired them to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the prison, 
and entered into the house 0 / Lydia: 
and when they had seen the brethren, 
they comforted them, and departed. 


1035 CHAPTER 17 
T^OW when they had passed 
IN through Am-phip-6-lis and Ap- 
61-16-nI-d, they came to Thgss-H-lo- 
ni-ca, where was a synagogue of the 
Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, went 
in unto them, and three sabbath days 
reasoned with them out of the 
scriptures, 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas; and 
of the devout Greeks a great multi- 
tude, and of the chief women not a 
few. 

5 i But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them 
certain lewd fellows of the baser sort, 
and gathered a company, and set all 
the city on an uproar, and assaulted 
the house of Ja-son, and sought to 
bring them out to the people. 

6 And when they found them not, 
they drew Ja-son and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying, 
These that have turned the world 
upside down are come hither also ; 

7 Whom Ja^on hath received: and 
th^e all do contrary to the decrees 
of Caesar, saying that there is another 
long, one Jesus. 
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8 And they troubled the people and 
the rulers of the city, when they 
heard these things. 

9 And when they had taken security 
of Ja-son, and of the otlier, they let 
them go. 

10 H And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night 
unto Be-re-a: who coming thither 
went into the ssmagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than 
those in Thess-a-l6-niica, in that they 
received the word with all readiness 
of mind, and searched the scriptures 
daily, whether those Ihings were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed ; 
also of honourable women which 
were Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thess-a- 
16-ni-ca had knowledge that the word 
of God was preached of Paul at Be- 
re-a, they came thither also, and 
stirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the breth- 
ren sent away Paul to go as it were 
to the sea : but Silas and Timotheus 
abode there still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens: and re- 
ceiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timotheus for to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

16 H Now while Paul waited for 
them at Athens, his spirit was stirred 
in him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and with 
the devout persons, and in the market 
daily with them that met with him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of the 
£p-i-cu-re-ans, and of the Sto-icks, 
encountered him. And some said, 
What will this babbler say? other 
some. He seemeth to be a setter 
forth of strange gods: because he 
preached unto them Jesus, and the 
resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Ar-e-op'a-gds, saying. May 
we know what this new doctrine, 
whereof thou speakest, is ? 

20 For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know 
therefore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians and 
strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but either 
to teU, or to hear some new thing.) 

22 If Then Paul stood in the midst of 
Mars* hill, and said. Ye men of 
Athens, I perceive that in aH things 
ye are too superstitious. 

23 For as I passed by, and be- 
held your devotions, I found an altar 
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with this inscription, TO THE UN- 
KNOWN GOD. Whom therefore ye 
ignorantly worship, him declare I unto 
you. 

24 God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that he is Lord 
of heaven and earth, dwelleth not 
in temples made with hands ; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, as though he needed any 
thing, seeing he giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things ; 

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath deter- 
mined the times before appointed, 
and the boimds of their habitation; 

27 That they should seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after him, and 
find him, though he be not far from 
every one of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being, as certain also of 
your own poets have said. For we are 
also his offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the 
offspring of God, we ought not to 
think that the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art 
and man’s device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now command- 
eth all men every where to repent : 

31 Because he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the world 
in righteousness by that man whom 
he hath ordained; whereof hath 
given assurance unto all men, in that 
he hath raised him from the dead. 

32 H And when they heard of the re- 
surrection of the dead, some mocked : 
and others said. We vnll hear thee 
again of this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among 
them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto 
him, and believed : among the which 
was Di-6-nysii-fis the Ar-e-op-a-gite, 
and a woman named Dam-a-ris, and 
others with them. 

1036 CHAPTER 18 
AFTER these things Paul departed 
JlX from Athens, and came to 
Corinth; 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
A-duil'a, bom in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla; 
(because that Claudius had com- 
manded all Jews to depart from 
Rome :) and came unto them. 

3 ^d because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and 
wrought: for by their occupation 
they were tentmakers. 


4 And he reasoned in the synagogue 
every sabbath, and persuaded the 
Jews and the Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timotheus 
were come from Mac-e-do-ni-d, Paul 
was pressed in the spirit, and testi- 
fied to the Jews that Jesus was 
Christ. 

6 And when they opposed them- 
selves, and blasphemed, he shook his 
raiment, and said unto them. Your 
blood be upon your own heads; I 
am clean : from henceforth I will go 
unto the Gentiles. 

7 H And he departed thence, and 
entered into a certain man^s house, 
named Justus, one that worshipped 
God, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. 

8 And Cris-pus, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, believed on the Lord 
with all his house ; and many of the 
Corinthians hearing believed, and 
were baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vision. Be not afraid, 
but speak, and hold not thy peace : 

10 For I am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee : for I 
have much people in this city. 

11 And he continued there a year 
and six months, teaching the word of 
God among them. 

12 ^ And when (Jal-li-6 was the de- 
puty of A-eh^-a, the Jews made in- 
surrection with one accord against 
Paul, and brought him to the judg- 
ment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth 
men to worship God contrary to the 
law. 

14 And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gal-K-6 said unto 
the Jews, If it were a matter of 
wrong or wicked lewdness, O ye Jews, 
reason would that I should bear with 
you: 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and o/your law, look ye 
to it; for I will be no judge of such 
matters. 

16 And he drave them from the 
judgment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sos- 
the-nes, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue, and beat him before the judg- 
ment seat. And Gal-E-5 cared for 
none of those things. 

18 If And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a( good while, and then took his 
leave of the brethren, and sailed 
thence into Syria, and with him 
Priscilla and A-qtdl-a ; having shorn 
his head in Cen-chre-a ; for he had 
avow. 
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19 And lie came to ©ph-e-sds, and 
left them there : but he himself en- 
tered into the synagogue, and 
reasoned with the Jews. 

20 When they desired him to tarry 

longer time with them, he consented 
iiot ; - « . 

21 But bade them farewell, saymg, 

I must by all means keep this feast 
that cometh in Jerusalem ; but I will 
return again unto you, if God ^ulL 
And he sailed from ^iph-e-sds. 

22 And when he had landed at 
C®-sa-re-a, and gone up, and saluted 
the church, he went down to An-ti- 
nch.

M en, brethren, and fathers, hear 
ye my defence which I make 
now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that he 
spake in the Hebrew tongue to them, 
they kept the more silence; and he 
saith,) 

3 I am verily a man which am a 
Jew, bom in Tarsus, a city in <?i-li 9 - 
i-a, yet bought up in this city at the 
feet of Ga-ma'li-^1, and taught ac- 
cording to the perfect manner of the 
law of me fathers, and was zealous 
toward God, as ye all are this day. 


4 And I persecuted this way unto 
the death, binding and delivering into 
prisons both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of ihe 
elders: from whom also I received 
letters unto the brethren, and went 
to Damascus, to bring them which 
were there bound unto Jerus^em, 
for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, and was come nigh 
unto Damascus about noon, sudderdy 
there shone from heaven a great 
light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

8 And I answered. Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said unto me, I am 
Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou per- 
secutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw 
indeed the fight, and were afraid ; but 
they heard not the voice of him that 
spake to me. 

10 And I said. What shall I do. 
Lord? And the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, and go into Damascus; and 
there it shall be told thee of all tilings 
which are appointed for thee to do. 

11 And when I could not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the 
hand of them that were with me, I 
came into Damascus. 

12 And one An-a-ni-as, a devout 
man according to the law, having a 
good report of all tire Jews which 
dwelt there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and 
said unto me. Brother Saul, receive 
thy sight And the same hour 1 
looked up upon him. 

14 And he said, The God of our 
fathers hath chosen thee, that thou 
shouldest know his will, and see 
that Just One, and shouldest hear 
the voice of his mouth. 

15 For thou shalt be his witness 
unto aU men of what thou hast seen 
and heard. 

16 And now why fearriest thou? arise, 
and be baptized, and wash away thy 
sins, calling on the name of the Lord. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when I 
was come again to Jerusalem, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was 
in a trance; 

18 And saw him saying unto me. 
Make haste, and get thee quickly 
out of Jerusalem: for they will not 
receive thy testimony concerning me. 

19 And 1 said. Lord, they know that 
I imprisoned and beat in every S 3 ma- 
gogue them that befieved on thee: 
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20 And when the blood of thy 
martsnr Stephen was shed, I also was 
standing by, and consenting unto his 
death, and kept the raiment of them 
that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me. Depart: for 
I will send thee far hence unto the 
Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto 
this word, and then lifted up their 
voices, and said. Away with such a 
fellow from the earth: for it is not 
ht that he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast 
off their clothes, and threw dust into 
the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the castle, and 
bade that he should be examined by 
scourging ; that he might know where- 
fore they cried so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion 
that stood by. Is it lawful for you to 
scourge a man that is a Roman, and 
uncondemned? 

26 When the centurion heard that 
he went and told the chief captain, 
saying, Take heed wnat thou doest: 
for this man is a Roman. 

27 Then the chief captain came, and 
said unto him. Tell me, art thou a 
Roman? He said. Yea. 

28 And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this 
freedom. And Paul said. But I was 
free bom. 

29 Then straightway they departed 
from him which should have examin- 
ed him: and the chief captain also 
was afraid, after he knew that he was 
a Roman, and because he had botmd 
him. 

30 On the morrow, because he 
would have known the certainty 
wherefore he was accused of the 
Jews, he loosed him from his bands, 
and commanded the chief priests 
and all their council to appear, and 
brought Paul down, and set him be- 
fore them. 

1041 CHAPTER 23 
AND Paul, earnestly beholding the 
XX council, said, Men and brethren, 
I have lived in all good conscience 
before God until this day. 

2 And the high priest An-a-ni-ds 
commanded them that stood by 
him to smite him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God 
shall smite thee, thou whited waU: 
for sittest thou to judge me after 
the law, and commandest me to be 
smitten contrary to the law? 
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4 And they that stood by said, 
Revilest thou God^s high priest? 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, breth- 
ren, that he was the high priest : for 
it is written. Thou shalt not speak 
evil of the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that the 
one part were Sad-du-cees, and the 
other Pharisees, he cried out in the 
council. Men and brethren, I am a 
Pharisee, the son of a Pharisee : of 
the hope and resurrection of the dead 
1 am called in question. 

7 And when he had so said, there 
arose a dissension between the Phari- 
sees and the Sad-dii-cdbs: and the 
multitude was divided. 

8 For the Sad'du-cees say that there 
is no resurrection, neither angel, nor 
spirit : but the Pharisees confess both. 

9 And there arose a great cry : and 
the scribes that were of the Phari- 
sees’ part arose, and strove, saying. 
We find no evil in this man: but 
if a spirit or an angel hath spoken to 
him, let us not fight against God. 

10 And when there arose a great 
dissension, the chief captain, fearing 
lest Paul should have been pulled 
in pieces of them, commanded the 
soldiers to go down, and to take him 
by force from among them, and to 
bnng him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the Lord 
stood by him, and said. Be of good 
cheer, Paul : for as thou hast testified 
of me in Jerusalem, so must thou 
bear witness also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day, certain of 
the Jews banded together, and bound 
themselves under a curse, saying 
that they would neither eat nor dnnk 
till they had killed Paul. 

13 And they were more than forty 
which had made this conspiracy. 

14 And they came to the chief 
priests and elders, and said. We have 
bound ourselves under a great curse, 
that we will eat nothing until we have 
slain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the council 
signify to the chief captain that he 
bring him down imto you to morrow, 
as though ye would inquire something 
more perfectly concerning him: and 
we, or ever he come near, are ready 
to him. 

16 And when Paul’s sister’s son 
heard of their lying in wait, he went 
and entered into the castle, and told 
Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the cen- 
turions unto him. and said, Bring this 
young man unto the chief captain : for 
he hath a certain thing to tell him. 
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18 So he took him, and brought him 

to the chief captain, and said, Paul 
the prisoner called me unto him> and 
prayed me to bring this young man 
unto thee, who hath something to say 
unto thee. . , , . 

19 Then the chief captain took mm 
by the hand, and went with him aside 
privately, and asked him. What is 
that thou hast to tell me? 

20 And he said. The Jews have 
agreed to desire thee that thou 
wouMest bring down Paul to morrow 
into the council, as though they 
would inquire somewhat of him more 
perfectly. 

21 But do not thou 3 rield unto them : 
for there lie in wait for him of them 
more than forty men, which have 
bound themselves with an oath, that 
they will neither eat nor drink till 
they have killed him: and now are 
they ready, looking for a promise 
from thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let the 
young man depart, and charged him. 
See thou tell no man that thou hast 
shewed these things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two cen- 
turions, saying. Make ready two 
hundred soldiers to go to Cse-sa-re-a, 
and horseman threescore and ten, 
and spearmen two hundred, at the 
third hour of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring him 
safe unto Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner: 

26 Claudius Lys-i-^s unto the most 
exceUent governor Felix sendeth 
greeting.

29 Whom I perceived to be accused 
of questions of their law, but to have 
nothing laid to his charge worthy of 
death or of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me how 
that the Jews laid wait for the man, I 
sent straightway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accusers also 
to say before thee what they had 
against him. Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com- 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to An-tip'a-tris. 

32 On the morrow they left the

21 But when Paul had appealed to 
be reserved unto the hearing of 
Augustus, I commanded him to be 
kept till I might send him to Cassar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myself. To 
morrow, said he, thou shalt hear him. 

23 And on the morrow, when Agrip- 
pa was come, and Ber-m-ce, with 
great pomp, and was entered into the 
place of hearing, with the chief cap- 
tains, and principal men of the city, 
at Festus’ commandment Paul was 
brought forth. 

24 And Festus said. King Agrippa, 
and all men which are here present 
with us, ye see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, and 
also here, crying that he ought not 
to live any longer. 

25 But when 1 found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, 1 have determined to send 
him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain thing 
to write unto my lord. Wherefore I 
have brought him forth before you, 
and specially before thee, O king 
Agrippa, that, after examination had, 
I might have somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreason- 
able to send a prisoner, and not 
withal to signify the crimes laid 
against him. 


1044 CHAPTER 26 

T hen Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Thou art permitted to speak for 
thyself. Then Paul stretched fortii 
the hand, and answered for himself : 


2 1 think myself happy, king Agrippa, 
because I shall answer for myself this 
day before thee touching all the things 
whereof I am accused of the Jews : 

3 Especially because I know thee to 
be expert in all customs and ques- 
tions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore I beseech thee to hear me 
patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine 
own nation at Jerusalem, know all 
the Jews; 

5 Which loiew me from the begin- 
ning, if they would testify, that after 
the most straitest sect of our religion 
I lived a Pharisee. 

6 And now 1 stand and am judged 
for the hope of the, promise made of 
God unto our fathers : 

7 Unto which Promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day and 
night, hope to come. For which 
hope’s sake, king Agrippa, I am 
accused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God should 
raise the dead? 

9 I verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things contrary to 
the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jeru- 
salem: and many of the saints did I 
shut up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests; 
and when they were put to death, 
I gave my voice against them, 

11 And I punished them oft in every 
synagogue, and compelled them to 
blaspheme; and being exceedingly 
mad against them, I persecuted (hem 
even unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Damas- 
cus with authority and commission 
from the chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, 1 heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hebrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? it is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet ; 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and 
a witness both of these things which 
thou hast seen, and of those things 
in the which I will appear unto thee; 
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17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, nnlo whom 
now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan untc God, 
that they may receive forgiveness of 
sins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith that is 
in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, 

I was not disobedient unto the 
heavenly vision: ^ 

20 But shewed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judaea, 
and then to the Gentiles, that 
they should repent and turn to 
God, and do works meet for repent- 
ance. 

21 For these causes the Jews 
caught me in the temple, and went 
about to kin me. 

22 Having therefore obtamed help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witnessing both to small ^d great, 
sa 3 dng none other things than those 
which the prophets and Moses did 
say should come : 

23 That Christ should suffer, and 
that he should be the first that 
should rise from the dead, and should 
shew light unto the people, and to 
the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for him- 
self, Festus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art beside thyself; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, 1 am not mad, 
most noble Festus; but speak forth 
the words of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these 
thmgs, before whom also I speak 
freely; for I am persuaded that none 
of these things are hidden from him; 
for this thing was not done in a 
comer. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou the 
prophets? I know that thou believest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also aU that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, < 
the king rose up, and the governor, 
and B6r-ni-Qe, and they that sat with 
them: 

31 And when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, say- 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy 
of death or of bonds.

1045 CHAPTER 27 

D when it was determined that 
we should sail into Italy, they 
delivered Paul and certain other 
prisoners unto one named Julius, a 
centurion of Augustus’ band. 

2 And entering into a ship of Ad- 
ra-nr^-ti-iim, we launched, meaning 
to sail by the coasts of Asia; one 
Ar-is-tar^Gbiis, a Mac-e-do-ni-an of 
Thess-a-ld-ni-ca, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at 
6iid6n. And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave him liberty to 
go unto his friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, be- 
cause the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Qi-lic£i-a and Pam-phyl-i-a, we 
came to My-ra, a city of Lyg-i-a. 

6 And there the centurion found a 
ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy; 
and he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and scarce were come 
over against Cni-diis, the wind not 
suffering us, we sailed under Crete, 
over against Sal-md-ne ; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto 
a place which is called The fair 
havens ; nigh whereimto was the ci^ 
o/La-se-a. 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now dangerous, 
because the fast was now already 
past, Paul admomshed them, 

10 And said unto them. Sirs, I per- 
ceive that this voyage will be with 
hurt and much damage, not only of 
the lading and ship, but also of our 
lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion be- 
lieved the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than those things 
which were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more 

art advised to depart thence also, if 

y any means they might attain to 
Phe-ni-ce, and there to winter; which 
is an haven of Crete, and lielh toward 
the south west and north west. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpose, loosing thence^ 
they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called 
Eh-roc-ly-don. 
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15 And when the ship was caught, 
and couid not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. 

16 And running under a cert^ 
island which is called Clauda, we had 
much work to come by the boat : 

17 Which when they had taken up, 
they used helps, undergirding the 
ship; and, fearing lest they should 
fall into tne quicksands, strake sail, 
and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they 
lightened the ship ; 

19 And the thurd day we cast out 
with our own hands the tackling of 
the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars 
in many days appeared, and no small 
tempest lay on us, all hope that we 
should be saved was then taken 
away. 

21 But after long abstinence Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened 
unto me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm 
and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of 


good cheer: for there shall be no loss 
of any man^s life among you, but of 
the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose I am, and 
whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Cmsar: and 
lo, God hath given thee all them that 
sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good 
cheer ; for I believe God, that it shall 
be even as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon a 
certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were driven up and 
down in A-dri-a, about midnight the 
shipmen deemed that they drew near 
to some country; 

28 And sounded, and found it 
twenty fathoms : and when they had 
gone a little further, they sounded 
again, and found it fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four 
anchors out of the stem, and wished 
for the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were about 
to flee out of the ship, when they had 
let down the boat into the sea, tmder 
colour as though they would have 
cast anchors out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and to 
the soldiers. Except these abide in 
the ship, ye cannot be saved.

32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes 
of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And wmle the day was coming on, 
Paul besought them all to lake meat, 
saidng. This day is the fourteenth day 
that ye have tarried and continued 
fasting, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meat: for this is for your 
health: for there shall not an hair 
fall from the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and gave thanks to God 
in presence of them all : and when he 
had broken it, he began lo eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship 
two hundred threescore and sixteen 
souls. 

38 And when they had eaten 
enough, they lightened the ship, and 
cast out the wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land: but they discovered a 
certain creek with a shore, into the 
which they were minded, if it were 
possible, to thrust in the ship, 

40 And when they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves 
unto the sea, and loosed the rudder 
bands, and hoised up the mainsail to 
the wind, and made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where two 
seas met, they ran the ship aground; 
and the forepart stuck fast, and re- 
mained unmoveable, but the hinder 
part was broken with the violence of 
the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was to 
kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
shotild swim out, and escape. 

43 But the centurion, vnlling to save 
Paul, kept them from then purpose;

P AUL, a servant of Jesus Clirist, 
called to he an apostle, separated

4 And declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the spirit of

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apostleship, for obedience to the 
faith among all nations, for his name : 
6 Among whom are ye also the 
called of Jesus Christ: 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved of 
God, called to be saints : Grace to you 
and peace from God our Father, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, 1 thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your 
faith is spoken of throughout the 
whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel 
of his Son, that without ceasing I 
make mention of you always in my 
prayers;. 

10 Makmg request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a pros- 
perous ioumey by the will of God to 
come tmto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
to the end ye may be established ; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual 
faith both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you ignor- 
ant, brethren, that oftentimes I pur- 
posed to come unto you, (but was let 
hitherto,) that I mi^t have some 
fruit among you also, even as among 
other Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, 
and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you that 
are at Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ : for it is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one lhat 
beliweth ; to the Jew first, and also to 
the Greek. 


17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed from faith to faith: 
as it is written. The iust shall live by 
faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who 
hold the truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; 
for God hath shewed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that they are 
without excuse : 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be 
wise, they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the un- 
corruptible God into an image made 
like to corruptible man, and to birds, 
and fourfooted beasts, and creeping 
things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 
I UP to uncleanness through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour their 
own bodies between themselves: 

25 Who changed the trulh of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and served 
the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever. A-men. 

26 For this cause God gave them up 
unto vile affections: for even their 
women did change the natural use 
into that which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, 
leaving the natoal use of the woman, 
burned m their lust one toward 
another ; men with men working that 
which is unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompence of their 
error which was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like to 
retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind, 
to do those things which are not con- 
venient; 

29 Being filled with all unrighteous- 
ness, fornication, wickedness, cove- 
tousness, maliciousness; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity; 
whisperers, 
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30 Backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of i 
evil things, disobedient to parents, 

31 Without understanding, cove- 
nantbreakers, without natural affec- j 
tion, implacable, unmerciful : 

32 Who knowing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in 
them that do them. 

1048 CHAPTER 2 
npHEREFORE thou art inexcusable, 

1 O man, whosoever thou art that 
judgest; for wherein thou judgesti 
another, thou condemnest thyself; I 
for thou that judgest doest the same 
things. 

2 But we are sure that the judgment 
of God is according to truth against 
them which commit such things. 

3 And Ihinkest thou this, O man, 
that judgest them which do such 
things, and doest the same, that thou 
Shalt escape the judgment of God? 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of his 
goodness and forbearance and long- 
suffering; not knowing that the 
goodness of God leadeth thee to re- 
pentance? 

5 But after thy hardness and im- 
penitent heart treasurest up imto 
thyself wrath against the day of wrath 
and revelation of the righteous judg- 
ment of God; 

6 Who will render to every man ac- 
cording to his deeds : 

7 To them who by patient con- 
tinuance in well doing seek for glory 
and honour and immortality, eternal 
life: 

S But unto them that are conten- 
tious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doelh evil, of 
the Jew fbrst, and also of the Gentile ; 

10 But glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gentile : 

11 For there is no respect of persons 
with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned 
without law shall also perish without 
law: and as many as have sinned in 
the law shall be judged by the 
law; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers of 
the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these. 
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having not the law, are a law unto 

15 Which shew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their con- 
science also bearing witness, and their 
thoughts the mean while accusing 
or else excusing one another;) 

16 In the day when God shall 
judge the secrets of men by Jesus 
Christ according to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy boast of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and ap- 
proves! the things that are more excel- 
lent, being instructed out of the law;

24 For the name of God is blasphem- 
ed among the Gentiles through you, 
as it is written. 

25 For circumcision verily profiteth, 
if thou keep the law : but if thou be a 
breaker of the law, thy circumcision is 
made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore if the uncircumcision 
keep ^e righteousness of the law, 
shaU not his uncircumcision be 
counted for circumcision? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision 
which is by nature, if it fulfil the law, 
judge thee, who by the letter and 
circumcision dost transgress the law? 

28 For he is not a Jew, which is one 
outwardly; neither is that circum- 
cision, which is outward in the flesh : 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one in- 
wardly; and circumcision is that of 
&e heart, in the spirit, and not in the 
letter; whose praise is not of men, 
but of God.

12 And the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the circumcision 
only, but who also walk in the steps 
of that faith of our father Abraham, 
which he had being yet uncircum- 
cised. 

13 For the promise, that he should 
be the heir of the world, was not to 
Abraham, or to his seed, through the 
law, but through the righteousness of 
faith. 

14 For if they v/hich are of the law 
he heirs, faith is made void, and the 
promise made of none effect: 

15 Because the law worketh wrath: 
for where no law is, there is no 
transgression. 

16 Therefore it is of faith, that it 
might he by grace; to the end the 
promise mi^t be sure to all the seed ; 
not to that only which is of the law, 
but to that also which is of the faith of 
Abraham ; who is the father of us all, 

17 (As it is written, I have made thee 
a father of many nations,) before him 
whom he believed, even God, who 
quickeneth the dead, and calleth 
those things which be not as though 
they were. 

18 Who against hope believed in 
hope, that he might become the 
famer of many nations; according to 
that which was spoken. So shall thy 
seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, he 
considered not his own body now 
dead, when he was about an htmdred 
years old, neither yet the deadness of 
Sara’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the promise 
of God through unbelief; but was 
strong in faith, giving glory to God ; 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed to 
him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, that it was imputed to 
him; 

24 But for us also, to whom it shall be 
imputed., if we believe on him that 
raised up Jesus our Lord from the 
dead; 
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25 Who was delivered for our 
offences, and was raised again for our 
iustihcation. 

1051 CHAPTER 5 
T^HEREFORE being justified by 
J. faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: 

2 By whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we glory in 
tribulations also : knowing that tribu- 
lation worketh patience ; 

4 And patience, experience; and 
experience, hope: 

5 And hope maketh not ashamed: 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us. 

6 For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for 
the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a riditeous man 
will one die : yet peradventure for a 
good man some would even dare to 
die. 

8 But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now justi- 
fied by his blood, we shall be saved 
from wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by the death 
of his Son, much more, being recon- 
ciled, we shall be saved by his life. 

11 And not only so, but we also joy 
in God throu^ our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now re- 
ceived the atonement. 

12 Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death by 
sin; and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned; 

13 (For until the law sin was in the 
world: but sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. 

14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude of 
Adam’s transgression, who is the 
figure of him that was to come. 

15 But not as the offence, so also is 
the free gift. For if through the 
offence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the gift by 
grace, which is by one man, Jesus 
Christ, hath abounded unto many. 

16 And not as it was by one mat 
sinned, so is the gift : for the judgment 
was by one to condemnation, but the 
free is of many offences unto 
justification. 
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17 For if by one man’s offence 
death reigned by one; much more 
they which receive abundance of 
grace and of the gift of righteousness 
shall reign in life by one, Jesus 
Christ.) 

18 Therefore as by the offence of 

one judgment came upon all men 
to condemnation; even so by the 
righteousness of one the free gift 
came upon all men unto justification 
of life. ...... 

19 For as by one man’s disobedience 

many were made sinners, so by the 
obedience of one shall many be made 
righteous. ^ ^ ^ ^ 

20 Moreover the law entered, that 
the offence might abotmd. But where 
sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound: 

21 That as sm hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal 
life by Jesus Christ our Lord. 

1052 CHAPTER 6 
TXTHAT shall we say then? Shall 
VV we continue in sin, that grace 
may abound? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, that 
are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ 
were baptized into his death? 

4 Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death: that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, even so 
we also should walk in newness of 
life. 

5 For if we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his death, 
we shall be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection: 

6 Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead is freed from 
sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live with 
him: 

9 Knowing that Christ being raised 
fiom the dead dieth no more ; death 
hath no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died imto 
sin once: but in that he livetih, he 
hveth unto God. 

11 Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but, alive unto God through Jesus 
Chnst our Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in 


your mortal body, that ye should obey 
it in the lusts thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye yomr members as 
instruments of unrighteousness unto 
sin : but yield yourselves unto God, as 
those that are alive from the dead, 
and your members as instruments of 
righteousness unto God. 

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the 
law, but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, because 
we are not under the law, but under 
grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, his 
servants ye are to whom ye obey; 
whether of sin unto death, or of 
obedience unto righteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye were 
the servants of sin, but ye have 
obeyed from the heart that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you. 

18 Being then made free from sin, 
ye became the servants of righteous- 
ness. 

19 I speak after the manner of men 
because of the infirmity of your flesh: 
for as ye have yielded your members 
servants to uncleanness and to in- 
iquity unto iniquity; even so now 
yield your members servants to 
righteousness imto holiness. 

20 For when ye were the servants 
of sin, ye were free from righteous- 
ness. 

21 What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed? 
for the end of those things is death. 

22 But now being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, ye 
have your fruit unto holiness, and the 
end everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

1053 CHAPTER 7 

K now ye not, brethren, (for I 
speak to them that know the 
law,) how that the law hath dominion 
over a man as long as he liveth? 

2 For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by the law to her 
husband so long as he liveth; but if 
the husband be dead, she is loosed 
from the law of her husband. 

3 So then if, while her husband 
liveth, she be married to another man, 
she shall be called an adulteress : but 
if her husband be dead, she is free 
from that law ; so that she is no adul- 
teress, though she be married to 
another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also 
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arc become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be 
married to another, even to him who 
is raised from the dead, that we 
should bring forth fruit unto God. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, the ! 
motions of sins, which were by the 
law, did work in our members to 
bring forth fruit unto death. 

6 But now we are delivered from the 
law, that being dead wherein we 
were held; that we should serve in 
newness of spirit, and not in the 
oldness of the letter. ^ 

7 What shall we say then? Is the 
law sin? God forbid. Nay, I had not 
known sin, but by the law : for I had 
not known lust, except the law had 
said, Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence. For with- 
out the law sin was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law 
once: but when the commandment 
came, sin revived, and 1 died. 

10 And the commandment, which 
was ordained to life, 1 found to be 
imto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, deceived me, and by 
it slew me* 

12 Wherefore the law is holy, and 
the commandment holy, and just, and 
good. 

13 Was then that which is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might appear sin, 
working death in me by that which is 
good ; that sin b^ the commandment 
might become exceeding sinful. 

14 For we know that the law is 
spiritual : but 1 am carnal, sold under 
sin. 

15 For that which I do I allow not: 
for what I would, that do I not; but 
what I hate, that do I. 

16 If then 1 do that which I would 
not, I consent unto the law that it is 
good. 

17 Now then it is no more I that do 
it, but ^ that dwelleth in me. 

18 For 1 know that m me (that is, in 
my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: 
for to will is present with me; but 
how to perform that which is good I 
find not. 

19 For the good that I would I do 
not: but the evil which I would not, 
that 1 do. 

20 Now if I do that I would not, it is 
no more I that do it, but sin that 
dweUeth in me. 

21 I ^d then a law, that, when I 
would do good, evil is present with me. 
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22 For I delight in the law of God 
after the inward man : 

23 But I see another law in my 
members, warring against the law of 
my mind, and bringing me into 
captivity to the law of sin which is in 
my members. 

24 O wretched man that I am ! who 
shall deliver me from the body of this 
death? 

25 I thank God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. So then with the 
mind I myself serve the law of God; 
but with the flesh the law of sin. 


1054 CHAPTER 8 
^HERE is therefore now no con- 
JL demnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. 

2 For the law of the Spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus hath made me free 
from the law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin» 
condenmed sin in the flesh: 

4 That the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

5 For they that are after the flesh do 
mind the things of the flesh ; but they 
that are after the Spirit tihe things of 
the Spirit. 

6 For to be carnally minded is 
death; but to be spiritually minded 
is life and peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God : for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in 
the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of 
God dwell in you. Now if any man 
have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the body 
is dead because of siu ; but the Spirit 
is life because of righteousness. 

11 But if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead dwell 
in you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your 
mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are 

debtors, not to the flesh, to live after 
the flesh. ^ ^ 

13 For if ye live after the flesh,, ye 
shall die : but if ye through the Spmt 
do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
ftb^n live. 

14 For as many as are led by the 
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Spirit of God, they are the sons of 
Ood.> 

15 For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but 
ye have received the Spirit of adop- 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth wit- 

ness with our spirit, that we are the 
children of God: , ^ . 

17 And if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ; if so foe that we suffer with 
him* that we may be also glorified 
together. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy to 
he compared with the glory which 
shall be revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of 
the creature waiteth for the mani- 
festation of the sons of God. 

20 For the creature was made sub- 
ject to vanity, not willingly, but by 
reason of him who hath subjected the 
same in hope, 

21 Because the creature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. 

22 For we know that the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth in 
pain together until now. 

23 And not only they* but ourselves 
also, which have the fiurstfiruits of the 
Spirit, even we ourselves groan with- 
in ourselves, waiting for the adop- 
tion, to wit* the redemption of our 
body. 

24 For we are saved by hope: but 
hope that is seen is not hope: for 
what a man seeth, why doth he yet 
hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that we see 
not, then do we with patience wait 
for it, 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth 
our infirmities: for we know not 
what we should pray foi as we ought : 
but the Spirit itself maketh inter- 
cession for us with groanings which 
cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh inter- 
cession for the saints according to 
the will of God. 

28 And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpose. 

29 For whom he did foreknow, he 
also did predestinate to be conform- 
ed to the image of his Son, that he 
might be the firstborn among many 
brethren. 
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30 Moreover whom he did predesti- 
nate, them he also called : and whom 
he called, them he also justified : and 
whom he justified, them he also 
glorified. 

31 What shall we then say to these 
things? If God he for us who can be 
against us? 

32 He that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely give 
us all things? 

33 Who shall lay any thing to the 
charge of God’s elect? It is God that 
justifieth. 

34 Who is he that condemneth? It is 
Christ that died, yea rather, that is 
risen again, who is even at the right 
hand of God, who also maketh inter- 
cession for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword? 

36 As it is written, For thy sake we 
are killed all the day long; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in aU these things we are 
more than conquerors through hhn 
that loved us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities. nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

1055 CHAPTER 9 

I SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience also bearing me 
witness in the Holy Ghost, 

2 That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart. 

3 For I could wish that myself 
were accursed from Christ for xny 
brethren, my kinsmen according to 
the flesh: 

4 Who are Israelites; to whom 
pertaineth the adoption, and the 
glory, and the covenants, and the 
giving of the law, and the service oj 
God, and the pronaises; . 

5 Whose are the fathers, and of 
whom as concerning the flesh Christ 
came* who is over aH, God blessed 
for ever. X-men. ^ ^ , 

6 Not as though the word of God 
hath taken none effect. For they are 
not all Israel, which are of Israel: 

7 Neither, because they are the 
seed of Abraham, are they all chil- 
dren: but. In Isaac shall thy seed 
be called. 
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8 That is, They which are the chil- 
dren of the flesh, these are not the 
children of God : but the children of 
the promise are counted for the seed. 

9 For tins is the word of promise. 
At this time will I come, and Sara 
shall have a son. 

10 And not only this; but when Re- 
becca also had conceived by one, even 
by our father Isaac ; 

11 (For the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any good 
or evil, that the purpose of God ac- 
cording to election might stand, not of 
works, but of him that calleth;) 

12 It was said unto her. The elder 
shall serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Jacob have I 
loved, but Esau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Is there 
unrighteousness with God? God 
forbid. 

15 For he saith to Moses, I will have 
mercy on whom I will have mercy, 
and 1 win have compassion on whom 
I will have compassion. 

16 So then it is not of him that 
willeth, nor of him that rmineth, but 
of God that sheweth mercy. 

17 For the scripture saith unto 
Pharaoh, Even for this same purpose 
have I raised thee up, that I might 
shew my power in thee, and that my 
name might be declared throughout 
all the earth. 

18 Therefore hath he mercy on 
whom he will have mercy, and whom 
he will he hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me, Why 
doth he yet find fault? For who hath 
resisted his wiU? 

20 Nay but, O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God? Shall the 
thing formed say to him that formed 
iU Why hast thou made me thus? 

21 Hath not the potter power over 
the clay, of the same lump to make 
one vessel unto honour, and another 
rinto dishonour? 

22 What if God, willing to shew his 
wrath, and to make his power known, 
endured with much longsuffering the 
vessels of wrath fitted to destruc- 
tion; 

23 And that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on the vessels 
of mercy, which he had afore pre 
pared unto glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jews only, but also of the 
Gentiles? 

25 As he saith also in 5-s6h, I will 
call them my people, which were not 
my people; and her beloved, which 
was not beloved. 
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26 And it shall come to pass, that 
m the place where it was said unto 
them. Ye are not my people; there 
shall they be called the children of 
the hymg God. 

27 E-sm'as also crieth concerning 
Israel, Though the number of the 
children of Israel be as the sand of 
the sea, a remnant shall be saved: 

28 For he will finish the work, and 
cut it short in righteousness: because 
a short work will the Lord make upon 
the earth. 

29 And as £-sdl-as said before* 
Except the Lord of Sa-ba-otb had left 
us a seed, we had been as Sod^-ma, 
and been made like unto Go-mdr-rhi. 

30 What shall we say then? Thatthe 
Gentiles, which followed not after 
righteousness, have attained to 
righteousness, even the righteous- 
ness which is of faith. 

31 But Israel, which followed after 
the law of righteousness, hath not 
attained to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore? Because they 
sought it not by faith, but as it were 
by the works of the law. For they 
stumbled at that stumblingstone ; 

33 As it is written. Behold, I lay in 
Si-Qn a stumbliagstone and rock of 
offence: and whosoever beheveth on 
him shall not be ashamed. 


1056 CHAPTER 10 

B rethren, my heart’s desire and 
prayer to God for Israel is, that 
they might be saved. 

2 For 1 bear them record that they 
have a zeal of God, but not according 
to knowledge. 

3 For they being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to 
establish their own righteousness* 
have not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. 

5 For Moses describeth the ri^t- 
eousness which is of the law. That 
the man which doeth those things 
shall live by them. 

6 But the righteousness which is of 
faith speaketh on this wise. Say not 
in thine heart. Who ^all ascend into 
heaven? (that is, to bring Christ 
down from above .*) 

7 Or, Who shall descend mto the 
deep? (that is, to bring up Christ 
again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The word is 
ni^ thee, even in thy mouth, and in 
thy heart: that is, the word of faith* 
which we preach; 
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9 That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. ^ ^ 

10 For with the heart man believe^ 
imto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto salva- 
tion. 

11 For the scripture saith, Whoso- 
ever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference be- 

tween the Jew and the Greek : for the 
same Lord over all is rich unto all 
that call upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. 

14 How then shall they call on him 
in whom they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? 

15 And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent? as it is written. 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
bring glad tidings of good things! 

16 But they have not all obeyed the 
gospel. For £-s^i^s saith. Lord, 
who hath believed our report? 

17 So then faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God. 

18 But I say. Have they not heard? 
Yes verily, their sound went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the 
ends of the world. 

19 But I say. Did not Israel know? 
First Moses saith, I will provoke 
you to Jealousy by them that are no 
people, and by a foolish nation I will 
anger yom 

20 But E-^ds is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
souw me not ; I was made manifest 

them that asked not after

unto 
me. 

21 But to Israel he saith. All day long 
1 have stretched forth my hands unto 
a disobedient and gainsaying people. 

1057 CHAPTER 11 

I SAY then. Hath God cast away 
his people? God forbid. For I 
also am an Israelite, of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe of Benjamin. 

2 God hath not cast away his people 
which he foreknew. Wot ye not what 
the scripture saith of E-li-as? how he 
maketh intercession to God against 
Israel, saying, 

3 Lord, they have killed thy pro- 
phets, and digged down thine altars; 
and I am left alone, and they seek my 
hie. 


4 But what saith the answer of God 
unto him? 1 have reserved to myself 
seven thousand men, who have not 
bowed the knee to the image of 
Baikal. 

5 Even so then at this present time 
also there is a remnant according to 
the election of grace. 

6 And if by grace, then is it no more 
of works ; otherwise grace is no more 
grace. But if it he of works, then is it 
no more grace : otherwise work is no 
more work. 

7 What riien? Israel hath not ob- 
tained that which he seeketh for ; but 
the election hath obtained it, and the 
rest were blinded, 

8 (According as it is written, God 
hath given them the spirit of slumber, 
eyes that they should not see, and 
ears that they should not hear ;) unto 
this day. 

9 And David saith. Let their table 
be made a snare, and a trap, and a 
stumblingblock, and a recompence 
imto them: 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, that 
they may not see, and bow down their 
back alway. 

11 I say then. Have they stumbled 
that they should fall? (jod forbid: 
but rather through their fall salva- 
tion is come unto the Gentiles, for to 
provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fall of them he the 
riches of the world, and the diminish- 
ing of them the riches of the Gentiles ; 
how much more their fulness? 

13 For I speak to you Gentiles, inas- 
much as 1 am the apostle of the 
Gentiles, I magnify mine office : 

14 If by any means I may provoke to 
emulation them which are my flesh, 
and might save some of them. 

15 For if the casting away of them 
he the reconciling of the world, what 
shall the receiving of them be, but 
life from the dead? 

16 For if the firstfruit be holy, the 
lump is also holy: and if the root be 
holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild 
olive tree, wert graffed in among 
them, and with them partakest of the 
root and fatness of the olive tree; 

18 Boast not against the branches. 
But if thou boast, thou bearest not the 
root, but the root thee. 

19 Thou wilt say then, The branches 
were broken off, that I might be 
graffed in. 

20 Well; because of unbelief they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not highminded, but fear : 
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21 For if God spared not the natural 

branches, take heed lest he also spare 
not thee. , , , ^ 

22 Behold therefore the goodness 
and severity of God : on them which 
fell, severity; but toward thee, good- 
ness, if thou continue in his good- 
ness: otherwise thou also shalt be 
cut off, 

23 And they also, if they abide not 
still in tmbelief, shall be graffed in: 
for God is able to graff them in again. 

24 For if thou wert cut out of the 
olive tree which is wild by nature, and 
wert graffed contrary to nature into a 
good olive tree : how much more shall 
these, which be the natural branchest 
be graffed into their own olive tree? 

25 For I would not, brethren, that ye 
should be ignorant of this mystery, 
lest ye should be wise in your own 
conceits; that blindness in part is 
happened to Israel, until the fulness 
of the Gentiles be come in. 

26 And so all Israel shall be saved: 
as it is written. There shall come out 
of Si-on the Deliverer, and shall turn 
away ungodliness from Jacob: 

27 For this is my covenant unto them, 
when I shall take away their sins. 

28 As concerning the gospel, they 
are enemies for your sakes: but as 
touching the election, they are be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past have not 
believed God, yet have now obtained 
mercy through their unbelief : 

31 Even so have these also now not 
believed, that through your mercy 
they also may obtain mercy. 

^ 32 For God hath concluded them all 
in unbelief, that he might have mercy 
upon all. 

33 O the depth of the riches both of 
the wisdom and knowledge of God ! 
how unsearchable are his judgments, 
and his ways past finding out! 

34 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord? or who hath been his 
counseller? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, 
and it shall be recompensed unto him 
agam? 

36 For of him, and through him, and 
to him, are aU things: to whom be 
glory for ever, A-men. 

1058 CHAPTER 12 

I BESEECH you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service. 
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2 And be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and accept- 
able, and perfect, will of God. 

3 For I say, through the grace given 
unto me, to every man that is among 
you, not to think of himself more 
highly than he ought to think; but to 
think soberly, according as God hath 
dealt to every man the measure of 
faith. 

4 For as we have many members in 
one body, and all members have not 
the same office : 

5 So we, being many, are one body 
in Christ, and every one members one 
of another. 

6 Having then gifts differing accord- 
ing to the grace that is given to us, 
whether prophecy, let us prophesy 
according to the proportion of faith ; 

7 Or ministry, let us wait on our 
ministering: or he that teacheth, on 
teaching ; 

8 Or he* that e:^orteth, on exhorta- 
tion; he that giveth, let him do it 
with simplicity; he that ruleth, with 
diligence; he that sheweth mercy, 
with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be wiffiout dissimulation. 
Abhor that which is evil; cleave to 
that which is good. 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to 
another with brotherly love ; in 
honour preferring one another; 

11 Not slothful in business; fervent 
in spirit ; serving the Lord ; 

12 Rejoicing m hope; patient in 
tribulation; continuing instant in 
prayer; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of 
saints; given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them which persecute you: 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be of the same mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, but 
condescend to men of low estate. 
Be not wise in your own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for 
evil. Provide things honest in the 
sight of all men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with aH 
men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves, but rather give place unto 
wrath: for it is written. Vengeance is 
mine ; 1 will repay, saith the Lord. 

20 Therefore u thine enemy hunger, 
feed him ; if he thirst, give him drink ; 
for in so doing thou shalt heap coals 
of fire on his head. 
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21 Be not .overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 

1059 CHAPTER 13 

I ET every soul be subject unto the 
-r higher powers. For there is no 
power but of God : the powers that be 
are ordained of God. . , ! 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God: and they that resist, shall 
receive to themselves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a teiror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou then 
not be afraid of the power? do that 
which is good, and tnou shalt have 
praise of the same : 

4 For he is the minister of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid ; for he beareth 
not the sword in vain: for he is 
the minister of God, a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that doeth 
evil. 

5 Wherefore ye must needs be 
subject, not only for wrath, but also 
for conscience sake. 

6 For for this cause pay ye tnbute 
also: for they are God^s ministers, 
attending continually upon this very 
thing. 

7 Render therefore to all their 
dues: tribute to whom tribute is 
due; custom to whom custom; fear 
to whom fear ; honour to whom 
honour. 

8 Owe no man any thing, but to 
love one another : for he that loveth 
another hath fulfilled the law. 

9 For this. Thou shalt not commit 
adultery. Thou shalt not kill. Thou 
shalt not steal. Thou shalt not bear 
false witness. Thou shalt not covet; 
and if there he any other command- 
ment, it is briefly comprehended in 
ibis saying, namely. Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as toself. 

10 Love worketh no ill to his neigh- 
bour : therefore love is the fulfilling of 
the law. 

11 And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep : for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed. 

12 The night is far spent, the day is 
at hand : let us therefore cast off the 
works of darkness, and let us put on 
the armour of light. 

13 Let us walk honestly, as in the 
day; not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chambering and wantonness, 
not in strife and envying. 

14 But put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, .and make not provision for 
file flesh, to fulfil the lusts thereof. 


Love fulfilleth the law 

1060 CHAPTER 14 

H im that is weak in the faith re- 
ceive ye, but not to doubtful dis- 
putations. 

2 For one believeth that he may eat 
all things; another, who is weak, 
eateth herbs. 

3 Let not him that eateth despise 
him that eateth not; and let not bim 
which eateth not judge him that 
eateth; for God hath received him. 

4 Who art thou that judgest anolher 
man’s servant? to his own master he 
standeth or falleth. Yea, he shall be 
holden up : for God is able to make 
him stand. 

5 One man esteemeth one day above 
another; another esteemeth every 
day alike. Let every man be fully 
persuaded in his own mind. 

6 He that regardeth the day, re- 
gardeth it unto the Lord; and he that 
regardeth not the day, to the Lord he 
doth not regard it. He that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he give^ God 
thanks ; and he that eateth not, to the 
Lord he eateth not, and giveth God 
thanks. 

7 For none of us liveth to himself, 
and no man dieth to himself. 

8 For whether we live, we live unto 
the Lord ; and whether we die, we die 
unto the Lord ; whether we live there- 
fore, or die, we are the Lord’s. 

9 For to this end Christ both died, 
and rose, and revived, that he might 
be Lord both of the dead and living. 

10 But why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or why dost thou set at 
nought thy brother? for we shall all 
stand before the judgment seat of 
Christ. 

11 For it is written. As I live, saith 
the Lord, every knee shall bow to me, 
and every tongue shall confess to 
God. 

12 So then every one of us shall give 
account of himself to God. 

13 Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more: but judge this 
rather, that no man put a stumbling- 
block or an occasion to fall in his 
brother’s way. 

14 I know, and am persuaded by 
the Lord Jesus, that there is nothing 
unclean of itself: but to him that 
esteemeth any thing to be unclean, 
to him it is unclean. 

15 But if thy brother be grieved with 
thy meat, now walkest thou not 
charitably. Destroy not him with thy 
meat, for whom Christ died. 

16 Let not then your good be evu 
spoken of: 

17 For the kingdom of God is not 
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meat and drink; but righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

18 For he that in these things serveth 
Chiist is acceptable to God, and ap- 
proved of men. 

19 Let us therefore follow after the 

things which make for peace, and 
things wherewith one may edify 
another. ^ ^ 

20 For meat destroy not the work of 

God. All things indeed are pure; but 
it is evil for that man who eateth with 
offence. ^ ^ ^ , 

21 It IS good neither to eat flesh, nor 
to drink wine, nor any thing whereby 
thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, 
or is made weak. 

22 Hast diou faith? have it to thyself 
before God. Happy zs he that con- 
demneth not himself in that thing 
which he alloweth. 

23 And he that doubteth is damned if 
he eat, because he eateth not of faith : 
for whatsoever is not of faith is sin. 

1061 CHAPTER 15 
*TTTE then that are strong ought 

V V to bear the inflrmities of the 
weak, and not to please ourselves. 

2 Let every one of us please his 
neighbour for his good to edification. 

3 For even Christ pleased not him- 
self; but, as it is written, The re- 
proaches of them that reproached 
thee fell on me. 

4 For whatsoever things were 
written aforetime were written for our 
learning, that we through patience 
and comfort of the scriptures might 
have hope. 

5 Now the God of patience and 
consolation grant you to be like- 
minded one toward another accord- 
ing to Christ Jesus: 

6 That ye may with one mind and one 
mouth glorify God, even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

7 Wherefore receive ye one another, 
as Christ also received us to the glory 
of God. 

8 Now I say that Jesus Christ was a 
minister of the circumcision for the 
truth of God, to confirm the promises 
made unto Ihe fathers: 

9 And that the Gentiles might 
glorify God for his mercy; as it is 
written. For this cause I wUi confess 
to thee among the Gentiles, and sing 
tmto thy name. 

10 And again he saith. Rejoice, ye 
Gentiles, with his people. 

11 And again. Praise the Lord, all 
ye Gentiles; and laud him, all ye 
people. 

12 And again, £-s^^as saith, There 
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shall be a root of Jesse, and he that 
shall rise to reign over me Gentiles ; 
in him shall the Gentiles trust. 

13 Now the God of hope fill you with 
all joy and peace in believing, that ye 
may abound in hope, throu^ the 
power of tlie Holy Ghost. 

14 And I myself also am persuaded 
of you, my brethren, that ye also are 
full of goodness, filled with all know- 
ledge, also able to admonish one 
another. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I Isave 
written the more boldly unto you in 
some sort, as putting you in mind, 
because of the grace that is given to 
me of God, 

16 That I should be the minister 
of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, 
ministering the gospel of God, that 
ihe offering up of the Gentiles might 
be acceptable, being sanctified by 
the Holy Ghost. 

17 I have therefore whereof I may 
glory through Jesus Christ in those 

For I w£ not dare to speak of 
any of those things which Christ 
hath not wrought by me, to make 
the Gentiles obedient, by word and 
deed, 

19 Through mighty signs and won- 
ders, by the power of the Spirit of 
God; so that from Jerusalem and 
round about unto Il-l^-cfim, I 
have fully preached the gospel of 
Christ. 

20 Yea, so have I strived to preach 
the gospel, not where Christ was 
named, lest 1 should build upon 
another man’s foundation: 

21 But as it is written. To whom he 
was not spoken of, they shall see : and 
they that have not heard shall under- 
stand. 

22 For which cause also 1 have been 
much hindered from coming to you. 

23 But now having no more place 
in these parts, and having a great 
desire these many years to come 
tmto you; 

24 Whensoever I take my journey 
into Spain, I will come to you: for I 
trust to see you in my journey, and to 
be brought on my way thitherward by 
you, if first I be somewhat filled with 
your company, 

25 But now I go unto Jerusalem to 
minister unto the saints. 

26 For it hath pleased them of 
Mac-e-do-ni-a and A-chm-a to make 
a certain contribution for the poor 
saints whidi are at Jerusalem. 

27 It hath pleased mem verily; ana 
their debtors they are. For if the 
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Paul sendeth divers salutations 


Gentiles have been made partakers 
of their spiritual things, their duty is 
also to minister unto them in carnal 
things. 

28 \^en therefore I have per- 

formed this, and have se^ed to 
them this fruit, I wUl come by you 
into Spain. .... 

29 And I am sure that, when I 

come unto you, 1 shall come in the 
fulness of the blessing of the gospel 
of Christ. , . , o 

30 Now I beseech you, brethren, for 
the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, and for 
the love of the Spirit, that ye strive 
together with me in your prayers to 
God for me ; 

31 That I may be delivered from 
them that do not believe in Judaea; 
and that my service which I have for 
Jerusalem may be accepted of the 
saints * 

32 xiat I may come imto you with 
Joy by the will of God, and may wilh 
you be refreshed. 

33 Now the God of peace be with 
you aU. A-men. 

1062 CHAPTER 16 

I COMMEND unto you Phe-be our 
sister, which is a servant of the 
church which is at Cen-chre-a : 

2 That ye receive her in the Lord, as 
becometh saints, and that ye assist 
her in whatsoever business she hath 
need of you: for she hath been a 
succourer of many, and of myseH 


3 Greet Priscilla and A-nuil-d my 
helpers in Christ Jesus: 

4 Who have for my life laid down 
their own necks : unto whom not only 
1 give thanks, but also all the churches 
of the Gentiles. 

5 Likewise greet the church that is 
in their house. Salute my wellbeloved 
fip-ae^ne-tfis, who is the firstfruits of 
A-chdi-a imto Christ. 

6 Greet Mary, who bestowed mudi 
labour on us. 

7 Salute An-dro-ni^us and Junia, 
my kinsmen, and my fellowprisoners, 
who are of note among the apostles, 
who also were in Christ before me. 

8 Greet Am-pli-as my beloved in the 
Lord. 

9 Salute tTr^bane, our helper in 
Christ, and Stach-ys my beloved. 

10 Salute A-pel-les approved in 
Christ. Salute them which are of 
A-ris-to-bu-liis’ household. 

11 Salute He-ro-di-on my kins- 
man. Greet them that be of the 
household of Nar-^s-shs, which are 
in^the Lord. 


12 Salute Try-phe%a and Try-pho^ 
sa, who labour in the Lord. Salute the 
beloved Persis, which laboured much 
in the Lord. 

13 Salute Rufus chosen in the Lord, 
and his mother and mine. 

14 Salute A-sfn'cri-tus, Phleg*6n, 
Her-mas, Pat-ro-bas, Her-mes, and 
the brethren which are with them. 

15 Salute Phi-161'o-gus, and Julia, 
Ne-rdhs, and his sister, and o-lihn' 
pas, and all the saints which are with 
them. 

16 Salute one another with an holy 
kiss. The churches of Christ salute 
you. 

17 Now I beseech you, brethren, 
mark them which cause divisions and 
offences contrary to the doctrine 
which ye have learned; and avoid 
them. 

18 For they that are such sem not 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but their own 
belly; and by good words and fair 
speeches deceive the hearts of the 
simple. 

19 For your obedience is come 
abroad unto all men. 1 am glad 
therefore on your behalf: but yet 
I would have you wise unto that 
which is good, and simple concern- 
ing evil. 

20 And the God of peace shall 
bruise Satan mider your feet shortly. 
The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be 
with you. A'men. 

21 Timotheus my workfellow, and 
Lu-w-ds, and Ja-son, and S5-sip-a- 
ter, my kinsmen, salute you. 

22 1 Ter-Sus, who wrote this epistle, 
salute you in the Lord. 

23 Gai-us mine host, and of the 
whole church, saluteth you. E-ras^ 
tils the chamberlain of the city 
saluteth you, and Quartus a brother. 

24 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all. A-men. 

25 Now to him that is of power to 
stablish you according to my gospel, 
and the preaching of Jesus Christ, 
according to the revelation of the 
mystery, which was kept secret 
since the world began, 

26 But now is made manifest, and 
by the scriptures of the prophets, 
according to the commandment 
of the everlasting God, made known 
to aU nations for the obedience of 
faith: 

27 To God only wise, be glory 
through Jesus Christ for ever. A-men.

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THE FIRST EPISTLE OP PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


1063 CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, called to he an apostle of 
Jesus Christ through the will of 
God, and Sos'the-nes our brother, 

2 Unto the church of God which is at 
Corinth, to them that are sanctified 
in Christ Jesus, called to he saints, 
with all that in every place call upon 
the name of Jesus Christ our Lord, 
both theirs and ours : 

3 Grace he unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

4 I thank my God always on your 
behalf, for the grace of God which is 
given you by Jesus Christ ; 

5 That in every thing ye are enriched 
by him, in all utterance, and in all 
knowledge ; 

6 Even as the testimony of Christ 
was confirmed in you : 

7 So that ye come behind in no gift ; 
waiting for the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: 

8 Who shall also confirm you unto 
the end, that ye may be blameless in 
the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9 God is faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto the fellowship of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that mere be no divisions among you ; 
but that ye be perfectly joined to- 
gether in the same mind and in the 
same judgment. 

11 For it hath been declared unto me 
of you, my brethren, by them which 
are of the house of Chlo-e, that there 
are contentions among you. 

12 Now this I say, that every one of 
you saith, 1 am of Paul; and 1 of 
A-p61-lds; and I of Ce-phas; and I 
of Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided? was Paul 
crucified for you? or were ye baptized 
in the name of Paul? 

14 1 thank God that I baptized none 
of you, but Cris-piis and G^-iis; 

15 Lest any should say that I had 
baptized in mine own name. 

16 And I baptized also the house- 
hold of St6ph'A-nas: besides, I know 
not whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to bap- 
tize, but to preach the gospel : not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross of i 
Christ should be made of none effect. I 


1$ For the preaching of the cross Is 
to them that perish foolishness; but 
unto us which are saved it is the 
power of God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy 
the wisdom of the wise, and will bring 
to nothing the understanding of the 
prudent. 

20 Where is the wise? where is 
the scribe? where is the disputer 
of this world? hath not God made 
foolish the wisdom of this world? 

21 For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save them that 
believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, and 
the Greeks seek after wisdom : 

23 But we preach Christ crucified* 
unto the Jews a stumblingblock, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness ; 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 
God. 

25 Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men ; and the weakness 
of God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men aftear 
the flesh, not many mighty, not many 
noble, are called: 

27 But God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wise ; and God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
things which are mighty; 

28 And base things of the world, and 
things which are despised, hath God 
chosen, yea, and things which are 
not, to brixig to nought things that 
are: 

29 That no flesh should glory m his 

presence. , 

30 But of him are ye m Christ Jesus, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctification, 
and redemption: 

31 That, according as it is written. 
He that gloxieth, let him glory in the 
Lord. 

1064 CHAPTER 2 

AND I, brethren, when I came to 
XX you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring 
unto you the testimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know any 
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thing among you, save Jesus Christ, 

and him crucified. 

3 And I was with you in weaioiess, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my speech and my preaching 

was not with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power: , 

5 That your faith should not stand 

in the wisdom of men, but in the 
power of God. . ^ 

6 Howbeit we speak wisdom among 
them that are, perfect: yet not the 
wisdom of t]Ws world, nor of the 
princes of this world, that come to 
nought : 

7 But we speak the wisdom of God in 
a mystery, even the hidden wisdom, 
which God ordained before the world 
unto our glory: 

8 Which none of the princes of this 
world knew : for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the 
Lord of glory. 

9 But as it is written. Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither have en- 
tered into the heart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared for 
them that love him. 

10 But God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit : for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. 

11 For what man knoweth the 
things of a man, save the spirit of 
man which is in him? even so the 
things of God knoweth no man, but 
the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the spirit 
which is of God ; that we might know 
the things that are freely given to us of 
God. 

13 Which things also we speak, not 
in the words which man’s wisdom 
teadheth, but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth; comparing spiritual things 
witii spiritual. 

14 But the natural man receiyeth 
not the things of the Spirit of God : 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are sphdtually discerned. 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth 
all things, yet he himseH is judged 
of no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he may instruct him? 
But we have the mind of Christ. 

1065 CHAPTER 3 
AND I, brethren, could not speak 
unto you as imto spiritual, but as 
mto carnal, even as unto babes in 
Ghnst 


Christ the only foundation 

2 I have fed you with milk, and not 
with meat : for hitherto ye were not 
able to bear it, neither yet now are ye 
able. 

3 For ye are yet carnal : for whereas 
there is among you env 3 dng, and 
strife, and divisions, are ye not carnal, 
and walk as men? 

4 For while one saith, I am of Paul ; 
and another, I am of A-p61-16s ; are ye 
not carnal? 

5 Who then is Paul, and who is 
A-p61'16s, but ministers by whom ye 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man? 

6 1 have planted, A-pol-los watered; 
but God gave the increase. 

7 So then neither is he that planteth 
any thing, neither he that watereth; 
but God that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watereth are one: and every man 
shall receive his own reward, accord- 
ing to his own labour. 

9 For we are labourers together 
with God : ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building. 

10 According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a wise 
masterbuilder, I have laid the 
foundation, and another buildeth 
thereon. But let every man take heed 
how he buildeth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon this 
foundation gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble; 

13 Every man’s work shall be made 
manifest: for the day shall declare 
it, because it shall be revealed by 
fire ; and the fire shall try every man’s 
work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which he 
hath built thereupon, he shall receive 
a reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he himself 
shall be saved ; yet so as by fire. 

16 Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you? 

17 If any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy, which temple 
ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himself. If 
any man among you seemeth to be 
wise m this world, let him become a 
fool, that he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this world is 
foolidmess with God. For it is 
written. He taketh the wise in their 
own craftiness. 
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20 And again, The Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they are 
vain. 

21 Therefore let no man glory in 
men. For all things are yours ; 

22 Whether Paul, or A-pol-los, or 
Qe-phas, or the world, or life, or 
death, or things present, or things to 
come ; all are yours ; 

23 And ye are Christ’s ; and Christ 
is God’s. 

1066 CHAPTER 4 

1 ET a man so account of us, as 
^ of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required in 
stewards, that a man be found faithful. 
3 But with me it is a very small thing 
that I should be judged of you, or of 
man’s judgment: yea, I judge not 
mine own self. 

4 For I know nothing by myself ; yet 
am I not hereby justified : but he that 
judgeth me is the Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing before 
the time, until the Lord come, who 
both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the counsels of the hearts : 
and then shall every man have 
praise of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I have 
in a figure transferred to myself and 
to a-po1'16s for your sakes ; that ye 
might learn in us not to think of men 
above that which is written, that no 
one of you be puffed up for one 
against another. 

7 For who maketh thee to differ 
from another? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not receive? now if 
thou didst receive iU why dost thou 
glory, as if thou hadst not received it ? 
8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, 
ye have reigned as kings without us : 
and I would to God ye did reign, that 
we also might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath set forth 
us the apostles last, as it were ap- 
pointed to death : for we are made a 
spectacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 

10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, 
but ye are wise in Christ; we are 
weak, but ye are strong; ye are 
honourable, but we are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour 
we both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and have 
no certain dwellingplace ; 

12 And labour, working with our 
own hands: being reviled, we bless; 
being persecuted, we suffer it: 

13 Being defamed, we intreat; we 
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are made as the filth of the world, and 
are the offscouring of all things unto 
this day. 

14 I write not these things to shame 
you, but as my beloved sons I warn 
you, 

15 For though ye have ten thousand 
instructors in Christ, yet have ye not 
many fathers: for in Christ Jesus I 
have begotten you through the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved 
son, and faithful in the Lord, who 
shall bring you into remembrance of 
my ways which be in Christ, as I 
teach every where in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, if 
the Lord will, and wiU know, not tiie 
speech of them which are puffed up, 
but the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not in 
word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and in the 
spirit of meekness? 

1067 CHAPTER 5 

I T is reported commonly that there 
is fornication among you, and such 
fornication as is not so much as 
named among the Gentiles, that one 
should have his father’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have not 
rather mourned, that he that hath 
done this deed might be taken away 
from among you. 

3 For I vemy, as absent in body, 
but present in spirit, have judged 
already, as though I were present, 
concerning him that hath so done 
this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered together, 
and my spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such an one unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that 
the spirit may be saved in the day of 
the Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know 
ye not that a little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us : 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, 
not with old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and widkedness ; but 
with the unleavened bread of sin- 
cerity and truth. 
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9 I wrote unto you in an euistle not 
to company with fornicators : 

10 Yet not altogether with the forni- 
cators of this world, or with the cove- 
tous, or extortioners, or with idolaters ; 
for then must ye needs go out of the 
world. 

11 But now I have wntten unto you 
not to keep company, if any man 
that is called a brother be a fornica- 
tor, or covetous, or an idolater, or a 
railer, or a diimkard, or an extor- 
tioner; with such an one no not to eat. I 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not ye 
judge them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked person. 

I06S CHAPTER 6 

D are any of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before 
the unjust, and not before the saints? 
2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if the world 
shall be judged by you, are ye un- 
worthy to judge the smallest matters? 
3 l^ow ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things that 
pertain to this life? 

4 If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to this life, set them to 
judge who are least esteemed in the 
church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, 
that there is not a wise man among 
you? no, not one that shall be able to 
judge between his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the im- 
believers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to law 
one with another. Why do ye not 
rather take wrong? why do ye not 
rather suffer yourselves to be de- 
frauded? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. 

9 ICnow ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? 
Be not deceived: neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
effeminate, nor abusers of themselves 
with mankmd, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revhers, nor extor- 
tioners, shall inherit the kingdom of 
God. 

11 And such were some of you: but 
ye are washed, but ye are sanctified, 
but ye are justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our 
God. 


12 All things are lawful unto me, 
but aU things are not expedient: aH 
things are lawful for me, but I vdll not 
be brought under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the beUy 
for meats : but God shall destroy both 
it and them. Now the body is not for 
fornication, but for the Lord; and 
the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us by his 
own power. 

15 Know ye not that your bodies are 
the members of Christ? shall I then 
take the members of Christ, and 
make them the members of an harlot? 
God forbid. 

16 What? know ye not that he which 
is joined to an harlot is one body? for 
two, saith he, shall be one flesh. 

17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that 
a man doeth is without the body; but 
he that committeth fornication sin- 
neth against his own body. 

19 What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own? 

20 For ye are bou^t with a price; 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God^s. 

1069 CHAPTER 7 

N OW concerning the things where- 
of ye wrote unto me : It is good 
for a man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornica- 
tion, let every man have his own wife, 
and let every woman have her own 
husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence: and likewise 
also the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the husband : and like- 
wise also the husband hath not power 
of his own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one Ihe other, ex- 
cept it he with consent for a time, that 
ye may give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer ; and come together again, that 
Satan tempt you not for your in- 
continency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, 
and not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were even 
as I myself. But every man hath his 
proper gift of God, one after this 
manner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
and widows. It is good for them if 
they abide even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let 
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them marry : for it is better to marry 
than to bum. 

10 And imto the married X command, 
yet not I, but the Lord, Let not the 
wife depart from her husband ; 

11 But and if she depart, let her 
remain unmarried, or be reconciled to 
her husband : and let not the husband 
put away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord : If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased to 
dwell with him, let him not put her 
away. 

13 And the woman which hath an 
husband that believeth not, and if he 
be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. 

14 For the unbelieving husband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the un- 
believing wife is sanctified by the 
husband : else were your children un- 
clean ; but now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brother or a sister is 
not imder bondage in such cases ; but 
God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy hus- 
band? or how knowest thou, O man, 
whether thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all chturches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in imcircumci- 
sion? let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and 
uncircumcision is nothing, but the 
keeping of the commandments of 
God. 

20 Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called being a servant? 
care not for it; but if thou mayest be 
made free, use if rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a servant, is the Lord’s firee- 
man: likewise also he that is called, 
being free, is Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price ; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man^ where- 
in he is called, therein abide with 
God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of the Lord: yet 
I give my judgment, as one that hath 
obtained mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress, I say, 
that it is good for a man so to be. 
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27 Art thou bound unto a wife? seek 
not to be loosed. Art thou loosed 
from a wife? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou hast 
not sinned ; and if a virgin marry, she 
hath not sinned. Nevertheless such 
shall have trouble in the fiesh: but I 
spare you. 

29 But this I say, brethren, the time 
is short: it remaineth, that both they 
that have wives be as though they had 
none; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that rejoice, 
as though they rejoiced not ; and they 
that buy, as though they possessed 
not; 

31 And they that use this world, as 
not abusing it: for the fashion of this 
world passeth away. 

32 But I would have you without 
carefulness. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to 
the Lord, how he may please the 
Lord: 

33 But he that is married careth for 
the things that are of the world, how 
he may please his wife. 

34 There is difference also between 
a wife and a virgin. The unmarried 
woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit : but she that is 
married careth for the things of the 
world, how she may please her 
husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that I may cast a snare 
upon you, but for that which is 
comely, and that ye may attend upon 
the Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he be- 
haveth himself uncomely toward his 
virgin, if she pass the fiower of her 
age, and need so require, let him do 
what he will, he siimeth not : let them 
marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
stedfast in his heart, having no 
necessity, but hath power over his 
own will, and hath so decreed in his 
heart that he will keep his virgin, 
doeth well. 

38 So then he that giveth her in 
marriage doeth well; but he that 
giveth her not in marriage doeth 
better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband livem ; but if her 
husband be dead, she is at liberty to 
be married to whom she will; only in 
the Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment : and I think also 
that I have the Spirit of God. 



I CORINTHIANS, 8 , 9 

1070 CHAPTER 8 ^ ^ 

N ow as touching things offered 
unto idols, we know that we au 
have knowledge. ICnowledge pufieth 
up, but charity edifieth. ^ 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth no- 
thing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the same 
is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eating 
of those things that are offered m 
sacrifice unto idols, we know that an 
idol fs nothing in the world, and that 
there is none other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heaven or in 
earth, (as there be gods many, and | 
lords many,) . « . . 

6 But to us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things and 
we in him; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and 
we by him. 

7 Howbeit there is not in every man 
that knowledge : for some with con- i 
science of the idol tmto this hour eat 
it as a tlfing offered unto an idol sand 
their conscience being weak is defiled. 
8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we 
the better; neither, if we eat not, are 
we the worse. 

9 But tsie heed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a 
stumblingblock to them that are 
weak. ^ ^ 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the 
idoPs temple, shall not the conscience 
of him which is weak be emboldened 
to eat those things which are offered 
to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound their weak con- 
science, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I wiU eat no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend. 

1071 CHAPTER 9 
AMI not an apostle? am I not free? 

have I not seen Jesus Christ our 
Lord? are not ye my work in the 
Lord? 

2 K I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you: for the 
seal of mine apostleship are ye in the 
Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do 
examine me is this. 


Paul asserteth his apostolical character 


4 Have we not power to eat and to 
drink? 

5 Have we not power to lead about 
a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of the 
Lord, and Ce-phas? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not 
we power to forbear working? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time at 
his own charges? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and 
eateth not of the nulk of the flock? 

8 Say I these things as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also? 

9 For it is written in the law of 
Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. Doth God take care for oxen? 

10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, this 
is written: that he that plowetii 
should plow in hope ; and that he that 
thresheth in hope should be par- 
taker of his hope. 

11 If we have sown unto you 
spiritual things, is it a great thing if 
we shall reap your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this 
power over you, are not we rather? 
Nevertheless we have not used this 
power; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that thoy which 
minister about holy things hve of the 
things of the temple? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with 
the altar ^ 

14 Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these 
things : neither have I written these 
things, that it should be so done unto 
me : for it were better for me to die, 
than that any man should make my 
glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, I 
have nothing to glory of ; for necessity 
is laid upon me ; yea, woe is unto me, 
if 1 preach not the gospel ! 

17 For if I do this thmg willingly, I 
have a reward : but if against my wul, 
a dispensation of the gospel is com- 
mitted imto me. 

18 What is my reward then? Verily 
that, when I preach the gospel, I may 
make the gospel of Christ without 
charge, that I abuse not my power in 
the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all men, 
yet have I made myself servant unto 
all, that I might gain the more. 

20 And imto the Jews I became as 
a Jew, that I might gain the Jews ; to 
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them that are under the law, as tmder 
the law, that I might gain them that 
are under the law ; 

21 To them that are without law, as 
without law, (being not without law 
to God, but under the law to Christ,) 
that I might gain them that are 
without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, 
that 1 might gain the weak : 1 am made 
all things to all men, that 1 might by 
all means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s sake, 
that I might be partaker thereof with 
you. 

24 Know ye not that they which run 
in a race run all, but one receiveth the 
prize? So run, that ye may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth for 
the mastery is temperate in all things. 
Now they do it to obtain a corruptible 
crown; but we an incorruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth me air; 

2*7 But I keep under my body, and 
bring it iuto subjection: lest that by 
any means, when I have preached 
to others, I myself should be a cast- 
away. 

1072 CHAPTER 10 
IV/rOREOVER, brethren, I would 
lYJL not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed through 
the sea; 

2 And were aU baptized tmto Moses 
in the cloud and in the sea; 

3 And did all eat the same spiritual 
meat; 

4 ^d did all drink the same 
spiritual drink: for they drank of 
that spiritual Rock that followed 
them : and that Rock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was 
not well pleased ; for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were our 
examples, to the latent we should not 
lust after evil things, as they also 
lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were 
some of them; as it is written. The 
people sat down to eat and drink, and 
rose up to play. 

8 Neither let us commit fornication, 
as some of them committed, and feu 
in one day three and twenty thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as 
some of them also tempted, and were 
destroyed of serpents. 

10 Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer. 
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11 Now all these things happened 
unto them for ensamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, upon 
whom the ends of the world are come. 

12 wherefore let him that thinketh 
he standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man : 
but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able ; but will with the tempta- 
tion also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
flee from idolatry. 

15 1 speak as to wise men; judge ye 
what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing which we 
bless, is it not the communion of the 
blood of Christ? The bread which 
we break, is it not the communion of 
the body of Christ? 

17 For we deiny many are one 
bread, and one body: for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh: 
are not they which eat of the sacri- 
fices partakers of the altar? 

19 What say I then? that the idol is 
any thing, or that which is offered in 
sacrifice to idols is any thing? 

20 But I say, that the things which 
the Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice 
to devils, and not to God: and I 
would not that ye should have fellow- 
ship with devils. 

21 Ye caimot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils: ye can- 
not be partakers of the Lord’s table, 
and of the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoke the Lord to 
jealousy? are we stronger than he? 

23 All things are lawful for me, but 
all things are not expedient: all 
things are lawful for me, but all 
things edify not. 

24 Let no man seek his own, but 
every man another’s wealth, 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the 
shambles, that eat, asking no qiues- 
tion for conscience sake: 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s, and 
the fulness thereof. 

27 If any of them that believe not bid 
you to a feast, and ye be disposed to 
go; whatsoever is set before you, 
eat, asking no question for conscience 

28 But if any man say unto you, This 
is offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat 
not for his sake that shewed it, and 
for conscience sake : for the earth is 
the Lord’s, and the fulness thereof: 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine own, 
but of the other: for why is my 
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liberty ludged of another man^s con- 
science?.^^, , 

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, 
why am I evil spoken of for that for 
which I give thanks? 

31 Whether flierefore ye ,eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the ^ory of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither to the 

Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God: , „ . 

33 Even as I please all men in an 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but the tiYofit of many, that they may 
be saved. 

1073 CHAPTER 11 

B e ye followers of me, even as I 
also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that 
ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I delivered 
them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that 
the head of every man is Christ; and 
the head of the woman is the man; 
and the head of Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or prophesying, 
having his head covered, dishonour- 
eth his head. 

5 But every woman that prayeth 
or prophesieth with her head un- 
covered dishonoureth her head: for 
that is even all one as if she were 
shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, 
let her also be shorn: but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as he is 
the image and dory of God : but the 
woman is the glory of the man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman ; 
but the woman of the tnan. 

9 Neither was the man created for 
the woman; but the woman for the 
man. 

10 For this cause ought the woman 
to have power on her head because 
of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the 
woman without the man, in the 
Lord. 

12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so is the man also by the 
woman; but all tilings of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God un- 
covered? 

14 Doth not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it is 
a shame unto him? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, it 
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is a glory to her : for her hair is given 
her for a covering. 

16 But if any man seem to be con- 
tentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto 
you I praise you not, that ye come 
together not for the belter, but for 
the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come 
together in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you; and I 
partly believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are ap- 
proved may be made manifest among 
you. 

20 When ye come together therefore 
into one place, this is not to eat tiie 
Lord^s supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh 
before other his own supper : and one 
is htmgry, and another is drunken. 

22 What? have ye not houses to eat 
and to drink in? or despise ye the 
chturch of God, and shame them that 
have not? What shall I say to you? 
shall I praise you in this? I praise 
you not. 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you. 
That the Lord Jesus the same night 
in which he was betrayed took bread : 

24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said. Take, eat; this 
is my body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying. This cup is the new testa- 
ment in my blood; this do ye, as 
oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat 
this bread, and drink this cup of the 
Lord, tmwortiiily, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, 
we should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should 
not be condemned with the world. 
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33 Wherefore, my brethren, when 

ye come together to eat, tarry one for 
another. , ^ . 

34 And if any man hunger, let him 
eat at home; that ye come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 

1074 CHAPTER 12 

N OW concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you 
ignorant. 

2 Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even as ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: 
and that no man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 
4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of 
administrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of 
operations, but it is the same God 
which worketh all in all. 

7 But the manifestation of the 
Spirit is given to every man to profit 
withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom; to another the 
word of knowledge by the sameSpirit ; 
9 To another faith by the same 
Spirit ; to another the gins of healing 
by the same Spirit; 

10 To another the working of 
miracles: to another prophecy; to 
another discerning of spirits; to 
another divers kinds of tongues : to 
anolher the interpretation of tongues : 
11 But all these worketh that one 
and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are one 
body: so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether we 
be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be 
bond or free; and have been all 
made to drink into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
but many. 

IS If the foot shall say. Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body ; is 
it therefore not of the body? 

16 And if the ear shall say. Because 
I am not the eye, I am not of the 
body; is it therefore not of the body? 
17 If the whole body were an 
eye, where were the hearing? If the 
whole were hearing, where were the 
smelling? 
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18 But now hath God set ^e mem- 
bers every one of them in the body, 
as it hath pleased him. 

19 And if they were all one member, 
where were the body? 

20 But now are they many mem- 
bers, yet but one body. 

21 And the eye caimot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor 
again the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary: 

23 And those members of the body, 
which we think to be less honourable, 
upon these we bestow more abun- 
dant honour ; and our uncomely Parts 
have more abundant comeliness. 

24 For our comely parts have no 
need: but God hath tempered the 
body together, having given more 
abundant honour to that part which 
lacked: 

25 That there should be no schism 
in the body; but that the members 
should have the same care one for 
another. 

26 And whether one member suffer, 
all the members suffer with it ; or one 
member be honoured, all the mem- 
bers rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? are all prophets? 
are all teachers? are all workers of 
miracles? 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? do 
aU speak with tongues? do all inter- 
pret? 

31 But covet earnestly the best 
gifts : and yet shew I imto you a more 
excellent way. 
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'T^HOUGH I speak with the tongues 

X of men and of angels, and have 
not charity, I am become as sound- 
ing brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of pro- 
phecy, and imderstand all mysteries, 
and all knowledge ; and though I have 
all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, I am 
nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my.goods 
to feed the poor, and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing. 
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The praises of charity 


4 Cliarity suffereth long, and is kind ; 
charily envieth not; charity vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up, 

5 Doffi not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no . evu ; 

6 Reioiceth not in iniquity, but re- 

joiceth in the truth; ^ ^ „ 

7 Beareth all things, beheveth all 
things, hopeth all thmgs, endureth 
all things. 

8 Charity never faileth : but whether 
there he prophecies, they shall fail ; 
whether there he tongues, they shall 
cease; whether there he knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we pro- 
phesy in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shaD be done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as 
a child, 1 understood as a child, I 
thought as a child : but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. 

12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face: now 
I know in part ; but then shall 1 know 
even as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three ; but the greatest 
of these is charity. 

1076 CHAPTER 14 

F OLI/OW after charity, and de- 
sire spiritual gifts, but rather 
that ye may prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not unto men, 
but unto God: for no man under- 
standeth him ; howbeit in the spirit he 
speaketh mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men to edification, and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort. 

4 He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. 

5 1 would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophe- 
sied; for greater is he that prophesieth 
than he that speaketh with tongues, 
except he interpret, that the church 
may receive edijEying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I 
profit you, except I shall speak to you 
either by revelation, or by knowledge, 
or by prophesying, or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, except 
they give a distinction in the sounds, 
how shall it be known what is piped 
or harped? 


8 For if the trumpet give an uncer- 
tain sound, who shall prepare himself 
to the battle. 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be under- 
stood, how shall it be known what is 
spoken? for ye shall speak into the air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many 
kinds of voices in the world, and 
none of them is without signification. 

1 1 Therefore if I know not the mean- 
ing of the voice, I shall be unto him 
that speaketh a barbarian, and he 
that speaketh shall he a barbarian 
unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of the 
church. 

13 Wherefore let him that speaketh 
in an unknown tongue pray that he 
may interpret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my 
understanding is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I will pray with 
the spirit, and I will pray with the 
understanding also : I will sing with 
the spirit, and I will sing with the 
understanding also. 

16 Else when thou shalt bless with 
the spirit, how shall he that occupieth 
the room of the unlearned say A-mSn 
at thy giving of thanks, seeing he 
understandeth not what thou sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks 
well, but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church I had rather 
speak five words with my tmder- 
standing, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in 
understanding: howbeit in malice be 
ye children, but in tmderstanding be 
men. 

21 In the law it is written, With 
men of other tongues and other lips 
will 1 speak unto this people ; and yet 
for all that will they not hear me, 
saith the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe not: but proi^hesying 
serveth not for them that befieve not, 
but for them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all 
speak with tongues, and there come 
in those that are unlearned, or un- 
believers, will they not say that ye 
are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there 
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come in one that believeth not, or one 
unlearned, he is convinced of all, he 
is judged of all: ^ .... 

25 And thus are the secrets of ms 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face he will worship God, 
and report that God is in you of a 
truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? when 
ye come together, every one of you 
hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, hath 
a tongue, hath a revelation, hath an 
interpretation. Let all things be done 
unto edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue, let it he by two, or at the most 
by three, and that by course; and let 
one interpret. 

28 But if there be no interpreter, let 
him keep silence in the church ; and 
let him speak to himself, and to God. 

29 Let the prophets speak two or 
three, and let the other judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to 
another that sitteth by, let the first 
hold his peace. 

31 For ye may all prophesy one by 
one, that all may learn, and all may 
be comforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to the prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of 
confusion, but of peace, as in all 
churches of the saints. 

34 Let your women keep silence in 
the churches : for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak; but they are 
commanded to be under obedience, 
as also saith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, 
let them ask their husbands at home : 
for it is a shame for women to speak 
in the church. 

36 What? came the word of God out 
jrom you? or came it unto you only? 

37 If any man think himself to be a 
prophet, or spiritual, let him acknow- 
ledge that the things that 1 write unto 
you are the commandments of the 
Lord. 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let 
him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak 
with tongues. 

40 Let all things be done decently 
and in order. 

1077 CHAPTER 15 

M oreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which 1 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have received, and wherein ye stand ; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye 
keep in memory what I preached 
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unto you, unless ye have believed 
in vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures; 

4 And thajk he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day according 
to the scriptures: 

5 And that he was seen of Ce-phas, 
then of the twelve : 

6 After that, he was seen of above 
five hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen 
asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me 
also, as of one born out of due time. 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an 
apostle, because I persecuted the 
church of God. 

10 But by the grace of God I am 
what I am : and his grace which was 
bestowed upon me was not in vain; 
but I laboured more abundantly than 
they all: yet not I, but the grace of 
God which was with me. 

11 Therefore whether it were I or 
they, so we preach, and so ye 
believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that he 
rose from the dead, how say some 
among you that there is no resurrec- 
tion of the dead? 

13 But if there be no resurrection 
of the dead, then is Christ not risen : 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain. 

15 Yea^ and we are found false 
witnesses of God; because we have 
testified of God that he raised up 
Christ: whom he raised not up, if so 
be that the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is 
not Christ raised: 

17 And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain ; ye are yet in your sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the 

dead, and become the firstfruits of 
them that slept. ^ ^ 

21 For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so m 
Christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own order : 
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Clirisi the firstfruits ; afterward they | 
that are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Then cometh the end, when he 

shall have delivered up the kingdom 
to God, even the Father; when he 
shall have put down all rule and all 
authority and power. ^ ^ , 

25 For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. 

26 The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death. ^ . 

27 For he hath put all things under 

his feet. But when he saith, all 
things are put imder him, it is mani- 
fest that he is excepted, which did put 
all things under him. ^ , 

28 And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the Son 
also himself be subject unto him that 
put aU things under him, that God 
may be all in all. 

29 Else what shah they do which are 
baptized for the dead, if the dead rise 
not at all? why are they then bap- 
tized for the dead? 

30 And why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour? 

31 1 protest by your rejoicing which 
I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die 
daily. 

32 If after the manner of men I 
have fought with beasts at £ph-e-shs, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not? let us eat and drink; for to 
morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived ; evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not ; for some have not the knowledge 
of God : I speak this to your shame. 

35 But some man will say. How are 
the dead raised up? and with what 
body do they come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sowest 
is not quickened, except it die : 

37 And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, 
but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. 

39 All flesh is not the same Besh; 
but there is one kind o/ flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
Ashes, and another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial; but the glory 
of the celestial is one, and the glory 
of the terrestrial is another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of the moon, and 
pother glory of the stars : for one star 
dinerem from another star in glory. 

42 So also is the resurrection of the 
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dead. It is sown in corruption; it is 
raised in incorruption: 

43 It is sown in dishonour; it is 
raised in glory : it is sown in weak- 
ness ; it is raised in power : 

44 It is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is a 
natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body. 

45 And so it is written. The first man 
Adam was made a living soul ; the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. 

46 Howbeit that was not first which 
is spiritual, but that which is 
natural; and afterward that which 
is spiritual. 

47 The first man is of the earth, 
earthy; the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. 

48 As is the earthy, such are they 
also that are earthy : and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly. 

50 Nov/ this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth cor- 
ruption inherit incorruption. 

51 Behold, I shew you a mystery; 
We shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be changed. 

52 In a moment, m the twinkling of 
an eye at the last trump : for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
i shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality. 

54 So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is 
swallowed up in victory. 

55 O death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory? 

56 The sting of death is sin ; and the 
strength of sin is the law. 

57 But thanks he to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord. 

1078 CHAPTER 16 

N OW concerning the collection for 
the saints, as I have given order 
to the churches of Galatia, even so 
do ye. 
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Sundry admonitions and greetings 

2 tJpoD the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in 
store, as God hath prospered him, 
that there be no gatherings when 
I come. 

3 And when I come, whomsoever 
ye shall approve by your letters, them 

I send to bring your liberality 
imto Jerusalem. 

4 And if it be meet that I go also, 
they shall go with me. 

5 Now I will come unto you, when 
I shall pass through Ma?-e-d6'ni-a : 
for I do pass through Ma^-e-do'ni-a. 

6 And it may be that I will abide, yea, 
and winter with you, that ye may 
bring me on my journey whitherso- 
ever I go. 

7 For I will not see you now by the 
way ; but I trust to tarry a while with 
you, if the Lord permit. 

8 But I will tarry at fiph-e-sus until 
Fentecost. 

9 For a great door and effectual is 
opened unto me, and there are many 
adversaries. 

10 Now if Timotheus come, see that 
he may be with you without fear ; for 
he worketh the work of the Lord, as I 
also do. 

11 Let no man therefore despise 
him: but conduct him forth in 
peace, that he may come unto 
me: for I look for him with the 
brethren. 

12 As touching our brother A-p61- 
16s, I greatly desired him to come 
unto you with the brethren: but his 
will was not at all to come at this 
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time ; but he will come when he shall 
have convenient time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong. 

14 Let all your things be done with 
charity. 

15 1 beseech you, brethren, (ye know 
the house of Steph^a-nas, that it is 
the firstfruits of A-ohdi-a, and that 
they have addicted themselves to the 
ministry of the saints,) 

16 That ye submit yourselves unto 
such, and to every one that helpeth 
with us, and laboureth. 

17 I am glad of the coming of 
Steph-a-nas and F6r-tu-na-tfis and 
A-cha-i-cus : for that which was lack- 
ing on your part they have supplied. 

18 For they have refreshed my spirit 
and yours: therefore acknowledge ye 
them that are such. 

19 The churches of Asia salute you. 
A-quil'a and Priscilla salute you 
much in the Lord, with the church 
that IS in their house.

CORINTHIANS. 


1079 CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ by 
the will of God, and Timothy our 
brother, unto the church of God 
whidh is at Corinth, with all the 
saints which are in an A-^i^-a: 

2 Grace be to you and peace from 
God our Father, and irom the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed be God, even the Father 
of om Lord Jesus Christ, the Father 
of mercies, and the God of all 
comfort; 

4 Who comforteth us in all our tri- 
bulation, that we may be able to 
comfort them which are in any 
trouble, by the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God. 


5 For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ. 

6 And wheliier we be afflicted, it is 
for your consolation and salvation. 
whi(m is effectual in the enduring of 
the same sufferings which we also 
suffer: or whether we be comforted, 
it is for your consolation and salva- 
tion. 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers of 
the sufferings, so shall ye be also of 
the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble wbidi 
came to us in* Asia, that we were 
pressed out of measure, above 
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strength, insomuch that we despaired 
even of life : - , , 

9 But we had the sentence of death 

in ourselves, that we should not 
trust in ourselves, but in God which 
raiseth the dead : , 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver : in whom 
we trust that he will yet deliver us; 

11 Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift be- 
stowed upon us by the means of many 
persons thanks may be given by 
many on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, not 
wilh fieshly wisdom, but by the grace 
of God, we have had our conversa- 
tion in the world, and more abun- 
dajiily to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other things 
unto you, than what ye read or 
acknowledge; and I trust ye shall 
acknowledge even to the end; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged us 
in part, that we are your^ rejoicing, 
even as ye also are ours in the day 
of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was 
minded to come unto you before, that 
ye might have a second benefit ; 

16 And to pass by you into Mac-e- 
do-ni-a, and to come again out of 
Ma?-e-d6-ni-a unto you, and of you 
to be brought on my way toward 
Judssa. 

17 "^en I therefore was thus 
minded, did I use lightness? or the 
things that I purpose, do I purpose 
according to the flesh, that with me 
there should be yea yea, and nay 
3aay ? 

18 But as God is true, our word 
toward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus Christ, 
who was preached among you by 
us, even by me and Sil-va-nus and 
Timotheus, was not yea and nay, but 
in him was yea. 

20 For all the promises of God in 
him are yea, and in him A'men, unto 
the glory of God by us. 

21 Ffow he which stablisheth us with 
you in Christ, and hath anointed us, 
is God; 

22 Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of the Spirit in our 
hearts. 

23 Moreover I call God for a record 
upon my soul, that to spare you I 
came not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 XJot for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of 
your joy; for by faith 37 e stand.

epistle hath made you sorry, though 
it were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance : for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh repent- 
ance to salvation not to be repented 
of: but the sorrow of the world 
worketh death. 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what mdignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, what revenge ! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to he clear 
m this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, I did it not for his cause that had 
done the wrong, nor for his cause that 
suffered wrong, but that our care for 
you in the sight of God might appear 
unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in 
your comfort: yea, and exceedingly 
the more joyed we for the joy of 
Titus, because his spirit was re- 
freshed by you all. 

14 For if I have boasted any thing 
to him of you, I am not ashamed; but 
as we spake all things to you in 
truth, even so our boasting, which I 
made before Titus, is found a truth.

'll /r OREO VER, brethren, we do you 
IVi to wit of the grace of God be- 
stowed on the churches of Mav-e-do- 
ni-a; 

2 How that in a great trial of afflhc- 
tion the abundance of their joy and 
their deep poverty abounded unto the 
riches of their liberality, 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they 
were willing of themselves ;

9 For ye know the grace of our Lord 

Jesus Christ, that, though he was 
rich, yet for your sakes he became 
poor, that ye through his poverty 
might be rich. , . „ 

10 And herem I give my advice : for 
this is expedient for you, who have 
begun before, not only to do, but also 
to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the doing 
of it; that as there was a readiness to 
wiU, so there may he a performance 
also out of that which ye have. 

12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to that 
a man hath, and not according to that 
he hath not. 

13 For I mean not that other men be 
eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at 
this time your abundance may be a 
supply for their want, that their 
abundance also may be a supply for 
your want: that there may be 
equality: 

15 As it is written, He that had 
gathered much had nothing over ; and 
he that had gathered little had no 
lack. 

16 But thanks he to God, which put 
the same earnest care into the heart 
of Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the ex- 
hortation; but being more forward, 
of his own accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise is in the gospel 
throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was 
also chosen of the churches to travel 
with us with this grace, which is ad- 
ministered by us to the glory of the 
same Lord, and declaration of your 
ready mind: 

20 Avoiding this, that no man should 
blame us in this abundance which is 
administered by us: 

21 Providing for honest things, not 
only in the sight of the Lord, but also 
in the sight of men. 

22 And we have sent with them our 
brother, whom we have oftentimes 
proved diligent in many things, but

now much more diligent, upon the 
great confidence which I have in you. 

23 Whether any do inquire of Titus, 
he is my partner and fellowhelper 
concerning you: or our brethren be 
inquired of, they are the messen- 
gers of the churches, and the glory 
of Christ. 

24 Wherefore shew ye to them, and 
before the churches, the proof of your 
love, and of our boasting on your 
behalf. 

1087 CHAPTER 9 

F or as touching the ministering 
to the saints, it is superfluous 
for me to write to you : 

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which I boast of you 
to them of Mac-e-do-m-a, that A- 
chai-a was ready a year ago ; and your 
zeal hath provoked very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, lest 
om- boasting of you should be in vain 
in this behalf; that, as I said, ye may 
be ready: 

4 Lest haply if they of Mac-e-do-ni-a 
come with me, and find you unpre- 
pared, we (that we say not, ye) should 
be ashamed in this same confident 
boasting. 

5 Therefore I thought it necessary to 
exhort the brethren, that they would 
go before unto you, and make up be- 
forehand your bounty, whereof ye 
had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter of 
bounty, and not as of covetousness. 
6 But this I say. He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly: 
and he which soweth boimtifully sh^ 
reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity: for 
God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, always 
having all suificiency in aU things, 
may abound to every good work: 

9 (As it is written. He hath dispersed 
abroad; he hath given to the poor: 
his righteousness remaineth for ever. 
10 Now he that ministereth seed 
to the sower both minister bread for 
your food, and multiply your seed 
sown, and increase the fruits of your 
righteousness ;) 

11 Being enriched m every thing 
to all bountifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgiving to God, . 
12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want of 
the saints, but is abundant also by 
many thariksgivings unto God; 
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Of meekness, and spiritual power 

13 Whiles by the experiment of this 
ministration they glorify God for 
your professed subiection unto the 
gospel of Christ, and for your liberal 
distribution unto them, and unto all 
men; 

14 And by their prayer for you, which 

long after you for the exceeding grace 
of God in you. ^ ^ ^ . 

15 Thanks he unto God for his un- 
speakable gift. 

1088 CHAPTER 10 

N OW I Paul myself beseech you 
by the meekness and gentleness 
of Christ, who in presence am base 
among you, but being absent am bold 
toward you: 

2 But I beseech you, that I may not 
be bold when I am present with that 
confidence, wherewith I think to be 
bold against some, which think of us 
as if we walked according to the flesh. 
3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh : 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong 
holds ;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ; 

6 And having in a readiness to re- 
venge all disobedience, when yourj 
obedience is fulfilled. { 

7 Do ye look on things after the out- 
ward appearance? If any man trust 
to himself that he is Christ’s, let 
him of himself think this again, that, 
as he is Christ’s, even so are we 
Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast some- 
what more of our authority, which the 
Lord hath given us for edification, and 
not for your destruction, I should not 
be ashamed ; 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but his bodily 
presence is weak, and his speech 
contemptible. 

11 Let such an one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters 
when we are absent, such will we be 
also in deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare ourselves 
with some that co mm end themselves : 
but they measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing them- 
selves among themselves, are not 
wise.

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, hut according 
to die measure of the rule whidi God 
hath distributed to us, a measure to 
reach even xmto you.

2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy: for I have espoused 
you to one husband, that I may pre- 
sent you as a chaste virgin to Cmrist. 
3 But I fear, lest by any means, as 
the serpent beguiled Eve through his 
subtilty, so your minds should be 
corrupted from the simplicity that is 
in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth 
another Jesus, whom we have not 
preached, or if ye receive another 
spirit, which ye have not received, or 
another gospel, which ye have not 
accepted, ye might well bear with him- 
5 For I suppose I was not a whit 
behind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though I be rude in speech, 
yet not in knowledge ; but we have 
been throughly made manifest among 
you in all things. 

7 Have I comnaitted an offence m 
abasing myself that ye might be 
exalted, because I have preached to 
you the gospel of God freely? 

8 1 robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, I was chargeable to no 
man: for that which was lacking to 
me the brethren which came from 
Mac-e-do-ni-a supplied: and in all 
things I have kept myself from being 
burdensome unto you, and so will I 
keep myself* 
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2 CORINTHIANS^ 12 Paul glorieth m amction 


10 As the truth of Christ is in me, j 
no man shall stop me of this boastmg j 
in the regions of A-cb^-a. 

11 Wherefore? because I love you 

not? God knoweth. , 

12 But what I do, that I will do, that I 
may cut off occasion from them wmch 
desire occasion; that wherein they 
glory, they may be foimd even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel ; for Satan himself 
is transformed into an angel of hght. 

15 Therefore it is no great thing if his 
ministers also be transformed as the 
ministers of righteousness; whose end 
shall be according to their works. 

16 1 say again, Let no man think me a 
fool ; if otherwise, yet as a fool receive 
me, that I may boast myself a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak it not 
after the Lord, but as it were foolishly, 
in this confidence of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, seeing 
ye yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, if a man bring you 
into bondage, if a man devour you, if 
a man take of you» if a man exalt him- 
self, if a man smite you on the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had been weak. How- 
beit whereinsoever any is bold, (I 
speak foolishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews? so am I. Are 
they Israelites? so am I. Are they the 
seed of Abraham? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? (I 
speak as a fool) I am more : in labours 
more abundant, in stripes above 
measure, in prisons more frequent, 
in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with rods, 
once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day 1 have 
been in the deep; 

26 In journeyings often, in perils of 
waters, zn perils of robbers, in perils 
by mine own countrymen, in perils 
by the heathen, in perils in the city, in 
perils in the wilderness, in perils in 
the sea,m perils among falsebrethren; 

2*7 In weariness and painfiilness, 
watchings often, in htmger and 
thirst, m fastiDgs often, in cold and 
nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are with- 
out, tmt which cometh upon me 
dail^ the care of all the churches. 

29 Who IS weak, and I am not weak? 
who is offended, and I bum not? 


30 If I must needs glory, I will glory 
of the things which concern mine 
infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor under 
Ar-e-tas the king kept the city of the 
Dam-as-cenes with a garrison, de- 
sirous to apprehend me : 

33 And through a window in a basket 
was I let down by the wil, and 
escaped his hands. 

1090 CHAPTER 12 

I T is not expedient forme doubtless 
to glory. I will come to visions and 
revelations of the Lord. 

2 I knew a man in Christ above 
fourteen years ago, (whether in the 
body, I cannot tell *, or whether out of 
the body, I cannot tell : God knowefii ;) 
such an one caught up to the third 
heaven. 

3 And I knew such a man, (whether 
in the body, or out of the body, I 
cannot tell: God knoweth;) 

4 How that he was caught up into 
paradise, and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a man 
to utter. 

5 Of such an one will I glory : yet of 
myself I will not glory, but in mine 
infirmities. 

6 For though I would desire to glory, 
I shall not be a fool ; for I will say the 
truth: but now I forbear, lest any 
man should think of me above ^at 
which he seeth me to be, or that he 
heareth of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance of 
the revelations, there was given to me 
a thorn in the flesh, the messenger 
of Satan to buffet me, lest I should be 
exalted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 
9 And he said unto me, My grace 
is sufficient for thee : for my strength 
is made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses 
for Christ’s sake: for when I am 
weak, then am 1 strong. 

11 1 am become a fool in glorying; 
ye have compelled me : for I ought to 
have been commended of you; for 
in nothing am 1 behind die very 
chiefest apostles, thou^ I be nothing. 
12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
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Sundry admonitions and greetings 

were wrought among you in all 
patience* in signs, and wonders, and 
mighty deeds* 

13 For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, except it he 
that I myself was not burdensome 
to you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
ready to come to you ; and I will not 
be burdensome to you : for I seek not 
yours, but you : for the children ought 
not to lay up for the parents, but the 
parents for the children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend and be 
spent foryou ; though the more abxmd- 
antly I love you, the less I be loved. 

16 But be it so, I did not burden 
you: nevertheless, being crafty, I 
caught you with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you by any 
of them whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired TituSwand with him I 
sent a brother. Did Titus make a gain 
of you? walked we not in the same 
spirit? walked we not in the same 
steps? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak before 
God in Christ: but we do all things, 
dearly beloved, for your edifiring. 

20 For I fear, lest, when 1 come, 1 
shall not find you such as 1 would, 
and that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not: lest there be 
debates, envyings, wraths, strifes, 
backbitings, whisperings, swellings, 
tumults: 

21 And lest, when I come again, nsy 
God will humble me among you, and 
that I shall bewail many which have 
sinned already, and have not repented 
of the uncleanness and fornication 
and lasciviousness which they have 
committed. 

1091 CHAPTER 13 

T his is the third time I am coming 
to you. In the mouth of two or 
three witnesses shall every word be 
established. 


GALATIANS, i 

2 1 told you before, and foretell you, 
as if I were present, the second time ; 
and bemg absent now I write to them 
which heretofore .have sinned, and 
to all other, that, if I come again, I 
will not spare: 

3 Since ye seek a proof of Christ 
speaking in me, which to you-ward 
IS not weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucified 
through weakness, yet he liveth by 
the power of God. For we also are 
weak in him, but we shall live with 
him by me power of God toward you* 

5 Examine yourselves, whether ye 
be in the faith ; prove your own selves, 
l^ow ye not your own selves, how 
that Jesus Christ is in you, except ye 
be reprobates? 

6 But I trust that ye shall know that 
we are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do no 
evil; not that we should appear ap- 
proved, but that ye should do that 
which is honest, though we be as 
reprobates. 

8 For we can do nothing against the 
truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we are 
weak, and ye are strong : and this also 
we wish, even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these things 
being absent, lest being present I 
should use sharpness, according to the 
power which the Lord hath given me 
to edification, and not to destruction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be 
perfect, be of good comfort, be of one 
mind, live in peace; and the God 
of love and peace shall be with you. 

12 Greet one another with an holy 

13 All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the love of God, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost, he 
with you all. A-men.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 


GALATIANS 


1092 CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, an apostle, (not of men, 
. neither by man, but by Jesus 
Christ, and God the Father, who 
raised him from the dead;) 

2 And all the brethren which are with 
me, unto the churches of Galatia : 
a Grace he to you and peace from 


God the Father, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

4 Who gave himself for our sins, 
that he might deliver us from this 
present evil world, according to the 
will of God and our Father : 

5 To whom he glory for ever and 
ever. A-men, 
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GALATIANS, 2 

6 1 marvel that ye are so soon remov- 
ed from him that called you into the 
grace of Christ unto another gospel : 

7 'Which, is not another ; but there 
be some that trouble you, and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we. or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now 
again, If any man preach any other 
gospel unto you than that ye have 
received, let him be accursed. 

10 For do I now persuade men, or 
God? or do I seek to please men? for 
if I yet pleased men, I should not be 
die servant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that 
the gospel which was preached of me 
is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the : 
revelation of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye have heard of my conversa- 
tion in time past in the Jews* religion, 
howthatbeyond measure I persecuted 
the church of God, and wasted it : 

14 And profited in the Jews’ religion 
above many my equals in mine own 
nation, being more exceedingly zeal- 
ous of the traditions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who 
separated me from my mother’s 
womb, and called me by his grace, 

16 To reveal his Son in me, that I 
might preach him among the heathen ; 
immediately 1 conferred not with 
flesh and blood: 

17 Neither went I up to Jerusalem 
to them which were apostles before 
me ; but 1 went into Arabia, and re- 
turned again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I went up 
to Jerusalem to see Peter, and abode 
with him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw I 
none, save James the Lord’s brother. 

20 Now the things which I write unto 
you, behold, before God, I lie not. 

21 Afterwards 1 came into the 
regions of Syria and Ci-Kc-i-a ; 

22 And was unknown by face unto 
the churches of Judaea wmch were in 
Christ: 

23 But they had heard only. That he 
which persecuted us in times past 
now preacheth the faith which once 
he destroyed. 

24 And they glorified God in me. 
1093 CHAPTER 2 
n^HEN fourteen years after I went 

X up again to Jerusalem with Bar- 
nabas, and took Titus with me also. 


Paul vindicateth his calling 

2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles, 
but privately to them which were of 
reputation, lest by any means I 
should run, or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Titus, who was with 
me, being a Greek, was compelled 
to be circumcised: 

4 And that because of false brethren 
miawares brought in, who came in 
privily to spy out our liberty which 
we have in Christ Jesus, that they 
might bring us into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by sub- 
jection, no, not for an hour; that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to be 
somewhat, (whatsoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me: God ac- 
cepteth no man’s person:) for they 
who seemed to be somewhat in con- 
ference added nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw 
that the gospel of the uncircumcision 
was committed unto me, as the 
gospel of the circumcision was unto 

8 (For he that wrought effectually in 
Peter to the aposlleship of the cir- 
cumcision, the same was mighty in 
me toward the Gentiles:) 

9 And when James, Ce-phas, and 
John, who seemed to be pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given unto 
me, they gave to me and Barnabas 
the right hands of fellowship ; that we 
should go imto the heathen, and they 
unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same which 
I also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to 
An-ti-6ch, I withstood Mm to the face, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gentiles: 
but when they were come, he with- 
drew and separated himself, fearing 
them which were of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Barnabas also was carried away with 
their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter before 
them all. If thou, being a Jew, livest 
after the maimer of Gentiles, and not 
as do the Jews, why compellest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not 
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Of justification by faith 

justified by the works of the law, but 
by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that 
we might be justified by the faith of 
Christ, and not by the works of the 
law: for by the works of the law 
shall no flesh be justifled. 

17 But if, while we seek to be 
justified by Christ, we ourselves also 
are foimd sinners, is therefore Chxist 
the minister of sin? God forbid. 

18 For if I build again the things 
which I destroyed, I make myself a 
transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live unto God. 

20 I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me : and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me. 

21 I do not frustrate the grace of 
God: for if righteousness come by 
the law, then Christ is dead in vain. 

1094 CHAPTER 3 

O FOOLISH Galatians, who hath 
bewitched you, that ye should not 
obey the truth, before whose eyes 
Jesus Christ hath been evidently 
set forth, crucified among you? 

2 This only would I learn of you, 
Received ye the Spirit by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of faith? 
3 Are ye so foolish? having begun in 
the Spirit, are ye now made perfect 
by the flesh? 

4 Have ye suffered so many things 
in vain? if it be yet in vain. 

5 He therefore that ministereth to 
you the Spirit, and worketh miracles 
among you, doeih he it by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of faith? 
6 Even as Abraham believed God, 
and it was accounted to him for 
righteousness. 

7 Know ye therefore that they 
which are of faith, the same are the 
children of Abraham. 

8 And the scripture, foreseeing 
that God would justify the heathen 
through faith, preached before the 
gospel unto Abraham, saying ^ In thee 
shall all nations be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works 
of the law are mder ^e curse : for it 
is written. Cursed is every one that 
continueth not in all things which are 
^tten in the book of the law to do 
them. 

11 But that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God, it is 


GALATIANS, 3 

evident: for. The just shall live by 
faith. 

12 And tlie law is not of faith : but. 
The man that doeth them shall live 
in them. 

13 Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse 
for us: for it is written, Cursed is 
every one that hangeth on a tree : 

14 That the blessing of Abraham 
imght come on the Gentiles through 
Jesus Christ; that we might receive 
the promise of the Spirit through 
faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the man- 
ner of men ; Though it be but a man’s 
covenant, yet if it be confirmed, no 
man disannulleth, or addeth thereto. 

16 Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith 
not. And to seeds, as of many; but as 
of one. And to thy seed, which is 
Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed before of God 
in Christ, the law, which was four 
hundred and thirty years after, cannot 
disannul, that it should m^e the 
promise of none effect. 

18 For if the inheritance be of the 
law, it is no more of promise : but 
God gave it to Abraham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the law? 
It was added because of transgres- 
sions, till the seed should come to 
whom the promise was made; and it 
was ordained by angels in the hand 
of a mediator. 

20 Now a mediator is not a mediator 
of one, but God is one. 

21 Is the law then against the pro- 
mises of God? God forbid : for if there 
had been a law given which could have 
given life, verily righteousness should 
have been by the law. 

22 But the scripture hath concluded 
all under sin, that the promise by 
faith of Jesus Christ might be given 
to them that believe, 

23 But before faith came, we were 
kept under the law, shut up unto the 
faith which should afterwards be 
revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ, 
that we might be justified by faith. 

25 But after that faith is come, 
we are no longer under a school- 
master. 

26 For ye are all the children of God 
by faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as have been 

baptized into Christ have put on 
Christ. ^ 

28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, 



GALATIANS, 4 . 5 


there is neither bond nor free, there 
is neither male nor female : for ye are 
all one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then are 
ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs ac- 
cording to the promise. 


1095 CHAPTER 4 

N OW I say, That the heir, as long 
as he is a child, differeth nothing 
from a servant, though he be lord of 
all; , 

2 But is under tutors and governors 
until the time appointed of the 
father. 

3 Even so we, when we were chil- 
dren, were in bondage under the 
elements of the world : 

4 But when the fulness of the time 
was come, God sent forth his Son, 
made of a woman, made under the

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, 
how turn ye again to the weak and 
beggarly elements, whereunto ye i 
desire again to be in bondage? 

10 Ye observe days, and months, 
and times, and years. 

1 1 1 am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as I 
am; for I am as ye are: ye have not 
injured me at all. 

13 Ye know how through infirmity of 
the flesh I preached the gospel unto 
you at the first. 

14 And my temptation which was in 
my flesh ye despised not, nor reject- 
ed; but received me as an angel of 
God, even as Christ Jesus. 

15 Where is then the blessedness ye 
spake of? for I bear you record, that, 
if it had been possible, ye would have 
plucked out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 

16 Am 1 therefore become your 
enemy, because I tell you the truth? 

17 They zealously affect you, hut 
not well; yea, they would exclude 
you, that ye might affect them. 

18 But it is good to be zealously

affected always in a good thing, and 
not only when I am present with 
you. 

19 My little children, of whom I

21 Tell me, ye that desire to be under 
the law, do ye not hear the law? 

22 For it is written, that Abraham 
had two sons, the one by a bond- 
maid, the other by a freewoman. 

23 But he who was of the bond- 
woman was bom after the flesh ; but 
he of the freewoman was by promise. 

24 Which things are an allegory : for 
these are the two covenants ; the one 
from the mount Si-nai, which gender- 
eth to bondage, which is Agar. 

25 For this Agar is mount Si^^nai in 
Arabia, and answereth to Jerusalem 
which now is, and is in bondage with 
her children. 

26 But Jerasalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us all. 

27 For it is written, Rejoice, thou 
barren that bearest not; break forth 
and cry, thou that travailest not: for 
! the desolate hath many more children 
than she which hath an husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, 
are the children of promise. 

29 But as then he that was bom 
after the flesh persecuted him that 
was born after the Spirit, even so it is 
now. 

30 Nevertheless what saith the 
scripture? Cast out the bondwoman 
and her son ; for the son of the bond- 
woman shall not be heir with the son 
of the freewoman. 

31 So then, brethren, we are not 
children of the bondwoman, but of the 
free.

1098 CHAPTER 1 

P aul, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, to the saints 
which are at £ph'e-siis, and to the 
faithful in Christ Jesus : 

2 Grace he to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed he the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ: 

4 According as he hath chosen us in 
him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before him in love : 

5 Having predestinated us unto 
the adoption of children by Jesus 
Christ to himself, according to the 
good pleasure of his will, 

6 To the praise of the glory of his 
grace, wherein he hath made us 
accepted in the beloved. 

7 fii whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins, according to the riches of his 
grace ; 

8 Wherein he hath abounded toward 
us in all wisdom and prudence ; 

9 Having made known unto us the 
mystery of his will, according to his 
good pleasure which he hath pur- 
posed in himself: 

10 That in the dispensation of the 
fulness of times he might gather 
together in one all things in Christ, 
both which are in heaven, and which 
are on earth ; even in him : 

11 In whom also we have obtained 
an inheritance, being predestinated 
according to the purpose of him who 
workedi all things after the counsel of 
his own will: 

12 That we should be to the praise 
of his glory, who first trusted in 
Christ. 

13 In whom ye also trusted^ after 
that ye heard word of truth, the 
gospel of your salvation : in whom also 
after that ye believed, ye were sealed 
with that holy Spirit of promise, 

14 Which is the earnest of our in- 
heritance until the redemption of 
the purchased possession, unto the 
praise of his glory. 

15 Wherefore I also, after I heard 
of your faith in the Lord Jesus, and 
love unto all the saints, 

16 Cease not to give thanks for you.

22 And hath put all things under his 
feet, and gave him to be the head

23 Which is his body, the fulness of 
him that filleth all in all. 


1099 CHAPTER 2 
AND you hath he Quickened, who 
Jux. were dead in trespasses and sins ; 

2 Wherein in time past ye w^ed 
according to the course of this world, 
according to the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now worketh 
in the children of disobedience : 

3 Among whom also we aU had our 
conversation in times past in &e lusts 
of our flesh, fulfilling flie desires of 
the flesh and of the mind; and were 
by nature the children of wrath, even 
as others. 

4 But God, who is rich in mercy, for 
his great love wherewith he loved us, 

5 Even when we were dead in sins, 
halli quickened us together with 
Christ, (by grace ye are saved;) 

6 And hath raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus : 

7 That in the ages to come he might 
shew the exceeding riches of his 
grace in his kindness toward us 
through Christ Jesus. 

8 For by grace are ye saved throu^ 
faith; and that not of yourselves: ii 
is the gift of God: 
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Salvation of the Gentiles 

9 Not of works, lest any man should 

boast. , . , 

10 For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remember, that ye 
being in time past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Uncircumcision 
by that which is called the Circum- 
cision in the flesh made by hands ; 

12 That at that time ye were without 

Christ, being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and^ strangers 
from the covenants of promise, having 
no hope, and without God in the 
world: . . 

13 But now in Christ Jesus ye who 
sometimes were far off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ. 

14 For he is our peace, who hath 
made both one, and hath broken down 
the middle wall of partition between 
us; 

15 Having abolished in his flesh the 
enmity, even the law. of command- 
ments contained in ordinances ; for to 
make in himself of twain one new 
man, so making peace; 

16 And that he might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross, 
having slain the enmity thereby : 

17 And came and preached peace to 
you which were afar off, and to them 
that were nigh. 

18 For through him we both have 
access by one Spirit unto the Father. 

19 Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God; 

20 And are built upon the foundation 
of the apostles and prophets, Jesus 
Christ himself being the chief comer 
stone: 

21 m whom all the building fitly 
framed together groweth unto an 
holy temple in the Lord : 

22 In whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 

1100 CHAPTER 3 

F or this cause I Paul, the prisoner 
of Jesus Christ for you Gentiles, 
2 If ye have heard of the dispensa- 
tion of the grace of God which is 
given me to you-ward: 

3 How that by revelation he made 
known unto me the mystery; (as I 
wrote afore in few words, 

4 Whereby, when ye read, ye may 
understand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ) 

5 Which in other ages was not made 
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known unto the sons of men, as it is 
now revealed unto his holy apostles 
and prophets by the Spirit; 

6 That the Gentiles should be 
fellowheirs, and of the same body, 
and partakers of his promise in 
Christ by the gospel : 

7 Whereof I was made a minister, 
according to the gift of the grace of 
God given unto me by the effectual 
working of his power. 

8 Unto me, who am less than the 
least of all saints, is this grace given, 
ttiat .1 should preach among the 
Gentiles the unsearchable riches of 
Christ; 

9 And to make all men see what is 
the fellowship of the mystery, which 
from the beginning of the world hath 
been hid in God, who created all 
things by Jesus Christ; 

10 To the intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord: 

12 In whom we have boldness and 
access with confidence by the faith 
of him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint 
not at my tribulations for you, which 
is your glory. 

14 For this cause 1 bow my knees unto 
the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named, 

16 That he would grant you, accord- 
ing to the riches of his glory, to 
be strengthened with might by his 
Spirit in the inner man ; 

17 That Christ may dwell in your 
hearts by faith ; that ye, being rooted 
and grounded in love, 

18 May be able to comprehend with 
all saints what is the breadth, and 
length, and depth, and height; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all the fulness 
of God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us, 

21 Unto him be glory in the church 
by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, 
world without end, A-meu. 

1101 CHAPTER 4 

I THEREFORE, the prisoner of the 
Lord, beseech you that ye walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith ye 
are called, 
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EPHESIANS, 5 Exhortation to unity t holiness and love 


2 With all lowliness and meelaiess, 
with longsnfifering, forbearing one 
another in love ; 

3 Endeavouring to keep the unity of 
the Spirit in the bond of peace. 

4 There is one body, and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one hope of 
your calling; 

5 One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 

6 One God and Father of all, who is 
above all, and through all, and in you 
all. 

7 But unto every one of us is given 
grace according to the measure of the 
gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith. When he as- 
cended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts unto men. 

9 (Now that he ascended, what is it 
but that he also descended first into 
the lower parts of the earth? 

10 He that descended is the same 
also that ascended up far above all 
heavens, that he might fill all things.) 

11 And he gave some, apostles; 
and some, prophets ; and some, 
evangelists: and some, pastors and 
teachers ; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ: 

13 Till we aU come in the unity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of 
file fulness of Christ: 

14 That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, 
by the sleight of men, and cunning 
craftiness, whereby they lie in wait 
to deceive; 

15 But speaking the truth in love, 
may grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ; 

16 From whom the whole body fitly 
joined together and compacted by 
that which every joint supplieth, 
according to the effectual working in 
the measure of every part, maketh 
increase of the body unto the edifying 
of itself in love. 

17 This I say therefore, and testify 
in the Lord, that ye henceforth walk 
not as other Gentiles walk, in the 
vanity of their niind, 

18 Having the understanding 
darkened, being alienated from the 
life of God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blindness 
of their heart: 

19 Who being past feeling have 
given themselves over unto lascivious- 
ness, to work all uncleanness with 
greediness. 


20 But ye have not so learned 
Christ; 

21 If so be that ye have heard him, 
and have been taught by him, as the 
truth is in Jesus : 

22 That ye put off concerning the 
former conversation the old man, 
which is corrupt according to the 
deceitful lusts; 

23 And be renewed in the spirit of 
your mind; 

24 And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in right- 
eousness and true holiness. 

25 Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his neigh- 
bour: for we are members one of 
another. 

26 Be ye angry, and sin not: let not 
the sun go down upon your wrath: 

27 Neither give place to the devil. 

28 Let him that stole steal no more: 
but rather let him labour, working 
with his hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to 
him that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt communication 
proceed out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to the use of edif^g, 
that it may minister grace unto the 
hearers. 

30 And grieve not the holy Spirit of 
God, whereby ye are sealed unto the 
day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, and 
anger, and clamour, and evil speak- 
ing, be put away from you, with all 
malice: 

32 And be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you. 

1102 CHAPTER 5 

B e ye therefore followers of God, 
as dear children; 

2 And walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given himself 
for us an offering and a sacrifice to 
God for a sweetsmelling savour. 

3 But fornication, and all unclean- 
ness, or covetousness, let it not be 
once named among you, as becometh 
saints; 

4 Neither filthiness, nor foolish talk- 
ing, nor jesting, which are not 
convenient: but rather giving of 
thanks. 

5 For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor 
covetous man, who is an idolater, hath 
any inheritance in the kingdom of 
Christ and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you with yaM 
words: for because of these things 
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Sundry relative duties 

cometh the wrath of God upon the 
cWldren of disobedience. 

7 Be not ye therefore partakers with 

them. . ^ ^ 

8 For ye were sometimes darkness, 
but now are ye light in the Lord: 
walk as children of light : 

9 (For the fruit of the Spirit is in all 
goodness and righteousness and 
truth;) 

10 Proving what is acceptable unto 
the Lord. 

11 And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them, 

12 For it is a shame even to speak of 
those things which are done of them 
in secret. 

13 But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest by the light: for 
whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light. 

14 Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the 
dead, and Christ shall give thee light. 

15 See then that ye walk circum- 
spectly, not as fools, but as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil. 

17 Wherefore be ye not unwise, 
but imderstanding what the will of 
the Lord is, 

18 And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess ; but be filled with 
the Spirit; 

19 Speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing and making melody in your heart 
to the Lord ; 

20 (jiving thanks always for aU 
things unto God and the Father in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one to 
another m the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the 

23 For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head of 
the chinch: and he is the saviour of 
the body. 

24 Therefore as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives he to their 
own husbands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, love your vdves, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it; 

26 That he might sanctify and 
deanse it with the washing of water 
by the word, 

27 That he might present it to him- 
self a glorious church, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing ; 
but that it should be holy and without 
blemish. 
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28 So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that loveth 
his wife loveth himself. 

29 For no man ever yet hated his 
own^ flesh: but nourisheth and 
chensheth it, even as the Lord the 
church: 

30 For we are members of his body, 
of ms flesh, and of his bones. 

31 For this cause shall a man leave 
ms father and mother, and shdl be 
lomed unto his wife, and they two 
shall be one flesh, 

32 This is a great mystery: but I 
speak concerning Christ and the 
church. 

, 33 Nevertheless let every one of you 
in particular so love his wife even as 
himself; and the wife see that she 
reverence her husband. 

1103 CHAPTER 6 
CHILDREN, obey your parents in 
V-r the Lord : for this is right. 

2 Honour thy father and mother; 
(which is the first commandment with 
pronnse;)

10 Finally, my brethren, be strong in 
the Lord, and in the power of his 
might.

1105 CHAPTER 2 

I F there he therefore any consolation 
in Christ, if any comfort of love, if 
any fellowship of the Spirit, if any 
bowels and mercies, 

2 Fulfil ye my joy, that ye be like- 
minded, having the same love, being 
of one accord, of one mind. 

3 Let nothing be done through 
strife or vainglory; but in lowliness 
of mind let each esteem other better 
than themselves. 

4 Look not every man on his own 
things, but every man also on the 
things of others. 

5 Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus : 

6 Who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be ecLual 
with God : 

7 But made himself of no reputa- 
tion, and took upon him the form of 
a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men: 

8 And being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and be- 


came obedient xmto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name: 

10 That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under 
the earth; 

11 And that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye 
have always obeyed, not as in my 
presence only, but now much more 
in my absence, work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling. 

13 For it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and to do of his good 
pleasure. 

14 Do all things without murmurings 
and disputings : 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, the sons of God, without 
rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and 
perverse nation, among whom ye 
shine as lights in the world ; 

16 Holding forth the word of life ; 
that I may rejoice in the day of Christ, 
that I have not run in vain, neither 
laboured in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be offered upon the 
sacrifice and service of your faith, X 
joy, and rejoice with you all. 

18 For the same cause also do ye joy, 
and rejoice with me. 

19 But I trust in the Lord Jesus to 
send Timotheus shortly xmto you, 
that I also may be of good comfort, 
when I know your state. 

20 For 1 have no man likeminded, 
who will naturally care for your state. 

21 For all seek their own, not the 
things which are Jesus Christ’s. 

22 But ye know the proof of him, 
that, as a son with the father, he hath 
served with me in the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send 
presently, so soon as 1 shall see how 
it will go with me. 

24 But I trust in the Lord that I also 
myself shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed it necessary to 
send to you fep-aph-ro-di'tds, my 
brolher, and companion in labour, and 
fellowsoldier, but your messenger, 
and he that ministered to my wants. 

26 For he longed after you all, and 
was full of heaviness, because that 
ye had heard that he had been sick. 

27 For indeed he was sick nigh unto 
death: but God had mercy on him; 
and not on him only, but on me 
also, lest I should have sorrow upon 
sorrow. 
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28 I sent him therefore the more 

carefully, that, when ye see him agam, 
ye may rejoice, and mat I may be the 
less sorrowful, . , -r ^ 

29 Receive him therefore m the Lord 
with all badness ; and hold such m 
reputation : 

30 Because for the work of CMst 
he was nigh unto death, not regarding 
his Hfe, to supply your lack of service 
toward me. 

1106 CHAPTER 3 

F inally, my brethren, rejoice in 
the Lord. To write the same 
things to you, to me indeed is not 
grievous, but for you it is safe. 

2 Beware of dogs, beware of evil 
workers, beware of the concision, 

3 For we are the circumcision, which 
worship God in the spirit, and rejoice 
in Christ Jesus, and have no confi- 
dence in the flesh. 

4 Though I might also have con- 
fidence in the flesh. If any other man 
thinketh that he hath whereof he 
might trust in the flesh, I more : 

5 Circumcised the eighth day, of the 
stock of Israel, o/the tribe of Benia- 
min, an Hebrew of the Hebrews; as 
touching the law, a Pharisee ; 

6 Concerning zeal, persecuting the 
church; touching the righteousness 
which is in the law, blameless.

8 Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after Se 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Cliist. 

9 For in him dwelleth all the fulness 
of the Godhead bodily. 

10 And ye are complete in him, 
which is the head of all principality 
and power: 

11 In whom also ye are circumcised 
with the circumcision made without 
hands, in putting off the body of the 
sins of the flesh by the circumcision 
of Christ: 

12 Buried with him in baptism, 
wherein also ye are risen with him 
through the faith of the operation of 
God, who hath raised him from the 
dead. 

13 And you, being dead in your sins 
and the uncircumcision of your flesh, 
hath he quickened together with him, 
having forgiven you all trespasses ; 

14 Blotting out the handwriting of 
ordinances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out of 
the way, nailing it to his cross; 

15 Anri having spoiled principalities 
and powers, he made a shew of them 
openly, triumphing over them in it. 

16 Let no man therefore judge you 
in meat, or in drink, or in respect of 
an holyday, or of the new moon, or 
of the sabbath days : 

17 Which are a shadow of things to 
come ; but the body is of Christ. 

18 Let no man beguile you of your 
reward in a voluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding into 
those things which he hath not seen, 
vainly puffed up by his fleshly mind, 

19 And not holding the Head, from 
which all the body by joints and 
bands having nourishment minis- 
tered, and knit together, increaseth 
with the increase of God. 
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20 Wherefore if ye be dead with 
Christ from the rudiments of the 
world, why, as though living in the

23 Which things have indeed a shew 
of wisdom in will worship, and hu- 
i^ity, and neglecting of the body;

1110 CHAPTER 3 

I F ye then be risen with Christ, seek 
those things which are above, 
where Christ sitteth on the right hand 
of God.

10 And have put on the new man, 
which is renewed in knowledge after 
the image of him that created him; 

11 Where there is neither Greek 
nor Jew, circumcision nor uncircum- 
cision, Barbarian, Sc^h-i-an, bond 
nor free : but Christ is all, and in aU. 

12 Put on therefore, as the elect of 
God, holy and beloved, bowels of 
mercies, kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meekness, longsuffering; 

13 Forbearing one another, and for- 
giving one another, if any man have a 
quarrel against any: even as Christ 
forgave you, so also do ye. 

14 And above aU these things put on 
charity, which is the bond of perfect- 
ness. 

15 And let the peace of God rule in 
yom hearts, to the which also ye are 
called in one body ; and be ye thsmkful. 


16 Let the word of Christ dwell in 
you nchly in all wisdom ; teaching and 
admonishing one another in psalms 
and^ hynrns and spiritual songs, 
smgmg with grace in your hearts to 
the Lord, 

17 And whatsoever ye do in word 
or deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and tie 
Father by him. 

18 Wives, submit yourselves imto 
your own husbands, as it is fit in the 
Lord. 

19 Husbands, love your wives, and 
be not bitter against them. 

20 Children, obey your parents in 
all things; for this is well pleasing 
unto the Lord. 

21 Fathers, provoke not your children 
to anger, lest they be discouraged. 

22 Servants, obey in all things your 
masters according to the flesh; not 
with eyeservice, as menpleasers ; but 
in singleness of heart, fearing God: 

23 And whatsoever ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord, and not unto 
men; 

24 Knowing that of the Lord ye shall 
receive the reward of the inheritance : 
for ye serve the Lord Christ. 

25 But he that doeth wrong shall 
receive for the wrong which he hath 
done: and there is no respect of 
persons.

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

THESSALONIANS. 


1112 CHAPTER 1 
T>AUL, and Sil-va'nhs, and Timo- 
Jl theus, unto the church of the 
ThSss-a-10-ni-S.ns which is in God 
the Father and in the Lord Jesus 
Christ : Grace he unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

2 We give thanks to God always for 
you all, making mention of you in our 
prayers ; 

3 Remembering without ceasing 
yotir work of faith, and labour of 
love, and patience of hope in our Lord 
Jesus Christ, in the sight of God and 
our Father; 

4 Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God. 

5 For our gospel came not unto you 
in word only, but also in power, and in 
the Holy Ghost, and in much assur- 
ance ; as ye know what manner of men 
we were among you for your sake. 

6 And ye became followers of us, and 
of the Lord, having received the word 
in much affliction, with joy of the 
Ho^ Ghost: 

7 So that ye were ensamples to all 
that believe in Mac-e-do-ni-a and 

8 For from you sounded out the 
word of the Lord not only in Mao-e- 
dp^ni-a and A-ch^-a, but also in every 
place your faith to God-ward is spre^ 
abroad ; so that we need not to spe^ 
any thing. 

9 For tiiey themselves shew of us 
what manner of entering in we had 


imto you, and how ye turned to God 
from idols to serve the living and true 
God; 

10 And to wait for his Son from 
heaven, whom he raised from tbie 
dead, even Jesus, which delivered 
us from the wrath to come. 

1113 CHAPTER 2 

F or yourselves, brethren, know 
our entrance in unto you, that it 
was not in vain : 

2 But even after that we had suffered 
before, and were shamefully entreat- 
ed, as ye know, at Philippi, we were 
bold in our God to speak unto you the 
gospel of God with much contention. 
3 For our exhortation was not of 
deceit, nor of uncleanness, nor in 
guile; 

4 But as we were allowed of God to 
be put in trust with the gospel, even 
so we speak; not as pleasing men, 
but God, which trieth our hearts. 

5 For neither at any time used we 
flattering words, as ye know, nor a 
doke of covetousness ; God is 
witness : 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, 
neither of you, nor yet of others, 
when we might have been burden- 
some, as the apostles of Christ. 

7 But we were gentle among you, 
even as a nurse cherisheth her chil- 
dren: 

8 So being affectionately desirous of 
you, we were willing to have im- 
parted unto you, not the gospel of 
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God only, but also our own souls, 
because ye were dear unto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our 
labour and travail : for labouring 
night and day, because we would not 
be chargeable unto any of you, we 
preached unto you the gospel of God. 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God a/so, 
how holily and justly and unblameably 
we behaved ourselves among you 
that believe : 

1 1 As ye know how we exhorted and 
comforted and charged every one of 
you, as a father doth his children, 

12 That ye would walk worthy of 
God, who hath called you unto his 
kingdom and glory. 

13 For this cause also thank we God 
without ceasing, because, when ye 
received the word of God which ye 
heard of us, ye received it not as the 
word of men, but as it is in truth, 
the word of God, which effectually 
worketh also in you that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became follow- 
ers of the churches of God which in 
Judaea are in Christ Jesus: for ye 
also have suffered like things of your 
own countrymen, even as they have 
of the Jews : 

15 Who both killed the Lord Jesus, 
and their own prophets, and have 
persecuted us; and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all men : 

16 Forbidding us to speak to the 
Gentiles that they might be saved, to 
fill UP their sins mway : for the wrath 
is come upon them to the uttermost. 

17 But we, brethren, being taken 
from you for a short time in presence, 
not in heart, endeavoured the more 
abtmdantly to see your face with 
great desire. 

18 Wherefore we would have come 
unto you, even I Paul, once and 
again ; but Satan hindeied us. 

19 For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even ye 
in the presence of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at his coming? 

20 For ye are our glory and joy. 

1114 CHAPTER 3 
T 1 C therefore when we could no 
Vy longer forbear, we thought it 
good to be left at Athens alone ; 

2 And sent Timotheus, our brother, 
and mimster of God, and our fellow- 
labourer in the gospel of Christ, to 
estabhsh you, and to comfort you 
concerning your faith: 

3 That no man should be moved by 
these afObictions : for yourselves know 
that we are appointed thereunto. 

4 For verily, when we were with 
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you, we told you before that we should 
suffer tribulation; even as it came to 
pass, and ye know. 

5 For this cause, when I could no 
longer forbear, I sent to know your 
faith, lest by some means the temp- 
ter have tempted you, and our 
labour be in vain. 

6 But now when Timotheus came 
from you imto us, and brought us good 
tidings of your faith and charity, and 
that ye have good remembrance of us 
always, desiring greatly to see us, as 
we also to see you : 

7 Therefore, brethren, we were 
comforted over you in all our afiSiction 
and distress by your faith : 

8 For now we live, if ye stand fast 
m the Lord. 

9 For what thanks can we render 
to God again for you, for all the joy 
wherewith we joy for your sakes 
before our God ; 

10 Night and day praying exceed- 
ingly that we might see your face, and 
might perfect that which is lacking in 
your faith? 

11 Now God himself and our 
Father, and our Lord Jesus Christ, 
direct our way unto you. 

12 And the Lord make you to increase 
and abound in love one toward an- 
other, and toward all mem even as we 
do toward you: 

13 To the end he may stablish your 
hearts unblameable in holiness before 
God, even our Father, at the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ with all his 
saints. 

1115 CHAPTER 4 

F urthermore then we be- 
seech you, brethren, and exhort 
you by the Lord Jesus, that as ye have 
received of us how ye ought to walk 
and to please God, so ye would 
abound more and more. 

2 For ye know what commandments 
we gave you by the Lord Jesus. 

3 For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should 
abstain from fornication; 

4 That every one of you should 
know how to possess his vessel in 
sanctification and honour; 

5 Not in the lust of concupiscence, 
even as the Gentiles which know not 
God: 

6 That no man go beyond and de- 
fraud his brother in any matter: be- 
cause that the Lord is the avenger of 
all such, as we also have forewarned 
you and testified. 

7 For God hath not called us unto 
uncleanness, but unto holiness. 
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8 He therefore that despiseth, de- 
spiseth not man, but God, who hath 
also given unto us his holy Spirit. 

9 But as touching brotherly love ye 
need not that I write unto you: for 
ye yomrselves are taught of God to 
love one another. 

10 And indeed ye do it toward all 
the brethren which are in all MaQ- 
e-do'ni-a : but we beseech you, breth- 
ren, that ye increase more and more ; 

11 And that ye study to be quiet and 
to do your own business, and to work 
with your own hands, as we com- 
manded you; 

12 That ye may walk honestly to- 
ward them that are without, and that 
ye may have lack of nothing. 

15 But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope. 

14 For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. 

15 For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we which are 
alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent them 
which are asleep. 

16 For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God: and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first: 

17 Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air : and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord. 

18 Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. 

1116 CHAPTER 5 

B ut of the times and the seasons, 
brethren, ye have no need that 
I write unto you. 

2 For yourselves know perfectly 
that the day of the Lord so cometh as 
a thief in the night. 

3 For when they shall say. Peace 
and safety; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as travail upon a 
woman with child ; and they sh^ not 
escape. 

4 But ye, brethren, are not in dark- 
ness, that that day should overtake 
you as a thief. 

5 Ye are all the children of Hght, and 
the children of the day : we are not of 
the night, nor of darkness. 


6 Therefore let us not sleep, as 
do others ; but let us watch and be 
sober. 

7 For they that sleep sleep in the 
night; and they that be drunken are 
drunken in the night. 

8 But let us, who are of the day, be 
sober, putting on the breastplate of 
faith and love ; and for an helmet, the 
hope of salvation. 

9 For God hath not appointed us to 
wrath, but to obtain salvation by our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

10 Who died for us, that, whether 
we wake or sleep, we should live to- 
gether with him. 

11 Wherefore comfort yourselves 
together, and edify one another, even 
as also ye do. 

12 And we beseech you, brethren, 
to know them which labour among 
you, and are over you in the Lord, and 
admonish you; 

13 And to esteem them very highly 
in love for their work’s sake. And be 
at peace among yourselves. 

14 Now we exhort you, brethren, 
warn them that are unruly, comfort 
the feebleminded, support the weak, 
be patient toward all men, 

15 See that none render evil for 
evil unto any man; but ever follow 
that which is good, both among your- 
selves, and to all men, 

16 Rejoice evermore. 

17 Pray without ceasing. 

18 In every thing give thanks : for 
this is the will of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not prophesyings. 

21 Prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good. 

22 Abstain from all appearance of 
evil. 

23 And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly; and I Pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless xmto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

24 Faithful is he that calleth you, 
who also will do it, 

25 Brethren, pray for us. 

26 Greet all the brethren with an 
holy kiss. 

27 I charge you by the Lord that 
this epistle be read unto ail the holy 
brethren. 

28 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you. X'men.

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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

THESSALONIANS. 


1117 CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, and Sil-va-nus, and Timo- 
theus, unto the church of the 
Thess-a-lo-ni-ans in God our Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ : 

2 Grace unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

3 We are bound to thank God al- 
ways for you, brethren* as it is meet, 
because that your faith groweth ex- 
ceedingly, and the charity of every 
one of you all toward each other 
aboundeth; 

4 So that we ourselves glory in you 
in the churches of God for your 
patience and faith in all your perse- 
cutions and tribulations that ye 
endure : 

5 Which is a manifest token of the 
righteous judgment of God, that ye 
may be counted worthy of the king- 
dom of God, for which ye also suffer: 
6 Seeing it is a righteous thing with 
God to recompense tribulation to 
them that trouble you; 

7 And to you who are troubled rest 
with us, when the Lord Jesus shall 
be revealed from heaven with his 
mighty angels, 

8 In flaming fire taking vengeance 
on them that know not God, and that 
obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: 

9 Who shall be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction from the presence 
of the Lord, and from the glory of 
his power; 

10 When he shall come to be glori- 
fied in his saints, and to be admired 
in all them that believe (because our 
testimony among you was believed) 
in that day. 

11 Wherefore also we pray always 
for you, that our God would count 
you worthy of this calling, and fulfil 
ail the good pleasure of his goodness, 
and the work of faith with power ; 

12 That the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ may be glorified in you, and ye 
in him, according to the grace of our 
God and the Lord Jesus Christ 

1118 CHAPTER 2 
TVrOW we beseech you, brethren, by 
x\ the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ and by our gathering together 
unto him. 


2 That ye be not soon shaken in 
mind, or be troubled, neither by 
spirit, nor by word, nor by letter as 
from us, as that the day of Christ is at 
hand. 

3 Let no man deceive you by any 
means : for that day shall not come, 
except there come a fallizig away 
first, and that man of sin be revealed, 
the son of perdition; 

4 Who opposeth and exalteth him- 
self above all that is called God, or 

worshipped ; so that he as God 
sitteth m the temple of God, shewing 
himself that he is God. 

5 Remember ye not, that, when I 
was yet with you, I told you tihese 
things? 

6 Md now ye^ l^ow what with- 
noldeth that he imght be revealed in 
ms time. 

7 For die mystery of iniuuity doth 
already work : only he who now letteth 
will let, until he be taken out of the 
way, 

8 And then shall that Wicked be 
revealed, whom the Lord shall con- 
sume with the spirit of his mouth, 
and shall destroy with the bri^tness 
of his coming; 

9 Even him, whose coming is after 
the working of Satan with all power 
and signs and lying wonders, 

10 And with all deceivahleness of 
unrighteousness in them that perish ; 
because they received not the love of 
the truth, that they might be saved. 

11 And for this cause God shall 
send them strong delusion, that they 
should believe a lie : 

12 That they all might be damned 
who believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness. 

13 But we are bound to give thanks 
alway to God for you, brethren be- 
loved of the Lord, because God hath 
from the beginning chosen you to 
salvation through sanctification of the 
Spirit and beHef of the truth ; 

14 Whereunto he called you by our 
gospel, to the obtaining of the glory of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. ^ ^ 

15 Therefore, brethren, stand fast, 
and hold the traditions which ye have 
been taught, whether by word, or our 
epistle. 

16 Now our Lord Jesus Christ him- 
self, and God, even our Father, which 
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I TIMOTHYj I Paul rernindeth Timothy of his charge 


hath loved us, and hath given us 
everlasting consolation and good hope 
through grace, 

17 Comfort your hearts, and stablish 
you in every good word and work. 

1119 CHAPTER 3 

F inally, brethren, pray for us, 
that the word of the Lord may 
have free course, and be glorified, 
even as it is with you: 

2 And that we may be delivered from 
unreasonable and wicked men: for 
ail men have not faith. 

3 But the Lord is faithful, who shall 
stablish you, and keep you from evil. 
4 And we have confidence in the 
Lord touching you, that ye both do 
and will do the thmgs which we com- 
mand you. 

5 And the Lord direct your hearts 
into the love of God, and into the 
patient waiting for Christ. 

6 Now we command you, brethren, 
in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye withdraw yourselves from 
every brother that walketh disorderly, 
and not after the tradition which he 
received of us. 

7 For yourselves know how ye 
ought to follow us: for we behaved 
not ourselves disorderly among you; 
8 Neither did we eat any man’s 
bread for nought; but wrought with 
labour and travail night and day, that 


we might not be chargeable to any of 
you: 

9 Not because we have not power, 
but to make ourselves an ensample 
unto you to follow us. 

10 For even when we were with you, 
this we commanded you, that if any 
would not work, neither should he 
eat. 

11 For we hear that there are some 
which walk among you disorderly, 
working not at all, but are busy- 
bodies. 

12 Now them that are such we com- 
mand and exhort by our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that with quietness they 
work, and eat their own bread. 

13 But ye, brethren, be not weary 
in well doing. 

14 And if any man obey not our word 
by this epistle, note that man, and 
have no company with him, that he 
may be ashamed. 

15 Yet count him not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brother, 

16 Now the Lord of peace himself 
give you peace always by all means. 
The Lord be with you all. 

17 The salutation of Paul with mine 
own hand, which is the token in every 
epistle : so I write. 

18 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all. A-men.

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for that 
he counted me faithful, putting me 
into the ministry; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, 
and a persecutor, and injurious : but I 
obtained mercy, because I did it 
ignorantly in unbelief. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was 
exceeding abundant with faith and 
love which is in Christ Jesus. 

15 This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of aU acceptation, that Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners ; of whom 1 am chief. 

16 Howbeit for this cause I obtained 
mercy, that in me first Jesus Christ 
might shew forth all longsuffering, for 
a pattern to them which should here- 
after believe on him to life ever- 
lasting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, im- 
mortal, invisible, the only wise God, 
be honour and glory for ever and ever. 
A^en. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee, 
son Timothy, according to the pro- 
phecies which went before on thee, 
that thou by them mightest war a 
good warfare; 

19 Holding faith, and a good con- 
science ; which some having put away 
concerning faith have made ship- 
wreck: 

20 Of whom is Hy-mS-nae'iis and 
Alexander; whom 1 have delivered 
unto Satan, that they may learn not 
to blaspheme. 

1121 CHAPTER 2 

I EXHORT therefore, that, first of 
all, supplications, prayers, inter- 
cessions, and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men; 

2 For kings, and for all that are in 
authority ; that we may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty. 

3 For this is good and acceptable in 
the sij^t of God our Saviour; 

4 Who will have all men to be 
saved, and to come unto the know- 
ledge of the truth. 

5 For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the 
man Christ Jesus ; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time. 

7 Whereunto 1 am ordained a 
preacher and an apostle, (I speak the 
truth in Christ, and lie not ;) a teacher 
of the Gentiles in faith and verity. 

8 1 will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting. 


9 In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, 
with shamefacedness and sobriety; 
not with broided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or costly array; 

10 But (which becomeih women pro- 
fessing godliness) with good works* 

11 Let the woman learn in silence 
with all subjection. 

12 But I suiffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to usurp authority over the 
man, but to be in silence. 

13 For Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deceived, but 
the woman being deceived was in the 
transgression. 

15 Notwithstanding she shall be 
saved in childbearing, if they con- 
tmue in faith and charity and holiness 
with sobriety. 

1122 CHAPTER 3 

T his is a true saying, If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
desireth a good work. 

2 A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, 
sober, of good behaviour, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach; 

3 Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre ; but patient, not 
a brawler, not covetous; 

4 One that ruleth well his own 
house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity; 

5 (For if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take care 
of the church of God?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condemna- 
tion of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good 
report of them which are without; 
lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise must the deacons be 
grave, not doubletongued, not given to 
much wine, not greedy of filthy lucre ; 
9 Holding the mystery of the faith 
in a pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be proved ; 
then let them use the office of a 
deacon, being found blameless. 

11 Even so must their wives be grave, 
not slanderers, sober, faithful in all 
things. 

12 Let the deacons be the husbands 
of one wife, ruling their children and 
their own houses well. 

13 For they that have used the 
office of a deacon well purchase to 
themselves a good degree, and great 
boldness in the faith which is in 
Christ Jesus.

14 These things write I tmto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee shortly: 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living God, 
the pillar and ground of the truth. , 

16 And without controversy great is 

the mystery of godliness; God was 
manifest in the flesh, justified in 
the Spirit, seen of angels, preached 
unto the Gentiles, believed on in the | 
world, received up into glory. I 

1123 CHAPTER 4 

N OW the Spirit speaketh express- 
ly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doc- 
trines of devils; 

2 Speaking lies in hsrpocrisy ; having 
their conscience seared with a hot 
iron; 

3 Forbidding to marry, and com^ 
manding to abstain from meats, which 
God hath created to be received with 
thanksgiving of them which believe 
and know the truth, 

4 For every creature of God is good, 
and nothing to be refused, if it be 
received with thanksgiving: 

5 For it is sanctified by the word of 
God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in remem- 
brance of these things, thou shalt be a 
good minister of Jesus Christ, nour- 
ished up in the words of faith and of 
good doctrine, whereunto thou hast 
attained. 

7 But refuse profane and old vsnves’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather 
unto godliness. 

8 For bodily exercise profiteth 
little : but godliness is profitable unto 
aU things, having promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is to 
come* 

9 This is a faithful saying and 
worthy of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour and 
suffer reproach, because we trust in 
the living God, who is the Saviour of 
all men, specially of those that be- 
lieve. 

11 These things command and teach. 
12 Let no man despise thy youth; 
but be thou an example of the be- 
lievers, in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. 
14 Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee, which was given thee by pro- 
phecy, with the laying on of the hands 
of the presbytery. 


Various precepts 

15 Meditate upon these things ; give 
thyself wholly to them ; that thy pro- 
fiting may appear to all. 

16 Take heed imto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine ; continue in them : for in 
doing this thou shalt both save thy- 
self, and them that hear thee. 

1124 CHAPTER 5 

R ebuke not an eider, but intreat 
him as a father ; and the younger 
men as brethren; 

2 The elder women as mothers ; the 
younger as sisters, with all purity. 

3 Honour widows that are widows 
indeed. 

4 But if any widow have children or 
nephews, let them learn first to shew 
piety at home, and to requite their 
parents ; for that is good and accept- 
able before God. 

5 Now she that is a widow indeed, 
and desolate, trusteth in God, and 
continueth in supplications and 
prayers night and day. 

6 But she that liveth in pleasure is 
dead while she liveth. 

7 And these things give in charge, 
that they may be blameless. 

8 But if any provide not for his own, 
and specially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith, and 
is worse than an infidel. 

9 Let not a widow be taken into the 
number under threescore years old, 
having been the wife of one man, 

10 Well reported of for good works ; 
if she have brought up children, if she 
have lodged strangers. If she have 
washed the saints* feet, if she have 
relieved the afflicted, if she have 
diligently followed every good work. 

11 But the younger widows refuse: 
for when they have begun to wax 
wanton against Christ, they will 
marry; 

12 Having damnation, because they 
have cast off their first faith. 

13 And withal they learn to be idle, 
wandering about from house to house ; 
and not only idle, but tattlers also and 
busybodies, speaking things which 
they ought not. 

14 1 will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide 
the house, give none occasion to the 
adversary to speak reproachfully. 

15 For some are already turned aside 
after Satan. 

16 If any man or woman that be- 
lieveth have widows, let them relieve 
them, and let not the church be 
charged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed, 

17 Let the elders that rule well be

counted worthy of double honour, 
especially they who labour in the 
word and doctrine. 

18 For the scripture saith. Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox that treadeth 
out the corn. And, The labourer is 
worthy of his reward. 

19 Against an elder receive not an 

accusation, but before two or three 
witnesses. 

20 Them that sm rebuke before all, 
that others also may fear. 

21 1 charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the elect 
angels, that thou observe these 
things without preferring one before 
another, doing nothing by parti- 
ality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, 
neither be partaker of other men’s 
sins : keep thyself pure. 

23 Drink no longer water, but use a 
little wine for thy stomach’s sake and 
thine often infirmities. 

24 Some men’s sins are open before- 
hand, going before to judgment; and 
some men they follow after. 

25 Likewise also the good works of 
some are manifest beforehand; and 
they that are otherwise cannot be 
hid. 

1125 CHAPTER 6 

L et as many servants as are under 
^ the yoke count their own masters 
worthy of all honour, that the name 
of God and his doctrine be not 
blasphemed. 

2 And they that have behevmg 
masters, let them not despise them* 
because they are brethren; but rather 
do them service, because they are 
faithful and beloved, partakers of 
the benefit. These things teach and 
exhort. 

3 If any man teach otherwise, and 
consent not to wholesome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and to the doctrine which is according 
to godliness ; 

4 He is proud, knowing nothing, 
but doting about auestions and 
strifes of words, whereof cometh 
envy, strife, railings, evil surmisings, 
5 Perverse disputings of men of 
corrupt minds, and destitute of the 
truth* supposing that gain is godli- 
ness : from such withdraw thyself. 

6 But godliness with contentment 
is great gain. 

7 For we brought nothing into this 


world, and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. 

8 And having food and raiment let 
us be therewith content. 

9 But they lhat will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown 
men in destruction and perdition. 

10 For the love of money is the root 
of all evil; which while some coveted 
after, they have erred from the faith, 
and pierced themselves through with 
many sorrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee 
these things ; and follow after right- 
eousness, godliness, faith, love, pati- 
ence, meekness. 

12 Fight the good fight of faith, lay 
hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art also called, and hast professed a 
good profession before many wit- 
nesses. 

13 I give thee charge in the sight 
of God, who amckeneth all things, 
and before Christ Jesus, who before 
Pontius Pilate witnessed a good con- 
fession; 

14 That thou keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukeable, 
until the appearing of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: 

15 Which in his times he shall shew, 
who is the blessed and only Potentate, 
the King of kings, and Lord of lords ; 

16 Who only hath immortality, dwell- 
ing in the light which no man can 
approach unto ; whom no man hath 
seen, nor can see ; to whom be honour 
and power everlasting. A'men, 

17 Charge them that are rich in this 
world, that they be not highminded, 
nor trust in uncertain riches, but in 
the living God, who giveth us richly 
aU things to enjoy • 

18 That they do good, that they be 
rich in good works, ready to distribute, 
willing to communicate ; 

19 Laying up in store for themselves 
a good foundation against the time 
to come, that they may lay hold on 
eternal life. 

20 O Timothy, keep that which is 
committed to thy trust, avoiding pro- 
fane and vain babblings, and opposi- 
tions of science falsely so called : 

21 Which some professing have 
erred conceminf the faith. Grace be 
with thee. A-men. 

The first to Timothy was written , from 
Laodicea, which is the cbiefest city of 
Phrygia Pacatiana. 
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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO 

TIMOTHY. 


1126 CHAPTER 1 

P AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ by 
the will of God, according to the 
promise of life which is in Christ 
Jesus, 

2 To* Timothy, my dearly beloved 
son: Grace, mercy, and peace, from 
God the Father and Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from 
my forefathers with pure conscience, 
that without ceasing I have remem- 
brance of thee in my prayers night 
and day; 

4 Greatly desiring to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be 
filled with ioy; 

5 When I call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, 
which dwelt first in thy grand- 
mother Lo-is, and thy mother Eh- 
ni'ce; and 1 am persuaded that in 
thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem- 
brance that thou stir up die gift of 
God, which is in thee by the putting 
on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the 
spirit of fear, but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind. 

8 Be not thou therefore ashamed of 
the testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his prisoner : but be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel according 
to the power of God; 

9 Who hath saved us, and called vs 
with an holy calling, not according 
to our works, but according to his 
own purpose and grace, which was 
given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began, 

10 But is now made manifest by the 
appearing of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel: 

11 Whereunto I am appointed a 
preacher, and an aposde, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles. 

12 For the which cause I also suffer 
these things: nevertheless I am not 
ashamed: for I know whom I have 
beheved, and am persuaded that he 
IS able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that day. 
13 Hold fast the form of sound 
words, which thou hast heard of me, 
m faith and love which is in Christ 
Jesus. 


14 That good thing wliicn was com- 
mitted unto thee keep by the Holy 
Ghost whidi dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowest, that all they 
which are in Asia be turned away 
from me; of whom are Phy-gel-lus 
and Her-mog'e-nes. 

16 The Lord give mercy unto the 
house of 5-nes-iph'd-rus; for he oft 
refreshed me, and was not ashamed 
of my chain: 

17 But, when he was in Rome, he 
sought me out very diligently, and 
found me. 

18 The Lord grant unto him that he 
may find mercy of the Lord in that 
day: and in how many things he 
ministered unto me at fiph-e-sds, 
thou knowest very well, 

1127 CHAPTER 2 
T^HOU therefore, my son, be 
J. strong in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus. 

2 And the things that thou hast heard 
of me among many witnesses, the 
same commit^ ^ou to faithful men, 
who shall be able to teach others also. 

3 Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this life; 
that he may please him who hath 
chosen him to be a soldier. 

. 5 And if a man also strive for master- 
ies, yet is he not crowned, except he 
strive lawfully. 

6 The husbandman that laboureth 
must be first partaker of the fruits. 

7 Consider what I say ; and the Lord 
give thee understanding in all things. 

8 Remember that Jesus Christ of tiie 
seed of David was raised from the 
dead according to my gospel : 

9 Wherein I suffer trouble, as an evil 
dow, even unto bonds; but the word 
of God is not bound. 

10 Therefore I endure all things for 
the elect’s sakes, that they may also 
obtain the salvation which is, in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory, 

11 It is a faithful saying: For if we 
be dead with him, we shall also live 
with him: 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him: if we deny him, he also 
will deny us; 

13 If we believe not, yet he abideth 
faithful: he cannot deny himself. 



Warnings against evil teachers 

14 Of these things put them in re- 
membrance, charging them before 
the Lord that they strive not about 
words to no profit, hut to the subvert- 
ing of the hearers. 

15 Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vam bab- 
blings: for they will increase unto 
more ungodliness. 

17 And their word will eat as doth 
a canker: of whom is Hy-me-nas-iis 
and Phi-le^tiis; 

18 Who concerning the truth have 

erred, saying that the resurrection 
is past already; and overthrow the 
faifli of some. . . 

19 Nevertheless the foundation of 
God standeth sure, having this seal. 
The Lord knowefii them that are 
his. And, Let every one that nameth 
the name of Christ depart from 
iniquity. 

20 But in a great house there are not 
only vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth; and some 
to honour, and some to dishonour. 

21 If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto 
honour, sanctified, and meet for the 
master’s use, and prepared unto every 
good work. 

22 Flee also youthful lusts: but 
follow righteousness, faith, charity, 
peace, with them that call on the Lord 
out of a pure heart. 

23 But foolish and unlearned ques- 
tions avoid, knowing that they do 
gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord must 
not strive ; but be gentle unto all men, 
apt to teach, patient, 

25 In meekness instructing those 
that oppose themselves; if God per- 
adventure will give them repentance 
to the acknowledging of the truth; 

26 And that they may recover them- 
selves out of the snare of the devil, 
who are taken captive by him at his 
will. 

1128 CHAPTER 3 

T his know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. 
2 For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, 

3 Without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are 
good, 

4 Traitors, heady, highminded. 
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lovers of pleasures more than lovers 
of God; 

5 Having a form of godliness, but 
denying the power thereof : £rom such 
turn away. 

6 For of this sort are they which 
creep into houses, and lead captive 
silly women laden with sins, led away 
with divers lusts, 

7 Ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now as Jan-nes and Jam^bres 
withstood Moses, so do these also 
resist the truth : men of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith. 

9 But they shall proceed no further: 
for their folly shall be manifest unto 
all men, as theirs also was. 

10 But thou hast fully known my 
doctrine, manner of life, purpose, 
faith, longsuftering, chari^, patience, 

11 Persecutions, aflBdctions, which 
came tmto me at An-ti-ooh, at l-co^ 
ni-um, at Lys^tra ; what persecutions 
I endured: but out of them all the 
Lord delivered me. 

12 Yea, and all that will live godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecu- 
tion. 

13 But evil men and seducers shall 
wax worse and worse, deceiving, and 
being deceived. 

14 But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast 
been assmed of, knowing of whom 
thou hast learned them: 

15 And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures, which are 
able to make thee wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

16 All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness : 

17 That the man of God may be 
perfect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works. 

1129 CHAPTER 4 

I CHARGE thee therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and his king- 
dom; 

2 Preach the word; be instant m 
season, out of season; reprove, re- 
buke, exhort with all longsuffering 
and doctrine. 

3 For the time will come when they 
will not endure sound doctrine ; but 
after their own lusts shall they heap 
to themselves teachers, having itching 
ears; 

4 And they shall turn away their ears 
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from the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables. ^ ^ .

8 Henceforth there is laid up for me 
a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give 
me at that day : and not to me only, 
but unto all ffiem also that love his 
appeariug. 

9 Do thy diligence to come shortly 
unto me : 

10 For De-mas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world, and 
is departed unto Thess-a-l6-ni-ca ; 
Cres-cens to Galatia, Titus unto Dal- 
matia. 

11 Only Luke is with me. Take 
Mark, and bring him with thee : for he 
is profitable to me for the ministry. 

12 And Tych'i-cfis have I sent to 
fiph-S-sus. 

13 The cloke that I left at Tro-as 
with Carpus, when thou comest, bring 
with fhee^ and the books, hut especial- 
ly the parchments.

T herefore we ought to give the 
more earnest heed to the things 
which we have heard, lest at any time 
we should let them slip. 

2 For if the word spoken by angels 
was stedfast, and every transgression 
and disobedience received a iust re- 
compence of reward ; 

3 How shall we escape, if we neglect 
so great salvation; which at the first 
began to be spoken by the Lord, and 
was confirmed unto us by them that 
heard him; 

4 God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and 
with divers miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, according to his own 
will? 

5 For unto the angels hath he not 
put in subjection the world to come, 
whereof we speak. 
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6 But one in a certain place testified,, 
sayi^. What is man, that thou art 
mindful of him? or the son of man, 
that thou visitest him ? 

7 Thou madest him a little lower 
than the angels ; thou crownedst him 
with glory and honour, and didst set 
him over the works of thy hands : 

8 Thou hast put all things in subjec- 
tion under his feet. For in that he put 
all in subjection under him, he le6 
nothing that is not put under him. 
But now we see not yet all things put 
under him. 

9 But we see Jesus, who was made 
a little lower than the angels for the 
suffering of death, crowned with glory 
and honour ; that he by the grace of 
God should taste death for every 
man. 

10 For it became him, for whom are 
all things, and by whom are all things, 
in bringing many sons unto glory, to 
make the captain of their salvation 
perfect through sufferings. 

11 For both he that sanctifieth and 
they who are sanctified are all of one : 
for which cause he is not ashamed to 
call them brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name 
unto my brethren, in the midst of 
^e church will 1 sing praise unto 

13 And again, I will put my trust in 
him. And again. Behold 1 and the 
children which God hath given me. 

14 Forasmuch then as the children 
are partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also himself likewise took part of the 
same; that through death he might 
destroy him that had the power of 
death, that is^ the devil; 

15 And deliver them who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime 
subject to bondage. 

16 For verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels ; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it behoved 
him to be made like unto his breth- 
ren, that he might be a merciful and 
faithhil high priest in things i>er- 
taining to God, to make reconcilia- 
tion for the sins of the people. 

18 For in that he himself hath 
suffered bemg tempted, he is able to 
succour them that are tempted. 

1136 CHAPTER 3 
TX THEREFORE, holy brethren, 
VY partakers of the heavenly 
calling, consider the Apostle and 
High Priest of our profession, Christ 
Jesus ; 

2 *^0 was faithful to him that 
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appointed him, as also Moses was 
faithful in all his house. 

3 For this man was counted worthy 
of more glory than Moses, inasmuch 
as he who hath builded the house 
hath more honour than the house. 

4 For every house is builded by 
some man; but he that built all 
things IS God. 

5 And Moses verily was faithful in 
all his house, as a servant, for a 
testimony of those things which were 
to be spoken after ; 

6 But Christ as a son over his own 
house ; whose house are we, if we 
hold fast the confidence and the 
rejoicing of the hope firm unto the 
end. 

7 Wherefore (as the Holy Ghost 
saith. To day if ye will hear his voice, 

8 Harden not your hearts, as in the 
provocation, in the day of temptation 
ui the wilderness : 

9 When your fathers tempted me, 
proved me, and saw my works forty 
years. 

10 Wherefore I was gneved with 
that generation, and said, They do 
alway err in their heart ; and they have 
not known my ways. 

11 So I sware in my wrath. They 
shall not enter into my rest.) 

12 Take heed, brethren, lest there be 
in any of you an evil heart of unbelief, 
in departmg from the living God. 

13 But exhort one another daily, 
while it is called To day; lest any of 
you be hardened through the de- 
ceitfulness of sin. 

14 For we are made partakers of 
Christ, if we hold the beginning of our 
confidence stedfast unto the end; 

15 While it is said, To day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation. 

16 For some, when they had heard, 
did provoke; howbeit not all that 
came out of Egsrpt by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he grieved 
forty years? was it not with them that 
had sinned, whose carcases fell in the 
wilderness? 

18 And to whom sware he that they 
should not enter into his rest, but to 
them that believed not? 

19 So we see that they could not 
enter in because of unbelief. 

1137 CHAPTER 4 

E X us therefore fear, lest, a promise 
being left us of entering into his 
rest, any of you should seem to come 
short of it. 

2 For rmto us was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them; but

the word preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard it 

3 For we which have believed do 
enter into rest, as he said, As I have 
sworn in my wrath, if they shall enter 
into my rest : although the works were 
finished from the foundation of the 
world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place of 
the seventh day on this wise, And 
God did rest the seventh day from 
all his works. 

5 And in this Place again. If they 
shall enter into my rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that 
some must enter therein, and they 
to whom it was first preached enter- 
ed not in because of unbelief ; 

7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, 
saying in David, To day, after so long 
a time ; as it is said. To day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts. 

8 For if Jesus had given them rest, 
then would he not afterward have 
spoken of another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a rest 
to the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his 
rest, he also hath ceased from his 
own works, as God did from his. 

11 Let us labour therefore to enter 
into that rest, lest any man fall after 
the same example of unbelief. 

12 For the word of God is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, and is 
a discemer of the thoughts and 
intents of the heart. 

13 Neither is there any creature that 
is not manifest in his sight: but all 
things are naked and opened unto the 
eyes of him with whom we have 
to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us 
hold fast our profession. 

15 For we have not an high priest 
which caimot be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities ; but was in 
all points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly imto 
the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need. 

1138 CHAPTER 5 

F or every high priest taken from

11 Of whom we have many things to 
say, and hard to be uttered, seeing ye 
are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again which be the first 
principles of the oracles of God; and 
are become such as have need of 
milk, and not of strong meat. 

13 For every one that useth milk is 
unskilful in the word of righteous- 
ness : for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their 
senses exercised to discern both 
good and evil. 


1139 CHAPTER 6 
nTHEREFORE leaving the piin- 

JL ciples of the doctrine of Christ, 
let us go on unto perfection; not 
laying again the foundation of repent- 
ance from dead works, and of faith 
toward God,

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tasted of the heavenly gift, and were 
made partakers of the Holy Ghost, 

5 And have tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the world 
to come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance; seeing 
they crucify to themselves the Son of 
God afresh, and put him to an open 
shame. 

7 For the earth which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and 
bringeth forth herbs meet for them 
by whom it is dressed, receiveth 
blessing from God : 

8 But that which beareth thorns and 
briers is rejected, and is nigh unto 
cursing; whose end is to be burned* 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things that 
accompany salvation, though we thus 
speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous to 
forget your work and labour of love, 
which ye have shewed toward his 
name, in that ye have ministered to 
the saints, and do minister. 

11 And we desire that every one of 
you do shew the same diligence to the 
full assurance of hope unto fhe end t 

12 That ye be not slothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith and 
patience inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear by 
no greater, he sware by himself, 

14 Sa 3 ring, Surely blessing I will 
bless tiiee, and multiplying 1 will 
multiply thee. 

15 And so, after he had patiently 
endured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the 
greater : and an oath for confirxnation 
is to them an end of aU strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to shew unto the heirs of 
promise the immutability of his 
counsel, confirmed it by an oath : 

18 That by two immutable things, 
in which it was impossible for God to 
lie, we might have a strong consola- 
tion, who have fled for refuge to lay 
hold upon the hope set before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an 
anchor of the soul, both sure and 
stedfast, and which entereth into 
that within the veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of 
Mel-diis-ed-ec. 

1140 CHAPTER 7 

F or this Mel-chis^d-gc, king of 
Sa-lem, priest of the most high 
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The priesthood of Christ 


God, who met Abraham returning 
from the slaughter of the kings, and 
blessed him; ^ , 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by inter- 
pretation King of righteousness, and 
after that also King of Sa-lem, which 
is. King of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither be- 
ginning of days, nor end of life; but 
made like unto the Son of God ; abid- 
eth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the sons 
of Levi, who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a commandment to 
take tithes of the people according 
to the law, that is, of their brethren, 
though they come out of the loins of 
Abraham : 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted from them received tithes of 
Abraham, and blessed him that had 
the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction the 
less is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive 
tithes ; but there he receiveth them, of 
whom it is witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as 1 may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of 
his father, when Mel-chis-ed-ec met 
him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by 
the Le-vit-i-c^ priesthood, (for under 
it the people received the law,) what 
further need was there that another 
priest should rise after the order of 
MSl-chis-ed-ec, and not be called 
after the order of Aaron? 

12 For the priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change 
also of the law. 

13 For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at the 
altar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe 
Moses spake nothing concerning 
priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the similitude of Mel-ehis- 
ed-ec there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law of 
a carnal commandment, but after the 
power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth. Thou art a 
priest for ever after Ihe order of Mel- 
dds-gd-ec. 


18 For there is verily a disannulling 
of the commandment going before for 
the weakness and tmprofitableness 
thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing perfect, 
but the bringing in of a better hope 
did; by the which we draw nigh 
unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without an 
oath he was made Priest: 

21 (For ffiose priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him. The 
Lord sware and will not repent, 
Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Mel-chi^M-ec :) 

22 By so much was Jesus made a 
surety of a better testament. 

23 And they truly were many priests, 
because they were not suffered to 
continue by reason of death: 

24 But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make mtercession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became 
us, who is holy harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens; 

27 Who needeth not dauy, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, 
first for his own sins, and then for 
the people’s: for this he did once, 
when he offered up himself. 

28 For the law maketh men high 
priests which have infirmity; but the 
word of the oath, which was since the 
law, maketh the Son, who is con- 
secrated for evermore. 

1141 CB[APTER 8 

N OW of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum : We have 
such an high priest, who is set on the 
right hand of the throne of the 
Majesty in the heavens ; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the 
Lord pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained to 
offer gifts and sacrifices : wherefore it 
is of necessity that this man have 
somewhat also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he should 
not be a priest, seeing that there are 
priests that offer gifts according to the 
law: 

5 Who serve imto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle: for. 
See, saith he, that thou make all 
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Of the new covenant 

things according to the pattern 
shewed to thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent ministry, by how much also 
he is the mediator of a better cove- 
nant, which was established upon 
better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had been 
faultless, then should no place have 
been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he 
saith. Behold, the days come, sailh 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel and 
with the house of Judah: 

9 Not according to the covenant that 
I made with their fathers in the day 
when I took them by the hand to lead 
them out of the land of EgsnPt ; because 
they continued not in my covenant, 
and I regarded them not, saith the 
Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Israel after 
those days, saith the Lord ; I will put 
my laws into their mind, and write 
them in their hearts : and I will be 
to them a God, and they shall be to 
me a people : 

11 And they shall not teach every 
man his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying. Know the Lord : for 
all shall know me, from the least to 
the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their un- 
righteousness, and their sins and their 
iniquities will 1 remember no more. 

13 In that he saith, A new covenant, 
he hath made the first old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old is 
ready to vanish away. 

1142 CHAPTER 9 
HTHEN verily the first covenant 
X had also ordinances of divine 
service, and a worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle made; 
the first, wherein was the candle- 
stick, and the table, and the shew- 
bread; which is called the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the 
tabernacle which is called the Holiest 
ofaUj 

4 Which had the golden censer, and 
the ark of the covenant overlaid round 
about with gold, wherein was the 
golden pot that had m^-na, and 
Aaron^s rod that budded, and the 
tables of the covenant; 

5 And over it the cher-u-bims of 
glory shadowing the mercyseat; of 
which we cannot now speak par- 
ticularly. 

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always 
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into the first tabernacle, accompli^- 
ing the service of God, 

7, But into the second went the high 
priest alone once every year, not with- 
out blood, which he offered for him- 
self, and for the errors of the people ; 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that the way into the holiest of all was 
not yet made manifest, while as the 
first tabernacle was yet standing: 

9 Which was a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
perfect, as pertaining to the con- 
science ; 

10 Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
until the time of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by a 
greater and more perfect tabemade, 
not made with hands, that is to say, 
not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he en- 
tered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and die ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purif^g of the flesh : 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot 
to God, piurge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the med- 
iator of the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that were under 
the first testament, they which are 
called might receive the promise of 
eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the death 
of the testator. 

17 For a testament is of force after 
men are dead: otherwise it is of no 
strength at all while the testator 
liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first testa- 
ment was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses nad spoken 
every precept to all the people accord- 
ing to the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with water, and 
scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book, and all the 
people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath emomed 
unto you. 
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Of the law-sacrifices, and of Christ 


21 Moreover lie sprinkled with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the vessels of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and without 
bedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but 
the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which 
are the figures of the true ; but into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer him- 
self often, as the high priest entereth 
into the holy place every year with 
blood of others; 

26 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 
world : but now once in the end of 
the world hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judg- 
ment: 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many ; and unto them 
that look for him shall he appear the 
second time without sin unto salva- 
tion. 


1143 CHAPTER 10 


F or the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not the 
very image of the things, can never 
with those sacrifices which they 
offered year by year continually make 
the comers thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have 
ceased to be offered? because that the 
worshippers once purged should have 
had no more conscience of sins. 

3 But in those sacrifices there is 
a remembrance again made of sins 


every year. 

4 For ft fs not possible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats should take 
away sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into 
t]^ world, he saith. Sacrifice and 
pfferuK thou wouldest not, but a 
body hast thou ^prepared me: 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then ssdd I, Lo, I come (in the 
volime of tlae book it is written of me,) 
to do thy will, O God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and 
offermg for sin thou wouldest not, 
neith^ hadst pleasure therein: which 
are offered by the law; 


1 


9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. 

10 By the which will we are sancti- 
fied through the offermg of the body 
of Jesus Christ once for all 

11 And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: 

12 But this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of God ; 

13 From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offermg he hath per- 
fected for ever them that are sancti- 
fied. 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us: for after that he had 
said before, 

16 This is the covenant that I will 
m^e with them after those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I wnte them; 

17 And their sins and iniquities will 
I remember no more. 

^ 18 Now where remission of these 
IS, there is no more offermg for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest by 
the blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which 
he hath consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having an high priest over 
the house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from an 
evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering; (for he is 
faithful that promised ;) 

24 And let us consider one another to 
provoke imto love and to good works : 

25 Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the manner of 
some is; but exhorting one another: 
and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the, knowledge of 
the tmth, there remaineth no more 
sacnfice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment ,and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries. 

28 He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or three 
witnesses: 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought 
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The nature of faith 

worthy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was sanctified, an unholy thing, 
and hath done despite unto the Spirit 
of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath said. 
Vengeance belongeth xmto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord. And 
again. The Lord shall judge his 
people. 

31 It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye were 
ifluminated, ye endmed a great fight 
of af^ctions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazingstock both by reproaches and 
afflictions; and partly, whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 
so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of me in 
my bonds, and took ioyfuUy the 
spoiling of your goods, knowing in 
yourselves that ye have in heaven a 
better and an endturing substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great recom- 
pence of reward. 

36 For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he that 
shall come will come, and will not 
tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by faith! 
but if any man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in mm. 

39 But we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition ; but of them that 
believe to the saving of the soul. 

1144 CHAPTER 11 

N OW faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtained a good 
report. 

3 Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the word 
of God, so that things which are seen 
were not made of things which do 
appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered tmto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
whichhe obtained witness that he was 
righteous, God testifring of his gifts: 
and by it he being dead yet speaketh, 
5 By faith W-noot was translated 
that he should not see death ; and was 
not found, because God had trans- 
lated hhn: for before his translation 
he had this testimony, that he 
pleased God. 
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6 But without faith it is impossible 
to please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him. 

7 By faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house ; by the which he 
condenmed the world, and became 
heir of the righteousness which is by 
faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
should after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed ; and he went out, not knowing 
whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as in a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the 
same promise: 

10 For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God. 

11 Through faith also Sara herself 
received strength to conceive seed, 
and was delivered of a child when 
she was past age, because she judged 
him faithful who had promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him as good as dead, so 
many as the stars of the sky in multi- 
tude, and as the sand which is by the 
sea shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but hav- 
ing seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced 
them, and confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things 
declare plainly that they seek a 
country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mind- 
ful of that country from whence they 
came out, they might have had oppor- 
tunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly : where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God : for he hath prepared for 
them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, when he was 
tried, offered up Isaac: and he that 
had received the promises offered up 
his only begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said. That m 
Isaac shall thy seed be called: ^ ^ 

19 Accounting that God ions able 
to raise him up, even from the dead; 
from whence also he received him m 
a figure. 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 
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21 By faith Jacob, when he was a 

dying, blessed both the sons of 
Joseph; and worshipped, leaning 
upon the top of his staff. , ^ 

22 By faith Joseph, when he died, 
made mention of the departmg of 
the children of Israel; and gave com- 
mandment concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was 
bom, was hid three months of ms 
parents, because they saw he was a 
proper child; and they were not 
afraid of the king’s commandment. 

24 By faitii Moses, when he was 

come to years, refused to be called the 
son of Pharaoh’s daughter ; . . 

25 Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt; for he had respect unto the 
recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for 
he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, lest 
he that destroyed the fetbom should 
touch them. 

29 By faith they passed through 
the Red sea as by dry land: which 
the Egyptians assaying to do were 
drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compassed 
about seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab 
perished not with them that believed 
not, when she had received the spies 
with peace. 

32 And what shall 1 more say? for 
the time would fail me to tell of 
Ged-e-on, and of Bar-ak, jnd of 
Samson, and of Jeph-thae; of 
David also, and Samuel, and of 
the prophets: 

33 Who through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the mouths 
of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out 
of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to 
flight the armies of the aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
raised to life again : and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance; 
that they might obtain a better 
resurrection: 

36 And others had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, more- 
over of bonds and imprisonment: 
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37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, were tempted, were 
slain with the sword : they wandered 
about in sheepskins and goatskins; 
being destitute, afflicted, tormented ; 

38 (Of whom the world was not 
worthy:) they wandered in deserts, 
and in mountains, and in dens and 
caves of the earth. 

39 And these all, having obtained a 
good report through faith, received not 
the promise: 

40 God having provided some better 
thing for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect. 

1145 CHAPTER 12 
"\X THEREFORE seeing we also are 
V V compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith ; who for the 
joy that was set before him endured 
the cross, despising the shame, and 
is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God. 

3 For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye be wearied and faint 
in your minds.

7 If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons; for 
what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not? 

8 But if ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are 
ye bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers 
of our flesh which corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence : shall we not 
much rather be in subjection imto the 
Father of Spirits, and live? 

10 For they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their own plea- 
sure ; but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of his holiness. 

1 1 Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but grievous : 
nevertheless afterward it yieldeth 
the peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are exercised 
thereby.

12 Having your conversation honest 
among the Gentiles; that, whereas 
they speak against you as evildoers, 
they may by your good works, which 
they shall behold, glorify God in the 
day of visitation. 

13 Submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of man for the Lord’s sake : 
whether it be to the king, as supreme ; 

14 Or tmto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punish- 
ment of evildoers, and for the praise 
of them that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God* that with 
well doing ye may put to silence the 
ignorance of foolish men: 

16 As free, and not using your 
liberty for a cloke of maliciousness, 
but as the servants of God.

5 For after this manner in the old 
time the holy women also, who trusted 
in God, adorned themselves, being in 
subiection imto their own husbands : 
6 Even as Sara obeyed Abraham, 
callmg him lord : whose daughters ye 
are, as long as ye do well, and 
are not afraid with any amazement. 
7 Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto ttxe wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs 
together of the grace of life ; that your 
prayers be not hindered. 

8 Finally, be ye ah of one mind, 
having compassion one of another, 
love as brethren, be pitiful, be 
courteous : 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, or 
railing for railing: but contrariwise 
blessing; knowing that ye are there- 
unto cahed, that ye should inherit a 
blessing. 

10 For he that wiU love life, and see 
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good days, let him refrain his tongue 
from evil, and his lips that they 
speak no guile : 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do 
good; let him seek peace, and 
ensue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous, and his ears are open 
unto tiieir prayers: but the face of 
the Lord is against them that do evil. 

13 And who /she that will harm you, 
if ye be followers of that which is 
good? 

14 But and if ye suffer for righteous- 
ness’ sake, happy are ye: and be not 
afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled; 

15 But sanctify the Lord God in your 
hearts : and be ready always to give 
an answer to every man that asketh 
you a reason of the hope that is in you 
with meekness and fear: 

16 Having a good conscience; that, 
whereas they speak evil of you, as of 
evildoers, they may be ashamed that 
falsely accuse your good conversation 
in Christ. 

17 For it is better, if the will of God 
be so, that ye suffer for well doing, 
than for evil doing. 

18 For Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by 
the Spirit: 

19 By which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison; 

20 Which sometime were disobed- 
ient, when once the longsuffering of 
God waited in the days of Noah, while 
the ark was a preparing, wherein 
few, that is, eight souls were saved 
by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto even 
baptism doth also now save us (not 
the putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but the answer of a good con- 
science toward Godj) by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Chnst; 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right hand of God ; angels and 
authorities and powers being made 
subject unto him.

7 But the end of all things is at 
hand: be ye therefore sober, and 
watch unto prayer. . 

8 Axid above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves . for charity 
shall cover the multitude of sins. 

9 XJse hospitality one to another 
without grudging. 

10 As every man hath received the 
gift, even so minister the same one 
to another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God. 

II If any man speak, let him speak 
as the oracles of God; if any man 
minister, let him do it as of the ability 
which God giveth: that God in all 
things may be glorifled through Jesus 
Christ, to whom be praise and 
dominion for ever and ever. A-men. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing 
happened imto you: 

13 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings; that, 
when his glory shall be revealed, 
ye may be glad also with exceeding 
joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the name 
of Christ, happy are ye; for the spirit 
of glory and of God resteth upon you : 
on their part he is evil spoken of, but 
on your part he is dorified. 

15 But let none of you suffer as a 
murderer, or as a thief, or as an evil- 
doer, or as a busybody in other men’s 
matters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a 
Christian, let him not be ashamed; 
but let him glorify God on this 
behalf. 

17 For the time is come that judg- 
ment must begin at the house of God : 
and if it first begin at us, what shall 
the end he of them that obey not the 
gospel of God? 

18 And if the righteous scarcely be 
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saved, where shall the ungodly and 
the sinner appear? 

19 Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the will of God commit 
the keeping of their souls to him in 
well doing, as unto a faithful Creator. 

1156 CHAPTER 5 
'T'HE elders which are among you 

JL I exhort, who am also an elder, 
and a witness of the sufferings of 
Christ, and also a partaker of the 
glory that shall be revealed : 

2 Feed the flock of God which is 
among you, taking the oversight 
thereof y not by constraint, but will- 
ingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a 
ready mind; 

3 Neither as being lords over God’s j 
heritage, but being ensamples to the | 
flock. 

4 And when the chief Shepherd 
shall appear, ye shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away. t 

5 Likewise, ye yoimger, submit 
yourselves unto the elder. Yea, all 
of you be subject one to another, and , 
be clothed with humility: for God ' 
resisteth the proud, and giveth grace 
to the humble. 

6 Humble yourselves therefore 
under the mighty hand of God, that he 
may exalt you in due time : 

7 Casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you. 

8 Be sober, be vi^ant; because your 
adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour. 

9 Whom resist stedfast in the faith, 
knowing that the same aflaictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that 
are in the world. 

10 But the God of all grace, who 
hath called us unto his eternal glory 
by Christ Jesus, after that ye 
have suffered a while, make you 
perfect, stablish, strengthen, settle 
you, 

11 To him he glory and dominion for 
ever and ever. A-men. 

12 By Sfi-va-niis, a faithful brother 
unto you, as I suppose, I have written 
briefly, exhorting, and testifying that 
this is the true grace of God wherein 
ye stand. 

13 The church that is at Babylon, 
elected together with you, saluteth 
you; and so doth Marcus my son. 

14 Greet ye one another with a kiss 
of charity. Peace be with you all that 
are in Christ Jesus. A-men. 
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THE SECOND EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

PETER 


1157 CHAPTER 1 

S IMON Peter, a servant and an 
apostle of Jesus Christ, to them 
that have obtained like precious 
faith with us through the righteous- 
ness of God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ: 

2 Grace and peace be multiplied 
unto you through the knowledge of 
God, and of Jesus our Lord, 

3 According as his divine power 
hath given unto us all things that 
pertain unto life and godliness, 
through the knowledge of him that 
hath called us to glory and virtue : 

4 Whereby are given unto us ex- 
ceeding great and precious promises : 
that by these ye might be partakers 
of die divine nature, having escaped 
the corruption that is in the world 
through lust. 

5 And beside this, giving all dili- 
gence, add to your faith virtue; and 
to virtue knowledge; 

6 And to knowledge temperance; 
and to temperance patience; and 
to patience godliness; 

7 And to godliness brotherly kind- 
ness; and to brotherly kindness 
charity. 

8 For if these things be in you, and 
abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

9 But he that lacketh these things 
is blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
hath forgotten that he was purged 
from his old sins. 

10 ^erefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to make your calling 
and election sure : for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall; 

11 For so an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abundantly into 
the everlasting kingdom of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I will not be negligent 
to put you always in remembrance of 
these things, though ye know them, 
and be established in the present 
truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as I 
am in this tabernacle, to stir you up by 
putting you in remembrance; 

14 Knowing that shortly I must put 
off this my tabernacle, even as our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath shewed me. 


15 Moreover I will endeavour that ye 
may be able after my decease to have 
these things always in remembrance. 

16 For we have not followed cunning- 
ly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, but were 
eyewitnesses of his majesty. 

17 For he received from God the 
Father honour and glory, v/hen there 
came such a voice to him from the 
excellent glory. This is my beloved 
Son, m whom I am well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with 
him m the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light that 
shineth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day star arise in your 
hearts: 

20 Knowing this first, that no pro- 
phecy of the scripture is of any private 
interpretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man; but holy 
men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost. 

1158 CHAPTER 2 

B ut there were false prophets 
also among the people, even 
as there shall be false teachers 
among you, who privily shall bring in 
damnable heresies, even denying the 
Lord that bought them, and bring 
upon themselves swift destruction. 

2 And many shall follow their per- 
nicious ways ; by reason of whom the 
way of truth shall be evil spoken of. 
3 And through covetousness shall 
they with feigned words make mer- 
chandise of you: whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not, and 
^eir damnation slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down 
to hell, and delivered them into 
chains of darkness, to be reserved 
unto judgment; , , 

5 And spared not the old world, but 
saved Noah the eighth person,^ a 
preacher of righteousness, bringing 
in the flood upon the world of the 
luigodly; . . ^ . 

6 And turning the cities of Sodom and 
Go-mor^rha into ashes condemned 
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them with an overthrow, making 
them an ensample unto those that 
after should live ungodly; , . ^ 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed with 
the filthy conversation of the wicked : 

8 (For that righteous man dwellmg 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds;) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptations, and to 
reserve the unjust unto the day of 
judgment to be punished: 

10 But chiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, 
and despise government. Presump- 
tuous are they, selfwilled, they are 
not afraid to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and might, bring 
not raiihig accusation against them 
before the Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and destroy- 
ed, speak evil of the things that they 
tmderstand not; and shall utterly 
perish in their own corruption; 

13 And shall receive the reward of 
unri^teousness, as they that count 
it pleasure to riot in the day time. 
Spots they are and blemishes, sport- 
ing themselves with tneir own de- 
ceivings while they feast with you; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, and 
that cannot cease from sin ; beguiling 
unstable souls; an heart they have 
exercised with covetous practices; 
cursed children: 

15 Which have forsaken the right 
way, and are ^ne astray, following 
the way of Ba-laam the son of Bo-s5r, 
who loved the wages of unrighteous- 
ness; 

16 But was rebuked for his iniquity: 
the dumb ass speaking with man’s 
voice forbad the madness of the 
prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, 
clouds that are carried with a tem- 
pest* to whom the mist of darkness 
is reserved for ever. 

18 For when they speak great swell- 
ing words of vanity, they allure 
through the lusts of the flesh, 
through much wantonness, those 
that were clean escaped from them 
who live in error. 

19 While they promise them liberty, 
they themselves are the servants of 
corruption; for of whom a man is 
overcome, of the same is he brought 
in bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
the knowledge of the Lord and 
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Saviour Jesus Christ, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome, the 
latter end is worse with them than the 
beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them 
not to have known the way of right- 
eousness, than, after they have 
known it, to turn from the holy com- 
mandment delivered unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto them 
according to the true proverb, The 
dog is turned to his own vomit again ; 
and the sow that was washed to her 
wallowing in the mire. 

1159 CHAPTER 3 
npHIS second epistle, beloved, I 
JL now write unto you ; in both which 
I stir up your pure minds by way of 
remembrance ; 

2 That ye may be mindful of the 
words which were spoken before by 
the holy prophets, and of the com- 
mandment of us the apostles of the 
Lord and Saviour: 

3 Knowing this first, that there shall 
come in the last days scoffers, walk- 
ing after their own lusts, 

4 And saying, Where is the promise 
of his coming? for since the fathers 
fell asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of the 
creation, 

5 For this they willingly are ignorant 
of, that by the word of God the 
heavens were of old, and the earth 
standing out of the water and in the 
water: 

6 Whereby the world that then 
was, being overflowed with water, 
perished : 

7 But the heavens and the earth, 
which are now, by the same word are 
kept in store, reserved xmto fire 
against the day of judgment and per- 
dition of ungodly men. 

8 But, beloved, be not ignorant of this 
one thing, that one day is with the 
Lord as a thousand years, and a 
thousand years as one day. 

9 The Lord is not slack concerning 
his promise, as some men count 
slaclmess; but is longsufifezing to 
us-ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance. 

10 But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night* in the 
which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, the earth 
also and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up. 

11 Seeing then that all these things 
shall be dissolved, what maimer of 
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persons ought ye to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness, 

12 Looking for and hasting unto the 
coming of the day of God, wherein 
the heavens being on jBre shall be 
dissolved, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat? 

13 Nevertheless we, according to 
his promise, look for new heavens 
and a new earth, wherein dwelleth 
righteousness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that 
ye look for such things, be diligent 
that ye may be found of him in 
peace, without spot, and blameless. 

15 And account that the longsuffer- 
ing of our Lord is salvation; even as 
our beloved brother Paul also accord- 


I JOHN, I, 2 

ing to the wisdom given unto him hath 
wntten imto you; 

, 16 As also in all his epistles, speak- 
mg in them of these things ; in which 
are some things hard to be under- 
stood, which they that are unlearned 
and unstable wrest, as they do also 
the other scriptures, unto their own 
destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know these things before, beware 
lest ye also, being led away with the 
error of the wicked, fall from your 
own sledfastness. 

18 But grow in grace, and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. To him be glory both 
now and for ever. A-men. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 


JOHN. 


1160 CHAPTER 1 

T hat which was from the be- 
ginning, which we have heard, 
which we have seen with our eyes, 
which we have looked upon, and our 
hands have handled, of the Word 
of life; 

2 (For the life was manifested, and 
we have seen /?, and bear witness, 
and shew unto you that eternal life, 
which was with the Father, and was 
manifested unto us;) 

3 That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that ye 
also may have fellowship with us: 
and truly our fellowship is with the 
Father, and with his Son Jesus 
Christ. 

4 And these things write we unto 
you, that your joy may be full, 

5 This then is the message which we 
have heard of him, and declare tmto 
you, that God is light, and in him is 
no darkness at all. 

6 If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth: 

7 But if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin. 

8 If we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us. 

9 If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness. 


10 If we say that we have not sinned, 
we make him a liar, and his word is 
not in us. 

1161 CHAPTER 2 

M y little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an ad- 
vocate with the Father, Jesus Christ 
the righteous: 

2 And he is the propitiation for our 
sins : and not for ours only, but also 
for the sins of the whole world. 

3 And hereby we do know that we 
know him, if we keep his command- 
ments. 

4 He that saith, I know him, and 
keepeth not his commandments, is a 
liar, and the truth is not in him. 

5 But whoso keepeth his word, in him 
verily is the love of God perfected : 
hereby know we that we are in him. 

6 He that saith he abideth m him 
ought himself also so to walk, even 
as he walked. 

7 Brethren, I write no new com- 
mandment unto you, but an old com- 
mandment which ye had from the 
beginning. The old commandment is 
tile word which ye have heard from 
the beginning. 

8 Again, a new commandment I 
write unto you, which thing is true in 
him and in you: because the dark- 
ness is past, and the true light now 
shineth. 

9 He that saith he is in the l^t, and 
hateth his brother, is in darkness 
even until now. 
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10 He that lo veth his brother abideth 
in the light, and there is none 
occasion of stumbling in him. 

11 But he that hateth his brother is 

in darkness, and walketh in asiK- 
ness, and knoweth not whither he 
goeth. Decause that darkness hath 
blinded his eyes. 

12 I write tmto you, little children, 
because your sins are forgiven you 
for his name’s sake. 

13 1 write unto you, fathers, because 
ye have known him that is from the 
begiiming. I write unto you, young 
men, because ye have overcome the 
wicked one. I write imto you, little 
children, because ye have known the 
Father. . ^ ^ 

14 1 have written unto you, fathers, 
because ye have known him that is 
from tiie begmning. I have written 
unto you, young men, because ye are 
strong, and the word of God abideth 
in you, and ye have overcome the 
wicked one. 

15 Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. 

16 For all that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, 
and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world. 

17 And the world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof : but he that doeth the 
will of God abideth for ever. 

18 Little children, it is the last 
time : and as ye have heard that an- 
li-christ shall come, even now are 
there many an-ti-christs ; v/hereby we 
know that it is the last time. 

19 They went out from us, but they 
were not of us; for if they had been 
of us, they wotud no doubt have con- 
tinued with us; but they went out 
that they might be made manifest 
that they were not aU of us. 

20 But ye have an unction from 
the Holy One, and ye know all things. 

21 1 have not written unto you be- 
cause ye know not the truth, but 
because ye know it, and that no lie is 
of the truth. 

22 Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ? He is Im-ti- 
christ, that denieth the Father and 
the Son. 

23 Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not the Father: [but] he 
that acknowledgeth the Son hath the 
Father also. 

24 Let that therefore abide in you, 
which ye have heard from the be- 
gnning. If that which ye have heard 
from me beginning shall remain in 
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you, ye also shall continue in the 
Son, and in the Father. 

25 And this is the promise that he 
hath promised us, even eternal life. 

26 These things have I written unto 
you concerning them that seduce you. 

27 But the anointing which ye have 
received of him abideth in you, and 
ye need not that any man teach you : 
but as the same anointing teacheth 
you of all things, and is truth, and is no 
lie, and even as it hath taught you, ye 
phall abide in him. 

28 And now, little children, abide in 
him; that, when he shall appear, we 
may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before him at his coming. 

29 If ye know that he is righteous, 
ye know that every one that doeth 
righteousness is born of him. 

1162 CHAPTER 3 

B ehold, what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the sons of 
God : therefore the world knoweth us 
not, because it knew him not. 

2 Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be : but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like 
him ; for we shall see him as he is. 

3 And every man that hath this hope 
in him purifieth himself, even as he 
is pure. 

4 Whosoever committeth sin trans- 
gresseth also the law : for sin is the 
transgression of the law. 

5 And ye know that he was mani- 
fested to take away our sins; and m 
him is no sin. 

6 Whosoever abideth in him sinneth 
not : whosoever sinneth hath not seen 
him, neither known him. 

7 Little children, let no man deceive 
you: he that doeth righteousness is 
righteous, even as he is righteous. 

8 He that committeth sin is of the 
devil; for the devil sinneth from the 
beginning. For this purpose the Son 
I of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil, 
9 Whosoever is born of God doth 
not commit sin; for his seed remain- 
ethmhim : andhe cannot sin, because 
he is born of God. 

10 In this the children of God are 
manifest, and the children of the 
devil ; whosoever doeth not righteous- 
ness is not of God, neither he that 
loveth not his brother. 

11 For this is the message that ye 
heard from the begmning, that we 
should love one another. 

12 Not as Cain, who was of that 
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wicked one, and slew his brother. 
And wherefore slew he him? Because 
his own works were evil, and his 
brother's righteous. 

13 Marvel not, my brethren, if the 
world hate you. 

14 We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we love 
the brethren. He that loveth not his 
brother abideth in death. 

15 Whosoever hateth his brother is 

a murderer: and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding 
in him. . , . ^ 

16 Hereby perceive we the love of 
God» because he laid down his life for 
us; and we ought to lay down our 
lives for the brethren. 

17 But whoso hath this world’s 
good, and seeth his brother have need, 
and shutteth up his bowels of com- 
passion from him, how dwelleth the 
love of God in him? 

18 My little children, let us not love 
in word, neither in tongue; but in 
deed and in truth. 

19 And hereby we know that we are 
of the truth, and shall assure our I 
hearts before him. 

20 For if our heart condemn us, God 
is greater than our heart, and knoweth 
all things. 

21 Beloved, if our heart condemn us 
not, then have we confidence toward 
God. 

22 And whatsoever we ask, we 
receive of him, because we keep his 
commandments, and do those things 
that are pleasing in his sight. 

23 And this is his command- 
ment, That we should believe on 
the name of his Son Jesus Christ, 
and love one another, as he gave us 
commandment. 

24 And he that keepeth his com- 
mandments dwelleth in him, and he 
in him. And hereby we know that he 
abideth in us, by the Spirit which he 
hath given us.

B eloved, believe not every spirit, 
but try me spirits whether they 
are of God: because many false 
prophets are gone out into the world.

3 laying. Hurt not the earth, neither 
the sea, nor the trees, till we have 
sealed the servants of our God in 
their foreheads. 

4 And I heard the number of them 
which were sealed: and there were 
sealed an hundred and forty and 
four thousand of all the tribes of the 
children of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Juda were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Reuben were sealed twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Gad were sealed 
twelve thousand. 

6 Of the tribe of £-ser were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Nep^tha-13m were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of thetribeof Ma-nds^ses 
were sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of 3imeon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe Levi 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Is-sa-char were sealed twelve 
thousand. 

8 Of the tribe of Zll-bd%n were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Joseph were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. Of the tribe of Beniamin mere 
sealed twelve thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a great 
multitude, which no man could num- 
ber, of all nations, and kindreds, and 
people^ and tongues, stood before the 
throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes, and palms in their 
hands; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, 
saying. Salvation to our God which 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb. 

11 And all the angels stood round 
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about the throne, and about the elders 
and four beasts, and fell before 
the throne on their faces, and wor- 
shipped God, 

12 Saidng, A-men: Blessing, and 
glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, 
and honour, and power, and might, be 
unto our God for ever and ever. A- 
men. 

13 And one of the elders answered, 
sasnng unto me. What are these which 
are arrayed in white robes? and 
whence came they? 

14 And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me. These 
are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 

15 Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day and 
night in his temple : and he that sitteth 
on the throne shall dwell among them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more ; neither shall 
the sim light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the midst 
of the throne shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains 
of waters : and God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes. 

1175 CHAPTER 8 

AND when he had opened the 
.Tjl seventh seal, there was silence in 
heaven about the space of half an 
hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels which 
stood before God; and to them were 
given seven trumpets. 

3 And another angel came and stood 

at the altar, having a golden censer ; 
and there was given tmto him much 
incense, that he should offer it with 
the prayers of all saints upon the 
golden altar which was before the 
throne. . .... 

4 And the smoke of the mcense, 
which came with the prayers of the 
saints, ascended up before God out 
of the angel’s hand.

7 The first angel sounded, ^d 
there followed hail and fire mmgled 
with blood, and they were cast upon 
the earth : and the third part of trees 
was burnt up, and all green grass was 
burnt UP. 
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8 Aad the second angel sounded, and 
as it were a great mountain burning 
with fire was cast into the sea: and 
the third part of the sea became 
blood ; 

9 And the third part of the creatures 

which were in the sea, and had life, 
died; and the third part of the ships 
were destroyed. ^ ^ ^ , 

10 And the third angel sounded, and 
there fell a great star from heaven, 
burning as it were a lamp, and it fell 
upon the third part of the rivers, and 
upon the fountains of waters; 

1 1 And the name of the star is called 
Wormwood: and the third part of 
the waters became wormwood; and 
many men died of the waters, because 
they were made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sounded, 
and the third part of the sun was 
smitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and the third part of the stars; 
so as the third part of them was 
darkened, and the day shone not for a 
third part of it, and the night likewise. 

13 And I beheld, and heard an 
angel flying through the midst of 
heaven, saying with a loud voice. 
Woe, woe, woe, to the inhabiters of 
the earth by reason of the other voices 
of the trumpet of the three angels, 
which are yet to sound i 

1176 CHAPTER 9 

A nd the fifth angel sounded, and 
L I saw a star fall from heaven 
unto the earth : and to him was given 
the key of the bottomless pit. 

2 And he opened the bottomless pit; 
and there arose a smoke out of the 
pit, as the smoke of a great furnace ;

7 And the shapes of the locusts 


The sounding of the angels 

were like unto horses prepared imto 
battle; and on their heads were as it 
were crowns like gold, and their faces 
were as the faces of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair of 
women, and their teeth were as the 
teeth of lions, 

9 And they had breastplates, as it 
were breastplates of iron; and the 
sound of their wings was as the sound 
of chariots of many horses running 
to battle. 

10 And they had tails like unto 
scorpions, and there were stings in 
their tails: and their power was to 
hurt men five months. 

11 And they had a l^g over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless 
pit, whose name in the Hebrew ton- 
gue is A-bad-don, but in the Greek 
tongue hath his name A-pol-ly-on. 

12 One woe is past; and, behold, 
there come two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sotmded, 
and I heard a voice from the four 
horns of the golden altar which is 
before God, 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which 
had the trumpet. Loose the four 
angels whidi are bound in the great 
river Eh-phra-tes. 

15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hour, and 
a day, and a month, and a year, for to 
slay the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army of 
the horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousand : and 1 heard the 
number of them. 

17 And thus I saw the horses in the 
vision, and them that sat on them, 
having breastplates of fire, and of 
jacinth, and brimstone : and the heads 
of the horses were as the heads of 
lions; and out of their mouths issued 
fire and smoke and brimstone. 

18 By these three was the third part 
of men killed, by the fire, and by the 
smoke, and by me brimstone, which 
issued out of their mouths. 

19 For their power is in their mouth, 
and in their tails : for their tails were 
like unto serpents, and had heads, 
and with them they do hurt. 

20 And the rest of the men which 
were not killed by these plagues yet 
repented not of the works of their 
hands, that they should not worship 
devils, and idols of gold, and silver, 
and brass, and stone, and of wood: 
which neither can see, nor hear, nor 
walk: 

21 Neither repented they of their 
murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of 
their fornication, nor of their thefts. 
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1177 CHAPTER 10 

And I saw another mighty angel 
JCa. come down from heaven, clothed 
with a cloud: and a rainbow was 
upon his head, and his face was as it 
were the sun, and his feet as pillars 
of fire: 

2 And he had in his hand a little book

8 And the voice which I heard from 
heaven spake unto me again, and 
said. Go and take the little book which 
is open in the hand of the angel which 
standeth upon the sea and upon the 
earth. 

9 And I went tonto the angel, and 
said unto him. Give me the little book. 
And he said unto me, Take it, and 
eat it up ; and it shall make thy belly 
bitter, but it shall be in thy mouth 
sweet as honey. 

10 And I took the little book out of 
the angel’s hand, and ate it up : and it 
was in my mouth sweet as honey : and 
as soon as I had eaten it, my belly was 
bitter. 

11 And he said tinto me. Thou must 
prophesy again before many peoples, 
and nations, and tongues, and kings. 

1178 CHAPTER 11 

AND there was given me a reed like 
JlX unto a rod ; and the angel stood, 
saying. Rise, and measure the temple 
of God, and the altar, and them that 
worship therein. ^ 

2 But the court whidi is without the 
temple leave out, and measure it not ; 
for it is given unto the Gentiles : and

8 And their dead bodies shall lie in 
the street of the great city, which 
spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, 
where also our Lord was crucified. 

9 And they of the people and kin- 
dreds and tongues and nations shall 
see their dead bodies three days and 
an half, and shall not suffer their 
dead bodies to be put in graves. 

10 And they that dwell upon the 
earth shall rejoice over them, and 
make merry, and shall send gifts one 
to another; because these two pro- 
phets tormented them that dwelt on 
the earth. 

11 And after three days and an half 
the Spirit of life from God entered 
into them, and they stood upon their 
feet; and great fear fell upon them 
which saw them. 

12 And tiiey heard a great voice from 
heaven saying unto them.

13 And the same hour was there a 
great earthquake, and the tenth part 
of the city fell, and in the earthquake 
were slain of men seven thousand:

14 The second woe is past; and, 
behold, the third woe cometh quickly. 

15 And the seventh angel sounded; 
and there were great voices in 
heaven, saying. The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall 
reign for ever and ever. 

16 And the four and twenty elders, 
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which, sat before God on their seats, 
fell upon their faces, and worshipped 
God, 

17 Saying, We ave thee thanks, O 
Lord God Almignty, which art, and 
wast, and art to come ; because thou 
hast taken to thee thy great power, 
and hast reigned. 

18 And the nations were angry, and 
thy wrath is come, and the time 
of the dead, that they should be 
judged, and that thou shouldest 
give reward unto thy servants the 
prophets, and to the saints, and them 
that fear thy name, small and great; 
and shouldest destroy them which 
destroy the earth. 

19 And the temple of God was 
opened in heaven, and there was seen 
in his temple the ark of his testa- 
ment : and there were lightnings, and 
voices, and thunderings, and an 
earthquake, and great hail.

Blessed 
is he that watcheth, and keepeth his 
garments, lest he walk naked, and 
they see his shame. 

16 And he gathered them together 
into a place called in the Hebrew 
tongue Ar-ma-g<^d^6n. 

17 And the seventh angel poured out 
his vial into the air ; and there came a 

g reat voice out of the temple of 
eaven, from the throne, sainng. It 
is done.

AND there came one of the seven 
xlL angels which had the seven vials, 
and talked with me, saying unto me, 
Come hither; I will shew unto thee 
the judgment of the great whore that 
sitteth upon many waters: 

2 With whom the kings of the earth 
have committed fornication, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been 
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niade drunk with the wine of her £ot 
mcation. 

3 So he carried me away in the 
spirit into the wilderness : and I saw 
a woman sit upon a scarlet coloured 
beast, full of names of blasphemy, 
having seven heads and ten horns. 

4 And the woman was arrayed in 
purple and scarlet colour, and deck- 
ed with gold and precious stones and 
pearls, having a golden cup in her 
hand full of abominations and filthi- 
ness of her fornication : 

5 And upon her forehead was a name 
written, MYSTERY, BABYLON 
THE GREAT, THE MOTHER OF 
HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS 
OF THE EARTH. 

6 And I a»aw the woman drunken 
with the blood of the saints, and with 
the blood of the martyrs of Jesus: 
and when I saw her, I wondered with 
great admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto me, 
Wherefore didst thou marvel? I will 
tell thee the mystery of the woman, 
and of the beast that carrieth her, 
which hath the seven heads and ten 
horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest was, 
and is not; and shall ascend out of 
the bottomless pit, and go into per- 
dition: and they that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, whose names 
were not written in the book of life 
from the fotmdation of the world, 
when they behold the beast that was, 
and is not, and yet is. 

9 And here is the mind which hath 
wisdom. The seven heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman 
sitteth. 

10 And there are seven kings : five 
are fallen, and one is, and the other is 
not yet come ; and when he cometh, 
he must continue a short space. 

11 And the beast that was, and is 
not, even he is the eighth, and is of 
the seven, and goeth into perdition. 

12 And me ten horns which thou 
sawest are ten kings, which have re- 
ceived no kingdom as yet ; but receive 

B r as kings one hour with the 

. 

13 These have one mind, and shall 
give their power and strength unto 
the beast. ^ ^ 

14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and ^e Lamb shall overcome 
them: for he is Lord of lords, and 
King of kiags: and they that are 
with him are called, and chosen, and 
faithful. 

, 15 And he saith xmto me. The 
r waters which thou sawest, where the 
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whore sitteth, are peoples, and multi- 
tudes, and nations, and tongues. 

16 And the ten horns which thou 
sawest upon the beast, these shall 
hate the whore, and shall n^e her 
desolate and naked, and shall eat 
her flesh, and bum her with fire. 

17 For God hath put in their 

hearts to fulfil his will, and to agree, 
and give their kingdom unto the 
beast, until the words of God shall 
be fulfilled. ^ 

18 And the woman which thou 
sawest is that great city, which 
reigneth over the kings of the earth. 

1185 CHAPTER 18 

AND after these things I saw an- 
Xk other angel come down from 
heaven, having great power; and the 
earth was lightened with his glory. 

2 And he cried mightily with a 
strong voice, saying, Babylon the 
great is fallen, is fallen, and is be- 
come the habitation of devils, and the 
hold of every foul spirit, and a cage 
of every imclean and hateful bird. 

3 For all nations have drunk of the 
wine of the wrath of her fornication, 
and the kings of the earth have com- 
mitted fornication with her, and the 
merchants of the earth are waxed 
rich tluough the abundance of her 
delicacies. 

4 And I heard another voice from 
heaven, saying. Come out of her, my 

g eople, that ye be not partakers of 
er sins, and that ye receive not of 
her plagues. 

5 For her sins have reached unto 
heaven, and God hath remembered 
her iniquities. 

6 Reward her even as she rewarded 
you, and double unto her double 
according to her works; in the cup 
which she ha^ Med fill to her 
double. 

7 How much she hath glorified 
herself, and lived deliciously, so much 
torment and sorrow give her ; for she 
saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and 
am no widow, and shall see no 
sorrow. 

8 Therefore shall her plagues come 
in one day, death, and mourning, and 
famine; and she shall be utterly 
burned with fire; for strong is the 
Lord God who iudgeth her. 

9 And the kings of the earth, who 
have committed fornication and lived 
deliciously with her, shall bewail 
her, and lament for her, when they 
shall see the smoke of her btuming, 
10 Standing afar off for the fear of 
her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that 
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great city Babylon, that mighty city! 
for in one hour is thy Judgment 
come. 

11 And the merchants of the earth 
shall weep and mourn over her ; for no 
man buyeth their merchandise any 
more; 

12 The merchandise of gold, and 
silver, and precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen, and purple, <md 
silk, and scarlet, and all thyine wood, 
and all manner vessels of ivory, and 
all manner vessels of most precious 
wood, and of brass, and iron, and 
marble, 

13 And cinnamon, and odours, and 
ointments, and frankincense, and 
wine, and oil, and fine flour, and 
wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and 
horses, and chariots, and slaves, and 
souls ot men. 

14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted 
after are departed from thee, and all 
things which were dainty and goodly 
are departed from thee, and thou 
shalt find them no more at all. 

15 The merchants of these things, 
which were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar off for the fear of her tor- 
ment, weeping and wailing, 

16 And saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, 
and purple, and scarlet, and decked 
with gold, and precious stones, and 
pearls ! 

17 For in one hour so great riches 
is come to nought. And every ship- 
master, and all the company in ships, 
and sailors, and as many as trade by 
sea, stood afar off, 

18 And cried when they saw the 
smoke of her burning, saying. What 
city is like unto this great city i 

19 And they cast dust on their 
heads, and cried, weeping and wail- 
ing, saying, Alas, alas, that great city, 
wherein were made rich all that had 
ships in the sea by reason of her 
costliness! for in one hour is she 
made desolate. 

20 Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 
and ye holy apostles and prophets ; 
for God hath avenged you on her. 

21 And a mighty angel took up a 
stone like a great millstone, and cast 
it into the sea, saying. Thus with 
violence shall that great city Babylon 
be thrown down, and shall be found 
no more at all. 

22 And the voice of harpers, and 
musicians, and of pipers, and trum- 
peters, shall be heard no more at all 
in thee ; and no craftsman, of whatso- 
ever craft he be, shall be found any 
more in thee; and the sound of a 
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millstone shall be heard no more at 
all in thee; 

23 And the light of a candle shall 
shine no more at all in thee ; and the 
voice of the bridegroom and of the 
bride shall be heard no more at all in 
3iee: for thy merchants were the 
great men of the earth; for by thy 
sorceries were all nations deceived. 

24 And in her was found the blood 
of prophets, and of saints, and of all 
^at were slain upon the earth. 

1186 CHAPTER 19 
AND after these things I heard a 
great voice of much people in 
heaven, saving. Alleluia, Salvation, 
and glory, and honour, and power, 
unto the Lord our God: 

2 For true and righteous are his 
judgments: for he hath judged the 
great whore, which did corrupt the 
earth vdth her fornication, and hath 
avenged the blood of his servants at 
her hand. 

3 And again they said. Alleluia. And 
her smoke rose up for ever and ever. 

4 And the four and twenty elders 
and the four beasts fell down and 
worshipped God that sat on the 
throne, saying, A-men; Alleluia. 

5 And a voice came out of the throne, 
saying. Praise our God, all ye his 
servants, and ye that fear him, both 
small and great. 

6 And I heard as it were the voice of 
a great multitude, and as the voice 
of many waters, and as the voice of 
mighty thunderings, saying. Alleluia : 
for the Lord God omnipotent reigneth. 

7 Let us be glad and rejoice, and 
give honour to him: for the marriage 
of the Lamb is come, and his wife hath 
made herself ready. 

8 And to her was granted that she 
should be arrayed in fine linen, clean 
and white: for the fine linen is the 
righteousness of saints. 

9 And he saith unto me. Write, 
Blessed are they which are called 
unto the marriage supper of the 
Lamb. And he saith unto me, These 
are the true sayings of God. 

10 And I fell at his feet to worship 
him. And he said unto me, See thou 
do it not : I am thy fellowservant, and 
of thy brethren that have the testi- 
mony of Jesus : worship God : for the 
testimony of Jesus is the spirit of 
prophecy. 

11 And I saw heaven op^ed, and 

behold a white horse; and he that 
sat upon him i£;as called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war. i 
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12 His eyes were as a flame of fire, 
and on his head were many crowns; 
and he had a name written, that no 
man knew, but he himself, 

13 And he mas clothed with a 
vesture dipped in blood : and his name 
IS called The Word of God. 

14 And the armies which were in 
heaven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean. 

15 And out of his mouth goeth a 
sh^p sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations: and he shall rule 
them wth a rod of iron: and he 
treadeth the wmepress of the fierce- 
ness and wrath of Almighty God. 

16 And he hath on his vesture and on 
^s thigh a name written, KING OF 
KINGS. AND LORD OF LORDS. 

17 And I saw an angel standing in 
the sun; and he cried with a loud 
voice, saying to all the fowls that fly 
in the midst of heaven. Come and 
gather yourselves together unto the 
supper of the great God; 

^ 18 That ye may eat the flesh of 
kings, and the flesh of captains, and 
the flesh of mighty men, and the flesh 
of horses, and of them that sit on 
them, and the flesh of all men, both 
free and bond, both small and 
great. 

19 And I saw the beast, and the 
kings of the earth, and their armies, 
gathered together to make war against 
him that sat on the horse, and against 
his army. 

20 And the beast was taken, and with 
him the false prophet that wrought 
miracles before him, with which he 
deceived them that had received the 
mark of the beast, and them that 
worshipped his image. These both 
were cast alive into a lake of fire 
burning with brimstone. 

21 And the remnant were slain with 
the sword of him that sat upon the 
horse, which sword proceeded out of 
his mouth: and all the fowls were 
filled with their flesh. 

1187 CHAPTER 20 
and I saw an angel come down from 
JTL heaven, having the key of the 
bottomless pit and a great chain m 
his hand. 

2 And he laid hold on the dragon, 
that old serpent, which is the Devil, 
and Satan, and bound him a thousand 
years, 

3 And cast itjm into the bottomless 
pit, and shut him up, and set.a seal 
upon him, that he should deceive the 
nations no more, till the thousand 
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shears should be fulfdled: and after 
that he must be loosed a little season. 

4 And 1 sdw thrones, and they sat 
upon them, and judgment was given 
unto them: and I saw the souls of 
them diat were beheaded for the 
witness of Jesus, and for the word of 
God, and which had not worshipped 
the beast} neither his image, neither 
had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands ; and they 
lived and reigned with Christ a 
thousand years. 

5 But the rest of the dead lived 

not again untd the thousand years 
were finished. This is the first 
resurrection. 

6 Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection ; on such 
the second death hath no power, but 
they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years. 

7 And when the thousand years are 
expired, Satan shall be loosed out 
of his prison, 

8 And shall go out to deceive the 
nations which are in the four quarters 
of the earth, Gog and Ma%dg, to 
gather them together to battle : the 
number of whom is as the sand of the 

9 And they went up on the breadth 
of the earth, and compassed the 
camp of the saints about, and the be> 
loved city: and fire came down from 
God out of heaven, and devoured 
them. 

10 And the devil that deceived them 
was cast into the lake of fire and 
brimstone, where the beast and the 
false prophet are, and shall be tor- 
mented day and night for ever and 
ever. 

11 And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no place 
for them. 

12 And I saw the dead, small and 
preat, stand before God; and the 
books were opened: and another 
book was opened, which is the book 
of life: and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to 
their works. 

.13 And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell 
aelivered up the dead which were in 
them; and they were judged every 
man according to their works. 

, 14 And death and hell were cast 
mto the lake of fire. This is the second 
death. 


15 And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire. 

1188 CHAPTER 21 
AND I saw a new heaven and a new 
earth: for the first heaven and 
the first earth were passed away ; and 
there was no more sea. 

2 And I John saw the holy city, new 
Jerusalem, coming down from God out 
of heaven, prepared as a bride 
adorned for her husband. 

3 And 1 heard a great voice out of 
heaven saying. Behold, the taber- 
nacle of God is with men, and he will 
dwell with them, and they shall be his 
people, and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God. 

4 And God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes, and there shall be 
no more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain: for the former things are 
passed away. 

5 And he that sat upon the throne 
said. Behold, I make all things new. 
And he said unto me. Write : for these 
words are true and faithful. 

6 And he said tmto me. It is done. 
I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the end. I will give unto him 
that is athirst of the fountain of the 
Vater of life freely. 

7 He that overcometh shall inherit 
all things; and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son. 

8 But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall have 
their part in the lake which bumeth 
with fire and brimstone ; which is the 
second death. 

9 And there came unto me one of the 
seven angels which had the seven 
vials full of the seven last plagues, 
and talked with me, sasnng. Come 
hither, I will shew thee the bride, the 
Lamb’s wife. 

10 And he carried me away in the 
spirit to a great and high mountain, 
and shewed me that great city, the 
Ixoly Jerusalem, descending out of 
heaven from God, 

11 Having the glory of God : and her 
light was Hke tmto a stone most pre- 
cious, even like a jasper stone, clear 
as crystal; 

12 And had a wall great and high, 
and had twelve gates, and at the gates 
twelve angels, and natqes written 
thereon, which ^e th& Mmms of the 
twelve taubes of the children of Israel : 

13 On the east three gates; on the 
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north three gates ; on the south three 
gates ; and on the west three gates. 

14 And the wall of the city had 
twelve foundations, and in them the 
names of the twelve apostles of the 
Lamb. 

15 And he that talked with me had 
a golden reed to measure the city, 
and the gates thereof, and the wall 
thereof. 

16 And the city lieth foursquare, and 
the length is as large as the breadth : 
and he measured the city with the 
reed, twelve thousand furlongs. The 
length and the breadth and the height 
of it are equal. 

17 And he measured the wall there- 
of, an hundred and forty and four 
cubits, according to the measure of a 
man, that is, of the angel. 

18 And the building of the wall of it 
was of jasper: and the city was pure 
gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And the fotmdations of the wall 
of the city were garnished with all 
manner of precious stones. The first 
foimdation was jasper; the second, 
sapphire ; the third, a chalcedony ; the 
fourth, an emerald ; 

20 The fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, 
sardius; the seventh, chrysolite; the 
eighth, beryl; the ninth, a topaz; the 
tenth, a chrysoprasus ; the eleventh, a 
jacinth; the twelfth, an amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were twelve 
pearls ; every several gate was of one 
pearl: and the street of the city Was 
pure gold, as it were transparent 


22 And I saw no ^.emple therein: 
for the Lord God Almighty and the 
Lamb are the temple of it. 

23 And the city had no need of the 
sim, neither of the moon, to shine in 
it: for the glory of God did lighten it, 
and the Lamb is the light thereof. 

24 And the nations of them which 
are saved shall walk in the light of 
it : and the kings of the earth do bring 
their glory and honour into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not be 
shut at all by day; for there shall be 
no night there. 

26 And they shall bring the glory and 
honour of the nations into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter 
into it any thing that defileth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination, or 
maketh a lie: but they which are 
written in the Lamb’s book of life. 

1189 CHAPTER 22 

AND ho showed m^ a pure river of 
water oflife, clear as prystal, pro- 
ceeding out of the throne of ixoa and 
of the Lamb. 
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2 In the midst of the street of it, and 
on either side of the river, was there 
the tree of life, which bare twelve 
manner o/£ruits, and yielded her fruit 
every month, and the leaves of the 
tree were for the hewing of the 
nations. 

3 And there shall be no more curse : 
but the throne of God and of the 
Lamb shall be in it; and his servants 
shall serve him* 

4 And they shall see his face ; and 
his name shall he in their foreheads. 

5 And there shall be no night there ; 
and they need no candle, neither light 
of the .^un; for the Lord God givelh 
them light: and they shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

6 And he said unto me, These 
saymgs are faithful and true : and the 
Lord God of the holy prophets sent 
his angel to shew unto his servants 
the things which must shortly be 
done. 

7 Behold, I come quickly : blessed is 
he that keepeth the sayings of the 
prophecy of this book. 

8 And I John saw these things, and 
heard them. And when I had heard 
and seen, I fell down to worship before 
the feet of the angel which shewed 
me these things. 

9 Then saith he unto me. See thou 
do it not: for I am thy fellowservant, 
and of thy brethren the prophets, and 
of them which keep the sayings of 
this book: worship God. 

10 And he saith unto me. Seal not 
the sayings of the prophecy of this 
book: for the time is at hand., 

11 He that is unjust, let hm be 
unjust still : and he which is filthy, let 
Tiim be filthy stiU: and he that, is 
righteous, let him be righteous still: 
and he that is holy, let him be holy 
still. 

12 And, behold, I come quickly ; and 
my reward is with me, to give every 
man according as his work shall be. 

13 I am Alpha and Omega, the 

beginning and the end, the first and 
Sielast. ^ 

14 Blessed are they that do his com- 
mandments, that they may have right 
to the tree of life, and may enter m 
through the gates into the city. 

15 For without are dogs, and 
sorcerers, and whoremongers, 
murderers, and idolaters, and whc 
soever loveth and maketh a he. 

16 1 Jesus have sent mine ar^eyo 
testify unto yon these things m me 
churches. I^.jhe root and .toe 
offspring of David, and the bright 
and morning star. 
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17 And the Spirit and the bride say. 
Come. And let him that heareth say. 
Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely, 

18 For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the words of the prophecy of 
this book. If any man shall add unto 
these things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in this 
book: 


The coming of Christ 

19 And if any man shall take away 
from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out 
of the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book. 

20 He which testifieth these things 
saith. Surely I come quickly. A-men. 
Even so, come. Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ he with you all. A-men.
